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PROCEDURE— UNITING  CONFERENCE 

Article  I. — There  shall  be  a  Uniting  Conference  composed 
of  900  delegates,  of  whom  400  shall  be  from  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  400  from  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  100  from  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  chosen  in  such  manner  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  respective  General  Conferences,  provided  that  the  min- 
isterial and  lay  members  shall  be  in  equal  number. 

Article  II. — The  Uniting  Conference  shall  be  held  within 
twelve  months  after  the  final  approval  and  adoption  of  this 
Plan  of  Union  by  the  three  Churches,  at  the  call  of  the 
Bishops  of  the  two  Churches  and  the  President  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and  at 
a  date  fixed  by  them  and  at  a  place  selected  by  a  Joint  Com- 
mission on  Entertainment  of  five  persons  from  each  of  the 
three  Churches,  this  commission  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishops  of  the  two  Churches  and  the  President  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  General  Conference. 

Article  III. — The  expenses  of  the  Uniting  Conference 
shall  be  borne  by  the  three  Churches  in  proportion  to  their 
respective  representation. 

Article  IV. — The  duties  and  powers  of  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference, subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Plan  of  Union, 
shall  be : 

1.  To  harmonize  and  combine  the  rules  and  regulations 
as  found  in  the  Disciplines  of  the  three  Churches  relating 
to  membership,  the  Conferences,  the  ministry,  judicial  ad- 
ministration, and  temporal  economy. 

2.  To  harmonize  and  combine  the  Rituals  of  the  three 
Churches. 

3.  To  provide  for  the  unification,  co-ordination,  and  cor- 
relation of  the  connectional  missionary,  educational,  and 
benevolent  boards  and  societies  of  the  three  Churches 

4.  To  provide  for  the  unification,  co-ordination,  and  cor- 
relation of  the  publishing  interests  of  the  three  Churches. 

5.  To  provide  a  plan  for  the  control  and  safeguarding 
of  all  permanent  funds  and  other  property  interests  of  the 
three  Churches  and  the  interests  of  those  persons  and  causes 
for  which  these  funds  were  established. 

Article  V. — In  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Uniting 
Conference,  the  three  General  Conferences  at  the  sessions 
wherein  this  Plan  of  Union  is  approved  shall  continue  their 
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Commissions  on  Union  with  such  changes  in  personnel  as 
they  may  desire,  and  authorize  the  Joint  Commission  thus 
formed  to  make  special  preparation  for  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference by  the  appointment  of  proper  committees  to  deal 
with  (a)  membership,  Conferences,  ministry,  judicial  ad- 
ministration, and  temporal  economy;  (b)  rituals;  (c)  con- 
nectional  boards  and  societies;  (d)  publishing  interests; 
(e)  permanent  and  pension  funds;  and  (f)  such  other  mat- 
ters as  imperatively  call  for  advance  consideration. 

Article  VI. — All  Annual  Conferences  of  the  three 
Churches  shall  retain  their  existing  status  until  by  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Uniting  Conference  it  shall  be  determined  other- 
wise. 

Article  VII. — The  legislative  power  of  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference shall  be  confined  to  harmonizing  and  combining  pro- 
visions now  existing  in  the  Disciplines  of  the  three 
Churches,  or  one  or  more  of  these  Churches. 

Article  VIII. — The  boundaries  and  composition  of  the  An- 
nual Conferences  within  the  several  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ences as  made  up  in  this  Plan  of  Union  shall  be  adjusted  at 
the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Uniting  Conference  by  the 
delegates  from  the  Annual  Conferences  within  the  respec- 
tive Jurisdictions,  sitting  apart  for  that  purpose  during  the 
period  of  the  Uniting  Conference,  provided  that  in  the  case 
of  those  Annual  Conferences  that  may  be  divided  by  the 
Jurisdictional  Conference  lines,  their  delegates  shall  allocate 
themselves  to  the  respective  Jurisdictional  Conferences  upon 
the  basis  of  church  membership  of  their  Conferences  in  the 
respective  Jurisdictions. 

Article  IX. — The  Uniting  Conference  shall  fix  the  basis 
of  representation  of  the  Annual  Conferences  in  the  first 
General  Conference  and  in  the  Jurisdictional  and  Central 
Conferences. 

Article  X. — Pending  the  meeting  of  the  Uniting  Confer- 
ence each  of  the  three  uniting  Churches  shall  be  governed 
by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  its  own  Discipline. 


THE  DECLARATION  OF  UNION 

Whereas,  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  The  Method- 
ist Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  The  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  did  through  their  respective  General  Conferences 
appoint  Commissions  on  Interdenominational  Relations  and 
Church  Union ;  and 

Whereas,  These  Commissions  acting  jointly  did  produce, 
propose,  and  present  to  the  three  Churches  a  Plan  of  Union ; 
and 

Whereas,  These  three  Churches,  each  acting  separately 
for  and  in  its  own  behalf,  did  by  more  than  the  constitu- 
tional majorities  endorse  and  adopt  this  Plan  of  Union  in 
accord  with  their  respective  constitutions  and  disciplines, 
and  did  effect  the  full  consummation  of  union  in  accordance 
with  the  Plan  of  Union ;  and 

Whereas,  These  three  Churches  in  adopting  this  Plan  of 
Union  did  authorize  and  provide  for  a  Uniting  Conference 
with  certain  powers  and  duties  as  therein  set  forth ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Uniting  Conference  duly  authorized  and 
legally  chosen  in  accordance  with  the  Plan  of  Union  is  now 
in  session  in  the  city  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri : 

Now,  Therefore,  We,  the  members  of  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference, the  legal  and  authorized  representatives  of  The 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  The  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  The  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  in 
session  here  assembled  on  this  the  10th  day  of  May,  1939, 
do  solemnly  in  the  presence  of  God  and  before  all  the  world 
make  and  publish  the  following  Declarations  of  fact  and 
principle : 

I 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  The  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  and  The  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
are  and  shall  be  one  United  Church. 

II 

The  Plan  of  Union  as  adopted  is  and  shall  be  the  constitu- 
tion of  this  United  Church,  and  of  its  three  constituent 
bodies. 

Ill 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  The  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  and  The  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
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had  their  common  origin  in  the  organization  of  the  Method- 
ist Episcopal  Church  in  America  in  1784,  A.D.,  and  have 
ever  held,  adhered  to  and  preserved  a  common  belief,  spirit 
and  purpose,  as  expressed  in  their  common  Articles  of 
Religion. 

IV 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  The  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  and  The  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
in  adopting  the  name  "The  Methodist  Church"  for  the 
United  Church,  do  not  and  will  not  surrender  any  right, 
interest  or  title  in  and  to  these  respective  names  which,  by- 
long  and  honored  use  and  association,  have  become  dear  to 
the  ministry  and  membership  of  the  three  uniting  Churches 
and  have  become  enshrined  in  their  history  and  records. 

V 

The  Methodist  Church  is  the  ecclesiastical  and  lawful 
successor  of  the  three  uniting  Churches,  and  through  which 
the  three  churches  as  one  United  Church  shall  continue  to 
live  and  have  their  existence,  continue  their  institutions, 
and  hold  and  enjoy  their  property,  exercise  and  perform 
their  several  trusts  under  and  in  accord  with  the  Plan  of 
Union  and  Discipline  of  the  United  Church ;  and  such  trusts 
or  corporate  bodies  as  exist  in  the  constituent  churches  shall 
be  continued  as  long  as  legally  necessary. 

VI 

To  The  Methodist  Church  thus  established  we  do  now 
solemnly  declare  our  allegiance,  and  upon  all  its  life  and 
service  we  do  reverently  invoke  the  blessing  of  Almighty 
God.    Amen.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  METHODIST 
CHURCH 

Division  One 

Article  I — Declaration  of  Union 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  The  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  and  The  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
shall  be  united  in  one  Church. 

Article  II — Name 
The  name  of  the  Church  shall  be  The  Methodist  Church. 

Article  III — Articles  of  Religion 
The  Articles  of  Religion  shall  be  those  historically  held 
in  common  by  the  three  uniting  Churches,      (See  Disci- 
plines.) 

Division  Two — Conferences 

1.  There  shall  be  a  General  Conference  for  the  entire 
Church  with  such  powers,  duties,  and  privileges  as  are  here- 
inafter set  forth. 

2.  There  shall  be  Jurisdictional  Conferences  for  the 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  with  such  powers, 
duties,  and  privileges  as  are  hereinafter  set  forth. 

3.  There  shall  be  Central  Conferences  for  the  Church 
outside  the  United  States  of  America,  with  such  powers, 
duties,  and  privileges  as  are  hereinafter  set  forth. 

4.  There  shall  be  Annual  Conferences  as  the  fundamental 
bodies  in  the  Church,  with  such  powers,  duties,  and  privi- 
leges as  are  hereinafter  set  forth. 

SECTION  I — GENERAL  CONFERENCE 

Article  I. — The  General  Conference  shall  be  composed  of 
not  less  than  600  nor  more  than  800  delegates,  one-half  of 
whom  shall  be  ministers  and  one-half  lay  members,  to  be 
elected  by  the  Annual  Conferences. 

Article  II. — The  General  Conference  shall  meet  in  the 
month  of  April  or  May  once  in  four  years,  beginning  with 
such  year  and  at  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Uniting 
Conference,  and  thereafter  at  such  time  and  in  such  place 
as  shall  be  determined  by  the  General  Conference  or  by  its 
duly  authorized  committees. 

Article  III. — The  General  Conference  shall  fix  the  ratio 
of  representation  in  the  General,  Jurisdictional,  and  Central 
Conferences  from  the  Annual  Conferences,  with  the  total 
ministerial  membership  in  the  Annual  Conference  as  a  basis, 
provided  that  each  Annual  Conference  shall  be  entitled  to 
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at  least  one  ministerial  and  one  lay  delegate  in  the  General 
Conference  and  also  in  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Con- 
ference. 

Article  IV. — The  General  Conference  shall  have  full 
legislative  power  over  all  matters  distinctly  connectional, 
and  in  the  exercise  of  said  power  shall  have  authority  as 
follows : 

1.  To  define  and  fix  the  conditions,  privileges,  and  duties 
of  church  membership. 

2.  To  define  and  fix  the  qualifications  and  duties  of  Eld- 
ers, Deacons,  Supply  Preachers,  Local  Preachers,  Ex- 
horters,  and  Deaconesses. 

3.  To  define  and  fix  the  powers  and  duties  of  Annual 
Conferences,  Mission  Conferences,  and  Missions,  and  of 
District,  Quarterly,  and  Church  Conferences. 

4.  To  provide  for  the  organization,  promotion,  and  ad- 
ministration of  the  work  of  the  Church  outside  the  United 
States  of  America. 

5.  To  define  and  fix  the  powers,  duties,  and  privileges  of 
the  Episcopacy;  to  adopt  a  plan  for  the  support  of  the 
Bishops,  to  provide  a  uniform  rule  for  their  superannuation, 
and  to  provide  for  the  discontinuance  of  a  Bishop  because 
of  inefficiency  or  unacceptability, 

6.  To  provide  and  revise  the  Hymnal  and  Ritual  of  the 
Church  and  to  regulate  all  matters  relating  to  the  form  and 
mode  of  worship,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  First 
Restrictive  Rule. 

7.  To  provide  a  judicial  system  and  a  method  of  judicial 
procedure  for  the  Church,  except  as  herein  otherwise  pre- 
scribed. 

8.  To  initiate  and  to  direct  all  connectional  enterprises 
of  the  Church,  such  as  publishing,  evangelistic,  educational, 
missionary,  and  benevolent,  and  to  provide  boards  for  their 
promotion  and  administration. 

9.  To  determine  and  provide  for  raising  the  funds  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  connectional  work  of  the  Church. 

10.  To  fix  a  uniform  basis  upon  which  Bishops  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  and  to  determine 
the  number  of  Bishops  that  may  be  elected  by  Central  Con- 
ferences. 

11.  To  select  its  presiding  officers  from  the  Bishops, 
through  a  committee,  provided  that  the  Bishops  shall  select 
from  their  own  number  the  president  for  the  opening 
session. 

12.  To  change  the  number  and  the  boundaries  of  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  upon  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
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Annual  Conferences  in  each  Jurisdictional  Conference  in- 
volved. 

13.  To  establish  such  commissions  for  the  general  work  of 
the  Church  as  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

14.  To  enact  such  other  legislation  as  may  be  necessary, 
subject  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Church. 

SECTION    II — RESTRICTIVE   RULES 

1.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  revoke,  alter,  or 
change  our  Articles  of  Religion,  or  establish  any  new  stand- 
ards or  rules  of  doctrine  contrary  to  our  present  existing  and 
established  standards  of  doctrine. 

2.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  change  or  alter  any 
part  or  rule  of  our  government  so  as  to  do  away  Episcopacy, 
or  destroy  the  plan  of  our  itinerant  General  Superintend- 
ency. 

3.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  do  away  the  privi- 
leges of  our  Ministers  or  Preachers  of  trial  by  a  committee 
and  of  an  appeal ;  neither  shall  it  do  away  the  privileges  of 
our  members  of  trial  before  the  church,  or  by  a  committee, 
and  of  an  appeal. 

4.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  revoke  or  change  the 
General  Rules  of  the  United  Societies. 

5.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  appropriate  the  pro- 
duce of  the  Publishing  House,  the  Book  Concern,  or  the 
Chartered  Fund  to  any  purpose  other  than  for  the  benefit 
of  the  traveling,  supernumerary,  superannuated,  and  worn- 
out  preachers,  their  wives,  widows,  and  children. 

SECTION    III — AMENDMENTS 

1.  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  originate  in 
either  the  General  Conference  or  an  Annual  Conference. 

2.  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  made  upon  a 
two-thirds  majority  of  the  General  Conference  present  and 
voting  and  a  two-thirds  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
several  Annual  Conferences  present  and  voting,  except  in 
the  case  of  the  First  Restrictive  Rule,  which  shall  require  a 
three-fourths  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Annual 
Conferences  present  and  voting.  The  vote,  after  being  com- 
pleted, shall  be  canvassed  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  the 
amendment  voted  upon  shall  become  effective  upon  their 
announcement  of  its  having  received  the  required  majority. 

3.  A  Jurisdictional  Conference  may  by  a  majority  vote 
propose  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  and  such 
proposed  changes  shall  be  submitted  to  the  next  General 
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Conference.  If  the  General  Conference  adopt  the  measure 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  it  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Annual 
Conferences  according  to  the  provision  for  amendments. 

SECTION  IV — JURISDICTIONAL  CONFERENCES 

Article  I. — The  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  be  com- 
posed of  as  many  representatives  from  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences as  shall  be  determined  by  a  uniform  basis 
established  by  the  General  Conference. 

Article  II. — All  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  have  the 
same  status  and  the  same  privileges  of  action  within  the 
limits  fixed  by  the  Constitution.  The  ratio  of  representation 
of  the  Annual  Conferences  in  the  General  Conference  shall 
be  the  same  for  all  Jurisdictional  Conferences. 

Article  III. — The  General  Conference  shall  fix  the  basis 
of  representation  in  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences,  provided 
that  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  be  composed  of  an 
equal  number  of  ministerial  and  lay  delegates,  the  minis- 
terial to  be  elected  by  the  ministerial  members  of  the  Annual 
Conferences  and  the  lay  delegates  by  the  lay  members. 

Article  IV. — Each  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  meet 
within  the  twelve  months  succeeding  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Conference  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  have  been 
determined  by  the  preceding  Jurisdictional  Conference,  or 
by  its  properly  constituted  committee.  The  first  meeting 
of  each  Jurisdictional  Conference  after  the  General  Confer- 
ence shall  be  called  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  at  a  date  fixed 
by  them  and  at  a  place  selected  by  a  Committee  on  Enter- 
tainment appointed  by  them. 

Article  V. — The  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  have  the 
following  powers  and  duties  and  such  others  as  may  be 
conferred  by  the  General  Conference : 

1.  To  promote  the  evangelistic,  educational,  missionary, 
and  benevolent  interests  of  the  Church,  and  to  provide  for 
interests  and  institutions  within  their  boundaries. 

2.  To  elect  Bishops  and  to  co-operate  in  carrying  out  such 
plans  for  their  support  as  may  be  determined  by  the  General 
Conference. 

3.  To  establish  and  constitute  Jurisdictional  Conference 
Boards  as  auxiliary  to  the  General  Boards  of  the  Church  as 
the  need  may  appear,  and  to  choose  their  representatives  on 
the  General  Boards  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Confer- 
ence may  determine. 

4.  To  determine  the  boundaries  of  their  Annual  Confer- 
ences, provided  that  there  shall  be  no  Annual  Conference 
with  a  membership  of  fewer  than  fifty  ministers  in  full  con- 
nection, except  by  the  consent  of  the  General  Conference, 
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5.  To  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  administration 
of  the  work  of  the  Church  within  the  Jurisdiction,  subject  to 
such  powers  as  have  been  or  shall  be  vested  in  the  General 
Conference. 

6.  To  appoint  a  Committee  on  Appeals  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  appeal  of  a  traveling  preacher  of  that  Jurisdiction 
from  the  decision  of  a  trial  committee. 

SECTION  V. — CENTRAL  CONFERENCES 

Article  I. — There  shall  be  Central  Conferences  for  the 
work  of  the  Church  outside  the  United  States  of  America 
with  such  duties,  powers,  and  privileges  as  are  hereinafter 
set  forth.  The  number  and  boundaries  of  the  Central  Con- 
ferences shall  be  determined  by  the  Uniting  Conference. 
Subsequently  the  General  Conference  shall  have  authority 
to  change  the  number  and  boundaries  of  Central  Confer- 
ences. The  Central  Conferences  shall  have  the  duties, 
powers,  and  privileges  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Article  II. — The  Central  Conferences  shall  be  composed 
of  as  many  delegates  as  shall  be  determined  by  a  basis  estab- 
lished by  the  General  Conference.  The  delegates  shall  be 
ministerial  and  lay  in  equal  numbers,  the  ministerial  dele- 
gates to  be  elected  by  the  ministerial  members  and  the  lay 
delegates  by  the  lay  members  of  the  Annual  Conferences. 

Article  III. — The  Central  Conferences  shall  meet  within 
the  year  succeeding  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conference 
at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  have  been  determined  by 
the  preceding  respective  Central  Conferences  or  by  com- 
missions appointed  by  them,  or  by  the  General  Conference. 
The  date  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  succeeding  the  first 
General  Conference  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Bishops  of  the 
respective  Central  Conferences,  or  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  determined  by  the  General  Conference. 

Article  IV. — The  Central  Conferences  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing powers  and  duties  and  such  others  as  may  be  con- 
ferred by  the  General  Conference: 

1.  To  promote  the  evangelistic,  educational,  missionary, 
and  benevolent  interests  and  institutions  of  the  Church 
within  their  own  boundaries. 

2.  To  elect  the  Bishops  for  the  respective  Central  Con- 
ferences in  number  as  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time, 
upon  a  basis  fixed  by  the  General  Conference,  and  to  co- 
operate in  carrying  out  such  plans  for  the  support  of  their 
Bishops  as  may  be  determined  by  the  General  Conference. 

3.  To  establish  and  constitute  such  Central  Conference 
Boards  as  may  be  required  and  to  elect  their  administrative 
officers. 
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4.  To  determine  the  boundaries  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences within  their  respective  areas. 

5.  To  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  administra- 
tion of  the  work  within  their  boundaries  as  the  conditions 
in  the  respective  areas  may  require,  subject  to  the  povv^ers 
that  have  been  or  shall  be  vested  in  the  General  Conference. 

6.  To  appoint  a  Committee  on  Appeals  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  appeal  of  a  traveling  preacher  of  that  Central 
Conference  from  the  decision  of  a  Committee  of  Trial. 

SECTION  VI. — EPISCOPAL  ADMINISTRATION  IN  CENTRAL 
CONFERENCES 

1.  The  Bishops  of  the  Central  Conferences  shall  be  elected 
and  inducted  into  office  by  their  respective  Central  Confer- 
ences. 

2.  The  Bishops  of  the  Central  Conferences  shall  have 
membership  in  the  Council  of  Bishops  with  vote  limited  to 
matters  relating  to  their  respective  Central  Conferences. 

3.  The  Bishops  of  the  Central  Conferences  shall  preside 
in  the  sessions  of  their  respective  Central  Conferences. 

4.  The  Bishops  of  each  Central  Conference  shall  arrange 
the  plan  of  Episcopal  visitation  within  their  Central  Con- 
ference. 

5.  The  Council  of  Bishops  may  assign  one  of  their  number 
to  visit  any  Central  Conference.  When  so  assigned  the 
Bishop  shall  be  recognized  as  an  accredited  representative 
of  the  general  Church ;  and  when  requested  by  a  majority  of 
the  Bishops  of  a  Central  Conference  may  exercise  therein 
the  functions  of  the  Episcopacy. 

SECTION    VII — ANNUAL    CONFERENCES 

Article  I. — The  Annual  Conference  shall  be  composed  of 
all  the  Traveling  Preachers  in  full  connection  with  it,  to- 
gether with  a  laj^  member  elected  by  each  pastoral  charge. 
The  lay  members  shall  be  at  least  twenty-one  (21)  years  of 
age  and  shall  have  been  for  the  four  years  next  preceding 
their  election  members  of  one  of  the  constituent  Churches 
forming  this  union,  or  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

A7'ticle  II. — The  Annual  Conference  is  the  basic  body  in 
the  Church,  and  as  such  shall  have  reserved  to  it  the  right 
to  vote  on  all  constitutional  amendments,  on  the  election  of 
ministerial  and  lay  delegates  to  the  General  and  the  Juris- 
dictional or  Central  Conferences,  on  all  matters  relating  to 
the  character  and  conference  relations  of  its  ministerial 
members,  and  on  the  ordination  of  ministers,  and  such  other 
rights  as  have  not  been  delegated  to  the  General  Conference 
under  the  Constitution,  with  the  exception  that  the  lay  mem- 
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bers  may  not  vote  on  matters  of  ordination,  character,  and 
conference  relations  of  ministers.  It  shall  discharge  such 
duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  the  General  Conference 
under  the  Constitution  may  determine. 

Article  III. — The  Annual  Conference  shall  elect  minis- 
terial and  lay  delegates  to  the  General  Conference  and  to 
its  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  Articles  IV  and  V,  at  the  session 
preceding  the  General  Conference.  The  persons  first 
elected  up  to  the  number  determined  by  the  ratio  for  repre- 
sentation in  the  General  Conference  shall  be  representatives 
in  that  body.  Additional  delegates  shall  be  elected  to  com- 
plete the  number  determined  by  the  ratio  for  representation 
in  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference,  who,  together 
with  those  first  elected  as  above,  shall  be  delegates  in  the 
Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference.  The  additional  dele- 
gates to  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference  shall  in 
the  order  of  their  election  be  the  reserve  delegates  to  the 
General  Conference.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  also  elect 
reserve  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional 
or  Central  Conference  as  it  may  deem  desirable. 

Article  IV. — The  ministerial  delegates  to  the  General 
Conference  and  to  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference 
shall  be  elected  by  the  ministerial  members  of  the  Annual 
Conference,  provided  that  such  delegates  shall  have  been 
traveling  preachers  in  the  constituent  Churches  forming  this 
union,  or  in  The  Methodist  Church,  for  at  least  four  years 
next  preceding  their  election  and  are  in  full  connection  with 
the  Annual  Conference  electing  them  when  elected  and  at 
the  time  of  holding  the  General  and  Jurisdictional  or  Central 
Conferences. 

Article  V. — The  lay  delegates  to  the  General  Conference 
and  to  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference  shall  be 
elected  by  the  lay  members  of  the  Annual  Conference,  pro- 
vided that  such  delegates  be  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  years 
of  age  and  shall  have  been  members  of  the  constituent 
Churches  forming  this  union,  or  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
for  at  least  four  years  next  preceding  their  election,  and  are 
members  thereof  within  the  Annual  Conference  electing 
them  at  the  time  of  holding  the  General  and  Jurisdictional 
or  Central  Conferences. 

SECTION  VIII — BOUNDARIES 

Article  /.—The  Methodist  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America  shall  have  Jurisdictional  Conferences  made  up  as 
follows : 

Northeastern — Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massa- 
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chusetts,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  New  York,  Pennsyl- 
vania, New  Jersey,  Maryland,  West  Virginia,  Delaware, 
District  of  Columbia,  Porto  Rico. 

Southeastern — Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Missis- 
sippi, Cuba. 

Central — The  Negro  Annual  Conferences,  the  Negro  Mis- 
sion Conferences  and  Missions  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

North  Central — Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Wis- 
consin, Minnesota,  Iowa,  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota. 

South  Central — Missouri,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Nebraska, 
Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  New  Mexico. 

Western — Washington,  Idaho,  Oregon,  California,  Ne- 
vada, Utah,  Arizona,  Montana,  Wyoming,  Colorado,  Alaska, 
Hawaiian  Islands. 

Article  II. — The  work  of  the  Church  outside  the  United 
States  of  America  may  be  formed  into  Central  Conferences, 
the  number  and  boundaries  of  which  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Uniting  Conference,  the  General  Conference  having 
authority  subsequently  to  make  changes  in  the  number  and 
boundaries. 

Article  III. — Changes  in  the  number,  names,  and  bounda- 
ries of  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  may  be  effected  by 
the  General  Conference  upon  the  consent  of  a  majority  of 
the  Annual  Conferences  of  each  of  the  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ences involved. 

Article  IV. — Changes  in  the  number,  names,  and  bounda- 
ries of  the  Annual  Conferences  may  be  effected  by  the  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  in  the  United  States  of  America  and 
by  the  Central  Conferences  outside  the  United  States  of 
America,  according  to  the  provisions  under  the  respective 
powers  of  the  Jurisdictional  and  the  Central  Conferences. 

SECTION  IX — DISTRICT  CONFERENCES 

Article  I. — There  may  be  organized  in  an  Annual  Con- 
ference District  Conferences  composed  of  such  persons  and 
invested  with  such  powers  as  the  General  Conference  may 
determine. 

SECTION  X — QUARTERLY  CONFERENCES 

Article  I. — There  shall  be  organized  in  each  pastoral 
charge  a  Quarterly  Conference  composed  of  such  persons 
and  invested  with  such  powers  as  the  General  Conference 
shall  provide. 

Article  II. — Election  of  Church  Officers. — Unless  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  shall  order  otherwise  the  officers  of  the 
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church  or  churches  constituting  a  pastoral  charge  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Quarterly  Conference  or  by  the  members  of 
said  church  or  churches  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose, 
as  may  be  arranged  by  the  Quarterly  Conference,  unless  the 
election  is  otherwise  required  by  local  church  charters  or 
state  laws. 

SECTION  XI — CHURCH  CONFERENCES 

There  may  be  a  Church  Conference  in  each  church,  hav- 
ing such  powers  and  duties  as  the  General  Conference  may 
prescribe. 

Division  Three — Episcopacy 

Article  I. — There  shall  be  an  Episcopacy  in  The  Methodist 
Church  of  like  plan,  powers,  privileges,  and  duties  as  now 
exist  in  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  The  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South. 

Article  II. — The  Bishops  shall  be  elected  by  the  respective 
Jurisdictional  and  Central  Conferences  and  ordained  or  con- 
secrated in  the  historic  manner  of  Episcopal  Methodism  at 
such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  General  Con- 
ference. 

Article  III. — There  shall  be  a  Council  of  Bishops  composed 
of  all  the  Bishops  of  all  the  Jurisdictional  and  Central  Con- 
ferences. The  Council  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  year  and 
plan  for  the  general  oversight  and  promotion  of  the  temporal 
and  spiritual  interests  of  the  entire  Church  and  for  carry- 
ing into  effect  the  rules,  regulations,  and  responsibilities 
prescribed  and  enjoined  by  the  General  Conference,  and  in 
accord  with  provisions  set  forth  in  this  Plan  of  Union. 

Article  IV. — The  Bishops  of  each  Jurisdictional  and 
Central  Conference  shall  arrange  the  Plan  of  Episcopal  Su- 
pervision of  the  Annual  Conferences,  Mission  Conferences, 
and  Missions  within  their  respective  territories. 

Article  V. — The  Bishops  shall  have  residential  and  presi- 
dential supervision  in  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  in 
which  they  are  elected.  A  Bishop  may  be  transferred  from 
one  Jurisdiction  to  another  Jurisdiction  for  presidential  and 
residential  supervision  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  when 
such  transfer  is  requested  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference 
to  which  such  proposed  transfer  is  to  be  made. 

A  Bishop  may  be  assigned  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  for 
presidential  service  or  other  temporary  service  not  to  exceed 
a  year,  in  another  Jurisdiction  than  that  which  elected  him, 
provided  request  is  made  by  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  in  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  proposed  service. 

In  the  case  of  an  emergency  in  any  Jurisdiction  through 
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the  death  or  disability  of  its  Bishops  the  Council  of  Bishops 
may  assign  one  or  more  Bishops  from  other  Jurisdictions  to 
the  work  of  the  said  Jurisdiction  with  the  consent  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Bishops  of  that  Jurisdiction. 

Article  VI. — The  Bishops  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  and  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  at 
the  time  union  is  consummated,  shall  be  Bishops  of  The 
Methodist  Church. 

The  delegates  from  the  Annual  Conferences  of  The 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  the  Uniting  Conference 
shall  have  the  authority  and  power  to  elect  to  the  office  of 
Bishop  two  ministers  of  their  Church  who,  upon  ordination 
or  consecration  at  the  Uniting  Conference  by  the  Bishops  of 
the  other  two  Churches,  shall  become  effective  Bishops  of 
The  Methodist  Church. 

The  effective  Bishops  shall  be  assigned  for  service  to  the 
various  Jurisdictional  Conferences  by  the  Uniting  Confer- 
ence. 

Article  VII. — A  Bishop  presiding  over  a  District,  Annual, 
or  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  decide  all  questions  of  law 
coming  before  him  in  the  regular  business  of  a  session,  pro- 
vided that  such  questions  be  presented  in  writing  and  that 
his  decisions  be  recorded  in  the  Journal  of  the  Conference. 

Such  an  Episcopal  decision  shall  not  be  authoritative  ex- 
cept for  the  pending  case  until  it  shall  have  been  passed  upon 
by  the  Judicial  Council.  Each  Bishop  shall  report  in  writing 
annually  all  his  decisions  of  law,  with  a  syllabus  of  the  same, 
to  the  Judicial  Council,  which  shall  affirm,  modify,  or  re- 
verse them. 

Article  VIII. — The  Bishops  of  the  several  Jurisdictional 
Conferences  shall  preside  in  the  sessions  of  their  respective 
Jurisdictional  Conferences. 

Division  Four — The  Judiciary 

Article  I. — There  shall  be  a  Judicial  Council.  The  General 
Conference  shall  determine  the  number  and  qualifications  of 
its  members,  their  terms  of  office,  and  the  method  of  election 
and  the  filling  of  vacancies. 

Article  II. — The  Judicial  Council  shall  have  authority : 
1.  To  determine  the  constitutionality  of  any  act  of  the 
General  Conference  upon  an  appeal  of  a  majority  of  the 
Council  of  Bishops,  or  one-fifth  of  the  members  of  the  Gener- 
al Conference ;  and  to  determine  the  constitutionality  of  any 
act  of  a  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference  upon  an  appeal 
of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  of  that  Jurisdictional  or  Central 
Conference  or  upon  the  appeal  of  one-fifth  of  the  members 
of  that  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference. 
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2.  To  hear  and  determine  any  appeal  from  a  Bishop's 
decision  on  a  question  of  law  made  in  the  Annual  or  District 
Conference  when  said  appeal  has  been  made  by  one-fifth  of 
that  Conference  present  and  voting. 

3.  To  pass  upon  decisions  of  law  made  by  Bishops  in 
Annual  or  District  Conferences. 

4.  To  hear  and  determine  the  legality  of  any  action  taken 
therein  by  any  General  Conference  board  or  Jurisdictional 
or  Central  Conference  board  or  body,  upon  appeal  by  one- 
third  of  the  members  thereof  or  upon  request  of  the  Council 
of  Bishops,  or  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  of  a  Jurisdictional 
or  a  Central  Conference. 

5.  To  have  such  other  duties  and  powers  as  may  be  con- 
ferred upon  it  by  the  General  Conference. 

6.  To  provide  its  own  methods  of  organization  and  pro- 
cedure. 

Article  III. — All  decisions  of  the  Judicial  Council  shall  be 
final.  However,  when  the  Judicial  Council  shall  declare  any 
act  of  the  General  Conference  unconstitutional  that  decision 
shall  be  reported  back  to  that  General  Conference  immedi- 
ately.

"3.  The  Bishops  shall  have  authority  to  elect  a  sufficient  number  of 
Delegates-at-large  to  the  Uniting  Conference  to  complete  the  full 
number  of  four  hundred  Delegates  fixed  by  the  Plan  of  Union  as  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  quota. 

"4.  In  carrying  out  the  provision  of  Paragraph  3  as  above  given, 
the  Bishops  are  requested  to  provide  for  an  equitable  representation 
in  the  Uniting  Conference  of  our  Conferences  or  Missions  in  foreign 
lands — if  possible  among  such  missionaries  or  nationals  as  may  be  in 
the  United  States  on  visitations  or  furloughs — this  with  a  view  to 
curtailing  the  expenses  incident  to  holding  the  Uniting  Conference, 
and  also  they  shall  have  regard  to  the  connectional  agencies  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  including  The  Woman's  Home  and  The 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Societies."

"5.  That  the  four  hundred  members  of  the  Uniting  Conference 
allotted  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  shall  be  chosen 
as  follows: 

"a.  That  the  ten  clerical  members  and  the  ten  lay  members  of  the 
Commission  on  Interdenominational  Relations  and  Church  Union 
elected  by  the  General  Conference  be  members  of  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference.

"6.  That  the  Annual  Conferences  next  succeeding  this  General  Con- 
ference elect  their  Delegates  to  the  Uniting  Conference  and  Alternate 
Delegates,  providing  that  the  number  of  Alternate  Delegates  shall  not 
exceed  the  number  of  Delegates."

"4.  That,  in  the  event  of  the  ratification  of  the  Plan  of  Union  by  all

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RULES  OF  ORDER 

I.  Daily  Schedule 

Rule  1.  The  following  shall  be  the  daily  order  for  the 
Uniting  Conference,  Sundays  excepted: 

a.  8 :30  A.M.  to  9  A.M. — Devotional  Service  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

b.  9  A.M.  to  12:30  P.M. — Conference  business  with  recess 
for  ten  minutes  at  10:30. 

c.  2:30  P.M.  to  5  P.M. — Committee  meetings. 

Rule  2.  After  devotional  services  the  regular  meetings 
shall  be  conducted  as  follows: 

(1)  (For  the  first  day  only)  Calling  of  the  roll  of  dele- 
gates and  alternates,  or  reserves,  by  the  respective 
Secretaries  of  the  three  uniting  Churches. 

(2)  Approval  of  the  Journal  of  the  previous  meeting  or 
meetings. 

(3)  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Courtesies,  Privileges, 
and  Introductions. 

(4)  Reports  of  Committees. 

(5)  Calendar. 

(6)  Miscellaneous  business. 

II.    Presiding  Officers 

Rule  3.  The  Bishop  presiding  shall  be  the  legal  president 
of  the  Uniting  Conference.  He  shall  decide  points  of  order 
raised  by  the  members  and  shall  rule  on  points  of  order 
not  raised  by  the  members,  as  he  deems  necessary  to  con- 
form to  these  Rules  of  Order,  subject,  in  both  cases,  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Conference  by  any  member  without  a  second ; 
which  appeal  shall  be  decided  by  vote  without  debate,  ex- 
cept that  the  appellant  and  the  Chairman  shall  each  have 
five  minutes  for  a  statement  in  support  of  their  respective 
positions.  A  tie  vote  in  the  case  of  an  appeal  shall  sustain 
the  Chair.  When  any  member  raises  a  point  of  order  he 
shall  cite  by  number  the  rule  he  adjudges  to  have  been 
violated. 

Rule  4.  When  the  Chairman  stands  in  his  place  and  calls 
the  Conference  to  order,  no  member  shall  speak,  address  the 
chair,  or  stand  while  the  Chairman  stands. 

III.  Duties  and  Privileges  of  Members 
Rule  5.  No  member  (delegate),  unless  hindered  by  sick- 
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ness,  or  otherwise,  from  being  present,  shall  absent  himself 
from  the  sessions  of  the  Conference  without  permission  of 
the  Conference,  and  all  absentees  shall  be  reported  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  several  Annual  Conference  delegations  to 
the  Committee  on  Credentials,  No  alternate,  or  reserve, 
delegate  shall  have  the  privilege  of  membership  until  the 
substitution  has  been  approved  by  the  Conference, 

Rule  6.  When  a  delegate  desires  to  speak  to  the  Confer- 
ence, he  shall  arise  at  his  assigned  seat,  respectfully  address 
the  Presiding  Officer,  and,  after  recognition,  proceed  to 
the  speaker's  platform,  where,  before  speaking,  he  shall  give 
the  Chairman,  in  writing,  his  name  and  that  of  the  Annual 
Conference  from  which  he  comes ;  which,  in  turn,  the  Chair- 
man shall  then  announce  to  the  Body. 

Rule  7.  No  member  who  has  the  floor  may  be  interrupted 
except  for  a  breach  of  order,  or  a  misrepresentation,  or  to 
direct  the  attention  of  the  Conference  to  the  fact  that  the 
time  has  arrived  for  a  special  order,  or  to  raise  a  very 
urgent  question  of  high  privilege. 

Rule  8,  No  member  shall  speak  a  second  time  on  the 
same  question  if  any  member  who  has  not  spoken  desires 
the  floor,  nor  m.ore  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  under  the 
same  motion,  nor  longer  than  ten  minutes  unless  his  time 
shall  be  extended  by  the  Conference, 

Rule  9.  A  member  claiming  the  floor  at  any  time  for 
what  he  believes  is  a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege, 
shall  be  allowed  to  indicate  briefly  the  nature  of  the  question, 
and  if  it  be  adjudged  by  the  Chair  to  be  such,  he  may  proceed 
at  his  pleasure  or  until  the  Chairman  judges  that  he  has 
exhausted  his  privilege. 

Rule  10.  Only  delegates  within  the  bar  of  the  Conference 
when  the  vote  is  taken  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.  Every 
delegate  within  the  bar  at  the  time  a  question  is  put,  shall 
vote,  unless  for  special  reasons  he  is  excused  by  the  Con- 
ference, 

Rule  11.  Voting  shall  be  by  a  show  of  hands  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Conference.  An  "aye"  or  "no"  vote, 
if  taken,  shall  be  by  signed  ballot.  A  count  vote  may  be 
ordered,  in  which  case  the  delegates  shall  rise  from  their 
seats  and  stand  until  counted. 

Rule  12.  When  a  vote  is  about  to  be  taken  any  delegate 
shall  have  the  right  to  call  for  a  division  of  any  question 
if  it  is  subject  to  such  division  as  he  indicates. 

Rule  13.  The  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  shall  deliberate 
in  one  body;  but  upon  a  call,  by  motion,  of  any  delegate, 
seconded  by  another  delegate  of  the  same  order  and  sup- 
ported by  one  third  of  the  members  of  that  order  voting,  the 
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ministerial  and  lay  delegates  shall  vote  separately.  But  no 
measure  shall  be  passed  without  the  concurrence  of  a  major- 
ity of  both  classes  of  delegates.  In  case  of  such  a  vote  the 
order  calling  for  it  shall  vote  first. 

Rule  14.  Nothing  else  shall  be  in  order  when  a  vote  is 
being  taken  or  when  the  pending  or  previous  question  has 
been  called  until  the  process  is  completed. 

IV.    Business  Procedure 

Rule  15.  Reports  and  resolutions  shall  be  presented  in 
triplicate,  and  when  requested  by  the  Secretary  motions 
shall  be  presented  in  writing. 

Rule  16.  All  resolutions,  reports,  and  communications  to 
the  Conference  shall  be  read  by  the  Secretary  except  as 
otherwise  provided  for  in  Rule  29.  When  a  motion  is  made 
and  seconded,  or  a  resolution  is  introduced  and  seconded,  or 
a  report  is  read  by  the  Secretary,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  the 
possession  of  the  Conference. 

Rule  17.  The  following  motions  shall  be  taken  without 
debate : 

(1)  To  adjourn. 

(2)  To  suspend  the  rules. 

(3)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(4)  To  take  from  the  table. 

(5)  To  call  for  the  pending  or  previous  question. 

(6)  To  reconsider  a  nondebatable  motion. 

Rule  18.  The  main  proposition  may  be  opened  to  debate 
under  the  following  motions :  to  adopt ;  to  commit ;  to  sub- 
stitute; to  postpone,  and  to  reconsider.  No  new  motion, 
resolution,  or  subject  shall  be  entertained  until  the  one 
under  consideration  shall  have  been  disposed  of;  but  one 
or  more  of  the  following  motions  may  be  made,  and  they 
shall  have  precedence  in  their  order ;  namely : 

(1)  To  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall  ad- 
journ.    (This  motion  is  subject  to  amendment,  sub- 
stitution, or  it  may  be  laid  on  the  table.) 

(2)  To  adjourn. 

(3)  To  take  a  recess. 

(4)  To  order  the  pending  or  previous  question.     (This 
motion  cannot  be  laid  on  the  table.) 

(5)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(6)  To  postpone  to  a  given  time. 

(7)  To  refer. 

(8)  To  substitute.     (See  Rule  19.) 

(9)  To  amend.    (One  amendment  to  an  amendment  being 
allowed.) 

(10)   To  postpone  indefinitely. 
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Rule  19.  A  substitute  shall  consist  of  a  minority  report,  or 
a  resolution,  and  the  motion  to  adopt  it  shall  be  a  rival 
principal  question,  and  shall  be  in  order  while  an  amend- 
ment to  the  principal  proposition  is  pending.  To  substitute 
shall  require  a  motion  and  shall  be  subject  to  amendment 
the  same  as  a  principal  question,  after  which  the  principal 
proposition  shall  be  subject  to  amendment,  an  amendment 
to  an  amendment  being  allowed.  After  amendments  have 
been  made,  or  if  no  amendments  are  made,  the  vote  shall  be 
taken  first  on  the  substitution,  and  if  ordered,  the  substi- 
tute becomes  the  main  question. 

Rule  20.  A  motion  calling  for  the  putting  of  the  pending 
question  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  and  if  adopted,  the 
pending  question  shall  be  put  to  a  vote  without  further 
debate. 

Rule  21.  A  motion  calling  for  the  putting  of  the  previous 
question  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  and  if  adopted,  all 
motions  before  the  Conference  shall  be  put  to  a  vote  in 
their  order  without  further  debate,  except  as  provided  for 
in  Rule  32. 

Rule  22.  It  shall  not  be  in  order  for  a  delegate  after 
discussing  the  pending  question  to  make  a  motion  that 
closes  debate. 

Rule  23.  A  majority  of  those  voting,  a  quorum  being 
present,  shall  decide  all  questions  except  the  call  for  the 
"ayes"  and  *'noes,"  which  shall  be  ordered  by  one  fifth 
of  those  voting;  and  it  shall  require  a  two-thirds  majority, 
a  quorum  being  present,  to  suspend  or  amend  the  Rules 
of  Order ;  to  set  aside  a  special  order ;  to  consider  a  special 
order  before  the  set  time;  or  to  sustain  any  motion  that 
would  stop  debate. 

Rule  24.  A  motion  to  reconsider  an  action  of  the  Confer- 
ence shall  be  in  order  at  any  time  if  oifered  by  a  member 
who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side.  If  the  motion  being 
reconsidered  is  nondebatable,  the  motion  to  reconsider  may 
not  be  debated. 

Rule  25.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  chronological  record 
of  Orders  of  the  Day,  of  reports  of  Committees  (see  Rule 
28) ,  and  all  reports  placed  on  record  by  vote.  This  record 
shall  be  called  the  Calendar,  and  the  matters  of  business 
placed  on  it  shall  be  considered  in  order,  unless  by  a  vote 
of  the  Conference  an  item  is  taken  up  out  of  its  order. 

Rule  26.  The  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  taken  without 
debate,  and  shall  always  be  in  order  except 

(1)  When  a  delegate  has  the  floor. 

(2)  When  a  question  is  actually  put,  or  a  vote  is  being 
taken,  and  before  it  is  finally  decided. 
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(3)  When  the  pending  or  previous  question  has  been  or- 
dered and  action  thereunder  is  pending. 

(4)  When  a  motion  to  adjourn  has  been  lost,  and  no  busi- 
ness or  debate  has  intervened. 

(5)  When  the  motion  to  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Con- 
ference shall  adjourn  is  pending. 

V.    Committees:  Duties  and  Prerogatives 

Rule  27.  When  a  memorial  or  resolution,  or  any  such 
thing,  is  referred  to  one  of  the  several  General  Standing 
Committees,  it  shall  be  understood  that  the  whole  question 
with  which  the  paper  has  to  do  is  referred  to  that  Committee 
for  such  action  as  it  may  deem  wise.  Committee  reports 
recommending  no  concurrence,  with  no  minority  report, 
shall  be  kept  upon  a  separate  Calendar,  which  Calendar  shall 
be  taken  up  when  the  regular  Calendar  is  completed. 

Rule  28.  At  the  close  of  each  day's  meeting,  the  Chairmen 
and  Secretaries  of  the  General  Standing  Committees  shall 
hand  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Uniting  Conference,  or  to 
someone  designated  by  him,  reports  of  their  action  in  trip- 
licate. The  Secretary  shall  enter  the  several  reports  on  the 
Calendar  in  order  in  which  they  reach  him ;  and  shall  hand 
to  the  editor  of  the  Daily  Advocate  one  copy  of  the  Calendar 
to  be  published  in  the  Advocate  the  following  day. 

Rule  29.  A  report  of  any  Committee  signed  by  the  Chair- 
man and  Secretary  thereof;  and  a  minority  report  of  any 
General  Standing  Committee  signed  by  at  least  ten  members 
thereof ;  and  a  minority  report  of  any  other  Committee,  ex- 
cept the  Judiciary  Committee,  signed  by  at  least  one  fourth 
of  the  members  thereof;  and  a  minority  report  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee  signed  by  one  or  more  members  there- 
of; having  been  printed  in  the  Daily  Advocate  for  at  least 
one  day,  shall  be  considered  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Con- 
ference. Minority  reports  shall  bear  the  same  serial  num- 
bers, with  proper  alphabetical  notations,  as  the  Committee 
reports  for  which  they  are  offered  as  substitutes.  If  there 
be  two  or  more  of  such  reports,  they  may  be  considered  in 
their  alphabetical  order.  All  Committee  reports  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Conference  upon  paper  bearing  at  the  top 
the  number  of  the  report,  the  name  of  the  Committee,  the 
total  membership  of  the  Committee,  the  number  present  at 
the  time  the  report  was  adopted,  the  number  voting  for  the 
report,  and  the  number  voting  against  the  report.  Reports 
of  the  eight  General  Standing  Committees  shall  be  printed  in 
the  Daily  Advocate  for  at  least  one  day  before, being  pre- 
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sented  to  the  Conference,  and  they  shall  not  be  read  unless 
by  its  order. 

Rule  30.  When  the  Chairman  of  a  Committee  is  not  in 
harmony  with  a  report  adopted  by  the  Committee,  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  state  the  fact  to  the  Committee,  which  shall 
elect  one  of  its  members  to  represent  it  in  the  presentation 
and  discussion  of  the  report  in  the  Conference;  but  if,  in 
such  a  case,  the  Committee  shall  fail  to  select  a  representa- 
tive, the  Chairman  shall  designate  a  member  to  represent 
the  Committee,  and  said  representative  shall  have  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  Chairman  in  relation  to  such 
report. 

Rule  31.  A  member  selected  by  the  signers  of  a  minority 
report  of  a  Committee  to  present  the  same  shall  have  the 
same  rights  and  privileges  in  relation  thereto  which  belong 
to  the  Chairman  in  the  presentation  of  the  regular  (major- 
ity) report  of  the  Committee,  except  that  he  may  not  present 
said  minority  report  until  the  majority  report  has  been 
presented,  and  shall  then  offer  it  as  a  substitute  thereof, 
and  except,  further,  that  in  closing  the  debate  on  the  ques- 
tion of  making  the  substitution  the  member  presenting  the 
minority  report  shall  speak  first  and  the  Chairman  last. 

Rule  32.  When  the  report  of  a  Committee  is  under  con- 
sideration, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presiding  Officer  to 
ascertain,  when  he  recognizes  a  member  of  the  Conference, 
on  which  side  he  proposes  to  speak,  and  he  shall  not  assign 
the  floor  to  any  member  proposing  to  speak  on  the  same  side 
of  the  pending  question  as  the  speaker  immediately  preced- 
ing if  any  member  desires  to  speak  on  the  other  side  thereof. 

No  report  shall  be  adopted  or  question  relating  to  the 
same  decided  without  opportunity  having  been  given  for  at 
least  one  speech  for  and  one  against  the  said  proposal,  pro- 
viding this  right  is  claimed  before  the  Chairman  or  duly 
authorized  member  presenting  the  Committee's  report  or 
the  minority  report,  if  there  be  one,  is  presented  to  close  the 
debate. 

When  all  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  or  when  (and 
after)  the  pending  or  previous  question  has  been  ordered, 
the  Chairman  or/and  duly  authorized  member  or  members 
presenting  the  Committee's  report  (and  the  minority  report 
if  there  be  one)  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  before  the  vote  is 
taken. 

VI.    Suspending  or  Amending  Rules 

Rule  33.  The  operation  of  these  Rules  may  be  suspended 
at  any  time  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Rule   34.  These   Rules   of   Order   may   be   amended    or 
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changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference;  provided 
the  proposed  change  or  amendment  has  been  presented  to 
the  Conference  in  writing  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  which  Committee  shall  report  thereon  not  later  than 
the  day  following. 

Rule  35.  In  all  matters  not  specified,  proceedings  of  the 
Uniting  Conference  shall  be  governed  by  Robert's  "Rules 
of  Order." 


PLAN  OF  ORGANIZATION 

TEMPORARY  ORGANIZATION 

1.  The  Presiding  Officer  for  the  temporary  organization 
of  the  Uniting  Conference  shall  be  one  of  the  Chairmen  of 
the  Joint  Commission  on  Union  as  provided  below  in  the 
Plan  of  Organization,  who  shall  serve  in  this  capacity  until 
a  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  have  been  adopt- 
ed and  a  permanent  organization  effected. 

2.  The  Secretarial  Staff  for  temporary  organization  shall 
be  the  respective  Secretaries  of  the  General  Conferences  of 
the  three  uniting  Churches,  with  such  assistants  as  they 
may  choose,  who  shall  serve  until  a  permanent  secretarial 
staff  shall  have  been  chosen. 

3.  Immediately  after  the  devotional  service  appropriately 
opening  the  Uniting  Conference,  the  calling  of  the  roll,  and 
the  transaction  of  such  privileged  business  as  may  require 
immediate  attention,  the  Conference  shall  proceed  to  effect 
a  permanent  organization  by  (1)  Receiving  nominations  and 
taking  a  ballot  for  permanent  Secretary;  (2)  by  consider- 
ation of  the  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  here- 
inafter recommended;  (3)  by  completing  the  permanent  or- 
ganization so  far  as  practical  at  this  stage  of  the  Conference 
in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  rules  as  shall  be  adopted. 

PLAN  OF  ORGANIZATION 

I.  Presiding  Officers 

A  Committee  of  Nine,  composed  of  four  delegates  from  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  four  from  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  and  one  from  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  of  whom  five  shall  be  ministers  and  four  laymen, 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Union  and 
elected  and  empowered  by  the  Uniting  Conference  to  desig- 
nate from  among  the  Bishops  of  the  three  uniting  Churches 
those  who  shall  preside  over  the  Conference  in  its  various 
sessions;  except  that  during  the  first  three  days  the  three 
Chairmen  of  the  Joint  Commission  shall  preside  in  an  order 
agreed  upon  among  themselves. 

II.  Secretarial  Staff 

The  Uniting  Conference  shall  have  a  Secretary  and  two 
Associate  Secretaries,  and  as  many  Assistant  Secretaries  as 
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need  may  require.    They  shall  be  chosen  from  the  member- 
ship of  the  Conference  in  the  following  manner: 

1.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  after  nomina- 
tions from  the  floor. 

2.  The  Secretary  so  elected  shall  nominate  for  Associate 
Secretaries  two  members  of  the  Conference,  one  repre- 
senting each  of  the  uniting  Churches  other  than  the  one  to 
which  he  himself  belongs. 

3.  Nominations  for  Associate  Secretaries  shall  also_  be 
permitted  from  the  floor,  which  nominations  shall  be  limited 
to  members  of  the  Conference  representing  the  two  uniting 
Churches  other  than  that  to  which  the  Secretary  elected 
belongs. 

4.  From  these  so  nominated  the  Conference  shall  elect  by 
ballot  one  Associate  Secretary  representing  each  of  the  two 
uniting  Churches  other  than  that  which  the  Secretary 
elected  represents. 

5.  The  Secretary  and  the  two  Associate  Secretaries  so 
elected  shall  nominate  for  election  by  the  Conference  as 
many  Assistant  Secretaries  as  in  their  judgment  the  work  of 
the  Conference  may  require. 

6.  The  Secretary  and  the  Associate  Secretaries  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  first  General  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church,  performing  such  duties 
as  may  be  assigned  them. 

III.    Committees 

The  Uniting  Conference  shall  have  General  Standing 
Committees  as  hereinafter  indicated,  and  such  Special  Com- 
mittees as  need  may  require. 

1.  GENERAL  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

(1)  Conferences — to  which  shall  be  referred  all  rules  and 
regulations,  memorials,  petitions,  etc.,  relating  to  Church, 
Quarterly,  District,  Annual,  Jurisdictional,  Central,  Gen- 
eral, and  other  Conferences. 

(2)  Ministry  andJudicial  Administration — to  which  shall 
be  referred  all  rules  and  regulations,  memorials,  petitions, 
etc.,  regarding  bishops,  traveling  preachers,  and  local 
preachers,  pastors  and  district  elders  or  district  superin- 
tendents ;  trial  and  appeal ;  and  the  Judicial  Council. 

(3)  Membership  and  Temporal  Ecooiomy — to  which 
shall  be  referred  all  rules  and  regulations,  memorials,  peti- 
tions, etc.,  regarding  church  membership  and  conditions, 
duties  and  transfer  thereof ;  regarding  Lay  Activities,  Stew- 
ards, Trustees,  properties ;  financial  system  of  the  general 
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and  local  church ;  and  such  activities  of  the  church  at  large 
in  and  through  its  institutions  and  boards  as  are  not  made 
the  specific  responsibility  of  any  other  Standing  Committee. 

(4)  Missions — ^to  which  shall  be  referred  all  rules  and 
regulations,  memorials,  petitions,  etc.,  relating  to  all  mis- 
sions and  missionary  organizations,  church  extension,  hospi- 
tals, homes,  deaconesses,  and  temperance  and  public  morals, 
evangelism,  and  the  American  Bible  Society. 

(5)  Education — to  which  shall  be  referred  all  rules  and 
regulations,  memorials,  petitions,  etc.,  relating  to  all  Uni- 
versities, Colleges,  Wesley  Foundations,  Schools,  Seminaries, 
Ministerial  Training,  Religious  Education  in  the  local 
church,  including  young  people's  activities,  literature  for 
church  schools,  and  World  Peace. 

(6)  Publishing  Interests — to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
rules  and  regulations,  memorials,  petitions,  etc.,  relating  to 
Publishing  Houses,  Book  Committees,  and  the  publication  of 
periodicals  and  books. 

(7)  Superannuate  Support — to  which  shall  be  referred 
all  rules  and  regulations,  memorials,  petitions,  etc.,  relating 
to  the  support  of  superannuated  or  retired  ministers,  and 
widows  and  dependent  children  of  deceased  ministers. 

(8)  Rituals  and  Orders  of  Worship — to  which  shall  be 
referred  all  rules  and  regulations,  memorials,  petitions,  etc., 
relating  to  these  subjects. 

2.     MEMBERSHIP  OF  GENERAL  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

(1)  The  membership  of  the  foregoing  General  Standing 
Committees  shall  be  made  up  on  the  basis  of  representation 
in  the  Uniting  Conferences ;  namely,  4-4-1. 

(2)  The  following  General  Standing  Committees,  (1) 
Conferences,  (2)  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration, 
(3)  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy,  (4)  Missions,  (5) 
Education,  (6)  Publishing  Interests,  shall  each  be  consti- 
tuted of  sixty  delegates  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
sixty  delegates  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  fifteen  delegates  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

(3)  The  Committees,  (7)  Superannuate  Support  and  (8) 
Ritual  and  Orders  of  Worship,  shall  be  constituted  of  twenty 
delegates  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  twenty  dele- 
gates of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  five 
delegates  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

(4)  No  delegate  shall  be  a  member  of  more  than  one  of 
the  foregoing  General  Standing  Committees. 

(5)  Delegates  shall  be  nominated  for  membership  in  the 
foregoing  General  Standing  Committees  by  their  respective 
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Commissions  on  Church  Union  and  approved  by  the  Unit- 
ing Conference. 

3.     ORGANIZATION  OF  GENERAL  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

The  eight  General  Standing  Committees  shall  meet  for 
organization  on  the  first  day  of  the  Uniting  Conference  with 
a  Bishop  appointed  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  presiding, 
and  with  one  of  the  Secretarial  Staff  keeping  the  record. 
The  General  Standing  Committees  shall  meet  at  2 :30  P.M., 
organize  and  proceed  to  their  respective  tasks.  A  complete 
record  of  the  organizations  thus  effected  shall  be  promptly 
reported  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Uniting  Conference  and  on 
the  following  day  this  record  shall  be  printed  in  the  Daily 
Advocate;  and  thus  reported  to  the  Conference  and  made  a 
part  of  the  official  Journal. 

4.     MEETINGS  OF  THE  EIGHT  GENERAL  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Meetings  of  the  eight  General  Standing  Committees  shall 
be  held  regularly  each  day  at  2:30  P.M.  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Conference.  For  the  transaction  of  business 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  each  Committee  shall  be  re- 
garded as  a  quorum  in  each  and  all  these  eight  General 
Standing  Committees. 

5.     SPECIAL  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

There  shall  be  the  following  Special  Standing  Committees : 

(1)  Rules.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Rules  com- 
posed of  five  members,  of  which  two  shall  be  delegates  from 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  two  from  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  one  from  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Church,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters  and 
questions  pertaining  to  the  Rules  of  Order  and  parliamen- 
tary procedure  in  the  business  of  the  Conference  and  its 
Committees.  The  Secretary  of  the  Uniting  Conference  shall 
be  an  additional  ex-officio  member  of  this  Committee. 

(2)  Journal.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  five  mem- 
bers, two  from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  two  from 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  one  from  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  which  shall  examine  the  daily 
record  of  the  Secretary,  comparing  it  with  the  stenographic 
record,  and  shall  report  to  the  Conference  in  either  of  the 
following  forms : 

a.  "We  have  examined  the  Journal  and  find  it  correct." 

b,  "We  have  examined  the  Journal  and  find  it  correct  ex- 

cept in  the  following  particulars" : 
The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Journal  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Uniting  Conference  and  may  be  amended-or  adopted 
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as  submitted.  Any  error  subsequently  discovered  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Conference,  and  upon  its  recommendation 
may  be  corrected  by  the  Uniting  Conference. 

(3)  Credentials.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials composed  of  nine  members,  of  whom  four  shall  be  from 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  four  from  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  one  from  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Church,  which  shall  report  the  absence  of  delegates 
and  the  seating  of  alternate,  or  reserve,  delegates  and  all 
matters  relating  to  the  attendance  of  delegates.  The  report 
of  this  Committee,  w^hen  approved  by  the  Conference,  shall 
be  the  basis  for  settlement  with  delegates  for  their  per  diem 
allowance. 

(4)  Editorial  Revision.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on 
Editorial  Revision  composed  of  nine  persons  representing 
the  three  uniting  Churches  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  Commit- 
tee on  Credentials.  To  this  Committee  shall  be  referred, 
with  a  view  to  clarification  and  definiteness  of  statement, 
and  for  the  correction  of  verbal  errors  and  infelicities  in 
expression,  as  needed,  all  Committee  reports  as  adopted  by 
the  Conference  and  before  they  are  recorded  in  the  Journal. 

(5)  Courtesies,  Privileges,  and  Introductions.  There 
shall  be  a  Committee  on  Courtesies,  Privileges,  and  Intro- 
ductions composed  of  nine  persons,  representing  the  three 
uniting  Churches  as  in  the  two  preceding  Committees.  In- 
troduction of  official  visitors  and  the  extending  of  the  cour- 
tesy of  the  Conference  to  those  to  whom  it  may  be  due  shall 
be  a  responsibility  of  this  Committee.  Questions  of  privi- 
leges for  the  Conference,  or  any  of  its  members,  shall  first 
be  presented  to  and  considered  by  this  Committee,  and  if  it 
approves,  they  shall  be  presented  to  the  Presiding  Officer  for 
consideration  by  the  Conference  immediately  after  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Journal  at  each  morning  session.  This  Com- 
mittee shall  also  serve  as  a  Committee  on  Resolutions, 

(6)  Enabling  Acts  and  Legal  Forms.  There  shall  be  a 
Special  Committee  on  the  Enabling  Acts  and  Legal  Forms 
of  the  Uniting  Conference  for  inaugurating  the  activities  of 
The  Methodist  Church.  This  Committee  shall  be  composed 
of  thirty-six  persons  chosen  from  the  delegates  of  the  three 
uniting  Churches  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  three  Committees 
last  preceding. 

(7)  Judiciarii  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Judiciary 
Committee  composed  of  eighteen  persons,  representing  pro- 
portionately the  three  uniting  Churches,  to  which  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  questions  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  any  pro- 
posed action  of  the  Uniting  Conference.     This  Committee 
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shall  report  its  recommendations  to  the  Uniting  Conference 
for  final  action. 

(8)  Reference.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Reference, 
composed  of  the  Secretary  and  the  two  Associate  Secre- 
taries, and  two  other  delegates  selected  by  them,  which  shall 
receive  all  memorials,  petitions,  etc.,  and  after  ascertaining 
that  they  are  in  proper  form,  distribute  them  among  the 
several  Standing  Committees  according  to  their  respective 
responsibilities  as  hereinbefore  outlined.  The  Committee  of 
Reference  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  a  reference  either 
upon  request  or  upon  its  own  motion.  The  Committee  shall 
also  have  power  to  withhold  from  reference  or  publication 
any  document  which  it  shall  deem  improper.  Any  document 
not  referable  to  any  existing  Committee  shall  be  submitted 
by  the  Committee  to  the  Conference. 

(9)  Busiyiess  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Business  Com- 
mittee consisting  of  tv-^elve  members  composed  of  the  three 
Chairmen  of  the  Commission  on  Church  Union,  four  mem- 
bers from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  four  members 
from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  one  mem- 
ber from  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  This  Committee 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  Uniting  Conference  upon  nomination 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commission  on  Church 
Union.  All  questions,  proposals,  resolutions,  communica- 
tions, or  other  matter  not  included  in  the  regular  business  of 
the  Uniting  Conference  as  fixed  by  the  Plan  of  Union  shall 
be  referred  without  debate  or  motion  to  the  Business  Com- 
mittee, which  shall  decide  whether  or  not  the  matter  pre- 
sented shall  be  considered  by  the  Conference.  It  shall  also 
be  the  duty  of  the  Business  Committee  to  see  that  all  provi- 
sions and  requirements  of  the  Plan  of  Union  shall  be  consid- 
ered by  the  Uniting  Conference. 

6.     ORGANIZATION  AND  MEETINGS  OF  SPECIAL  STANDING 

COMMITTEES  AND  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

The  first  person  named  on  any  Committee,  except  the 
eight  General  Standing  Committees,  shall  convene  the  same 
for  organization,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Uniting 
Conference,  and  all  such  Committees  shall  determine  their 
respective  times  and  places  of  meeting,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Conference.  For  these  Committees  a  ma- 
jority of  all  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 

7.    MEMBERSHIP  ON  ALL  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference,  membership 
on  all  Special  Committees  shall  be  constituted  through  nom- 
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ination  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  election  by  the  Con- 
ference ;  and  if  not  previously  published  in  the  Daily  Advo- 
cate a  two-thirds  vote  shall  be  required  for  election. 

IV.    Miscellaneous 

1.  Seatiyig  of  Delegates.  The  seating  of  delegates,  elected 
or  appointed,  to  the  Uniting  Conference  shall  be  by  Annual 
Conferences, 

2.  Payment  of  Delegates'  Expenses.  Each  Church  repre- 
sented in  the  Uniting  Conference  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  payment  of  its  delegates'  expenses  according  to  its 
usages  until  such  time  as  the  Uniting  Conference  shall  order 
otherwise. 

3.  Jurisdictional  Conference  Boundaries.  The  delegates 
shall  meet  in  their  respective  Jurisdictional  groups  on  Mon- 
day, May  1,  at  8  p.m.,  for  arranging  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  VIII  of  the  Plan  of  Union  under  procedure. 
For  the  organization  of  each  group  a  Bishop  appointed  by 
the  Council  of  Bishops  and  an  Assistant  Secretary  shall  be 
assigned  as  for  the  organization  of  Standing  Committees. 


THE  EPISCOPAL  ADDRESS  TO  THE  UNITING 
CONFERENCE 

Members   of  the   Uniting   Conference,   Representatives   of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church: 
Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and 
from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

We  salute  you  in  the  Lord  and  in  the  fellowship  of  the 
hosts  of  God's  people. 

Eight  million  Methodist  communicants  and  a  constituency 
of  20,000,000  adherents  stand  at  attention  today  as  this 
Uniting  Conference  throws  wide  the  gates  to  a  new  era  in 
American  Church  life.  The  entire  Protestantism  of  the 
nation  turns  eager  eyes  toward  this  city.  No  more  notable 
and  responsible  Christian  body  has  ever  assembled  on  this 
continent  than  this  Uniting  Conference.  The  authority  of 
the  Churches  that  you  represent  has  bestowed  upon  you 
by  legal  and  constitutional  procedure  and  action  the  great 
and  grave  responsibility  of  building  the  governmental 
structure  of  the  new  Methodist  Church  out  of  the  elements 
of  polity  and  practice  that  inhere  in  the  three  uniting 
Churches.  You  are  to  set  the  course  for  a  powerful  ecclesi- 
astical organization  upon  its  high  and  holy  mission.  God 
only  in  His  wisdom,  might,  and  love,  can  make  you  equal  to 
this  task  and  this  obligation. 

Methodism  in  America  proclaims  to  the  world  today,  with 
great  joy,  the  culmination  of  one  of  the  most  outstanding 
and  far-reaching  union  movements  which  the  Church  of 
Christ  has  ever  witnessed.  Christendom  for  a  quarter  of  a 
century  has  deplored  its  divisions  and  bewailed  its  rivalries, 
and  has  cried  aloud  for  peace  and  a  new  Christian  and  ec- 
clesiastical unity.  Great  Ecumenical  Councils  have  sounded 
loudly  the  call  to  Christian  forces  to  close  their  ranks  and 
present  a  solid  front  to  a  wretched  and  wayward  world. 
Our  three  Churches  have  heard  that  cry,  and  have  an- 
swered by  consolidating  their  forces,  unifying  their  divi- 
sions, and  moving  majestically  to  a  more  responsible  place 
in  Christian  adventure.  The  process  and  spirit  that  have 
wrought  this  achievement  are  prophetic  of  other  Methodist 
unions  and  of  speedy  correlations  that  will  give  this  country 
a  Methodism  of  co-ordinated  oneness  and  of  mobilized  evan- 
gelical power. 
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The  Aim  of  This  Address 

The  Bishops  have  agreed  that  this  address  shall  be  con- 
fined to  the  meaning  of  this  Uniting  Conference,  which  has 
no  distinct  precedent,  and  will  have  no  distinct  successor. 
Within  recent  months  the  three  merging  Churches  in  their 
General  Conferences  received  quadrennial  messages  such  as 
have  featured  our  larger  gatherings  for  more  than  a  cen- 
tury. We  do  not  deem  it  appropriate  or  desirable  to  repeat 
or  even  closely  imitate  those  state  papers  that  were  prepared 
to  inspire  and  guide  the  lawmaking  bodies.  This  address 
is  framed  with  the  dominant  purpose  of  exalting  the  mis- 
sion of  a  Conference  unique  in  Methodist  history. 

Approaching  the  Task 

One  hundred  fifty-five  years  deliver  to  us  today  rare  re- 
wards of  experience,  understanding,  and  triumphant  effort. 
The  Christmas  Conference  of  1784  created  an  independent 
organized  Methodist  Church  in  America.  It  established  the 
Methodist  Episcopacy  upon  foundations  genuine  and  his- 
toric and  without  sacramentarian  implication.  The  General 
Conference  of  1808  created  an  essential  and  elemental  con- 
stitution in  Church  government.  These  have  been  our  great 
constructive,  stabilizing,  and  directive  forces.  The  quad- 
renniums  have  brought  interpretations,  amplifications,  and 
applications,  but  the  principles  have  held  permanently  in 
power.  The  General  Superintendency  of  bishops  has  long 
been  supplemented  by  the  superintendency  of  department- 
al boards.  With  the  growth  of  the  Church  there  has  come 
an  increase  of  administrative  and  promotional  agencies  and 
a  multiplying  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  systematic 
procedure  of  a  vast  complex  organization. 

The  Uniting  Conference  will  be  gratified  to  find  that  these 
Methodist  Churches  have  wrought  so  admirably  in  the  de- 
velopment of  a  sufficient  and  commendable  church  polity, 
that  their  existing  processes  of  government  along  with  those 
supplied  by  the  Plan  of  Union  are  ample  and  adequate  for 
the  governmental  structure  of  the  United  Church. 

In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  Plan  of  Union, 
"in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Uniting  Conference," 
able  committees  appointed  by  the  Joint  Commission  on 
Church  Union  have  prepared  harmonizations  of  the  pro- 
visions, rules,  and  regulations  of  the  three  Churches.  Af- 
ter review  by  the  Joint  Commission  these  are  respectfully 
delivered  to  the  delegates  here  for  such  use  and  action  as 
their  judgment  may  approve.  We  may  be  allowed  to  ex- 
press our  high  appreciation  of  the  remarkable  and  efficient 
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labors  of  the  splendid  committees,  working  in  limited  time 
and  under  difficult  conditions. 

The  Uniting  Conference  has  full  power  to  put  together 
compactly  and  substantially  the  governmental  structure  of 
The  Methodist  Church.  Union  was  accomplished  by  the  con- 
stitutional action  of  the  three  Churches.  But  it  could  not 
become  operative  without  a  governmental  structure  which 
this  Uniting  Conference  was  created  to  provide.  After  the 
governmental  structure  has  been  agreed  upon  Union  can  go 
fully  into  effect,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
Uniting  Conference  by  enabling  acts  may  determine.  These 
enabling  acts  may  provide  a  point  at  which  certain  features 
of  the  government  become  effective,  and  a  period  in  which 
certain  other  features  may  be  made  effective.  In  these  mat- 
ters the  sound  judgment  of  the  Uniting  Conference  will 
make  reasonable  decision. 

A  Glance  at  History 

These  three  Churches,  remembering  today  their  origins 
and  the  conditions  that  gave  them  existence,  have  only  pride 
in  the  capabilities  and  the  achievements  of  their  ecclesiasti- 
cal ancestors.  Stalwart  men  of  noble  purpose  and  eminent 
ability  differed  in  principles  and  convictions  and  took  diver- 
gent ways  to  build  a  Methodism  that  accorded  with  their 
consciences  and  their  judgment.  Their  voices  rang  clear  for 
what  to  them  was  right.  By  their  molds,  their  ecclesiastical 
posterity  have  wrought  faithfully  and  well  for  a  century 
and  have  produced  Methodism  of  distinction  and  power.  We 
give  reverent  praise  to  the  men  who  established  the  ways  of 
our  going  and  made  possible  the  Churches  through  which 
we  have  lived,  moved,  and  had  our  being.  But  from  the 
high  level  of  their  characters  and  attainments  we  are  able 
today  to  press  across  and  above  the  lines  of  cleavage  for  the 
building  of  a  greater  and  finer  Methodism  to  the  glory  of 
God  and  the  establishment  of  Christ's  Kingdom  on  Earth. 

The  separations  in  Methodisms  brought  neither  disaster 
nor  decadence.  That  of  1828  which  resulted  in  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  dramatized  the 
importance  of  lay  representation  in  the  councils  of  the 
Church ;  and  lay  representation  has  long  been  a  fundamen- 
tal principle  in  our  several  branches,  and  is  such  in  the  Plan 
of  Union.  Without  the  separation  of  1844  Methodism  would 
have  been  a  house  of  contention  and  condemnation  from  two 
sides ;  but  with  separation  it  won  honorable  standing,  stead- 
fast sympathy,  and  unfailing  support  from  both  sections  of 
a  divided  people.  The  tragic  era  of  the  nation  seriously 
affected  the  mind   and   spirit  of  the  great  ecclesiastical 
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bodies ;  but  the  people  continued  increasingly  loyal  to  their 
respective  Methodist  Churches,  which  never  receded  from 
each  other  in  doctrinal  beliefs  nor  in  essential  elements  of 
governmental  polity.  While  Methodists  have  been  distress- 
ingly divided,  Methodism  has  continued  inherently  one.  Its 
faith,  its  polity,  its  thought,  its  life,  whatever  the  realm, 
never  failed  its  founders.  Methodism  has  had  a  basal  unity, 
central,  elemental,  and  enduring.  No  divisions  of  men 
could  destroy  that  deeper  harmony  which  is  ever  the  pri- 
mary basis  for  governmental  oneness. 

Faith  and  order  are  fundamental  for  real  union  in  Church 
life  and  structure.  The  Church  itself  as  an  instrument  for 
stabilizing  the  Kingdom  of  God  has  become  more  and  more 
central  in  all  Ecumenical  thinking.  Before  its  parts  can  be 
co-ordinated  those  parts  must  show  integrity,  and  the  valid 
and  intrinsic  elements  of  the  whole.  Any  proposal  for  any 
Church  union  must  take  cognizance  of  the  order  involved. 
Without  unity  of  thought  and  polity  only  federation  may  be 
possible.  Councils  may  effect  co-operation  in  life  and  labor, 
but  only  kinship  can  furnish  the  true  and  enduring  basis 
of  a  united  Church.  Religious  faiths  go  in  families,  and  the 
normal  procedure  for  union  is  along  family  lines.  This  pro- 
cedure Methodism  has  adopted.  When  families  have  healed 
their  own  separations  they  will  be  in  position  to  consider 
and  accept  the  larger  unities. 

The  problem  of  Methodist  Union  has  not  been  solely  ec- 
clesiastical, but  largely  social  and  human.  It  has  not  been 
really  a  Methodist  problem,  but  an  American  problem,  the 
problem  of  restoring  to  two  great  peoples  on  opposite  sides 
of  a  chasmic  line  the  mutual  good  will,  the  respect,  the  es- 
teem, and  the  confidence  which  had  been  disrupted  by  a 
great  political  upheaval.  For  fifty  years  the  suggestion  of 
union  received  little  sympathetic  response.  Fraternal  mes- 
sages, however  felicitous  and  forceful,  were  largely  formal. 
The  prevailing  attitudes,  sentim.ents,  and  even  normal  prej- 
udices on  both  sides  had  first  to  be  recognized,  appraised, 
and  appeased.  There  was  the  need  for  the  show  of  consider- 
ation, of  understanding,  of  Christian  virtues  as  prerequisites 
to  any  merger.  Following  the  first  fifty  years  of 
unyielding  separateness  were  two  decades,  from  1894  to 
1914,  during  which  joint  Commissions  on  Federation  tem- 
pered the  winds,  softened  the  atmosphere,  and  brought  in  a 
new  climate  of  springtime  and  hope.  In  that  period  the  old 
family  love  began  to  come  back ;  the  grandchildren  sought 
fellowship  with  their  unknown  but  worthy  kin ;  and  family 
gatherings  and  homecomings  gradually  increased.  Where 
contacts  were  most  numerous  and  associations  most  fre- 
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quent,  respect  and  confidence  most  rapidly  returned.  Union 
is  here  today  because  good  will,  genuine  respect,  mutual 
confidence,  and  Christian  love  widely  and  substantially  pre- 
vail among  the  Methodists  of  the  country.  Union  in  Ameri- 
can Methodism  has  been  and  is  a  matter  of  American  life. 
Its  consummation  is  linked  with  national  understanding  and 
national  solidarity.  This  union  of  ours  performs  a  triple 
service :  It  restores  unity,  harmony,  and  love  to  its  own  re- 
ligious family;  it  creates  a  mighty  bond  among  the  great 
sections  of  this  country ;  it  sets  before  the  religious  forces  of 
Christendom  an  example  which  is  both  appealing  and  chal- 
lenging. With  the  consciousness  of  this  duty  performed, 
Methodism  again  faces  the  world  in  faith,  hope,  and  love. 

The  Spirit  of  This  Conference 

The  length  of  our  separations  has  covered  a  century ;  the 
differences  due  to  geographical  divisions  are  not  insignifi- 
cant; the  involved  corporate  life  is  immense,  the  ancient 
memories  have  vividly  lingered;  yet  we  can  boldly  declare 
that  no  similar  movement  in  history  has  proceeded  in  a  more 
kindly  and  fraternal  mood.  Those  who  have  been  in  the 
inner  circles  of  the  Joint  Commission  know  no  chapters  that 
they  would  wish  to  have  canceled.  The  Commissioners  will 
bear  grateful  testimony  that  the  discussions  have  been  so 
uniting  in  spirit  that  they  must  be  classed  not  merely  among 
the  polite  rules  prevailing  among  gentlemen,  but  as  among 
the  Christlike  codes  prevailing  among  believers. 

This  fraternal  spirit  may  be  expected  to  have  full  sway  in 
this  Uniting  Conference.  On  the  larger  matters  we  are 
already  in  agreement.  Since  we  have  never  been  separated 
in  faith,  we  will  have  no  theological  debates.  Inasmuch  as 
in  the  broader  outlines  of  government  we  are  as  one,  these 
can  occasion  no  arguments.  The  tasks  of  harmonization  lie 
within  the  minor,  though  important,  realms — realms  made 
important  because  the  whole  scheme  of  union  is  meaning- 
ful. The  call  therefore  will  be  for  the  kindly  adept  in 
constructive  legislation  rather  than  for  the  genius  in 
parliamentary  obstruction.  This  is  a  well-informed  body. 
Condensed  wisdom  will  be  more  acceptable  than  exhibits  of 
extended  knowledge!  This  Conference  has  diflflcult  duties. 
It  has  been  constitutionally  invested  with  adequate  power  to 
discharge  them.  The  ratio  basis  of  its  structure  is  of  such 
significance  that  it  calls  for  the  consummation  of  its  desig- 
nated task  without  needless  postponement  of  important 
matters  to  later  gatherings  of  the  Church.  Postponement  of 
the  completion  of  the  governmental  structure  might  bring 
injury  to  the  spirit  and  purpose  that  gave  the  Uniting  Con- 
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ference  its  form  and  character.    Our  work  here  will  not  be 
the  utter  finality,  but  it  will  be  of  utter  importance. 

The  proper  union  of  Methodism,  far  more  than  the  super- 
ficial mind  can  see,  now  becomes  a  program  of  the  spirit. 
A  preference  is  not  necessarily  a  conviction,  nor  a  custom 
an  everlasting  law.  The  spirit  that  controls  our  delibera- 
tions will  measure  the  value  of  the  cause  advocated  and  the 
worth  of  the  conclusion  reached.  For  that  reason  prayers 
should  invariably  be  the  prelude  of  our  discussions.  The 
ways  of  debate  should  lead  from  altar  to  altar.  This  whole 
city  should  feel  the  devout  pressure  of  this  gathering.  These 
days  and  labors  should  be  kept  holy  unto  God.  The  faithful- 
ness and  spirit  with  which  the  trust  committed  to  us  is 
loyally  fulfilled  will  determine  the  future  ways  of  Method- 
ism in  its  extensive  service  to  God  and  man. 

Local  Mergers 

This  Methodism  is  no  fabrication  of  ambitious,  selfish 
ecclesiastics.  It  is  rather  the  flowing  together  of  great 
streams  going  out  to  the  same  seas.  When  separations  lose 
their  motives,  meaning,  and  value,  union  becomes  a  normal 
movement  and  act.  This  is  just  as  true  in  local  communi- 
ties as  with  the  denominational  bodies.  Union  of  the  three 
denominations  puts  all  local  churches  under  the  same  family, 
but  it  does  not  require  any  local  mergers.  These  are  left 
entirely  to  the  will,  judgment,  and  action  of  the  member- 
ships of  the  local  churches  involved.  When  the  Plan  of 
Union  was  first  submitted  to  the  three  Churches  the  Joint 
Commission  warned  against  the  quick  amalgamation  of 
churches  and  societies  that  are  geographical  neighbors. 
That  warning  this  Uniting  Conference  may  well  repeat  and 
re-enforce.  Some  local  unions  will  become  desirable  and 
even  necessary,  but  they  should  not  be  made  in  haste  nor 
urged  from  merely  economic  considerations.  Great  loyal- 
ties and  holy  sentiments  cluster  about  many  altars  and  they 
should  be  respected.  Sacred  memories  attach  to  the  very 
aisles.  These  should  not  be  sacrificed  without  due  consid- 
eration. The  economic  argument,  the  saving  of  money, 
standing  alone,  may  be  regarded  with  suspicion.  The  sale 
of  a  place  of  worship  to  a  body  of  irregular  religionists  only 
increases  the  problem  of  division  in  any  community.  Two 
wholesome  Methodist  Churches  are  apt  to  do  more  for  Christ 
than  one  if  the  other  is  sacrificed  upon  a  strange  altar. 
When  local  unions  are  made,  the  congregations  should  keep 
in  mind  the  ministers  who  are  serving  them.  What  will 
become  of  them?  Their  interests  should  be  regarded  and 
protected  and  their  families  should  have  care  when  merg- 
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ers  are  being  planned.  This  Conference  should  lift  all  merg- 
ers above  the  plane  of  financial  selfishness  to  high  places  of 
Christian  motive  and  service. 

An  Intelligent  Church 

Methodism  in  this  great  day  finds  itself  with  large  num- 
bers of  communicants  and  adherents  who  have  little  knowl- 
edge of  its  activities,  plans,  purposes,  happenings,  and 
movements.  They  are  not,  except  in  the  most  meager  way, 
Methodistieally  informed.  The  Church  must  keep  them  in 
touch  with  its  thought,  life,  and  activity.  It  has  great  Pub- 
lishing Houses  and  all  necessary  facilities  for  spreading  vital 
intelligence.  The  greatest  modern  agencies  for  taking  the 
message  of  this  Church  to  its  own  people  and  all  people  must 
be  called  into  full  action.  No  feature  of  possible  work  offers 
a  larger  field  for  service  than  this  of  Church  and  Chris- 
tian intelligence  through  varied  papers,  pamphlets,  and  leaf- 
lets that  exhibit  and  interpret  the  life,  thought,  and  action 
of  Methodism.  A  department  of  Methodist  intelligence  in 
the  proper  boards,  adequate  in  equipment,  capable  in  man- 
agement, and  vigorous  in  action  will  have  extraordinary 
possibilities  for  the  United  Church. 

Our  Centers  op  Learning 

A  great  body  such  as  Methodism  in  America  now  im- 
poses upon  itself  an  obligation  to  be  more  than  a  body.  It 
must  be  a  soul.  It  must  be  a  spirit.  It  must  be  a  mind. 
These  come  not  save  by  purpose,  resolution,  and  effort. 
Great  souls  and  great  spirits  come  by  many  processes,  but 
they  do  not  prevail  long  without  great  minds.  From  them 
and  through  them  come  light  and  power.  Every  church 
must  either  create  or  borrow  its  thinking.  What  it  thinks, 
and  whether  it  thinks,  depends  upon  its  ability  or  lack  of 
ability  to  think.  Its  intellectual  life  determines  in  no  small 
measure  its  standing,  its  stability,  its  course,  its  momen- 
tum. Borrowed  thinking,  or  reflected  thinking,  eventually 
wears  down  intellectual  self-respect  and  invites  intellectual 
deterioration.  The  production  of  thinkers  is  not  optional 
with  a  great  Church.  If  it  fails  here  it  passes  its  leadership 
to  other  hands.  The  vigor  of  a  Church's  intelligence  will 
deeply  affect  its  spiritual  understanding,  its  spiritual  ener- 
gy, its  spiritual  power,  and  fix  its  place  among  the  churches. 

Great  thinking  and  high  intellectual  life  and  genuine  in- 
tellectual freedom  find  their  source,  their  support,  and  their 
inspiration  in  centers  of  learning.  John  Harvard  left  his 
modest  estate  for  "the  pious  work  of  building  a  college." 
The  theme  of  Harvard  College's  Tercentenary  celebration 
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was  not  the  glory  of  Harvard  but  the  advancement  of  learn- 
ing". That  is  the  note  w^hich  Methodism  must  sound  in  every- 
one of  its  college  halls.  The  advancement  of  learning  in  an 
atmosphere  of  religion  is  the  true  aim  of  every  Christian 
college  and  the  indispensable  objective  of  every  great  Chris- 
tian Church.  Its  colleges  and  universities  and  seminaries 
should  be  given  new  significance  and  new  accentuation  in 
the  new  Methodism.  Methodist  colleges  are  largely  of  local 
origin  and  exist  to  too  large  a  degree  by  local  interests  and 
local  support.  They  are  separate  and  distinct  from  each 
other,  often  in  competition,  and  without  co-ordinate  con- 
sideration and  encouragement.  The  mortality  among  them 
in  recent  years  has  been  high.  The  time  has  come  when 
something  to  insure  permanence  must  be  done  or  church 
colleges  may  pass  out  of  existence.  The  Church  has  an  edu- 
cational responsibility  which  it  dare  not  ignore,  and  which 
it  can  meet  only  by  an  adequate  educational  system.  Our 
Methodism  should  know  what  colleges  and  universities  and 
seminaries  it  should  have  and  could  properly  sustain^  and 
where  it  should  have  them.  It  should  then  put  upon  them 
its  educational  stamp,  behind  them  the  forces  that  will  main- 
tain them  in  educational  excellence  and  in  intellectual  pow- 
er, and  within  them  the  spiritual  zeal  that  will  dominate 
their  life.  In  addition,  it  should  continue  and  increase  its 
plans  for  the  spiritual  care  of  many  thousands  of  Method- 
ist students  in  our  privately  endowed  and  tax-supported 
institutions  as  carried  on  by  the  Wesley  Foundations.  What 
this  Church  should  do  it  can  do.  This  Uniting  Conference 
can  open  the  way  for  a  greater  era  in  educational  service 
by  the  provision  it  makes  for  all  student  life  and  for  the 
administration,  promotion,  and  permanence  of  its  colleges 
and  universities. 

The  theological  seminaries  of  the  new  Church  will  come 
into  a  greatly  enlarged  responsibility.  Producing  master 
builders  of  Methodism,  ministerial  workmen  with  genius, 
ecclesiastical  statesmen  with  foresight  and  power,  genuine 
prophets  with  vision  and  authority  is  their  great  mission 
and  task.  They  will  require  suitable  student  material,  ade- 
quate facilities,  competent  faculties,  and  supporting  re- 
sources equal  to  their  mission  and  worthy  of  their  Church. 
Their  products  can  be  made  more  serviceable  to  the  Church. 
They  can  be  given  that  knowledge,  understanding,  wisdom, 
conviction,  and  spirit  which  the  genuine  Methodist  minister 
must  have.  Methodism  has  fundamentals  of  doctrine,  life, 
and  thought  upon  which  our  coming  ministers  must  stand  if 
they  are  to  be  its  exponents.  A  ministry  made  up  of  func- 
tionaries can  never  advance  the  Church  of  God.    The  urgent 
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and  increasing  need  of  Methodism  is  ministers  of  ability, 
broad  sweep,  deep  thought,  fine  loyalty,  and  vital  piety. 
Methodism  is  girding  for  a  new  day.  An  adequate  ministry 
can  come  only  by  great  seminaries  kept  close  to  the  heart 
of  the  Church  and  sustained  by  its  generous  love. 

The  Home  Task 

The  Methodist  Church  finds  itself  at  the  open  door  of 
great,  inviting,  challenging,  appealing  service  of  all  kinds 
and  to  many  classes  of  people.  With  its  consolidated  forces 
and  vast  resources  it  is  morally  and  religiously  compelled  to 
think  and  plan  in  terms  of  an  encompassing,  constructive, 
and  vigorous  movement  in  three  extensive  home  fields :  com- 
prehensive home  missions  activity,  local  church  education 
and  Sunday  school  extension,  and  general  Methodist  intel- 
ligence and  promotion  through  well-planned  and  well- 
executed  publicity.  Methodism  must  seek  new  powers  and 
enter  upon  new  processes  for  taking  the  Christian  gospel  to 
the  people  of  all  sections  of  our  country.  The  rural  areas, 
the  tenant  populations,  the  foreign  settlements,  the  indus- 
trial districts,  the  race  divisions,  the  peripheral  parts  of  our 
villages,  towns,  and  cities  in  all  jurisdictions  of  the  new 
Church  present  alarming  moral  and  religious  destitution. 
In  many  places  only  the  small  sects  that  magnify  marginal 
doctrinal  emphasis  have  any  hearing  and  give  any  religious 
service.  That  condition  cannot  continue  and  America  be 
sanely  Christian.  This  Church  must  attempt  more  and  do 
more  to  make  our  land  Christian  than  has  ever  entered  its 
dreams,  much  less  its  planning,  and  it  should  begin  here. 
This  Uniting  Conference  can  provide  for  Boards,  general, 
regional  and  local,  and  fix  responsibilities  which  will  put 
our  Church  at  its  great  work  of  reforming  the  continent 
and  spreading  scriptural  holiness  over  the  land. 

The  Work  Abroad 

This  union  of  Methodism  finds  the  foreign  missionary 
work  of  the  uniting  churches  in  great  need  of  special  in- 
spiration and  encouragement.  The  missionary  passion  in 
the  home  churches  must  be  renewed  and  strengthened.  For 
a  decade  the  work  of  foreign  missions  has  gone  on  with  too 
slow  a  pace.  The  old  epoch  has  closed.  Each  field  has  de- 
veloped its  own  problems,  and  all  are  difficult.  The  entire 
structure  and  movement  of  our  overseas  work  service  calls 
for  new  strategy,  new  statesmanship,  new  forces.  An  ade- 
quate program  and  system  must  be  set  up  by  which  these 
may  be  attained.  This  Uniting  Conference  has  no  greater 
responsibility,  no  finer  task.     The  new  Methodist  Church 
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must  not  fail  the  nations  that  this  day  need  the  light,  the 
truth,  and  the  salvation  that  are  in  Jesus  Christ.  The  world 
is  still  our  parish.  The  last  commission  of  our  Lord  is  the 
first  claim  upon  our  Church. 

The  query  has  come  in  from  our  mission  fields  as  to  the 
place  in  the  United  Church  of  our  heroic  people  on  the  dis- 
tant frontiers.  Our  three  Churches  have  worked  in  the 
lands  where  our  people  needed  unity.  In  Japan  and  Korea 
they  proceeded  to  form  independent  churches.  In  Mexico 
ci\al  laws,  and  in  Brazil  national  consciousness,  made  auton- 
omous churches  desirable.  There  are  decided  indications 
that  some  of  our  Methodist  Churches  would  like  a  more  defi- 
nite and  official  relation  to  the  Mother  Churches  now  ex- 
changing multiplicity  for  unity.  Many  of  our  leaders  have 
hoped  that  the  federal  ties  of  Methodism  might  be  lengthen- 
ed and  strengthened  so  that  it  might  be  said  that  the  conti- 
nents, though  separated,  had  one  ecumenical  church.  Our 
Plan  of  Union,  and  its  scheme  of  Jurisdictional  and  Central 
Conferences,  provides  splendid  possibilities  for  a  federal 
or  dominional  government  that  will  still  allow  room 
for  a  proper  national  or  wider  geographical  autonomy.  We 
are  confident  that  this  Uniting  Conference  will  give  assur- 
ance to  our  widely  scattered  children  that  the  hearthstone 
still  belongs  to  them.  Our  paternal  feeling  will  meet  their 
filial  feeling  in  love.  As  far  as  may  be  wise  and  possible 
governmental  provisions  will  be  set  up  for  making  Method- 
ism a  united  body  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  thus  fulfilling 
Wesley's  goal  of  the  "World  is  my  parish." 

Here  we  may  be  allowed  to  express  our  great  joy  at  the 
marvelous  growth  and  development  of  the  Christian  Church, 
and  especially  the  Methodist  Church,  in  the  fields  abroad. 
Many  have  been  the  prayers,  the  tears,  the  sacrifices,  and 
gifts  of  love  and  service  which  have  gone  into  them  from 
our  Methodist  people  for  over  a  century.  The  vigor  and 
vitality  of  the  younger  churches  are  being  increasingly 
shown  even  today  in  the  midst  of  gravest  economic  and  po- 
litical dil!iculties.  We  have  here  a  convincing  evidence  of 
the  soundness  of  our  missionary  enterprise  and  a  tremen- 
dous challenge  to  enlarge  our  co-operation  to  the  utmost. 
Our  service  for  them  should  be  continued  and  can  be  con- 
tinued with  enlarged  possibilities  if  the  bond  between  our 
people  and  the  young  churches  is  kept  intimate  and  strong, 
but  there  is  grave  danger  that  they  will  weaken  if  that  bond 
becomes  greatly  attenuated.  Autonomous  Churches  and 
Central  Conferences  have  come  about  normally  in  the  grati- 
fying grov^d:h  of  the  Church  in  those  various  lands.  How- 
ever, we  may  be  allowed  to  point  out  that  liberty  in  their 
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Church  government  could  go  so  far  as  to  destroy  elemental 
and  fundamental  relationships  with  the  sustaining  life  of 
the  Mother  Church,  and  that  would  be  deeply  regretted  by 
all. 

The  Mother  Church  must  be  to  the  younger  churches  more 
than  an  appropriating  Board,  however  large  or  small  the 
funds  bestowed,  or  it  may  sooner  or  later  cease  to  be  even 
that.  Funds  will  be  supplied  only  when  and  where  the  life 
of  the  Church  is  interested.  That  connectionalism  which 
gives  unity  and  strength  to  Methodism  at  home  should  em- 
brace as  far  as  practicable  the  younger  Methodisms  abroad. 
This  Uniting  Conference  may  well  make  such  provisions  as 
will  keep  open  and  render  effective  large  possibilities  of  in- 
terest, watch  care,  and  service  from  the  Church  at  home  to 
the  Churches  abroad. 

Reforming  Continents 

The  Christian  Church  cannot  exclude  itself  from  social 
and  moral  reforms  and  be  true  and  loyal  to  its  own  life  and 
responsibility.  Human  rights  and  human  justice  cannot  be 
violated  without  disaster  to  man  and  civilization.  The  des- 
potism of  the  State  is  utterly  destructive  of  human  liberty 
and  exhaustive  of  human  personality.  The  thirst  for  gov- 
ernmental power,  human  greed  and  political,  economic  and 
social  injustice,  give  rise  to  rebellion  and  conflict.  The 
Church  must  aid  in  finding  a  solution  to  these  difficulties 
based  upon  honor,  humanity,  and  reason.  War  with  its  in- 
evitable barbarism,  murder,  theft,  and  indescribable  atroc- 
ity, cannot  be  tolerated  as  a  system  of  settling  international 
disputes  and  establishing  international  relationships.  The 
Church  cannot  be  silent  while  blatant  forces  of  evil,  gross 
wickedness  and  vile  destruction  stride  the  earth.  It  shall 
ever  endeavor  to  create  those  attitudes,  powers,  and  proc- 
esses that  will  produce  a  new  earth  wherein  dwelleth  right- 
eousness. 

The  Spread  of  Holiness 

When  a  group  of  eighty  pioneer  preachers  organized  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  1784,  they  solemnly  asked, 
"What  may  we  reasonably  believe  to  be  God's  design  in  rais- 
ing up  the  Methodist  preachers?"  They  devoutly  replied, 
"To  reform  the  continent  and  spread  scriptural  holiness  over 
these  lands."  They  were  plain,  God-conscious,  sin-conscious, 
Christ-conscious,  salvation-conscious  men.  They  believed 
in  the  distinctive  religious  life  of  Methodism,  its  indis- 
pensable gospel,  and  its  undeniable,  irrevocable  mis- 
sion.   They  were  apostolic  in  faith,  speech,  and  action.     It 
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is  marvelous  what  they  accomplished  in  sixty  years.  They 
lifted  the  wild  frontier  of  a  vast  continent  out  of  sociai 
chaos;  they  redeemed  the  people  from  moral  and  religious 
destitution;  they  created  character  and  civilization  every- 
where. These  religious  progenitors,  these  fathers  in  a 
forceful  faith,  were  the  master  builders  of  the  resplendent 
Kingdom  which  has  become  our  rich  and  glorious  inheri- 
tance. Their  power  was  not  in  their  reforms  but  in  their 
spiritual  dynamic.  Their  unabated  emphasis  was  upon  the 
healing  and  the  health  of  the  heart.  Redemption  was  theii' 
theme  and  reconcilation  to  God  their  goal.  Not  strategies, 
not  technique,  but  fervent,  forceful,  full  religious  life  was 
their  power  and  their  salvation. 

Methodism  came  to  strength  through  its  spiritual  dy- 
namic. That  has  been  its  distinctive  contribution  to  Ameri- 
can Christianity,  and  that  must  continue  to  be  its  driving 
power.  When  it  is  neglected,  atrophy  and  decay  come  upon 
the  Church,  When  nurtured  it  has  produced  strength, 
gro\vth,  and  advance.  For  it  no  substitute  has  been  found. 
It  has  accounted  for  many  and  far-reaching  reforms,  but 
none  has  ever  wholly  accounted  for  Methodism.  Where  the 
religious  life  is  strongest  there  the  reforms  are  most  ef- 
fective and  constructive  enterprises  most  numerous.  The 
early  Wesleyans  in  their  spread  of  scriptural  holiness  shook 
a  nation  and  awoke  a  great  people.  There  resulted  the 
greatest  reforms  which  that  country  ever  witnessed.  Re- 
ligion, as  religious  experience  and  religious  life,  has  in 
it  power  for  the  remaking  of  the  world.  These  facts  point 
out  the  trunk  line  for  the  Methodism  of  tomorrow,  as  they 
mark  the  highway  of  yesterday.  Spiritual  dynamic  is  the 
essential  equipment  for  any  triumphant  Church.  Its  attain- 
ment should  continually  possess  the  leadership  of  the 
Church. 

The  Evangelistic  Call 

This  address  cannot  ignore  the  duty  of  emphasizing  the 
evangelistic  spirit  that  gave  the  Wesleyan  movement  its 
power  and  our  three  Churches  their  foundations.  Evan- 
gelism today  is  in  grave  danger  of  being  weakened  into  a 
generality;  or  narrowed  into  an  advocacy  of  some  frag- 
ment of  Christian  conduct ;  or  of  being  defined  as  a  sort  of 
climatic  influence.  It  is  our  solemn  judgment  that  Method- 
ism can  have  no  powerful  and  expanding  life  unless  it  re- 
covers the  seeking  spirit  of  Christ,  of  St.  Paul,  and  of  John 
Wesley.  It  is  our  judgment  also  that  this  supreme  phase  of 
our  Church's  life  merits  and  requires  the  most  distinct  and 
powerful  leadership.    We  are  warranted,  therefore,  in  ex- 
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pressing  the  earnest  hope  that  the  program  here  adopted  for 
the  Methodist  Church  shall  include  as  its  most  vital  factor  a 
plan  that  shall  seek  to  promote  in  all  our  borders  an  intel- 
ligent, intense,  ardent,  throbbing  evangelism  to  the  end  that 
there  may  be  added  unto  the  Church  constantly  multitudes 
that  are  being  saved. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  gratification  that  Methodism  today 
in  many  sections  of  this  country  is  in  a  state  of  decided  re- 
vival. A  great  awakening  is  in  progress.  The  Aldersgate 
Commemorations  of  these  Churches,  the  Church-wide  Evan- 
gelistic movements,  and  the  Youth  Crusades  are  having 
marvelous  effect.  Similar  activities  are  on  in  the  North  and 
East,  and  in  the  South  and  West.  Names  for  it  may  change, 
but  this  movement  should  not  halt.  It  may  take  ten  years 
to  awaken  this  country,  but  Methodism  has  ten  years  to  give 
to  that  sacred  task.  What  better  service  could  it  render  ?  All 
leaders  in  this  country,  educational,  economic,  political,  and 
social,  are  saying  that  this  nation's  greatest  need  is  a  re- 
vival of  religion.  They  know.  Why  not  give  America  a 
revival  that  it  will  not  lose  from  its  life  for  a  hundred  years  ? 
The  stage  is  set.  It  can  be  done.  United  Methodism  has 
come  to  the  Kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  this. 

The  Valuation  of  the  Church 

Methodism  in  America  is  a  great  religious  force.  Begin- 
ning as  a  society  in  the  Church  of  England,  Methodism  has 
become  a  Church  in  its  o^\^l  name,  right,  polity  and  faith. 
As  such  it  is  obligated  to  set  forth,  promote,  and  preserve 
its  tenets,  the  integritj^  of  its  orders,  the  sanctity  of  its  sac- 
raments, the  validity  of  its  ministry,  the  redemptiveness 
of  its  religious  life,  and  its  distinctive  characteristics  as  a 
legitimate  and  co-ordinate  part  of  the  Ecumenical  Church. 
The  founder  of  Methodism  is  universally  recognized  as  the 
world's  great  evangelist.  For  fifty  years  he  carried  the 
torch  of  sacred  fire  to  the  darkened  spots  of  England's  life. 
But  John  Wesley  was  great  as  a  Churchman  as  he  was  great 
as  an  evangelist.  The  ministry,  the  sacraments,  and  the 
ritual  were  all  sacred  to  him.  He  taught  his  ministers  and 
his  people  loyalty  to  the  Church,  its  faith  and  its  order.  He 
made  innovations  under  religious  necessity,  but  he  violated 
no  Churchman's  code.  Before  acting  he  established  for 
himself  and  his  followers  a  historic  foundation  for  ordain- 
ing bishops  for  America  and  Scotland,  and  provided  for  the 
setting  up  of  separate  churches  of  apostolic  content  and  his- 
toric lineage. 

Methodism  passed  rapidly  from  the  state  of  a  society  to 
the    standing    of    a    responsible    Church    of    Christ.      Its 
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denominationalism  was  strong  and  assertive  yet  commen- 
dable, but  its  position  as  a  substantial  division  of  the  Ecu- 
menical Church  became  more  and  more  established.  Today 
the  Methodist  Church  is  a  Christian  Church  of  historic 
faith,  order,  and  structure  with  a  religious  life,  zeal, 
thought,  and  movement  that  are  distinctive  and  dynamic. 
Herein  lie  its  significance,  its  obligation,  and  its  power. 
Such  a  Church,  with  such  position  and  possibilities  in  ful- 
fillment of  its  divine  mission,  can  build  itself  into  the  life 
of  America  and  the  life  of  the  world.  Men  await  its  com- 
ing as  those  that  watch  for  the  morning.  "Awake,  awake, 
put  on  strength,  0  arm  of  the  Lord,  as  in  the  ancient  days !" 

Conclusion 

The  Methodist  Church  sets  forth  anew  upon  a  great  ad- 
venture. Whither,  and  to  v/hat  end  ?  The  master  of  the  ship 
at  sea  each  day  at  noon  finds  his  bearings  from  the  heavenly 
bodies,  sets  his  course,  and  steams  ahead.  This  is  a  parable 
— Methodism,  mid-ocean,  a  mighty  vessel,  a  precious  cargo ! 
Whither  and  to  what  end?  The  setting  of  the  course,  the 
safety  of  the  voyage,  the  splendor  of  the  adventure  are  with 
the  men  who  man  the  bridge ! 

No  ruler  takes  a  throne  nor  chief  magistrate  a  scepter  of 
government  without  a  solemn  oath  to  protect,  preserve,  and 
defend  the  constitution  of  the  country.  At  this  glorious 
inauguration  in  Methodism  with  uplifted  hand  we  and  you 
take  such  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  our  great  Church.  To  its 
preservation,  promotion,  and  advance  we  pledge  our  loyalty, 
our  lives,  and  our  sacred  honor.  The  torch  set  aflame  by 
our  ancestors  by  their  faith,  sacrifice,  and  apostolic  hero- 
ism shall  never  go  out.  By  it  men  shall  have  the  light  of 
the  world  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father,  and  Jesus  Christ 
the  Son,  unto  the  uttermost  salvation  of  all  mankind. 

In  the  background  of  all  our  counsels  stand  two  towering 
figures,  heroes,  saints :  the  immortal  founder  and  the  sacri- 
ficial prophet  of  the  long  road.  In  all  the  changing  decades 
we  have  never  lost  sight  of  their  faces,  the  might  of  their 
faith,  the  example  of  their  ardor,  or  the  inheritance  of  their 
toil.  They  speak  to  us  today  from  the  hilltops  of  eternal 
glory.  Hear  them !  "The  best  of  all  is,  God  is  with  us."  It 
is  the  voice  of  the  founder.  God  is  with  us !  God  is  with  us ! 
The  Father,  the  Son,  the  Holy  Spirit  are  with  us ! 

Hear  the  other  voice.  The  prophet  of  the  long  road  is 
speaking,  echoing  the  words  read  to  him  by  his  companion 
at  the  end  of  his  last  journey  as  he  stepped  into  the  chariot 
that  took  him  away  to  his  Father's  house.  "I  am  Alpha  and 
Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  end.     He  that  overcometh 
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shall  inherit  all  things,  and  I  shall  be  his  God  and  he  shall 
be  my  Son."  Down  from  the  sky  comes  the  assurance  that 
victory  is  the  ultimate  portion  for  God's  people.  "God  buries 
his  workmen  but  carries  on  his  work."  Our  illustrious  hu- 
man founders  still  speak  to  us  in  living  words.  Let  us  in 
the  name  of  God  of  our  fathers  unfurl  the  banners  and  sound 
the  trumpets  and  speak  unto  the  children  of  Methodism  that 
they  go  forward — 

"God  of  our  fathers,  known  of  old. 
Be  with  us  yet,  be  with  us  yet."

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  COUNCIL  OF  BISHOPS 

The  Methodists  of  America  have  entered  into  a  new  sense 
of  brotherhood.  They  have  consummated  the  largest  union 
of  Protestant  Christians  ever  achieved.  The  full  signifi- 
cance of  what  has  occurred  is  beyond  our  present  under- 
standing; only  eternity  can  properly  evaluate  the  deeper 
meaning  of  what  we  have  here  done. 

Of  greater  significance  than  the  act  of  union  is  the  result 
of  union.  The  spiritual  oneness  so  conspicuous  at  the  Unit- 
ing Conference  must  be  made  to  permeate  the  whole  body 
of  Methodism.  Out  of  this  union  must  spring  a  new  and 
more  intense  loyalty  to  our  Wesleyan  heritage.  Above  all, 
this  Methodist  Church  must  immediately  project  a  program 
of  service  commensurate  with  its  latent  powers  and  its  un- 
paralleled opportunity. 

In  the  providence  of  God  our  Churches  have  come  to- 
gether at  a  moment  of  world  crisis.  In  every  land  there  is 
perplexity  and  fear.  The  priceless  values  of  life  are  every- 
where threatened.  Never  in  modern  times  was  there  such 
an  imperative  demand  for  the  proclamation  and  applica- 
tion of  the  Gospel.  At  the  very  instant  of  its  new  birth, 
The  Methodist  Church  is  faced  with  a  challenge  to  summon 
all  men  to  behold  the  redemptive  power  which  has  always 
been  resident  in  the  eternal  Christ. 

The  burden  of  our  duty  in  this  hour  has  been  upon  our 
hearts.  In  response  to  inner  promptings,  no  less  than  to  the 
request  of  the  Conference,  your  Bishops  express  the  need 
for  a  mighty  resurgence  of  spiritual  life  and  its  inevitable 
moral  overflow,  and  their  willingness  to  help  lead  the  Church 
in  a  movement  to  bring  about  its  consummation. 

Such  a  forward  movement  should  be  all-inclusive,  and 
should  be  dynamic,  inspirational,  and  educational  in  nature 
and  method.  It  should  involve  a  dissemination  among  our 
people  of  information  concerning  the  history,  genius,  theol- 
ogy, policy,  and  program  of  Methodism. 

It  should  inculcate  a  new  loyalty  to  all  our  institutions. 
It  should  interpret  unification  to  our  people  and  weld  them 
together  in  understanding,  sympathy  and  a  sense  of  fellow- 
ship. It  should  emphasize  our  world-wide  missionary  en- 
terprise and  stimulate  the  passion  to  evangelize  all  peoples. 

It  should  promote  Christian  stewardship  and  bring  about 
a  greater  liberality  for  the  larger  benevolent  work  of  our 
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Church,  It  should  lay  bare  the  social  and  personal  sins  of 
our  time  and  call  men  to  repentance  and  reformation.  It 
should  place  emphasis  upon  personal  religious  experience 
and  seek  to  revive  in  the  hearts  of  our  people  the  seeking 
spirit  of  the  compassionate  Christ. 

Such  a  movement  must  be  more  than  a  temporary  enter- 
prise of  an  inspirational  nature.  Its  foundations  must  be 
wide  and  deep ;  its  cultivation  fundamental  and  constant. 
The  best  of  our  thought  and  the  most  competent  advice  we 
can  secure  shall  be  devoted  to  projecting  the  details  of  a 
plan,  which  in  due  time  will  be  announced  to  the  Church- 
With  the  hearty  and  unselfish  co-operation  of  all  our 
preachers,  people,  and  organizations,  the  movement  contem- 
plated should  bring  the  Church  to  its  first  General  Confer- 
ence having  witnessed  a  revival  of  deep  religious  experience, 
with  all  its  forces  mobilized  for  the  inauguration  of  the 
third  century  of  vital  Methodism. 

No  cause  is  forlorn  with  Christ  at  its  head.  We  look  up 
and  behold  the  morning.  Christ  is  out  on  the  highways  of 
the  world's  needs.  No  ingenuity  of  wickedness,  no  indiffer- 
ence or  scorn  of  men  can  stop  His  unceasing  march  of  re- 
demption. We  resolve  anew  to  evade  no  peril  and  to  seek 
no  discharge  from  the  tasks,  but  take  our  appointed  way 
with  Him  until  the  gospel  has  been  given  in  its  uniqueness 
and  redeeming  power  to  all  men. 

"We  will  rejoice  in  Thy  salvation,  and  in  the  name  of  our 
God  will  we  set  up  our  banner." 
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The  Uniting  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church  opened  its  proceedings  with  the 
observance  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
at  8:30  a.m.,  Wednesday,  April  26,  1939,  in  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Cathedral  of  Grace  and  Holy  opening 
Trinity,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  ad- 
ministered by  Bishops  Herbert  Welch,  Wallace  E. 
Brown,  and  Wilbur  E.  Hammaker,  of  the  Method- 
ist Episcopal  Church;  Bishops  Samuel  R.  Hay, 
William  W.  Peele,  and  Charles  C.  Selecman,  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South ;  and  Doc- 
tors E.  A.  Sexsmith  and  S.  W.  Rosenberger  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church, 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  solemn  and  impressive 
service,  the  delegates-elect,  led  by  the  Bishops  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the  Method- 
ist Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the  President  of 
the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church,  marched  in  a  body  to  the  Municipal 
Auditorium,  where  the  business  sessions  of  the 
Conference  were  held. 

At  10  o'clock  Judge  Leslie  J.  Lyons,  Chairman 
of  the  Local  Committee  on  Entertainment,  re- 
quested the  members  of  the  Conference  to  stand, 
as  the  Bishops  were  approaching. 

The  Bishops  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
and  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  came 
to  the  platform,  led  by  Bishop  Edwin  H.  Hughes, 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Bishop  John

South,  and  Dr.  James  H.  Straughn,  President  of

the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church,  the  three  Co-Chairmen  of  the  Joint 
Commission  on  Church  Union. 

As  the  Bishops  came  to  the  platform,  sixteen 
trumpeters  from  the  Central  Junior  High  School 
of  Kansas  City  sounded  a  fanfare  under  the  di- 
rection of  Dr.  James  R.  Houghton,  director  of 
Music  of  Boston  University.  Led  by  Dr.  Hough- 
ton and  the  Seminary  Singers  of  Boston  Univer- 
sity, the  audience  joined  in  singing  "All  Hail  the 
Power  of  Jesus'  Name." 

After  the  Bishops  had  reached  the  platform  the 
trumpeters  rendered  another  selection. 

Bishop  Edwin  Holt  Hughes  called  this  momen- 
tous Conference  to  order,  as  follows : 

This  is  the  day  which  the  Lord  hath  made;  we  will  re- 
joice and  be  glad  in  it. 

The  hour  cometh,  and  now  is,  when  the  true  worshipers 
shall  worship  the  Father  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

The  sacrifices  of  God  are  a  broken  spirit;  a  broken  and 
a  contrite  heart,  0  God,  thou  wilt  not  despise. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation  of  my 
heart,  be  acceptable  in  thy  sight,  O  Lord,  my  strength 
and  my  redeemer. 

Bishop  John  M.  Moore  announced,  and  the  Con- 
ference joined  in  singing  Hymn  381,  "The 
Church's  One  Foundation  Is  Jesus  Christ  Her 
Lord." 

President  James  H.  Straughn  then  led  the  audi- 
ence in  the  recital  of  the  Apostles'  Creed. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Broomfield,  former  President  of  the 
General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  led  in  prayer,  as  follows : 

For  bringing  us  to  this  high  moment  we  render  Thee 
thanks,  our  Father  in  Heaven,  and  now  that  we  are  here 
we  are  happy  in  the  thought  that  we  can  depend  upon 
Thee.  We  can  draw  upon  Thy  strength,  and  upon  Thy 
wisdom,  and  upon  Thy  foi-ebearance,  and  upon  Thy  pa- 
tience. We  would  place  our  feet  afresh  upon  the  great 
promise  that  "my  God  shall  supply  all  your  needs  accord- 
ing to  his  riches  and  glory."  We  pray  Thee,  our  Father, 
that  in  like  manner  all  of  us  shall  be  at  Thy  disposal,  and 
from  this  opening  service  until  the  close  may  we  be  under 
the  control  of  Thy  Spirit;  that  we  can  follow  in  the  path 
which  He  indicates  and  be  brave  enough  to  do  what  He 
wants  done,  rather  than  what  we  may  choose  to  do  our- 
selves. And  may  there  be  such  a  high  note  struck  in  this 
service  as  shall  I'esound  throughout  this  entire  Uniting 
Conference.  We  acknowledge  Thee  as  our  Father;  we 
acknowledge    Jesus    Christ    as    the    Great    Head    of    the

Bishop  Urban  V.  W.  Darlington,  Senior  effec- 
tive Bishop  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  then  led  the  Conference  in  the  responsive 
reading  "God's  Unsearchable  Greatness,"  found 
on  page  604  of  the  Methodist  Hymnal. 

The  Conference  then  joined  heartily  in  the  sing- 
ing of  the  Gloria  Patri, 

Bishop  Frederick  T,  Keeney,  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  read  the  New  Testament  les- 
son from  John  17 :  1-23. 

Bishop  Francis  J.  McConnell,  of  the  Methodist  P'-^"^'" 
Episcopal  Church,  led  in  prayer,  as  follows: 

Almighty  God,  our  Father  in  Heaven,  we  praise  Thee 
as  we  come  before  Thee  upon  this  occasion.  We  can  feel 
that  Thou  art  very  near  unto  us.  We  know  that  Thou 
art  near  in  the  sense  that  Thy  power  is  round  about  us, 
and  that  Thy  wisdom  is  manifest  in  all  the  works  which 
Thou  hast  made,  and  in  all  the  revelations  which  Thou 
dost  make  of  Thyself  to  us.  But  we  thank  Thee  that  there 
come  particular  times  when  it  is  in  a  peculiar  sense  that 
Thou  art  near.  We  are  indeed  near  unto  Thee  in  the 
sense  that  in  Thee  we  live  and  move  and  have  our  being. 
But  Thou  art  near  unto  us  also  in  a  peculiarly  intimate 
sense  when  we  feel  that  we  stand  close  to  Thee  to  carry 
out  in  some  special  way  a  manifestation  of  Thy  purpose. 
We  come  together  at  this  time  feeling  the  commission  of 
a  great  purpose  which  we  believe  is  inspired  by  Thee.  We 
thank  Thee  for  the  revelations  that  Thou  hast  made 
through  these  different  branches  of  Thy  Church,  for  the 
distinctiveness  of  point  of  view,  for  the  uniqueness  of  ap- 
proach of  each  of  the  groups  to  Thee,  and  for  the  degree 
of  success  which  Jesus  had  in  carrying  out  Thy  plans  for 
men.  And  now  we  come  together  thanking  Thee  for  the 
way  in  which  Thou  hast  manifested  Thyself,  praising 
Thee  for  all  the  victories  which  the  various  branches  have 
won  with  Thy  help,  and  asking  Thee  for  a  larger  portion 
even  of  Thy  Spirit  as  we  look  to  the  days  ahead.  We 
praise  Thee  for  that  power  by  which  human  effort  can 
be  multiplied  as  men  come  together  to  do  Thy  will.  We 
thank  Thee  for  the  individual  experience,  for  the  way  in 
which  we  can  feel  that  Thou  dost  understand  each  one 
of  us.  Thou  knowest  our  downsitting  and  art  acquainted 
with  all  our  ways.  Thou  knowest  also  our  uprising  as 
we  go  forth  to  the  work  of  the  day.  And  we  praise  Thee 
for  the  revelations  which  have  come  to  each  of  these 
groups  of  Thy  servants  as  they  have  been  brought  to- 
gether. And  we  thank  Thee  that  we  can  feel  that  as  the 
days  come  and  go  in  the  years  that  are  ahead  there  can 
be  a  peculiar  multiplication  of  divine  force  in  the  united 
body;  that  we  have  not  merely  the  addition  of  one  gn:oup 
to  another,  but  we  have  also  the  peculiar  Intensification 
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and  spread  of  power,  as  these  separate  bodies  maintain 
every  distinctivity  in  their  spii'itual  approach,  neverthe- 
less go  forth  in  a  new  union  of  purpose  and  of  will  to 
accomplish  that  to  which  they  have  been  sent  on  earth. 
Be  with  us  then,  we  beseech  Thee.  And  now  deliver  us 
from  any  pride  in  organization  or  any  exaltation  of  or- 
ganization for  its  purpose.  Help  us  to  see  the  peculiari- 
ties of  each  organization  v.'hich  has  given  to  each  organi- 
zation its  might,  but  deliver  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  from 
worshiping  anything  that  is  merely  instrumental.  Help 
us  to  keep  in  mind  the  great  end  toward  which  we  all  aim. 
Deliver  us  from  idolatry.  May  the  blessed  Spirit  give  us 
a  sense  of  perspective  that  shall  kept  all  things  in  their 
proper  place  and  shall  order  all  things  aright  so  that 
nothing  shall  stand  out  at  the  end  except  the  revelation 
of  Thy  Son  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  means  by  which 
we  attain  the  birth  of  understanding.  May  we  think  that 
in  a  sense  we  have  come  to  a  new  kingdom  for  such  a 
time  as  this.  We  see  the  world  distraught,  if  not  by  war, 
at  least  disturbed  by  rumors  of  war.  We  see  class  arrayed 
against  class,  and  race  against  race.  We  feel  somehow 
that  we  have  the  forces  that  can  heal  these  divisions  and 
bring  them  into  something  at  least  that  approaches  to 
a  body  of  Christ.  May  the  spiritual  aim,  then,  be  upper- 
most in  our  minds,  an  aim  that  shall  include  all  men.  De- 
liver us  from  any  false  limitation  of  our  thoughts  to  any 
one  group.  Above  all  the  thought  of  one  particular  na- 
tion, may  we  see  the  nations  of  the  earth  coming  together 
to  worship  Thee.  Above  all  the  thoughts  of  all  particular 
races  and  all  particular  organizations  may  we  see  the 
common  purpose  for  which  Thou  hast  sent  us  into  the 
world.  We  praise  Thee  for  the  honor  Thou  hast  bestowed 
upon  us.  In  humility  we  confess  our  sins.  At  times  we 
are  affrighted  with  the  thought  that  Thine  eyes  are  in 
every  place  beholding  the  evil,  and  we  forget  that  Thou 
dost  also  behold  the  good.  Without  any  trace  of  spiritual 
conceit  or  arrogance,  may  we  be  looking  upon  ourselves 
as  possessed  of  an  inherent  dignity  because  we  are  Thy 
sons.  What  are  we  that  Thou  art  mindful  of  us,  and  yet 
Thou  hast  bestowed  upon  us  dominion  over  some  things. 
May  we  have  dominion  over  ourselves  and  in  powers  of 
persuasion  and  of  life  may  we  have  dominion  over  those 
round  about  us.  So  may  all  our  sessions  be  in  a  deep  sense 
of  waiting  upon  Thee.  And  may  we  attain  here  to  that 
lofty  experience  of  communion  with  Thee  which  comes 
from  laboring  together  with  Thee.  We  thank  Thee  for 
the  enlightenment  of  our  minds  which  comes  out  of  con- 
templation of  that  truth.  We  thank  Thee  for  the  quick- 
ening of  our  -wills  and  for  the  responsiveness  of  our  hearts. 
Put  help  us  to  understand  that  the  true,  the  deepest  rev- 
elation, comes,  after  all,  as  we  look  in  the  direction  in 
which  Thou  art  looking,  as  we  look  out  to  the  men  that 
know  Thee  not,  as  we  see  the  sorrow  and  distress  of  the 
world.  May  we  feel  then  that  Thine  eyes  and  the  eyes  of 
Thj'  people  are  centered  upon  the  same  needs  and  upon  the 
same  task,  and  grant  that  out  of  this  common  working 
together  we  may  attain  to  a  new  sense  of  communion  with 
Thyself.  May  we  look  back  always,  and  may  the  Church 
look  back  always  upon  these  days  as  a  time  when   Thy

people  came  to  understand  Thee  better;  be  more  neai-ly 
instantaneous  in  response  to  the  promptings  of  Thy 
Spirit;  be  more  thoroughly  devoted  to  carrying-  Thy  plans 
out  in  the  world.  And  we  ask  it  all  in  the  name  of  our 
Christ.    Amen. 
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Bishop  James  Cannon,  Jr.,  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  announced  and  the  Con- 
ference joined  in  sing'ing  one  of  Charles  Wesley's 
greatest  hymns,  No.  162  in  The  Methodist  Hym- 
nal, "0  for  a  Thousand  Tongues  to  Sing."

The  Conference  arose  and  Bishop  Hughes  pro- 
ceeded : 

Dear  Brothers  and  Sisters:  The  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  have  by  their  regular  con- 
stitutional processes  voted  to  unite,  and  to  become  The 
Methodist  Church.  According  to  the  Plan  of  Union  adopt- 
ed by  them,  a  Uniting  Conference  was  provided  for,  that 
it  might  consummate  union  and  combine  the  laws  of  the 
three  Disciplines.  Delegates  have  been  duly  elected  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  adopted  by  the  three  Churches 
to  represent  them. 

The  time  having  arrived  for  the  meeting  of  this  Unit- 
ing' Conference,  I  now  call  its  first  session  to  order  and 
declare  it  duly  convened. 

Bishop  John  M.  Moore,  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  and  Dr.  James  H.  Straughn, 
President  of  the  General  Conference  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church,  together  with  Bishop 
Edwin  H.  Hughes,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  Co-Chairmen  of  the  Joint  Commission  on 
Church  Union,  jointly  made  the  following  dec- 
laration : 

This  we  do  reverently,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.     Amen.

Temporary  Organization 

1.  The  Presiding  Officer  for  the  temporary  organiza- 
tion of  the  Uniting  Conference  shall  be  one  of  the  Chair- 
men of  the  Joint  Commission  on  Union  as  provided  below 
in  the  Plan  of  Organization,  who  shall  serve  in  this  ca- 
pacity until  a  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order 
have  been  adopted  and  a  permanent  organization  effected. 

2.  The  Secretarial  Staff  for  temporary  organization 
shall  be  the  respective  Secretaries  of  the  General  Con- 
ferences of  the  three  uniting  Churches,  with  such  assist- 
ants as  they  may  choose,  who  shall  serve  until  a  perma- 
nent secretarial  staff  shall  have  been  chosen. 

3.  Immediately  after  the  devotional  service  appropri- 
ately opening  the  L^niting  Conference,  the  calling  of  the 
roll,  and  the  transaction  of  such  privileged  business  as 
may  require  immediate  attention,  the  Conference  shall 
proceed  to  effect  a  permanent  organization  by:  (1)  Re- 
ceiving nominations  and  taking  a  ballot  for  permanent 
Secretary;  (2)  by  consideration  of  the  Plan  of  Organiza- 
tion and  Rules  of  Order  hereinafter  recommended;  (3) 
by  completing  the  permanent  organization  so  far  as  prac- 
tical at  this  stage  of  the  Conference  in  accordance  with 
such  plans  and  rules  as  shall  be  adopted. 

Motion  of  J.  Edgar  Skillington,  Central  Penn- 
sylvania, seconded  by  C.  W.  Bates,  North  Caro- 
lina, prevailed,  that  we  adopt  tentatively  the 
Rules  of  Order  in  the  Prospectus  of  the  Disci- 
pline for  our  guidance  until  we  have  adopted 
permanent  Rules  of  Order.

Each  of  these  Committees  shall  elect 
a  Chairman,  a  Vice-Chairman,  and  a  Secretary,  and  such 
other  officers  as  need  may  require.  The  Chairman  of  one 
of  these  Committees  shall  be  a  representative  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church,  the  Chairmen  of  not  fewer  than 
three,  representatives  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  and  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  each. 

The  Chairmen  of  the  Joint  Commission,  or  others  whom 
they  shall  appoint,  shall  be  constituted  a  committee  to 
determine  by  lot  and/or  otherwise  from  which  of  the 
Uniting  Churches  the  Chairman  of  the  Eighth  Committee 
shall  come  and  likewise  which  Committee  shall  be  headed 
by  a  representative  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
which  Committees  by  representatives  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal   Church,   South,   and   which  by   representatives 
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of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  In  no  case  shall  the 
Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  one  of  these  Committees 
both  be  representatives  of  the  same  Chui'ch.

Dr.  James  H.  Straughn,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Church  Union  of  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Church,  then  presented  the  Declaration  of 
that  Church,  as  follows : 

The  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  at  its  quadrennial  session  in  the  First  Church, 
High  Point,  North  Carolina,  May  23,  1936,  approved 
the  Plan  of  Union  and  submitted  the  same  to  the  Annual 
Conferences  of  the  Church  as  an  overture  amending  the 
constitution  of  the  Church  as  follows: 

On  Methodist  Union  known  as  the  Plan  of  Union: 
Moved  that  the  Report  of  the  Commission  on  Union  be 
received  and  that  the  Plan  of  Union  therein  reported  be 
approved  and  that  the  said  Plan  of  Union  forthwith, 
upon  the  adjournment  of  this  General  Conference,  be  sent 
and  transmitted  to  the  several  Annual  Conferences  of 
this  Church  for  action  thereon,  as  provided  in  Article  17 
of  the  constitution  of  The  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

This  motion  was  adopted  on  roll  call  by  a  vote  of  142 
to  39. 

The  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  transmitted 
the  approved  action,  with  a  copy  of  the  Plan  of  Union, 
to  each  of  the  Annual  Conferences  of  the  Church,  twenty- 
five  in  all.  Twenty  of  the  Annual  Conferences  have  cer- 
tified their  ratification  of  the  said  overture,  the  Plan  of 
Union. 

Inasmuch  as  two-thii'ds  and  more  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences have  certified  their  ratification  of  the  overture,  I, 
therefore,  by  the  authority  vested  in  me  as  President  of 
the  General  Conference,  do  hereby  declare  the  said  over- 
ture, known  as  the  Plan  of  Union,  approved  and  ratified 
by  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.

Bishop  Edwin  H.  Hughes,  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  on  Church  Union  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  next  presented  the  Declaration 
of  that  Church,  as  follows : 

The  Bishops  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in 
fulfilment  of  their  responsibility  as  presci'ibed  in  the  Dis- 
cipline, Paragraph  91,  now  make  official  announcement  to 
the  Church  and  to  all  interested  persons  as  follows: 

"The  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  did,  on  May  24,  1936,  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  act  fa- 
vorably on  the  Plan  of  IJnion  for  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  casting  a  vote  of  553,  of 
which  470  were  in  the  affirmative  and  83  in  the  negative, 
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thus  by  more  than  the  two-thirds  majority  required  for 
constitutional  changes.  The  Plan  of  Union  was  sent  down 
to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  theiv  consideration  in  the 
sessions  of  the  ensuing  yeai'. 

"The  Annual  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  in  their  sessions,  voted  as  follows:  for  the  Plan, 
laymen,  6,747;  against  the  Plan,  laymen,  585.  For  the 
Plan,  ministers,  10,195;  against  the  Plan,  1,284.  The 
vote  thus  given  was  more  than  the  two-thirds  favorable 
vote  required  for  constitutional  changes. 

"Inasmuch,  therefore,  as  the  General  Conference  and 
the  Annual  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
have  voted  as  above  in  favor  of  the  Plan  of  Union,  with 
all  the  constitutional  changes  therein  involved,  and  this  by 
more  than  the  required  majority  of  two-thirds  of  those 
present  and  voting,  we,  the  Bishops  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  do  now  officially  declare  that  the  said  Plan 
of  Union  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Method- 
ist Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church,  has  been  legally  and  constitutionally  adopted 
by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church." 

Upon  this  action  of  our  Chui'ch  and  upon  all  measures 
to  be  taken  in  consummating  the  Union  of  the  three 
branches  of  Methodism,  we  now  reverently  invoke  the 
blessing  of  Almighty  God.

Bishop  John  M.  Moore,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Church  Union  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  next  presented  the  Declara- 
tion of  that  Church,  as  follows : 
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The  College  of  Bishops  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  in  fulfillment  of  their  responsibility  under 
the  law  of  the  Church  as  recorded  in  the  Discipline,  par- 
agraph 43,  made  the  following  declaration  to  the  General 
Conference  and  the  Church  on  May  4,  1938: 

"The  several  Annual  Conferences  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  their  sessions  in  the  Con- 
ference year,  beginning  May  1,  1937,  voted  on  the  fol- 
lowing constitutional  question: 

"Shall  the  Annual  Conferences  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  approve  and  authorize 
the  adoption  of  the  Plan  of  Union  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  as  pro- 
posed and  recommended  by  the  Commissions  on  In- 
terdenominational Relations  and  Church  Union,  duly 
appointed  by  the  General  Conferences  of  these  three 
Churches,  and  attached  hereto?" 

"The  total  vote  of  the  members  of  the  several  Annual 
Conferences  was  8,897,  of  which  7,650  voted  in  the  affirm- 
ative and  1,247  in  the  negative. 

"The  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  voted  on  the  Plan  of  Union  of  the  three 
said  churches  on  April  29,  1938,  casting  a  vote  of  460, 
of  which  434  were  in  the  affirmative  and  26  were  in  the 
negative. 

"Inasmuch  as  the  several  Annual  Conferences,  by  a 
vote  of  more  than  three-fourths  of  all  their  members  pres- 
ent and  voting,  did  make  concurrent  recommendation  that 
the  Plan  of  Union  be  adopted  by  the  General  Conference, 
and  inasmuch  as  the  General  Conference  on  April  29, 
1938,  did  vote  affirmatively  upon  this  joint  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Annual  Conferences  by  a  majority  of  more  than 
two-thirds,  we  the  College  of  Bishops  do  hereby  announce 
and  declare  that  the  said  Plan  of  Union  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  has  been  legally 
and  constitutionally  adopted  by  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South."

The  Joint  Commission  of  these  three  Churches  held  its 
first  authorized  meeting  on  August  28,  1934,  at  the  Union 
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League  Club  in  Chicago.  After  a  series  of  extended  meet- 
ings the  Plan  of  Union  of  The  Methodist  Church  was 
completed  and  submitted  to  the  Editorial  Committee  at 
a  session  in  Evanston,  III.,  on  the  morning  of  August  16, 
1935.  It  received  the  approval  of  the  entii'e  Joint  Com- 
mission without  a  dissenting  vote.  The  authorized  Com- 
mittee of  Fifteen  having  final  review  approved  the  final 
draft  in  the  Cincinnati  Club,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  at  2  p.m., 
December  3,  1935,  and  the  Secretary  v/as  instructed  to 
present  it  to  the  Churches. 

The  Plan  of  Union  received  the  affirmative  vote  of  the 
succeeding  General  Conferences  and  the  Annual  and  Lay 
Conferences  by  decisive  constitutional  majorities. 

Carrying  out  the  requirements  of  the  Plan  of  Union, 
the  Commissions  with  the  aid  of  authorized  and  carefully 
selected  Committees,  with  a  personnel  of  over  two  hundred, 
prepared  the  Prospectus  of  the  Discipline  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church.  This  document  was  placed  in  the  hands 
of  all  delegates  for  preliminary  study  and  is  now,  with 
the  Plan  of  Union,  turned  over  to  this  Uniting  Confer- 
ence for  such  use  as  the  authorized  delegates  deem  wise. 
It  is  not  a  perfect  document.  It  is  submitted  as  the  work 
of  earnest,  consecrated,  and  experienced  committee  men 
and  women  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  three  Churches. 
It  is  subject  to  any  change,  substitution,  and  amendment 
which  further  counsel  may  indicate  as  wise.  There  are 
also  supplemental  memorials  and  materials  which  will  be 
submitted  at  the  proper  time  to  the  Uniting  Conference 
and  the  various  General   Standing  Committees. 

There  is  in  possession  of  the  Joint  Commission  a  pe- 
tition from  the  Methodist  Church  of  Mexico  to  be  includ- 
ed in  The  Methodist  Church.  This  will  come  to  your  at- 
tention at  a  later  session. 

The  Secretaries  in  behalf  of  the  Joint  Commissioners 
desire  to  express  the  deep  appreciation  which  they  hold 
for  the  fine  and  helpful  co-operation  and  the  prayers 
which  have  upheld  the  labors  of  these  years  of  earnest  ef- 
fort. We  labored  to  build  upon  firm  foundations  laid  by 
other  hands.  These  workmen  of  God  whose  labors  do 
abide,  although  they  watch  us  from  higher  ground  today, 
are  too  numerous  to  list  here.  We  feel  that  justice  and 
love  compel  the  naming  of  two  of  our  noble  Chairmen  of 
the  Commissions  who  have  gone  to  their  crowning  since 
their  names  were  attached  to  the  Plan  of  Union,  William 
Fraser  McDowell  and  Edwin  DuBose  Mouzon. 

Our  closing  work  is  an  expression  of  the  hope  that  the 
spirit  born  of  prayer  and  fasting,  which  characterized 
the  signers  of  "The  Plan  of  Separation"  in  an  effort  to 
save  American  Methodism,  may  characterize  this  body 
of  delegates  as  they  build  around  the  Plan  of  Union  the 
Church  of  the  future,  The  Methodist  Church.

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THURSDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  27,  1939 

The  Conference  met  in  second  day's  session, 
April  27,  1939,  at  8:30  a.m.,  with  Bishop  John  M. 
Moore  presiding. 

Bishop  Ivan  Lee  Holt  conducted  the  opening 
devotions,  at  the  request  of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

Bishop  Ernest  L.  Waldorf  brought  the  morning 
address,  using  as  the  basis  for  his  remarks  Mat- 
thew 13 :  13. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Journal  was 
adopted,  as  follows : 

We  have  examined  the  Journal  and  found  it  correct. 
Joseph  D.  Piper,  Chairman; 
John  R.  Kenney,  Secretary. 
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Isaac  E.  Miller,  Ohio,  Chairman  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  Entertainment,  presented  Report  No.  1  of 
that  Committee,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Kansas  City  had  turned  over  the  auditorium,  with 
its  splendid  facilities,  without  any  expense  what- 
soever to  the  Uniting  Conference  for  its  use.  The 
report  being  in  two  Sections,  Section  I  was 
adopted. 

Section  II  was  then  presented.  Fred  B.  Stone, 
Rock  River,  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  adding 
after  "$4  per  day"  the  words,  "or  such  portion  as 
the  funds  available  will  permit."  This  amend- 
ment was  accepted  by  Dr.  Miller.  Ben  A.  Whit- 
more,  Tennessee,  moved  as  a  substitute  for  the 
whole  that  the  per  diem  be  fixed  at  $3  per  day,  and 
the  motion  was  duly  seconded.  By  common  con- 
sent the  request  of  Frank  W.  Lineberry,  Indiana, 
that  the  Methodist  Protestant  delegates  be  ex- 
cused from  voting  on  this  motion,  because  their 
expenses  were  all  provided,  was  granted. 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  Baltimore,  moved  that  the 
matter  be  referred  back  to  the  Book  Committee 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  proper 
authorities  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  with  power  to  act  in  the  matter  of  fixing 
the  per  diem,  and  the  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Nathan  Newby,  Pacific,  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  the  Uniting  Conference  had  the  power  to 
settle  the  question,  and  the  Chair  ruled  the  point 
well  taken. 

Lud  H.  Estes,  Memphis,  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
report. 

The  motion  of  F.  R.  Bayley,  being  put,  did  not 
prevail.  The  motion  of  B.  A.  Whitmore,  being 
put,  did  not  prevail. 

Section  II  as  amended  was  adopted.  The  re- 
port was  then  adopted  as  a  whole,  as  follows :

Section  I 
To  the  Members  of  the  Uniting  Conference: 

The  Commission  on  Entertainment  for  the  Uniting 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  presents  for  your 
approval  the  following: 

I.  That  your  Commission  did,  pursuant  to  authority 
given  it  by  the  three  uniting  Churches,  proceed  in  due 
time  and  form  to  select  the  city  in  which  the  Uniting 
Conference  would  be  held  and  has   selected  the  city  of 
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Kansas  City,  Missouri ;  that  it  has  designated  the  seat 
of  the  Conference  to  be  the  New  Municipal  Auditorium 
in  said  city  and  recommends  that  its  action  in  this  respect 
be  approved. 

II.  That  it  has  allocated  the  seats  in  the  arena  of  said 
Auditorium  by  lot  among  the  several  Conferences  of  the 
three  Churches  involved  and  that  the  allocation  of  seats 
as  published  in  the  seating  plan  as  given  on  pages  14  and 
15  of  The  Daily  Christian  Advocate  of  this  date,  April 
26,  1939,  be  approved  as  the  official  seating  plan  of  this 
Conference,  this  plan  subject  to  such  minor  changes  as 
may  be  found  necessary;  and  your  Commission  requests 
that  it  be  authorized  to  make  such  adjustments  and 
changes. 

III.  That  the  meeting  places  for  the  proposed  General 
Standing  Committees  shall  be: 

(1)  Committee  on  Conferences,  Room  500. 

(2)  Committee  on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administra- 
tion, Room  400. 

(3)  Committee  on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy, 
west  concourse,  arena  floor. 

(4)  Committee  on  Missions,  Room  600. 

(5)  Committee  on  Education,  Room  501. 

(6)  Committee  on  Publishing  Interests,  Room  401. 

(7)  Committee  on  Superannuate  Support,  Central 
Street  mezzanine  lobby,  west  side  of  Auditorium. 

(8)  Committee  on  Ritual  and  Orders  of  Worship,  sec- 
ond floor,  room  under  stage.  (Take  elevator  from  main 
foyer.) 

IV.  We  have  provided  offices  for  the  general  officers 
of  the  Conference  as  follows: 

(1)  The  secretaries  of  the  Uniting  Conference  and 
editors  of  The  Daily  Christian  Advocate  in  Room  100  at 
the  south  end  of  the  mezzanine  floor. 

(2)  The  treasurers  of  the  three  Churches  involved,  in 
Room  203,  first  balcony  floor  on  the  west  side  of  the  Audi- 
torium. 

(3)  The  publishing  agencies  in  Room  201,  first  balcony 
floor,  west  side  of  the  Auditorium. 

(4)  We  have  pro\'ided  offices  for  the  Committee  on 
Ushers  and  Pages  in  Room  205,  balcony  floor,  east  side  of 
the  Auditorium. 

(5)  For  the  representatives  of  the  Church  papers  and 
secular  press  and  news  agents,  south  half  of  the  east  con- 
course, Wyandotte  Sti'eet  entrance  to  the  Auditorium. 

(6)  For  the  use  of  stenographers  for  the  bishops  and 
chairmen  of  the  general  committees,  north  end  of  the  east 
concourse,  Wyandotte  Street  entrance. 

V.  Your  Commission  further  reports  that  the  general 
Program  Committee  of  the  Uniting  Conference  has  ar- 
ranged for  a  Youth  Rally  in  the  Auditorium  for  Saturday 
night,  April  29,  1939,  and  that  the  general  local  committees 
of  the  Methodist  Youth  Rally  have,  in  connection  with 
said  program  and  entertainment,  arranged  for  twenty- 
three  seminars  to  be  held  during  the  afternoon  of  Satur- 
day, April  29,  and  have  requested  us  to  suggest  to  the 
Conference  that  it  grant  the  use  of  the  bar  of  the  Con- 
ference to   the   Youth   for   the   purpose   oir  holding  said 
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seminars,  there  being  an  insufficient  number  of  committee 
rooms  to  accommodate  said  meetings.  Your  Commission- 
ers have  considered  this  application  on  the  part  of  the 
Youth  and  believe  it  is  meritorious  and  therefore  recom- 
mend to  the  Uniting  Conference  that  it  grant  to  the  Youth 
the  use  of  the  bar  of  the  Uniting  Conference. 

VI.  We  recommend  that  the  bar  of  the  Conference  be 
fixed  to  include  the  arena  floor  of  the  main  assembly  room 
of  the  Municipal  Auditorium. 

VII.  We  have  provided  press  tables  in  front  of  the  plat- 
form and  we  recommend  that  the  representatives  as 
designated  by  this  Commission  be  given  seats  there. 

VIII.  We  recommend  that  fraternal  delegates  and  dis- 
tinguished guests  be  seated  on  the  platform. 

IX.  The  Commission  is  glad  to  report  that  there  was 
in  due  time  organized  locally  a  General  Committee  on  the 
entertainment  of  this  Conference  and  that  it  and  its  sub- 
committees have  co-operated  in  a  fine  way  and  have  given 
every  assistance  that  the  Commission  could  ask  in  per- 
fecting the  set-up  of  the  Conference,  and  we  heartily  com- 
mend said  Committtee  and  its  members  for  its  action  in 
respect  thereto. 

X.  In  making  this  report,  we  wish  to  express  to  the 
Conference  that  it  has  been  a  joy  to  serve  in  this  capacity 
and  we  are  herewith  handing  over  to  the  Conference 
physical  equipment  which  we  believe  to  be  unsurpassed; 
and  in  particular  we  want  the  Conference  to  know  that 
Kansas  City  has  furnished  this  magnificent  Auditorium 
without  a  penny  of  cost  to  the  uniting  Churches;  and  we 
pray  God's  richest  blessing  upon  the  sessions  of  this  Con- 
ference during  its  stay  in  Kansas  City. 

Section  II 

We  recommend  that  the  Uniting  Conference  vote  a  per    Per  Diem 
diem  of  $4  per  day  or  such  portion  as  the  funds  availalale 
will  permit  for  the  delegates  representing  the  Methodist 
Episcopal   Church   and  the   Methodist   Episcopal   Church, 
South.

Greetings  from 
the  President 


AIESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 

Warm  Springs,  Ga.,  Easter  Day,  1939. 

My  dear  Friends :  News  that  three  long-separated  Meth- 
odisms  are  to  hold  a  Uniting  Conference  in  Kansas  City 
will  bring  hope  and  happiness  to  earnest  souls  within  these 
three  communions  who  for  decades  have  worked  and 
prayed  and  petitioned  for  reunion.  I  deeply  regret  that 
circumstances  make  it  impossible  for  me  to  accept  your 
kind  invitation  to  attend  this  significant  gathering.  To 
a  world  distracted  by  malice,  envy,  and  ill  will,  the  Kansas 
City  assembly  is  a  harbinger  of  better  things. 

It  will,  I  venture  to  say,  be  hailed  with  satisfaction  by 
communions  outside  the  Methodist  fold  as  an  indication 
that  the  spiritual  forces  of  this  nation  are  determined  to 
minimize  differences  which  hitherto  have  tended  to  arti- 
ficial and  unnecessary  divisions. 

This  does  not  mean  that  honest  differences  in  religious 
belief  are  not  to  be  recognized.  It  must  remain  a  part  of 
our  American  heritage  of  complete  freedom  of  conscience 
to  respect  those  differences  in  the  spirit  of  toleration  which 
is  of  the  very  essence  of  our  American  tradition.  I  like, 
therefore,  to  think  that  the  cause  of  religious  tolerance  is 
being  advanced  by  the  action  of  the  Uniting  Conference, 
that  as  a  result  of  this  union  of  the  forces  of  Methodism 
we  shall  all  advance  a  little  nearer  to  the  goal  of  the 
philosopher  whose  ideal  was:  Unity  in  essentials,  liberty 
in  nonessentials — in  all  things,  charity. 

A  solution  of  the  problems  that  ever  more  darkly  over- 
shadow the  world  today  is  impossible  without  recourse  to 
the  forces  of  religion.  By  this,  I  mean  recognition  by 
men  and  nations  of  the  spiritual  power  beyond  ourselves 
which  makes  for  righteousness,  which  transcends  the  order 
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of  mundane  culture,  and  enters  the  penumbra  of  divine 
mystery. 

The  American  conscience  has  been  shocked  in  these 
anxious  times  to  witness  a  trampling  underfoot  of  the 
sacred  right  of  freedom  of  conscience — the  right  of  every 
man  to  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  own 
heart.  In  the  bitter  conflict  of  principles  and  policies 
which  Ave  witness  today  the  American  nation  will  continue 
to  sustain  before  all  the  woi'ld  the  torch  of  complete  liberty 
of  conscience.  Beyond  the  turmoil  of  the  passing  day  we 
seek  for  peace,  the  peace  that  passeth  understanding. 
With  us  freedom  and  order  are  moral  requisites.  Without 
freedom  all  is  chaos. 

These  are  some  of  the  thoughts  which  come  to  me  on 
this  Easter  Day,  the  day  of  hope  and  happiness  and  re- 
awakening to  newness  of  life.  In  sending  my  felicitations 
to  the  new  Methodist  Church  which  is  to  emerge  from  the 
Uniting  Conference  may  I  express  the  hope  that  the  spirit 
of  unity  will  increase  among  all  our  people.  The  need 
for  union  is  great,  particularly  so,  since  to  the  democracies 
of  the  world  has  fallen  the  task  of  defending  and  per- 
petuating freedom  of  conscience. 

The  Methodists  have  pointed  the  way  to  union.  May 
God  prosper  the  work  and  hasten  the  day  when  Christians 
of  all  confessions  shall  present  a  united  front  to  combat 
the  forces  of  strife  that  threaten  our  heritage  of  religion.

At  the  close  of  his  address  Bishop  John  M.  Moore 
appropriately  replied.  (For  address  see  Appen- 
dix, "Fraternal  Addresses.") 

Bishop  U.  V.  W.  Darlington  presented  a  com- 
munication from  Bishop  Collins  Denny;  Bishop 
Arthur  J.  Moore  presented  a  communication  from 
Bishop  W.  N.  Ainsworth;  Bishop  John  M.  Moore 
presented  a  communication  from  Bishop  H.  M. 
Du   Bose.     Motion   of   Thomas   D.    Ellis,   South 
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Georgia,  prevailed,  referring  these  communica- 
tions, without  reading,  to  the  Committee  of  Ref- 
erence for  their  consideration  and  report. 

Motion  of  Orien  W.  Fifer,  Indiana,  duly  sec- 
oned,  prevailed,  requesting  the  three  Co-Chairman 
of  the  Joint  Commission  on  Union,  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Uniting  Conference,  to  send  a  message 
of  affectionate  greeting  to  all  the  absent  Bishops. 

Harry  E.  Woolever,  Central  New  York,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Joint  Commission  on  Church  Union, 
presented  the  following  resolution  and  moved  its 
adoption.    Being  duly  seconded,  this  was  done. 

Whereas,  thei'e  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Joint  Commission  on 
Methodist  Union  a  number  of  memorials  from  Church 
organizations  whose  opinion  should  be  before  the  proper 
committees,  and  other  material  which  will  be  of  value  in 
the  deliberation  of  these  committees; 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  Uniting  Conference,  in  order 
to  facilitate  the  placing  of  said  memorials  and  other 
documents  into  the  possession  of  the  committees  concerned, 
authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Executive  Committee 
or  the  Secretaries  of  the  General  Conferences  who  have 
received  such  memorials  and  documents  to  place  the  same 
in  the  hands  of  the  secretaries  of  the  respective  General 
Standing  Committees  for  which  they  are  clearly  intended: 

That  such  material  and  memorials  hereinafter  received 
shall  go  to  the  Business  Committee  for  proper  examination 
and  disposition. 

Dr.  Woolever  began  reading  the  list,  when  Fred 
D.  Stone,  Rock  River,  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  this  was  equivalent  to  the  presenting  of  an 
argument  to  this  body  and  therefore  was  out  of 
order.    The  Chair  sustained  the  point  of  order. 

Motion  of  Arlo  A.  Brown,  Newark,  duly  sec- 
onded, prevailed  that  we  reconsider  the  action  just 
taken.  Motion  of  Arlo  A.  Brown,  duly  seconded, 
then  prevailed  that  the  resolution  of  Dr.  Woolever 
be  laid  on  the  table. 

Motion  of  Thomas  D.  Ellis,  South  Georgia,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed  that  we  do  now  adjourn.  The 
Conference  adjourned  with  the  benediction  pro- 
nounced by  Bishop  Hiram  A.  Boaz. 
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FRIDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  28,  1939 

Bishop  John  M.  Moore  called  the  Conference  to 
order  at  8:30  A.M.  and  announced  that  Bishop 
Ernest  G.  Richardson  would  conduct  the  devo- 
tions of  the  morning. 

The  devotional  address  was  made  by  Bishop 
Urban  V.  W.  Darlington,  who  spoke  from  the 
theme  "I  Will  Build  My  Church." 

Bishop  John  M.  Moore  read  the  following  Cer- 
tificate of  Election : 

To  the  Uniting  Conference  in  session  at  Kansas  City, 
Misso7iri:  This  is  to  certify  that  the  delegates  from  the 
Annual  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
in  the  Uniting  Conference  met  in  the  Grand  Avenue 
Temple  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Kansas  City,  Mis- 
souri, on  Thursday,  April  27,  1939,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  two  Bishops  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Plan  of  Union.  The  lot  was  cast  and  the  choice 
fell  upon  James  Henry  Straughn  and  John  Calvin  Broom- 
field,  and  they  are  hereby  certified  to  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference as  having  been  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  Bishop. 

Signed  by  order  and  in  behalf  of  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant delegation  of  the  Uniting  Conference,  this  the  28th 
day  of  April,  1939.

Bishop  John  M.  Moore  requested  Dr.  E.  A.  Sex- 
smith,  President  of  the  Maryland  Conference, 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and  John  H.  Baker, 
senior  ranking  lay  delegate  of  that  Conference, 
to  escort  Bishop-elect  Straughn  from  his  seat  to 
the  head  of  his  aisle,  where  Bishops  Edwin  H. 
Hughes  and  Arthur  J.  Moore  met  him  and  escort- 
ed him  to  the  platform  and  presented  him  to  the 
presiding  Bishop.  Bishop  John  M.  Moore  had 
designated  Bishop  Urban  V.  W.  Darlington  to 
act  with  Bishop  Hughes,  but  Bishop  Darlingtor- 
had  left  the  platform  after  his  morning  address.

Bishop-elect  Straughn,  once  a  totalitarian  leader  and 
now  a  colleague  in  the  ranks  of  benevolent  democracy, 
I  present  to  the  Bishops  and  to  the  Uniting  Conference, 
Bishop-elect  James  Henry  Straughn. 

The  Conference  rose  and  applauded. 

Bishop  John  M.  Moore  then  resigned  the  Chair 
to  Dr.  James  H.  Straughn,  a  Co-Chairman  of  the 
Joint  Commission  on  Church  Union.

Conference. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Journal  wa? 
adopted,  as  follows : 

We  have  examined  the  Journal  and  found  it  correct.

John  R.  Kenney,  Secretary. 

Chester  A.  Smith,  New  York,  was  recognized 
on  a  question  of  personal  privilege  and  stated  that 
on  yesterday  he  had  presented  a  resolution  in  con- 
nection with  the  action  of  the  Conference  relative 
to  the  letter  received  from  President  Roosevelt, 
but  that  the  resolution  failed  to  appear  in  today's 
Daily  Christian  Advocate.  Bishop  John  M.  Moore, 
who  presided  yesterday,  read  the  paragraph  on 
the  duties  of  the  Business  Committee  found  on 
page  15  of  the  Prospectus  of  the  Discipline.  Bish- 
op Moore  stated  that  in  as  much  as  Mr.  Smith's 
resolution  was  on  "other  matter  not  included  in 
the  regular  business  of  the  Uniting  Conference, 
as  fixed  by  the  Plan  of  Union"  he  had  erred  in 
allowing  it  to  come  before  the  Uniting  Conference 
without  knowing  its  content,  and  that  the  official 
record  should  simply  show  that  it  had  been  re- 
ceived and  had  been  referred. 

Joseph  M.  M.  Gray,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Courtesies,  Privileges,  and  Introductions,  pre- 
sented Luren  D.  Dickinson,  senior  ranking  lay 
delegate  from  the  Michigan  Conference  and  Gov- 
ernor of  Michigan,  to  Dr.  Straughn,  who  in  turn 
presented  him  to  the  Conference.  Governor  Dick- 
inson addressed  the  Conference.  Dr.  Straughn 
replied  appropriately.

VI)  imposes  on  the  Uniting  Conference  the  duty  of  as- 
signing the  effective  Bishops  for  service  to  the  various 
Jurisdictional  Conferences;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  presiding  Bishop  be  requested  to 
appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers— one  from  each  Jurisdiction — whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  nominate  for  election  by  this  body  a  Committee  on 
Episcopal  Assignments,  to  consist  of  thirty-six  members 
— six  from  each  Jurisdiction.  That  Committee  shall  rec- 
ommend to  this  body  for  adoption  a  Plan  of  Episcopal 
Assignments  to  the  various  Jurisdictions,  together  with  a 
Plan  of  Episcopal  Residences  throughout  the  Church.

Edward  Hislop,  Missouri,  was  recognized  and 
moved  a  suspension  of  the  Rules  that  he  might 
present  a  substitute  for  the  resolution  before  the 
Conference.  The  Chair  ruled  that  no  suspension 
of  the  Rules  was  necessary.  Dr.  Hislop  then  pre- 
sented the  following  substitute : 

Since  it  is  stated  in  the  Plan  of  Union,  Article  VI, 
Division  Three,  that  "The  effective  Bishops  shall  be  as- 
signed for  service  to  the  various  Jurisdictional   Confer- 
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ences  by  the  Uniting  Conference,"  and  since  there  is  no 
Standing  Committee  to  whicli  this  responsibility  has  been 
committed,  it  is  therefore  moved,  that  a  committee  be 
raised  by  this  Conference  for  this  specific  purpose,  this 
committee  to  be  created  as  follows:  Five  ministers  and 
five  laymen  from  each  Jurisdiction,  making  sixty  in  all. 
The  members  of  the  committee  are  to  be  elected  by  the 
delegates  of  each  Jurisdiction  at  the  Jurisdictional  Meet- 
ings to  be  held  on  Monday  evening,  May  1.  This  com- 
mittee, after  making  survey  of  the  field  and  verifying  the 
number  of  Bishops  legally  allotted  to  each  jurisdiction 
and  verifying  the  number  of  effective  Bishops  available 
for  service,  shall  report  the  assignments  of  Bishops  to 
this  Conference  not  later  than  Monday,  May  8. 

Dr.  Hislop  moved  its  adoption,  and  the  motion 
was  duly  seconded. 

Merton  S.  Rice,  Detroit,  moved  that  the  whole 
matter  be  referred  to  General  Standing  Commit- 
tee No  2,  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration. 
The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Lewis  0.  Hartman,  New  England,  moved  that 
the  motion  to  refer  be  laid  on  the  table.  The  mo- 
tion was  duly  seconded. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  motion  to  lay 
on  the  table  was  out  of  order.  The  Chair  ruled 
that  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  in  order. 
The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  put  and  was 
lost. 

Orien  W.  Fifer,  Indiana,  spoke  in  favor  of  re- 
ferring the  matter  to  the  Committee  on  Ministry 
and  Judicial  Administration. 

Fred  D.  Stone,  Rock  River,  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  substitute  of  Dr.  Hislop. 

Merton  S.  Rice,  Detroit,  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
motion  to  refer. 

Edward  Hislop,  Missouri,  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  substitute. 

The  motion  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration  was 
put,  and  the  motion  to  refer  was  lost. 

The  Conference  then  adjourned  for  recess. 

At  10 :40  A.M.  Dr.  Straughn  called  the  Confer- 
ence to  order. 

The  Seminary  Singers  from  Boston  University 
rendered  a  selection,  after  which  Dr.  James  R. 
Houghton  sang  as  a  solo  "The  Holy  City"  by  spe- 
cial request.  The  Conference  stood  and  ap- 
plauded. 
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As  a  matter  of  high  privilege  Bishop  John  M. 
Moore  assumed  the  Chair,  Bishop  Moore  ap- 
pointed Dr.  T.  LeRoy  Hooper,  President  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church,  and  Judge  Harry  Shaw,  senior  rank- 
ing lay  delegate  from  the  same  Conference,  to 
escort  Bishop-elect  Broomfield  from  his  seat  to 
the  head  of  the  aisle,  where  Bishops  Adna  W. 
Leonard  and  William  W,  Peele  met  him  and  es- 
corted him  to  the  platform,  presenting  him  to  the 
presiding  Bishop,  who  in  turn  presented  him  to 
the  Conference  with  the  following  statement: 

Bishops  of  the  Church,  members  of  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference, I  present  to  you  with  great  joy  Bishop-elect  John 
Calvin  Broomfield,  born  a  Scotsman  on  the  Fourth  of 
July,  a  Methodist  Protestant  elected  a  Bishop  in  The  Meth- 
odist Church. 

The  Conference  rose  and  applauded. 

Dr.  Straughn  resumed  the  Chair. 

Lynn  Harold  Hough,  New  York  East,  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  Hislop  substitute. 

Lewis  0.  Hartman,  New  England,  proposed  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Hislop  substitute: 

I  move  that  five  lay  delegates  and  five  ministerial  del- 
egates from  the  foreign  field  be  added  to  the  sixty  repre- 
sentatives from  the  Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States, 
and  that  the  foreign  representatives  shall  be  chosen  at 
a  meeting  of  all  the  delegates  from  the  foreign  field,  to 
be  held  on  May  1. 

Dr.  Hislop  accepted  this  amendment. 

Nolan  B.  Harmon,  Jr.,  Baltimore,  raised  the 
question  as  to  whether  the  report  of  this  Special 
Committee  called  for  in  the  Hislop  substitute 
would  be  final.  That  portion  of  the  substitute 
was  read  indicating  that  it  would  be  final. 

Merton  S.  Rice,  Detroit,  spoke  against  the  sub- 
stitute. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  offered  the 
following : 

At  the  point  where  the  committee  shall  report  its  ac- 
tion to  this  Conference,  amend  as  follows:  "Report  to  the 
Uniting  Conference  its  recommendations  for  the  assign- 
ment of  Bishops,  for  such  action  as  the  Conference  deems 
meet  and  proper." 

This  amendment  was  accepted  by  Dr.  Hislop. 
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Orien  W.  Fifer,  Indiana,  spoke  in  opposition  to 
the  substitute. 

Harold  Paul  Sloan,  New  Jersey,  spoke  in  favor 
of  the  substitute. 

Frank  W.  Court,  Upper  Iowa,  moved  the  pre- 
vious question  and  the  motion,  being  duly  second- 
ed, was  ordered. 

The  motion  to  substitute  the  Hislop  paper  for 
the  Jarrell  paper  was  adopted.  The  Hislop  sub- 
stitute was  then  adopted. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  as  a  matter  of 
high  privilege  for  the  entire  house,  asked  for  and 
was  granted  the  privilege  of  changing  the  word- 
ing of  the  Hislop  substitute  as  follows :  Instead  of 
the  words,  "the  delegates  of  each  Jurisdiction," 
make  it  read,  "the  delegates  from  the  Annual 
Conferences  composing  the  Jurisdictions  respec- 
tively." 

The  amended  resolution  is  as  follows: 


Since  it  is  stated  in  the  plan  of  Union,  Article  VI,  Di- 
vision Three,  that  "the  effective  Bishops  shall  be  assigned 
for  service  to  the  various  Jurisdictional  Conferences  by 
the  Uniting  Conference,"  and  since  there  is  no  Standing 
Committee  to  which  this  responsibility  has  been  com- 
mitted, it  is  therefore  moved,  that  a  committee  be  raised 
by  this  Conference  for  this  specific  purpose,  this  Com- 
mittee to  be  created  as  follows:  Five  ministers  and  five 
laymen  from  each  Jurisdiction,  making  sixty  in  all.  The 
members  of  the  committee  are  to  be  elected  by  the  dele- 
gates from  the  Annual  Conferences  composing  the  Juris- 
dictions respectively,  at  the  Jurisdictional  meetings  to  be 
held  on  Monday  evening,  May  1. 

That  five  lay  delegates  and  five  ministerial  delegates 
from  the  foreign  field  be  added  to  the  sixty  representatives 
from  the  Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States,  and  that  the 
foreign  representatives  shall  be  chosen  at  a  meeting  of 
all  the  delegates  from  the  foreign  field,  to  be  held  on 
May  1. 

This  Committee,  after  making  survey  of  the  field  and 
verifying  the  number  of  Bishops  legally  allotted  to  each 
Jurisdiction,  shall  report  to  the  Uniting  Conference  its 
recommendations  for  the  assignment  of  Bishops,  for  such 
action  as  the  Conference  deems  meet  and  proper. 

A.  Wesley  Pugh,  North  Indiana,  moved  that 
Paragraph  (9),  page  161,  of  the  Handbook  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Rules  for  clarification 
and  interpretation,  with  special  reference  to  the 
sentence  beginning,  "All  questions,  proposals,

Motion  of  Lewis  0.  Hartman,  New  England, 
duly  seconded,  prevailed  referring  the  Meeks  reso- 
lution to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Levi  P.  Goodwin,  lowa-Des  Moines,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Presiding  Officers,  reported 
for  the  Committee  that  Bishop  Charles  L,  Mead 
would  preside  tomorrow,  Saturday,  April,  29.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

H.  T.  Freeman,  South  Georgia,  presented  the  ^XsSments 
following  paper : 

The  statement  was  made  and  the  resolution  calling  for 
a  Special  Committee  on  Assignment  of  Bishops  to  the 
Jux'isdictions  implied  that  the  Uniting  Conference  has  no 
Committee  on  the  Episcopacy.  According  to  Chapter 
VIII,  page  59,  of  the  Prospectus,  there  are  other  matters 
concerning  the  Episcopacy  which  need  to  be  dealt  with 
by  this  Conference.  Is  the  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Ministry  and  Jurisdictional  Administration  competent  to 
deal  with  these  matters? 

The  Chair  replied  that  the  Committee  on  Min- 
istry and  Judicial  Administration  had  full  author- 
ity in  all  matters,  except  those  things  otherwise 
designated  by  this  body. 

It  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Conference  "^p'^^rd^'"^"" 
that  Dr.  J.  Emerson  Ford,  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Union  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  a  member  of  this  body,  was 
in  deep  sorrow  over  the  sudden  death  of  his  fa- 
ther. Motion  of  Harry  E.  Woolever,  Central 
New  York,  duly  seconded,  prevailed  instructing 
the  Secretary  to  convey  to  Dr.  Ford  the  deepest 
sympathy  of  the  Conference. 

Bishop  Roberto  Elphick,  of  Chile,  was  presented  ^"Sphicf '° 
to  the  Conference  by  Dr.  Straughn.  Bishop  El- 
phick addressed  the  Conference  relative  to  the 
great  earthquake  which  had  recently  visited 
Chile  and  thanked  all  those  who  in  any  way  had 
contributed  to  the  relief  of  his  stricken  country- 
men. 
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Motion  of  John  F,  Baggett,  Tennessee,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed  that,  after  the  necessary  an- 
nouncements, we  do  adjourn.  Various  announce- 
ments were  made  and  the  Conference  adjourned

W.  Hawley,  wife  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Hawley,  a  member 
of  the  Pittsburgh  Conference  delegation  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and  called  on 
Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  to  lead  in  prayer.  The  Con- 
ference stood  while  Bishop  Kern  offered  prayer. 
The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  express  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  Conference  to  the  family. 

W.  F.  Bryan,  Texas,  gave  notice  that  at  the 
proper  time  he  would  move  a  reconsideration  of 
the  action  of  yesterday,  whereby  the  Conference 
ordered  a  Special  Committee  to  be  created  for 
the  assignment  of  Bishops  to  Jurisdictions. 

Fred  D.  Stone,  Rock  River,  having  voted  with 
the  majority  on  yesterday,  moved  that  we  do  now 
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reconsider  the  action  of  yesterday  relative  to  the     april  29 
assignment  of  Bishops,  not  for  the  purpose  of    ^°""^"  ^^^ 
changing  the  method  of  procedure,  but  for  the       Morning 
purpose  of  changing  the  ratio  of  representation  Reconsider 
on  the  Committee  ordered.    The  motion  to  recon- 
sider, being  duly  seconded,  was  adopted. 

Fred  D.  Stone,  Rock  River,  then  offered  the 
following  amendment : 

Amend  the  report  so  that  the  basis  of  representation 
shall  be  ten  each — five  lay  and  five  clerical — in  the  North- 
eastern, North  Central,  Western,  and  Central  Jurisdic- 
tions; that  it  shall  be  tw^enty  each — ten  lay  and  ten  cleri- 
cal—in the  Southeastern  and  South  Central  Jurisdictions; 
and  that  in  the  ten  representatives  from  the  foreign  fields, 
the  four-four-one  ratio  provided  for  this  Conference  shall 
prevail  as  nearly  as  possible. 

Isaac  E.  Miller,  Ohio,  spoke  against  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution. 

Edward  Hislop,  Missouri,  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  resolution. 

Merton  S.  Rice,  Detroit,  spoke  against  the  adop- 
tion of  the  pending  matter. 

Hans  J.  Roan,  Idaho,  moved  that  the  matter  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  for  an 
opinion  regarding  the  legality  of  said  action  under 
the  Rules  of  the  Uniting  Conference.  The  mo- 
tion was  duly  seconded. 

Chester  A.  Smith,  New  York,  offered  the  fol- 
lowing as  a  substitute  for  all  that  was  before  the 
Conference : 

Resolved,  That  this  Uniting  Conference  refer  the  mat- 
ter of  assigning  the  Bishops  for  service  to  the  Committee 
on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration,  v^^hich  is  hereby 
directed  to  present  to  this  body  its  report  not  later  than 
May  6. 

The  motion  to  substitute  was  declared  out  of 
order,  since,  under  the  Rules  of  Order,  a  motion 
to  refer  (said  motion  of  Hans  J.  Roan  being  be- 
fore the  Conference)  takes  precedence  over  a  mo- 
tion to  substitute. 

W.  F.  Bryan,  Texas,  moved  that  the  motion  to 
refer  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  be  tabled. 
The  motion,  being  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  Baltimore,  moved  that  the 
whole  matter  before  the  Conference  be  laid  on  the 
table.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded,  but  did  not 
prevail. 
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Harold  Paul  Sloan,  New  Jersey,  spoke  in  favor 
of  the  amendment. 

Harry  E.  Hess,  Nebraska,  offered  as  a  substi- 
tute a  motion  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration. 
The  motion  was  declared  out  of  order  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  a  new  motion  and  not  ger- 
mane to  the  pending  matter. 

William  F.  Quillian,  South  Georgia,  moved  the 
previous  question.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed  and  the  previous  question  was  ordered. 

By  a  count  vote  of  470  for  and  360  against,  the 
Stone  amendment  prevailed. 

By  a  count  vote  of  463  against  to  361  for,  the 
Hislop  resolution,  adopted  on  yesterday,  recon- 
sidered and  amended  this  morning,  was  not 
adopted. 

Fred  D.  Stone  then  offered  the  following  mo- 
tion: 


That  the  assignment  of  Bishops  to  the  residences  and 
the  Jurisdictions,  according  to  the  Plan  of  Union,  accord- 
ing to  the  privilege  given  to  this  Uniting  Conference,  be 
referred,  with  authority  and  with  instructions  to  report 
their  action  to  this  Conference,  to  the  Committee  on 
Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Orien  W.  Fifer, 
Indiana,  who  also  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment:

Recess 


That  the  same  groups,  which  assigned  the  delegates  to 
the  different  committees,  shall  assign  nine  additional 
delegates  from  the  foreign  field  in  the  ratio  of  four-four- 
one  to  the  General  Committee  on  Ministry  and  Judicial 
Administration,  they  to  serve  upon  the  subcommittee  or 
Episcopacy." 

Dr.  Stone  accepted  the  Fifer  amendment.  The 
motion  of  Fred  D.  Stone  was  adopted. 

Motion  of  the  Secretary,  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed extending  the  time  in  order  that  Judge 
Lyons  might  make  an  important  announcement 
for  the  Local  Committee  on  Entertainment. 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  Baltimore,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary,  requested  that  the  Com- 
mittee be  excused  to  consider  matters  of  immedi- 
ate concern.    The  Committee  was  excused. 

The  Conference  then  adjourned  for  recess.

At  10:55  A.M.  the  Conference  reconvened,  with 
Bishop  Charles  L.  Mead  in  the  chair. 

Madame  Yoshika  Saito,  of  Tokyo,  Japan,  sang 
as  a  solo  "Alleluia,"  by  Mozart.  She  then  sang  in 
her  native  tongue  "I  Need  Thee  Every  Hour." 
Rendering  the  same  song  in  English,  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  presiding  Bishop,  the  Conference 
joined  in  singing  the  chorus. 

Dr.  Joseph  M.  M.  Gray,  Detroit,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Courtesies,  Privileges,  and  In- 
troductions, presented  to  the  presiding  Bishop  Dr. 
Eric  M.  North,  Secretary  of  the  American  Bible 
Society.  Bishop  Mead  presented  him  to  the  Con- 
ference. Dr.  North  briefly  addressed  the  Confer- 
ence and  presented  it  with  a  copy  of  the  Bible  for 
its  use.  Bishop  Mead  replied  appropriately  in  be- 
half of  the  Conference.

Fred  D.  Stone,  Rock  River,  announced  that  the  Publishing 
Book  Concerns  of  the  three  Churches  were  to  p*^^*°* 
celebrate  one  hundred  years  of  service  next  Tues- 
day night.  May  2,  with  a  pageant  and  program  in 
the  Music  Hall  of  the  auditorium.  Motion  of 
Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  seconded  by 
Nathan  Newby,  Pacific,  prevailed  that  we  make 
this  meeting  an  official  session  of  the  Conference. 

Motion  of  Edgar  R.  Heckman,  Central  Pennsyl-  Adjournment 
vania,  duly  seconded,  prevailed  that  after  neces- 
sary announcements  we  adjourn. 

George  A.  Fowler,  Rock  River,  called  the  at- 
tention of  the  Conference  to  the  fact  that  Sunday,  Announce- 
April  30,  1939,  is  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  '"^"^ 
inauguration  of  George  Washington  as  the  first 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  that  our 
Church  was  the  first  religious  organization  to  rec- 
ognize the  Constitution  and  the  Chief  Magistrate 
just  inaugurated  in  1789. 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  as  a  matter  of  privilege, 
stated  that  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  had  no 
report  to  make  to  the  Conference  at  this  time. 

After  various  announcements  the  Conference 
adjourned  with  the  benediction  pronounced  by 
Bishop  Charles  L.  Mead. 


SUNDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  30,  1939 

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  adjournment  the  Unit- 
ing Conference  convened  at  3:30  o'clock  for  the      april  so 
purpose  of  consecrating  Bishops-elect  James  H.      ^''"^"  ^^^ 
Straughn  and  John  C.  Broomfield.  Astemoon 

The  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  the  Pro- 
cessional   (Hymn   315,    "How   Firm   a   Founda-  ^"g^^^f^^J^'"" 
tion"),  led  by  Dr.  James  R.  Houghton  and  the 
Seminary  Singers  of  Boston  University. 
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The  following  order  of  service  was  observed : 

Dr.  Houghton  announced  and  the  Conference 
joined  in  singing  Hymn  379,  "I  Love  Thy  King- 
dom, Lord." 

Bishop  John  M.  Moore  led  in  prayer. 

The  Boston  Seminary  Singers,  led  by  Dr. 
Houghton,  sang  the  Apostles'  Creed,  set  to  music 
by  the  eminent  Russian  composer,  Gretchaninoff, 
the  audience  standing. 

The  Collect  was  read  by  Bishop  Edwin  H. 
Hughes. 

The  first  Scripture  lesson,  Acts  20 :  17-35,  was 
read  by  Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern. 

The  second  Scripture  lesson,  John  21 :  15-17 
and  Matthew  28:  18-20,  was  read  by  Bishop  H. 
Lester  Smith. 

The  Consecration  Sermon  was  delivered  by 
Bishop  Adna  Wright  Leonard,  from  the  text  Mat- 
thew 20:  22  and  from  the  theme  "Are  Ye  Able?" 
as  follows: 

Are  Ye  Able? 

I  shall  read  a  few  verses  from  the  Gospel  according  to 
St.  Matthew,  the  twentieth  chapter,  and  will  then  read 
again  the  words  that  I  take  as  the  text  of  the  afternoon 
sermon. 

The  Gospel  according  to  St.  Matthew,  twentieth  chapter, 
beginning  at  the  twentieth  verse:  "Then  came  to  him  the 
mother  of  Zebedee's  children  with  her  sons,  worshiping 
him,  and  desiring  a  certain  thing  of  him.  And  he  said 
unto  her.  What  wilt  thou?  She  saith  unto  him,  Grant 
that  these  my  two  sons  may  sit,  the  one  on  thy  right  hand, 
and  the  other  on  the  left,  in  thy  kingdom.  But  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said,  Ye  know  not  what  ye  ask.  Are  ye  able 
to  drink  of  the  cup  that  I  shall  drink  of,  and  to  be  baptized 
with  the  baptism  that  I  am  baptized  with?  They  say  unto 
him.  We  are  able." 

Listen  then  to  the  words  of  the  text  taken  from  the 
twenty-second  verse  of  the  twentieth  chapter  of  the  Gos- 
pel according  to  St.  Matthew:  "Are  ye  able  to  drink  of  the 
cup  that  I  shall  drink  of?  They  say  unto  him.  We  are 
able." 

This  question  grew  out  of  a  conversation  between  Jesus 
and  the  two  sons  of  Zebedee  after  their  mother  had  re- 
quested that  places  of  preferment  be  given  to  them  in  His 
kingdom.  The  Master  must  have  experienced  a  keen  sense 
of  disappointment  as  He  listened  to  their  request.  It  was 
the  case  of  an  ambitious  mother  and  her  two  sons  who 
shared  her  ambitions  for  them.  It  is  clear  there  was  in- 
dignation among  the  disciples,  for  the  Word  says,  "And 
when  the  ten  heard  it,  they  wei'e  moved  with  indignation 
against  the  two  brethren."     The  feeling  of  indignation 
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was  not  against  the  mother,  but  against  the  two  sons  who 
were  thinking  of  the  Kingdom  in  terms  of  reward  and 
emolument.  The  element  of  jealousy  was  not  wanting 
and  a  generous  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  disciples  was 
hard  to  discover. 

The  question  which  Jesus  put  to  those  two  young  men 
was  in  the  nature  of  a  challenge  and  an  appeal.  By  this 
question,  He  challenged  their  conception  of  the  Kingdom. 
They  had  not  grasped  what  the  Kingdom  really  meant. 
They  conceived  it  to  be  an  opportunity  to  possess  power 
and  position.  They  had  not  realized  that  all  true  greatness 
is  in  service  and  that  His  only  power  was  the  might  of  His 
love.  Let  us  be  careful  how  we  judge,  for  possibly  many  of 
us  have  not  yet  faced  all  that  is  involved  in  the  truth  that 
the  really  big  man,  in  God's  sight,  the  truly  great  man  is 
he  who  serves  the  most. 

Jesus  was  straightforward  and  frank  in  dealing  with 
people.  He  could  not  tolerate  duplicity  or  deception.  He 
told  them  they  were  to  go  into  the  world  as  sheep  among 
wolves  and  again  and  again  made  it  plain  that  the  spirit 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  the  spirit  of  the  world  were 
in  eternal  conflict.  All  worthy  enterprises  and  all  great 
undertakings  are  fraught  with  difficulties,  discourage- 
ments, and  dangers.  Everyone  who  engages  in  a  great 
task  or  enterprise  must  expect  to  lay  his  course  with  trial. 
The  disciples  discovered  this  to  be  the  case.  They  were 
ignorant  of  what  awaited  them.  They  wanted  thrones, 
but  he  gave  them  a  cross.  One  would  be  put  to  the  sword, 
while  another  best  loved  and  most  tried  of  all  would  know 
the  meaning  of  utter  loneliness. 

He  did  not  place  a  glittering  crown  above  the  gate  and 
hide  the  cross  behind  the  wall.  He  told  them  plainly  that 
the  road  over  which  they  were  to  go,  if  they  followed  Him, 
would  be  rough  and  rugged.  In  all  of  this  He  was  not 
disappointed  with  their  imperfections  and  was  patient 
with  them  in  their  shortcomings.  He  knew  they  did  not 
know  what  was  ahead  of  them. 

When  on  the  Damascus  Road  the  crisis  came  in  Paul's 
life,  how  much  did  he  know  what  experiences  awaited  him? 
The  other  disciples  had  been  three  years  under  the  personal 
leadership  and  teaching  of  Jesus.  After  all  that  they  were 
contentious,  reaching  out  for  rewards  and  benefits.  With 
Paul  it  was  different.  He  came  directly  to  the  question  as 
to  who  Jesus  was  and  the  claim  made  by  Him  and  His  dis- 
ciples regarding  His  relation  to  God.  When  he  suri'en- 
dered  to  Jesus  Christ,  when  he  accepted  the  Messiahship 
of  Jesus,  when  he  proclaimed  the  Lordship  of  Jesus,  he 
staked  his  all  on  that  act  of  faith.  He  never  raised  the 
question  about  what  he  would  get  out  of  it.  But  Paul  did 
not  know  what  awaited  him  on  the  new  and  untrod  way. 
His  was  the  act  of  faith. 

So  it  was  with  Luther,  so  it  was  with  Wesley,  and  so 
it  has  been  with  a  company  which  no  man  can  number. 
The  same  principle  obtains  in  the  adventure  upon  which 
we  as  Methodists  have  embarked.  That  there  are  prob- 
lems ahead  goes  without  saying.  But  who  is  wise  enough 
to  say  just  what  those  problems  will  be?  Again  it  is  the 
act  of  faith. 
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In  -wanning  men  for  the  Kingdom  they  were  not  to  be 
unmindful  of  the  fact  that  it  was  to  be  a  Kingdom  of  right 
relationships.  He  did  not  want  His  followers  to  win  men 
to  Him  by  obscuring  the  nature  of  the  cause  or  by  blunt- 
ing the  edge  of  moral  demands.  The  disciples  had  to  learn 
that  only  when  we  think  aright  of  Christ  and  are  rightly 
disposed  toward  Him,  can  we  have  fellowship  one  with 
another  and  experience  the  great  fact  that  the  blood  of 
Jesus  Christ  cleanses  us  from  sin. 

He  not  only  challenged  their  conception  of  the  Kingdom, 
but  He  accepted  their  appraisal  of  their  ability  to  drink 
His  cup.  He  took  them  as  they  were  that  He  might  make 
them  what  they  ought  to  be.  Jesus  knew  that  if  He  was  to 
accomplish  anything  with  his  disciples,  He  must  in  the 
first  instance  accept  them  as  He  found  them. 

In  other  words  Jesus  was  willing  to  accept  those  two 
young  men,  notwithstanding  their  ignorance  of  what 
awaited  them,  provided  He  could  have  their  love,  their 
allegiance,  and  their  devotion.  He  was  wise  enough  to  see 
that  these  are  the  creative  and  uplifting  elements  in  all 
true  discipleship.  A  man  may  say,  "I  am  able  to  share 
The  Cup,"  not  knowing  all  that  is  involved  in  thus  com- 
mitting himself.  The  Master's  reply  is  "You  shall  share 
it,"  provided  your  love  for  me  is  supreme  and  your  loyal- 
ty is  without  taint.  He  was  willing  to  accept  their  love 
mixed  with  their  ignorance,  but  first  of  all  He  wanted 
their  love.  He  was  getting  back  to  the  essentials — He 
was  testing  the  sincerity  of  their  love  for  Him. 

I  am  persuaded  that  the  greatest  need  of  the  Church  is 
to  get  back  to  the  essentials  of  the  gospel  and  offer  to  men, 
without  mental  reservation,  a  God  who  is  able  to  meet 
their  every  need  "through  riches  in  glory  by  Christ  Jesus." 
Every  one  is  in  quest  of  the  mastery  of  the  art  of  living. 
The  church  has  the  secret.  If  we  obviously  have  the  se- 
cret, the  v\'orld  will  come  in  quest  of  it.  We  do  not  need 
more  machinery,  but  we  do  need  to  go  back  to  the  essentials 
and  get  power  to  drive  the  machinery  we  now  have  built 
up.  We  do  not  need  more  whirring  of  the  wheels,  but  the 
roar  of  power. 

If  only  in  the  spirit  of  utter  dedication  we  could  answer, 
"Lord,  by  thy  grace  we  are  able,"  we  could  carry  the  battle 
to  the  very  gates  and  win  this  world  for  Christ.  The 
Church  must  be  brought  once  again  to  the  place  of  a 
mighty  fellowship,  offering  the  privilege  of  service  for 
Christ  in  heroic  and  adventurous  endeavor,  to  bring  this 
world  "back  to  God." 

The  day  in  which  we  live  in  many  respects  resembles 
the  world  that  confronted  the  early  church.  Waking 
philosophers  have  rendered  themselves  important.  Skep- 
ticism, infidelity,  and  practical  materialism  abound.  Man 
has  become  the  slave  of  the  very  machinery  he  has  cre- 
ated. In  blindness  and  confusion,  the  world  is  groping 
after  a  new  social  order.  Europe  is  witnessing  today  the 
return  to  Caesar  worship.  The  difference  between  the 
more  ancient  Caesar  worship  and  that  of  today  is  that  the 
former  is  a  bit  more  picturesque. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  tell  the  world  there  is  in 
Christ  the  sure  Word  of  God,  for  lack  of  which  the  world

is  perishing.  The  Church  must  be  careful  not  to  become 
panic-stricken.  She  must  be  careful  not  to  declare  her 
message  in  terms  of  defeat.  Paul  said,  "We  are  perplexed, 
but  not  in  despair." 

Man  reaches  out  for  something  mightier  than  himself. 
Time  is  on  the  side  of  Christian  faith.  Someday  men  will 
discover  that  the  price  demanded  by  the  totalitarian  states 
is  too  much  and  that  the  boasted  benefits  of  totalitarianism 
are  not  what  they  are  claimed  to  be. 

The  Christian  Church  has  always  appealed  to  the  high- 
er elements  in  man.  It  has  assumed  a  larger  capacity  for 
thought  than  its  rivals  have  allowed.  It  has  taught  man 
to  think  and  has  lifted  up  the  dignity  and  worth  of  the  in- 
dividual. It  has  stood  for  the  Saviourhood  of  Jesus  and 
His  ultimate  supremacy.  It  has  stood  for  the  love  of  God 
the  forgiveness  of  God,  for  human  redemption,  for  social 
justice,  economic  righteousness,  and  the  brotherhood  of 
man,  in  the  fatherhood  of  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  This  testimony  has  not  at  all  times  been  clear  and 
her  courage  in  the  face  of  certain  wrongs  has  not  been 
all  that  could  be  desired.  Nevertheless,  the  Church  has 
stood  for  these  things  and  she  stands  for  them  today. 

The  age  of  dictators  will  pass  and  possibly  sooner  than 
some  are  disposed  to  think.  Men  are  beginning  to  see 
that  "man  cannot  live  by  bread  alone." 

The  disciples  learned  by  bitter  experience  the  meaning 
of  absolute  trust  in  God.  They  discovered  that  by  the 
grace  of  God,  they  were  able.  Ignorance  gave  way  to 
knowledge  and  faith  in  Christ  made  them  triumphant. 
God  can  do  anything  with  a  man  who  depends  utterly  upon 
Him. 

These  men  who  are  to  be  consecrated  this  afternoon  to 
the  office  of  Bishop  in  The  Methodist  Church  have  known 
the  meaning  of  great  responsibilities.  Today  they  enter 
upon  a  field  of  service  peculiar  to  Methodism.  They  are 
to  be  set  apart  for  a  great  and  holy  task — a  task  so  great, 
and  at  times  so  delicate,  as  to  require  the  utmost  of  body, 
mind,  and  spirit.    What  awaits  them,  God  alone  knows. 

In  the  fascinating  story  of  the  life  of  Whymper,  the  fa- 
mous mountain  climber,  there  is  an  interesting  account  of 
achievement  through  co-operation. 

At  one  of  the  stations  on  the  trail  up  the  mountain, 
there  lived  a  dwarf.  He  was  a  hunchback  and  was  a  poor, 
misshapen  thing.  It  was  his  duty  to  attend  to  the  needs 
of  the  climbers  as  they  tarried  for  rest  at  the  station  be- 
fore making  the  final  dash  to  the  summit.  The  heights 
were  not  for  him,  because  he  simply  was  not  equal  to  it. 
Everyone  else  had  long  since  come  to  the  same  conclusion. 
The  heights  were  not  for  the  likes  of  him. 

But  one  day  Whymper,  the  world  renowned  mountain 
climber,  was  guiding  a  small  company  of  men  up  the  moun- 
tain. They  rested  at  the  station  before  attempting  to 
reach  the  summit.  Whymper  learned  that  it  had  been  the 
desire  of  the  poor  hunchback  some  day  to  climb  to  the  top 
of  the  mountain.  His  eyes  shone  and  hope  leaped  into  his 
soul.  So  Whymper  bade  him  come  and  follow  him  and  he 
would  see  him  through.  There  were  many  tight  and  dif- 
ficult places  where  it  seemed  his  strength  would  utterly 
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fail  and  he  must  give  up.  But  when  his  strength  was 
weakest,  Whyniper  was  at  his  side.  When  he  staggered 
and  seemed  about  to  fall,  the  great  mountain  climber  put 
out  his  strong  right  hand.  He  struggled  along  and  kept 
at  it  until  they  reached  the  summit.  When  the  old  moun- 
tain was  beneath  their  feet  the  grateful  hunchback  fell  at 
the  feet  of  Whymper  in  a  burst  of  gratitude  and  amaze- 
ment. The  little  fellow  achieved  because  he  did  his  best  in 
co-operation  with  the  great,  strong  man. 

The  Methodist  Church  is  now  launched  upon  one  of  the 
most  significant  adventures  in  the  history  of  the  Christian 
centuries.  In  a  very  real  sense  our  faces  are  toward  the 
heights.  Difficulties  of  which  now  we  are  ignorant  un- 
doubtedly are  in  the  offing  and  also  our  greatest  achieve- 
ments for  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Constitutional  rights  and  privileges.  Christian  educa- 
tion, the  redemption  of  this  world  from  sin,  sacred  sen- 
timents and  glorious  loyalties,  missionary  enterprises, 
brotherhood,  fellowship,  youth  looking  hopefully  and  de- 
terminedly into  the  future,  these  and  all  other  matters 
relating  to  the  Kingdom  are  before  us. 

Hear  the  Master  say,  "Are  ye  able  to  drink  the  cup?" 
O  Methodist  Church,  "put  on  thy  strength"  and  answer, 
"Lord — 'We  are  able'  by  thy  gTace,  if  only  Thou  wilt  be 
with  us  on  the  upward  way." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon,  the  Boston 
Seminary  Singers  sang  Hymn  268,  "Are  Ye 
Able?"  the  Conference  standing  and  joining  in 
the  singing  of  the  last  stanza. 

Bishop-elect  James  Henry  Straughn  was  pre- 
sented for  consecration  by  Dr.  E.  A.  Sexsmith, 
President  of  the  Maryland  Conference,  Methodist 
Protestant  Church,  and  Dr.  George  R.  Brown,  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference,  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Church. 

Bishop-elect  John  Calvin  Broomfield  was  pre- 
sented for  consecration  by  Dr.  T.  LeRoy  Hooper, 
(Consecration  President  of  the  Pittsburgh  Conference,  Method- 
ist Protestant  Church,  and  Dr.  C.  L.  Daugherty, 
of  the  Pittsburgh  Conference,  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Church. 

The  exhortation  to  the  Bishops-elect  was  given 
by  Bishop  John  M.  Moore,  who  then  led  in  prayer. 

Bishop  Edwin  H.  Hughes  then  examined  the 
Bishops-elect,  using  the  questions  in  the  Ritual 
Service  of  Consecration  of  a  Bishop. 

The  audience  was  requested  to  bow  their  heads 
in  silent  prayer,  praying  God's  richest  blessings 
upon  those  about  to  be  consecrated  Bishops. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  season  of  silent  prayer 
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Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  led  in  the  recital  of  Veni, 
Creator  Spirittis. 

Bishop  H.  Lester  Smith  then  led  in  prayer. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  prayer  Bishop-elect 
James  Henry  Straughn  was  consecrated  to  the  of- 
fice of  Bishop  in  The  Methodist  Church  by  Bish- 
ops Edwin  Holt  Hughes,  Adna  Wright  Leonard, 
and  Paul  Bentley  Kern. 

Bishop-elect  John  Calvin  Broomfield  was  then 
consecrated  to  the  office  of  Bishop  in  The  Method- 
ist Church  by  Bishops  John  Monroe  Moore,  H. 
Lester  Smith,  and  Adna  Wright  Leonard. 

The  Ritual  prayers  were  offered  by  Bishop  Kern. 

Bishop  H.  Lester  Smith  announced  and  the  con- 
gregation joined  in  singing  Hymn  164,  "All  Hail 
the  Power  of  Jesus'  Name." 

The  Conference  adjourned  with  the  benediction 
pronounced  by  Bishop  John  M.  Moore. 
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The  Conference  was  called  to  order  at  8 :30  A.M. 
by  Bishop  John  M.  Moore,  who  introduced  Bishop 
H.  Lester  Smith  to  lead  the  devotions  of  the  morn-  Morning 
ing.  The  Devotional  Address  of  the  morning  was  opening 
given  by  Bishop  William  C.  Martin,  who  based  his 
remarks  on  the  praver  of  St.  Paul  found  in  Ephe- 
sians  3 :  14-19. 

At  9  A.M.  Bishop  Moore  resigned  the  chair  to 
Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  for  the  business  session. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Journal  was  Journal 
adopted,  as  follows :

was  presented  by  the  Chairman,  Earl  R.  Brown, 
Northeast  Ohio,  who  moved  that  it  be  adopted 
without  reading  and  published  in  the  Daily  Chris- 
tian Advocate.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed. For  report,  see  Appendix,  "Special  Com- 
mittee Reports,"  page  830. 

Clarence  M.  Dannelly,  Alabama,  addressed  the 
Conference  on  a  question  of  high  privilege,  and 
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suggested  the  Conference  quicken  its  pace  of 
working. 

Leslie  J.  Lj^ons,  Missouri,  made  important  an- 
nouncements relative  to  speeding  up  the  work  of 
the  Conference. 

Motion  of  Orien  W.  Fifer,  Indiana,  duly  sec- 
onded, prevailed,  that  each  General  Standing 
Committee  be  given  the  privilege  of  deciding  the 
hour  of  its  meeting  from  day  to  day. 

William  P.  King,  North  Georgia,  presented  the 
following  resolution: 

Whereas,  we  have  no  section  in  the  Prospectus  that  has 
any  reference  to  a  Social  Creed  and  to  social  and  economic 
questions,  and  whereas  a  harmonization  is  necessary  of 
the  Disciplines  of  the  three  uniting  Churches;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  Bishops  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  18  in  the  4-4-1  ratio  of  the  three  Uniting 
Churches,  whose  function  it  shall  be  to  prepare  and  sub- 
mit to  this  Conference  a  Social  Creed  for  the  United 
Church.  This  Committee  shall  consist  of  an  equal  number 
of  preachers  and  laymen.  The  Committee  is  to  make  a 
report  to  the  Conference  by  May  8. 

Ernest  W.  Peterson,  Oregon,  spoke  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  resolution,  stating  that  the  matters 
involved  should  go  to  the  General  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy. 

Lynn  Harold  Hough,  New  York  East,  on  a  ques- 
tion of  privilege,  requested  a  ruling  from  the 
Chair  as  to  whether  or  not  the  resolution  should 
go  automatically  to  the  above-mentioned  Commit- 
tee. The  Bishop  ruled  that  it  does  not,  unless  a 
special  motion  is  made  placing  it  there. 

Nathan  Newby,  Pacific,  moved,  as  an  amend- 
ment, that  the  resolution  be  referred  to  the  Gen- 
eral Standing  Committee  on  Membership  and 
Temporal  Economy.  The  motion  was  duly  sec- 
onded. 

Chester  A.  Smith,  New  York,  moved  as  a  fur- 
ther amendment  that  the  report  should  include 
our  position  on  some  of  the  questions  of  the  day, 
especially  the  resolution  which  he  had  offered 
at  the  beginning  of  the  session.  The  Chair  ruled 
this  amendment  out  of  order. 

The  amendment  of  Nathan  Newby  was  adopted. 
The  resolution  as  amended  was  then  adopted,  and 
the  matter  referred  to  the  General  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy. 
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Report  No.  1  of  the  Committee  of  Reference 
was  presented  and  adopted,  as  follows :

Committee.  Dr.  Brock  explained  the  provisions 
of  the  report  and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion 
was  dulj''  seconded. 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  Baltimore,  inquired  if  the 
words  "unless  dissolved  as  hereinafter  provided," 
found  at  the  end  of  Section  2,  Paragraph  1304, 
of  the  printed  report  should  not  be  omitted.  The 
Chairman  replied  as  follows  in  explanation :  "This 
particular  phrase  is  put  in  here  in  order  to  pro- 
tect the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  so  that  if 
they  wish  to  dissolve  that  corporation  they  have 
the  right  to  do  it  without  waiting  until  General 
Conference  legislation."

J.  Edgar  Skillington,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
moved  as  an  amendment  that  all  after  the  word 
"denomination"  should  be  stricken  out,  and  there 
should  be  added  after  that  word,  "As  provided  for 
in  — ,"  the  blank  to  be  filled  by  inserting  the 
number  of  the  paragraph  which  shall  contain  this 
provision  when  known.  Dr.  Court  accepted  this 
amendment. 

Arthur  M,  Wells,  Illinois,  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
report  as  presented  by  the  Chairman. 

On  a  count  vote  of  450  for  to  336  against,  the 
Skillington  amendment,  accepted  by  Dr.  Court, 
prevailed. 

Thomas  S.  Brock,  Chairman,  closed  the  debate 
for  the  Committee,

John  B.  F.  Yoak,  Jr.,  Western  Virginia,  moved 
that  the  Rules  be  suspended  in  order  that  Reports 
1  and  2  of  the  Committee  on  Conferences,  appear- 
ing in  this  morning's  Daily  Christian  Advocate, 
might  be  taken  up  and  acted  on  at  this  time.

On  motion  of  George  C.  Douglass,  Troy,  duly 
seconded,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  each  Committee,  in  making  its  proposals 
for  the  future  Methodist  Church,  state  whether  or  not 
the  proposals  increase  overhead;  and  if  so,  estimate  the 
amount." 

The  following  resolution  was  presented  by  W. 
G.  Cram,  Kentucky,  who  moved  its  adoption.  The 
motion  was  duly  seconded. 

That  the  Editorial  Committee,  which  is  to  prepare  and 
edit  the  New  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church,  be  in- 
structed to  place  in  the  New  Discipline,  in  proper  order, 
the  matter  that  occurs  in  the  Prospectus  as  follows: 

1.  All  the  matter  that  occurs  on  pages  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  and 
10,  inclusive,  which  is  the  Plan  of  Union. 

2.  The  matter  that  occurs  on  pages  21,  22,  and  23,  in- 
clusive, which  is  the  Articles  of  Religion.* 

3.  The  matter  that  occurs  on  pages  24  and  25,  inclusive, 
which  is  the  General  Rules. 

4.  The  matter  that  occurs  on  pages  19  and  20,  inclu- 
sive, which  is  the  Historical  Statement.f 

Henry  M.  Andrews,  Alabama,  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  in  the  Historical  Statement,  page 
19,  middle  of  the  second  column,  appeared  this 
statement,  "Dr.  Coke  then,  with  the  assistance 
of  several  Presbyters,  was  consecrated  a  Bishop." 
This  he  stated  was  evidently  an  error.  Bishop 
Edwin  H.  Hughes  replied  that  this  was  true  and 
that  it  had  been  corrected  in  the  regular  docu- 
ments of  the  Joint  Commission. 

Henry  M.  Greenslit,  Nebraska,  asked  a  question 
about  a  certain  date.     The  Editors  of  the  Disci-

Harry  Van  Antwerp,  Troy,  moved  that  the 
words  "The  following  article  is  found  in  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Articles  of  Religion,"  found  on 
page  23  of  the  Prospectios  of  the  Discipline,  sec- 
ond column,  be  stricken  out.  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded. 

Thomas  D.  Ellis,  South  Georgia,  raised  the 
point  of  order  that  it  was  a  part  of  the  Plan  of 
Union,  and  therefore  could  not  be  stricken  out,  as 
the  Plan  of  Union  had  been  constitutionally  adopt- 
ed. Bishop  Edwin  H.  Hughes  stated  that  the 
Article  mentioned  had  been  placed  where  it  was 
at  the  request  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  breth- 
ren for  information  and  as  a  witness  of  their 
stand  and  of  the  stand  of  Methodism  down  over 
the  time  of  its  history,  and  that  it  was  not  a  part 
of  the  Plan  of  Union. 

Herbert  J.  Burgstahler,  Upper  Iowa,  moved 
that  the  motion  just  made  be  made  the  first  Order 
of  the  Day  tomorrow  morning  after  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Journal.  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded. 

M.  A.  Childers,  West  Texas,  made  the  following 
point  of  order:  "The  whole  question  of  whether 
or  not  that  should  be  in  the  Discipline  is  out  of 
order  because  Article  HI  of  the  Plan  of  Union 
says  that  the  Articles  of  Religion  shall  be  those 
historically  held  in  common  by  the  three  Uniting 
Churches.  Therefore  if  this  last  paragraph  is 
not  held  in  common  by  all  three  it  cannot  be  put 
into  our  Articles  of  Religion  by  this  Uniting 
Conference." 

The  Chair  ruled  the  point  well  taken  and  that 
the  motion  to  postpone  debate  on  the  matter  and 
the  motion  to  strike  out  certain  wording  are  au- 
tomatically therefore  out  of  order. 

Dean  Taylor,  lowa-Des  Moines,  moved  that  the 
paragraph  on  page  23,  now  under  discussion,  be 
transferred  to  the  Historical  Section.  The  motion 
was  duly  seconded.  The  amendment  was  accepted 
by  Dr.  Cram. 

J.  C.  McPheeters,  Pacific,  spoke  against  the 
transposition  of  the  paragraph. 

Grover  C.  Emmons,  Pacific,  made  the  point  of 
order  that  we  cannot  transfer  the  paragraph  to 
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another  place  in  the  Discipline,  because  it  had       ^^^  ^

The  Chair  ruled  the  point  not  well  taken  if  "the       Mommg 
verbiage  as  is  here  printed  and  as  was  an  original  ^oilcfpiine 
part  of  the  original  Plan  of  Union  is  simply  trans- 
ferred without  alteration." 

Ernest  H.  Cherrington,  Ohio,  moved  the  fol- 
lowing substitute  for  the  Taylor  motion:  "That 
the  footnote  which  appears  at  the  end  of  the  Ar- 
ticles of  Religion  in  the  Prospectus  be  placed  at 
the  end  of  the  Articles  of  Religion  in  the  Disci- 
pline of  The  Methodist  Church  with  the  statement 
that  it  was  placed  there  by  action  of  the  Uniting 
Conference  and  not  by  the  constitutional  process 
by  which  the  Articles  of  Religion  for  The  Meth- 
odist Church  were  adopted." 

The  substitute,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

The  motion  of  Dr.  Cram,  thus  amended,  was 
then  adopted. 

G.  C.  Boswell,  Central  Texas,  moved  that  the 
date  of  final  adjournment  be  set  for  Sunday  eve- 
ning.

Church"        the  item  omitted,  relative  to  the  election  of  An- 
nual  Conference  delegates  and   Church   officers, 
had    been    provided    for    elsewhere.      Chairman 
Bryan  assured  him  that  it  had. 

George  W.  Henson,  Philadelphia,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  437  of  the  printed  report  by 
adding  at  the  close  of  the  paragraph  the  words 
"except  where  otherwise  authorized  by  the  Quar- 
terly Conference."  The  amendment  was  accepted 
by  Chairman  Bryan. 

Sanford  W.  Corcoran,  Pittsburgh,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  430,  last  sentence,  by  changing 
the  language  to  read  as  follows :  "The  Chairman 
shall  be  the  pastor  or,  if  the  Board  desires,  it  may 
elect  the  Chairman.  The  Board  shall  also  elect 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer."  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded. 

Costen  J.  Harrell,  Tennessee,  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  report  as  presented. 

William  F.  Quillian,  South  Georgia,  moved  that 
the  amendment  lie  on  the  table,  and  the  motion, 
duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

James  W.  Engle,  West  Virginia,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraphs  434  and  436  by  changing  the 
word  "twenty-one"  to  "eighteen"  in  each  separate 
paragraph. 

Costen  J.  Harrell,  Tennessee,  spoke  against  the 
proposed  amendment,  explaining  the  paragraph  as 
printed. 

The  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

J.  C.  McPheeters,  Pacific,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  426  by  adding  after  the  words  "An- 
nual Meeting"  at  the  close  of  the  fifth  line  the 
words  "The  Quarterly  Conference  may  establish 
an  age  limit  for  membership  in  this  meeting  when 
desired."  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  did  not  pre- 
vail. 

Benjamin  W.  Meeks,  Baltimore,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  431,  line  three,  by  changing 
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the  word  "or"  to  "and."  The  motion,  duly  sec- 
onded, did  not  prevail. 

Edward  D.  Kohlstedt,  Dakota,  moved  the  pre- 
vious question  on  all  that  was  before  the  Confer- 
ence. The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed,  and 
the  previous  question  was  ordered. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  amended.  For  re- 
port, see  Appendix,  "General  Standing  Commit- 
tees," page  509. 

Various  announcements  were  made  and  the 
Conference  stood  at  recess  at  10 :40  A.M. 

At  10:50  A.M.  Bishop  Leonard  called  the  Con- 
ference to  order. 

The  Seminary  Singers  of  Boston  University, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  James  R.  Houghton, 
presented  a  negro  spiritual,  "Climbing  Up  the 
Mountain,  Children." 

Calendar  No.  8,  Report  No.  1  of  the  Committee 
on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration,  printed 
on  page  129  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and 
entitled  "Number  of  Bishops  in  Jurisdictional 
Conferences,"  was  presented  by  Orien  W.  Fifer, 
Indiana,  Chairman.  Dr.  Fifer  explained  the  pro- 
visions of  the  report  and  moved  its  adoption.  The 
motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed.  For  report,  see 
Appendix,  "General  Standing  Committees,"  page 
457. 

Calendar  No.  9,  Report  No.  2  of  the  Committee 
on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration,  printed 
on  pages  129  and  130  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advo- 
cate and  entitled  "The  Judicial  Council,"  was 
presented  by  the  Chairman,  Orien  W.  Fifer,  In- 
diana. Dr.  Fifer  requested  Francis  R.  Bayley, 
Baltimore,  Chairman  of  the  subcommittee,  to  rep- 
resent the  Committee  in  presenting  the  report. 

Dr.  Bayley  called  attention  to  a  typographi- 
cal error  in  Paragraph  301.  In  line  10,  immedi- 
ately following  the  word  "nominees,"  should  be 
inserted  the  words  "or  from  such  other  nomi- 
nees." Dr.  Bayley  explained,  in  detail,  the  pro- 
visions of  the  report  and  moved  its  adoption. 

George  C.  French,  North  Texas,  raised  the 
point  of  order  that,  according  to  Article  VII  of 
the  Plan  of  Union,  page  10  of  the  Prospectus, 
there  is  a  provision  that  no  new  legislation  may 
be  enacted  at  this  Uniting  Conference,  and  that 
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Dr.  Bayley  had  stated  that  Paragraph  309  was  a 
new  provision  in  the  report  of  the  Committee, 
growing  out  of  the  fact  that  we  would  soon  be 
operating  under  Jurisdictional  Conferences. 

Dr.  Bayley  replied  that  the  basis  of  this  legis- 
lation was  already  in  the  Discipline  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  that  it  was 
clearly  within  the  power  of  this  body  to  adapt  it 
to  the  use  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

After  this  explanation  by  Dr.  Bayley,  the  Chair 
ruled  the  point  of  order,  raised  by  Dr.  French,  to 
be  out  of  order. 

Chester  A.  Smith,  New  York,  disagreeing  with 
the  ruling  of  the  Chair,  appealed  to  the  Confer- 
ence. On  a  standing  vote  the  ruling  of  the  Chair 
was  overwhelmingly  sustained. 

Lynn  Harold  Hough,  New^  York  East,  and 
Thomas  D.  Ellis,  South  Georgia,  both  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  report. 

Chester  A.  Smith,  New  York,  spoke  against  the 
report  and  moved  to  amend  it  at  three  different 
places,  as  follows : 

I  move  to  amend  the  report  as  follows: 

1.  By  striking  out  of  Paragraph  301,  the  second  sub- 
division thereof,  the  words,  "The  Council  of  Bishops  shall 
nominate  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  effective  Bishops  twen- 
ty traveling  elders  and  sixteen  lay  members  of  the  church 
and  from  such  nominees  or  from  such  other  nominees  as 
may  be  named  from  the  floor  of  the  conference,  without 
discussion,"  and  inserting  in  their  place  the  following: 
"Nominees  for  the  Judicial  Council  shall  be  made,  wath- 
out  discussion,  from  the  floor  of  the  Conference,  and  from 
such  nominees,"  and  by  striking  out  in  the  eleventh  line 
of  that  subdivision  the  word  "five"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "four,"  and  by  striking  out  in  the  twelfth 
line  of  said  second  subdivision  the  word  "four"  and  in- 
serting the  word  "five,"  so  that  the  first  sentence  of  said 
second  subdivision  shall  read:  "Nominees  for  the  Judicial 
Council  shall  be  made,  without  discussion,  from  the  floor  of 
the  Conference,  and  from  such  nominees  the  General  Con- 
ference shall  elect,  by  ballot,  and  without  discussion,  five 
traveling  elders  and  four  lay  members,  and  from  the  re- 
maining nominees  the  General  Conference  shall  elect  by 
separate  ballot  four  traveling  elders  and  five  lay  members 
as  alternate  members  of  the  Judicial  Council." 

2.  From  Paragraph  312,  the  third  subdivision,  strike 
out  the  words  "The  Council  of  Bishops"  in  the  first  line, 
and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  "The  Secretary  of 
the  Conference." 

Leslie  R.  Burgum,  North  Dakota,  raised  the 
point  of  order,  after  the  first  amendment  had 
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been  offered,  that  its  provisions  are  not  contained 
in  any  of  the  Disciplines  of  the  three  Churches, 
and  therefore  is  out  of  order  because  it  lacks 
harmonization. 

The  Chair  ruled  the  point  not  well  taken,  on  the 
ground  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  itself  is 
before  the  body  and  any  member  may  offer  the 
amendment  which  is  proposed,  the  Conference 
itself  being  the  judge  of  the  final  disposition  of 
the  offered  amendment. 

The  motion  to  amend  was  duly  seconded  and 
Mr.  Smith  spoke  to  the  question  before  the  Con- 
ference. 

George  A.  Fowler,  Rock  River,  moved  that  the 
proposed  amendments  lie  on  the  table. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  raised  the  point 
of  order  that  our  Rules  of  Order  give  to  anybody 
who  wishes  to  speak  on  the  opposite  side  the  right 
to  do  so  before  debate  is  shut  off.  The  Chair  ruled 
the  point  well  taken. 

George  H.  Lamar,  Baltimore,  spoke  against  the 
amendments. 

Arthur  A.  Callaghan,  Maine,  moved  the  pre- 
vious question.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed, and  the  previous  question  was  ordered. 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  as  Chairman  in  charge  of 
the  report,  closed  the  debate.  The  Smith  amend- 
ments were  not  adopted.  The  report  was  then 
adopted.  For  report,  see  Appendix,  "General 
Standing  Committees,"  page  457. 

Bishop  Leonard  requested  the  privilege  of  the 
house  for  Bishop  James  Cannon,  Jr.,  who  made 
the  following  statement: 

STATEMENT  BY  BISHOP  CANNON 

Mr.  Chairman  and  brethren  of  the  Uniting  Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church:  I  have  received  word  from  my 
son.  Dr.  James  Cannon  of  Duke  University,  that  another 
son,  David  P.  Cannon  of  Arlington,  Va.,  was  being  brought 
to  Duke  University  Hospital  for  treatment  for  gastric 
ulcer  of  the  stomach,  from  which  a  severe  hemorrhage 
had  already  resulted. 

As  my  son  Dr.  Wallace  B.  Cannon  died  very  suddenly  a 
few  years  ago  from  a  similar  gastric  ulcer,  I  am  com- 
pelled to  decide  that  my  duty  constrains  me  to  leave  the 
Conference  and  go  to  Durham. 

I  am  constrained  to  make  another  statement  before 
leaving  the  Conference:  On  May  16,  1938,  there  appeared 
in  the  widely  circulated,  illustrated  paper  Life,  this  state- 
ment:  "In   Birmingham,  over  the  protest  of  its  bigoted 
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Bishop  James  Cannon,  Jr.,  and  many  other  irreconcilables 
the  Quadrennial  General  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church, 
South,  voted  to  end  the  slavery-born  split  of  American 
Methodism." 

I  received  numerous  letters  and  personal  denunciations 
of  this  libelous  statement,  but  up  to  this  time  I  have  made 
no  reply.  My  brethren  who  have  been  associated  with  me 
in  the  General  Conferences  of  the  Church  for  over  thirty 
years  know  my  record. 

In  1914,  at  the  Oklahoma  City  General  Conference,  I 
offered  the  amendment  which  smoothed  the  way  for  the 
appointment  of  the  first  Commission  on  Unification.  In 
1918,  as  chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Church  Relations, 
I  advocated  the  continuation  of  that  Commission.  As 
a  member  of  that  Commission  I,  with  Bishop  Edgar  Blake 
as  co-chairman  of  a  subcommittee  which  met  in  Richmond, 
worked  out  a  Plan  of  Union  which  was  adopted  by  the 
Joint  Commission  and  became  the  basis  of  the  Plan  which 
was  voted  upon  in  1924  and  1925. 

When  it  became  evident  that,  while  the  Chattanooga 
General  Conference  of  our  Church  had  given  the  consti- 
tutional majority,  it  was  possible  that  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence might  not  ratify,  I  was  requested  to  be  the  chairman 
of  a  committee  to  advocate  ratification  and  by  most  stren- 
uous efforts,  while  the  constitutional  majority  was  not 
given,  an  actual  majority  of  420  was  secured. 

Concerning  the  present  plan  of  Unification,  the  fact  is 
that  I  have  stated  most  unequivocally  that  I  favored  the 
Plan,  but  in  order  that  there  might  be  no  opportunity  for 
successful  obstruction  in  the  Civil  Courts,  I  urged  that 
any  possible  legal  complication  be  thoi'oughly  considered 
by  the  Judicial  Council. 

I  have  most  earnestly  advocated  Unification  since  the 
General  Conference  of  my  Church  in  1910.  It  was  one 
of  the  great  moments  of  my  life  when  I  faced  this  great 
Conference  and  announced  Charles  Wesley's  great  hymn, 
"0  for  a  Thousand  Tongues  to  Sing,"  and  recognized  that 
there  were  more  than  one  thousand  tongues  of  dele- 
gates. Bishops,  and  alternates  of  United  Methodism  to 
sing  that  hymn. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  I  must  leave  before  the  Con- 
ference adjourns. 

May  I  say  to  you,  my  brethren,  I  fully  realize  that  there 
will  be  difficulties  in  making  some  adjustments,  but  not 
more  difficulties  than  we  have  had  in  each  of  our  three  de- 
nominations. 

My  brethren,  patience  and  brotherly  love  will  be  ef- 
fective oil! 

And  now,  I  commend  you  to  God  and  to  the  word  of  His 
grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up  and  give  you  an  in- 
heritance among  all  them  that  are  sanctified. 

God  bless  you,  one  and  all ! 

The  Conference  and  visitors  rose  and  applaud- 
ed. Bishop  Leonard  replied  appropriately  and 
called  upon  Bishop  Herbert  Welch  to  offer  prayer. 
Bishop  Welch  prayed  God's  richest  blessings  upon 
Bishop  Cannon  and  his  loved  ones. 
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Clarence  M.  Dannelly,  Alabama,  was  recognized 
on  a  question  of  high  personal  privilege  and  stated 
that  the  article  appearing  in  the  local  morning 
paper  under  the  caption  "Delegates  from  Dixie 
Win  Skirmishes  at  Conference"  was  misleading 
in  its  implications  and  not  in  harmony  with  the 
facts,  as  the  members  of  the  Uniting  Conference 
were  all  working  wholeheartedly  for  the  welfare 
of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Bishop  James  H.  Straughn,  in  behalf  of  the 
delegates  from  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
also  protested  that  there  was  no  intent  or  pur- 
pose on  the  part  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
group  to  form  a  bloc  with  any  other  group  in  the 
Uniting  Conference. 

Bishop  Leonard  announced  and  the  members  of 
the  Conference  stood  and  all  joined  heartily  in 
singing  the  first  stanza  of  "Blest  Be  the  Tie  That 
Binds." 

Roy  L.  Smith,  Southern  California,  having  pre- 
viously voted  for,  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
Calendar  No.  7,  Report  No.  1  of  the  Committee  on 
Membership  and  Temporal  Economy,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  offering  a  simple  amendment.  The  mo- 
tion, duly  seconded,  prevailed.  Dr.  Smith  then 
offered  the  following  amendment:  Paragraph  431, 
beginning  of  line  3  to  end  of  first  sentence  should 
read  "Board,  on  joint  call  of  the  pastor  and  the 
Chairman,  or  on  written  petition  of  fifteen  per 
cent  of  the  membership  of  said  Board."  The  mo- 
tion being  duly  seconded.  Dr.  Smith  spoke  to  his 
proposed  amendment. 

Fred  D.  Stone,  Rock  River,  spoke  in  opposition 
to  the  amendment. 

On  being  put  to  a  vote,  the  Smith  amendment 
was  not  adopted.  The  original  report  was  then 
adopted.  For  report,  see  Appendix,  "General 
Standing  Committees,"  page  509. 

Willard  G.  Cram,  Kentucky,  raised  a  question 
concerning  the  legality  of  a  portion  of  an  action 
taken  by  the  Uniting  Conference  on  April  29,  re- 
corded on  page  98,  column  3  of  the  Daily  Chris- 
tian Advocate,  whereby  the  matter  of  assigning 
Bishops  to  residences  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration.  Dr. 
Cram  now  moved  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary  for  a  decision.     The 
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motion  being  duly  seconded,  Dr.  Cram  spoke  to 
his  motion. 

Fred  D.  Stone,  Rock  River,  seconding  the  mo- 
tion, spoke  in  favor  of  the  reference.  The  Cram 
motion  to  refer  the  matter  prevailed.

TUESDAY  EVENING,  MAY  2,  1939 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Conference  con- 
vened at  8  P.M.  in  the  Music  Hall  for  the  purpose 
of  witnessing  the  presentation  of  the  pageant 
"The  Spreading  Word"  sponsored  by  the  Publish- 
ing Houses  of  the  three  uniting  Churches. 

Briefly,  this  was  "A  Pageant  of  the  People 
Called  Methodist — They  of  a  Thousand  Books  and 
Two,"  celebrating  the  Sesquicentennial  of  the 
Publishing  House  of  the  Church.  More  than  250 
men  and  women,  old  and  young,  took  part  in  pre- 
senting the  pageant  in  four  Episodes,  as  follows : 

Episode  I.  The  Organization  of  American  Methodism. 
The  Christmas  Conference — Lovely  Lane  Chapel,  Balti- 
more, Maryland,  December  24,  1784-January  3,  1785. 

Episode  II.  A  Methodist  Publishing  House  Is  Author- 
ized by  the  Conference  of  1789  at  Wesley  Chapel  (John 
Street  Church)  in  New  York. 

Episode  III.  Presentation  of  the  Conference  Address  to 
President  Washington,  June  1,  1789.  The  scene  takes 
place  at  the  President's  House  on  Franklin  Square,  New 
York. 

Episode  IV.  The  First  Book  Room.  43  Fourth  Street, 
between  Race  and  Arch  Streets,  Philadelphia,  1789. 

Following  the  Episodes  moving  pictures  were 
introduced  showing  the  circuit  rider  on  his 
rounds,  printing  processes  of  a  century  ago  and 
those  now  in  general  use  in  our  several  printing 
plants.  As  a  grand  finale  the  roll  of  active  Pub- 
lishing Agents  and  Editors  of  the  Uniting  Church- 
es was  called  and  those  present  responded  and 
took  their  places  on  the  platform. 

The  Conference  then  adjourned  with  the  bene- 
diction pronounced  by  Bishop  William  F.  Ander- 
son.

plane trips  to  both  funerals;  and  that  he  was 
present  at  his  post  of  duty  in  his  delegation  this 
morning.  Dr.  Washabaugh  moved  that  the  Unit- 
ing Conference  express  to  Brother  Clark  our 
deepest  sympathy  and  commend  him  for  his  loyal- 
ty and  love  for  The  Methodist  Church.  The  mo- 
tion, duly  seconded,  prevailed  unanimously.  Bish- 
op Edwin  H.  Hughes,  at  the  request  of  Bishop 
Darlington,  prayed  God's  richest  blessings  upon 
Brother  Clark  and  his  loved  ones. 

Charles  MacCaughey,  Pacific  Northwest,  moved 
that  we  recognize  the  faithful  services  of  some 
thirty  subcommittee  members  present,  for  their 
arduous  work  in  helping  to  prepare  the  Pi'ospec- 
tus  of  the  Discipline,  and  that  they  be  granted 
seats  on  the  main  floor  of  the  Auditorium,  without 
the  power  to  vote  or  debate.  The  motion,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed. 

Arthur  A.  Callaghan,  Maine,  Chairman  of  the  Enabling  Acts 
Committee  on  Enabling  Acts  and  Legal  Forms, 
presented  the  following  recommendation : 

Your  Committee  on  Enabling  Acts  and  Legal  Forms 
recommends  that  each  of  the  regular  Standing  Commit- 
tees of  this  Uniting  Conference  be  requested  to  prepare 
proper  Enabling  Acts  to  take  care  adequately  of  its  in- 
terests between  the  date  of  the  adjournment  of  this  Con- 
ference and  the  completing  of  the  cycle  of  organization 
of  General  Boards  and  interests  following  the  initial 
meetings  of  the  several  Jurisdictional   Conferences.

On  motion  of  Thomas  D.  Ellis,  South  Georgia, 
duly  seconded,  the  recommendation  was  adopted. 

William  F.  Quillian,  South  Georgia,  presented 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Uniting  Conference  requests  the 
Committee  on  Rules  to  make  a  recommendation  as  to  a 
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correct  and  uniform  term  to  be  used  in  addressing  the 
Chair;  and  that  this  recommendation  be  made  as  early  as 
possible. 

The  resolution,  being  duly  seconded,  was  adopt- 
ed and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Lud  H.  Estes,  Memphis,  presented  the  follow- 
ing amendment  to  Rule  27  and  moved  its  refer- 
ence to  the  Committee  on  Rules: 

When  an  amendment  is  offered  to  a  report  of  any  of 
the  eight  General  Standing  Committees,  the  Chair  shall 
ascertain  if  the  proposed  amendment  had  previously  been 
offered  in  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
or  its  subcommittee.  If  the  proposed  amendment  had 
previously  been  presented  in  committee  meetings  and 
voted  down,  the  Chair  shall  declare  the  proposed  amend- 
ment out  of  order. 

On  motion  of  Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England, 
duly  seconded,  the  amendment  was  laid  on  the 
table. 

M.  A.  Childers,  West  Texas,  moved  that  the 
Rules  be  suspended  in  order  that  we  might  take 
up  the  Calendar.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
spoke  with  reference  to  the  danger  of  adopting 
reports  taken  from  the  Calendar  under  the  sus- 
pension of  the  Rules  and  moved  that  we  adjourn 
and  go  into  committee  work. 

Paul  M.  Hillman,  Nebraska,  made  the  point  of 
order  that  Dr.  Skillington's  motion  was  out  of 
order,  as  he  had  made  the  motion  after  he  had 
made  his  speech.  The  Chair  ruled  the  point  of 
order  well  taken. 

E.  M.  Sweet,  Jr.,  Pacific,  moved  that  we  do  now 
adjourn  and  go  into  committee  work.  The  mo- 
tion, duly  seconded,  did  not  prevail. 

Nathan  Newby,  Pacific,  presented  the  follow- 
ing: 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  requiring  each  commit- 
tee to  furnish  with  each  report  a  statement  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  report,  if  adopted,  will  increase  the  overhead 
expense,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  Judge  Newby 
spoke  to  the  motion  to  rescind. 

George  C.  Douglass,  Troy,  spoke  against  the 
motion  to  rescind. 
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J.  W,  Moore,  Virginia,  moved  to  lay  Judge  New- 
by's  motion  on  the  table.  The  motion,  duly  sec- 
onded, prevailed. 

Orien  W.  Fifer,  Indiana,  moved  that  we  recon- 
sider the  action  taken  on  Monday,  May  1,  where- 
by "each  committee"  in  making  its  proposals  for 
the  future  Methodist  Church  state  whether  or 
not  the  proposals  increase  overhead,  etc.  The 
motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Dr.  Fifer  then  moved  that  the  matter  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  and  the  motion, 
duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Calendar  No.  10,  Report  No.  4  of  the  Committee 
on  Conferences,  printed  on  pages  160  and  161  of 
the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  entitled  "The 
General  Conference,"  was  presented  by  George 
W.  Henson,  Philadelphia,  Chairman,  who  ex- 
plained its  provisions  and  moved  its  adoption. 
The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Charles  V.  Adams,  Central  Pennsylvania,  pro- 
posed the  following  addition  to  Section  II,  Para- 
graph 102:  "except  that  in  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence, meeting  within  sixty  days  prior  to  the  open- 
ing of  a  General  Conference,  said  Annual  Confer- 
ence may  elect  its  delegates  at  any  session,  special 
or  otherwise,  within  fourteen  months  immediate- 
ly preceding  the  General  Conference."  The  mo- 
tion was  duly  seconded  and  Dr.  Adams  spoke  to 
the  question. 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  Baltimore,  moved  that  the 
Adams  amendment  be  referred  back  to  the  Com- 
mittee for  their  consideration.  The  motion,  duly 
seconded,  did  not  prevail. 

The  Adams  amendment,  on  being  put  to  a  vote, 
did  not  prevail. 

L.  A.  Harrell,  South  Georgia,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  101,  line  5,  by  substituting  the  word 
"majority"  for  "major."  Chairman  Henson  ac- 
cepted the  proposed  amendment. 

George  C.  French,  North  Texas,  moved  to 
amend  Section  I,  Paragraph  101,  by  inserting  in 
line  7,  after  the  word  "members,"  the  words  "all 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  and  by  major- 
ity vote."  Chairman  Henson  accepted  this  pro- 
posed amendment. 

Robert  N.  Brooks,  North  Carolina,  proposed  an 
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amendment  to  Section  IV,  Paragraph  108,  Article 
2,  by  substituting  "1940"  for  "beginning  with 
such  year."  It  was  explained  that  this  Article  is 
a  part  of  the  Plan  of  Union,  and  cannot  be 
changed,  and  that  the  "1940"  would  find  its  prop- 
er place  in  the  Discipline  of  1939. 

The  report,  amended  by  agreement,  was  then 
adopted.  For  report,  see  Appendix,  "General 
Standing  Committees,"  page  422. 

Calendar  No.  11,  Report  No.  1  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Education,  printed  on  page  161  of  the 
Dailij  Christian  Advocate  and  entitled  "General 
Organization,"  was  presented  by  the  Chairman, 
Paul  Quillian,  Texas,  who  explained  its  provisions 
and  made  the  following  editorial  changes  in  the 
printed  report  because  of  stenographic  errors : 
Paragraph  1005,  last  sentence,  the  words  "A  ma- 
jority" at  the  beginning  of  the  sentence  should 
read  "Three-fifths."  In  the  first  paragraph  of 
Paragraph  1008  insert  just  before  the  last  sen- 
tence, beginning  "A  majority  of  the  members," 
the  following  sentence :  "The  Vice-President  and 
Recording  Secretary  shall  be  included  in  the  rep- 
resentation of  their  respective  Advisory  Commit- 
tees." 

Henry  Gilligan,  Maryland,  a  member  of  the 
Legal  Committee  on  Permanent  Funds,  proposed 
an  amendment  to  this  particular  report  relative 
to  the  continuance  of  all  existing  corporations  of 
the  former  Churches  in  connection  with  education 
in  order  that  trust  funds  may  be  safeguarded. 
Chairman  Quillian  stated  that  the  matter  referred 
to  would  be  taken  up  in  the  proper  section  on 
Enabling  Acts.  This  was  satisfactory  to  Brother 
Gilligan. 

J.  W.  Moore,  Virginia,  asked  "What  is  the 
cost?"  Chairman  Quillian  stated  that  the  new 
Board  would  have  a  membership  of  seventy  as 
against  eighty-six  in  the  three  Boards  now  in 
existence,  ancl  that  there  would  be  nine  adminis- 
trative officers  in  the  new  Board  as  against  four- 
teen in  the  Boards  now  in  operation,  and  that  the 
overhead  would  not  be  increased. 

Ralph  E.  Diffendorfer,  Rock  River,  requested 
more  information  in  regard  to  the  Enabling  Acts, 
and  asked  two  questions:  (1)  Should  not  Para- 
graph 1001  denote  the  legal  succession  of  the  new 
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Board  of  Education?  (2)  Are  all  our  interests 
properly  safeguarded  in  Paragraph  1013?  Chair- 
man Quillian  assured  him  that  this  would  all  be 
taken  care  of  in  the  Enabling  Acts,  which  are  yet 
to  come  before  the  Conference  for  action. 

George  W.  Henson,  Philadelphia,  moved  as  an 
amendment  to  Paragraph  1003  that  the  Execu- 
tive Secretaries  be  elected  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence, instead  of  by  the  Board  of  Education.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Edward  D.  Kohlstedt, 
Dakota. 

Arlo  A.  Brown,  Newark,  spoke  against  the 
amendment. 

Joseph  M.  M.  Gray,  Detroit,  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  Henson  amendment. 

The  Chair  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  we 
were  within  two  minutes  of  the  time  for  recess. 

J.  T.  Ellison,  Alabama,  moved  that  the  time  be 
extended.    There  was  no  second  to  the  motion. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  moved  that  we 
do  now  go  into  recess.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed,  and  the  Conference  adjourned  for  re- 
cess. 

At  10:40  A.M.  Bishop  Darlington  called  the 
Conference  to  order.  The  Conference  stood  and 
joined  in  singing  "Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds." 

The  Seminary  Singers  of  Boston  University, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  James  R.  Houghton, 
rendered  the  composition  by  Palestrina,  "Adora- 
mus  Te,  Christe,"  "Christ,  We  Do  All  Adore 
Thee." 

Leslie  J.  Lyons,  Missouri,  was  recognized  to 
make  some  announcements  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Entertainment.  Judge  Lyons  moved 
that  when  we  adjourn  it  be  to  meet  in  official  ses- 
sion at  7  P.M.  to  hear  the  address  of  Governor 
Alfred  M.  Landon.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed. 

Joseph  M.  M.  Gray,  Detroit,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Courtesies,  Privileges,  and  Intro- 
ductions, presented  Dr.  Robert  Bond  and  the  Hon. 
Isaac  Foot,  Fraternal  Delegates  from  Great  Brit- 
ain, to  the  presiding  Bishop,  who  in  turn  pre- 
sented them  to  the  Uniting  Conference  to  bid  the 
Conference  farewell.  The  Conference  rose  and 
applauded  the  appearance  of  the  distinguished 
visitors.     Each  addressed  the  Conference.     Bish-

Jesse  L.  Corley,  Southern  California,  moved 
the  pending  question.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed  and  the  pending  question  was  ordered. 

Chairman  Quillian  closed  the  debate  for  the 
Committee. 

W.  C.  Perkins,  Pittsburgh,  raised  the  point  of 
order  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
violates  the  provision  of  the  Plan  of  Union  which 
states  that  no  new  legislation  shall  be  enacted. 

Willard  G.  Cram,  Kentucky,  asked  if  it  is  in 
order  to  raise  a  point  of  order  under  the  previous 
question.    The  Chair  ruled  that  it  was. 

Clem  Baker,  Little  Rock,  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  we  were  not  electing  an  Executive  Sec- 
retary for  the  Board  of  Education,  but  were  deal- 
ing with  the  election  of  Executive  Secretaries  for 
the  three  Divisions  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

Fred  D.  Stone,  Rock  River,  spoke  against  the 
point  of  order  raised  by  W.  C.  Perkins. 

Bishop  Darlington  ruled  the  point  of  order  not 
well  taken  on  the  ground  that  it  was  the  election 
of  Executive  Secretaries  for  the  three  Divisions 
of  the  Board  of  Education  and  not  the  election  of 
an  Executive  Secretary  for  the  General  Board  of 
Education  that  was  involved. 

The  amendment  of  George  W.  Henson,  being 
put  to  a  vote,  did  not  prevail. 

Nathan  Newby,  Pacific,  moved  the  previous 
question.  The  motion,  being  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed and  the  previous  question  was  ordered. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted.  For 
report,  see  Appendix,  "General  Standing  Commit- 
tees," page  592.

Chester  A.  Smith,  New  York,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  434  by  striking  out  in  the  fifth  line 
thereof  the  words  "of  which  the  pastor  shall  be 
Chairman."     The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

W.  F.  Bryan,  Texas,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee, explained  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
and  spoke  against  the  Smith  amendment. 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  Baltimore,  moved  that  the 
amendment  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Lynn  Harold  Hough,  New  York  East,  raised 
the  point  of  order  that  an  amendment  cannot  be 
laid  on  the  table.  The  Chair  stated  that  the  point 
of  order  was  well  taken. 

The  Smith  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

The  original  report,  as  amended  at  this  ses- 
sion, was  then  adopted.  For  report,  see  Appen- 
dix, "General  Standing  Committees,"  page  509. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretarial  Staff,  Dr.  Curtis 
B.  Haley  and  Dr.  Thomas  P.  Potter  were  con- 
firmed as  Assistant  Secretaries  for  work  on  the 
Discipline. 

The  Calendar  was  then  taken  up.  Secretary 
Estes  called  attention  to  a  tj^pographical  error  in 
the  headings  of  Calendar  Nos.  12  and  13.  The 
number  voting  for  both  reports  was  98  instead  of 
49  as  stated  in  the  printed  reports  in  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate. 

Calendar  No.  12,  Report  No.  3  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration, 
printed  on  pages  161  and  162  of  the  Daily  Chris- 
tian Advocate,  and  entitled  "Chapter  IX,  Minis- 
try," was  presented  by  Orien  W.  Fifer,  Indiana, 
Chairman,  who  explained  its  provisions  and 
moved  its  adoption.    The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
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prevailed.  For  report,  see  Appendix,  "General 
Standing  Committees,"  page  460, 

Calendar  No.  13,  Report  No.  4  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration, 
printed  on  page  162  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advo- 
cate, entitled  "District  Superintendents,"  was  pre- 
sented by  Orien  W.  Fif  er,  Indiana,  Chairman,  who 
explained  its  provisions  and  moved  its  adoption. 
The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Leslie  R.  Burgum,  North  Dakota,  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  in  Paragraph  215,  Article  2, 
the  term  "District  Elder"  appeared.  Chairman 
Fifer  replied  that  this  was  an  error  and  the  term 
"District  Superintendent"  should  be  inserted. 
This  was  done  by  common  consent. 

J.  S.  Ladd  Thomas,  Philadelphia,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  215,  Article  2,  Item  15  as  fol- 
lows: In  (b)  change  the  word  "unreached"  to 
"unevangelized" ;  in  (d)  add  after  the  word  "hos- 
pitals" the  words  "homes  and  orphanages";  in 
(e)  add  after  the  word  "colleges"  the  words 
"Wesley  Foundations." 

These  changes  were  accepted  by  the  Chairman 
and  approved  by  the  Conference  by  common  con- 
sent. 

Bertrand  A.  Dunbar,  Dakota,  inquired  if  any 
provision  had  been  made  as  to  the  term  of  office 
of  the  District  Superintendent.  Chairman  Fifer 
answered  that  this  would  be  taken  care  of  in  a 
later  report. 

The  report  was  then  adopted.  For  report,  see 
Appendix,  "General  Standing  Committees,"  page 
461. 

Calendar  No.  14,  Report  No.  2  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy,  en- 
titled "Church  Property,"  and  printed  on  pages 
162  and  163  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  was 
presented  by  W.  F.  Bryan,  Texas,  Chairman.  Dr. 
Bryan  requested  that  Vincent  P.  Clarke,  New 
England,  Chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  on 
Church  Property  of  the  Committee  on  Member- 
ship and  Temporal  Economy,  represent  the  Com- 
mittee in  the  presentation  of  the  report.  Mr. 
Clarke  presented  the  report,  explaining  its  pro- 
visions, and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded. 

Marshall  R.   Reed,   Detroit,  moved  to  amend 
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Paragraph  452  by  striking  out  the  words  at  the 
end  of  the  paragraph  reading  "discharge  all  in- 
debtedness against  it"  and  substituting  the  fol- 
lowing: "have  secured  and  paid  in  cash  two-thirds 
of  the  total  cost  of  the  project,  and  that  the  re- 
maining one-third  of  the  total  cost  may  be  se- 
cured by  responsible  subscriptions  and  satisfac- 
tory loans."  The  motion  being  duly  seconded,  Dr. 
Reed  spoke  to  his  amendment. 

Harry  C.  Leonard,  Southern,  spoke  against  the 
amendment. 

Harry  G.  Ryan,  North  Texas,  moved  to  lay 
the  Reed  amendment  on  the  table. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  raised  the 
point  of  order  that  an  amendment  cannot  be  laid 
on  the  table.  The  Chair  sustained  the  point  of 
order. 

William  H.  Barradell,  New  York  East,  offered 
the  following  substitute  for  Paragraph  452 :  "Be- 
fore any  church  building  may  be  formally  dedi- 
cated, it  shall  have  secured  in  cash  or  its  equiva- 
lent sixty-five  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  land,  build- 
ing, furnishings,  and  fixtures,  and  the  remainder 
shall  have  been  covered  by  good  subscriptions." 
Mr.  Barradell  spoke  to  the  substitute,  as  it  had 
been  duly  seconded. 

G.  M.  Davenport,  North  Alabama,  moved  the 
previous  question  on  all  that  was  before  the  Con- 
ference. The  motion,  duly  seconded,  did  not  pre- 
vail. 

J.  H.  Nicholson,  Louisville,  called  for  a  division 
on  the  motion  of  G.  M.  Davenport.  The  Chair 
put  the  question  again  and  the  call  for  the  pre- 
vious question  was  voted  down. 

Arlo  A.  Brown,  Newark,  moved  the  pending 
question.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed, 
and  the  pending  question  was  ordered. 

Louis  C.  Wright,  Northeast  Ohio,  inquired  if 
this  involved  new  legislation.  The  Bishop  replied 
that  the  principle  involved  is  in  at  least  one  of  the 
Disciplines  of  the  Uniting  Churches. 

Vincent  P.  Clarke,  for  the  Committee,  closed  the 
debate  under  the  pending  question. 

The  vote  was  taken  upon  the  Barradell  substi- 
tute and  it  did  not  prevail. 

The  vote  was  then  taken  upon  the  Reed  amend- 
ment and  it  did  not  prevail. 
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Concerning  Paragraph  438  Francis  R.  Bayley, 
Baltimore,  suggested  that  the  word  "church"  be 
substituted  for  "charge"  in  the  first  line.  Mr. 
Clarke  replied  that  the  Committee  could  not  ac- 
cept this.  Dr.  Bayley  then  asked  that,  after  the 
word  "chairman"  in  the  next  to  the  last  line, 
there  be  inserted  the  words  "except  where  the 
charter  otherwise  provides."  With  the  consent  of 
the  Conference,  Mr.  Clarke  accepted  this  sugges- 
tion. 

Thomas  D.  Ellis,  South  Georgia,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  449  by  inserting  after  the 
words  "District  Superintendents,"  at  the  end  of 
line  8,  the  words  "and  the  preacher  in  charge." 
The  motion  was  duly  seconded,  and  Dr.  Ellis  spoke 
to  the  motion.  This  was  accepted  by  the  Chair- 
man, there  being  no  objection  from  the  Confer- 
ence. 

Lewis  0.  Hartman,  New  England,  moved  the 
following  amendment  to  this  section  of  the  re- 
port: "That  the  legislation  of  this  whole  section 
shall  not  apply  in  the  territory  of  Central  Con- 
ferences or  Provisional  Central  Conferences." 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  Dr.  Hartman  spoke 
to  the  question.  This  amendment  was  accepted 
by  the  Chairman,  with  the  consent  of  the  Confer- 
ence. 

Benjamin  W.  Meeks,  Baltimore,  moved  that 
Paragraph  446,  with  a  slight  change  of  wording, 
be  added  to  Paragraph  438,  the  wording  to  be  as 
follows:  "When  a  charge  consists  of  two  or  more 
churches  located  in  different  places,  the  forego- 
ing provisions  shall  apply  to  each  church  with  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  though  it  were  a  separate 
charge." 

Dr.  Meeks  asked  the  Chairman  if  he  would  ac- 
cept this  amendment.  The  Chairman  said  "No." 
The  motion  of  Dr.  Meeks  was  duly  seconded,  and 
he  spoke  to  the  same. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
called  attention  to  the  words  "the  foregoing  pro- 
visions" and  their  proposed  place  at  the  heading 
of  this  Chapter.  Dr.  Meeks  then  changed,  with 
the  consent  of  his  second,  the  words  to  read 
"these  provisions." 

A.  Wesley  Pugh,  North  Indiana,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  446  by  adding  these  words: 
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Edward  E.  White,  Northwest  Texas,  moved  the 
pending  question.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed,  and  the  pending  question  was  ordered. 

The  amendment,  being  put  to  vote,  did  not  pre- 
vail. 

Alvis  S.  Bennett,  Kentucky,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraphs  451  and  454  by  changing  "ten  per 
cent"  to  "twenty  per  cent"  in  each  paragraph. 
The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  Dr.  Bennett 
spoke  to  the  question.  The  motion  did  not  pre- 
vail. 

D.  E.  Hinkle,  Tennessee,  moved  to  amend  Para- 
graph 442,  line  5,  by  striking  out  the  word  "con- 
trol," so  that  the  wording  would  be  "Trustees  of 
the  charge  shall  hold  and  manage,"  etc.  This  was 
accepted  by  the  Chairman,  there  being  no  objec- 
tion from  the  Conference. 

Walter  C.  Buckner,  Southern  California,  moved 
to  amend  Paragraph  442  by  adding  the  following : 
"The  Trustees  shall  not  prevent  or  interfere  with 
the  pastor  or  other  duly  authorized  ministers  of 
The  Methodist  Church  in  the  use  of  said  property 
for  religious  services  or  other  proper  meetings 
recognized  by  the  law  and  usage  of  The  Method- 
ist Church." 

The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Earl  G.  Hamlett,  Memphis,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  451  by  adding  after  the  words  "esti- 
mated cost,"  in  line  31,  the  following:  "except  in 
church  buildings  costing  less  than  $15,000  where 
only  thirty  per  cent  shall  be  required."  The  mo- 
tion being  duly  seconded,  Dr.  Hamlett  spoke  to 
the  question. 

Edmund  J.  Hammond,  Georgia,  spoke  against 
the  motion. 

M.  A.  Childers,  West  Texas,  moved  the  previous 
question.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed 
and  the  previous  question  was  ordered. 

Chairman  Clarke  not  desiring  to  speak.  Bishop 
Richardson  put  the  motion  on  the  Hamlett  amend- 
ment.    The  motion  did  not  prevail. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  amended.  For  re- 
port, see  Appendix,  "General  Standing  Commit- 
tees," page  512. 

Nolan  B.  Harmon,  Jr.,  Baltimore,  presented 
and  moved  that  the  following  resolution  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Rules :    - 
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Resolved,  That  no  amendment  to  the  repoi-t  of  the 
Standing-  Committees  shall  be  considered  by  this  Confer- 
ence unless  and  until  such  amendments  are  seconded  by 
at  least  ten  members  of  the  Conference. 

Nolan  B.  Harmon,  Jr., 
H.  H.  Sherman, 
Alp  M.  Landon. 
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The  motion  being  duly  seconded,  Dr.  Harmon 
spoke  to  the  matter  in  hand.  The  motion  to  refer, 
being  put,  prevailed. 

Orien  W.  Fifer,  Indiana,  under  a  question  of 
privilege,  moved  that  the  Com.mittee  on  Publish- 
ing Interests  prepare  a  suitable  memoir  and  trib- 
ute for  Dr.  Dan  B.  Brummitt  and  Dr.  Claudius  B. 
Spencer,  both  of  whom  had  worked  ardently  for 
the  cause  of  Church  Union,  and  that  the  memoirs 
be  presented  to  this  Conference  for  adoption  and 
have  a  place  in  its  Journal.  The  motion,  duly  sec- 
onded, prevailed. 

Frank  P.  Culver,  Central  Texas,  moved  that 
we  suspend  the  Rules  and  take  up  the  Calendar 
appearing  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  of  to- 
day.   The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Clarence  M.  Dannelly,  Alabama,  moved  that 
the  Conference  fix  Tuesday,  May  9,  1939,  as  the 
closing  date  of  its  deliberations.  The  motion  be- 
ing duly  seconded,  Mr.  Dannelly  spoke  to  the  ques- 
tion. 

Isaac  E.  Miller,  Ohio,  moved  that  the  matter  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  Elected  Chairmen, 
and  that  they  be  requested  to  report  to  the  body 
as  soon  as  possible.  The  motion  to  refer,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed. 

George  E.  Farrar,  Saint  Johns  River,  moved  to 
defer  action  on  Calendar  15,  Report  No.  3  of  the 
Committee  on  Superannuate  Support,  until  to- 
morrow, and  the  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Thomas  S.  Brock,  Nev/  Jersey,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  spoke  against  postponement. 

John  R.  Edwards,  Baltimore,  moved,  as  an 
amendment,  that  we  pass  over  all  printed  reports 
from  the  Committee  on  Publishing  Interests  and 
the  Committee  on  Superannuate  Support,  and  take 
up  the  other  reports  on  the  printed  Calendar.  Dr. 
Farrar  accepted  this  amendment.  The  motion, 
being  put,  did  not  prevail. 

Calendar  15,  Report  No.  3  of  the  Committee  on 
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Superannuate  Support,  entitled  "Ministers'  Re- 
serve Pension  Fund"  and  printed  on  pages  186- 
188  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  was  pre- 
sented by  Thomas  S.  Brock,  New  Jersey,  Chair- 
man, who  explained  its  provisions  and  moved  its 
adoption.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 
For  report,  see  Appendix,  "General  Standing 
Committees,"  page  648. 

George  W.  Henson,  Philadelphia,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Conferences,  moved  that  we  do 
now  take  up  Calendar  25,  Report  No.  5  of  the 
Committee  on  Conferences,  out  of  its  order.  The 
motion,  being  duly  seconded,  prevailed  by  more 
than  the  required  two-thirds  vote. 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  Henson,  Frank  W.  Court, 
Upper  Iowa,  Chairman  of  the  subcommittee 
which  prepared  this  particular  report,  came  to 
the  platform  to  assist  in  presenting  the  report. 
Dr.  Henson  explained  the  provisions  of  the  report 
and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion  was  duly 
seconded. 

Robert  G.  McCutchan,  Northwest  Indiana, 
moved  to  amend  Paragraph  178,  Article  2,  by 
making  the  Director  of  Music  a  member  of  the 
Quarterly  Conference,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
local  church,  provided  the  Director  of  Music  was 
a  member  of  The  Methodist  Church.  The  motion 
was  seconded.  Dr.  Court  explained  the  pro- 
visions of  the  paragraph.  The  motion,  being  put, 
did  not  prevail. 

Henry  Gilligan,  Maryland,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  181,  Article  1,  by  omitting  from  lines 
6  to  8  the  words,  "or  to  confirm  the  stewards  who 
have  been  elected  by  the  members  of  the  charge 
(Paragraph  434) ."  The  motion  was  duly  second- 
ed. 

L.  B.  Smith,  Maryland,  raised  the  point  of  or- 
der that  in  Section  X,  Article  II,  page  8,  Plan  of 
Union,  it  says  that  the  membership  of  the  Church 
should  have  the  right  to  elect  their  Church  of- 
ficers. The  Bishop  ruled  that  these  officers  elect- 
ed by  the  congregation  did  not  need  to  be  con- 
firmed, but  that  they  might  be. 

Dr.  Court  accepted  the  amendment  with  the 
consent  of  the  Conference. 

Henry  Gilligan,  Maryland,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  181,  Article  6,  by  striking  out  the  last 
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line,  which  reads  "where  the  Quarterly  Confer-        may  a 
ence  so  directs,"  and  inserting  "as  provided  in     ^'^™  ^^^ 
Article  2  of  this  paragraph."     The  motion  being       Moming 
duly  seconded,  Dr.  Gilligan  spoke  to  the  question,  '^°c<?^fg^n^"g 

Dr.  Court  spoke  against  its  adoption.    The  mo-     Report  no^^s 
tion  to  amend,  being  put,  did  not  prevail. 

Charles  MacCaughey,  Pacific  Northwest,  moved 
to  amend  Paragraph  181,  Article  6,  by  striking 
out  the  word  "annually"  in  the  first  line.  The 
motion  being  duly  seconded.  Dr.  MacCaughey 
spoke  to  it. 

Dr.  Court  stated  that  the  Committee  could  not 
accept  the  proposed  amendment. 

Paul  M.  Hillman,  Nebraska,  spoke  against  the 
amendment. 

Warren  Roberts,  South  Georgia,  moved  the 
previous  question  on  all  matters  before  the  Con- 
ference. The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed 
and  the  previous  question  was  ordered. 

Chairman  Brock  not  desiring  to  speak,  the  mo- 
tion was  put  on  the  amendment  of  Charles  Mac- 
Caughey, but  it  did  not  prevail.  The  report  was 
adopted.  For  report,  see  Appendix,  "General 
Standing  Committees,"  page  427. 

Daniel  L.   Marsh,   New  England,  moved  that  Announce- 
after  the  hearing  of  announcements  we  adjourn.      n»e"t3 
The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed.     Various  Adjournment 
announcements  were  made  and  the   Conference 
adjourned  with  the  benediction   pronounced  by 
Bishop  Jashwant  R.  Chitambar.

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Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  called  the  Conference 
to  order  at  8 :30  A.M.,  and  announced  that  Bishop 
Robert  E.  Jones  would  conduct  the  worship  serv-  Morning 
ice  and  Bishop  John  C.  Broomfield  would  bring  opening 
the  devotional  address  of  the  morning.  Bishop 
Broomfield  brought  a  timely  message  on  "Re- 
leasing God." 

At  9  A.M.  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  called  the 
business  session  to  order. 

The  Committee  on  Journal  reported.     The  re-   Journal 
port  was  adopted,  as  follows :

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Calendar  No.  18,  Report  No.  3  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Publishing  Interests,  printed  on  pages  189 
and  190  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  and  en- 
titled "Church  School  Publications,"  was  pre- 
sented by  Dr.  Garber,  who  requested  Dr.  Lang- 
dale  to  be  in  charge  of  the  report.  Dr.  Langdale 
explained  its  provisions. 

William  F.  Quillian,  South  Georgia,  moved  the 
following  addition  to  the  report,  the  amendment 
to  be  numbered  Section  9 :  "The  provisions  of 
Paragraph  1208  shall  not  apply  to  the  promo- 
tional materials  of  the  Division  of  Educational 
Institutions  or  of  the  Division  of  the  Local 
Church."  The  motion  being  duly  seconded.  Dr. 
Quillian  explained  its  import.  The  Chairman, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Conference,  accepted  the 
amendment. 

Frank  C.  Propert,  New  Jersey,  raised  a  ques- 
tion of  the  constitutionality  of  the  method  of  the 
election  of  the  Editor  of  Church  School  Publica- 
tions, and  moved  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary  for  consideration  and 
report.     The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  called  attention  to  the 
parliamentary  situation — namely,  the  adoption  of 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  motion,  duly 
seconded,  already  before  the  Conference — and  re- 
quested Brother  Propert  to  withhold  his  motion 
for  the  time  being.  Brother  Propert  agreed  to 
this. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  inquired  how 
the  new  Section  9  could  be  reconciled  with  Section 
3  of  the  report.  Dr.  Langdale  replied  that  the 
new  Section  9  had  to  do  with  "promotional"  ma- 
terial alone  and  not  "curriculum"  material  men- 
tioned in  Section  3.  This  explanation  was  satis- 
factory. 

Dr.  Marsh  raised  a  further  question  as  to  how 
the  rest  of  the  Committee  on  Curriculum  was  to 
be  constituted.  J.  Calloway  Robertson,  Virginia, 
being  recognized,  stated  that  the  matter  would  be 
taken  care  of  in  a  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Education. 

J.  Calloway  Robertson,  Virginia,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  1208,  Section  8,  by  inserting 
the  words  "without  vote"  after  the  words  "the 
privilege  of  the  floor,"  in  lines  7  and  14.     Dr. 
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Langdale,  with  the  consent  of  the  Conference,  ac- 
cepted this  amendment. 

Warren  Roberts,  South  Georgia,  moved  the 
previous  question.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed  and  the  previous  question  was  ordered. 

The  report  was  adopted.  For  report,  see  Ap- 
pendix, "General  Standing  Committees,"  page  635. 

Frank  C.  Propert,  New  Jersey,  moved  that  the 
question  of  the  method  of  the  election  of  the  Edi- 
tor of  Church  School  Publications,  found  in  Para- 
graph 1208,  Section  1,  of  the  report  just  adopted 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  for 
consideration  and  report  as  to  the  constitutional- 
ity of  the  method.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed. 

Calendar  No.  19,  Report  No.  4  of  the  Committee 
on  Publishing  Interests,  printed  on  page  190  of 
the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  entitled 
"Church  Press,"  was  presented  to  the  Conference 
by  Paul  N.  Garber,  who  moved  its  adoption,  and 
requested  Nolan  B.  Harmon,  Jr.,  Baltimore, 
Chairman  of  the  subcommittee  on  the  Church 
Press,  to  present  the  report.  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded.  Dr.  Harmon  explained  the  pro- 
visions of  the  report. 

The  time  of  recess  nearing,  motion  of  Elmer  E. 
Collins,  Montana  State,  duly  seconded,  prevailed 
extending  the  time  for  Dr.  Harmon  to  complete 
his  remarks. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  suggested  that 
the  word  "next,"  found  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fourth  line  in  the  fourth  paragraph,  be  stricken 
out.  This  suggestion  was  accepted  by  the  Chair- 
man, with  the  consent  of  the  Conference. 

The  report  was  then  adopted.  For  report,  see 
Appendix,  "General  Standing  Committees,"  page 
636. 

The  Conference  recessed  at  10 :31  A.M. 

At  10:41  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  called  the 
Conference  to  order. 

The  Conference  stood  and,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Dr.  James  R.  Houghton,  joined  in  singing 
the  first  verse  of  "Thus  far  the  Lord  hath  led  us 
on." 

The  Council  of  Bishops,  with  Bishop  Adna  W. 
Leonard  as  Precentor,  sang,  to  the  delight  of 
the  Conference,  the  Bishops'  song,  "Beloved,  we 
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are  now  the  sons  of  God."  The  Conference  rose 
and  applauded. 

Dr.  James  R.  Houghton  sang,  by  special  re- 
quest, "Open  the  Gates  of  the  Temple." 

Greorge  W.  Henson,  for  the  Committee  of  Elect- 
ed Chairman,  presented  the  following  report: 

1.  There  will  be  no  change  in  the  plan  of  morning  wor- 
ship. 

2.  Monday,  May  8.  Morning  session  at  8:30  o'clock; 
afternoon  session  at  2:15  o'clock;  a  Special  Order  of  the 
Day  at  4:30  P.M.;  Evening  session  at  7:45  o'clock  with  an 
address  by  Dr.  Albert  W.  Palmer,  President  of  the  Chicago 
Theological  Seminary. 

3.  Tuesday,  May  9.  Three  sessions  on  Monday.  Order 
of  the  Day  at  4:30  p.m.  to  have  the  scheduled  program 
"The  Negro  in  Methodism."  Evening  session  to  open  v.-ith 
a  twenty-minute  address  by  Dr.  Charles  W.  Welch,  Moder- 
ator of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  At  5:30  p.m.  celebration 
of  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  building  of  the 
First  Methodist  Church  of  the  world,  in  Exhibition  Hall. 

4.  Wednesday,  May  10.  Three  sessions  as  on  Monday 
and  Tuesday,  closing  with  the  Declaration  of  Union  Serv- 
ice, Wednesday  night,  with  suitable  devotions. 

Dr.  Henson,  for  the  Committee,  presented  the 
following  and  moved  its  adoption : 

The  Committee  of  Chaii'men  recommend  that  we  adopt 
the  program  as  announced  and  fix  adjournment  on  Wednes- 
day night  after  the  Declaration  of  Union  Service  and  clos- 
ing devotions. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  Henson,  Horace  G.  Smith, 
Rock  River,  William  A.  C.  Hughes,  Washington, 
and  Frederick  W.  Mueller,  Northeast  Ohio,  spoke 
to  the  report  of  the  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Henson,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  of 
Elected  Chairmen,  expressed  regret  that  in  the 
readjusted  program  no  suitable  place  could  be 
found  for  the  program  the  women  of  the  Church 
had  arranged,  and  that  they  had  graciously  with- 
drawn their  program. 

Thomas  S.  Brock,  New  Jersey,  Chairman,  re- 
quested common  consent  to  take  up  Calendar  No. 
21  now  instead  of  Calendar  No.  20,  both  being  re- 
ports from  the  Committee  on  Superannuate  Sup- 
port. 

Calendar  No.  21,  Report  No.  5  of  the  Committee 
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on  Superannuate  Support,  printed  on  page  191  of 
the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  entitled  "Sec- 
tion III,  Board  of  Conference  Claimants ;  Organi- 
zation and  Duties,"  was  presented  by  Dr.  Brock, 
who  explained  its  provisions  and  moved  its  adop- 
tion.    The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Fred  B.  Newell,  New  York  East,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  1314,  Section  2,  by  striking  out 
the  words  "effective  ministers  and  laymen  in  equal 
number,"  found  in  lines  3  and  4.  No  objection 
being  raised,  the  amendment  was  accepted  by  the 
Chairman. 

George  C.  French,  North  Texas,  raised  the 
question  about  the  method  of  the  creation  of  the 
Board.

The  motion  was 
duly  seconded. 

Arthur  M.  Wells,  Illinois,  moved  to  lay  this 
amendment  on  the  table.  The  Chair  ruled  the  mo- 
tion out  of  order. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
moved  the  previous  question.  The  motion,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed  and  the  previous  question 
was  ordered.

The  responsibility  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Missouri  Board  will 
be  for  the  moneys  that  come  from  the  churches  and  from 
the  Chartered  Fimd  and  the  dividends  or  produce  of  the 
Book  Concern,  and  such  other  moneys  that  may  come  into 
these  particular  Annual  Conferences.  Then,  all  those 
members  who  were  originally  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  for  which  this  $6,000,000  fund 
was  raised,  will,  in  addition,  receive  the  $2.13  for  service 
years  as  long  as  they  continue  to  be  annuitants  in  The 
Methodist  Church. 
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Thomas  A.  Stafford,  Northern  Minnesota,  made 
further  explanations  concerning  this  paragraph 
and  section.

Bishop  H.  Lester  Smith  announced  that  the 
Council  of  Bishops  had  appointed  a  committee  of 
their  number  to  arrange  the  ballot  for  the  Judicial 
Council  according  to  the  legislation  and  had 
named  Bishops  G.  Bromley  Oxnam,  Clare  Pur- 
cell,  and  James  H.  Straughn. 

George  C.  French,  North  Texas,  moved  that  the 
Order  of  the  Day  for  10  A.M.  on  Monday,  May  8, 
be  the  election  of  the  Members  of  the  Judicial 
Council.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 
Social  Creed  Lynu  Harold  Hough,  New  York  East,  on  a  ques- 
tion of  privilege  for  the  Conferencej  called  the 
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attention  of  the  body  to  the  fact  that  previous  ac-    ^   ^^^  ^ 
tion  had  set  apart  May  8,  for  the  consideration  of     '^^^'^" 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  and       ^<^^i^a 
Temporal  Economy  concerning  "A  Social  Creed 
for  United  Methodism,"  but  that  in  as  much  as  sociai  creed 
the  report  had  not  been  printed,  by  common  con- 
sent we  request  the  Committee  to  have  it  printed 
in  the  Daily  Advocate  of  Monday,   May  8,  for 
consideration  on  May  9.    This  action  v^^as  taken  by 
common  consent. 

G.  M.  Davenport,  North  Alabama,  moved  that  '"^"^J.^J^J.;, 
the  Conference  proceed  to  receive  nominations 
from  the  floor  for  membership  on  the  Judicial 
Council.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded.  Leslie 
J.  Lyons,  Missouri,  moved  to  amend  by  making 
the  matter  the  Order  of  the  Day  immediately  fol- 
lowing recess  this  morning.  Dr.  Davenport  ac- 
cepted the  amendment,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  Baltimore,  Chairman,  re- 
quested that  Report  No.  3  of  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary,  printed  on  page  258  of  the  Daily  Chris- 
tian Advocate,  be  taken  up.  By  common  consent 
this  was  done  and  the  Secretary  read  the  report.

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J.  W.  Mills,  Texas,  moved  the  previous  question. 
The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed  and  the  pre- 
vious question  was  ordered.

Frank  W.  Court,  Upper  Iowa,  moved  a  recon-

The  motion,  duly  sec- 
onded, prevailed.  The  Rules  were  suspended  and 
the  motion  of  George  W.  Henson  prevailed. 

J.  N.  R.  Score,  Central  Texas,  as  a  matter  of 
privilege,  presented  the  report  of  the  delegates  of 
the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  relative  to  Annual 
Conference  boundaries.  By  common  consent  the 
report  was  order  to  record.  For  report,  see  Ap- 
pendix, "Jurisdictions,"  page  863. 

L.  0.  Hartman,  New  England,  presented  the 
following  resolution  and  moved  its  reference  to 
the  Committee  on  Enabling  Acts  and  Legal 
Forms : 

Resolved,  That,  pending  appropriate  action  by  the  Gen- 
eral Conference,  the  Book  Committee  of  the  former  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  and  the  Publishing  Agents  of 
the  former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  shall  be 
given  joint  responsibility  in  securing  funds  for  Episcopal 
support  and  for  fixing  and  paying  the  salaries  and  allow- 
ances of  the  effective  Bishops  and  the  allowances  for  the 
retired  Bishops  and  the  widows  and  minor  children  of 
deceased  Bishops. 

The  motion  was  duly  seconded.  W.  F.  Bryan, 
Texas,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Member- 
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ship  and  Temporal  Economy,  stated  that  his  Com-        may  e 
mittee  had  this  matter  under  consideration  and  ei^eventhday 
would  bring  in  a  report  later. 

Dr.  Hartman  spoke  in  favor  of  his  motion  to 
refer.    The  motion  to  refer  was  adopted. 

A.  Wesley  Pugh,  North  Indiana,  raised  a  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  or  not  this  resolution  had  ref- 
erence to  all  the  Bishops,  including  those  who 
have  been  elected  Missionary  Bishops?  The  Chair 
replied  that  the  report  refers  to  "Episcopal  sup- 
port" and  includes  all  Bishops. 

Arba  Martin,  Ohio,  moved  to  reconsider  Cal-  Reconsider 
endar  No.  24,  Report  No.  3  of  the  Committee  on 
Membership  and  Temporal  Economy,  adopted 
May  5,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  number 
of  Trustees  in  an  Annual  Conference  and  moving 
an  amendment  thereto.  The  motion,  duly  sec- 
onded, did  not  prevail. 

Thomas  D.  Ellis,  South  Georgia,  presented  the   Reference 
following  resolutions  and  moved  their  reference 
to  the  Committee  on  Enabling  Acts  and  Legal 
Forms : 

Whereas,  it  is  necessary  at  all  times  to  safeguard  the 
titles  to  and  interest  in  the  property  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  local  and  general,  and  to  protect  the  interest  of 
the  various  organizations  of  said  Church  in  trust  and 
other  forms  of  holding  property;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  authorize  the  Bishops  of  the  Juris- 
dictional Conference  within  which  a  suit  or  suits  may  be 
brought,  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  proper  to  do  so,  to 
employ  competent  attorneys  to  defend  and  protect  the 
interests  of  The  Methodist  Church,  local  and  general,  in 
such  property  and  to  cause  such  suit  or  suits  to  be  brought 
as  may  in  their  judgment  be  necessary  to  protect  the 
interests  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

If  an  emergency  arises  and  it  appears  to  one  of  the 
Bishops  that  action  should  be  taken  quickly,  he  may  do  so 
until  the  opinion  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference may  be  obtained.  In  such  case  or  cases,  the  ex- 
pense of  such  litigation  and  such  employment  of  at- 
torneys, properly  payable  by  the  Church,  shall  be  paid 
out  of  such  general  fund  as  may  be  provided  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  the  General  Confei'ence,  or  from  such 
fund  or  funds  as  may  be  designated  by  the  General  Con- 
ference for  the  purpose. 

The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Edgar  R.  Heckman,  Central  Pennsylvania,  one   Reconsider 
of  the  Associate  Secretaries,  under  a  question  of 
privilege,  in  behalf  of  the  Secretarial  Staff,  pre- 
sented the  following: 
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Eleventh  Day  on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy,  was  being  con- 
sidered on  May  2,  it  was  stated  that  "class  or  unit  leaders" 
were  not  to  be  included  in  the  membership  of  the  Official 
Board,  according  to  Paragraph  430,  so  that  the  Board 
might  not  be  too  large. 

Later,  Robert  G.  McCutchan,  Northwest  Indiana,  at- 
tempted to  secure  adoption  of  a  resolution  to  include  the 
Director  of  Music  as  a  member  of  the  Official  Board. 

Oscar  T.  Olson,  Northeast  Ohio,  offered  an  amendment 
to  amend  Paragraph  430  as  follows:  "and  where  desired, 
the  Director  of  Music." 

None  of  the  Secretarial  Staff  understood  the  motion  to 
include  the  words  "the  leaders"  to  be  inserted  after  the 
word  "Stewards"  in  the  fifth  line  of  Paragraph  430  as 
appears  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  in  charge  of  this 
Report  accepted  the  suggestion  relative  to  "director  of 
music,"  but  had  no  knowledge  of  having  accepted  the 
words  "the  leaders." 

The  Committee  on  the  Journal  also,  from  their  notes, 
did  not  have  this  item. 

It  is  therefore  asked  by  common  consent  that  this  be 
inserted  by  the  Committee  on  the  Journal. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  moved  that  we 
reconsider  Calendar  No.  7,  Report  No.  1  of  the 
Committee  on  Membership  and  Temporal  Econ- 
omy, that  these  words  might  be  included. 

W.  F.  Bryan,  Texas,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy, 
approved  the  statement  just  made  so  far  as  the 
Committee  was  concerned. 

The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  then  moved 
that  the  words  be  inserted. 

Oscar  T.  Olson,  Northeast  Ohio,  explained  that 
he  had  submitted  his  amendment  in  writing,  and 
that  the  record  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate 
was  correct. 

Arthur  A.  Callaghan,  Maine,  inquired  whether 
the  term  "the  leaders"  was  meant  to  include 
"Class  Leaders  or  Unit  Leaders."  Dr.  Olson 
stated  that  his  amendment  included  both. 

The  motion  of  Dr.  Marsh,  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed.   The  report  was  then  adopted,  as  amended.

Ernest  W.  Peterson,  Oregon,  presented  the  fol-  ^'^f,"^^  "^'"^ 
lowing  and  moved  its  reference  to  the  Committee 
on  Missions : 

A  few  months  ago  American  Methodism  lost  from  her 
midst  Dr.  Clarence  True  Wilson,  militant  foe  of  alcohol 
and  all  forms  of  unrighteousness. 

I  move  that  the  General  Standing  Committee  on  Mis- 
sions, to  which  has  been  referred  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  temperance  work  of  the  Church,  be  requested  to 
prepare  a  suitable  memoir  and  tribute  concerning  the 
late  Dr.  Clarence  True  Wilson,  for  over  a  quarter  of  a 
century  the  militant  leader  of  the  temperance  forces  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  for  adoption  by  this 
Uniting  Conference  and  publication  in  the  Journal. 

The  motion  duly  seconded  prevailed. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
presented  an  amendment  to  Standing  Rule  31  and 
also  a  resolution  as  to  a  uniform  term  to  be  used 
in  addressing  the  Chair.  Motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed  that  these  be  referred,  without  reading, 
to  the  Committee  on  Rules  for  their  consideration 
and  report. 

W.  F.  Dunkle,  Florida,  presented  the  following 
and  moved  its  reference  to  the  Committee  on  En- 
abling Acts  and  Legal  Forms : 

Whereas  the  Plan  of  Union  under  the  caption  of 
Procedure  in  Article  VI  says,  "All  Annual  Conferences 
of  the  three  Churches  shall  retain  their  existing  status 
until  by  the  action  of  the  Uniting  Conference  it  shall  be 
determined  otherwise,"  and  whereas  the  boundaries  of 
some  Annual  Conferences  have  been  changed  by  the 
creating  of  Jurisdictions  and  others  may  be  changed  here 
by  the  delegates  from  the  several  Jurisdictions  as  provided 
in  Article  VIII  of  the  Plan  of  Union;  and  whereas  these 
changes  may  produce  some  confusion  as  to  the  status  of 
the  Conferences  thus  affected;  therefore  be  it 
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Resolved  and  Enacted  by  the  Uniting  Ccniference: 

1.  That  Annual  Conferences  of  The  Methodist  Church 
from  and  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Uniting  Conference 
shall  be  those  named  in  the  Discipline  with  such  powers 
and  duties  and  bounds  as  described  in  the  Discipline ; 

2.  That  any  Annual  Conference  which  existed  at  the 
time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Uniting  Conference  may  have 
one  or  more  sessions  to  finish  its  business  and  arrange  for 
the  corporate  and  institutional  areas. 

The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Calendar  No,  26,  Report  No.  5  of  the  Committee 
on  Publishing  Interests,  printed  on  page  221  of 
the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  entitled  "Pub- 
lishing Agents,"  was  presented  by  Paul  N.  Gar- 
ber,  Western  North  Carolina,  Chairman,  who 
stated  that  there  would  be  no  increase  in  overhead 
in  the  adoption  of  the  report.  Dr.  Garber  re- 
quested Charles  C.  Jarrell,  North  Georgia,  Chair- 
man of  the  Subcommittee  on  Administration  of 
the  General  Committee,  to  explain  the  report. 
Dr,  Jarrell  explained  the  report  and  moved  its 
adoption.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed.

Calendar  No.  28,  Report  No.  4  of  the  Committee 
on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy,  printed 
on  pages  221  and  222  of  the  Daily  Christian  Ad- 
vocate, and  entitled  "Board  of  Lay  Activities," 
was  presented  by  W.  F.  Bryan,  Texas,  Chairman, 
who  stated  that  the  overhead  would  be  increased 
because  provision  is  made  in  the  report  for  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  to  have  Secretaries  of  Lay 
Activities.  Dr.  Bryan  requested  Edgar  T.  Welch, 
Erie,  to  present  the  report.

be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  that 
they  may  report  to  us  their  opinion  as  to  whether 
or  not  that  paragraph  as  amended  is  unconstitu- 
tional.   The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Calendar  No.  29,  Report  No.  5  of  the  Committee 
on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration,  printed 
on  pages  222  to  228  inclusive  of  the  Daily  Chris- 
tian Advocate  and  entitled  "Offenses  for  Which  a 
Bishop  or  a  Traveling  Preacher  May  Be  Tried," 
was  taken  up  for  consideration.  Orien  W.  Fifer, 
Indiana,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  requested 
Francis  R.  Bayley,  Baltimore,  Chairman  of  the 
subcommittee  having  in  charge  the  preparation 
of  this  Report,  to  present  it  to  the  Conference. 
Dr.  Bayley  requested  M.  A.  Childers,  West  Texas, 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  subcommittee,  to  assist  him. 
Dr.  Bayley  explained  the  revisions  of  the  report 
and  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  provision 
was  included  for  the  trial  of  a  Missionary  Bishop, 
but  that  this  would  be  covered  by  locating  men  in 
Jurisdictions  who  are  in  service  in  the  foreign 
field,  and  therefore  they  would  be  amenable  to 
the  Jurisdictional  Conferences.

used  today  and  brought  to  the  Uniting  Conference 
by  S.  S.  McKenney,  Texas  Conference  of  the  form- 
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er  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  a 
brother  of  W.  G.  McKenney.  The  motion,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed. 

The  following  resolution,  presented  by  Ralph 
E.  Diffendorfer,  Rock  River,  was,  on  his  motion, 
duly  seconded,  adopted : 

GREETINGS  TO  EUROPEAN  METHODISTS 

The  Uniting  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  con- 
vened in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  U.  S.  A.,  on  April  26,  1939, 
sends  fraternal  greetings  to  our  brethren  in  Europe. 
Through  your  representatives  who  are  to  assemble  in 
Copenhagen,  Denmark,  for  fellowship  and  the  discussion 
of  matters  of  mutual  concern,  we  assure  you  of  our  con- 
tinued love  and  co-operation  as  a  part  of  our  world-wide 
Methodism. 

We  commend  to  you  the  spirit  of  unity — the  Christ 
which  dominates  our  present  assembly.  We  pray  that  the 
blessing  of  God  and  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  be 
yours  to  the  end  and  that  your  respective  lands  and  the 
entire  Continent  of  Europe  may  be  led  to  accept  the  Gos- 
pel of  Christ  as  the  only  sure  hope  of  peace  and  salvation 
for  all  men  and  nations. 

Leslie  R.  Burgum,  North  Dakota,  presented  the 
following  resolution : 

I  move  that  the  last  Thursday  of  November  in  this 
present  year  be  made  a  day  of  Thanksgiving  to  God 
throughout  The  Methodist  Church  for  the  perfecting  of 
the  union  we  now  enjoy,  and  that  the  various  agencies  of 
our  Church  co-operate  in  such  observance;  and  that,  since 
this  year  marks  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  the  issuance  of  the  first  Thanksgiving  Day  Proclamation 
by  George  Washington  in  the  month  of  November,  1789, 
then  to  a  new  nation  and  to  a  new  Church,  pai'ticular  at- 
tention be  paid  to  the  content  of  that  message  and  to  its 
value  for  a  people  who  seek  to  make  vital  religion  effec- 
tive in  our  national  life. 

The  motion  being  duly  seconded.  Dr.  Burgum 
spoke  to  the  question.    The  motion  prevailed. 

George  C.  French,  North  Texas,  moved  the  fol- 
lowing : 

I  move  that  we  do  now  refer  the  question  of  studying 
the  written  Constitutions  now  found  in  the  Disciplines  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Church  to  a  special  committee,  with  instructions 
to  report  to  this  Conference,  for  its  consideration  not  later 
than  11  A.M.,  Tuesday,  May  9,  1939;  and  that  said  Special 
Committee  be  composed  as  follows: 

One  clerical  and  one  lay  representative  to  be  elected  by 
and  from  the  delegates  from  the  various  Annual  Confer- 
ences now  composing  our  Jurisdictional  and  Central  Con- 
ferences. 
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The  motion  was  duly  seconded.  Thomas  D.  El- 
lis, South  Georgia,  moved  its  reference  to  the 
Business  Committee.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed. 

Motion  of  Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed  that  we  do  now  take  up  the 
Calendar. 

John  B.  F.  Yoak,  Jr.,  Western  Virginia,  Calen- 
dar Secretary,  moved  that  Calendar  No.  43,  Re- 
port No.  6  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  and 
Temporal  Economy,  and  Calendar  No.  52,  Report 
No.  11  of  the  Committee  on  Conferences,  be  re- 
ferred back  to  their  respective  Committees,  as 
both  reports  had  been  inadvertently  passed  with- 
out a  quorum  being  present,  and  that  the  Reports 
retain  their  place  on  the  Calendar.  The  motion, 
duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Orien  W.  Fifer,  Indiana,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration, 
moved  that  Calendar  No.  61,  Report  No.  12  of  the 
Committee,  printed  on  page  311  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate,  exchange  places  on  the  Cal- 
endar with  Calendar  No.  30,  Report  No.  6  of  the 
same  Committee,  printed  on  page  228  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate,  as  this  exchange  of  reports 
would  expedite  the  business  of  the  Conference. 
The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed  by  more 
than  the  two-thirds  majority. 

Dr.  Fifer  then  presented  Calendar  No.  61,  Re- 
port No.  12  of  the  Committee  on  Ministry  and 
Judicial  Administration,  and  requested  that  the 
Conference  give  common  consent  for  the  follow- 
ing changes  before  the  report  was  read  by  the 
Secretary.  The  Conference,  by  common  consent, 
separately  approved  the  following  changes :  Omit 
the  third  paragraph,  which  is  in  parentheses,  and 
starts  with  the  word  "Suggestion" ;  at  the  close  of 
Section  3  strike  out  the  last  sentence,  which  reads 
as  follows:  "Said  Bishops  shall  have  their  rela- 
tion to  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  in  the 
United  States."  In  Section  4  let  the  last  line  read, 
"already  fixed  by  the  Uniting  Conference."  Re- 
arrange the  paragraphs,  letting  Section  5  follow 
Section  1,  becoming  Section  2;  Section  4  should 
be  Section  3;  Section  3  should  be  Section  4;  and 
Section  2  should  be  Section  5. 

Dr.  Fifer  then  explained  the  provisions  of  the 
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report  and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded. 

Ralph  E.  Diffendorfer,  Rock  River,  asked  a 
question  relative  to  Sections  6  and  7  as  to  whether 
their  adoption  would  mean  that  we  are  perma- 
nently adopting  the  policy  of  Missionary  Bishops. 
Dr.  Fifer  answered  in  the  negative. 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  Baltimore,  being  recognized, 
stated:  "I  do  not  so  understand  that  this  com- 
mits us  to  a  permanent  policy  of  the  Missionary 
Bishops:  but  these  two  sections,  it  seems  to  me, 
are  absolutely  necessary  for  this  ad  interim 
period." 

Motion  of  John  F.  Baggett,  Tennessee,  duly  sec- 
onded, prevailed  that  the  time  be  extended  to 
complete  the  pending  matters,  as  the  Order  of 
the  Day  was  near  at  hand. 

A.  Wesley  Pugh,  North  Indiana,  stated,  as  the 
author  of  Sections  6  and  7,  that  they  were  adopted 
in  the  committee  meeting  with  the  understanding 
that  they  would  become  a  special  section  in  the 
chapter  on  Episcopacy.  Dr.  Fifer  concurred  in 
the  statement  and  asked  common  consent  of  the 
Conference  for  the  Editors  of  the  Discipline  to 
allocate  Sections  6  and  7  properly.  Common  con- 
sent was  granted. 

Arlo  A.  Brown,  Newark,  moved  the  pending 
question.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed 
and  the  pending  question  was  ordered. 

Dr.  Fifer  requested  that  the  words  "not  in- 
cluded in  Central  Conferences,"  in  lines  5  and  6 
of  Section  3,  be  stricken  out.  This  was  done  by 
common  consent. 

The  Report  was  then  adopted.  For  report,  see 
Appendix,  "General  Standing  Committees,"  page 
497. 

Leslie  J.  Lyons,  Missouri,  moved  that  the  tem- 
perance address  of  Bishop  Edwin  H.  Hughes,  de- 
livered yesterday  afternoon,  be  printed  in  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate.  The  motion,  duly  sec- 
onded, prevailed. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  having  arrived,  the  Con- 
ference proceeded  to  the  election  of  members  of 
the  Judicial  Council.  The  Secretary  explained  the 
method  of  taking  the  vote  and  assigned  the  tellers 
to  their  stations  at  the  request  of  John  J.  Bunting, 
Wilmington,  Secretary  of  Ballots  and  Tellers. 
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Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  moved  that  a       ^^'^  ^ 
majority  vote  be  required  for  election.     The  mo-   twelfth  day 
tion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed.  Morning 

George  C.  French,  North  Texas,  moved  that  no   Election  of 
ballot  be  counted  as  legal  that  has  fewer  or  more      ^e'"ju'diciai 
than  the  number  called  for  upon  that  particular      council 
ballot.    The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Gideon  I.  Humphreys,  Maryland,  being  recog- 
nized, requested  permission  to  withdraw  his  name 
from  the  list  of  nominees.  This  was  granted  by 
common  consent. 

Frank  W.  Court,  Upper  Iowa,  moved  that  the 
delegates  who  are  prevented  from  being  present 
on  account  of  illness  be  allowed  the  right  to  vote. 
There  was  no  second  to  this  motion. 

Carl  K.  Mahoney,  Pacific  Northwest,  being  rec- 
ognized, asked  permission  to  withdraw  his  name 
from  the  list  of  nominees.  This  was  granted  by 
common  consent. 

Arthur  A.  Callaghan,  Maine,  raised  the  question 
if  any  mark  appearing  against  the  name  of  a 
nominee  would  be  valid. 

Ralph  E.  Diffendorfer,  Rock  River,  moved  that 
the  mark  be  an  X.  The  motion  was  duly  second- 
ed. 

Fred  D.  Stone,  Rock  River,  moved  as  an  amend- 
ment that  any  mark  clearly  indicating  the  voter's 
choice  would  be  valid.  Dr.  Diffendorfer  and  his 
second  accepted  the  amendment,  and  the  motion 
prevailed. 

The  ballot  was  spread,  the  vote  taken  and  de- 
clared officially  closed,  and  the  Tellers  retired  to 
determine  the  results,  under  the  supervision  of 
John  J.  Bunting,  Wilmington,  Secretary  of  Bal- 
lots and  Tellers.

Morning  The  Blshop  declared  the  Conference  to  be  in 

recess. 

Bishop  A.  Frank  Smith  called  the  Conference 
to  order  at  10:40  a.m. 

Dr.  James  R.  Houghton  presented  Bishop 
Charles  L.  Mead  to  the  Conference.  Bishop  Mead 
in  turn  presented  the  Kansas  Wesleyan  tlniver- 
sity  Harmonic  Choir  of  Salina,  Kansas.  Under 
the  leadership  of  Dr.  Leon  A.  Wilgus  the  Choir 
rendered  three  beautiful  selections.  Bishop  Smith, 
for  the  Conference,  thanked  Dr.  Wilgus  and  the 
Choir  for  their  contribution  to  the  work  of  the 
Uniting  Conference. 
Introductions  Joseph  M.  M.  Gray,  Detroit,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Courtesies,  Privileges,  and  Intro- 
ductions, presented  Bishop  Charles  L.  Mead, 
Chairman  of  the  Local  Committee  on  Entertain- 
ment of  the  Uniting  Conference,  in  order  that 
Bishop  Mead  might  present  his  co-workers  who 
had  so  efficiently  provided  for  the  welfare  of  the 
delegates  and  visitors  attending  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference.

J.  W.  Perry,  Holston,  President  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South ;  Mrs.  W.  H.  C.  Goode,  Ohio,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church ;  Mrs.  Thomas 
Nicholson,  Upper  Iowa,  President  of  the  Woman's

Dr.  Gray  next  introduced  the  Right  Reverend 
Robert  Nelson  Spencer,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
West  Missouri,  and  the  Very  Reverend  Claude  W.

He  now 
moved  that  the  subject  matter  of  Paragraph  1208, 
Section  1,  Calendar  No.  18,  Report  No.  3  of  the 
Committee  on  Publishing  Interests,  printed  on 
page  189  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Publishing  Interests, 
in  order  that  they  might  present  another  section 
within  the  limits  of  the  Plan  of  Union.  The  mo- 
tion, duly  seconded,  prevailed. 
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Frank  C.  Propert,  New  Jersey,  moved  that 
Twelfth  Day  amended  Paragraph  604,  Calendar  No.  28,  Report 
No.  4  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  and  Tem- 
poral Economy,  printed  on  page  221  of  the  Daily 
Christiayi  Advocate,  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy  for  re- 
statement in  the  light  of  Report  No.  5  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed. 

Certain  papers  on  the  Secretary's  desk  were  re- 
ferred, by  common  consent,  to  the  Committee  of 
Reference. 

W.  F.  Dunkle,  Florida,  presented  the  following, 
which,  on  his  motion,  duly  seconded,  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Enabling  Acts  and 
Legal  Forms:

Thomas  S.  Brock,  New  Jersey,  Chairman,  pre- 
sented Calendar  No.  34,  Report  No.  7  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Superannuate  Support,  printed  on  pages 
252  and  256  inclusive  in  the  Daily  Christian  Ad- 
vocate and  entitled  "Regulations  for  the  Terri- 
tory of  the  Illinois  Corporation."  Dr.  Brock  re- 
quested Thomas  A.  Stafford,  Northern  Minnesota, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Illinois  Corporation, 
to  come  to  the  platform  and  assist  in  the  presen- 
tation of  the  report.  Dr.  Brock  called  attention 
to  typographical  errors  as  follows :  The  word  "ap- 
pointment" should  read  "apportionment";  the 
word  "cash"  before  the  word  "salary"  should  be 
deleted;  in  the  twentieth  line  of  Paragraph  1319 
(1)  the  word  "before"  should  read  "after."  Dr. 
Brock  explained  the  provisions  of  the  report  and 
requested  common  consent  to  make  the  following 
corrections:  Article  V,  Paragraph  1319  (1),  af- 
ter the  word  "Elder"  in  the  ninth  line,  add  the 
words  "or  President  of  a  Methodist  Protestant 
Conference."  Article  IX,  Paragraph  1323,  Sec- 
tion 5:  Add  after  the  word  "Conference"  in  the 
first  line  the  following  words:  "Claimants  may 
apportion  annually  to."  Article  XIII,  Paragraph 
1327:  Add  Section  2,  which  was  passed  unani- 
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mouslj^  by  the  Committee  but  does  not  appear  in 
the  printed  report,  and  is  as  follows: 

Para^aph  1327,  Section  2.  Annual  Conferences  may 
file  with  other  Conferences  claims  against  members,  whose 
membership  has  been  changed  by  transfer,  who  have  such 
unpaid  assessments  and  pledges  for  Conference  Claimants' 
causes  and  funds.  Boards  of  Conference  Claimants  for 
which  claims  are  filed  shall  collect  the  same  on  retire- 
ment of  members. 

Common  consent  was  granted  for  these  correc- 
tions. Dr.  Brock  then  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
report. 

William  F.  Quillian,  South  Georgia,  asked  an 
explanation  of  the  fourth  paragraph  of  Article 
XXIII.  Dr.  Brock  replied  that  Article  XXIII 
was  simply  added  as  a  matter  of  reference,  be- 
cause it  represented  judicial  decisions,  and  stated 
that  the  committee  had  nothing  to  do  with  Article 
XXIII. 

George  C.  French,  North  Texas,  asked  if  there 
would  be  any  objection  to  substituting  the  words 
"Board  of  Conference  Claimants"  for  the  words 
"Conference  Stewards."  Dr.  Brock  replied  that 
that  was  purely  an  editorial  matter  and  that  the 
commitee  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  judicial  de- 
cisions. 

The  report  was  adopted.  For  report,  see  Ap- 
pendix, "General  Standing  Committees,"  page  662. 

W.  C.  Perkins,  Pittsburgh,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  and  moved  its  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  the  reports  that  have  been  adopted  by 
this  Conference  in  which  the  method  of  election  of  any 
Secretary  or  other  officers  may  be  in  question  on  the  basis 
of  the  constitutionality  of  the  procedui'e  provided,  be  now 
referred  to  the  Cominittee  on  Judiciary  for  their  consider- 
ation and  report  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the  election 
provisions  set  up  in  these  reports." 

Paul  Quillian,  Texas,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Education,  raised  the  point  of  order  that 
before  this  resolution  could  be  considered,  the 
proper  procedure  would  be  to  move  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  Report  No.  1  of  the  Committee  of  Educa- 
tion, which  was  adopted  May  3,  1939,  as  in  the 
adoption  of  this  Report  the  matter  of  the  consti- 
tutionality of  elections  was  called  into  question, 
and  that  the  Chair  had  ruled  upon  it  and  the  de- 
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cision  was  so  recorded  in  the  Journal  of  the  Unit- 
ing Conference.  The  point  of  order  was  sus- 
tained by  the  Chair  and  the  resolution  was  not 
adopted. 

Paul  Quillian,  Texas,  Chairman,  presented  Cal- 
endar No.  35,  Report  No.  5  of  the  Committee  on 
Education,  printed  on  page  256  of  the  Daily  Chris- 
tian Advocate  and  entitled  "Enabling  Act,"  and 
requested  common  consent  to  strike  out  the  last 
sentence  beginning  "The  Commission  is  given, 
etc."  This  was  granted  by  common  consent.  Mo- 
tion of  Dr.  Quillian,  duly  seconded,  prevailed 
adopting  the  report.  For  report,  see  Appendix, 
"General  Standing  Committees,"  page  602. 

Orien  W.  Fifer,  Indiana,  Chairman,  presented 
Calendar  No.  36,  Report  No.  7  of  the  Committee 
on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration,  printed 
on  page  256  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and 
entitled  "The  Episcopacy — Duties,  Powers,  and 
Limitations."  Dr.  Fifer  asked  common  consent  to 
make  the  following  corrections :  In  Paragraph 
204,  Section  1,  the  word  "delegation"  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fifth  line  should  be  "declaration." 
In  Section  3,  Paragraph  204,  strike  out  the  words 
"not  included  in  Central  Conferences"  found  in 
lines  nine  and  ten.  Paragraph  205,  Section  4,  the 
word  "permit"  at  the  end  of  the  first  line  should 
be  "appoint."  By  common  consent  this  was  done. 
Dr.  Fifer  then  explained  the  provisions  of  the  re- 
port and  moved  its  adoption. 

Leslie  R.  Burgum,  North  Dakota,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  204,  Section  3,  by  substituting, 
at  the  end  of  line  four,  the  word  "four"  for  the 
word  "six" ;  at  the  beginning  of  line  six  substitute 
the  word  "four"  for  the  word  "six"  and  in  the 
same  line  substitute  the  word  "eight"  for  the  word 
"nine."  The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  Dr. 
Burgum  spoke  to  the  question. 

Harold  Paul  Sloan,  New  Jersey,  spoke  against 
the  amendment. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
moved  the  pending  question.  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded. 

A  division  of  the  vote  being  called  for,  a  count 
vote  was  had  and  resulted  as  follows :  Total  vote 
cast,  778 ;  necessary  to  order  the  pending  ques^ 
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M^Y  8       tion,  518;  for  the  pending  question,  547;  against 
Twelfth  Day  the  pending  question  231. 
Morning  Thc  pending  question  being  ordered,  Dr.  Fifer, 

Chairman,  closed  the  debate  for  the  committee. 
The  amendment  was  not  adopted. 
Committee  on  Disston  W,  Jacobs,  Wilmington,  moved  to 
id' Judicial  amend  Section  5  of  Paragraph  204  by  substitut- 
ing the  word  "three-fourths"  for  the  word  "two- 
thirds"  in  the  third  line.  The  motion  was  duly- 
seconded  and  Dr.  Jacobs  spoke  to  the  question. 
The  amendment  did  not  prevail. 

The  report  was  then  adopted.  For  report,  see 
Appendix,  "General  Standing  Committees,"  page 
487. 

Elmer  E.  Collins,  Montana  State,  moved  that 
after  the  necessary  announcements  the  Conference 
adjourn.    The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

After  various  announcements  the  Conference 
adjourned  with  the  benediction  pronounced  by 
Bishop  Edwin  H.  Hughes.

Bishop  H.  Lester  Smith  called  the  Conference 
to  order  at  2:15  P.M.  The  Conference  stood  and 
joined  in  singing  Hymn  147,  "Ask  Ye  What  Great 
Thing  I  Know." 

At  the  request  of  Bishop  H.  Lester  Smith,  Jesse 
Swank,  of  the  Ohio  Conference,  led  the  Conference 
in  prayer. 

Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  was  recognized  for  a 
question  of  privilege.  Representing  the  Council 
of  Bishops,  Bishop  Moore  introduced  Rev.  Dr. 
Kyugoro  Obata,  Fraternal  Delegate  of  the  Japan 
Methodist  Church. 

The  Secretary  read  the  credentials  of  Dr. 
Obata,  as  follows:

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  We,  j'our  daughter  Church 
across  the  Western  Sea,  the  Japan  Methodist  Church,  send 
you  our  affectionate  and  prayerful  greetings. 

This  message  will  be  conveyed  to  you  by  our  brother, 
Rev.  Kyugoro  Obata,  M.A.,  D.D.,  L.L.D.,  who  v/as  edu- 
cated in  your  schools  and  served  in  your  pulpits  before  he 
returned  to  work  among  us  here.  We  desire  him  to 
express  to  you  our  gratitude  for  the  devoted  service  you 
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have  rendei-ed  our  land  in  helping  to  lay  the  foundations 
of  the  King-dom  of  God.  With  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  it  is  a  story  of  sixty-six  years  of  devoted  service;

You  may  be  sure  that  we,  members  of  the  Japan  Method- 
ist Church,  your  children  in  the  faith,  are  praying  that 
God's  richest  blessing  may  be  granted  you  in  this  Uniting 
Conference,  and  that  His  benediction  may  rest  upon  your 
great  United  Church  as  it  goes  forth  to  do  even  a  more 
glorious  work  for  Him.

At  the  close  of  Dr.  Obata's  address  the  Confer- 
ence stood  and  applauded. 

Dr.  Obata  brought  to  the  Conference  greetings 
from  the  National  Christian  Council  of  Japan, 
the  East  Annual  Conference  and  the  West  Annu- 
al Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  Japan. 

Arthur  A.  Callaghan,  Maine,  Chairman  of  the  Privilege 
Committee  on  Enabling  Acts  and  Legal  Forms, 
stated  that  it  was  necessary  for  the  Committee  to 
meet  immediately  in  their  room  and  requested 
that  ballots  for  the  election  of  members  of  the 
Judicial  Council  be  sent  to  their  room  that  they 
might  vote.  This  request  was  granted  by  the 
Conference,  by  common  consent. 

Motion  of  Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed  that  the  Rules  be  suspended 
to  receive  the  results  of  the  first  ballot  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Judicial  Council,  and  take  another 
ballot,  if  necessary,  before  proceeding  with  the 
regular  order  of  business. 

By  common  consent  blank  ballots  were  dis- 
tributed to  the  delegates  that  they  might  check  the 
results  of  the  first  ballot.  The  Chair  announced 
that  W.  0.  Wiseman,  Tennessee,  was  now  serving 
as  Teller  in  place  of  W.  0.  Batts,  Tennessee. 
Blank  ballots  were  also  sent  to  the  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Enabling  Acts  and  Legal  Forms, 
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and  the  Sub-subcommittee  on  Episcopal  assign- 
TwELFTH  Day  ixients,  as  previously  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

The  results  of  the  first  ballot  were  announced 
by  the  Chair,  as  follows:

Earl  R.  Brown,  Northeast  Ohio,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Credentials,  was  recognized  and 
stated  that  the  Committee  had  many  requests  for 
courtesy  seatings  for  only  one  session  of  the  three 
sessions  now  being  held  daily,  but  the  Committee 
felt  that,  in  view  of  the  previous  action  of  the 
Conference,  they  had  no  authority  to  take  such 
action  unless  the  Conference  authorized  the  same, 
and  that  the  Committee  was  willing  to  do  the 
extra  work  entailed.  By  common  consent  the 
courtesy  seatings  for  one  session  only  were 
ordered  by  the  Uniting  Conference.

formation  of  the  Episcopal  Areas  within  its  Jurisdiction. 

Elmer  E.  Collins,  Montana  State,  spoke  against 
the  amendment. 
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Lynn  Harold  Hough,  New  York  East,  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  amendment. 

Leslie  J.  Lyons,  Missouri,  inquired  whether  or 
not  the  action  of  the  Committee  would  be  final  or 
will  it  report  back  for  the  approval  of  the  Juris- 
dictional Conference? 

Dr.  Henson  replied  that  it  was  the  thought  to 
have  the  Committee  report  back  to  the  body,  but 
was  not  so  specified  in  the  paragraph,  and  could 
be  easily  written  in. 

Frank  S.  Hickman,  North  Carolina,  spoke  to 
the  pending  matter  opposing  the  amendment. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  stated  that  in 
the  light  of  Dr.  Henson's  reply  to  Judge  Lyons 
the  printed  Paragraph  128  should  state  that  the 
Committee  should  report  its  recommendation  to 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference  for  such  action  as  it 
desired  to  take.  Dr.  Hickman  accepted  this  sug- 
gestion for  the  Committee,  and  Dr.  Henson  said 
it  would  appear  in  the  following  words :  "The 
Committee  shall  report  their  recommendations  to 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference  for  final  action." 

Thomas  S.  Brock,  New  Jersey,  asked  how  this 
report  could  be  harmonized  with  Calendar  No.  61, 
Report  No.  12  of  the  Committee  on  Ministry  and 
Judicial  Administration,  adopted  this  morning. 

The  Chair  replied  that  they  do  not  harmonize. 

Dr.  Fifer  spoke  to  his  amendment  saying  it 
would  harmonize  both  reports. 

John  R.  Kenney,  Pacific,  raised  the  point  of 
order  that  Dr.  Fifer  was  arguing  the  question  and 
the  Chair  ruled  the  point  well  taken. 

The  Fifer  amendment,  duly  seconded,  was 
adopted. 

Harry  Van  Antwerp,  Troy,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  134  by  adding  the  following  words: 
"but  this  shall  not  be  done  without  the  consent  of 
the  Conferences  affected."  The  motion  being  duly 
seconded,  Brother  Van  Antwerp  spoke  to  the 
question. 

J.  R.  Edwards,  Central  Texas,  spoke  against 
the  amendment. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
called  attention  to  Article  V  under  Section  IV  of 
the  Plan  of  Union  and  raised  the  question  of  the 
constitutionality  of  the  amendment. 
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George  A.  Fowler,  Rock  River,  referred  to 
TWELFTH  Day  Article  III,  Section  VIII  of  the  Plan  of  Union  for 
the  same  purpose. 

J.  W,  Moore,  Virginia,  moved  to  lay  the  amend- 
ment on  the  table.  The  Chair  ruled  that  this  could 
not  be  done. 

M.  C.  Redwine,  Kentucky,  spoke  against  the 
amendment. 

Charles  V.  Adams,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
moved  the  pending  question.  The  motion,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed  and  the  pending  question  was 
ordered. 

Dr.  Hickman  closed  the  debate  for  the  Com- 
mittee.   The  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

Charles  A.  Robbins,  Pacific  Northwest,  inquired 
if  the  Committee  intended  to  omit  all  reference  to 
reserve  delegates.  Dr.  Henson  replied  that  was 
not  the  intention  and  asked  permission  for  the 
Committee  to  bring  in  a  supplemental  report  cov- 
ering this  point.  Permission  was  granted  the 
Committee  by  common  consent. 

Fred  D.  Stone,  Rock  River,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  137  by  inserting  after  the  word  "con- 
cerned" in  the  tenth  line  these  words:  "and  civil 
court  approval  where  necessary."  The  Chairman 
accepted  the  amendment. 

M.  C.  Redwine,  Kentucky,  called  attention  to 
the  legal  language  of  Paragraph  135,  first  five 
lines.  Dr.  Hickman  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  they  were  quoted  from  the  Prospectus,  page 
33,  Paragraph  139. 

Benjamin  W.  Meeks,  Baltimore,  moved  that 
Paragraphs  135,  136,  and  137  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Enabling  Acts  and  Legal  Forms. 
The  suggestion  was  accepted  by  Dr.  Hickman 
for  the  Committee,  and  approved  by  the  Confer- 
ence by  common  consent. 

Dr.  Hickman  further  explained  the  report,  and 
moved  its  adoption.  The  motion  was  duly  sec- 
onded. The  report  was  adopted  as  amended  with 
the  understanding  that  if  the  Committee  on  En- 
abling Acts  and  Legal  Forms  found  it  necessary 
to  amend  or  change  the  paragraphs  referred  to 
them,  Paragraphs  135,  136,  and  137,  they  would 
bring  in  their  recommendation  later,  otherwise  the 
report  will  stand  as  adopted.     For  report,   see 
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Appendix,  "General  Standing  Committees,"  page 
431. 

William  R.  Phelps,  Virginia,  moved  a  recon- 
sideration of  Calendar  No.  28,  Report  No.  4  of 
the  Committee  on  Membership  and  Temporal 
Economj',  adopted  May  6,  1939,  for  the  purpose 
of  restating  Paragraph  604,  to  comply  with  Re- 
port No.  5  of  the  Judiciary  Committee.  The  mo- 
tion, duly  seconded,  prevailed  and  reconsideration 
was  ordered.  Brother  Phelps  then  moved  that 
the  wording  of  Paragraph  604,  printed  on  page 
221  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  action  of  the  Conference  when  the 
report  was  adopted  May  6,  1939.  The  motion, 
duly  seconded,  prevailed.  The  report  was  then 
adopted  as  restated.  For  report,  see  Appendix, 
"General  Standing  Committees,"  page  521. 

Motion  of  Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed  that  we  suspend  the  rules 
which  require  the  printing  of  reports  in  the  Daily 
Advocate  a  day  in  advance  of  their  consideration, 
in  order  that  the  reports  appearing  in  today's 
issue  of  the  Daily  Advocate  might  be  taken  up. 

George  C.  French,  North  Texas,  moved  that 
Calendar  No.  27,  Report  No.  8  of  the  Committee 
on  Conferences,  adopted  this  morning,  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  to  find  out  whether 
or  not  we  have  adopted  legislation  which  conflicts 
with  our  power.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Frederick  W.  Wahl,  Missouri. 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary,  stated  that  the  Committee  ought  not 
to  be  expected  to  consider  anything  but  definite 
questions  regarding  constitutionality. 

Frank  S.  Hickman,  North  Carolina,  raised  the 
point  of  order  that  Paragraph  129,  especially 
mentioned  by  Dr.  French,  had  been  taken  ver- 
batim from  the  Plan  of  Union  and  therefore  it  is 
out  of  order  to  refer  it  to  anybody.  The  Chair 
ruled  that,  in  view  of  this  fact,  the  point  of  order 
was  well  taken  and  therefore  the  motion  was  out 
of  order. 

Calendar  No.  38,  Report  No.  1  of  the  Committee 
on  Rituals  and  Orders  of  Worship,  printed  on  page 
294  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  was  pre- 
sented by  Oscar  T.  Olson,  Northeast  Ohio,  Chair- 
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man.  Dr.  Olson  explained  the  report  and  asked 
for  the  privilege  of  the  floor  for  Robert  G.  Mc- 
Cutchan,  Northwest  Indiana.  Dean  McCutchan 
was  recognized  and  made  the  following  motion : 

I  move  that  the  Methodist  Hymnal  and  the  Responsive 
Readings  as  adopted  officially  by  the  former  Methodist 
Episcopal,  the  former  Methodist  Church,  South,  and  the 
foi*mer  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  be  the  official  Hym- 
nal and  Responsive  Readings  for  The  Methodist  Church. 

The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Elmer  E.  Collins,  Montana  State,  moved  to 
amend  by  adding  these  words :  "and  that  orches- 
tration thereof  be  prepared  and  published  by  the 
Methodist  Publishing  House."  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  requested  that 
the  motion  of  Brother  Collins  be  made  as  a  sepa- 
rate motion  and  Brother  Collins  yielded  to  the 
request. 

The  motion  of  Dean  McCutchan  prevailed  and 
the  report  was  adopted.  For  report,  see  Appen- 
dix, "General  Standing  Committees,"  page  679. 

Elmer  E.  Collins,  Montana  State,  moved  that 
the  Methodist  Publishing  House  be  authorized  to 
prepare  and  publish  an  orchestration  of  the  new 
Methodist  Hymnal.  The  motion  being  duly  sec- 
onded, Brother  Collins  spoke  to  the  question. 

John  W.  Langdale,  New  York  East,  moved  that 
the  matter  of  the  orchestration  of  The  Methodist 
Hymnal  be  referred  to  the  Publishing  Houses. 
The  substitute  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Bishop  John  M.  Moore  was  recognized  for  a 
privileged  matter  and  presented  the  following 
letter  from  Josephus  Daniels,  Ambassador  of  the 
United  States  to  Mexico: 

Dear  Bishop:  It  is  an  achievement  for  thanksgiving  that 
in  the  domain  of  Methodism  the  middle  wall  or  partition 
has  broken  down  and  Mason  and  Dixon's  line  is  wiped  out. 

I  had  hoped  to  be  present,  at  least  at  the  final  sessions 
of  the  Uniting  Conference,  as  all  branches  of  our  Com- 
munion adopted  plans  for  the  perfect  union  in  one  effec- 
tive and  militant  organization. 

This  unification  has  long  been  my  heart's  desire.  Speak- 
ing at  the  General  Conference  of  the  Southern  division  of 
the  Church  in  1918,  I  plead  for  an  end  of  separation  and 
the  mobilization  of  all  Methodists  into  one  mighty  army 
under  one  banner,  "The  world  is  my  parish,"  marching  to 
the  uplifting  music  of  Wesleyism. 
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With  the  end  of  division  and  duplication  of  agencies, 
the  way  is  now  open  for  a  greater  revival  of  Evangelism 
for  which  mankind  in  travail  waits.  For,  what  anxious 
and  disturbed  men  yearn  for  today  is  to  have  their  hearts 
warmed  by  the  fire  of  religious  experience  and  their  lives 
freed  from  love  of  material  things  and  lifted  out  of  de- 
pendence upon  force.  There  is  no  hope  for  a  jittery  world 
except  in  faith  in  the  teaching  of  the  Prince  of  Peace. 
Wars  and  rumors  of  war  will  vanish  when  men  everywhere 
seek  spiritual  guidance,  and  not  until  then. 

I  join  with  all  who  believe  that  religion  alone  can  raise 
people  out  of  their  present  harm  and  into  prayer  that  a 
united  Methodism  co-operating  with  all  other  Christians 
may  be  a  chosen  instrument  in  hastening  the  day  when 
brotherhood  and  that  peace  which  passeth  all  understand- 
ing will  supplant  greed  and  hate  of  war.  That  must  be 
the  goal  of  Christendom  today.  May  its  coming  be 
hastened  by  the  spirit  that  has  guided  the  action  of  the 
first  great  Conference  of  the  United  Methodists  in  the  new 
v/orld. 

With  faith  strengthened  by  the  spirit  of  the  deliberation 
and  the  declaration  of  this  Uniting  Conference,  I  am,

record  and  the  Secretary  was  requested  to  make 
suitable  reply.

Bishop  Holt  introduced  the  speaker  of  the  eve- 
ning, Dr.  Albert  W.  Palmer,  President  of  Chicago 
Theological  Seminary.  Dr.  Palmer  addressed  the 
Conference  on  the  social  message  of  the  Church, 
discussing  the  question,  "Can  We  Build  a  Chris- 
tian Social  Order?"  For  address,  see  Appendix,

Ernest  H.  Cherrington,  Ohio,  was  recognized 
for  a  privileged  motion.  Dr.  Cherrington  moved 
the  following :

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Church,  the  legislation,  advices,  and  pronouncements  in  may  8 
Paragraph  655  of  the  1938  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Twelfth  Day 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  Paragraphs  166  and  1465 
of  the  1936  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
with  authority  to  make  such  editorial  revision  as  may  seem 
necessary  or  desirable,  but  preserving  the  substance  of 
those  paragraphs  which  set  forth  the  attitude  of  Meth- 
odism on  Temperance,  Prohibition,  and  Public  Morals. 


The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Motion  of  the  Secretary,  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed suspending  the  Rules  in  order  that  reports 
appearing  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  of  May 
8,  1939,  might  be  taken  up  and  acted  upon. 

Calendar  No.  44,  Report  No.  9  of  the  Committee 
on  Conferences,  printed  on  pages  299  to  302  in- 
clusive of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  en- 
titled "Central  Conferences,"  was  presented  by 
George  W.  Henson,  Philadelphia,  Chairman.  Dr. 
Henson  requested  Lewis  O.  Hartman,  New  Eng- 
land, Chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  which  pre- 
pared the  report,  to  present  and  explain  the  re- 
port. 

Dr.  Hartman  stated  that  the  net  cost  of  admin- 
istration under  The  Methodist  Church  would  be 
less  than  administering  through  the  three  con- 
stituent former  Churches.

Enabling  Acts,  Paragraph  163,  last  line,  strike  out  the 
word  "Foreign." 

Dr.  Hartman  then  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
report  and  the  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Ralph  E.  Diffendorfer,  Rock  River,  asked  what 
was  meant  by  the  phrase  "co-ordinate  authority" 
in  line  5  of  Paragraph  145.  Dr.  Hartman  an- 
swered the  question  and  Dr.  Diffendorfer  moved 
to  amend  by  changing  the  wording  from  "co- 
ordinate authority  with"  to  "authority  similar  to 
that  exercised  by."  This  was  accepted  by  the 
Chairman. 

Dr.  Diffendorfer  raised  a  question  relating  to 
Section  VII,  Paragraph  157  (4),  asking  why 
Japan  and  Korea  were  listed  among  the  Provi- 
sional Central  Conferences  and  stated  that  he 
thought  the  entire  Section  4  should  be  omitted 
from  the  list  because  they  are  not  in  -dny  sense 
Provisonal  Central  Conferences.  Dr.  Hartman 
replied  that  the  question  is  answered  in  Para- 
graph 157  and  that  the  grouping  in  Section  4  is 
purely  for  the  time  being  for  administrative  pur- 
poses.   This  was  satisfactory  to  Dr.  Diffendorfer. 

Dr.  Diffendorfer  moved  to  amend  Section  IV, 
Paragraph  149  (3),  second  paragraph,  by  strik- 
ing out  all  that  follows  the  words  "Central  Con- 
ference," in  line  3.  The  motion  being  duly  sec- 
onded, Dr.  Diffendorfer  spoke  to  the  question. 

Dr.  Hartman  spoke  against  the  amendment. 
The  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

Willard  G.  Cram,  Kentucky,  moved  to  amend 
Enabling  Acts,  Paragraph  159,  by  striking  out  the 
word  "and"  in  line  4  immediately  preceding  the 
words  "Central  Mission  Conferences"  and  insert- 
ing a  comma  in  its  place;  in  the  same  line,  after 
the  word  "Conferences,"  place  a  comma  and  add 
the  words  "Annual  Conferences,  Mission  Confer- 
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ences,  and  Missions."  The  motion  was  duly  sec- 
onded. Dr.  Hartman  stated  that  he  would  accept 
the  amendment  for  the  Committee  if  there  was  no 
objection.  No  objections  was  raised  and  the 
amendment  was  accepted  by  common  consent. 

George  C.  Douglass,  Troy,  raised  the  question 
as  to  where  this  report  shows  the  method  of  sup- 
port for  the  Central  Conference  Bishops.  Dr. 
Hartman  replied  that  it  would  be  found  in  Section 
IV  (4).  Dr.  Douglass,  after  this  explanation, 
moved  to  amend  Section  IV  (4)  by  adding  "That 
the  General  Conference  shall  fix  the  amount  of 
grant-in-aid  necessary  until  such  time  as  the  said 
Central  Conferences  shall  be  able  to  provide  com- 
plete support  for  such  Bishops  or  General  Super- 
intendents." The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 
Dr.  Hartman  spoke  for  the  report  as  printed. 
The  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

J.  P.  Bartak,  Czechoslovak,  moved  to  amend 
Section  IV  (17)  by  substituting  the  word  "fifteen" 
for  the  word  "twenty"  found  in  the  last  line.  The 
motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

William  K.  Anderson,  Pittsburgh,  asked  if  the 
wording  of  Section  II,  Paragraph  144,  was  cor- 
rect. Dr.  Hartman  replied  that  the  point  was 
well  taken  and  that  the  English  was  not  good. 
Dr.  Anderson  then  moved  that  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  be  authorized  to  edit  Paragraph 
144  correctly.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  amended.  For  re- 
port, see  Appendix,  "General  Standing  Commit- 
tees," page  434.

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TUESDAY  MORNING,  MAY  9,  1939 

The  Uniting  Conference  convened  in  the  session 
of  the  thirteenth  day  on  Tuesday,  Maj^  9,  at  8:30 
A.M.,  with  Bishop  Francis  J.  McConnell  in  the 
chair.  Bishop  McConnell  announced  that  the  de- 
votional service  would  be  conducted  by  Bishop 
Jashwant  R,  Chitambar  of  India  and  the  address 
of  the  morning  would  be  given  by  Bishop  William 
T.  Watkins.  Bishop  Watkins,  citing  the  experi- 
ences of  the  early  Christians  found  in  the  Book 
of  Acts,  challenged  The  Methodist  Church  to  face 
and  meet  three  great  tasks  as  the  early  disciples 
met  them,  namely:  the  task  of  evangelism,  the 
demands  of  human  brotherhood,  and  the  mission- 
ary demand. 

Bishop  McConnell  called  the  Conference  to  be 
in  business  session  at  9  A.M.

Thomas  D,  Ellis,  South  Georgia,  was  recognized 
on  a  matter  of  personal  privilege  and  made  the 
following  statement: 
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It  is  not  my  purpose  to  criticize  those  who  have  given 
us  the  fine  record  of  this  Conference,  but  I  cannot  permit 
one  statement  to  go  without  correction.  It  states  in  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate,  page  318,  "I  have  never  found 
any  Bishop  to  have  the  backing  of  the  Church."  I  did 
not  say  that.  What  I  tried  to  say  is,  "It  will  help  the 
great  program  to  be  brought  forward  by  the  Bishops  to 
have  the  backing  of  this  Conference  and  of  the  Church." 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  Baltimore,  Chairman,  pre- 
sented Report  No.  6  of  the  Committee  on  Judici- 
ary. Dr.  Bayley  explained  its  provisions  and 
moved  its  adoption.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed.  For  report,  see  Appendix,  "Special 
Standing  Committees,"  page  821. 

As  a  matter  of  privilege  Dr.  Bayley  requested 
that  the  duly  elected  Judicial  Council  be  excused 
for  a  special  matter.  The  request  was  granted 
by  common  consent. 
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Lewis  0.  Hartman,  New  England,  presented 
the  following  motion : 

I  move  that  to  the  Central  Conferences,  to  the  Pro- 
visional Central  Conferences,  and  to  the  Annual  Confei'- 
ences.  Mission  Conferences,  and  Missions  within  their 
territory,  permission  be  given  to  embody  in  parentheses 
the  word  "Episcopal"  between  the  words  "Methodist"  and 
"Church"  in  the  official  title  "The  Methodist  Church." 

The  motion  being  duly  seconded,  Dr.  Hartman 
spoke  to  the  question.    The  motion  prevailed. 

Innis  D.  Harris,  Southwest  Kansas,  under  a 
question  of  privilege,  moved  the  reference  of  the 
following  matter  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary : 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  the  recent  formation  of  the 
boundaries  of  the  West  Oklahoma  Conference,  by  the 
South  Central  Jurisdiction,  as  it  appears  on  page  258  of 
the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  Report  No.  1,  Section  3, 
that  in  the  formation  of  these  boundary  lines,  long  estab- 
lished by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  South,  involving  the  territory 
known  as  the  Panhandle,  it  is  respectfully  asked  by  the 
three  Conferences  involved — namely,  the  Southwest  Kan- 
sas Conference,  the  Northwest  Texas  Conference,  and  the 
West  Oklahoma  Conference— that  this  matter  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  for  a  decision  as  to  its 
legality.

J.  0.  Hayes,  Chairman,  Northwest  Texas  Conference; 
Innis  D.  Harris,  Chairman,  Southwest  Kansas  Conference. 

The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

George  H.  Lamar,  Baltimore,  raised  a  point  of  ^  order^ 
order  in  connection  with  the  motion  of  L.  0.  Hart- 
man relative  to  the  Central  Conferences,  stating 
that  the  action  taken  was  not  within  the  power  of 
this  body  according  to  the  Plan  of  Union,  and  sug- 
gested that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary, 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  action  would  have  to 
be  reconsidered  to  refer.  L.  0.  Hartman  moved 
that  we  reconsider  the  action.  The  motion,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed,  and  reconsideration  was 
ordered. 

On  motion  of  L,  O,  Hartman,  duly  seconded,  the  Referred 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judici- 
ary. 

Stanley  O.  MacMullen,   New  England,  moved  calendar 
that  we  do  now  take  up  the  Calendar.    The  motion, 
duly  seconded,  prevailed. 
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Arthur  M.  Wells,  Illinois,  stated  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Enabling  Acts  and  Legal  Forms  was 
ready  to  report,  and  that  Committee  Reports  come 
before  the  Calendar.  The  Chair  ruled  the  point 
well  taken. 

Edward  R.  Carman,  New  York  East,  under  the 
question  of  privilege,  presented  the  following : 


A  Tribute  to  Frank  A.  Horne 

"Men  are  of  two  kinds,  and  he 
Was  of  the  kind  I'd  like  to  be." 

He  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  February  25,  1869, 
and  at  an  early  age  entered  the  business  world  and  became 
a  man  of  note,  influence,  and  prominence. 

From  his  youth  to  the  day  of  his  death  he  was  very 
active  in  the  work  of  the  Lord  Jesus  and  His  Church. 
Elected  superintendent  of  Simpson  Sunday  School  while 
still  in  his  teens,  he  made  such  an  impression  that  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Chui'ch  and  served  many  years,  finally 
becoming  Vice-President  thereof. 

In  his  local  church  he  was  Chairman  of  its  governing 
body. 

For  more  than  twenty-five  years  a  member  of  the  Book 
Committee  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  for  years 
Chairman  of  its  Executive  Committee  and  in  May,  1932, 
Chairman  of  the  Book  Committee;  President  of  the  Lay 
Conference  of  the  New  York  East  Conference;  President 
of  the  Methodist  Hospital  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.;  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Brooklyn  and  Long  Island  Church  Society; 
member  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Methodist  Home; 
Trustee  of  Drew  and  Goucher  Colleges;  and  a  member  of 
six  General  Conferences,  1916  to  1936. 

Elected  a  delegate  to  this  Uniting  Conference  and  ap- 
pointed by  the  Joint  Commission  to  the  Committee  on 
Publishing  Interests,  he  aided  in  the  preparation  of  that 
part  of  the  Prospectus  relating  to  this  interest. 

He  was  truly  a  servant  of  God,  "a  workman  that  need- 
eth  not  to  be  ashamed." 

Dr.  Horne  departed  this  life  March  22,  1939. 

"And  v.'hen  he  passed,  I  think  there  went 
A  soul  to  yonder  firmament 
So  white,  so  splendid,  and  so  fine 
It  came  almost  to  God's  design."

Brother  Carman  moved  that  the  paper  be  re- 
ceived and  go  to  record  in  the  Journal  of  the 
Uniting  Conference.  The  motion,  seconded  by 
Chester  A.  Smith,  New  York,  prevailed. 
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Frank  B.  Jones,  Memphis,  on  a  question  of 
privilege,  announced  that  Dr.  G.  L.  Morelock,  a 
member  of  the  Memphis  Conference  delegation 
and  General  Secretary  of  the  General  Board  of 
Lay  Activities  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  had  been  ill  throughout  the  sessions  of  the 
Uniting  Conference  and  was  now  a  patient  in 
Trinity  Hospital,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

By  common  consent  the  Rules  were  suspended 
to  take  up  and  act  upon  reports  printed  in  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate  of  today.  May  9. 

Arthur  A,  Callaghan,  Maine,  Chairman,  pre- 
sented Report  No.  1  of  the  Committee  on  Enabling 
Acts  and  Legal  Forms,  printed  on  pages  367  and 
368  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  Dr.  Cal- 
laghan requested  W.  M.  Alexander,  Missouri,  to 
help  in  the  presentation  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Callaghan  stated  that  there  were  some  typo- 
graphical errors  in  Section  1.  The  word  "be- 
tween" in  the  third  line  should  read  "before." 
Dr.  Callaghan  stated  that  there  was  some  editorial 
work  needed  on  the  whole  paragraph.  Dr.  Cal- 
laghan explained  the  report  Section  by  Section 
and  moved  its  adoption.  His  time  expiring  before 
the  complete  presentation  of  the  report,  motion 
of  Aubrey  S.  Moore,  Rock  River,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed  extending  Dr.  Callaghan's  time  until  he 
could  complete  its  presentation. 

Henry  M.  Greenslit,  Nebraska,  raised  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  or  not  this  body  is  satisfied  to 
have  nothing  as  our  Constitution  other  than  the 
Plan  of  Union,  which  is  found  in  the  first  seven 
lines  of  Section  13.  The  Chairman  replied:  "It 
seemed  to  the  Committee  on  Enabling  Acts  and 
Legal  Forms  that,  inasmuch  as  the  Constitution 
had  been  set  up,  we  could  not  go  much  further 
than  that." 

John  R.  Edwards,  Baltimore,  moved  to  amend 
Section  7  by  adding,  "The  Publishing  Agents  of 
the  Book  Concern,  in  correspondence  with  the 
Benevolence  Boards,  are  authorized  to  furnish 
statistical  blanks  for  use  in  Annual  Conferences." 
This  was  accepted  by  the  Chairman. 

The  report  was  adopted.  For  report,  see  Ap- 
pendix, "Special  Standing  Committees,"  page  798. 

Report  No.  2  of  the  Committee  on  Enabling 
Acts  and  Legal  Forms  was  presented  by  Arthur 
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A.  Callaghan,  Maine,  Chairman,  who  explained 
the  provisions  of  the  report  and  moved  its  adop- 
tion.   The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

W.  C.  Perkins,  Pittsburgh,  raised  the  question 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  word  ''Boards,"  in  the 
fourth  line  of  Section  2,  should  not  read  "Com- 
mittees." 

Nathan  Newby,  Pacific,  was  recognized  and 
stated  that  the  wording  of  the  Section  was  in  the 
exact  language  proposed  by  the  brethren  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

C.  W.  Bates,  North  Carolina,  Secretary  of  the 
last  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Church,  was  recognized  and  stated,  "I  am 
sure  the  language  here  is  what  was  intended." 

The  report  was  adopted.  For  report,  see  Ap- 
pendix, "Special  Standing  Committees,"  page 
802. 

Leonard  B.  Smith,  Maryland,  under  a  question 
of  high  personal  privilege,  announced  the  sudden 
death  of  Mrs.  E.  A.  Sexsmith,  the  wife  of  the 
President  of  the  Maryland  Conference,  Methodist 
Protestant  Church,  and  moved  that  the  Uniting 
Conference  appropriately  express  itself  in  offer- 
ing sympathy  to  our  bereaved  brother.  Dr.  E.  A. 
Sexsmith,  a  member  of  this  Uniting  Conference. 
The  motion,  duly  seconded,  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  having  arrived.  Calendar 
No.  42,  Report  No.  5  of  the  Committee  on  Mem- 
bership and  Temporal  Economy,  printed  on  page 
297  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  entitled 
"Financial  Plan,"  was  presented  by  W.  F.  Bryan, 
Texas,  Chairman.  Dr.  Bryan  requested  Orrin  W. 
Auman,  Colorado,  James  A.  James,  Rock  River, 
J.  L.  Green,  Maryland,  and  Costen  J.  Harrell, 
Tennessee,  to  come  to  the  platform  to  assist  in 
presenting  the  report. 

Dr.  Bryan  stated  that  the  proposed  legislation 
would  materially  decrease  the  overhead.  He  also 
called  attention  to  the  following  typographical 
errors :  Paragraph  500,  line  6,  change  the  word 
"their"  to  the  word  "the" ;  line  7,  change  the  word 
"and"  to  the  word  "of."  Dr.  Bryan  then  began  an 
explanation  of  the  provisions  of  the  report.  His 
time  expiring,  motion  of  John  F.  Baggett,  Ten- 
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nessee,  duly  seconded,  prevailed  extending  the 
time  to  finish  the  explanation  of  the  report.  Com- 
pleting the  explanation,  Dr.  Bryan  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  report.  The  motion,  duly  sec- 
onded, prevailed.  For  report,  see  Appendix, 
"General  Standing  Committees,"  page  526. 

Calendar  No.  43,  Report  No.  5-A  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy, 
printed  on  pages  297,  298,  and  299  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  and  entitled  "Section  II,  An- 
nual Conference  Commission  on  Finance,"  was 
presented  by  W.  F.  Bryan,  Texas,  Chairman,  v^ho 
explained  the  provisions  of  the  report  and  moved 
its  adoption. 

Thomas  S.  Brock,  New  Jersey,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  516  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"Treasurer,"  at  the  beginning  of  the  twelfth  line, 
the  following:  "or  District  Treasurers  elected  by 
the  Annual  Conference."  The  Chairman  accepted 
the  proposed  amendment. 

Edward  D.  Kohlstedt,  Dakota,  asked  if  the 
word  "Benevolent"  in  the  last  line  of  Paragraph 
524  should  not  be  "Benevolence."  The  Chairman 
replied  that  "Benevolence"  was  the  right  term. 

James  J.  James,  Rock  River,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  523  by  inserting  in  line  12  immediately 
preceding  the  word  "General"  at  the  end  of  the 
line,  the  words  "General  Conference  or  the."  This 
was  accepted  by  the  Chairman. 

Robert  S.  Satterfield,  Oklahoma,  inquired  if 
Paragraph  517  meant  a  flat  salary  for  all  District 
Superintendents  —  no  exceptions  made.  Dr. 
Bryan  replied  :  "No,  that  can  be  left  to  the  Annual 
Conference  when  the  Annual  Conference  so  de- 
sires to  fix  the  salary  of  the  District  Superintend- 
ent." 

Benjamin  W.  Meeks,  Baltimore,  raised  a  ques- 
tion relative  to  designated  gifts  as  set  forth  in 
Paragraph  528  and  asked  if  there  was  any  pro- 
vision for  making  the  special  offering  on  World's 
Temperance  Sunday  for  the  Board  of  Temperance 
an  exception  to  the  principle  set  forth  in  said 
paragraph. 

Orrin  W.  Auman,  Colorado,  replied  that  such 
exceptions  should  not  be  pressed  and  suggested 
that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  matter  and  report  later.

Henry  R.  Van  Deusen,  Wyoming,  stated  that 
the  Judicial  Council  had  adopted  certain  Rules  of 
Practice  and  Procedure,  and  moved  that  they  be 
printed  in  the  Daily  Advocate  and  also  in  the  Ap- 
pendix to  the  Discipline.  The  motion,  duly  sec- 
onded, prevailed.  For  Rules  of  Practice  and 
Procedure,  see  Appendix,  "Miscellaneous,"  page 
928. 

Gary  A.  Kemp,  Northwest  Kansas,  moved  to 
amend  the  Rule  of  Order  which  limits  the  Chair- 
man of  a  Committee  to  five  minutes  in  presenting 
the  report  of  the  Committee,  by  removing  the 
five-minute  limit.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
did  not  prevail. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  having  arrived.  Calendar 
No.  71,  Report  No.  5  of  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sions, printed  on  pages  351  to  360,  inclusive,  of 
the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  entitled  "Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,"  was  pre- 
sented by  John  R.  Mott,  New  York,  Chairman, 
who  started  explaining  its  provisions.  In  the 
midst  of  the  explanation.  Dr.  Mott's  time  expir- 
ing, motion  of  Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England, 
duly  seconded,  prevailed,  extending  the  time  for 
the  consideration  of  the  report.  Dr.  Mott  com- 
pleted his  explanation  and  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  report.    The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Roy  L.  Smith,  Southern  California,  spoke  for 
the  adoption  of  the  report. 

Frank  W.  Court,  Upper  Iowa,  stated  that  Mrs. 
Evelyn  R,  Nicholson,  Upper  Iowa,  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Missions,  had  called  his  atten- 
tion to  a  typographical  error  in  Paragraph  859, 
and  requested  permission  to  correct  the  same  by 
inserting  after  the  words  "young  people"  in  the 
seventh  line  of  the  paragraph,  the  words  "and 
children  in  behalf  of  native  and  foreign  groups, 
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needy  childhood."  This  was  accepted  by  the 
Chairman. 

Paul  P.  Wiant,  Foochow  (China),  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  842  by  striking  out  the  word 
"or"  in  the  fourth  line  and  placing  a  comma  in  its 
place,  and  then  adding  after  the  words  "Mission 
Conference,"  in  the  same  line,  the  words  "or  An- 
nual Conference."  This  was  accepted  by  the 
Chairman. 

Charles  F.  Eggleston,  Philadelphia,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  838,  Article  2,  Section  1,  by 
inserting  in  line  14,  after  the  words  "Charter  and 
Constitution,"  the  words  "and  with  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Board,  and  to  recommend  Constitu- 
tions." The  Chairman  accepted  the  proposed 
amendment. 

Charles  F.  Eggleston,  Philadelphia,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  893  by  adding  the  following  at 
the  end :  "The  Committee  may  meet  as  a  whole  as 
it  determines,  and  members  of  the  Committee  car- 
rying on  the  same  class  of  work  may  also  meet 
separately  for  consultation  and  co-operation." 
The  Chairman  accepted  this  proposed  amendment. 

Charles  A.  Jones,  Ohio,  moved  to  amend  Para- 
graph 833,  Article  6,  by  substituting  the  words 
"Two,  one  man  and  one  woman"  for  the  word 
"one"  at  the  end  of  line  4  and  the  words  "or  more" 
at  the  beginning  of  line  5.  This  was  accepted  by 
the  Chairman.  Brother  Jones  then  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  report. 

Edward  D.  Kohlstedt,  Dakota,  spoke  in  favor 
of  the  report. 

G.  M.  Davenport,  North  Alabama,  moved  the 
previous  question. 

Fred  D.  Stone,  Rock  River,  raised  the  question 
of  the  apparent  omission  of  legislation  covering 
the  licensing  and  consecration  of  Deaconesses  and 
asked  if  this  would  be  cared  for.  The  Chairman 
assured  him  that  it  would  be. 

The  motion  for  the  previous  question,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed,  and  the  previous  question  was 
ordered. 

George  C.  French,  North  Texas,  raised  the 
question  concerning  the  overhead.  The  Chairman 
replied  that,  taking  into  view  all  the  Boards  in- 
volved, there  would  be  no  increase  in  the  overhead. 
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Dr.  Mott  then  closed  the  debate  for  the  Com- 
mittee. 

The  report  was  adopted.  For  report,  see  Ap- 
pendix, "General  Standing  Committees,"  page 
555. 

John  R.  Mott,  New  York,  presented  the  follow- 
ing resolution  and  moved  its  adoption : 

That  the  Council  of  Bishops  in  clue  time  appoint  a 
Study  Committee  of  four  persons  (two  men  and  two 
women)  from  each  Jurisdiction,  and  one  representative 
from  each  of  the  Central  Conferences,  not  officers  or  paid 
executives  of  any  Board  or  Society,  to  study  the  property 
interests  of  the  Boards  involved  in  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  together  with 
other  financial  implications,  also  to  take  account  of  any 
inaccuracies  and  contradictions  in  the  report;  it  being 
understood,  however,  that  the  Study  Committee  shall  not 
be  authorized  to  change  the  substance  of  said  report  in 
any  particular,  but  may  recommend  to  the  General  Con- 
ference any  legislation  which  it  may  conclude  would  per- 
fect the  processes  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension. 

John  R.  Mott,  Chairman; 
Nathan  Newby,  Vice-Chairtnan. 

Lewis  0.  Hartman,  New  England,  asked  if  Dr. 
Mott  would  be  willing  to  accept  some  representa- 
tives from  the  foreign  field  on  the  proposed  com- 
mittee. Dr.  Mott  accepted  the  amendment,  "and 
one  representative  from  each  of  the  Central  Con- 
ferences," to  be  inserted  after  the  words  "from 
each  Jurisdiction." 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Calendar  No.  72,  Report  No.  6  of  the  Committee 
on  Missions,  printed  on  page  360  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  and  entitled  "Methodist  Par- 
ticipation in  China  Civilian  Relief,"  was  presented 
by  John  R.  Mott,  New  York,  Chairman.  Dr.  Mott 
spoke  to  the  report  and  moved  its  adoption. 

Chester  A.  Smith,  New  York,  moved  to  amend 
the  report  by  adding  either  to  Section  1  or  Sec- 
tion 2  the  following : 

It  is  unfair  to  ask  the  charitable-minded  members  of 
our  Christian  Churches  to  send  their  money  to  China  and 
then  permit  the  munition  makers  of  this  country  to  sell 
to  Japan  fifty-four  per  cent  of  all  her  war  materials  with 
which  she  is  devastating  China;  therefore  I  move  that  we 
call  upon  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America 
to  pass  such  legislation  as  will  prevent  the  sale  and  ship- 
ment to  Japan  of  all  war  materials  of  every  kind  and 
description. 
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The    motion    being    duly    seconded,    Brother       **^y  ^ 
Smith  spoke  to  the  question. 

Nathan  Newby,  Pacific,  spoke  in  opposition  to 
the  amendment. 

Arlo  A.  Brown,  Newark,  moved  that  the  amend- 
ment be  referred  to  the  Business  Committee.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Ralph  E.  Diffendorfer, 
Rock  River. 

W.  F.  Bryan,  Texas,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy, 
stated  that  his  Committee  was  dealing  with  the 
question,  and  moved  as  a  substitute  that  the  mat- 
ter be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Membership 
and  Temporal  Economy  instead  of  to  the  Business 
Committee.  This  was  accepted  by  Dr.  Brown  and 
his  second,  and  the  motion  was  adopted  to  refer. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  was 
then  adopted.  For  report,  see  Appendix,  "Gen- 
eral Standing  Committees,"  page  591. 

Bishop  McConnell,  on  a  matter  of  privilege  for 
the  Chair,  stated  that  this  morning  he  had  replied 
to  Dr.  Hartman  that  the  Chair  thought  the  matter 
of  the  support  of  the  Bishops  of  Central  Confer- 
ences had  been  provided  for.  He  said  further: 
"It  now  appears  that  there  is  a  contradiction  be- 
tween the  methods  proposed  as  have  been  set  up 
by  the  adoption  of  Calendar  No.  44,  Report  No.  9 
of  the  Committee  on  Conferences,  adopted  Mon- 
day night,  May  8,  and  Calendar  No.  43,  Report 
No.  6  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  and 
Temporal  Economy,  adopted  this  morning.  It  is 
only  fair  to  Dr.  Hartman  that  I  make  this  state- 
ment. If  he  wishes  to  make  any  further  state- 
ment, he  is  privileged  to  do  so." 

Lewis  0.  Hartman,  New  England,  moved  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Temporal  Economy  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Subcommittee  on  Central  Conferences. 
The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Bishop  McConnell  recognized  Bishop  Edwin  H. 
Hughes  on  the  matter  of  a  privileged  communica- 
tion from  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

Bishop  Hughes  made  the  following  statement : 

"This  i^elates  to  your  instruction,  brethren,  to  one  of 
your  Committees;  likewise  to  the  Council  of  Bishops. 
The  feeling  ran  contemporaneously  in  this  body,  and 
likewise  in  the  Council  of  Bishops,  that  one  of  the  most 
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important  things  in  following  up  the  spirit  of  this  Unit- 
ing Conference  should  be  an  attempt  to  increase  the  spir- 
itual and  evangelistic  life  of  our  beloved  Church. 

"It  is  not,  of  course,  possible  for  us  thus  quickly  to 
bring  in  anything  like  a  detailed  program.  Bishop  Kern, 
on  behalf  of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  will  give  a  bi'ief 
statement  as  to  some  of  the  things  that  are  proposed, 
after  which  I  will  be  glad  to  read  a  paper  that  is  a  sum- 
mons to  all  our  hearts." 

Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  outlined  some  of  the  pre- 
liminary plans  contemplated  by  the  Council  of 
Bishops  concerning  this  great  forward  movement 
of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Bishop  Hughes  made  the  following  statement 
with  reference  to  the  paper  he  later  read : 

"I  may  say,  in  frankness,  it  was  written  with  the  pen 
and  heart  of  Bishop  Arthur  J,  Moore.  On  reading  it  to 
the  Council  of  Bishops,  it  was  the  feeling  that  the  docu- 
ment was  so  sacred  that  we  scarcely  dared  to  change  a 
word  of  any  of  its  paragraphs.  You  will  allow  me  to  add 
that  many  times  more  interest  was  shown  in  the  subject 
matter  of  this  paper  and  in  the  program  which  is  here 
generally  proposed  than  has  been  shown  in  our  Council 
of  Bishops  in  connection  with  any  other  matter  that  has 
been  referred  to  them. 

"I  feel  like  asking  you  to  pray  while  this  is  being  read, 
and  to  ask  God  to  send  it  down  to  our  Church  as  a  call 
to  our  people." 

Bishop  Hughes  then  read  the  following  paper : 

The  Methodists  of  America  have  entered  into  a  new 
sense  of  brotherhood.  They  have  consummated  the  largest 
union  of  Protestant  Christians  ever  achieved.  The  full 
significance  of  what  has  occurred  is  beyond  our  present 
understanding;  only  eternity  can  properly  evaluate  the 
deeper  meaning  of  what  we  have  here  done. 

Of  greater  significance  than  the  act  of  union  is  the 
result  of  union.  The  spiritual  oneness  so  conspicuous  at 
the  Uniting  Conference  must  be  made  to  permeate  the 
whole  body  of  Methodism.  Out  of  this  union  must  spring 
a  new  and  more  intense  loyalty  to  our  Wesleyan  heritage. 
Above  all,  this  Methodist  Church  must  immediately  project 
a  program  of  service  commensurate  with  its  latent  powers 
and  its  unparalleled  opportunity. 

In  the  providence  of  God  our  Churches  have  come  to- 
gether at  a  moment  of  world  crisis.  In  every  land  there  is 
perplexity  and  fear.  The  priceless  values  of  life  are  every- 
where threatened.  Never  in  modern  times  was  there  such 
an  imperative  demand  for  the  proclamation  and  applica- 
tion of  the  gospel.  At  the  very  instant  of  its  new  bii'th, 
The  Methodist  Church  is  faced  with  a  challenge  to  sum- 
mon all  men  to  behold  the  redemptive  power  which  has 
always  been  resident  in  the  eternal  Christ. 

The  burden  of  our  duty  in  this  hour  has  been  upon  our 
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hearts.  In  response  to  inner  promptings,  no  less  than  to 
the  request  of  the  Conference,  your  Bishops  express  the 
need  for  a  mighty  resurgence  of  spiritual  life  and  its 
inevitable  moral  overflow,  and  their  willingness  to  help 
lead  the  Church  in  a  movement  to  bring  about  its  con- 
summation. 

Such  a  forward  movement  should  be  all-inclusive,  and 
should  be  dynamic,  inspirational,  and  educational  in 
nature  and  method.  It  should  involve  a  dissemination 
among  our  people  of  information  concerning  the  history, 
genius,  theology,  policy,  and  program  of  Methodism. 

It  should  inculcate  a  new  loyalty  to  all  our  institutions. 
It  should  interpret  unification  to  our  people  and  weld  them 
together  in  understanding,  sympathy,  and  a  sense  of  fel- 
lowship. It  should  emphasize  our  world-wide  missionary 
enterprise  and  stimulate  the  passion  to  evangelize  all 
peoples. 

It  should  promote  Christian  stewardship  and  bring- 
about  a  greater  liberality  for  the  larger  benevolent  work 
of  our  Church.  It  should  lay  bare  the  social  and  personal 
sins  of  our  time  and  call  men  to  repentance  and  reforma- 
tion. It  should  place  emphasis  upon  personal  religious 
experience  and  seek  to  revive  in  the  hearts  of  our  people 
the  seeking  spirit  of  the  compassionate  Christ. 

Such  a  movement  must  be  more  than  a  temporary 
enterprise  of  an  inspirational  nature.  Its  foundations 
must  be  wide  and  deep;  its  cultivation  fundamental  and 
constant.  The  best  of  our  thought  and  the  most  competent 
advice  we  can  secure  shall  be  devoted  to  projecting  the 
details  of  a  plan,  which  in  due  time  will  be  announced  to 
the  Church.  With  the  hearty  and  unselfish  co-operation 
of  all  our  preachers,  people,  and  organizations,  the  move- 
ment contemplated  should  bring  the  Church  to  its  first 
General  Conference  having  witnessed  a  revival  of  deep 
religious  experience,  with  all  its  forces  mobilized  for  the 
inauguration  of  the  third  century  of  vital  Methodism. 

No  cause  is  forlorn  with  Christ  at  its  head.  We  look 
up  and  behold  the  morning.  Christ  is  out  on  the  highways 
of  the  world's  needs.  No  ingenuity  of  wickedness,  no  in- 
difference or  scorn  of  men  can  stop  His  unceasing  march 
of  redemption.  We  resolve  anew  to  evade  no  peril  and  to 
seek  no  discharge  from  the  tasks,  but  take  our  appointed 
way  with  Him  until  the  gospel  has  been  given  in  its 
uniqueness  and  redeeming  power  to  all  men. 

"We  will  rejoice  in  Thy  salvation,  and  in  the  name  of 
our  God  will  we  set  up  our  banner." 

Thomas  D,  Ellis,  South  Georgia,  moved  that  the 
Conference  stand  in  approval  of  this  great  paper 
and  challenge  to  The  Methodist  Church.  The  mo- 
tion was  seconded  by  Paul  M.  Hillman,  Nebraska, 
and  the  members  of  the  Uniting  Conference  rose 
to  express  unanimous  approval. 

Nathan  Newby,  Pacific,  moved  that  the  paper 
be  received  and  printed  in  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate.    The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 
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Report  No.  3  of  the  Committee  on  Enabling  Acts 
and  Legal  Forms  printed  on  pages  368  and  369 
of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  was  presented  by 
Arthur  A,  Callaghan,  Maine,  Chairman,  who  ex- 
plained its  provisions.  Dr.  Hartman  requested 
Nathan  Newby,  Pacific,  and  W.  M.  Alexander, 
Missouri,  to  come  to  the  platform  and  help  in  the 
presentation  of  the  reports  of  the  Committee.

The  request 
was  granted,  by  common  consent. 

Lewis  0.  Hartman,  New  England,  Chairman  of 
the  Subcommittee  on  Central  Conferences,  re- 
ported that  he  had  conferred  with  W.  F.  Bryan, 
Texas,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Member- 
ship and  Temporal  Economy,  in  regard  to  the 
matter  referred  to  them  by  the  action  of  the  Unit- 
ing Conference  this  morning;  that  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  Dr.  Bryan  he  had  also  conferred  with 
Orrin  W.  Auman,  Colorado,  a  member  of  the 
Subcommittee  on  Financial  Plan  of  the  Committee 
on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy,  and  that 
the  three  would  like  to  have  common  consent  of 
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the  Uniting  Conference  to  delete  the  last  sentence 
of  Paragraph  519  of  Calendar  No.  43,  Report 
No.  6  (5-A)  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  and 
Temporal  Economy,  said  sentence  starting  in  line 
11  and  beginning  with  the  words  "He  is,  further- 
more." No  objection  being  raised,  common  con- 
sent was  given  for  the  deletion. 

Mrs.  Francis  J.  McConnell,  New  York,  was  rec- 
ognized on  a  matter  of  personal  privilege  and  ad- 
dressed the  Conference  in  behalf  of  the  women 
concerned  with  the  adoption  of  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Missions,  which  report  had  pro- 
jected the  great  program  for  Missions  for  The 
Methodist  Church,  and  assured  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference of  the  loyal  support  of  the  women  of 
Methodism  in  bringing  the  projected  program  to 
pass.  The  time  of  Mrs.  McConnell  expiring  be- 
fore she  had  finished  her  remarks,  on  motion  of 
Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  duly  seconded, 
her  time  was  extended.

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON,  MAY  9,  1939 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Conference  was 
called  to  order  at  2:15  p.m.  by  Bishop  John  C. 
Broomfield.

On  a  question  of  privilege  Horace  G.  Smith, 
Rock  River,  moved  the  following: 

Because  of  the  widespread  interest  shown  in  the  his- 
toric gavels  used  by  the  presiding  officers  of  this  Uniting 
Conference,  I  move  that  Dr.  Thomas  P.  Potter,  who  has 
provided  most  of  these  gavels,  be  asked  to  prepare  a 
brief  written  statement  concerning  these  gavels  to  be 
sent  to  the  Church  Press,  and,  if  space  permits,  to  be 
printed  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate. 

The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed.  For  this 
article,  see  Appendix,  "Miscellaneous,"  page  930. 

George  W.  Henson,  Philadelphia,  made  the  fol- 
lowing statement  for  the  Committee  of  Elected 
Chairmen : 

Three  of  the  General  Standing  Committees  have  com- 
pleted their  work  and  their  i-eports  have  been  adopted. 
There  are  twenty-three  Calendar  Reports  and  six  Resolu- 
tions yet  to  be  acted  on.  These  can  be  taken  care  of  in 
their  regular  order  in  the  sessions  yet  to  be  held. 

By  common  consent  the  program  as  outlined 
was  adopted. 

Arthur  A.  Callaghan,  Maine,  moved  to  refer  to 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary  the  question,  "Who 
are  the  legal  delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference?" 
The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 
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Calendar  No.  47,  Report  No.  8  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration, 
printed  on  pages  303  and  304  of  the  Daily  Chris- 
tian Advocate  and  entitled  "Retired  Bishops,"  was 
presented  by  Orien  W.  Fifer,  Indiana,  Chairman, 
who  explained  its  provisions  and  moved  its  adop- 
tion, with  the  understanding  that  Sections  V  and 
VI  be  omitted  from  this  report,  as  the  matters 
contained  therein  had  been  taken  care  of  by  pre- 
vious action  of  the  Uniting  Conference.

Disston  W.  Jacobs,  Wilmington,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  217,  Article  2,  by  striking  out 
the  word  "an"  in  line  2,  and  inserting  therefor  the 
words  "a  full  time."  The  motion  being  duly  sec- 
onded, Mr.  Jacobs  spoke  to  the  question. 

Thomas  D.  Ellis,  South  Georgia,  was  recog- 
nized, but  yielded  the  floor  to  William  P.  King, 
North  Georgia,  who  spoke  for  the  report. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  called  for  the 
reading  of  the  amendment  and  then  spoke  in  its 
favor. 

Joseph  M.  M.  Gray,  Detroit,  moved  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  Jacobs  amendment  that  Item  3  of 
Paragraph  217,  Article  2,  be  stricken  from  the 
report.  The  motion  being  duly  seconded,  Dr. 
Gray  spoke  to  the  question. 

Roy  O.  Hills,  Wyoming  State,  spoke  against  the 
substitute. 
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Nolan  B.  Harmon,  Jr.,  Baltimore,  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  substitute. 

Earl  R.  Brown,  Northeast  Ohio,  raised  the  point 
of  order  that  if  the  substitute  was  adopted  it 
would  take  away  the  right  to  administer  the  Sac- 
rament of  Baptism.  The  Chair  ruled  the  point  of 
order  not  well  taken. 

Harry  G.  Ryan,  North  Texas,  moved  the  pre- 
vious question. 

The  Chair  stated  that  he  had  recognized  Fred 
B.  Noble,  Saint  Johns  River,  before  the  motion 
for  the  previous  question  was  made. 

F.  B.  Noble  spoke  against  the  substitute. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  previous  question 
had  been  called  for.  Lewis  0.  Hartman,  New 
England,  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  vote 
had  not  been  taken. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  raised  the  point 
of  order  that  "because  somebody  wanted  to  move 
the  previous  question  before  the  last  speaker 
spoke,  it  does  not  mean  that  the  motion  for  the 
previous  question  is  now  pending.  The  Chairman 
did  not  recognize  anybody  who  made  the  motion 
for  the  previous  question  since  the  other  man 
spoke."    The  Chair  ruled  the  point  well  taken. 

Harold  Paul  Sloan,  New  Jersey,  spoke  for  the 
substitute. 

Charles  A.  Robbins,  Pacific  Northwest,  moved 
the  pending  question.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed  and  the  pending  question  was  ordered. 

Dr.  Potts  closed  the  debate  for  the  Committee. 
The  vote  was  taken  on  the  Gray  substitute  and  it 
did  not  prevail. 

A.  Wesley  Pugh,  North  Indiana,  offered  the  fol- 
lowing amendment  to  the  Jacobs  amendment:  "An 
unordained  pastor  or  an  Accepted  Supply  Pastor, 
giving  full-time  pastoral  service,  shall  have 
authority,  etc."    This  was  accepted  by  Dr.  Jacobs. 

Elmer  C.  Dewey,  Georgia,  moved  as  a  substitute 
for  the  Jacobs  amendment  the  following:  In  line 
9,  after  the  word  "Superintendent,"  insert  the 
words  "and  with  his  permission." 

Alvis  S.  Bennett,  Kentucky,  spoke  against  the 
substitute. 

Elmer  E.  Collins,  Montana  State,  moved  the 
previous  question  on  all  that  was  before  the  Con- 
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ference.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed 
and  the  previous  question  was  ordered. 

The  vote  on  the  Dewey  substitute  was  taken  and 
it  did  not  prevail. 

The  vote  on  the  Jacobs  amendment  was  taken 
and  it  did  not  prevail. 

Dr.  Potts  called  attention  to  a  typographical 
error  in  Paragraph  219,  Article  4,  line  4,  stating 
that  the  words  "without  the  consent  of  the  Quar- 
terly Conference"  had  been  inadvertently  omitted 
before  the  words  "and  the."

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No  minister  shall  perform  the  marriage  of  a  divorced 
person  whose  divorced  wife  or  husband  is  living;  but  this 
rule  shall  not  apply  to  the  innocent  person  when  it  is 
clearly  established  by  competent  testimony  that  the  true 
cause  for  the  divorce  was  such  as  to  justify  remarriage 
in  the  light  of  the  teachings  of  Scripture  concerning  mar- 
riage and  divorce,  nor  to  divorced  persons  seeking  to  be 
reunited  in  marriage. 

The  motion  being  duly  seconded,  Dr.  Smith 
spoke  to  the  question. 

George  Mecklenberg,  Northern  Minnesota, 
spoke  against  the  substitute. 

W.  L.  Duren,  Louisiana,  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
substitute. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
moved  the  pending  question.  The  motion,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed  and  the  pending  question  was 
ordered. 

Dr.  Fifer  closed  the  debate  for  the  Committee. 

The  substitute  was  voted  on  and  did  not  prevail. 
A  division  was  called  for,  but  was  not  sustained 
by  the  vote  of  the  Conference.

Dr.  W.  Aiken  Smart,  of  Candler  School  of 
Theology,  Emory  University,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  ad- 
dressed the  Conference  on  "Barriers  Burned 
Away."  The  Conference  stood  in  applause  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  address.  [The  Editors  deeply 
regret  that  they  were  unable  to  secure  the  address 
of  Dr.  Smart,  through  circumstances  over  which 
the  Editors  had  no  control.] 

The  Chorus  rendered  a  spiritual,  "Listen  to  the 
Lamb." 

Dr.  Matthew  S.  Davage,  President  of  Clark  Uni- 
versity, Atlanta,  Ga.,  addressed  the  Conference 
on  "Methodism:  Our  Heritage  and  Hope."  For 
address,  see  Appendix,  "Regular  Addresses," 
page  884.  The  Conference  stood  in  appreciation 
and  applauded  the  address. 

Three  selections  were  rendered  by  the  Chorus 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  address  by  Dr.  Davage. 

The  Conference  adjourned  with  the  benediction 
pronounced  by  Benjamin  F.  Abbott,  Central  West. 
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TUESDAY  EVENING,  MAY  9,  1939 

The  Conference  convened  at  7 :45  p.m.,  Tuesday, 
May  9,  for  the  evening  session  with  Bishop  Edgar 
Blake  in  the  chair.  The  Bishop  announced  and 
the  Conference  joined  in  singing  Hymn  73,  "Be 
Still,  My  Soul:  The  Lord  Is  on  Thy  Side." 

Bishop  John  W.  Gowdy  of  China  led  in  prayer, 
after  which  the  Conference  joined  in  singing 
Hymn  268,  "Are  Ye  Able?  Said  the  Master." 

Merton  S.  Rice,  Detroit,  at  the  request  of  Bishop 
Blake,  introduced  the  speaker  of  the  evening,  Dr. 
Charles  W.  Welch,  Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Dr.  Welch  addressed  the  Conference  on  the 
subject  of  "Evangelism."  Bishop  Blake  replied 
appropriately  in  behalf  of  the  Conference. 
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Dr.  James  R.  Houghton  sang  as  a  solo  "The 
Ninety  and  Nine." 

Bishop  Edwin  H.  Hughes,  at  the  request  of 
Joseph  M.  M.  Gray,  Detroit,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Courtesies,  Privileges,  and  Introduc- 
tions, presented  Judge  Richard  J.  Hopkins,  the 
only  United  States  District  Judge  in  the  State  of 
Kansas. 

Dr.  Gray  presented  Dr.  Walter  Van  Kirk,  who 
spoke  to  the  Conference  and  told  of  his  work  in 
broadcasting  the  news  of  the  Uniting  Conference. 

Henry  H.  Crane,  Detroit,  moved  to  refer  to  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary,  for  their  decision,  the 
question  of  the  legality  of  deleting  from  the  new 
Discipline  the  footnote  to  the  twenty -third  Article 
of  Religion,  found  on  page  23  of  the  Prospectus 
of  the  Discipline.  The  motion  being  duly  sec- 
onded. Dr.  Crane  spoke  to  the  question. 

His  time  expiring  before  he  had  finished  his 
remarks,  motion  of  Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  Eng- 
land, duly  seconded,  prevailed  extending  the  time 
not  to  exceed  five  minutes. 

The  motion  to  refer  was  adopted. 

Ernest  H.  Cherrington,  Ohio,  presented  a 
memoir  of  Dr.  Clarence  True  Wilson,  and  moved 
that  it  be  received  and  adopted,  without  reading, 
and  made  a  part  of  the  Journal  of  the  Uniting 
Conference.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed. Dr.  Cherrington  spoke  briefly  to  the 
motion.

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  William  F. 
Quillian,  South  Georgia,  was  adopted :

Resolved,  That  the  names  of  these  members  be  printed 
in  the  new  Discipline  as  they  may  be  furnished  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Methodist  Ecumenical  Council,  Western 
Section,  Dr.  A.  J.  Weeks.

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Motion  of  the  Secretary,  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed that  the  request  of  the  Central  Northwest 
Conference  and  of  the  Norwegian-Danish  Con- 
ference for  an  Enabling  Act  in  relation  to  their 
boundaries,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  En- 
abling Acts  and  Legal  Forms,  to  be  reported  on 
tomorrow. 

On  m.otion  of  Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England, 
duly  seconded,  the  Calendar  was  taken  up. 

W.  F.  Bryan,  Texas,  stated  that  a  motion  of 
Chester  A.  Smith,  New  York,  concerning  war 
had  been  referred  to  his  Committee  for  considera- 
tion ;  that  he  had  consulted  with  Brother  Smith 
and  the  Committee  thought  it  better  to  consider 
the  Smith  resolution  as  a  separate  matter,  rather 
than  in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee touching  a  Social  Creed.

departed  from  its  historic  position.  As  a  reunited  body 
we  therefore  now  renew  our  former  expressions  of 
loyalty. 

We  cherish  the  freedom  secured  to  mankind  by  this 
republic  as  among  our  own  and  the  human  race's  most 
precious  possessions.     Political  liberty  is  indeed  nothing 
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less  than  a  necessary  fi'uition  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ:  so  that  devotion  to  it  must  of  course  command 
the  Christian's  utmost  resource,  being  conditioned  only 
by  that  loyalty  to  the  Living  God,  Himself,  by  which  alone 
free  government  can   either  be,  or  be  made   strong. 

Being  thus  exalted  and  blessed  in  this  liberty  of  Chris- 
tian men  and  Americans,  reunited  Methodism  publishes 
anew  its  thanksgiving  for  the  great  republic  of  the  West; 
and  pledges  its  devotion,  its  sacrifice,  and  its  unceasing 
prayers  that  this  high  heritage  received  from  our  fathers 
may  be  preserved  for  our  children,  and  our  children's  chil- 
dren; and  not  only  as  undiminished,  but  as  increased  as 
in  each  advancing  decade  made  more  nobly  fair.

Whereas,  in  the  present  extremely  dangerous  state 
of  affairs  existing  among  the  nations  of  the  world,  it 
is  imperative  that  every  possible  influence  looking  toward 
the  establishment  of  universal  peace  be  exerted  by  the 
followers  of  the  Prince  of  Peace;   and 

Whereas,  a  reunited  and  powerful  Church  is  just  now 
coming  into  existence  whose  voice  in  this  grave  situation 
ought  to  be  unequivocal;   and 

Whereas,  there  exists  an  honest  difference  of  opinion 
in  regard  to  the  particular  form  which  the  conviction  of 
that  Church  in  this  crucial  issue  ought  to  take;  therefore 
be   it 

Resolved,  that  the  Methodist  Church: 
1.   Takes  its  stand  undivided  in  its  opposition  to  the 
spirit   of  war   now   raging  through   the  world; 

2.  Pledges  itself  to  exert  every  possible  influence  at  its 
command  to  persuade  bellig-erent  peoples  to  find  such 
ground  of  settlement  of  their  difficulties  as  shall  result 
in  lasting  peace  between  them; 

3.  Urges  the  President  and  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  to  take  every  possible  step  to  avoid  the  entangle- 
ment of  our  country  in  a  world-wide  conflagration  of 
war  which  we  are  convinced  would  bring  our  civilization 
into  ruins;  and 

4.  Commits  to  our  Board  of  Education  the  responsibility 
of  laying  the  foundation  of  a  system  of  Christian  educa- 
tion which  shall  seek  to  eradicate  the  causes  of  war 
and  train  our  children  for  Christian  participation  in  the 
ai'ts  of  peace.

Calendar  No.  58,  Report  No.  7  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy,  on 
motion  of  Dr.  Harrell,  duly  seconded,  was  adopted. 
For  report,  see  Appendix,  "General  Standing 
Committees,"  page  538. 

Calendar  No.  59,  Report  No.  8  of  the  Committee 
on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy,  printed 
on  pages  309  and  310  of  the  Daily  Christian  Ad- 
vocate and  entitled  "Ministerial  Support,"  was 
presented  by  W.  F.  Bryan,  Texas,  Chairman,  who 
requested  R.  F.  Curl,  West  Texas,  to  represent  the 
Committee.  Dr.  Curl  explained  the  provisions  of 
the  report  and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion 
was  duly  seconded. 

Arthur  A,  Callaghan,  Maine,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  536  by  substituting  the  word  "accept- 
ed" for  the  word  "adopted"  in  line  9.  This  was 
accepted  by  the  Chairman  for  the  Committee,  no 
objection  being  raised. 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  Holston,  moved  to  amend  the 
report  by  striking  out  Paragraph  546. 

John  R.  Edwards,  Baltimore,  spoke  against  the 
motion  to  delete  Paragraph  546  and  recommended 
that  the  word  "pastor"  be  included  in  the  report.

Lovick  P.  Wasson,  North  Mississippi,  moved,

"have  special  responsibility"  and  by  striking  out 
line  6.

William  E.  Shaw,  Illinois,  moved  to  amend  by 
adding  to  the  personnel  of  Paragraph  546  the  "Lo- 
cal Council  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension" 
provided  for  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Missions  adopted  yesterday.  The  motion  was  duly 
seconded. 

Elmer  E.  Collins,  Montana  State,  moved  the 
previous  question  on  all  before  the  Conference. 
The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed,  and  the  pre- 
vious question  was  ordered. 

R.  F.  Curl  closed  the  debate  for  the  Commit- 
tee. 

The  vote  was  taken  on  the  Shaw  amendment, 
and  it  did  not  prevail. 

The  vote  was  taken  on  the  Martin  amendment, 
and  it  did  not  prevail. 

The  vote  was  then  taken  on  the  Perry  substi- 
tute to  strike  out  Paragraph  546  and  it  did  not 
prevail. 

Henry  M.  Andrews  raised  a  point  of  order  that 
the  adoption  of  the  report  would  be  contradictory 
to  one  already  adopted.  The  Chair  ruled  the  point 
of  order  not  well  taken. 

The  report  was  then  adopted.  For  report,  see 
Appendix,  "General  Standing  Committees,"  page 
538. 

Calendar  No.  60,  Report  9  of  the  Committee  on 
Membership  and  Temporal  Economy,  printed  on 
pages  310  and  311  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advo- 
cate and  entitled  "Admission  into  the  Church," 
was  presented  by  W.  F.  Bryan,  Texas,  Chairman, 
who  requested  William  C.  Hartinger,  Indiana,  to 
be  in  charge  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Hartinger  explained  the  provisions  of  the 
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report  and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded. 

Thomas  S.  Brock,  New  Jersey,  asked  an  inter- 
pretation of  Paragraph  419.  Dr.  Hartinger  asked 
common  consent  to  insert  after  the  words  "Re- 
quest give"  the  words  "a  certificate  of  membership 
and,"  stating  that  they  had  been  left  out.  Com- 
mon consent  was  given,  there  being  no  objection. 

William  K.  Anderson,  Pittsburgh,  moved  to

R.  F.  Curl,  West  Texas,  moved  to  amend  Para- 
graph 405  by  inserting  before  the  words  "upon 
giving,"  in  line  4,  the  v/ords  "upon  the  presenta- 
tion of  a  Certificate  of  membership  from  their 
Church  or."  The  motion  being  duly  seconded,  Dr. 
Curl  spoke  to  the  question. 

Lynn  Harold  Hough,  New  York  East,  moved 
the  previous  question.  The  motion,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed  and  the  previous  question  was  ordered. 

Dr.  Hartinger  closed 'the  debate  for  the  Com- 
mittee. 

The  vote  was  taken  on  the  Curl  amendment  and 
it  did  not  prevail. 

The  report  was  adopted.  For  report,  see  Ap- 
pendix, "General  Standing  Committees,"  page 
542. 

The  Conference  recessed  at  10:40  a.m. 

Bishop  Selecman  called  the  Conference  to  order 
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at  10:50  A.M.  The  Conference  stood  and  sang 
Hymn  209,  "Amazing  Grace!  How  Sweet  the 
Sound,"  led  by  Dean  Robert  G.  McCutchan,  North- 
west Indiana. 

Dr.  James  R.  Houghton  presented  the  choir  of 
the  National  Training  School  for  Christian  Work- 
ers, Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  stated  that  the  school 
was  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society.  Dr.  Houghton  requested 
Bishop  Charles  L.  Mead  to  present  the  Choir  to 
the  Conference.  Bishop  Mead  introduced  Dr. 
Anna  Neidherheiser,  President  of  the  School,  and 
Miss  A.  Louise  Sumwalt,  Director  of  Music.  The 
Choir  sang  the  "Hallelujah  Chorus,"  by  Beethoven. 

Joseph  M.  M.  Gray,  Detroit,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Courtesies,  Privileges,  and  Intro- 
ductions, presented  Mr.  J.  Max  Kruwel,  Minister 
of  Music,  Boulevard  Methodist  Church  of  Kansas 
City,  the  official  organist  of  the  Uniting  Confer- 
ence. 

The  following  resolution  was  presented  by 
Leslie  J.  Lyons,  Missouri : 

Whereas,  it  will  be  necessary  in  a  substantial  number 
of  States,  in  the  formation  of  new  Conferences  authorized 
by  the  Uniting  Conference  and  in  adjusting  boundary 
lines  changed  by  the  action  of  the  Uniting  Conference,  to 
arrange  sessions  of  the  Conferences  involved  at  the  same 
time  or  approximately  at  the  same  time;  and 

Whereas,  it  would  be  a  great  saving  of  time  and  ex- 
pense if  said  Conferences  could  be  authorized  to  hold  their 
final  sessions  outside  of  their  boundaries ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  request  the  Committee  on  Enabling 
Acts  and  Legal  Forms  to  prepare  and  submit  to  this  Con- 
ference for  its  action  an  appropriate  Enabling  Act  autho- 
rizing Conferences  to  hold  their  final  sessions  outside  their 
boundaries,  and  that  the  first  sessions  of  the  new  Con- 
ferences may  be  held  outside  their  boundaries  but  within 
their  Jurisdictions. 

The  resolution,  duly  seconded,  was  adopted. 

Under  a  question  of  privilege.  Bishop  A.  Frank 
Smith  presented  the  booklet  prepared  by  Dr. 
Harry  E.  Woolever,  Central  New  York,  concern- 
ing Methodist  Union,  and  urged  all  to  secure 
copies. 

George  W.  Henson,  Philadelphia,  raised  the 
point  of  order  that  recess  did  not  cancel  the  order 
of  the  Calendar.  The  Chair  ruled  the  point  well 
taken. 
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Under  a  matter  of  high  privilege  for  the  Con- 
ference, George  C.  Douglass,  Troy,  presented  the 
following : 

The  Council  of  Bishops  requests  the  Committee  on 
Membership  and  Temporal  Economy  to  bring  in  a  resolu- 
tion to  the  following  effect:  That  the  Bishops  of  each 
Jurisdiction  shall  appoint  a  Committee  composed  of  three 
laymen  and  three  ministers,  who  with  the  Bishops  of  the 
Jurisdiction  shall  determine  a  method  of  raising  the  fund 
necessary  for  the  expenses  of  the  first  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference. 

George  C.  French,  North  Texas,  moved  to 
amend  by  adding  the  words  "subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference."  On  be- 
ing informed  that  this  resolution  was  to  cover  a 
temporary  situation  only,  he  withdrew  his  amend- 
ment. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Douglass,  duly  seconded,  the 
request  was  approved. 

W.  F.  Bryan,  Texas,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Membership  and  Temporal  Economy,  under 
a  question  of  privilege  for  the  Conference,  re- 
quested that  Orrin  W.  Auman,  Colorado,  be  per- 
mitted to  present  a  brief  paper  relative  to  Special 
Collections,  the  preparation  of  said  paper  having 
been  ordered  by  the  Uniting  Conference  at  its  ses- 
sion on  Tuesday  morning.  May  9.  Dr.  Auman 
presented  the  following  as  an  addition  to  Para- 
graph 405,  Calendar  No.  42,  Report  No.  5  of  the 
Committee  on  Membership  and  Temporal  Econ- 
omy, and  to  go  to  record : 

Any  General  Board  or  Agency  requesting  the  privilege 
of  a  Church-wide  collection  in  the  interests  of  its  work 
shall  present  such  request  to  the  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  when  the  askings  of  the  Board  or 
Agency  for  the  ensuing  quadrennium  are  presented  to 
the  Commission. 

The  Commission  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
General  Conference  as  to  the  special  collection  and  special 
days  to  be  authorized.  The  Commission  shall  bring  to  the 
General  Conference  a  recommendation  in  the  case  of  each 
collection  as  to  whether  the  income  from  such  special  col- 
lection shall  constitute  a  pai't  of  the  support  from  the 
Benevolence  Funds  by  the  Board  receiving  such  collection, 
or  whether  the  income  from  such  special  collection  shall 
be  over  and  above  the  support  of  the  Board  or  Agency 
from  the  General  Benevolence  Funds. 

By  common  consent  the  paper  was  ordered  to 
record  at  the  proper  place. 
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Calendar  No.  65,  Report  No.  10  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Education,  printed  on  pages  346  and  347 
of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  entitled 
"Jurisdictional  Board  of  Education,"  was  pre- 
sented by  Paul  Quillian,  Texas.  Dr.  Quillian  re- 
quested Clem  Baker,  Little  Rock,  and  Lester 
Rumble,  North  Georgia,  to  come  to  the  platform. 
Dr.  Quillian  explained  the  provisions  of  the  re- 
port, stating  that  Paragraph  1103  needed  a  cor- 
rection and  asked  common  consent  to  change  the 
words  "Annual  Conference,"  in  line  6,  to  read 
"Division  of  the  Local  Church."  Common  con- 
sent was  granted,  no  objection  being  raised.  Dr. 
Quillian  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  and  the 
motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Francis  R.  Bayley,  Baltimore,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  1091  by  substituting  the  word  "may" 
for  the  word  "shall"  in  line  2.  This  was  accepted 
by  the  Chairman,  no  objection  being  raised. 

The  report  was  adopted.  For  report,  see  Ap- 
pendix, "General  Standing  Committees,"  page 
618. 

Dr.  Quillian  asked  common  consent  to  refer  to 
the  Committee  on  Location  of  Boards  and  Com- 
missions, authorized  this  morning  by  the  Uniting 
Conference,  Report  No.  13  of  the  Committee  on 
Education  relative  to  the  same  matter.  Report  No. 
13  not  being  a  Calendar  Report.  By  common  con- 
sent, this  request  was  granted. 

Calendar  No.  66,  Report  No.  11  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education,  printed  on  page  347  of  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  entitled  "Annual 
Conference  Board  of  Education,"  was  presented 
by  Paul  Quillian,  Texas,  Chairman,  who  explained 
its  provisions  and  moved  its  adoption.  The  mo- 
tion was  duly  seconded. 

Gary  A.  Kemp,  Northwest  Kansas,  raised  the 
question  if  the  word  "shall"  in  line  2  should  not 
be  "may"  in  the  light  of  the  motion  made  by  Dr. 
Bayley  in  the  adoption  of  the  previous  report. 
Dr.  Quillian  replied  that  the  pending  report  dealt 
with  the  Annual  Conference  and  there  should  be 
authorized  an  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

Charles  V.  Adams,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
moved  to  amend  Paragraph  1112  by  inserting  the 
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words  "portion  of  a"  before  the  word  "session"  in 
line  4.  This  was  accepted  by  Dr.  Quillian,  no  ob- 
jection being  raised. 

John  R.  Edwards,  Baltimore,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  1107  by  inserting  after  the  words  "Ex- 
ecutive Secretary,"  in  line  4,  the  words  "who  may 
serve  for  two  or  more  contiguous  Conferences." 
This  was  accepted  by  the  Chairman,  no  objection 
being  raised. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
asked  for  an  explanation  of  Paragraph  1114  con- 
cerning "receipts  from  Missionary  offerings  in 
Church  schools." 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the  Disciplines  of  the 
former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  of  the 
former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  pro- 
vided for  a  certain  portion  of  the  Missionary  offer- 
ing from  Church  schools  to  be  returned  to  Annual 
Conferences  for  the  support  of  extension  and 
rural  work  and  neglected  areas. 

Dr.  Skillington  asked  further  if  the  Conference 
Board  of  Education  can  determine  the  fraction  or 
portion  of  these  offerings  that  are  to  be  available. 

Dr.  Quillian  stated  that  the  General  Conference 
only  had  this  authority. 

Frank  C.  Propert,  New  Jersey,  moved  to  amend 
Paragraph  1107  by  omitting  the  words  "Execu- 
tive Secretary"  and  add  the  following  sentence: 
"At  the  option  of  the  Annual  Conference,  an  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary  may  be  employed."  The  motion 
was  duly  seconded,  but  did  not  prevail. 

The  report  was  adopted.  For  report,  see  Ap- 
pendix, "General  Standing  Committees,"  page 
621. 

Calendar  No.  67,  Report  No.  12  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Education,  printed  on  pages  347,  348,  and 
349  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  entitled 
"The  Local  Church,"  was  presented  by  Paul  Quil- 
lian, Texas,  Chairman,  who  explained  its  provi- 
sions and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded. 

Dr.  Quillian  asked  common  consent  to  make  the 
following  corrections  in  Paragraph  1120:  Insert 
the  words  "pastor  and  the"  before  the  word  "gen- 
eral" in  line  10,  and  insert  the  word  "assistant" 
after  the  words  "elect  the"  in  line  11.  Common 
consent  was  granted,  no  objection  being  raised. 
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The  time  of  Dr.  Quillian  expiring  before  the  end 
of  the  explanation  of  the  provisions  of  the  report, 
motion  of  Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed  extending  the  time  to  complete 
the  explanation. 

Ralph  E.  Diffendorfer,  Rock  River,  called  atten- 
tion to  the  last  sentence  of  Paragraph  1124,  and 
Section  4  of  Paragraph  1126,  stating  that  a  very 
important  question  was  raised  and  that  these 
paragraphs  he  thought  did  not  harmonize  the 
Discipline.  Dr.  Diffendorfer  suggested  that  these 
paragraphs  be  referred  to  the  Commission  author- 
ized by  the  Uniting  Conference  to  study  all  phases 
of  the  Missionary  work,  and  which  Commission 
is  to  report  to  the  1940  General  Conference.  Dr. 
Quillian  stated  that  he  would  be  glad  to  refer  the 
paragraphs  to  the  Commission. 

J.  Fisher  Simpson,  West  Texas,  moved  to  amend 
Paragi'aph  1122  by  adding  an  item  to  come  after 
present  Item  4  to  read  as  follows : 

To  provide  opportunities  for  parents  and  young  people 
to  have  studies  in  marriage  and  Christian  homemaking. 

This  was  accepted  by  the  Chairman,  no  objec- 
tion being  raised. 

The  report  was  adopted.  For  report,  see  Ap- 
pendix, "General  Standing  Committees,"  page 
624. 

Calendar  No.  68,  Report  No.  14  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Conferences,  printed  on  pages  349  and  350 
of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  entitled  "An- 
nual Conferences,"  was  presented  by  George  W. 
Henson,  Philadelphia,  Chairman,  who  explained 
its  provisions.  Dr.  Henson  called  attention  to  a 
typographical  error  in  Article  3  of  Paragraph 
162.  In  line  9,  after  the  words  "in  the"  at  the 
end  of  the  line,  add  the  words  "General  Confer- 
ence shall  be  representatives  in  that  body.  Addi- 
tional delegates  shall  be  elected  to  complete  the 
number  determined  by  the  ratio  for  representation 
in  the."  Then  add  to  Article  4,  Paragraph  164, 
the  following :  "The  Annual  Conference  shall  have 
power  to  locate  a  ministerial  member  for  unac- 
ceptability  and  inefficiency."  By  common  consent 
these  additions  were  made,  no  objection  being 
raised.

civic  and  service  organizations  to  unite  both  in  the  fact 
and  in  the  spirit  of  such  an  occasion,  to  the  end  that  this 
Nation  may  humbly  ask  Divine  guidance  in  these  critical 
days,  and  courage  to  follow  that  guidance. 

The  Methodist  Church  firmly  believes  that  a  Day  of 
Prayer,  honestly  and  conscientiously  observed,  would  make 
a  contribution  of  inestimable  value  to  the  cause  of  World 
Peace  and  understanding. 

In  the  event  that  the  President  of  the  United  States 
finds  that  such  a  Day  of  Prayer  might  be  set  aside,  The 
Methodist  Church  pledges  him  the  sincere  co-operation 
of  eight  million  members  of  a  United  Church. 

The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Motion  of  Daniel  L.  Marsh,  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed that  after  announcements  we  adjourn. 

Various  announcements  were  made  and  the 
Conference  adjourned  with  the  benediction  pro- 
nounced by  Bishop  Raymond  J.  Wade. 
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Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Uniting  Confer-         ^^y 
ence  convened  at  2:15   P.M.  with  Bishop  Titus      Afternoon 
Lowe  in  the  chair.     The  Bishop  announced  and  opening 
the  Conference  stood  and  joined  in  singing  Hymn 
487,  "The  Morning  Light  Is  Breaking." 

The  Conference  was  led  in  prayer  by  Bishop 
Edwin  F.  Lee  of  Singapore. 

Bishop  Lowe  requested  the  privilege  of  having  ^'^^^Jy 
four  of  the  Bishops  who  had  served  on  the  wide-      Pickett, 
flung  line  of  missions  to  address  the  Conference      fnd'wird 
briefly.     This  was  ordered  by  common  consent.        Address  the 

Bishop  Lowe  then  separately  presented  Bishop 
John  Gowdy  of  China,  Bishop  J.  Waskom  Pickett 
of  India,  Bishop  John  M,  Springer  of  Africa,  and 
Bishop  Ralph  J.  Ward  of  China.  Each  spoke  op- 
timistically of  the  several  fields  represented.  The 
Conference  rose  and  applauded  at  the  close  of 
the  addresses.  At  the  request  of  Bishop  Lowe, 
Merton  S.  Rice,  Detroit,  led  in  prayer. 

Motion  of  Leslie  J.  Lyons,  Missouri,  duly  sec-  '^"pfcTur""^ 
onded,  prevailed  that  the  photographers  be  per- 
mitted to  take  a  picture  of  the  Conference  at  this 
time.    The  picture  was  taken. 

Joseph  M.  M.  Gray,  Detroit,  Chairman  of  the  ^ApprStion 
Committee  on  Courtesies,  Privileges,  and  Intro- 
ductions,   requested   that    Umphrey    Lee,    North 
Texas,  of  the  Committee,  present  Resolutions  of 
Appreciation  at  this  time. 

Dr.  Lee  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee 
and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion,  duly  sec- 
onded, prevailed  and  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted : 

REPORT  ON  RESOLUTIONS 

Upon  the  success  of  this  Uniting  Conference,  upon  its 
spirit  as  well  as  its  enactments,  depends  in  a  large  way 
the  future  of  American  Methodism.  We  are,  therefore, 
especially  grateful  to  all  who  have  made  it  possible  for 
the  Conference  to  work  in  comfort  in  spite  of  its  size  and 
the  magnitude  of  its  task.

We  would  remember  especially  the  ushers,  who  have 
given  their  time  and  have  worked  hard  for  the  convenience 
of  the  delegates  and  guests,  and  the  pages,  who  have 
been  alert  and  gracious. 

The  thanks  of  the  Conference  are  due  to  the  City  and 
to  the  Convention  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
through  whom  we  have  the  use  of  this  great  Auditorium 
and  to  the  superintendent  and  technicians  who  have  pre- 
pared the  Auditorium  for  our  use.  Other  courtesies  of 
the  Citj',  especially  the  services  of  the  Traffic  Squad  of 
the  Kansas  City  Police,  are  acknowledged  with  our  sincere 
thanks.

This  Committee  desires  to 
express  to  Dr.  James  R.  Houghton,  the  Precentor  of  the 
Conference,  the  unqualified  thanks  of  the  body  for  the 
work  that  he  has  done  in  preparing  and  directing  the 
music  of  the  Conference. 

The  organist,  the  Boston  University  School  of  Theol- 
ogy's chorus,  the  Kansas  Wesleyan  University's  Harmonic 
Choir,  and  all  other  organizations  and  individuals  who 
have  helped  in  the  music  of  this  Conference,  will  be 
gratefully  remembered. 

In  such  a  large  Conference,  with  so  elaborate  a  pro- 
gram, it  is  impossible  to  mention  all  who  have  helped  in 
entertainment  and  inspiration.  We  are  grateful  for  the 
evangelistic  services,  the  pageants,  and  the  special  serv- 
ices, although  they  cannot  here  be  reviewed.  And  we  ap-

We  have  done 
much  toward  perfecting  the  organization  of  The  Method- 
ist Church ;  we  have  done  more  in  demonstrating  our  spir- 
itual unity. 

For  all  of  this  we  offer  humble  thanks  to  Almighty 
God,  who  has  brought  us  to  this  good  hour;  and  we  pray 
that  He  may  increase  our  faith,  confirm  our  hope,  and 
perfect  us  in  love.  Stanley   0.   McMullen,

Bishop  Lowe  introduced  Francis  R.  Bayley, 
Baltimore,  President  of  the  Judicial  Council  of 
The  Methodist  Church.  Dr.  Bayley  introduced 
his  colleagues  with  the  statement,  "This  is  the 
Supreme  Court  of  The  Methodist  Church."  The 
Conference  rose  in  applause  as  the  members  were 
introduced  as  follows :  Martin  E.  Lawson,  South- 
west  Missouri,   Vice-President;    Henry   R.   Van 
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Deusen,  Wyoming,  Secretary ;  Dr.  Walter  C.  Buck- 
ner,  Southern  California;  Dr.  George  R.  Brown, 
North  Carolina;  Dr.  W.  G.  Henry,  North  Ala- 
bama; Dr.  J.  Stewart  French,  Holston;  Vincent 
P.  Clarke,  New  England;  M.  A.  Childers,  West 
Texas,  had  to  leave  the  Conference  before  the  Ju- 
dicial Council  was  presented. 

John  R.  Mott,  New  York,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Missions,  presented  three  recom- 
mendations for  record  and  for  insertion  at  the 
proper  place  in  Calendar  No.  71,  Report  No.  5  of 
the  Committee  on  Missions.  These  recommenda- 
tions were  relative  to  the  Bureau  of  Deaconess 
Work,  and  had  been  inadvertently  omitted  in  the 
drafting  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee.  Report 
No.  5  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  was  adopted 
Tuesday  morning.  May  9,  1939,  with  the  under- 
standing that  this  matter  would  be  looked  into  and 
properly  taken  care  of  by  the  Chairman.  Mo- 
tion of  John  R.  Mott,  duly  seconded,  prevailed 
adopting  the  recommendations  and  ordering  them 
to  record  at  their  proper  place. 

Motion  of  George  W.  Henson,  Philadelphia, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Elected  Chairmen, 
duly  seconded,  prevailed  that  we  proceed  with  the 
Calendar. 

Calendar  No.  73,  Report  No.  13  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Ministry  and  Judicial  Administration, 
printed  on  pages  360  to  363  inclusive  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  and  entitled  "Deacons,"  was 
presented  by  Orien  W.  Fifer,  Indiana,  Chairman, 
who  requested  J.  Manning  Potts,  Virginia,  to 
be  in  charge  of  the  report.  Dr.  Potts  stated  that 
the  report  would  be  presented  in  three  divisions. 
Dr.  Potts  explained  the  provisions  of  Section  VI, 
Deacons,  Dr.  Potts  stated  that,  due  to  a  secre- 
tarial error.  Paragraph  252  was  worded  as  in  the 
Prospectus  of  the  Discipline,  page  76,  but  that 
the  Committee  recommended  a  change  and  that  by 
common  consent  he  was  offering  the  following  as 
a  substitute  for  Paragraph  252 : 


252.  (1)  Whenever  it  is  determined  by  the  Committee 
on  Conference  Relations  or  the  Ministerial  Qualifications 
Group  that,  in  their  judgment,  a  member  of  the  Annual 
Conference  is  unacceptable,  inefficient,  or  indifferent  in 
the  work  of  the  ministry,  or  that  his  conduct  is  such  as 
to  impair  seriously  his  usefulness  as  a  minister,  or  that 
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his  engagement  in  secular  business,  except  as  required 
by  the  ill  health  of  himself  or  of  his  family,  disqualifies 
him  for  pastoral  work,  they  shall  notify  him  in  writing, 
and  ask  him  to  request  location  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  If  he  refuses  or  neglects  to  locate 
as  requested,  the  Conference  may,  by  count  vote,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Conference  Rela- 
tions, locate  him^  without  his  consent,  and  deprive  him  of 
the  right  to  exercise  the  ministei'ial  office. 

(2)  Whenever  it  is  unanimously  determined  by  the 
District  Superintendents  that  a  member  of  the  Annual 
Conference  should  be  located  for  any  of  the  reasons  cited 
in  Section  1,  they  shall  notify  him  in  writing  of  their 
judgment  at  least  six  months  before  the  next  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference,  and  ask  him  to  request  location 
at  such  session  under  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  251. 
If  he  refuses  or  neglects  to  locate  as  requested,  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendents  shall  certify  the  facts  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Conference  Relations  or  Ministerial  Qualifica- 
tions Group,  which  Committee  shall  proceed  to  recom- 
mend his  immediate  location  without  his  consent,  and  the 
discontinuance  of  his  right  to  exercise  the  ministerial 
ofl^ce. 

(3)  However,  if  any  located  person  remains  a  mem- 
ber in  good  standing  of  The  Methodist  Church  until  the 
age  of  sixty-five  years,  he  shall  thereby  retain  the  right 
to  make  an  annuity  claim,  based  upon  the  years  of  his 
effective  ministry  and  subject  to  the  action  of  the  An- 
nual Conference.  Frank  L.  Shaffer,  Secretary. 

(Note  the  Brock  amendment  in  the  next  para- 
graph, which  was  accepted.) 

Thomas  S.  Brock,  New  Jersey,  at  the  request 
of  Dr.  Potts,  explained  the  provisions  of  the  para- 
graph and  suggested  the  following  rewording  for 
clarification:  Change  the  last  clause  of  Section  1, 
which  reads  "and  deprive  him  of  the  right  to  ex- 
ercise the  ministerial  office,"  and  change  the  last 
clause  in  Section  2,  which  reads  "and  the  discon- 
tinuance of  his  right  to  exercise  the  ministerial 
office,"  so  that  the  clauses  shall  read  in  both  Sec- 
tions 1  and  2  as  follows :  "which  discontinues  his 
right  to  exercise  the  ministerial  office."  This  was 
accepted  by  Dr.  Potts.  The  Conference  then  gave 
common  consent  to  make  the  substitution  as  re- 
quested. Dr.  Potts  then  moved  the  adoption  of 
Section  VI  and  the  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

William  F.  McMurry,  Memphis,  raised  the  fol- 
lowing question : 

Does  Paragraph  252,  Article  3,  providing  that  a  located 
minister  retains  certain  annuity  rights  under  certain 
circumstances,  apply  to  ministers  under  voluntary  as 
well  as  involuntary  location? 
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Dr.  Potts  replied  that  it  is  the  intention  to  ap- 
ply it  to  any  located  minister. 

W.  F.  McMurry  called  attention  to  an  appar- 
ent conflict  between  Paragraph  252,  Article  3, 
^ "Ministry  and  ^^^^  Pending,  and  Paragraph  1341  of  Calendar 
Judicial  Ad-  No.  20,  Report  No.  4  of  the  Committee  on  Super- 
ReporrN'o"'  annuatc  Support,  printed  on  pages  190  and  191 
"Deacons"      ^^  ^^^  DaHij  Christian  Advocate. 

Thomas  S.  Brock,  New  Jersey,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Superannuate  Support,  replied 
that  Paragraph  1341,  referred  to,  related  to  Ju- 
dicial decisions  in  the  old  Disciplines,  and  not  to 
the  forthcoming  Discipline,  and  were  simply 
placed  in  the  report  as  a  matter  of  reference. 

Thomas  A.  Stafford,  Northern  Minnesota,  asked 
an  interpretation  of  the  following  words  in  Para- 
graph 252,  Section  3 :  "the  right  to  make  an  an- 
nuity claim,  based  upon  the  years  of  his  effective 
ministry  and  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Annual 
Conference."  Dr.  Stafford's  question  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

What  is  that  action?  That  is  what  I  want  answered. 
Is  that  an  action  restoring  his  membership  in  the  Con- 
ference so  he  can  be  in  a  position  to  make  a  claim,  or  is 
it  an  action  restoring  the  claim  without  restoring  mem- 
bership in  the  Conference? 

Dr.  Potts  replied  as  follows : 

The  action  only  restores  the  claimant's  membership 
in  the  Conference.  The  point  has  been  made  that  a  man 
may  serve  up  until  the  age  of  sixty-five  and  that  though 
he  may  have  served  for  part  of  that  time,  or  all  of  it, 
ineffectively,  that  should  not  destroy  his  claim  to  an 
annuity.  If  the  Conference  allowed  him  to  remain  in 
it,  and  he  probably  did  the  best  he  could  with  what  he 
had  to  work  with,  they  feel  that  he  should  have  a  claim- 
ant annuity. 

Arthur  M.  Wells,  Illinois,  raised  the  question, 
"When  a  man  takes  a  location  on  his  own  request 
to  avoid  charges  or  expulsion,  then  what  effect 
does  it  have  on  his  claim  to  be  made  later?" 

The  Chairman  replied :  "We  do  not  think  that 
he  would  have  that  claim,  then." 

Section  VI,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Potts,  duly  sec- 
onded, was  adopted. 

Dr.  Potts  proceeded  to  explain  Section  VII, 
Local  Preachers,  and  moved  its  adoption.  The 
motion  was  duly  seconded. 
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A.  Wesley  Pugh,  North  Indiana,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  261,  Article  7,  by  inserting 
after  the  words  "of  Baptism,"  in  line  5,  the  words 
"and  of  the  Lord's  Supper."  This  was  accepted 
by  the  Chairman  for  the  Committee,  no  objection 
being  raised. 

Dr.  Pugh  moved  to  further  amend  Paragraph 
261,  Article  7,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word 
"fields"  at  the  beginning  of  line  eight,  and  insert- 
ing the  following :  "the  conferring  of  such  author- 
ity shall  rest  with  the  Central  Conferences  in 
which  they  are  pastors."  This  was  accepted  by 
Dr.  Potts  for  the  Committee,  no  objection  being 
raised. 

Mrs.  Florence  R.  Jardine,  Northern  Minnesota, 
presented  a  minority  report,  printed  on  page  363 
of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  for  Paragraph 
266,  Article  12  of  Section  VII,  now  pending,  and 
moved  its  adoption  as  a  substitute  for  Paragraph 
266  of  the  majority  report.  The  motion  being 
duly  seconded,  Mrs.  Jardine  spoke  to  the  question. 

Her  time  expiring  before  she  had  finished  her 
remarks,  motion  of  J.  Manning  Potts,  Virginia, 
duly  seconded,  prevailed  extending  her  time. 

Mrs.  Jardine  moved  the  adoption  of  the  sub- 
stitute and  the  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Isaac  E.  Miller,  Ohio,  spoke  against  the  sub- 
stitute. 

George  W.  Henson,  Philadelphia,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  Elected  Chairmen,  being  recog- 
nized, called  attention  to  the  Order  of  the  Day 
for  four-thirty,  the  amount  of  business  yet  to  be 
presented  to  the  Conference,  and  moved  that  the 
speeches  be  limited  to  three  on  each  side  and 
then  to  the  closing  speech  by  the  minority  and  the 
majority.     The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  moved  to 
amend  the  motion  by  making  it  one  speech  instead 
of  three  speeches  before  the  closing  arguments 
by  the  respective  Chairmen.  Dr.  Henson  and  his 
second  accepted  the  amendment,  and  the  motion 
prevailed. 

Miss  Irma  Highbaugh,  China,  spoke  for  the 
substitute.  Her  time  expiring  before  she  had 
finished  her  remarks,  motion  of  Herbert  J.  Burg- 
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stabler,  Upper  Iowa,  duly  seconded,  prevailed  ex- 
tending her  time. 

Mrs.  T.  H.  Minga,  North  Texas,  spoke  against 
the  substitute. 

John  R.  Edwards,  Baltimore,  raised  the  ques- 
tion as  to  what  would  be  the  status  of  women  al- 
ready ordained  and  in  Annual  Conference  mem- 
bership if  the  majority  report  were  adopted. 

The  Chairman  replied:  "This  does  not  take 
away  from  any  women  who  are  ordained  the 
rights  that  they  now  have." 

Mrs.  Jardine  closed  the  debate  for  the  minor- 
ity report. 

J.  Manning  Potts  closed  the  debate  for  the  ma- 
jority report. 

By  a  count  vote  of  384  against  and  371  for,  the 
minority  report  was  not  adopted. 

Dr.  Potts  moved  the  adoption  of  Sectioh  VII, 
and  the  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

J.  Manning  Potts  moved  that  Paragraph  177 
of  Calendar  No.  6,  Report  No.  3  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Conferences,  printed  on  page  128  of  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate,  as  regards  the  use  of 
tobacco,  be  made  to  conform  to  Paragraph  258, 
Section  1,  item  "Third"  in  Section  VII,  just 
adopted.    The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Dr.  Potts  explained  Sections  VIII  and  IX  and 
moved  their  adoption.  The  motion,  duly  sec- 
onded, prevailed. 

Dr.  Potts  then  moved  the  adoption  of  the  re- 
port. The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed.  For 
report,  see  Appendix,  "General  Standing  Com- 
mittees," page  498. 

George  W.  Henson,  Philadelphia,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Conferences,  offered  the  follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  General  or  Executive  Secretaries  of 
the  General  Boards  of  the  Church  who  are  not  elected 
members  of  the  General  Conference  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  the  floor  on  matters  affecting  the  interests  of  their 
Boards,  but  without  vote  and  at  the  expense  of  their 
respective  Boards. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  on  motion  of  Dr. 
Henson,  duly  seconded. 

Dr.  Henson  presented  the  following  resolution : 

Where  an  Annual  Conference  meets  in  the  regular 
session  on  the  eve  of  the  1940  General  Conference,  if  it

Mr.  Chairman,  I  desire  to  present  a  resolution  having 
to  do  with  the  only  Bishop  in  the  history  of  Methodism 
who  has  been  retired  twice.  At  Atlantic  City  in  1932  a 
piece  of  legislation  was  embodied  in  the  Discipline  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  which  made  it  possible  in  an 
emergency  situation  to  appoint  a  Bishop  in  the  retired 
relation  to  active  service  in  an  area  or  part  of  an  area  for 
a  period  not  extending  beyond  the  session  of  the  ensuing 
General  Conference. 

Early  in  the  year  1938,  by  the  sudden  death  of  the 
much-beloved  Bishop  Charles  Wesley  Bui'ns  of  Boston,  it 
became  necessary  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Church  to  invoke  the  pi-ovisions  of  this  new  law,  and  the 
Board  of  Bishops  appointed  Bishop  Herbert  Welch  to  fill 
the  vacancy.  He  immediately  came  to  Boston  with,  his 
gracious  wife,  and  addressed  himself  once  moi-e  to  the 
episcopal  task.  For  more  than  a  year  now  he  has  carried 
forward  the  full-time  work  of  a  Bishop  with  all  the  vigor 
of  youth  and  has  endeared  himself  everywhere  to  the 
preachers  and  laymen  of  New  England. 

He  has  traveled  many  times  in  each  of  the  six  states, 
preaching  in  the  churches,  holding  Annual  and  District 
Conferences,  and  engaging  in  committee  work.  He  has 
also  attacked  with  keen  discernment  and  courageous  di- 
rectness not  a  few  of  the  knotty  institutional  problems 
of  the  area,  and  has  greatly  helped  in  their  solution. 

Always  friendly  and  accessible,  Bishop  Welch  during 
these  few  months  by  his  sympathetic  attitude  and  sound 
judgment  in  critical  situations  has  gained  not  only  the 
deep  respect  but  also  the  abiding  affection  of  New  Eng- 
land Methodists. 

We  desire,  therefore,  in  this  public  way  to  acknowl- 
edge with  gratitude  his  high  service  to  the  Church  and  the 
kingdom,  and  we  pray  God's  richest  blessing  upon  him 
and  his  good  wife. 

Before  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  at  the  re- 
quest of  Dr.  Hartman,  Mrs.  Lucile  L.  LeSourd, 
New  England,  in  behalf  of  the  Boston  Area,  pre- 
sented Mrs.  Welch  with  a  bouquet  of  flowers. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  on  the  motion  of 
Dr.  Hartman,  duly  seconded.  Bishop  Welch  re- 
plied appropriately. 
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Merton  S.  Rice,  Detroit,  under  a  question  of 
privilege  for  the  Conference,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing resolution : 

The  Council  of  Bishops  shall  have  authority  to  assign 
a  retired  Bishop  to  a  Jurisdiction  for  Episcopal  service, 
up  to  the  General  Conference  in  1940,  where  such  service 
is  needed  for  the  adequate  supervision  of  the  work  of  the 
Church  in  that  Jurisdiction. 

The  resolution,  on  the  motion  of  Dr.  Rice,  duly- 
seconded,  was  adopted.

Daniel  L.  Marsh,  New  England,  presented  the 
following  resolution : 

Whereas,  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
fei'ence  of  his  branch  of  the  Uniting'  Church  (The  Meth- 
odist Episcopal),  Bishop  Charles  Wesley  Burns,  of  the 
Boston  Area,  has  been  divinely  promoted  by  death;  there- 
fore be  it 

Resolved:  1.  That  we  record  our  appreciation  of  Bishop 
Charles  Wesley  Burns,  a  good  shepherd  of  the  flock,  a 
kind  brother  beloved,  an  eloquent  and  scholarly  preacher, 
a  wise  and  faithful  Bishop  of  the  Church  of  God. 

2.  That  we  pray  God's  blessing  upon  his  widow  and 
children  and  upon  this  new  Church  which  he  foresaw  and 
loved  with  pure  devotion. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Marsh,  duly  seconded,  the 
resolution  was  adopted.

Lewis  0.  Hartman,  New  England,  presented  the 
following  resolution: 

I  move  that  the  Uniting  Conference,  under  the  author- 
ity in  Paragraph  160,  page  301  of  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate,  refer  the  question  of  adequate  Episcopal  super- 
vision in  the  Central  Conference  of  Southern  Asia,  for 
such  action  as  may  meet  their  judgment,  to  the  Council 
of  Bishops. 

The  resolution,  on  motion  of  L.  0.  Hartman, 
duly  seconded,  was  adopted. 

Lewis  0.  Hartman,  New  England,  moved  that 
the  Uniting  Conference  go  on  record  as  express- 
ing our  abiding  love  for  and,  unwaning  interest 
in  the  future  development  of  the  autonomously 
independent  Methodist  Churches  which  have  been 
affiliated  with  The  Methodist  Church — namely, 
the    Japan    Methodist    Church,    The    Methodist 
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Church  of  Brazil,  the  Methodist  Church  of  Mexico, 
and  the  Korean  Methodist  Church,  and  that  we 
assured  them  of  our  prayers  for  their  prosperity 
in  establishing  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  their  lands. 
The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

James  A.  James,  Rock  River,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  and  moved  its  adoption: 

Whereas,  the  Uniting  Conference  has  undertaken  a 
great  work  which  has  been  characterized  with  a  spirit  of 
devotion,  unity,  and  brotherhood,  and  which  cannot  be 
completed  in  important  details  within  the  time  it  is  pos- 
sible for  us  to  remain,  in  so  large  a  delegated  body,  there- 
by leaving  many  important  and  existing  projects  to  be 
completed;  and 

Whereas,  the  union  which  has  been  established  by  the 
Uniting  Conference  has  now  to  be  carried  to  the  Annual 
Conferences  and  local  churches  throughout  the  United 
States  and  the  world,  and  many  local  unions  of  institu- 
tional life,  properties,  and  congregations  will  naturally 
follow,  but  which  should  be  afforded  uniform  and  construc- 
tive guidance  when  requested;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  in  order  to  further  carry  forward  the  spirit 
of  unifying  and  harmonizing  the  Disciplines  and  the  work 
of  these  three  former  Churches,  that  we  hereby  authorize, 
until  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conference,  the  Com- 
mission on  Interdenominational  Relations  and  Union  of 
the  three  Churches  to  serve  as  a  Joint  Commission  on 
Union  and  to  be  known  as  The  Methodist  Church  Com- 
mission on  Interdenominational  Relations  and  Union;  and 
that  such  Commission  be  authorized  to  take  such  steps 
as  seem  best  to  further  the  purpose  of  our  union. 

This  Commission  is  to  be  composed  of  twenty-five  mem- 
bers, five  effective  Bishops,  ten  ministers,  and  ten  lay 
members,  appointed  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  the  ex- 
penses of  such  Commission  to  be  met  from  the  adminis- 
trative funds. 

Motion  of  A.  P.  Lyon,  Louisville,  duly  seconded, 
prevailed  that  the  paper  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Guy  F.  Jones,  Texas,  presented  the  following  ^^^\^2t^^ 
and  moved  its  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  the  Editors  of  the  Discipline  of  The 
Methodist  Church  be  requested  and  authorized  to  prepare 
and  make  available  for  early  use  by  District  Superin- 
tendents, Pastors,  and  others  engaged  in  administering 
the  new  legislation,  an  abbreviated  digest  of  all  that  legis- 
lation having  to  do  with  administration  in  the  Annual  and 
District  Conferences,  pastoral  charges,  and  local  churches. 

John  W.  Langdale,  New  York  East,  said  the 
Editors  of  the  Discipline  expected  to  get  it  out 
promptly.  On  motion,  duly  made  and  seconded, 
the  resolution  was  laid  on  the  table. 
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J.  W.  Moore,  Virginia,  for  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference, requested  Bishop  A.  Frank  Smith,  a  for- 
mer pupil  of  Bishop  Edwin  D.  Mouzon,  to  write 
an  appreciation  of  Bishop  Mouzon  and  that  the 
same  be  published  in  the  Daily  Advocate  of  to- 
morrow.    The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Leslie  J.  Lyons,  Missouri,  presented  to  the  Con- 
ference Dr.  George  L.  Morelock,  Memphis,  Gen- 
eral Secretary  of  the  General  Board  of  Lay  Ac- 
tivities of  the  former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  who  had  been  ill  in  a  local  hospital  during 
the  Uniting  Conference. 

By  common  consent  the  Uniting  Conference  re- 
quested that  no  pages  be  used  to  carry  messages 
among  the  delegates  during  the  evening  session 
of  The  Declaration  of  Union.

Dr.  H.  W.  McPherson,  Executive  Secretary  of

of  his  Spirit  and  the  love  of  Christ; 
The  People:  Be  glory  in  the  Church  throughout  all  ages; 

world  without  end.     Amen. 

Dr.  James  R.  Houghton  led  in  the  singing  of  the 
Gloria  Patri. 

Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  read  the  New  Testament 
Scripture  lesson  from  the  seventeenth  chapter  of 
the  Gospel  by  St.  John,  verses  1,  2,  6,  17  to  23  in- 
clusive. 

Bishop  Ivan  Lee  Holt  announced  the  taking  of 
a  Thank  offering,  and  the  ushers  waited  upon  the 
audience  for  this  act  of  worship. 

Bishop  John  C.  Broomfield  announced  and  the 
Conference  joined  in  the  singing  of  The  Litany 
Hymn,  No.  380,  "Jesus,  with  Thy  Church  Abide." 

Bishop  Edgar  Blake  then  called  the  names  of 
six  heroes  of  Methodist  Union  who  rest  from  their 
labors  in  the  Divine  Land : 

William  Norman  Ward,  of  the  former  Methodist  Prot^ 
estant  Church. 

Thomas  Hamilton  Lewis,  of  the  former  Methodist 
Protestant  Church. 
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Bishop  Eugene  Russell  Hendrix,  of  the  former  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  South. 

Bishop  Edwin  DuBose  Mouzon,  of  the  former  Method- 
ist Episcopal  Church,  South. 

Bishop  Earl  Cranston,  of  the  former  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church. 

Bishop  William  Fraser  McDowell,  of  the  former  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church. 

As  their  names  were  separately  called  a  photo- 
graph of  each  was  presented  on  a  specially  pre- 
pared screen. 

Bishop  John  M.  Moore  then  presented  Bishop 
Edwin  Holt  Hughes  who  delivered  the  following 
address : 


ADDRESS  BY  BISHOP  HUGHES 

My  comrades  have  deputed  me  to  prepare  and  speak 
the  final  word  for  this  Uniting  Conference.  I  am  pre- 
suming that  the  aim  is  to  secure  an  interpretation  and 
a  prospectus.  Neither  part  of  the  task  is  easy.  How 
shall  one  interpret  a  vast  river,  cleaving  a  continent  and 
emptying  into  a  gulf  whose  waters  finally  will  touch  the 
shores  of  the  planet?  Or  how  shall  one  interpret  a  lofty 
mountain  that  pierces  the  sky  with  its  whiteness  and  lifts 
its  testimony  beyond  all  clouds?  As  for  a  prospectus,  who 
can  describe  the  future  errands  of  the  Mississippi's  cur- 
rents or  tell  of  the  soil  that  Shasta  sheds  for  the  enrich- 
ing of  a  great  coast?  For  all  of  us  these  figures  of  speech 
do  not  overstate  the  significance  of  this  Conference.  The 
gi'eatest  of  rivers  and  the  tallest  peaks  would  alone  be 
worthy  metaphors  in  the  making  of  a  review  or  a  preview. 
So  let  me  say,  quite  frankly  and  humbly,  that  I  have 
prayed  much  in  my  preparation  and  that  in  these  three 
near  days  the  toils  of  the  light  and  the  watches  of  the  night 
have  moved  my  pen  across  the  pages  to  the  accompani- 
ment of  music,  both  solemn  and  glad. 


I.  The  Past 

Even  as  it  is  not  good  for  man  to  be  alone,  so  is  it  not 
good  for  a  fact  to  stand  alone.  A  river  is  not  a  speedy 
miracle,  nor  is  a  mountain  a  quick  creation.  This  gather- 
ing is  no  extemporized  event.  If  all  who  have  wrought 
and  prayed  to  make  it  possible  should  come  here,  lifting 
their  "white  shields  of  expectation,"  we  should  have  an 
audience  many  times  larger  than  this.  The  building  itself 
would  plead  for  more  room  while  all  the  approaching 
streets  would  be  made  dense  with  visitors  from  the  shad- 
owy lands  of  God's  other  countries. 

We  reached  this  altar  by  reverent  kneeling  at  thou- 
sands of  other  altars.  The  worship  of  millions  of  Christ's 
people  has  been  consecrated  here  in  this  city,  now  made 
more  truly  historic.  Not  only  have  the  great  leaders 
whose  faces  have  been  just  flashed  upon  our  grateful 
memories  brought  service  to  this  shrine ;  but  their  minor 
comrades  in  the  long  crusade  have  by  countless  supplica- 
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tions  made  this  place  the  depository  of  their  hopes  and  the 
goal  of  their  endeavors.  Some,  still  living,  have  seen  the 
day  afar  off  and  have  been  glad  with  a  joy  that  was  but 
the  prelude  of  this  ecstasy.  We  have  watched  and  prayed 
full  many  a  year,  and  to  all  that  we  have  added  our  labor 
of  expectant  love. 

On  this  night  our  century  plant  comes  to  the  glory  of 
its  bloom.  We  stand  entranced  as  we  behold  the  color 
and  know  the  fragrance  of  the  garden  of  the  Lord  where 
the  Lord  of  the  garden  meets  with  us  in  the  holy  com- 
panionship of  his  grace.  We  have  waited  patiently  for 
him,  and  he  hath  brought  this  thing  to  pass.  Praise  be 
to  his  holy  Name! 

Perhaps  I  may  be  permitted  to  say,  with  no  personal 
tribute  whatever  for  myself,  that  I  have  never  known 
finer  and  more  thorough  preparation  for  a  great  event 
than  has  been  made  for  this  Council  of  God's  people.  We 
may  have  sometimes  faced  unexpected  diffculties  or  noted 
troublesome  omissions  in  our  Plan  of  Union.  But  the 
real  surprise  is  that  we  have  not  found  more  of  these! 

In  the  multitude  of  our  counselors  we  have  secured 
much  \visdom.  We  need  not  even  hint  at  individual  cred- 
its. This  would  be  too  much  like  debating  as  to  how  we 
should  distribute  the  shares  of  the  ocean.  Continuing 
a  sea  metaphor,  we  may  repeat  the  shrewd  remark  of  a 
New  England  statesman:  "That  the  man  on  top  of  the 
wave  was  frequently  mistaken  for  the  wave  itself."  Only 
one  Person  has  lived  of  whom  we  could  say  that  he  was 
"all  in  all."  Yet  this  one  has,  in  the  longer  and  more 
immediate  preparation  for  this  day,  had  so  many  faithful 
comrades  that  we  must  leave  it  to  him  in  the  final  judg- 
ment to  assess  the  credits  to  his  beloved  helpers. 

Those  of  us  who  have  been  most  intimate  with  the 
lengthy  toil  that  preceded  this  Uniting  Conference  ap- 
proached April  26,  1939,  with  proper  tremblings,  bearing 
with  us  such  assurance  as  came  from  our  study  of  the 
finest  Prospectus  that  mine  eyes  have  ever  beheld.  Yet 
one  by  one  the  obstacles  disappeared  or  were  surmounted. 

What  explains  all  this?  In  the  spiritual  background 
were  millions  of  prayers.  In  the  recent  months  heaven  has 
become  custodian  of  the  countless  petitions  that  were 
offered  in  our  cathedrals  and  in  tiny  rural  meeting  houses. 
Old  people  spoke  to  God,  and  he  had  so  long  been  in  the 
habit  of  listening  to  them  that  he  could  not  close  his  heart 
against  their  loving  demands.  In  our  council  rooms,  little 
and  big,  the  Lord  of  wisdom  heard  our  plea  for  light  and 
often  touched  us  with  the  radiance  of  his  own  purpose. 

No  Conference  was  ever  preceded  by  more  faithful 
work  of  appointed  committees.  So  far  as  the  past  is  con- 
cerned, it  has  poured  its  plentiful  measure  into  these  days 
until  we  have  had  the  right  to  feel  that  the  providence  of 
God  has  been  expressed  in  the  providence  of  God's  people, 
and  until  we  felt,  as  well,  that  our  prepared  delegates 
came  through  these  doors  shouting  to  the  great  Companion 
who  walked  with  us — "Hosanna!  Blessed  is  He  that 
Cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord." 
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II.  The  Present 

So  came  we  to  the  date  and  the  place  of  our  hopes. 
Ere  we  reached  the  point  of  legislation,  the  Saviour  put 
upon  us  the  certificate  of  his  grace.  We  can  never  forget 
that  Communion  Service  in  the  Cathedral.  There  the  doc- 
trine of  "the  real  Presence"  came  to  larger  meaning  for 
us.  The  fact  that  we  did  not  go  to  the  formal  altar,  ac- 
cording to  our  dear  custom,  did  not  prevent  our  hearts 
from  reaching  the  inner  shrine,  or  from  beholding  the 
shekinah  that  shone  over  the  invisible  holy  of  holies. 

Some  strange  and  lovely  thing  happened  in  that  in- 
tense and  glorious  service.  We  found  the  place  where 
we  left  our  sorrows.  Both  worlds  came  into  our  fellow- 
ship. It  was  as  if  the  Lord  himself  were  instituting  for 
us  anew  the  Holy  Supper  of  his  remembrance  and  his 
companionship.  But  the  influence  went  farther,  though 
not  higher,  than  that:  We  placed  our  problems  at  the  foot 
of  the  cross.  We  were  conscious  of  a  Saviour,  great 
enough  to  ease  our  griefs,  to  carry  our  burdens,  and  also 
to  make  us  more  nearly  equal  to  our  sacred  responsibil- 
ities. 

We  came  from  that  hour  in  the  mood  of  triumph.  The 
procession  that  moved  toward  these  doors  stepped  to  the 
music  of  victory.  We  had  a  fresh  experience  of  conver- 
sion, of  transformation,  of  love,  of  peace.  Our  fears  had 
been  left  in  the  Cathedral,  in  the  care  of  God;  our  hopes 
came  with  us  to  the  Auditorium,  in  the  same  care.  We 
bore  in  our  spirits  an  unforgettable  glory:  and  while  we 
did  no  shouting,  we  could  have  whispered  to  these  en- 
trances, "Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates;  and  the  King 
of  Glory  shall  come  in!"  and  when  we  came  He  made  one 
with  us  all. 

The  prophecy  of  that  Communion  has  not  failed  us. 
Some  of  us  have  had  to  confess  to  God  the  folly  of  our 
anxieties.  As  we  have  gone  along  these  legislative  roads, 
the  valleys  have  been  lifted  and  the  mountains  have  been 
laid  low. 

One  illustration  has  occurred  to  me  many,  many  times 
— a  parable  gained  from  earth's  roadways.  Often  as  we 
look  ahead  we  see  the  rising  hill  that  our  automobile 
must  conquer.  We  wonder  whether  it  has  the  power  to 
climb  those  steeps.  Yet  as  we  move  onward  some  mir- 
acle-worker seems  to  bring  the  ascent  to  the  level  of  our 
powers  and  we  are  soon  capturing  the  heights. 

It  has  been  so  here,  dear  brothers  and  sisters.  An  old 
lady,  being  asked  what  things  in  her  lifetime  had  troubled 
her  most,  made  reply:  "The  things  that  never  happened." 
How  true  that  homely  suggestion  has  been  of  our  Con- 
ference! We  came  with  trembling  to  task  after  task,  only 
to  find  that  the  weight  of  the  burden  had  been  decreased 
by  a  Helper.  Our  morning  prayers,  prompted  often  by 
solicitude,  ended  in  evening  prayers,  prompted  by  grati- 
tude. If  tears  brimmed  our  eyes  when  the  dawn  had 
come,  more  plentiful  tears  surprised  our  pillows  in  the 
evening  time.  In  the  quiet  of  our  rooms  we  were  tempted 
to  revive  the  tradition  of  the  "shouting  Methodist"  and 
to  cry  aloud,  "Glory  be  to  God  on  high,"  even  as  on  this 
part  of  the  earth  we  have  "peace  among  men  of  good  will." 
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III.  The  Future 

If  it  be  true  that  the  eflfective  past  that  made  this  Con- 
ference and  the  effective  present  that  crowned  it  with 
success  have  been  compounded  of  a  certain  spirit,  then 
we  have  discovered  the  secret  of  our  effective  future. 
Hundreds  of  you  have  said  to  me,  "If  we  can  carry  to  our 
pastors  and  people  the  atmosphere  of  this  gathering, 
unification  will  succeed  beyond  all  compare." 

We  who  have  been  here  must  be  the  ambassadors  of 
this  spirit.  Having  seen  what  right  attitudes  can  ac- 
complish, we  must  scatter  those  attitudes  over  all  our 
borders.  The  future  may  be  spoiled  by  the  mood  of  fear, 
or  it  may  be  glorified  by  the  mood  of  love.  To  the  culti- 
vation of  that  love  we  now  dedicate  ourselves,  and  to 
the  increase  of  that  love  we  now  challenge  our  compan- 
ions in  the  faith.  In  all  our  problems  the  Lover  has  been 
the  Solver,  even  as  the  Mightiest  of  all  Lovers  is  alone  to 
be  the  Solver  of  the  world's  perplexities. 

Many  years  ago  I  heard  my  dear  and  splendid  father 
preach  a  sermon  that  entered  my  boyish  heart  to  abide 
there  through  the  decades.  You  will  allow  me  to  pay  him 
tribute  in  this  supreme  hour.  He  was  a  hero  of  the 
saddlebags;  an  itinerant  of  the  mountain  roads;  a  gentle- 
man of  the  log-house;  a  cultured  evangelist  of  the  Gospel 
of  his  Lord;  a  preacher  who  after  sixty  years  of  work 
left  his  children  no  legacy  save  that  of  character,  no  treas- 
ure save  that  which  lies  beyond  the  reach  of  moth  or  rust. 
His  text  was,  "Keep  yourselves  in  the  love  of  God."  His 
emphasis  was  on  the  imperative.  By  deliberate  will  we 
were  to  work  at  love;  to  put  upon  ourselves  the  com- 
pulsion that  would  make  us  stay  within  its  blessed  ter- 
ritory; to  avoid  the  dispositions  and  deeds  that  would 
destroy  the  climate  of  affection;  to  insist  that  the  definite 
purpose  of  love  should  be  the  commanding  force  of  life. 

Down  over  nearly  sixty  years  of  time  I  still  see  that 
stalwart  form  in  the  pulpit;  and  I  still  hear  that  wonder- 
ful voice  instructing  men  in  the  gracious  imperative  mood : 
"Keep  yourselves  in  the  love  of  God."  Carry  your  free 
will  into  the  realms  of  your  immortal  soul.  Dispose  your 
disposition. 

It  is  true  word  forever,  if  only  we  may  keep  it  and 
ourselves  close  to  Christ.  As  we  leave  this  Auditorium, 
it  is  the  will  of  God  for  us.  St.  Paul  seized  the  heart  of 
his  Lord's  teaching  and,  showing  us  "the  higher  talents," 
showed  us,  too,  the  path  that  is  "still  higher,"  even  the 
more  excellent  way.  He  said  that  it  was  better  than  elo- 
quence, surpassing  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  angels. 

He  esteemed  it  higher  than  knowledge,  more  important 
than  the  power  to  fathom  mysteries  and  secret  lore.  He 
made  it  loftier  than  faith  that  could  move  hills  from  their 
bases.  He  declared  it  more  worthy  than  a  stubborn  and 
devoted  sacrifice  that  surrendered  goods  to  benevolences 
and  the  living  body  to  the  flames. 

He  said  that  it  is  "very  patient,  very  kind";  "knows 
no  jealousy;  makes  no  parade";  "gives  itself  no  airs"; 
"is  never  rude,  never  selfish,  never  irritated,  never  re- 
sentful"; "is  gladdened  by  goodness";  "always  eager  to 
believe  the  best";  ever  "hopeful." 
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Above  the  wreck  of  all  worlds  he  saw  its  banner  fly- 
ing. He  epitomized  its  conquests  in  the  unwavering  claim, 
"Love  never  faileth." 

If  that  spirit  has  made  our  Conference  successful,  it 
can  empower  all  our  coming  programs,  whether  of  inner 
spirit  or  of  outer  service.  So  we  may  repeat  each  to 
the  other,  and  each  to  himself,  the  apostolic  command, 
"Make  love  your  aim." 

Let  us,  therefore,  set  ourselves  to  a  rivalry  of  affection. 
Once  I  said  jocularly,  and  yet  seriously,  to  my  Comrade- 
Chairmen  of  the  Commissions  that  I  would  seek  to  sur- 
pass them  in  the  contest  of  love,  so  that  when  God  gave 
his  recognitions  he  would  say:  "First  Prize,  Edwin  H. 
Hughes:  Honorable  Mention,  John  M.  Moore  and  James 
H.  Straughn." 

I  pass  that  challenge  on  to  all  of  you.  The  recent 
months  have  shown  that  an  early  and  blessed  result  of 
union  is  an  enlarged  census  of  loving  hearts.  We  love 
more  people  and  they  love  us  in  return.  If  some  of  us 
were  to  go  to  heaven  tonight,  we  should  take  with  us  a 
far  greater  freight  of  affection  than  we  had  two  years 
ago.  We  should  bear  its  glory  and  honor  into  the  city 
where  naught  but  love  dwells  and  where  the  center  of 
all  life  is  One  who  loved  us  and  gave  himself  for  us. 

I  am  myself  weary  of  the  initialed  abortions — M.  E., 
M.  P.,  and  M.  E.  C,  S.  They  have  become  my  favorite 
aversions;  and  I  am  willing  to  leave  to  Washington  all 
the  residue  of  alphabetical  lists.  I  say  now  to  the  ex- 
M.  E.'s  and  to  the  ex-M.  P.'s  and  to  the  ex-M.  E.  C,  S.'s, 
the  words  of  Long-fellow  addressed  by  him  to  the  children 
of  his  household,  but  now  addressed  by  me  to  the  chil- 
dren of  God: 

"I  have  you  fast  in  my  fortress 

And  I  will  not  let  you  depart. 
But  put  you  down  in  the  dungeon 

Of  the  round-tower  of  my  heart. 
And  there  I  will  keep  you  forever, 

Yes,  forever  and  a  day. 
Till  the  walls  shall  crumble  to  ruin. 

And  moulder  to  dust  away." 

We  have  not  lost  our  old  Churches.  They  ai-e  the  por- 
table treasures  that  we  bear  into  the  larger  associations 
— our  baptisms,  our  conversions,  the  patient  instructions 
of  our  wayward  youth,  our  educations,  our  ordinations, 
our  accretions  of  heart  garnered  for  the  service  of  Christ, 
our  thousands  of  good  and  tender  memories,  our  filial 
gratitude  toward  the  ministers  who  claimed  us  for  the 
Redeemer — all  these  are  kept  in  the  vaults  secure. 

We  have  more  people  to  love,  and  more  kinds  of  peo- 
ple to  love,  and  larger  areas  for  our  harvests  of  love.  We 
find  our  lips  uttering  in  affection  the  new  name  "The 
Methodist  Church,"  glad  that  the  scorn  that  once  made  it 
an  epithet  has  been  supplanted  by  the  tribute  that  recog- 
nizes two  centuries  of  a  wide  and  holy  service.  Not  only 
in  the  formal  documents  where  we  must  mingle  love  and 
legality,  but  also  in  all  the  inner  declarations  of  our 
hearts,  we  yield  it  anew  to  Him  who  said,  "I  will  build 
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my  Church;  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against 
it." 

Certainly  the  larger  present,  held  in  the  days  of  this 
Conference,  has  seen  the  flow  of  our  hearts  toward  union. 
This  feeling-  has  made  its  own  slogans.  Many  have  sought 
to  put  the  spirit  into  some  condensed  phrase,  to  make  for 
it  a  fitting  frame  of  words. 

Some  of  our  delegates  have  found  themselves  repeating 
the  title  of  Professor  Garber's  book,  "The  Methodists  Are 
One  People."  Any  unconscious  attempts  here  made  to  dis- 
count, or  check,  or  cancel  that  feeling  have  met  resistless 
torrents  of  conviction. 

Looking  upon  the  mingling  of  many  nations,  upon  the 
meeting  of  the  cross-currents  of  a  wide  internationalism, 
we  have  uttered  the  words,  "The  Methodists  are  one  peo- 
ple." Gazing  with  curious  interest  upon  the  racial  com- 
posite, black,  brown,  yellow,  and  upon  other  colors  not 
known  among  the  primary  rays,  we  have  felt  that  God 
wrote  in  the  rainbow  across  the  skies,  "The  Methodists 
are  one  people."  Knowing  that  here  were  gathered  men 
holding  all  political  opinions  and  advocating  the  several 
theories  of  government,  we  have  all  come  to  believe  so  sin- 
cerely and  strongly  in  the  merging  program  as  to  win 
from  our  lips  the  cry,  "The  Methodists  are  one  people." 

Beholding  the  changes  in  law  according  to  which  our 
Woman's  Societies  come  into  a  new  alignment  and  under 
which  loyal  v/omen  have  given  us  the  best  missionary 
organizations  known  on  earth  today,  now  yield  to  other 
plans,  we  have  politely  said  across  the  gentle  barriers  of 
sex,  "The  Methodists  are  one  people." 

Made  aware  occasionally  of  a  line  once  drawn  by 
two  surveyors  named  Mason  and  Dixon,  and  kindly  re- 
garding the  differing  emphases  that  have  been  fashioned 
by  the  years  lived  in  the  memories  of  Lincoln  and  of  Lee, 
we  have  waved  the  banner,  "The  Methodists  are  one  peo- 
ple." 

Amid  all  the  slashing  of  temperaments,  the  cool  state- 
ments of  deliberation  and  the  fervencies  of  more  eager 
debate,  wherein  Peter  and  James  and  John  funded  their 
varying  dispositions,  we  have  still  declared,  "The  Meth- 
odists are  one  people." 

Listening  to  three  episcopal  groups  and  bringing  into 
the  circle  of  the  Northern  adn  Southern  Bishops  the 
Protestant  twins,  we  have  in  differing  accents  known 
how  to  pronounce  the  motto,  "The  Methodists  are  one 
people." 

Carrying  hither  the  loyal  remembrances  of  our  spirit- 
ual forefathers,  touchingly  recalling  the  sacrificial  lives 
and  loves  of  our  nearer  religious  ancestry,  we  have  done 
away  with  the  Jericho  walls  between  our  camps  by  trump- 
eting the  challenge,  "The  Methodists  are  one  people." 

Gazing  upward  toward  another  world  whose  portals 
have  opened  to  Snethen  and  Lewis,  Capers  and  Andrew 
and  Haygood  and  Hendrix,  Ward  and  Mouzon,  and  Cran- 
ston and  McDowell,  we  have  sent  over  wireless  waves  the 
message  to  the  unified  hosts  of  heaven,  "The  Methodists 
are  one  people." 

Moving  reverently  into  the  sacred  precincts  of  the 
seventeenth  chapter  of  John's  Gospel  and  listening  to  the 
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praying  voice  of  the  Redeemer  Himself  as  he  speaks  to 
the  Fatlier  concerning  the  disciples  of  his  earthly  ministry 
and  his  disciples  in  this  room,  "Nor  do  I  pray  for  these 
alone,  but  for  all  who  believe  in  me  by  their  spoken  word, 
may  they  all  be  one,"  we  have  answered  the  petition  of  the 
beseeching  Christ  by  saying,  "The  Methodists  are  one 
people." 

Is  it  any  wonder  then  that  we  have  been  lifted  toward 
a  seventh  heaven,  and  that  we  have  known  something 
more  of  the  mystical  glory  wherein  one  declares : 

"I  looked,  and  behold  there  was  a  gi-eat  host  whom 
no  one  could  count,  from  every  nation  and  people  and 
tribe,  standing  before  the  throne  and  before  the  Lamb, 
clad  in  white  robes,  wath  palm  branches  in  their  hands; 
and  they  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  'Saved  by  our  God  who 
is  seated  on  the  throne  and  by  the  Lamb!'  And  all  of  the 
angels  surrounded  the  throne  and  the  presbyters  and  the 
four  living  creatures,  and  fell  on  their  faces  before  the 
throne,  worshiping  God,  and  crying,  'Even  so.  Blessing 
and  glory  and  wisdom  and  thanksgiving  and  honor  and 
power  and  might  be  to  our  God  forever  and  ever!     Amen.'  " 

This  matter  is  too  sacred  for  any  literary  climax.  We 
must  now  transfer  it  to  the  rhetoric  of  action.  We  have 
been  on  the  mountain  of  transfiguration  where  we  have 
met  the  lawgiver,  and  the  prophet,  and  the  Master  Him- 
self. As  John  Wesley  said,  "We  must  not  build  taber- 
nacles." Our  hosannas  must  not  yield  to  misgivings.  We 
should  go  forward  into  the  mightiest  and  most  construc- 
tive movements  that  Methodism  has  ever  promoted  in  the 
name  of  Christ.  We  must  say  to  sinners  of  whatever 
kind  that  we  know  a  saving  name.  We  must  pray,  and 
pray,  and  pray.  We  must  evangelize,  and  evangelize,  and 
evangelize.  We  must  carry  a  throbbing  Gospel  beyond 
all  rivers  and  plains  and  deserts  and  mountains  and 
oceans.  In  the  ceaseless  program  of  redemption,  inspired 
by  our  Lord,  we  must  go  on  with  the  proclamation  of 
grace  until  the  last  rebel  against  the  infinite  mercy  of  the 
Most  High  lays  douTi  his  arms  of  mutiny  and  cries  out, 
"Nay.  but  I  yield,  I  yield,  I  yield.    I  can  hold  out  no  more." 

All  this  we  do  for  the  dear  Redeemer's  sake.     Amen. 


Preamble    to

The  entire  audience  of  twelve  thousand  people 
arose  as  Bishop  James  H.  Straughn  read  the  fol- 
lowing Preamble  to  the  Declaration  of  Union : 

Whereas,  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Meth^ 
odist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Church  did  through  their  respective  General  Con- 
ferences appoint  Commissions  on  Interdenominational  Re- 
lations and  Church  Union;  and  whereas  these  Commis- 
sions acting  jointly  did  produce,  propose,  and  present  to 
the  three  Churches  a  Plan  of  Union;  and  whereas  these 
three  Churches,  each  acting  separately  for  and  in  its 
own  behalf,  did  by  more  than  the  constitutional  major- 
ities endorse  and  adopt  this  Plan  of  Union,  in  accord 
with  their  respective  Constitutions  and  Disciplhies,  and 
did  effect  the  full  consummation  of  union  -in  accordance 
with  the  Plan  of  Union ;  and  whereas  these  three  Churches 
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in  adopting  this  Plan  of  Union  did  authorize  and  provide  may  lo 

for  a  Uniting  Conference  with  certain  powers  and  duties  Fourteenth 

as  therein   set  forth;   and   whereas  the   Uniting   Confer-  Day 

ence,   duly   authorized   and   legally  chosen   in   accordance  Evening 
with  the  Plan  of  Union,  is  now  in  session  in  the  city  of 
Kansas  City,  Mo.: 

Bishop  Edwin  Holt  Hughes  read  the  Affirma-  Affirmation 
tion,  as  follows: 

Now,  Therefore,  we,  the  members  of  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference, the  legal  and  authorized  representatives  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  in 
session  here  assembled  on  this  the  tenth  day  of  May,  1939, 
do  solemnly,  in  the  presence  of  God  and  before  all  the 
world,  make  and  publish  the  following  Declarations  of 
fact  and  principle. 

Bishop  John  M.  Moore  then  read  the  Declara-  Declarations 
tions  of  Union,  the  responses  being  made  by  the 
Bishops  and  members  of  the  Uniting  Conference 
standing,  and  with  uplifted  right  hand,  as  follows :

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II.  The  Present 

So  came  we  to  the  date  and  the  place  of  our  hopes. 
Ere  we  reached  the  point  of  legislation,  the  Saviour  put 
upon  us  the  certificate  of  his  grace.  We  can  never  forget 
that  Communion  Service  in  the  Cathedral.  There  the  doc- 
trine of  "the  real  Presence"  came  to  larger  meaning  for 
us.  The  fact  that  we  did  not  go  to  the  formal  altar,  ac- 
cording to  our  dear  custom,  did  not  prevent  our  hearts 
from  reaching  the  inner  shrine,  or  from  beholding  the 
shekinah  that  shone  over  the  invisible  holy  of  holies. 

Some  strange  and  lovely  thing  happened  in  that  in- 
tense and  glorious  service.  We  found  the  place  where 
we  left  our  sorrows.  Both  worlds  came  into  our  fellow- 
ship. It  was  as  if  the  Lord  himself  were  instituting  for 
us  anew  the  Holy  Supper  of  his  remembrance  and  his 
companionship.  But  the  influence  went  farther,  though 
not  higher,  than  that:  We  placed  our  problems  at  the  foot 
of  the  cross.  We  were  conscious  of  a  Saviour,  great 
enough  to  ease  our  griefs,  to  carry  our  burdens,  and  also 
to  make  us  more  nearly  equal  to  our  sacred  responsibil- 
ities. 

We  came  from  that  hour  in  the  mood  of  triumph.  The 
procession  that  moved  toward  these  doors  stepped  to  the 
music  of  victory.  We  had  a  fresh  experience  of  conver- 
sion, of  transformation,  of  love,  of  peace.  Our  fears  had 
been  left  in  the  Cathedral,  in  the  care  of  God;  our  hopes 
came  uith  us  to  the  Auditorium,  in  the  same  care.  We 
bore  in  our  spirits  an  unforgettable  glory:  and  while  we 
did  no  shouting,  we  could  have  whispered  to  these  en- 
trances, "Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates;  and  the  King 
of  Glory  shall  come  in!"  and  when  we  came  He  made  one 
with  us  all. 

The  prophecy  of  that  Communion  has  not  failed  us. 
Some  of  us  have  had  to  confess  to  God  the  folly  of  our 
anxieties.  As  we  have  gone  along  these  legislative  roads, 
the  valleys  have  been  lifted  and  the  mountains  have  been 
laid  low. 

One  illustration  has  occurred  to  me  many,  many  times 
— a  parable  gained  from  earth's  roadways.  Often  as  we 
look  ahead  we  see  the  rising  hill  that  our  automobile 
must  conquer.  We  wonder  whether  it  has  the  power  to 
climb  those  steeps.  Yet  as  we  move  onward  some  mir- 
acle-worker seems  to  bring  the  ascent  to  the  level  of  our 
powers  and  we  are  soon  capturing  the  heights. 

It  has  been  so  here,  dear  brothers  and  sisters.  An  old 
lady,  being  asked  what  things  in  her  lifetime  had  troubled 
her  most,  made  reply:  "The  things  that  never  happened." 
How  true  that  homely  suggestion  has  been  of  our  Con- 
ference! We  came  with  trembling  to  task  after  task,  only 
to  find  that  the  weight  of  the  burden  had  been  decreased 
by  a  Helper.  Our  morning  prayers,  prompted  often  by 
solicitude,  ended  in  evening  prayers,  prompted  by  gi'ati- 
tude.  If  tears  brimmed  our  eyes  when  the  dawn  had 
come,  more  plentiful  tears  surprised  our  pillows  in  the 
evening  time.  In  the  quiet  of  our  rooms  we  were  tempted 
to  revive  the  tradition  of  the  "shouting  Methodist"  and 
to  cry  aloud,  "Glory  be  to  God  on  high,"  even  as  on  this 
part  of  the  earth  we  have  "peace  among  men  of  good  will." 
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III.  The  Future 

If  it  be  true  that  the  effective  past  that  made  this  Con- 
ference and  the  effective  present  that  crov/ned  it  with 
success  have  been  compounded  of  a  certain  spirit,  then 
we  have  discovered  the  secret  of  our  effective  future. 
Hundreds  of  you  have  said  to  me,  "If  we  can  carry  to  our 
pastors  and  people  the  atmosphere  of  this  gathering, 
unification  will   succeed  beyond   all  compare." 

We  who  have  been  here  must  be  the  ambassadors  of 
this  spirit.  Having  seen  what  right  attitudes  can  ac- 
complish, we  must  scatter  those  attitudes  over  all  our 
borders.  The  future  may  be  spoiled  by  the  mood  of  fear, 
or  it  may  be  glorified  by  the  mood  of  love.  To  the  culti- 
vation of  that  love  we  now  dedicate  ourselves,  and  to 
the  increase  of  that  love  we  now  challenge  our  compan- 
ions in  the  faith.  In  all  our  problems  the  Lover  has  been 
the  Solver,  even  as  the  Mightiest  of  all  Lovers  is  alone  to 
be  the  Solver  of  the  world's  perplexities. 

Many  years  ago  I  heard  my  dear  and  splendid  father 
preach  a  sermon  that  entered  my  boyish  heart  to  abide 
there  through  the  decades.  You  will  allow  me  to  pay  him 
tribute  in  this  supreme  hour.  He  was  a  hero  of  the 
saddlebags;  an  itinerant  of  the  mountain  roads;  a  gentle- 
man of  the  log-house;  a  cultured  evangelist  of  the  Gospel 
of  his  Lord;  a  preacher  who  after  sixty  years  of  work 
left  his  children  no  legacy  save  that  of  character,  no  treas- 
ure save  that  which  lies  beyond  the  reach  of  moth  or  rust. 
His  text  was,  "Keep  yourselves  in  the  love  of  God."  His 
emphasis  was  on  the  imperative.  By  deliberate  will  we 
were  to  work  at  love;  to  put  upon  ourselves  the  com- 
pulsion that  would  make  us  stay  within  its  blessed  ter- 
ritory; to  avoid  the  dispositions  and  deeds  that  would 
destroy  the  climate  of  affection;  to  insist  that  the  definite 
purpose  of  love  should  be  the  commanding  force  of  life. 

Down  over  nearly  sixty  years  of  time  I  still  see  that 
stalwart  form  in  the  pulpit;  and  I  still  hear  that  wonder- 
ful voice  instructing  men  in  the  gracious  imperative  mood : 
"Keep  yourselves  in  the  love  of  God."  Carry  your  free 
will  into  the  realms  of  your  immortal  soul.  Dispose  your 
disposition. 

It  is  true  word  forever,  if  only  we  may  keep  it  and 
ourselves  close  to  Christ.  As  we  leave  this  Auditorium, 
it  is  the  will  of  God  for  us.  St.  Paul  seized  the  heart  of 
his  Lord's  teaching  and,  showing  us  "the  higher  talents," 
showed  us,  too,  the  paj:h  that  is  "still  higher,"  even  the 
more  excellent  v/ay.  He  said  that  it  was  better  than  elo- 
quence, surpassing  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  angels. 

He  esteemed  it  higher  than  knowledge,  more  important 
than  the  power  to  fathom  mysteries  and  secret  lore.  He 
made  it  loftier  than  faith  that  could  move  hills  from  their 
bases.  He  declared  it  more  worthy  than  a  stubborn  and 
devoted  sacrifice  that  surrendered  goods  to  benevolences 
and  the  living  body  to  the  flames. 

He  said  that  it  is  "very  patient,  very  kind";  "knows 
no  jealousy;  makes  no  parade";  "gives  itself  no  airs"; 
"is  never  rude,  never  selfish,  never  irritated,  never  re- 
sentful"; "is  gladdened  by  goodness";  "always  eager  to 
believe  the  best";  ever  "hopeful." 
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odist  Church"  for  the  United  Church,  do  not  and  will 
not  surrender  any  right,  interest,  or  title  in  and  to 
these  respective  names  which,  by  long  and  honored 
use  and  association,  have  become  dear  to  the  ministry 
and  membership  of  the  three  uniting  Churches  and 
have  become  enshrined  in  their  history  and  records. 
The  Delegates:  We  do  so  declare.

APPENDIX 


HISTORICAL  STATEMENT 

The  doctrine  and  spirit  of  Primitive  Christianity  have 
existed  at  different  times  and  in  different  degrees  in  all 
branches  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.  They  were  embodied 
in  a  new  form  on  this  wise : 

"In  1729  two  young  men  in  England,  reading  the  Bible, 
saw  that  they  could  not  be  saved  without  holiness,  followed 
after  it,  and  incited  others  so  to  do.  In  1737  they  saw, 
likewise,  that  men  are  justified  before  they  are  sanctified; 
but  still  holiness  was  their  object.  God  then  thrust  them  out 
to  raise  a  holy  people." 

This  was  the  rise  of  Methodism,  as  given  in  the  words  of 
its  founders,  John  and  Charles  Wesley,  of  Oxford  Univer- 
sity, Presbyters  of  the  Church  of  England. 

On  the  evening  of  May  24,  1738,  John  Wesley  had  under- 
gone his  "heart-warming"  experience  at  a  meeting  of  a 
Religious  Society  in  Aldersgate  Street,  in  London,  an  ex- 
perience which  his  brother  Charles  had  previously  found. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1739,  eight  or  ten  persons  came  to 
John  Wesley  in  London.  They  appeared  to  be  deeply  con- 
vinced of  sin,  and  earnestly  groaning  for  redemption.  They 
desired  (as  did  two  or  three  more  the  next  day)  that  he 
would  spend  some  time  with  them  in  prayer.  That  they 
might  have  more  time  for  this  great  work,  he  appointed  a 
day  when  they  might  all  come  together,  which  from  thence- 
forward they  did  every  week,  namely,  on  Thursday,  in  the 
evening.  Their  number  increased  daily.  To  all  these  he 
gave  those  advices  which  he  judged  most  needful  for  them; 
and  they  always  concluded  their  meeting  with  prayer  suited 
to  their  several  necessities. 

After  this  rise  of  the  United  Societies  in  Europe,  the 
spiritual  movement  fostered  by  them  spread  to  America. 
In  the  year  1766  Philip  Embury,  a  local  preacher  from  Ire- 
land, began  to  preach  in  New  York  City  and  formed  a  So- 
ciety, now  the  John  Street  Church.  Another  local  preacher, 
Thomas  Webb,  Captain  in  the  British  Army,  soon  joined 
him  and  began  preaching.  About  the  same  time  Robert 
Strawbridge,  from  Ireland,  settled  in  Frederick  County, 
Maryland,  preaching  there  and  forming  Societies.  In  1769 
Mr,  Wesley  sent  Richard  Boardman  and  Joseph  Pilmoor  to 
America,  and  in  1771  Francis  Asbury  and  Richard  Wright. 
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Their  work  was  signally  owned  of  God,  so  that,  at  the  close 
of  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  the  number  of  traveling 
preachers  was  about  eighty  and  the  members  in  the  So- 
cieties about  fifteen  thousand. 

When  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  was  acknov/l- 
edged  by  the  Treaty  of  1783,  the  American  Methodists, 
most  of  whom  had  been  members  of  the  Church  of  England, 
were,  according  to  the  declaration  of  Mr.  Wesley,  "totally 
disentangled  both  from  the  State  and  the  English  hier- 
archy." He  added :  "They  are  now  at  full  liberty  to  follow 
the  Scriptures  and  the  Primitive  Church,  and  we  judge  it 
best  that  they  should  stand  fast  in  that  liberty  wherewith 
God  has  so  strangely  made  them  free." 

But,  as  the  parish  clergy  had  mostly  returned  to  England, 
the  Methodist  Societies  were  without  ordained  pastors. 
"For  hundred  of  miles  together"  they  were  destitute  of  the 
Christian  sacraments.  They  appealed  to  Mr.  Wesley.  He 
finally  responded  by  ordaining  Richard  Whatcoat  and 
Thomas  Vasey  as  Presbyters  (or  Elders)  for  America; 
and  also,  since  he  preferred  the  Episcopal  form  of  Church 
government,  by  setting  apart,  by  prayer  and  the  imposition 
of  hands,  the  Reverend  Thomas  Coke,  Doctor  of  Civil  Law, 
a  Presbyter  of  the  Church  of  England,  to  be  a  Superintend- 
ent, "to  preside  over  the  flock  of  Christ"  in  America.  In 
these  services  he  was  assisted  by  other  ordained  ministers.

At  the  Christmas  Conference,  begun  in  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, December  24,  1784,  sixty  preachers  met  Dr.  Coke 
and  his  companions.  The  plan  of  Mr.  Wesley  was  unani- 
mously and  heartily  approved.  They  organized  the  Meth-

recognized  the  other  as  a  legitimate  branch  of  Methodism 
and  laid  the  basis  for  a  peace  which  moved  steadily  and 
slowly  toward  union. 

The  Methodist  Protestant  Church  had  a  most  honorable 
and  useful  life  for  more  than  a  century.  Its  voting  con- 
stituency then,  feeling  that  the  issue  that  caused  its  inde- 
pendent organization  had  been  met  in  the  gradual  legisla- 
tion of  its  sister  Methodisms,  voted  overwhelmingly  in  favor 
of  the  Plan  of  Union  as  submitted  by  the  authorized  Joint 
Commission. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  achieved  many  victories 
and  builded  many  institutions,  especially  in  the  Northern 
States,  and  in  Missionary  work  throughout  the  world.  By 
far  more  than  constitutional  majorities  in  the  General  Con- 
ference and  in  the  Annual  and  Lay  Conferences  it  adopted 
the  Plan  of  Union. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  began  its  work 
in  1845.  Its  service  was  largely  rendered  in  the  Southern 
Section  of  the  United  States,  but  its  frontiers  were  extended 
widely  and  hopefully  into  many  foreign  lands.  Its  General 
Conference  acting  on  April  29,  1938,  completed  its  constitu- 
tional voting  process  and  by  a  great  majority  put  its  seal  in 
favor  of  the  Plan  of  Union. 
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Their  work  was  signally  owned  of  God,  so  that,  at  the  close 
of  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  the  number  of  traveling 
preachers  was  about  eighty  and  the  members  in  the  So- 
cieties about  fifteen  thousand.

Its  General 
Conference  acting  on  April  29,  1938,  completed  its  constitu- 
tional voting  process  and  by  a  great  majority  put  its  seal  in 
favor  of  the  Plan  of  Union. 
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Thus  The  Methodist  Church,  with  a  membership  of  ap- 
proximately 8,000,000,  enters  upon  its  career  as  a  merged 
and  consoHdated  ecclesiastical  body.  In  its  Declaration  of 
Union,  proclaimed  at  the  Uniting  Conference  May  10,  1939, 
at  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  it  keeps  legal  title  to  the  names — 
The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church;  The  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South ;  and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  af- 
firming that  because  of  long  and  honored  use  and  associa- 
tion these  titles  are  enshrined  in  history  and  record  and 
are  to  be  carried  perpetually  in  the  Discipline  as  the  names 
of  the  constituent  Churches  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

This  is  for  our  people  a  brief  summary  of  the  history 
of  Methodism  through  approximately  two  centuries,  a  his- 
tory whose  wide  reading  and  careful  study  we  earnestly 
recommend  to  our  ministers  and  members.  The  three 
branches  that  have  united  to  form  The  Methodist  Church 
have  always  believed  that  the  only  infallible  proof  of  any 
genuine  Church  of  Christ  is  its  ability  to  seek  and  save  the 
lost ;  to  disseminate  the  Pentecostal  Spirit  and  life ;  to  spread 
Scriptural  holiness  over  all  lands  and  to  reform  all  conti- 
nents by  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  And  the  sole  object  of  the 
rules,  regulations,  and  usages  of  The  Methodist  Church  is 
that  it  may  fulfil  in  all  places  and  years  its  original  divine 
commission  as  a  leader  in  evangelism,  in  reforms,  and  in 
fraternal  relations  with  all  branches  of  the  one  Church  of 
Christ,  with  which  it  gladly  confesses  its  partnership  in  the 
spiritual  conquest  of  the  whole  world  for  the  Son  of  God. 


ARTICLES  OF  RELIGION 

I.  Of  Faith  in  the  Holy  Trinity 

11 1.  There  is  but  one  living  and  true  God,  everlasting, 
without  body  or  parts ;  of  infinite  power,  wisdom,  and  good- 
ness; the  Maker  and  Preserver  of  all  things,  both  visible 
and  invisible.  And  in  unity  of  this  Godhead,  there  are 
three  persons  of  one  substance,  power,  and  eternity;  the 
Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost. 

II.  Of  the  Word,  or  Son  of  God,  ivho  ivas  made  very  Man 
^  2.  The  Son,  who  is  the  Word  of  the  Father,  the  very  and 
eternal  God,  of  one  substance  with  the  Father,  took  man's 
nature  in  the  womb  of  the  blessed  Virgin ;  so  that  two  whole 
and  perfect  natures,  that  is  to  say,  the  Godhead  and  man- 
hood, were  joined  together  in  one  person,  never  to  be  di- 
vided, whereof  is  one  Christ,  very  God  and  very  man,  who 
truly  suffered,  was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried,  to  reconcile 
his  Father  to  us,  and  to  be  a  sacrifice,  not  only  for  original 
guilt,  but  also  for  actual  sins  of  man. 

III.  Of  the  Resurrection  of  Christ 
^  3.  Christ  did  truly  rise  again  from  the  dead,  and  took 
again  his  body,  with  all  things  appertaining  to  the  perfec- 
tion of  man's  nature,  wherewith  he  ascended  into  heaven, 
and  there  sitteth  until  he  return  to  judge  all  men  at  the 
last  day.  l  ! 

IV.  Of  the  Holy  Ghost 
V[  4.  The  Holy  Ghost,  proceeding  from  the  Father  and 
the  Son,  is  of  one  substance,  majesty,  and  glory,  with  the 
Father  and  the  Son,  very  and  eternal  God. 

V.  Of  the  Sufficiency  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  for  Salvation 
\  5.  Holy  Scripture  containeth  all  things  necessary  to 
salvation;  so  that  whatsoever  is  not  read  therein,  nor  may 
be  proved  thereby,  is  not  to  be  required  of  any  man,  that 
it  should  be  believed  as  an  article  of  the  faith,  or  be  thought 
requisite  or  necessary  to  salvation.  In  the  name  of  the 
Holy  Scripture,  we  do  understand  those  canonical  books 
of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  of  whose  authority  was 
never  any  doubt  in  the  Church. 

Of  the  Names  of  the  Canonical  Books — Genesis,  Exodus, 
Leviticus,  Numbers,  Deuteronomy,  Joshua,  Judges,  Ruth,

The  First  Book  of  Samuel,  The  Second  Book  of  Samuel,  The 
First  Book  of  Kings,  The  Second  Book  of  Kings,  The  First 
Book  of  Chronicles,  The  Second  Book  of  Chronicles,  The 
Book  of  Ezra,  The  Book  of  Nehemiah,  The  Book  of  Esther, 
The  Book  of  Job,  The  Psalms,  The  Proverbs,  Ecclesiastes, 
or  the  Preacher,  Cantica,  or  Songs  of  Solomon,  Four  Proph- 
ets the  Greater,  Twelve  Prophets  the  Less. 

All  the  Books  of  the  New  Testament,  as  they  are  com- 
monly received,  we  do  receive  and  account  canonical. 

VI.  Of  the  Old  Testament 
1|  6.  The  Old  Testament  is  not  contrary  to  the  New;  for 
both  in  the  Old  and  New  Testament  everlasting  life  is  of- 
fered to  mankind  by  Christ,  who  is  the  only  Mediator  be- 
tween God  and  man,  being  both  God  and  man.  Wherefore 
they  are  not  to  be  heard,  who  feign  that  the  old  fathers 
did  look  only  for  transitory  promises.  Although  the  law 
given  from  God  by  Moses,  as  touching  ceremonies  and  rites, 
doth  not  bind  Christians,  nor  ought  the  civil  precepts  there- 
of of  necessity  to  be  received  in  any  commonwealth;  yet, 
notwithstanding,  no  Christian  whatsoever  is  free  from  the 
obedience  of  the  commandments  which  are  called  moral. 

VII.  Of  Original  or  Birth  Sin 
II  7.  Original  sin  standeth  not  in  the  following  of  Adam 
(as  the  Pelagians  do  vainly  talk) ,  but  it  is  the  corruption  of 
the  nature  of  every  man,  that  naturally  is  engendered  of 
the  offspring  of  Adam,  whereby  man  is  very  far  gone  from 
original  righteousness,  and  of  his  own  nature  inclined  to 
evil,  and  that  continually. 

VIII.  Of  Free-Will 
^  8.  The  condition  of  man  after  the  fall  of  Adam  is  such, 
that  he  cannot  turn  and  prepare  himself  by  his  own  nat- 
ural strength  and  works  to  faith,  and  calling  upon  God: 
wherefore  we  have  no  power  to  do  good  works,  pleasant  and 
acceptable  to  God,  without  the  grace  of  God  by  Christ  pre- 
venting us,  that  we  may  have  a  good  will,  and  working 
with  us,  when  we  have  that  good  will. 

IX.  Of  the  Justification  of  Man 
^  9.  We  are  accounted  righteous  before  God,  only  for 
the  merit  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  by  faith, 
and  not  for  our  own  works  or  deservings;  wherefore,  that 
we  are  justified  by  faith  only,  is  a  most  wholesome  doctrine, 
and  very  full  of  comfort. 
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X.  Of  Good  Works 

^10.  Although  good  works,  which  are  the  fruits  of  faith, 
and  follow  after  justification,  cannot  put  away  our  sins  and 
endure  the  severity  of  God's  judgment;  yet  are  they  pleas- 
ing and  acceptable  to  God  in  Christ,  and  spring  out  of  a 
true  and  lively  faith,  insomuch  that  by  them  a  lively  faith 
may  be  as  evidently  known,  as  a  tree  discerned  by  its  fruit. 

XI.  Of  Works  of  Supererogation 
1[  11.  Voluntary  works,  besides,  over  and  above  God's 
commandments,  which  they  call  works  of  supererogation, 
cannot  be  taught  without  arrogancy  and  impiety.  For  by 
them  men  do  declare.  That  they  do  not  only  render  unto 
God  as  much  as  they  are  bound  to  do,  but  that  they  do 
more  for  his  sake  than  of  bounden  duty  is  required :  where- 
as Christ  saith  plainly,  When  ye  have  done  all  that  is  com- 
manded you,  say.  We  are  unprofitable  servants. 

XII.  Of  Sin  after  Justification 
Tj  12.  Not  every  sin,  willingly  committed  after  justifica- 
tion, is  the  sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  unpardonable. 
Wherefore  the  grant  of  repentance  is  not  to  be  denied  to 
such  as  fall  into  sin  after  justification;  after  we  have  re- 
ceived the  Holy  Ghost,  we  may  depart  from  grace  given,  and 
fall  into  sin,  and  by  the  grace  of  God  rise  again,  and  amend 
our  lives.  And  therefore  they  are  to  be  condemned  who 
say  they  can  no  more  sin  as  long  as  they  live  here,  or  deny 
the  place  of  forgiveness  to  such  as  truly  repent. 

XIII.  Of  the  Church 

^  13.  The  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of 
faithful  men,  in  the  which  the  pure  word  of  God  is  preached, 
and  the  sacraments  duly  administered  according  to  Christ's 
ordinance,  in  all  those  things  that  of  necessity  are  requisite 
to  the  same. 

XIV.  Of  Purgatory 

^  14.  The  Romish  doctrine  concerning  purgatory,  par- 
dons, worshiping,  and  adoration,  as  well  of  images  as  of 
relics,  and  also  invocation  of  saints,  is  a  fond  thing  vainly 
invented,  and  grounded  upon  no  warrant  of  Scripture,  but 
repugnant  to  the  word  of  God. 

XV.  Of  Speaking  in  the  Congregation  in  such  a  Tongue  as 
the  People  understand 
1[  15.  It  is  a  thing  plainly  repugnant  to  the  word  of  God, 
and  the  custom  of  the  Primitive  Church,  to  have  public 
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prayer  in  the  Church,  or  to  minister  the  sacraments  in  a 
tongue  not  understood  by  the  people. 

XVI.  Of  the  Sacraments 

H  16.  Sacraments  ordained  of  Christ,  are  not  only  badges 
or  tokens  of  Christian  men's  profession ;  but  rather  they  are 
certain  signs  of  grace,  and  God's  good  will  toward  us,  by 
the  which  he  doth  work  invisibly  in  us,  and  doth  not  only 
quicken,  but  also  strengthen  and  confirm  our  faith  in  him. 

There  are  two  sacraments  ordained  of  Christ  our  Lord 
in  the  Gospel;  that  is  to  say,  Baptism  and  the  Supper  of 
the  Lord. 

Those  five  commonly  called  sacraments;  that  is  to  say, 
Confirmation,  Penance,  Orders,  Matrimony,  and  Extreme 
Unction,  are  not  to  be  counted  for  Sacraments  of  the  Gos- 
pel, being  such  as  have  partly  grown  out  of  the  corrupt 
following  of  the  apostles,  and  partly  are  states  of  life  al- 
lowed in  the  Scriptures,  but  yet  have  not  the  like  nature 
of  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper,  because  they  have  not 
any  visible  sign  or  ceremony  ordained  of  God. 

The  sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Christ  to  be  gazed 
upon,  or  to  be  carried  about;  but  that  we  should  duly  use 
them.  And  in  such  only  as  worthily  receive  the  same,  they 
have  a  wholesome  effect  or  operation ;  but  they  that  receive 
them  unworthily,  purchase  to  themselves  condemnation, 
as  St.  Paul  saith.    I  Cor.  11 :  29. 

XVIL  Of  Baptism 

y\  17.  Baptism  is  not  only  a  sign  of  profession  and  mark  of 
difference,  whereby  Christians  are  distinguished  from  others 
that  are  not  baptized ;  but  it  is  also  a  sign  a  regeneration, 
or  the  new  birth.  The  baptism  of  young  children  is  to  be 
retained  in  the  Church. 

XVIIL  Of  the  Lord's  Supper 

^  18.  The  Supper  of  the  Lord  is  not  only  a  sign  of  the 
love  that  Christians  ought  to  have  among  themselves  one  to 
another,  but  rather  is  a  sacrament  of  our  redemption  by 
Christ's  death :  insomuch,  that  to  such  as  rightly,  worthily, 
and  with  faith  receive  the  same,  the  bread  which  we  break 
is  a  partaking  of  the  body  of  Christ;  and  likewise  the  cup 
of  blessing  is  a  partaking  of  the  blood  of  Christ. 

Transubstantiation,  or  the  change  of  the  substance  of 
bread  and  wine  in  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  cannot  be  proved 
by  Holy  Writ ;  but  is  repugnant  to  the  plain  words  of  Scrip- 
ture, overthroweth  the  nature  of  a  sacrament,  and  hath 
given  occasion  to  many  superstitions. 
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The  body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten  in  the  Sup- 
per, only  after  an  heavenly  and  spiritual  manner.  And  the 
mean  whereby  the  body  of  Christ  is  received  and  eaten  in 
the  Supper,  is  faith. 

The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  not  by  Christ's 
ordinance  reserved,  carried  about,  lifted  up,  or  worshiped. 

XIX.  Of  Both  Kinds 

^  19.  The  cup  of  the  Lord  is  not  to  be  denied  to  the  lay- 
people  ;  for  both  the  parts  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  by  Christ's 
ordinance  and  commandment,  ought  to  be  administered  to 
all  Christians  alike. 

XX.  Of  the  One  Oblation  of  Christ,  finished  upon  the  Cross 

^  20.  The  offering  of  Christ  once  made,  is  that  perfect 
redemption,  propitiation,  and  satisfaction  for  all  the  sins 
of  the  whole  world,  both  original  and  actual ;  and  there  is 
none  other  satisfaction  for  sin  but  that  alone.  Wherefore, 
the  sacrifice  of  masses,  in  which  it  is  commonly  said  that  the 
priest  doth  offer  Christ  for  the  quick  and  the  dead,  to  have 
remission  of  pain  or  guilt,  is  a  blasphemous  fable,  and  dan- 
gerous deceit. 

XXL  Of  the  Marriage  of  Ministers 

^  21.  The  ministers  of  Christ  are  not  commanded  by  God's 
law  either  to  vow  the  estate  of  single  life,  or  to  abstain  from 
marriage;  therefore  it  is  lawful  for  them,  as  for  all  other 
Christians,  to  marry  at  their  own  discretion,  as  they  shall 
judge  the  same  to  serve  best  to  godliness. 

XXIL  Of  the  Rites  and.  Ceremonies  of  Churches 

^  22.  It  is  not  necessary  that  rites  and  ceremonies  should 
in  all  places  be  the  same,  or  exactly  alike ;  for  they  have  been 
always  different,  and  may  be  changed  according  to  the  di- 
versity of  countries,  times,  and  men's  manners,  so  that 
nothing  be  ordained  against  God's  word.  Whosoever, 
through  his  private  judgment,  willingly  and  purposely  doth 
openly  break  the  rites  and  ceremonies  of  the  Church  to 
which  he  belongs,  which  are  not  repugnant  to  the  words  of 
God,  and  are  ordained  and  approved  by  common  authority, 
ought  to  be  rebuked  openly,  that  others  may  fear  to  do  the 
like,  as  one  that  offendeth  against  the  common  order  of  the 
Church,  and  woundeth  the  consciences  of  weak  brethren. 

Every  particular  Church  may  ordain,  change,  or  abolish 
rites  and  ceremonies,  so  that  all  things  may  be  done  to  edi- 
fication. 
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XXIII.  Of  the  Rulers  of  the  United  States  of  America 

^  23.  The  president,  the  congress,  the  general  assemblies, 
the  governor,  and  the  councils  of  state,  as  the  delegates  of 
the  people,  are  the  rulers  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
according  to  the  division  of  power  made  to  them  by  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  by  the  constitutions  of 
their  respective  states.  And  the  said  states  are  a  sovereign 
and  independent  nation,  and  ought  not  to  be  subject  to  any 
foreign  jurisdiction.* 

XXIV.  Of  Christian  Men's  Goods 

H  24.  The  riches  and  goods  of  Christians  are  not  common 
as  touching  the  right,  title,  and  possession  of  the  same, 
as  some  do  falsely  boast.  Notwithstanding,  every  man 
ought,  of  such  things  as  he  possesseth,  liberally  to  give 
alms  to  the  poor  according  to  his  ability. 

XXV.  Of  a  Christian  Man's  Oath 

^  25.  As  we  confess  that  vain  and  rash  swearing  is  for- 
bidden Christian  men  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  James 
his  apostle;  so  we  judge  that  the  Christian  religion  doth 
not  prohibit,  but  that  a  man  may  swear  when  the  magistrate 
requireth,  in  a  cause  of  faith  and  charity,  so  it  be  done  ac- 
cording to  the  prophet's  teaching,  in  justice,  judgment,  and 
truth. 


The  following  article  is  found  in  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Articles  of  Religion : 

Of  Sanctification 

Sanctification  is  that  renewal  of  our  fallen  nature  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  received  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  whose 
blood  of  atonement  cleanseth  from  all  sin ;  whereby  we  are 
not  only  delivered  from  the  guilt  of  sin,  but  are  washed  from 
its  pollution,  saved  from  its  power,  and  are  enabled,  through 
grace,  to  love  God  with  all  our  hearts  and  to  walk  in  his 
holy  commandments  blameless. 

*  The  Twenty-Third  Article  of  Religion  in  the  Disciplines  of  all 
our  Churches  in  foreign  lands  shall  read: 

XXIII.  Of  the  Duty  of  Ch'ristians  to  the  Civil  Authority. 

"It  is  the  duty  of  all  Christians,  and  especially  of  all  Christian 
ministers,  to  observe  and  obey  the  laws  and  commands  of  the  govern- 
ing or  supreme  authority  of  the  country  of  which  they  are  citizens  or 
subjects,  or  in  which  they  reside,  and  to  use  all  laudable  means  to 
encourage  and  enjoin  obedience  to  the  powers  that  be." 


THE  GENERAL  RULES 

The  Nature,  Design,  and  General  Rules  of  Our 
United  Societies 

^  31.  In  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1739  eight  or  ten  per- 
sons who  appeared  to  be  deeply  convicted  of  sin,  and  earn- 
estly groaning  for  redemption,  came  to  Mr.  Wesley  in  Lon- 
don. They  desired,  as  did  two  or  three  more  the  next  day, 
that  he  would  spend  some  time  with  them  in  prayer,  and 
advise  them  how  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come,  which  they 
saw  continually  hanging  over  their  heads.  That  he  might 
have  more  time  for  this  great  work,  he  appointed  a  day 
when  they  might  all  come  together ;  which  from  thencefor- 
ward they  did  every  week,  namely,  on  Thursday,  in  the 
evening.  To  these,  and  as  many  more  as  desired  to  join 
with  them  (for  their  number  increased  daily),  he  gave 
those  advices  from  time  to  time  which  he  judged  most  need- 
ful for  them ;  and  they  always  concluded  their  meeting  with 
prayer  suited  to  their  several  necessities. 

y\  32.  This  was  the  rise  of  the  United  Society,  first  in 
Europe,  and  then  in  America.  Such  a  society  is  no  other 
than  "a  company  of  men  having  the  form  and  seeking  the 
power  of  godliness,  united  in  order  to  pray  together,  to  re- 
ceive the  word  of  exhortation,  and  to  watch  over  one  an- 
other in  love,  that  they  may  help  each  other  to  work  out 
their  salvation." 

*\\  33.  That  it  may  the  more  easily  be  discerned  whether 
they  are  indeed  working  out  their  own  salvation,  each  So- 
ciety is  divided  into  smaller  companies,  called  Classes,  ac- 
cording to  their  respective  places  of  abode.  There  are 
about  twelve  persons  in  a  Class,  one  of  whom  is  styled  The 
Leader.    It  is  his  duty, 

1.  To  see  each  person  in  his  Class  once  a  week  at  least; 
in  order,  (1)  To  inquire  how  his  soul  prospers.  (2)  To 
advise,  reprove,  comfort,  or  exhort,  as  occasion  may  require. 
(3)  To  receive  what  he  is  willing  to  give  toward  the  relief 
of  the  Preachers,  Church,  and  poor. 

2.  To  meet  the  Ministers  and  the  Stewards  of  the  So- 
ciety once  a  week;  in  order,  (1)  To  inform  the  Minister  of 
any  that  are  sick,  or  of  any  that  walk  disorderly  and  will 
not  be  reproved.  (2)  To  pay  the  Stewards  what  he  has  re- 
ceived of  his  Class  in  the  week  preceding. 

417 
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^  34.  There  is  only  one  condition  previously  required  of 
those  who  desire  admission  into  these  Societies — "a  desire 
to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come,  and  to  be  saved  from  their 
sins."  But  wherever  this  is  really  fixed  in  the  soul  it  will  be 
shown  by  its  fruits. 

^  35.  It  is  therefore  expected  of  all  who  continue  therein 
that  they  shall  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salvation. 

First :  By  doing  no  harm,  by  avoiding  evil  of  every  kind, 
especially  that  v/hich  is  most  generally  practiced ;  such  as, 

The  taking  of  the  name  of  God  in  vain. 

The  profaning  the  day  of  the  Lord,  either  by  doing  ordi- 
nary work  therein  or  by  buying  or  selling. 

Drunkenness,  buying  or  selling  spirituous  liquors,  or 
drinking  them,  unless  in  cases  of  extreme  necessity. 

Slaveholding;  buying  or  selling  slaves. 

Fighting,  quarreling,  brawling,  brother  going  to  law  with 
brother;  returning  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  railing;  the 
using  of  many  words  in  buying  or  selling. 

The  buying  or  selling  goods  that  have  not  paid  the  duty. 

The  giving  or  taking  of  things  on  usury — that  is,  unlaw- 
ful interest. 

Uncharitable  or  unprofitable  conversation;  particularly 
speaking  evil  of  Magistrates  or  of  Ministers. 

Doing  to  others  as  we  would  not  they  should  do  unto  us. 

Doing  what  we  know  is  not  for  the  glory  of  God,  as : 
The  putting  on  of  gold  and  costly  apparel. 
The  taking  such  diversions  as  cannot  be  used  in  the 

name  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 
The  singing  those  songs,  or  reading  those  books,  which 
do  not  tend  to  the  knowledge  or  love  of  God. 

Softness  and  needless  self-indulgence. 

Laying  up  treasure  upon  earth. 

Borrowing  without  a  probability  of  paying ;  or  taking  up 
goods  without  a  probability  of  paying  for  them. 

^  36.  It  is  expected  of  all  who  continue  in  these  Societies 
that  they  shall  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salvation, 

Second :  By  doing  good ;  by  being  in  every  kind  merciful 
after  their  power ;  as  they  have  opportunity,  doing  good  of 
every  possible  sort,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to  all  men : 

To  their  bodies,  of  the  ability  which  God  giveth,  by  giving 
food  to  the  hungry,  by  clothing  the  naked,  by  visiting  or 
helping  them  that  are  sick  or  in  prison ; 

To  their  souls,  by  instructing,  reproving,  or  exhorting  all 
we  have  any  intercourse  with ;  trampling  under  foot  that 
enthusiastic  doctrine,  that  "we  are  not  to  do  good  unless  our 
hearts  be  free  to  it." 

By  doing  good,  especially  to  them  that  are  of  the  house- 
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hold  of  faith  or  groaning  so  to  be;  employing  them  pre- 
ferably to  others ;  buying  one  of  another ;  helping  each  other 
in  business;  and  so  much  the  more  because  the  world  will 
love  its  own  and  them  only. 

By  all  possible  diligence  and  frugality,  that  the  Gospel 
be  not  blamed. 

By  running  with  patience  the  race  which  is  set  before 
them,  denying  themselves,  and  taking  up  their  cross  daily ; 
submitting  to  bear  the  reproach  of  Christ,  to  be  as  the  filth 
and  off  scouring  of  the  world ;  and  looking  that  men  should 
say  all  manner  of  evil  of  them  falsely,  for  the  Lord's  sake. 

^  37.  It  is  expected  of  all  who  desire  to  continue  in  these 
Societies  that  they  shall  continue  to  evidence  their  desire 
of  salvation. 

Third :  by  attending  upon  all  the  ordinances  of  God ;  such 
are, 

The  Public  Worship  of  God. 

The  Ministry  of  the  Word,  either  read  or  expounded. 

The  Supper  of  the  Lord. 

Family  and  private  Prayer. 

Searching  the  Scriptures. 

Fasting  or  Abstinence. 

II  38.  These  are  the  General  Rules  of  our  Societies ;  all  of 
which  we  are  taught  of  God  to  observe,  even  in  his  written 
Word,  which  is  the  only  rule,  and  the  sufficient  rule,  both 
of  our  faith  and  practice.  And  all  these  we  know  his 
Spirit  writes  on  truly  awakened  hearts.  If  there  be  any 
among  us  who  observes  them  not,  who  habitually  breaks 
any  of  them,  let  it  be  known  unto  them  who  watch  over  that 
soul  as  they  who  must  give  an  account.  We  will  admonish 
him  of  the  error  of  his  ways.  We  will  bear  with  him  for  a 
season.  But,  if  then  he  repent  not,  he  hath  no  more  place 
among  us.    We  have  delivered  our  own  souls.

^  169.  A  District  Conference  shall  be  held  annually  in 
each  District  if  authorized  by  the  Annual  Conference.  The 
District  Superintendent  shall  preside.  If  the  District  Su- 
perintendent be  absent,  the  District  Conference  is  authorized 
to  elect  a  Chairman. 

^  170.  A  District  Conference  shall  be  composed  of  all  the 
preachers,  traveling,  superannuated  or  retired,  supernu- 
merary and  local,  the  exhorters,  Church  School  Superin-

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tendent  from  each  Church  in  the  charge,  the  District  Stew- 
ards, District  Trustees,  the  District  Lay  Leader  and  Asso- 
ciate Lay  Leaders,  the  Charge  Lay  Leaders,  the  District 
Secretary  or  President  of  the  Women's  Organizations,  the 
District  Directors  of  Young  People's  Work,  of  Adult  Work, 
of  Children's  Work,  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Annual 
Conference  may  determine. 

\\  171.  Upon  nomination  of  the  District  Board  of  Lay 
Activities  in  consultation  with  the  District  Superintendent, 
the  District  Conference  shall  elect  a  District  Lay  Leader 
and  two  Associate  District  Lay  Leaders.  The  District  Su- 
perintendent and  the  two  remaining  Lay  Leaders  shall  have 
authority  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  the  office 
of  District  and  Associate  District  Lay  Leaders. 

^  172.  The  District  Superintendent  shall  fix  the  date  of 
the  District  Conference  but  the  District  Conference  shall 
fix  the  place.  Should  it  become  necessary  to  change  the 
place,  the  District  Superintendent  shall  have  authority  to 
change  it.  The  District  Superintendent  may  call  special 
sessions  when  necessity  requires. 

^  173.  The  District  Conference  shall  inquire  particularly 
into  the  condition  of  the  several  charges  concerning:  (1) 
Their  spiritual  state;  (2)  the  missionary  work  of  and  in 
the  Districts;  (3)  the  Christian  education  work  through 
the  Church  Schools,  vacation  schools,  young  people's  organi- 
zations; (4)  the  women's  work;  (5)  the  support  of  the 
Church  colleges  and  the  attendance  upon  them;  (6)  the 
work  done  in  and  for  the  American  Bible  Society;  (7)  the 
lay  activities  and  especially  in  behalf  of  benevolences  and 
in  promoting  worship  in  unserved  sections  and  communi- 
ties; (8)  the  work  of  and  for  our  hospitals  and  homes;  (9) 
the  patronage  of  the  Church  papers  and  our  Publishing 
Houses;  (10)  the  candidates  for  the  Ministry  from  the  Dis- 
trict and  aid  in  their  preparation;  (11)  concerning  the  sup- 
port of  the  Church,  its  ministry  and  its  benevolences  and 
the  financial  systems  that  are  being  used. 

^  174.  The  District  Conference  shall  license  proper  per- 
sons to  preach,  when,  in  its  judgment,  their  gifts,  grace, 
and  usefulness  warrant.  All  votes  to  license  shall  be  by 
ballot.  It  shall  renew  the  licenses  of  Local  Preachers  when 
satisfied  with  their  fitness,  their  usefulness,  and  their  labors. 
Local  preachers  shall  present  to  the  Conference  written 
reports  of  their  work.  Preachers  on  trial  in  all  Annual 
Conferences  are  not  subject  to  the  District  Conferences  for 
the  passage  of  character  and  the  renewal  of  license.  The 
District  Conference  may  license  a  preacher  in  his  absence, 
provided  his  examination  is  satisfactory  to  the  Conference. 
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H  175.  The  District  Conference  shall  recommend  to  the 
Annual  Conference  suitable  candidates  for  acceptance  as 
Accepted  Supply  Pastors,  for  admission  on  trial,  for  Local 
Deacon's  orders,  for  Local  Elder's  orders,  for  readmission 
into  the  traveling  connection,  for  the  restoration  of  Local 
Preacher's  credentials.  No  person  shall  be  recommended 
to  the  Annual  Conference  for  admission  on  trial  or  for  or- 
dination until  he  passes  before  a  committee  of  three,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  District  Superintendent,  an  approved  ex- 
amination in  the  prescribed  course  of  study.  All  votes  to 
recommend  Preachers  for  admission  on  trial,  for  readmis- 
sion, for  Deacon's  or  Elder's  Orders,  or  for  restoration  of 
credentials  shall  be  by  ballot.  No  recommendation  from 
a  District  Conference  shall  be  valid  after  the  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference  next  following  the  grant  of  the  recom- 
mendation. 

II 176.  The  District  Conference  upon  the  nomination  of 
the  District  Superintendent,  shall  elect  a  Licensing  Com- 
mittee of  six  or  four.  The  District  Superintendent  shall  fill 
any  vacancy  in  the  Committee.  The  Committee  shall  serve 
until  the  ensuing  Annual  Conference,  It  shall  have  the 
power,  by  unanimous  vote,  after  thorough  and  satisfactory 
examination  in  the  prescribed  Course  of  Study,  to  license 
proper  and  duly  recommended  persons  to  preach,  and  to 
recommend  proper  persons  for  admission  on  trial  or  for 
readmission.  The  District  Superintendent  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Licensing  Committee  shall  furnish  a  certified 
record  of  the  proceedings  to  the  Secretary  of  the  District 
Conference  for  record  in  the  Journal.  The  District  Super- 
intendent shall  be  a  member  and  Chairman  of  this  Com- 
mittee. 

M  177.  Before  the  ballot  for  the  license  of  an  applicant 
is  taken,  either  in  the  District  Conference  or  Licensing 
Committee,  he  shall  have  agreed  wholly  to  abstain  from  the 
use  of  tobacco. 

^  178.  The  District  Confei'ence  may  choose  its  own  order 
of  business  provided  that  all  the  business  committed  to 
it  is  transacted.  The  Secretary  duly  elected  shall  keep  an 
accurate  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  submit  it  to  the 
Annual  Conference  for  examination.

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SECTION   I.      HOW   COMPOSED 

^  101.  The  General  Conference  shall  be  composed  of  one 
Ministerial  Member  for  every  seventy  Ministerial  Members 
of  each  Annual  Conference  and  one  additional  Member  for 
a  majority  fraction  thereof,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay 
members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  and  by  a 
majority  vote.  Every  Annual  Conference  shall  be  entitled 
to  at  least  one  Ministerial  and  one  Lay  Member.  The  Sec- 
retaries of  the  several  Annual  Conferences  shall  furnish 
certificates  of  election  to  the  Delegates  severally,  and  shall 
send  a  certificate  of  such  election  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
preceding  General  Conference  immediately  after  the  ad- 
journment of  said  Annual  Conference. 

SECTION  II.      ELECTION  OF  DELEGATES 

^  102.  The  Ministerial  Delegates  and  Alternates  to  the 
General  Conference  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the  min- 
isterial members  of  the  Annual  Conference;  provided  that 
such  Delegates  shall  have  been  traveling  preachers  in  the 
constituent  Churches  forming  this  union,  or  in  The  Meth- 
odist Church,  for  at  least  four  years  next  preceding  their 
election  and  are  in  full  connection  with  the  Annual  Con- 
ference electing  them  when  elected  and  at  the  time  of  hold- 
ing the  General  Conference.  The  lay  Delegates  and  Alter- 
nates to  the  General  Conference  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
by  the  Lay  Members  of  the  Annual  Conference,  jwovided 
that  such  delegates  be  at  least  twenty-five  years  of  age  and 
shall  have  been  members  of  the  constituent  Churches  form- 
ing this  union,  or  of  The  Methodist  Church,  for  at  least  four 
years  next  preceding  their  election,  and  are  members  there- 
of within  the  Annual  Conference  electing  them  at  the  time 
of  holding  the  General  Conference.  The  election  of  Dele- 
gates by  ballot  shall  be  held  at  the  session  of  the  Annual 
Conference  immediately  preceding  the  General  Conference. 

SECTION  III.     RULES 

^  103.  When  the  General  Conference  is  in  session  it  shall 
require  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
Delegates  to  the  General  Conference  to  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business ;  but  a  less  number  may  take 
a  recess  or  adjourn  from  day  to  day  in  order  to  secure  a 
quorum,  and  at  the  final  session  may  approve  the  Journal, 
order  the  record  of  the  roll  call,  and  adjourn  si7ie  die. 

^  104.  The  Ministerial  and  Lay  Members  shall  deliberate 
as  one  body.  They  shall  vote  as  one  body;  but  a  separate 
vote  shall  be  taken  on  any  question  when  requested  by  one 
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third  of  either  order  of  Delegates  present  and  voting.  In 
all  cases  of  separate  voting  it  shall  require  the  concurrence 
of  a  majority  of  each  order  to  adopt  the  proposed  measure. 
However,  in  the  case  of  changes  in  the  Constitution  a  vote 
of  two  thirds  of  the  General  Conference  as  provided  in  the 
Plan  of  Union  shall  be  required. 

^  105.  The  General  Conference  shall  determine  the  man- 
ner by  which  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  elect  their 
representatives  on  the  General  Boards. 

H  106.  The  General  Conference  shall  establish  the  basis 
for  the  election  of  Delegates  to  the  Central  Conference.  It 
may  change  the  number  and  boundaries  of  the  General  Con- 
ferences. 

^  107.  The  Council  of  Bishops  by  two-thirds  majority 
vote  or  two-thirds  of  all  the  Annual  Conferences  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  each  Conference  shall  have  the  power  to  call 
at  any  time  an  extra  session  of  the  General  Conference  to 
be  held  at  such  time  as  the  Council  of  Bishops  may  choose 
and  at  such  place  as  a  committee  chosen  by  the  Council  of 
Bishops  may  fix.  The  General  Conference  thus  called  shall 
be  composed  of  the  Delegates  elected  to  the  preceding  Gen- 
eral Conference,  except  when  an  Annual  Conference  shall 
prefer  to  have  a  new  election. 

SECTION  IV.      GENERAL  CONFERENCE  POWERS 

^  108.  The  following  are  the  rules  and  regulations  as  to 
the  composition  and  the  powers  of  the  General  Conference 
as  given  in  the  Plan  of  Union : 

Article  1.  The  General  Conference  shall  be  composed 
of  not  less  than  600  nor  more  than  800  Delegates,  one  half 
of  whom  shall  be  Ministers  and  one  half  Lay  Members, 
to  be  elected  by  the  Annual  Conferences. 

Art.  2.  The  General  Conference  shall  meet  in  the  month 
of  April  or  May  once  in  four  years,  beginning  with  such 
year,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Uniting 
Conference,  and  thereafter  at  such  time  and  in  such  place  as 
shall  be  determined  by  the  General  Conference  or  by  its 
duly  authorized  committees. 

Art.  3.  The  General  Conference  shall  fix  the  ratio  of 
representation  in  the  General,  Jurisdictional  and  Central 
Conferences  from  the  Annual  Conferences,  with  the  total 
ministerial  membership  in  the  Annual  Conference  as  a 
basis;  provided  that  each  Annual  Conference  shall  be  en- 
titled to  at  least  one  Ministerial  and  one  Lay  Delegate  in 
the  General  Conference  and  also  in  the  Jurisdictional  or 
Central  Conference. 
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Art.  4.  The  General  Conference  shall  have  full  legisla- 
tive power  over  all  matters  distinctively  connectional,  and 
in  the  exercise  of  said  power  shall  have  authority  as  follows : 

1.  To  define  and  fix  the  conditions,  privileges,  and  duties 
of  Church  membership. 

2.  To  define  and  fix  the  qualifications  and  duties  of  Elders, 
Deacons,  Supply  Preachers,  Local  Preachers,  Exhorters, 
and  Deaconesses. 

3.  To  define  and  fix  the  powers  and  duties  of  Annual 
Conferences,  Mission  Conferences,  and  Missions,  and  of 
District,  Quarterly,  and  Church  Conferences. 

4.  To  provide  for  the  organization,  promotion,  and  ad- 
ministration of  the  work  of  the  Church  outside  of  the  United 
States  of  America. 

5.  To  define  and  fix  the  powers,  duties,  and  privileges 
of  the  Episcopacy;  to  adopt  a  plan  for  the  support  of  the 
Bishops,  to  provide  a  uniform  rule  for  their  superannuation, 
and  to  provide  for  the  discontinuance  of  a  Bishop  because 
of  inefficiency  or  unacceptability. 

6.  To  provide  and  revise  the  Hymnal  and  Ritual  of  the 
Church  and  to  regulate  all  matters  relating  to  the  form  and 
mode  of  wors?iip,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  First 
Restrictive  Rule. 

7.  To  provide  a  Judicial  system  and  a  method  of  Judicial 
procedure  for  the  Church,  except  as  herein  otherwise  pre- 
scribed. 

8.  To  initiate  and  to  direct  all  connectional  enterprises 
of  the  Church,  such  as  publishing,  evangelistic,  education, 
missionary,  and  benevolent,  and  to  provide  boards  for  their 
promotion  and  administration. 

9.  To  determine  and  provide  for  raising  the  funds  nec- 
essary to  carry  on  the  connectional  work  of  the  Church. 

10.  To  fix  a  uniform  basis  upon  which  Bishops  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  and  to  determine 
the  number  of  Bishops  that  may  be  elected  by  Central  Con- 
ferences. 

11.  To  select  its  presiding  officers  from  the  Bishops, 
through  a  committee,  provided  that  the  Bishops  shall  select 
from  their  own  number  the  president  for  the  opening  ses- 
sion. 

12.  To  change  the  number  and  the  boundaries  of  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  upon  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
Annual  Conferences  in  each  Jurisdictional  Conference  in- 
volved, 

13.  To  establish  such  commissions  for  the  general  work 
of  the  Church  as  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

14.  To  enact  such  other  legislation  as  may  be  necessary, 
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subject  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Church. 

SECTION  V.     RESTRICTIVE  RULES 

^  109.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  revoke,  alter,  or 
change  our  Articles  of  Religion,  or  establish  any  new 
standards  or  rules  of  doctrine  contrary  to  our  present  ex- 
isting and  established  standards  of  doctrine. 

^110.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  change  or  alter 
any  part  or  rules  of  our  government  so  as  to  do  away  with 
Episcopacy,  or  destroy  the  plan  of  our  itinerant  General 
Superintendency. 

II  111.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  do  away  the 
privileges  of  our  Ministers  or  Preachers  of  trial  by  a  com- 
mittee and  of  an  appeal:  neither  shall  it  do  away  the  privi- 
leges of  our  members  of  trial  before  the  Church,  or  by  a 
committee,  and  of  an  appeal. 

T[  112.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  revoke  or  change 
the  General  Rules  of  the  United  Societies. 

H  113.  The  General  Conference  shall  not  appropriate  the 
produce  of  the  Publishing  House,  the  Book  Concern,  or  the 
Chartered  Fund  to  any  purpose  other  than  for  the  benefit 
of  the  traveling,  supernumerary,  superannuated  and  worn- 
out  preachers,  their  wives,  widows,  and  children. 

SECTION  ^^[.     AMENDMENTS 

U  114.  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  originate 
in  either  the  General  Conference  or  an  Annual  Conference. 

T[  115.  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  made 
upon  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  General  Conference  pres- 
ent and  voting  and  a  two-thirds  majority  of  all  the  members 
of  the  several  Annual  Conferences  present  and  voting,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  the  First  Restrictive  Rule,  which  shall  re- 
quire a  three-fourths  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Annual  Conferences  present  and  voting.  The  vote,  after 
being  completed,  shall  be  canvassed  by  the  Council  of 
Bishops  and  the  amendment  voted  upon  shall  become  effec- 
tive upon  their  announcement  of  its  having  received  the 
required  majority. 

^116.  A  Jurisdictional  Conference  may  by  a  majority 
vote  propose  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  and 
such  proposed  changes  shall  be  submitted  to  the  next  Gen- 
eral Conference.  If  the  General  Conference  adopts  the 
measure  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  it  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Annual  Conferences  according  to  the  provision  for  amend- 
ments.

^  178,  Article  1.  A  Quarterly  Conference  shall  be  or- 
ganized in  each  Pastoral  Charge. 

Art.  2.  The  Quarterly  Conference  shall  be  composed  of 
all  traveling,  supernumerary,  and  superannuated  or  Retired 
Preachers,  residing  within  the  Circuit  or  Charge;  all  Local 
Preachers,  exhorters.  Deaconesses,  class  leaders  and  sec- 
retaries of  the  Annual  Meetings,  stewards,  trustees,  finan- 
cial Secretaries,  and  Treasurers  of  the  local  churches;  su- 
perintendents of  Church  Schools ;  Presidents  of  Young  Peo- 
ple's Divisions,  Epworth  Leagues,  Christian  Endeavors, 
and  kindred  organizations;  Woman's  Missionary  Societies, 
Ladies'  Aid  Societies,  Deaconess  Circles,  and  Brotherhoods ; 
Directors  of  Christian  Education,  Social  and  Recreational 
Life,  and  Golden  Cross;  Chairmen  of  Missionary  Commit- 
tees, and  of  the  Local  Church  Boards  of  Education;  Sec- 
retaries of  Good  Literature ;  and  presidents  or  superintend- 
ents of  other  organizations  which  are  approved  by  the  Quar- 
terly Conference  for  membership  therein ;  iwovided  that  all 
members  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  shall  be  members 
of  The  Methodist  Church. 

If  179.  The  District  Superintendent  or  an  Elder  desig- 
nated by  him  shall  preside.  In  the  absence  of  the  District 
Superintendent  or  the  designated  Elder,  the  Pastor  shall 
preside.  The  District  Superintendent  shall  fix  the  time  for 
the  meeting  of  the  Quarterly  Conference,  but  the  Confer- 
ence may  appoint  the  place.  The  District  Superintendent 
and  the  Pastor  shall  have  authority  to  change  the  place,  and 
also  to  call  special  sessions  of  the  Quarterly  Conference.

A  Recording  Steward  shall  be  elect- 
ed, who  shall  keep  an  accurate  and  permanent  record  of  the 
proceedings  and  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  records  and 
reports.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected  for  each  meeting 
who,  with  the  President,  shall  sign  the  proceedings  and 
transmit  them  to  the  Recording  Steward. 

1j  181.  The  Quarterly  Conference  shall  have  the  following 
powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities: 
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Article  1.  To  elect  the  stewards  for  the  Circuit,  Station, 
or  Mission,  on  nomination  of  the  Pastor,  or  on  nomination 
of  a  committee  of  which  the  Pastor  shall  be  the  chairman, 
as  the  Quarterly  Conference  may  direct,  and  to  provide 
for  the  election  of  trustees  in  accordance  with  provisions 
hereinafter  set  forth;  and  to  elect  a  District  Steward  on 
nomination  of  a  committee  of  which  the  District  Superin- 
tendent shall  be  a  member. 

Art.  2.  To  arrange  for  the  election  of  church  officers  by 
vote  of  the  Church  membership,  whenever  the  sentiment  of 
the  Church  or  Charge  is  evidently  in  favor  of  this  process, 
by  calling  a  Church  Conference  for  this  purpose,  giving 
notice  of  not  less  than  ten  days. 

Art.  3.  To  elect,  or  confirm  the  election  of,  a  superin- 
tendent or  superintendents  of  Church  Schools,  as  provided 
in  H  1135  of  this  Discipline. 

Art.  4.  To  elect  such  Standing  Committees  for  the  Charge 
as  may  be  ordered  by  the  General,  Jurisdictional,  or  Cen- 
tral Conference,  or  by  its  own  action  in  harmony  with  the 
Discipline. 

Art.  5.  To  elect  or  provide  for  the  election  of  other  of- 
ficers as  provided  in  Section  10,  Article  2,  of  the  Plan  of 
Union.  "Unless  the  General  Conference  shall  order  other- 
wise the  officers  of  the  Church  or  Churches  constituting  a 
Pastoral  Charge  shall  be  elected  by  the  Quarterly  Conference 
or  by  the  members  of  said  Church  or  Churches  at  a  meet- 
ing called  for  that  purpose,  as  may  be  arranged  by  the  Quar- 
terly Conference,  unless  the  election  is  otherwise  required 
by  local  Church  charters  or  state  laws." 

Art.  6.  To  elect  annually  or  quadrennially,  as  the  An- 
nual Conference  may  determine,  one  Lay  Delegate  and  one 
reserve  Lay  Delegate,  to  the  Annual  Conference;  provided, 
that  the  Lay  Delegate  and  the  reserve  Lay  Delegate  to 
the  Annual  Conference  maj^  be  elected  by  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  church  or  charge  where  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence so  directs. 

Art.  7.  To  recommend  by  ballot  proper  persons  to  the 
District  Conference  for  license  to  preach,  when  in  its  judg- 
ment their  gifts,  graces,  and  usefulness  will  warrant;  and 
in  case  no  District  Conference  is  authorized  by  the  Annual 
Conference,  to  license  such  person  to  preach. 

Art.  8.  To  recommend  the  restoration  of  credentials  by 
the  Annual  Conference  to  a  Preacher  who  has  surrendered 
his  credentials,  should  he  give  satisfactory  evidence  to  the 
Conference  of  his  amendment  or  innocense,  and  procure  a 
certificate  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  Charge  in 
which  he  resides,  or  of  the  Annual  Conference  that  admitted

him  on  trial,  recommending  their  restoration  by  the  An- 
nual Conference  to  which  he  surrendered  his  credentials. 

Art.  9.  To  license  proper  persons  to  exhort  and  to  in- 
quire annually  into  the  gifts,  labors,  and  usefulness  of  each 
exhorter  on  the  Circuit,  Station,  or  Mission. 

Art.  10.  To  supervise  and  promote  the  financial  interests 
of  the  Pastoral  Charge,  particularly  for  the  support  of  the 
ministry,  the  payment  of  benevolences,  the  prompt  dis- 
charge of  financial  obligations  for  the  building,  repair,  and 
general  physical  conditions  of  the  Church  houses  and  par- 
sonages of  the  Pastoral  Charge. 

Art.  11.  To  accept  or  reject  any  conveyance,  gift,  dona- 
tion, legacy,  bequest,  or  devise,  for  the  benefit  of  any  Church 
under  its  jurisdiction,  or  for  the  whole  Charge. 

Art.  12.  To  appoint  at  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  a 
committee  to  examine  and  audit  the  books  of  the  Church 
treasurers,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  first  Quarterly 
Conference  following,  as  to  whether  they  have  been  accu- 
rately kept. 

Art.  13.  To  promote  all  the  spiritual  as  well  as  temporal 
interests  of  the  Church — evangelistic,  educational,  mission- 
ary and  benevolent. 

Tj  182.  The  Order  of  Business  in  the  Quarterly  Conference 
shall  be  such  as  is  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  business 
committed  to  its  charge.  A  printed  Order  of  Business  cov- 
ering the  items  referred  by  this  Uniting  Conference  or  any 
subsequent  General  Conference  to  the  Quarterly  Conference 
shall  be  printed  by  the  Publishing  House. 

If  the  observation  of  this  complete  Order  of  Business  is 
likely  to  protract  a  session  beyond  a  reasonable  limit,  the 
Chairman  may  select  the  more  important  matters  and  bring 
them  forward.

![  123.  The  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  adopt  its  own 
procedure,  rules,  and  plan  of  organization,  except  at  all 
times  when  the  Conference  is  met,  it  shall  take  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  delegates  elected  to  make  a  quorum

for  the  transaction  of  business.  But  a  less  number  may 
take  a  recess  or  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  at  the  final 
session  may  approve  the  Journal  and  order  the  record 
of  the  roll  call  and  adjourn  sine  die. 

^  124.  The  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  provide  for 
the  expenses  of  its  sessions. 

^  125.  The  Bishops  of  a  Jurisdictional  Conference,  by 
a  two-thirds  vote,  shall  have  authority  to  call  a  special 
session  of  the  Conference  when  necessary.  A  called  ses- 
sion cannot  transact  any  other  business  than  that  indicated 
in  the  call. 

H  126.  The  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  be  presided 
over  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Jurisdiction,  except  as  provided 
for  in  Division  Three,  Article  V,  of  the  Plan  of  Union  gov- 
erning episcopal  administration.  In  case  no  Bishop  of  the 
Jurisdiction  is  present,  the  Conference  may  elect  a  Presi- 
dent from  the  Ministerial  Delegates. 

^  127.  A  Bishop  elected  by  or  administering  in  a  Juris- 
dictional Conference  shall  be  amenable  for  his  conduct  to 
his  Jurisdictional  Conference.  Any  Bishop  shall  have  the 
right  of  appeal  to  the  Judicial  Council. 

II 128.  The  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  elect  a  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Episcopacy,  to  consist  of  one  Ministerial 
and  one  Lay  Delegate  from  each  Annual  Conference.  The 
said  Committee  shall  review  the  work  of  the  Bishops,  pass 
on  their  character  and  official  administration,  and  report  to 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference  its  findings  for  such  action 
as  the  Conference  may  deem  appropriate  within  its  con- 
stitutional warrant  of  power.  The  said  Committee  shall 
recommend  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  the  assign- 
ments of  the  said  Bishops  to  their  respective  residences, 
and  may  make  recommendations  to  the  Bishops  of  its  Juris- 
diction concerning  the  formation  of  the  Episcopal  Areas 
within  its  Jurisdiction. 

^  129.  The  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing powers  and  duties  and  such  others  as  may  be  con- 
ferred by  the  General  Conference : 

1.  To  promote  the  evangelistic,  educational,  missionary, 
and  benevolent  interests  of  the  Church,  and  to  provide  for 
interests  and  institutions  within  their  boundaries. 

2.  To  elect  Bishops  and  to  co-operate  in  carrying  out  such 
plans  for  their  support  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Gen- 
eral Conference. 

3.  To  establish  and  constitute  Jurisdictional  Conference 
Boards  as  auxiliary  to  the  General  Boards  of  the  Church  as 
the  need  may  appear,  and  to  choose  their  representatives  on 
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the  General  Boards  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Con- 
ference may  determine. 

4.  To  determine  the  boundaries  of  their  Annual  Confer- 
ences, provided  that  there  shall  be  no  Annual  Conference 
with  a  membership  of  fewer  than  fifty  Ministers  in  full 
connection,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  General  Conference. 

5.  To  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  administration 
of  the  work  of  the  Church  within  the  Jurisdiction,  subject 
to  such  powers  as  have  been  or  shall  be  vested  in  the  Gen- 
eral Conference. 

6.  To  appoint  a  Committee  on  Appeals  to  hear  and  de- 
termine the  appeal  of  a  Traveling  Preacher  of  that  Juris- 
diction from  the  decision  of  a  trial  committee. 

^  130.  The  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  have  author- 
ity to  examine  and  acknowledge  the  Journals  of  the  An- 
nual Conferences  within  their  bounds,  and  shall  make  such 
rules  for  the  drawing  up  of  the  Journals  as  may  seem  nec- 
essary. 

T!  131.  The  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  keep  an  of- 
ficial Journal  of  their  proceedings,  duly  signed  by  the  Sec- 
retary and  President,  the  same  to  be  sent  for  examination 
to  the  ensuing  General  Conference. 

SECTION   II.      JURISDICTIONAL  BOUNDARIES 

11132.  The  Methodist  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America  shall  have  Jurisdictional  Conferences  constituted 
as  follows: 

Northeastern:  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  New  York,  Pennsyl- 
vania, New  Jersey,  Maryland,  West  Virginia,  Delaware, 
District  of  Columbia,  Puerto  Rico. 

Southeastern:  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Missis- 
sippi, Cuba. 

Central:  The  Negro  Annual  Conferences,  the  Negro  Mis- 
sion Conferences  and  Missions  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

North  Central:  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota,  Iowa,  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota. 

South  Central:  Missouri,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Nebraska, 
Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  New  Mexico. 

Western:  Washington,  Idaho,  Oregon,  California,  Ne- 
vada, Utah,  Arizona,  Montana,  Wyoming,  Colorado,  Alaska, 
Hawaiian  Islands. 

11 133.  Changes  in  the  number,  names,  and  boundaries 
of  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  may  be  effected  by  the 
General  Conference  upon  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
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Annual  Conferences  of  each  of  the  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ences involved. 

^  134.  Changes  in  the  number,  names,  and  boundaries 
of  the  Annual  Conferences  may  be  effected  by  the  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  in  the  United  States  according  to  the 
powers  vested  in  the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

!1 135.  The  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  not  alienate 
any  property  or  institution,  or  the  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  or  transfer  of  any  property  or  institution  from 
The  Methodist  Church,  nor  shall  the  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ences of  any  of  its  Boards  involve  the  General  Conference 
Boards  or  any  other  organization  of  the  Church  in  any  finan- 
cial obligation  without  the  official  approval  of  said  Board 
or  organization. 

t[  136.  When  property  rights  are  involved  by  the  change 
of  boundary  lines  of  Annual  Conferences  within  the  Juris- 
diction, the  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  constitute  a 
Committee  of  Arbitration  to  adjust  all  claims  and  make  final 
settlement  of  the  same.  In  case  of  inter-Jurisdictional  con- 
flicts, the  said  committee  shall  act  with  a  like  committee 
from  each  of  the  other  Jurisdictions  involved,  to  reach  a 
proper  settlement. 

^  137.  No  invested  funds,  fiduciary  trusts,  or  property 
acquired  by  bequest,  donation,  or  otherwise,  for  specific 
objects  within  the  boundaries  of  an  Annual  Conference  or 
Conferences  may  be  diverted  to  other  purposes  except  by 
the  consent  of  the  Annual  Conference  or  Conferences  in- 
volved and  with  the  consent  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference 
or  Conferences  concerned,  and  civil-court  approval  where 
necessary;  provided  that  local  churches  possessing  such 
funds  or  property  shall  not  be  required  to  obtain  the  con- 
sent of  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  The  same  rule  shall 
apply  to  similar  funds  or  properties  acquired  by  the  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  for  work  specifically  Jurisdictional 
in  its  scope.  In  such  cases  the  Jurisdictional  Conference 
shall  determine  the  disposition  of  the  interests  involved, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Judicial  Council.

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SECTION  I.     AUTHORIZATION 

^  142.  In  territory  outside  the  United  States  of  America, 
Annual  Conferences,  Mission  Conferences,  and  Missions  in 
such  numbers  as  the  General  Conference  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  shall  determine  may  be  organized  by  the  General  Con- 
ference into  Central  Conferences  or  Provisional  Central 
Conferences  with  such  duties,  privileges,  and  powers  as  the 
General  Conference  by  a  two-thirds  vote  shall  prescribe. 

SECTION  II.      CENTRAL  CONFERENCE  BISHOPS 

^  143.  The  Central  Conferences  shall  elect  Bishops,  in 
the  number  determined  by  the  General  Conference,  whose 
Episcopal  supervision  shall  be  within  the  territory  included 
in  the  Central  Conference  by  which  they  have  been  elected, 
subject  to  such  other  conditions  as  the  General  Conference 
shall  prescribe;  provided,  however,  that  a  Bishop  elected 
by  one  Central  Conference  may  exercise  Episcopal  super- 
vision in  another  Central  Conference  when  so  requested  by 
such  other  Central  Conference. 

Tj  144.  A  Bishop  elected  by  a  Central  Conference  shall 
be  constituted  by  the  election  of  the  Central  Conference, 
and  then  consecrated  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  of  three 
Bishops,  or  at  least  of  one  Bishop  and  two  Elders. 

^  145.  A  Bishop  elected  by  a  Central  Conference  shall 
have,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Central  Conference  by  which 
he  is  elected  or  within  which  he  is  administering,  authority 
similar  to  that  exercised  by  Bishops  elected  by  or  admin- 
istering in  a  Jurisdictional  Conference.  He  shall  also  be 
subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  for  retirement, 
trial,  and  appeal  as  apply  in  the  case  of  Bishops  elected 
by  or  administering  in  a  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

II 146.  A  Bishop  elected  by  a  Central  Conference  shall 
have  the  status,  rights,  and  duties  within  his  territory  of 
a  Bishop  elected  by  or  functioning  in  a  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference. A  Bishop  elected  by  a  Central  Conference  shall 
have  membership  in  the  General  Council  of  Bishops  and 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  full  participation  with  vote  in 
the  meetings  of  the  Council,  whenever  the  interest  of  his 
Central  Conference  or  the  interests  common  to  all  Central 
Conferences  are  involved.  Attendance  upon  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  General  Council  of  Bishops  by  Bishops 
elected  by  Central  Conferences  shall  be  left  to  the  option  of 
the  Bishops  in  each  Central  Conference. 

1j  147.  A  Bishop  elected  by  a  Central  Conference  shall 
be  amenable  to  the  Central  Conference,  with  right  of  appeal 
to  the  Judicial  Council. 
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SECTION   III.      ORGANIZATION   OF  CENTRAL  CONFERENCES 

^  148,  (1)  There  shall  be  such  Central  Conferences  as 
are  hereinafter  authorized ;  or  shall  be  hereafter  authorized 
by  the  General  Conference,  or  as  may  develop  from  author- 
ized Provisional  Central  Conferences  as  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tion III  (9).  They  shall  have  the  privileges  and  powers 
as  hereinafter  set  forth,  provided  that  a  Central  Conference 
shall  have  at  least  a  total  of  twenty  Ministerial  and  twenty 
Lay  Delegates  on  the  basis  of  representation  as  set  forth  in 
Item  (2)  hereof:  except  that  in  cases  wherein  reasons 
may  be  deemed  sufficient  by  the  General  Conference,  said 
General  Conference  may  fix  a  different  number. 

(2)  The  Central  Conferences  shall  be  composed  of  Min- 
isterial Members  elected  by  Ministers  and  Lay  Members 
elected  by  Laymen,  in  equal  numbers,  chosen  in  such  man- 
ner and  with  such  qualifications  as  the  Central  Conference 
shall  itself  determine.  Each  Annual  Conference  and  Mis- 
sion Conference  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  tw^o  Ministerial 
and  two  Lay  Delegates  and  no  other  selection  of  Delegates 
shall  be  authorized  which  would  provide  for  more  than  one 
Ministerial  Delegate  for  every  six  Ministerial  Members 
of  an  Annual  Conference  or  Mission  Conference,  except 
that  a  majority  of  the  number  fixed  by  a  Central  Confer- 
ence as  the  ratio  of  representation  shall  entitle  an  Annual 
Conference  or  Mission  Conference  to  an  additional  Minis- 
terial Delegate,  and  to  an  additional  Lay  Delegate.  A  Mis- 
sion is  authorized  to  elect  and  send  one  of  its  members  to 
the  Central  Conference  concerned  as  the  representative 
of  the  Mission,  said  representative  to  be  accorded  the  privi- 
lege of  sitting  with  the  Committees  of  the  Central  Confer- 
ence, wuth  the  right  to  speak  in  the  Committees,  or  in  the 
regular  sessions  of  the  Central  Conference,  but  without 
the  right  to  vote.  The  representatives  of  the  Mission  shall 
have  the  same  claim  for  payment  of  expenses  as  is  allowed 
to  members  of  the  Central  Conference. 

(3)  The  first  meeting  of  a  Central  Conference  shall  be 
called  b}^  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  charge,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  he  or  they  may  select,  to  which  members  of 
the  Annual  Conferences,  Mission  Conferences,  and  Missions 
concerned  shall  be  elected  on  the  basis  of  representation 
in  accordance  with  ^  148  (2).  The  time  and  place  of  fu- 
ture meetings  shall  be  determined  by  the  Central  Confer- 
ence. 

(4)  Each  Central  Conference  shall  meet  within  the  year 
succeeding  the  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Central 
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Conference  itself  or  its  Bishops  may  determine.  The  ses- 
sions of  said  Conference  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  Bish- 
ops. In  case  no  Bishop  be  present,  the  Conference  shall 
elect  a  temporary  president  from  among  its  own  members. 
The  Bishops  resident  in  a  Central  Conference,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee or  other  authorized  Committee  shall  have  the  authority 
to  call  an  extra  session  of  the  Central  Conference  to  be  held 
at  the  time  and  place  designated  by  them. 

(5)  The  Council  of  Bishops  may  assign  one  of  their 
number  to  visit  any  Central  Conference.  When  so  assigned, 
the  Bishop  shall  be  an  accredited  representative  of  the 
general  Church;  and  when  requested  by  the  Bishops  resi- 
dent in  that  Central  Conference  may  exercise  therein  the 
functions  of  the  Episcopacy, 

(6)  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Central  Conference  shall 
decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Cen- 
tral Conference,  and  he  shall  decide  questions  of  law  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  Judicial  Council ;  but  questions  re- 
lating to  the  interpretation  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
made  by  the  Central  Conference  for  the  governing  of  its  own 
sessions  shall  be  decided  by  the  Central  Conference. 

(7)  Central  Conferences  shall  maintain  a  co-operative 
and  consulative  relationship  through  duly  continued  Ex- 
ecutive Committees,  Executive  Boards,  or  Councils  of  Co- 
operation with  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
authorized  by  the  General  Conference  which  have  work 
within  the  bounds  of  said  Central  Conferences,  but  the  legal 
distinction  between  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension and  the  organized  Church  on  the  field  shall  always 
be  kept  clear. 

(8)  The  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  a  Central  Con- 
ference, duly  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary,  shall 
be  sent  for  examination  to  the  General  Conference. 

(9)  Provisional  Central  Conference  may  become  a  Cen- 
tral Conference  upon  the  fulfillment  of  the  necessary  re- 
quirements. Section  III  (1),  and  upon  the  authorization  of 
the  General  Conference. 

SECTION  IV.      CENTRAL  CONFERENCE  POWERS 

^  149,  (1)  To  a  Central  Conference  shall  be  committed 
for  supervision  and  promotion,  in  harmony  with  the  Dis- 
cipline and  interdenominational  contractual  agreements,  the 
missionary,  educational,  evangelistic,  industrial,  publish- 
ing, medical,  and  other  connectional  interests  of  the  An- 
nual Conferences,  Mission  Conferences,  and  Missions  with- 
in its  territory,  and  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred 
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to  it  by  said  bodies,  or  by  order  of  the  General  Conference; 
and  it  shall  provide  suitable  organizations  for  such  work 
and  elect  the  necessary  officers  for  the  same.  A  Central 
Conference,  however,  may  not  enter  upon  such  work  out- 
side its  borders  without  first  consulting  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension  and  securing  their  approval. 

(2)  A  Central  Conference,  when  authorized  by  a  specific 
enabling  act  of  the  General  Conference,  may  elect  one  or 
more  Bishops  from  among  the  traveling  elders  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church.  The  number  of  Bishops  to  be  elected  by  each 
Central  Conference  shall  be  determined  from  time  to  time 
by  the  General  Conference. 

(3)  When  a  Central  Conference  shall  have  been  author- 
ized to  elect  Bishops,  such  elections  shall  be  conducted  under 
the  same  general  procedure  as  prevails  in  the  Jurisdictional 
Conferences  for  the  election  of  Bishops. 

A  Central  Conference  shall  have  power  to  fix  the  tenure 
of  Bishops  elected  by  the  said  Central  Conference,  provided 
that  such  tenure  shall  not  be  for  a  term  longer  than  that 
in  force  at  the  time  of  Bishops  elected  by  the  Jurisdictional 
Conferences. 

(4)  The  amount  of  support  and  all  other  allowances 
(including  office,  house  rent,  travel,  retirement  allowances, 
and  provisions  for  health  and  education  of  children)  for 
Bishops  elected  by  the  Central  Conferences  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Committee  administering  the  General  Episcopal 
Fund,  after  consultation  with  representatives  of  the  Epis- 
copal Fund  Committees  of  the  various  Central  Conferences 
and  with  the  Bishops  whose  cases  are  under  consideration. 
These  amounts  shall  be  paid  from  the  General  Episcopal 
Fund,  according  to  the  regulations  adopted  by  the  General 
Conference.  A  Central  Conference  shall  co-operate  in 
building  up  the  General  Episcopal  Fund  by  seeing  that  the 
amounts  for  this  purpose  apportioned  to  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences within  its  bounds  (on  the  same  ratio  basis  as  pre- 
vails for  the  Annual  Conferences  in  the  Jurisdictional  (Con- 
ferences) are  raised. 

(5)  A  Central  Conference,  in  consultation  with  the 
Bishops  of  that  Central  Conference,  shall  fix  the  Episcopal 
areas  and  residences  and  make  assignments  to  them  of  the 
Bishops  who  are  to  reside  in  that  Central  Conference.  The 
Bishops  of  a  Central  Conference  shall  arrange  the  plan  of 
Episcopal  visitation  within  its  bounds. 

The  Secretary  of  a  Central  Conference,  where  one  or 
more  Bishops  have  been  chosen,  shall  report  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  (jeneral  Conference  the  names  of  the  Bishop  or 
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Bishops  and  the  residences  to  which  they  have  been  assigned 
by  the  Central  Conference. 

(6)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bishops  resident  in  a 
Central  Conference,  a  Central  Conference  shall  have  the 
power  to  prescribe  Courses  of  Study,  including  those  in  the 
vernaculars,  for  its  Ministry  both  foreign  and  indigenous, 
including  Local  Preachers,  Exhorters,  Bible  Women,  Dea- 
conesses, Teachers,  both  male  and  female,  and  all  other 
workers  whatsoever,  ordained  or  lay.  It  shall  also  make 
rules  and  regulations  for  examinations  in  these  courses. 

(7)  A  Central  Conference  shall  have  power  to  make  such 
changes  and  adaptions  as  the  peculiar  conditions  on  the 
fields  concerned  require,  regarding  Church  membership, 
special  advices,  worship,  and  the  Ministry  within  its  terri- 
tory, and  shall  have  power  to  decide  the  official  status  and 
ordination  of  women ;  provided  that  no  action  shall  be  taken 
which  is  contrary  to  the  general  book  of  Discipline  of  The 
Methodist  Church. 

(8)  A  Central  Conference  shall  have  the  authority  to 
change  the  provisions  for  the  ordination  of  Ministers  in 
such  way  that  the  ordination  of  an  Elder  may  follow  his 
ordination  as  Deacon  after  one  year. 

(9)  A  Central  Conference  shall  have  the  power  to  con- 
form the  detailed  rules,  rites,  and  ceremonies  for  the  sol- 
emnization of  marriage,  to  the  statute  laws  of  the  country 
or  countries  within  its  Jurisdiction. 

(10)  A  Central  Conference  is  authorized  to  prepare  and 
translate  simplified  or  adapted  forms  of  such  parts  of  the 
Ritual  as  it  may  deem  necessary;  such  changes  to  receive 
the  approval  of  the  Resident  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  the  Cen- 
tral Conference. 

(11)  A  Central  Conference  shall  have  authority  to  edit 
and  publish  a  Central  Conference  Discipline  which  shall 
contain,  in  addition  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  such 
sections  from  the  general  book  of  Discipline  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church  as  may  be  pertinent  to  the  entire  Church ;  and 
also  such  revised,  adapted,  or  new  sections  as  shall  have 
been  enacted  by  the  Central  Conferences  concerned  under 
the  powers  given  by  the  General  Conference,  with  the  under- 
standing that  legislation  passed  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence becomes  effective  immediately  throughout  the  entire 
Church. 

(12)  In  a  Central  Conference,  or  Provisional  Central 
Conference,  using  a  language  other  than  English,  however, 
legislation  passed  by  a  General  Conference  shall  not  take 
effect  until  six  months  after  the  close  of  that  General  Con- 
ference, in  order  to  afford  the  necessary  time  to  make  adap- 
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tations  and  to  publish  a  translation  of  the  legislation  which 
has  been  enacted,  which  translation  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Resident  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  the  Central  Conference. 
This  provision,  however,  shall  not  exclude  the  election  of 
delegates  to  the  General  Conferences  by  Annual  Confer- 
ences within  the  territory  of  Central  Conferences  or  Pro- 
visional Central  Conferences. 

(13)  A  Central  Conference,  where  the  laws  of  the  country 
permit,  shall  have  the  power  to  incorporate  one  or  more 
Executive  Committees,  Executive  Boards  or  Councils  of 
Co-operation,  with  such  membership  and  such  powers  as 
may  have  been  granted  by  the  Central  Conference,  for  the 
purpose  of  transacting  any  necessary  business  that  may 
arise  in  the  interval  between  the  sessions  of  the  Central 
Conference,  or  that  may  be  committed  to  said  Boards  or 
Committees  by  the  Central  Conference. 

(14)  A  Central  Conference  is  authorized  to  interpret 
Article  XXIII  of  the  Articles  of  Religion  so  as  to  recognize 
the  government  or  governments  of  the  country  or  countries 
within  its  territory. 

(15)  The  Central  Conference,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Resident  Bishop  or  Bishops  concerned,  shall  have  au- 
thority to  supervise  such  institutions,  interests,  and  prop- 
erties of  The  Methodist  Church  in  the  territory  of  that 
Central  Conference  as  may  have  been  provided  by  funds 
raised  within  said  Central  Conference,  or  as  may  be  en- 
trusted to  it.  It  shall  have  the  power  to  make  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  purchase,  holding,  and  transfer  of  any 
such  property  or  institution  secured  or  established  from 
resources  raised  within  the  Central  Conference,  and  of  any 
other  properties  as  may  be  transferred  to  it  by  the  Annual 
Conferences  or  any  other  organizations,  local  or  general, 
holding  same;  provided,  however,  (a)  that  all  procedure 
shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  country  or  countries  con- 
cerned; (b)  that  no  transfer  of  property  shall  be  made 
from  one  Annual  Conference  to  another  without  the  consent 
of  the  Conference  holding  title  to  such  property ;  (c)  that  the 
existing  status  of  properties  held  by  local  Trustees  or  other 
holding  bodies  that  be  recognized.  The  Central  Conference 
shall  not  alienate  any  property  or  institution,  or  the  pro- 
ceeds derived  from  the  sale  or  transfer  thereof,  from  The 
Methodist  Church,  nor  shall  the  Central  Conference  in- 
volve the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  or  any 
other  organization  of  the  Church,  in  any  financial  obliga- 
tion without  the  official  approval  of  said  Boards  or  organi- 
zations. 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  XIII  in  the  Prospectus  gov- 
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erning  Church  property  shall  not  apply  in  the  territory  of 
Central  Conferences  and  Provisional  Central  Conferences 
except  in  cases  where  such  Conferences  have  not  been  fully 
organized  with  their  own  rules  and  regulations. 

(16)  A  Central  Conference  shall  have  power  to  authorize 
the  congregations  in  a  certain  state  or  country  to  form  spe- 
cial organizations  in  order  to  receive  the  acknowledgment 
of  the  state  or  country  according  to  the  laws  of  that  state  or 
country.  These  organizations  shall  be  empowered  to  repre- 
sent the  interests  of  the  Church  to  the  authorities  of  the 
state  or  country  according  to  the  rules  and  principles  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  and  they  shall  be  required  to  give  regu- 
lar reports  of  their  activities  to  their  respective  Annual 
Conferences. 

(17)  A  Central  Conference  shall  fix  the  boundaries  of  the 
Annual  Conferences,  Mission  Conferences,  and  Missions 
within  its  bounds,  proposals  for  changes  first  having  been 
submitted  to  the  Annual  Conferences  concerned  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  general  book  of  Discipline  of  The  Methodist 
Church;  provided,  however,  that  the  number  of  Annual 
Conferences  which  may  be  organized  within  the  bounds 
of  a  Central  Conference  shall  first  have  been  determined  by 
the  General  Conference.  No  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
organized  with  fewer  than  twenty-five  ministerial  mem- 
bers, nor  shall  an  Annual  Conference  be  continued  with 
fewer  than  fifteen  members. 

(18)  A  Central  Conference  may,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Bishops  resident  in  that  Conference,  enter  into  agree- 
ments with  Churches  or  Missions  of  other  denominations 
for  the  division  of  territory  or  of  responsibility  for  Chris- 
tian work  within  the  territory  of  the  Central  Conference. 

(19)  A  Central  Conference  shall  have  power  to  add  to 
the  business  of  the  Annual  Conference  supplementary  ques- 
tions considered  desirable  or  necessary  for  meeting  its  own 
needs;  to  make  such  changes  and  adaptations  in  procedure 
as  the  peculiar  conditions  of  the  fields  require;  and  to 
adapt  the  temporal  economy  of  the  Church  within  its  own 
territory,  including  orders  of  business  suitable  for  District 
and  Quarterly  Conferences. 

(20)  The  Central  Conference  shall  have  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Women's  Work.  This  Committee  should  prefer- 
ably be  composed  of  the  women  delegates  and  such  other 
persons  as  the  Central  Conference  may  elect.  The  duty  of 
this  Committee  shall  be  to  study  the  relation  of  women  to 
the  Church  and  to  devise  ways  and  means  of  developing 
this  portion  of  the  Church  membership  to  the  end  that  it 
may  assume  its  rightful  responsibilities  in  the  extension  of 
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the  Kingdom.  The  Committee  shall  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Central  Conference  regarding  women's  organi- 
zations within  its  areas. 

(21)  A  Central  Conference  shall  be  authorized  to  adopt 
rules  of  procedure  for  the  trial  and  appeal  of  its  ministers 
as  the  necessities  of  the  field  may  require;  to  appoint  a 
Committee  on  Appeals  to  hear  and  determine  the  appeal  of 
a  Traveling  Preacher  of  that  Central  Conference  from 
the  decision  of  a  Committee  of  Trial;  Provided,  however, 
that  these  rules  shall  in  all  respects  conform  to  the  restric- 
tions and  limitations  prescribed  in  the  chapter  on  Judicial 
Administration. 

(22)  A  Central  Conference  shall  have  authority  to  elect 
and  support  general  officers  in  all  departments  of  the  work 
of  the  Church  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Central  Con- 
ferences, but  may  not  determine  the  number  of  Bishops. 

(23)  A  Central  Conference  shall  have  authority  to  ex- 
amine and  acknowledge  the  Journals  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences, Mission  Conferences  and  Missions  located  within 
its  bounds,  and  to  make  rules  for  the  drawing  up  of  the 
Journals  as  may  seem  necessary.

^  158.  Until  legislation  enacted  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence of  1940  becomes  effective  the  several  Central  Confer- 
ences, Central  Mission  Conferences,  Annual  Conferences, 
Mission  Conferences,  and  Missions  now  in  existence  in  the 
constituent  Churches  are  authorized  to  perform  their  func- 
tions within  the  legislation  provided  in  the  Discipline  of 
the  constituent  churches. 

^  159.  The  Uniting  Conference  shall  set  up  an  Ad  Interim 
Committee  on  Central  Conferences  composed  of  two  rep- 
resentatives from  each  Central  Conference,  one  represen- 
tative from  each  Provisional  Central  Conference  and  two 
representatives  from  each  Jurisdictional  Conference  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Council  of  Bishops.  This  Committee 
is  instructed  to  study  all  questions  relating  to  Central  Con- 
ferences and  to  report  their  findings  to  the  General  Con- 
ference of  1940.

the  interim  between  this  Uniting  Conference  and  the  first 
General  Conference,  the  Central  Conference  concerned  is 
authorized  to  fill  the  vacancy  by  an  election  of  a  Bishop.  If 
the  Central  Conference  does  not  meet  before  the  first  Gen- 
eral Conference,  then  the  vavancy  may  be  filled  by  the  Coun- 
cil of  Bishops.

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Section  1.  Any  Mission  established  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Discipline  may  be  constituted  a  Mission  Conference 
by  the  General  Conference;  provided  that  no  Mission  Con- 
ference shall  have  less  than  20  Ministerial  Members;  and 
provided  that  within  the  territory  of  a  Central  Conference 
or  a  Provisional  Central  Conference  four  Ministerial  Mem- 
bers may  constitute  a  Mission  Conference. 

Section  2.  A  Mission  Conference  is  authorized  to  exer- 
cise the  powers  of  an  Annual  Conference  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  presiding  Bishop ;  and  its  members  shall  share 
pro  rata  in  the  produce  of  The  Methodist  Publishing  House 
with  members  of  the  Annual  Conferences,  and  they  may 
elect  one  Ministerial  and  one  Lay  Delegate  to  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference.  A  Mission  Conference,  within  the  ter- 
ritory of  a  Central  Conference  or  a  Provisional  Central 
Conference,  may  elect  Delegates  to  a  Central  Conference  or 
Provisional  Central  Conference  on  the  same  basis  as  an 
Annual  Conference,  but  may  not  elect  Delegates  to  a  Gen- 
eral Conference. 

Section  3.  The  Bishop  having  Episcopal  Supervision  of 
a  Mission  Conference  in  a  foreign  or  a  home  mission  field 
may  appoint  a  representative  as  Superintendent,  to  whom 
may  be  committed  specific  responsibility  for  the  represen- 
tation of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and 
of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  in  their  rela- 
tion to  the  indigenous  Church  and  also  in  co-operation  with 
other  recognized  evangelical  missions.  Such  duties  shall  be 
exercised  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  work  of  the  District 
Superintendent.  This  Superintendent  may  also  be  a  Dis- 
trict Superintendent,  where  there  are  two  or  more  Districts. 
He  shall  be  responsible  directly  to  the  Bishop  appointed  to 
administer  the  work  in  the  Area,  and  he  shall  make  ade- 
quate reports  of  the  work  and  needs  of  his  field,  to  the 
Bishop,  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  immediately  concerned,  and  to  the  Sec- 
retary for  the  field  representing  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service. 

Section  4.  If  there  is  no  Bishop  present  at  an  annual  ses- 
sion of  a  Mission  Conference,  the  Superintendent  shall  pre- 
side; but  if  there  is  no  Superintendent  present  the  presi- 
dency shall  be  determined  as  in  an  Annual  Conference. 

Section  5.  Each  Mission  Conference  or  Mission  at  its 
Annual  Session  shall  appoint  a  Standing  Committee,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  President  of 
the  Conference,  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  amount  neces- 
sary for  the  support  of  each  Pastoral  Charge,  either  in  full 
or  supplementary   to  the  amount  raised   by  the   Charge. 
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Such  estimates  shall  be  subject  to  modification  by  the  Di- 
vision of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  im- 
mediately concerned. 

Section  6.  A  charge  within  a  Mission  Conference  or  Mis- 
sion may  receive  aid  from  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  without  having  been  designated  by  the  Confer- 
ence at  its  meeting. 

Section  7.  In  Mission  Conferences  in  the  home  field  there 
shall  be  a  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
constituted  as  in  an  Annual  Conference,  and  having  the 
same  duties  and  powers. 

Section  8.  Under  special  conditions,  Mission  Conferences, 
within  the  territory  of  a  Central  Conference  or  a  Provisional 
Central  Conference,  may  designate  a  member  to  sit  with 
the  Standing  Committees  of  the  General  Conference,  with- 
out expense  to  the  General  Conference.

Section  1.  Foreign  fields  outside  of  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence working  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  not  having  met  the  requirements  for  the 
organization  of  a  Mission  Conference,  may  be  organized 
into  a  Mission. 

The  Mission  shall  meet  annually,  and  shall  be 
composed  of  all  regularly  appointed  missionaries  and  mis- 
sion Traveling  Preachers,  with  lay  members,  the  number  of 
whom  and  the  mode  of  their  appointment  each  Mission  shall 
determine  for  itself. 

Section  3.  A  Bishop,  or,  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Super- 
intendents chosen  by  ballot  by  the  Mission,  shall  preside 
in  the  annual  meeting.  This  meeting  shall  exercise  in  a 
general  way  the  functions  of  a  District  Conference.  It 
shall  have  power  to  license  suitable  persons  to  preach  and 
to  pass  upon  the  character  of  Preachers  not  members  of  an 
Annual  Conference,  to  receive  on  trial  mission  Traveling 
Preachers,  and  to  recommend  proper  persons  for  Deacons' 
and  Elders'  orders.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Bishop  or 
President  shall  assign  the  missionaries  and  Traveling 
Preachers  to  the  several  Charges  for  the  ensuing  year; 
provided,  that  no  missionary  shall  be  transferred  to  or  from 
a  Mission  without  previous  consultation  with  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

Section  4.  The  work  of  a  Mission  shall  be  divided,  when 
necessary,  into  Districts,  over  each  of  which  a  missionary 
shall  be  placed  as  Superintendent.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Superintendent,  in  the  absence  of  a  Bishop,  to  take  gen- 
eral supervision  of  the  work  in  his  District  with  all  its  in- 
terests, and  to  report  the  state  of  that  work  and  its  needs  to 
the  Bishop  in  charge  and  to  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension. 

Section  5.  For  the  consideration  of  financial  and  other 
matters  relative  to  the  policies  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  and  the  work  of  the  missionaries,  the 
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missionaries  of  each  Mission  field  shall  hold  an  annual  Mis- 
sionaries' Meeting  and  report  their  proceedings  to  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  In  the  absence  of  a 
Bishop  one  of  the  missionaries  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  to 
preside.

Section  1.  We  estimate  the  expense  of  the  first  General 
Conference  to  be  $150,000.  This  amount  should  be  asked 
of  The  Methodist  Church  as  a  net  and  preferred  claim. 

Section  2.  We  recommend  that  the  spreading  of  this  ap- 
portionment and  the  method  for  collecting  the  same  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  established  in  the 
Enabling  Act  in  Report  No.  1  of  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lishing Interests,  Page  189,  Column  2,  Section  1,  of  The 
Daily  Christian  Advocate,  together  with  the  Treasurers  of 
the  Uniting  Conference  Expense  Fund.  A  threefold  basis 
of  distribution  shall  be  used — namely,  the  ministerial  mem- 
bership, total  lay  membership,  and  cash  pastoral  support 
of  the  several  Annual  Conferences  of  each  of  the  several 
Jurisdictions.  The  several  Annual  Conferences  are  in- 
structed to  raise  this  money  as  the  Annual  Conference  it- 
self may  direct,  or  by  following  as  nearly  as  possible  the 
methods  previously  used  for  collecting  the  Uniting  Confer- 
ence Expense  Fund. 

Section  3.  The  special  apportionment  shall  be  announced 
not  later  than  sixty  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Uniting  Conference. 

Section  4.  In  Annual  Conferences  meeting  before  the 
announcement  of  the  special  apportionment  provision  shall 
be  made  for  assuming  the  same  and  apportioning  it  to  Dis- 
tricts or  Charges  within  the  Annual  Conferences  for  the 
collection  of  the  same. 

Section  5.  This  Committee  shall  also  make  an  estimate  of 
the  probable  cost  of  the  first  sessions  of  the  several  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  and  report  its  findings,  together  with 
any  suggestions  for  raising  the  moneys  necessary,  to  the 
first  General  Conference.

section  I.     composition  and  character 

1[  162.  Article  1.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  be  com- 
posed of  all  the  Traveling  Preachers  in  full  connection  with 
it,  together  with  a  lay  member  elected  by  each  Pastoral 
Charge.  The  lay  members  shall  be  at  least  twenty-one 
years  of  age  and  shall  have  been  for  the  four  years  preced- 
ing their  election,  members  of  one  of  the  constituent 
Churches  forming  this  union,  or  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  Annual  Conference  is  the  basic  body  in  the 
Church,  and  as  such  shall  have  reserved  to  it  the  right  to 
vote  on  all  constitutional  amendments,  on  the  election  of 
Ministerial  and  Lay  Delegates  to  the  General  and  Jurisdic- 
tional or  Central  Conferences,  on  all  matters  relating  to  the 
character  and  Conference  relations  of  its  Ministerial  Mem- 
bers, and  on  the  ordination  of  ministers,  and  such  other 
rights  as  have  not  been  delegated  to  the  General  Confer- 
ence under  the  Constitution,  with  the  exception  that  the 
Lay  Members  may  not  vote  on  matters  of  ordination,  char- 
acter, and  Conference  relations  of  Ministers.  It  shall  dis- 
charge such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  under  the  Constitution  may  determine. 

Art.  3.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  elect  by  ballot  Min- 
isterial and  Lay  Delegates  to  the  General  Conference  and 
to  its  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  section  Articles  IV  and  V,  at  the  session  pre- 
ceding the  General  Conference.  The  persons  first  elected 
up  to  the  number  determined  by  the  ratio  for  representation 
in  the  General  Conference  shall  be  representatives  in  that 
body.  Additional  Delegates  shall  be  elected  to  complete  the 
number  determined  by  the  ratio  for  representation  in  the 
Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference,  who,  together  with 
those  first  elected  as  above,  shall  be  Delegates  in  the  Juris- 
dictional or  Central  Conference.  The  additional  Delegates 
to  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference  shall  in  the 
order  of  their  election  be  the  reserve  Delegates  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  also  elect 
reserve  Ministerial  and  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional 
or  Central  Conference  as  it  may  deem  desirable. 

Art.  4.  The  Ministerial  Delegates  to  the  General  Confer- 
ence and  to  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference  shall 
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be  elected  by  the  Ministerial  Members  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference, provided  that  such  Delegates  shall  have  been  Trav- 
eling Preachers  in  the  constituent  Churches  forming  this 
union,  or  in  The  Methodist  Church,  for  at  least  four  years 
next  preceding  their  election  and  are  in  full  connection  with 
the  Annual  Conference  electing  them  when  elected  and  at 
the  time  of  holding  the  General  and  Jurisdictional  or  Cen- 
tral Conferences. 

Art.  5.  The  Lay  Delegates  to  the  General  Conference  and 
to  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference  shall  be  elected 
by  the  lay  members  of  the  Annual  Conference,  provided 
that  such  Delegates  be  at  least  twenty-five  years  of  age  and 
shall  have  been  members  of  the  constituent  Churches  form- 
ing this  union,  or  of  The  Methodist  Church,  for  at  least  four 
years  next  preceding  their  election,  and  are  members  there- 
of within  the  Annual  Conference  electing  them  at  the  time 
of  holding  the  General  and  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Con- 
ferences. 

SECTION   II.      ORGANIZATION 

IT  163.  Article  1.  Annual  Conferences  may  become  sever- 
ally bodies  corporate,  wherever  practicable,  under  the  law 
of  the  Countries,  States,  and  Territories  within  whose 
bounds  they  are  located. 

Art.  2.  The  Bishops  shall  appoint  the  times  for  holding 
the  Annual  Conferences. 

Art.  3.  The  Annual  Conference  or  a  Committee  thereof 
shall  select  the  places  for  holding  the  Conference,  but  should 
it  become  necessary  for  any  reason  to  change  the  place  of 
meeting,  a  majority  of  the  District  Superintendents,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Bishop  in  charge,  may  change  the  place. 
The  Annual  Conference  has  the  right  and  power  to  pro- 
vide for  an  adjourned  session.  The  Bishop,  with  the  con- 
currence of  three-fourths  of  the  District  Superintendents, 
may  call  a  Special  Session  of  the  Annual  Conference.  This 
special  session  shall  be  composed  of  the  Ministerial  Members 
of  the  Annual  Conference  and  of  the  Lay  Members  elected 
for  the  previous  session  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Art.  4.  A  Bishop  shall  preside  over  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence. In  the  absence  of  a  Bishop,  the  Conference  shall  by 
ballot,  without  nomination  or  debate,  elect  a  President  from 
among  the  Traveling  Elders.  The  President  thus  elected 
shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  a  Bishop  except  Ordination. 

SECTION    III.      POWERS   AND   DUTIES 

11 164.  Article  1.  The  Annual  Conference  at  the  first 
session  following  the  General  Conference  or  Jurisdictional 
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or  Central  Conference  shall  appoint  or  elect  such  Quadren- 
nial Boards,  Commissions  or  Committees  as  shall  be  or- 
dered by  the  General  Conference  or  the  Jurisdictional  or 
the  Central  Conference,  of  which  the  said  Annual  Confer- 
ence is  a  part,  or  by  the  Annual  Conference  itself,  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  the  work  of  The  Methodist  Church 
within  the  bounds  of  the  said  Annual  Conference.  The 
powers  and  duties  of  said  Boards,  Commissions  and  Com- 
mittees shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Conference  authorizing 
them  or  as  may  be  defined  in  certain  paragraphs  of  this 
Discipline.  Members  of  the  above  Boards,  Commissions 
and  Committees  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

Art.  2.  The  Annual  Conference  may  make  rules  to  gov- 
ern its  own  procedure,  provided  that  no  Annual  Confer- 
ence shall  make  any  rule  contrary  to  the  Constitution  or  to 
the  powers  granted  it  by  the  General  Conference. 

Art.  3.  An  Annual  Conference  may  admit  into  member- 
ship only  those  who  have  met  all  the  disciplinary  require- 
ments for  membership  and  only  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  the  Discipline. 

Art.  4.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  have  power  to  hear 
complaints  against  its  Ministerial  Members  and  may  try, 
reprove,  suspend,  deprive  of  ministerial  office  and  creden- 
tials, expel,  or  acquit  any  against  whom  charges  may  have 
been  preferred.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  have  power 
to  locate  a  ministerial  member  for  unacceptability  or  in- 
efficiency. 

Art.  5.  The  relation  of  a  Ministerial  Member  of  the  An- 
nual Conference  shall  not  be  changed  until  he  has  had  an 
opportunity  to  appear  either  in  person  or  through  a  repre- 
sentative before  the  Committee  on  Conference  Relations  and 
Ministerial  Qualifications  except  as  provided  in  ^  252. 

Art.  6.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  keep  an  exact  rec- 
ord of  its  proceedings,  according  to  the  forms  provided  by 
the  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  It  shall  send 
to  its  Jurisdictional  Conference  or  Central  Conference,  as 
may  be  required,  a  copy  signed  by  the  President  and  Sec- 
retary. It  shall  also  send  to  the  Book  Committee  and  the 
Editor  of  the  General  Minutes  a  printed  or  written  copy 
of  the  Journal. 

Art.  7.  All  members  of  the  Annual  Conference,  includ- 
ing probationers  and  accepted  supplies,  shall  attend  the 
sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference,  and  they  shall  furnish 
to  the  Annual  Conference  such  reports  and  in  such  form  as 
the  laws  of  the  Church  may  require. 

Art.  8.    Every  transfer  of  a  Traveling  Preacher  is  con- 
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ditioned  on  the  passage  of  his  character,  by  the  Conference 
from  which  he  is  amenable  up  to  the  time  of  his  transfer. 
The  official  announcement  that  a  Preacher  is  transferred 
changes  his  membership  so  that  his  rights  and  responsi- 
bilities in  the  Conference  to  which  he  goes,  begin  from  the 
date  of  his  transfer. 

Art.  9.  The  status  of  a  member  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence or  probationer  is  further  determined  by  those  sections 
of  the  Discipline  governing  the  Ministry. 

Art.  10.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  provide  adequate 
surety  bonds  for  all  officers  handling  funds  of  the  Confer- 
ence and  shall  have  the  books  of  said  officers  audited  annu- 
ally. 

Art.  11.  All  records  of  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and  Sta- 
tisticians shall  be  kept  according  to  the  forms  prescribed 
by  the  laws  of  the  Church. 

Art.  12.  (1)  The  Annual  Conference  shall  elect  a  Com- 
mittee of  Traveling  Elders  on  Conference  Relations  and 
Ministerial  Qualifications.  This  Committee  shall  consist 
of  not  fewer  than  six  members,  arranged  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable in  classes  to  serve  three  years  each.  This  Commit- 
tee may  be  divided  into  two  groups:  (1)  on  Conference 
Relations,  (2)  on  Ministerial  Qualifications. 

(2)  The  Conference  Relations  Group  shall  give  consider- 
ation to  matters  pertaining  to  the  relations  of  ministers  of 
the  Annual  Conference  belonging  to  the  following:  Super- 
annuates, or  Retired  Ministers,  Supernumeraries,  Minis- 
ters asking  Sabbatical  leave.  Accepted  Supply  Pastors,  stu- 
dents appointed  to  attend  schools,  local  Deacons  and  Elders. 

(3)  The  Ministerial  Qualifications  Group  shall  make  full 
inquiry  as  to  the  fitness  of  candidates  for  admission  on  trial 
and  into  full  connection.  This  must  be  an  examination  as 
to  character,  habits  of  life,  conversion,  call  to  the  Minis- 
try, Christian  experience,  age,  domestic  situations,  co-oper- 
ation with  others,  ability  to  lead  a  service  of  worship,  and 
understanding  of  the  Church's  mission.  The  answers  to 
these  questions  may  be  submitted  in  writing.  In  the  case 
of  those  coming  from  other  Churches,  inquiry  must  also  be 
made  as  to  the  educational  qualifications.  The  Committee 
shall  report  recommendations  concerning  each  candidate 
to  the  Annual  Conference  as  the  Bishop  or  the  Conference 
shall  call  for  such  report. 

SECTION  IV.      THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 

U  165.  After  religious  services  the  Secretary  of  the  pre- 
vious Annual  Conference  shall  call  the  roll.     The  Confer- 
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ence  shall  complete  its  organization  and  proceed  with  its 
business. 

Article  1.  Inquiries  shall  be  made  in  the  open  Confer- 
ence as  to  whether  all  the  Ministerial  Members  of  the  Con- 
ference are  blameless  in  their  life  and  official  administra- 
tion. The  District  Superintendent  may  answer  for  all  the 
preachers  in  his  District  in  one  answer,  if  it  be  desired  to 
call  the  name  of  each  and  every  Preacher  in  open  session, 
or  the  Committee  on  Conference  and  Ministerial  Relations 
may  make  inquiry  of  each  District  Superintendent  about 
each  man  in  his  District  and  make  one  report  to  the  Bishop 
and  the  Conference  in  open  session;  provided,  that  the 
Conference  may  order  an  executive  session  of  the  Minis- 
terial Members,  to  consider  questions  relating  to  matters 
of  ordination,  character,  and  Conference  relations. 

Art.  2.  The  Committee  on  Conference  Relations  and  Min- 
isterial Qualifications  shall  be  prepared  to  report  at  the  call 
of  the  Bishop  the  questions  regarding  the  standing  of 
all  ministers  in  the  Conference:  (a)  All  members  of  the 
Annual  Conference  whether  effective,  supernumerary,  su- 
perannuated, on  Sabbatical  leave,  or  students;  (b)  on  trial 
and  pursuing  Courses  of  Study,  and  whether  for  admis- 
sion into  full  connection  or  for  orders;  (c)  those  to  be  ad- 
mitted on  trial  or  into  full  connection;  (d)  those  to  be 
elected  to  orders;  (e)  all  accepted  supplies;  (f)  those  to  be 
received  from  other  Churches;  (g)  those  transferred  to 
other  Conferences  during  the  year;  (h)  those  transferred 
into  the  Conference  during  the  year. 

Art.  3.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  examination  of  the  stand- 
ing of  the  ministers  in  the  Conference  the  presiding  Bishop 
may  call  to  the  bar  of  the  Conference  the  class  to  be  ad- 
mitted into  full  connection,  and  receive  them  into  Con- 
ference membership  after  asking  the  questions  to  be  found 
in  the  Discipline.  This  examination  of  the  ministers,  and 
the  passing  of  their  characters,  should  be  the  business  of 
one  session. 

Art.  4.  Since  the  Annual  Conference  is  to  include  laymen 
and  Preachers  it  is  suggested  that  one  single  sitting  of  the 
Conference  should  consider  reports  of  the  year's  work. 
After  the  statistical  questions  have  been  answered  let  the 
Boards  and  Committees  of  the  Conference  make  their  re- 
ports for  discussion  and  adoption.  The  special  interests 
of  the  Conference  may  also  present  reports  of  their  work, 
due  regard  being  given  by  the  Bishop  to  a  proper  allot- 
ment of  time. 

Art.  5.  It  is  suggested,  for  one  or  more  sittings,  that 
the  Conference  give  due  consideration  to  the  work  of  the 
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coming  year.  The  representatives  of  connectional  inter- 
ests and  Church-wide  movements,  as  well  as  those  charged 
with  the  responsibility  for  Conference  work  and  programs, 
should  present  their  challenge  and  their  objectives.

^  301.  The  Judicial  Council  shall  be  composed  of  nine 
members,  of  whom  five  shall  be  Ministers  and  four  shall  be 
Laymen — ^to  be  nominated  and  elected  in  the  following 
manner ; 
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The  Council  of  Bishops  shall  nominate  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  effective  Bishops  twenty  traveling  Elders  and 
sixteen  Lay  Members  of  the  Church  and  from  such  nomi- 
nees or  from  such  other  nominees  as  may  be  named  from  the 
floor  of  the  Conference,  without  discussion,  the  General 
Conference  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  and  without  discussion, 
five  traveling  Elders  and  four  Lay  Members,  and  from  the 
remaining  nominees  the  General  Conference  shall  elect  by 
separate  ballot  five  traveling  Elders  and  four  Lay  Members 
as  alternate  members  of  the  Judicial  Council.  These  alter- 
nates shall  be  eligible  to  fill  vacancies  occuring  from  any 
cause  in  the  membership  of  the  Council  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term  of  the  member  whose  place  the  alternate  may 
have  been  called  to  fill,  and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  President  and  Secretary  to  notify  the  al- 
ternate of  each  class  in  order  of  his  election.  In  the  event 
of  vacancies  occurring  after  the  exhaustion  of  the  list  of 
alternate  members,  the  Council  shall  be  authorized  to  fill 
such  vacancies  for  the  remainder  of  the  quadrennium. 
Members  of  the  Council  shall  be  at  least  forty  years  of 
age.  The  term  of  of!ice  shall  be  for  eight  years,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified ;  provided  that  at 
the  first  General  Conference  the  three  traveling  Elders  and 
the  two  Lay  Members  receiving  the  highest  majority  of 
votes  shall  be  elected  for  eight  years,  and  the  two  from 
each  class  receiving  the  next  highest  majority  vote  shall 
be  elected  for  four  j'ears.  Thereafter  all  elections  shall  be 
for  a  term  of  eight  years,  and  all  elections  shall  be  by  a 
majority  vote. 

^  302.  Members  of  the  Council  shall  be  ineligible  for 
membership  in  the  General  Conference  or  Jurisdictional 
Conference  or  in  any  General  or  Jurisdictional  Board  or 
for  administrative  service  in  any  connectional  office. 

^  303.  The  Judicial  Council  shall  provide  its  own  meth- 
od of  organization  and  procedure.  It  shall  meet  at  the 
time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conference 
and  shall  continue  in  session  until  the  adjournment  of  that 
body.  It  shall  meet  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  it 
may  deem  necessary.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  six  members  of 
the  Council  shall  be  necessary  to  declare  any  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  unconstitutional.  On  other  matters  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  entire  Council  shall  be  sufficient. 

^  304,  The  Judicial  Council  shall  determine  the  constitu- 
tionality of  any  act  of  the  General  Conference  upon  an  ap- 
peal of  a  majority  of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  or'  one-fifth 
of  the  members  of  the  General  Conference. 
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t[  305.  The  Judicial  Council  shall  determine  the  consti- 
tutionality of  any  act  of  a  Jurisdictional  or  a  Central  Con- 
ference upon  an  appeal  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  of  that 
Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference,  or  upon  the  appeal 
of  one-fifth  of  the  members  of  that  Jurisdictional  or  Central 
Conference. 

^  306.  The  Judicial  Council  shall  hear  and  determine  the 
legality  of  any  action  taken  therein  by  any  General  Con- 
ference Board  or  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference 
Board  or  Body,  upon  appeal  by  one-third  of  the  members 
thereof,  or  upon  request  of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  or  a 
majority  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central 
Conference. 

1[  307.  The  Judicial  Council  shall  hear  and  determine  any 
appeal  from  a  Bishop's  decision  on  a  question  of  law  made 
in  the  Annual  or  District  Conference  when  said  appeal  has 
been  made  by  one-fifth  of  that  Conference  present  and 
voting. 

II  308.  The  Judicial  Council  shall  meet  at  least  once  a 
year  and  pass  upon  the  decisions  of  law  made  by  the  Bishops 
in  Annual  and  District  Conferences  upon  questions  sub- 
mitted to  them  in  writing,  and  reported  in  writing  to 
the  Council  with  a  syllabus  of  each  case,  and  aflfirm,  modi- 
fy or  reverse  them.  Before  affirmation  no  Episcopal  de- 
cision shall  be  authoritative  except  in  the  case  pending. 
When  the  decisions  are  aflfirmed,  they  shall  become  the  law 
of  the  Church. 

^  309.  The  Judicial  Council  shall  hear  and  determine  an 
appeal  of  a  Bishop  when  taken  from  the  decision  of  the 
Trial  Court  in  his  case. 

1[  310.  The  Judicial  Council  shall  have  such  other  duties 
and  powers  as  may  be  conferred  upon  it  by  the  General 
Conference. 

^  311.  All  decisions  of  the  Judicial  Council  shall  be  final. 
However,  when  the  Judicial  Council  shall  declare  any  act 
of  the  General  Conference  unconstitutional,  that  decision 
shall  be  reported  back  to  that  General  Conference  imme- 
diately. 

Enabling  Acts 
^  312.  The  Uniting  Conference  shall  elect  a  Judicial 
Council  whose  members  shall  serve  until  their  successors 
are  elected  by  the  General  Conference.  Such  Judicial  Coun- 
cil shall  consist  of  five  Ministers  and  four  Laymen  holding 
membership  in  The  Methodist  Church  and  having  the  quali- 
fications hereinabove  provided  for  membership  in  the  Ju- 
dicial Council.    The  method  of  electing  such  Judicial  Coun- 
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cil  shall  be  that  hereinabove  provided  for  election  by  the 
General  Conferences  of  a  Judicial  Council;  provided  that 
in  order  to  preserve  the  spirit  of  unity,  and  give  fair  rep- 
resentation upon  such  Judicial  Council  to  each  of  the 
Churches  united,  membership  thereon  shall  be  distributed 
as  follows: 

Two  Ministers  and  two  Laymen  who,  prior  to  union,  held 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church ;  two  Minis- 
ters and  two  Laymen  who,  prior  to  union,  held  membership 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South;  one  Minister 
who,  prior  to  union,  held  membership  in  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church. 

The  Council  of  Bishops  is  directed  to  arrange  the  official 
ballot  of  nominees  for  the  election  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
carry  out  in  said  election  this  provision  as  to  distribution  of 
membership  among  the  constituency  of  the  respective 
Churches  united  in  The  Methodist  Church.  Such  Judicial 
Council  shall  have  all  the  powers  provided  herein  in  the 
Plan  of  Union  for  the  Judicial  Council. 

Tl  313.  This  Judicial  Council  shall  determine  all  appeals 
from  any  one  of  the  uniting  Churches  which  remain  unde- 
termined at  the  time  of  the  Uniting  Conference.

SECTION  I.  THE  CALL  TO  PREACH 

1[  213.  In  order  that  we  may  try  those  persons  who  pro- 
fess to  be  moved  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  preach,  let  the  fol- 
lowing questions  be  asked,  namely: 

1.  Do  they  know  God  as  a  pardoning  God?  Have  they 
the  love  of  God  abiding  in  them?  Do  they  desire  nothing 
but  God?    Are  they  holy  in  all  manner  of  conversation? 

2.  Have  they  gifts,  as  well  as  grace,  for  the  work?  Have 
they  a  clear,  sound  understanding;  a  right  judgment  in 
the  things  of  God;  a  just  conception  of  salvation  by  faith? 
Do  they  speak  justly,  readily,  clearly? 

3.  Have  they  fruit?  Have  any  been  truly  convinced 
of  sin  and  converted  to  God,  and  are  believers  edified  by 
their  preaching? 

4.  As  long  as  these  marks  concur  in  anyone,  we  believe  he 
is  called  of  God  to  preach.  These  we  receive  as.  sufficient 
proof  that  he  is  moved  by  the  Holy  Spirit.

SECTION  II 

^  214.  Article  1.  District  Superintendents  are  to  be  chosen 
and  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

1[  215.  Art.  2.  The  duties  of  a  District  Superintendent 
are: 

1.  To  travel  through  his  District,  in  order  to  preach  and 
to  oversee  the  spiritual  and  temporal  affairs  of  the  Church. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  to  have  charge  of  all 
the  traveling  ministers  and  local  preachers  in  his  District, 

3.  To  change,  receive,  or  appoint  Preachers  during  the 
intervals  between  Conferences  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
Bishop,  as  the  Discipline  directs ;  provided,  that  he  shall  not 
appoint  any  Preacher  who  has  been  rejected  as  an  applicant, 
or  who  has  been  discontinued  or  located,  unless  the  Con- 
ference at  the  time  of  such  rejection,  discontinuance,  or 
location,  shall  grant  such  authority;  and  he  shall  not  ap- 
point any  Preacher  who  has  previously  been  expelled  from 
the  ministry,  or  has  surrendered  his  credentials  to  an  An- 
nual Conference,  unless  the  Conference  to  which  he  surren- 
dered his  credentials,  or  from  which  he  was  expelled,  re- 
stores his  credentials  or  recommends  him;  and  he  shall  not 
appoint  any  Local  Preacher  who  is  not  listed  as  an  Accepted 
Supply  Pastor,  except  between  sessions  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference, and  then  only  until  its  next  session. 

4.  To  issue  Licenses  for  Local  Preachers  and  to  renew 
them  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  District  or  Quar- 
terly Conference. 

5.  To  preside  in  the  Quarterly  Conferences  of  each  Pas- 
toral Charge,  and  at  the  District  Conference. 

6.  To  take  care  that  every  part  of  the  Discipline  is  ob- 
served in  his  District. 

7.  To  see  that  all  charters,  deeds,  and  other  conveyances 
of  Church  property  in  his  District  conform  to  the  Discipline 
and  to  the  laws,  usages,  and  forms  of  the  county,  state, 
territory,  or  country  within  which  such  property  is  sit- 
uated. 

8.  To  counsel  with  the  Pastors  in  his  District  in  regard 
to  their  pastoral  responsibilities  and  other  matters  affect- 
ing their  ministry. 

9.  To  advise  and  encourage  Local  Preachers,  candidates 
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for  the  ministry  and  Conference  undergraduates  in  their 
studies. 

10.  To  report  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  Local 
Preachers  in  his  District  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual 
Conference  for  insertion  in  the  Conference  Journal;  and 
to  report  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  who  have  been  li- 
censed to  preach  during  the  year  and  all  candidates  for 
the  ministry  to  the  Department  of  Ministerial  Supply  and 
Training. 

11.  To  prepare  and  deliver  to  his  successor  an  official 
list  of  all  abandoned  church  buildings,  parsonages,  ceme- 
teries, and  other  such  property  within  the  bounds  of  his 
District,  and  also  a  list  of  all  endowments,  annuities,  trust 
funds,  investments,  and  unpaid  legacies  belonging  to  any 
Pastoral  Charge  or  organization  thereof  in  his  District. 

12.  To  report  annually  an  accurate  record  of  all  financial 
transactions  pertaining  to  abandoned  properties  to  the  An- 
nual Conference. 

13.  To  procure  statistics  from  every  Charge  and  report 
them  to  the  Annual  Conference,  in  case  the  pastor  should 
fail  to  make  report;  and  to  have  the  records  of  his  Dis- 
trict Conference  at  the  Annual  Conference  for  examina- 
tion. 

14.  To  decide  all  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  in 
the  business  of  the  Quarterly  or  District  Conference,  when 
submitted  to  him  in  writing,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
President  of  the  next  Annual  Conference. 

15.  To  promote  all  the  interests  of  the  Church  within 
the  bounds  of  his  District,  in  co-operation  with  the  Pastors 
and  the  Quarterly  Conferences,  giving  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  following : 

(a)  The  cultivation  of  personal  religion  and  the  sharing 
of  spiritual  experience ; 

(b)  Evangelistic  interest  and  activity  among  the  churches 
and  in  behalf  of  the  unevangelized. 

(c)  Establishment  of  new  preaching  places  and  organi- 
zation of  new  congregations  wherever  needed ; 

(d)  Missionary  and  social  service  interests  and  activities, 
including  the  Women's  Missionary  Societies,  hospitals, 
homes  and  orphanages; 

(e)  Christian  Education,  including  the  Church  Schools, 
and  youth  organizations  and  the  Church-related  Colleges, 
Wesley  Foundations,  and  all  other  educational  institutions 
and  work ; 

(f)  Christian  Literature,  especially  the  circulation  of 
our  Church  papers  and  the  distribution  of  literature  and 
books  issued  by  our  own  Publishing  Houses; 
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(g)  Lay  Activities,  including  Personal  Evangelism, 
Christian  Stewardship,  proper  Financial  Systems,  Temper- 
ance, Social  and  Economic  Justice,  World  Peace,  Benevo- 
lences, and  Christian  Life  Service. 

(h)   Administration  of  the  Ordinances  and  Sacraments. 

16.  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Discipline  may 
direct.

ing PREACHER  MAY  BE  TRIED 

^  314.  A  Bishop  or  Traveling  Preacher  shall  be  liable  to 
accusation  and  trial  upon  any  of  the  following  charges: 

(a)  Immorality  or  crime. 

(b)  Disseminating,  publicly  or  privately,  doctrines  which 
are  contrary  to  the  Articles  of  Religion,  or  the  established 
standards  of  doctrine. 

(c)  Habitual  neglect  of  his  Episcopal  or  ministerial 
duties. 

(d)  Imprudent  or  unministerial  conduct. 

(e)  Disobedience  to  the  Order  and  Discipline  of  the 
Church. 

(f )  Improper  tempers,  words,  or  actions. 

(g)  Maladministration. 

SECTION  III.     investigation  AND  TRIAL  OF  A  BISHOP 

U  315.  A  Bishop  is  amenable  for  his  conduct  to  the  Juris- 
dictional Conference. 

K  316,  Article  1.  If  a  Bishop  shall  be  accused  in  writing 
of  any  of  the  offenses  hereinbefore  mentioned  (^  314)  in 
the  interval  between  sessions  of  the  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference, the  District  Superintendent  within  whose  District 
the  offense  is  said  to  have  been  committed  shall  call  the 
Committee  of  Investigation  of  that  Annual  Conference  who 
shall  carefully  inquire  into  the  case;  and  if,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  a  majority  of  them,  there  is  reasonable  ground  for 
such  accusation,  they  shall  prepare  and  sign  the  proper 
charges,  and  send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  accused,  and 
to  the  President  of  the  Bishops  of  his  Jurisdiction.  The 
President  shall  call  together  at  some  convenient  place  within 
thirty  days  of  the  time  he  receives  the  charges  not  less 
than  nine  traveling  Elders  and  also  the  witnesses  by  whom

the  accusation  is  expected  to  be  established;  and  if  two- 
thirds  of  these  nine  traveling  Elders  believe  a  trial  neces- 
sary, they  shall  suspend  the  Bishop  until  he  can  be  tried  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Art.  2.  The  President  of  the  Bishops  shall,  within  thirty 
days  of  the  suspension,  convene  the  Bishops  within  the 
Jurisdiction  and  they  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  who 
shall  fix  the  place  and  time  for  the  trial  and  convene  the 
Committees  of  Investigation  of  not  fewer  than  four  Con- 
ferences within  the  Jurisdiction,  of  whom  thirteen  shall 
be  chosen  as  the  Trial  Court,  provided  that  the  Committee 
of  Investigation  which  prepared  and  signed  the  charges 
shall  not  be  included  therein.  The  Church  and  the  ac- 
cused each  shall  have,  in  addition  to  the  right  of  unlimited 
challenge  for  cause,  the  right  of  peremptory  challenge  to 
the  number  of  four.  The  Bishop  so  appointed  shall  pre- 
side at  the  trial  and  appoint  a  Secretary  who  shall  keep 
a  record  of  the  proceedings  and  the  testimony. 

Should  the  accused  be  the  President  then  a  copy  of  the 
charges  shall  be  sent  to  some  other  Bishop  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tion, who  shall  perform  the  duties  hereinabove  prescribed 
for  the  President. 

Ai't.  3.  The  Court  as  thus  constituted  shall  have  full 
power  to  try  the  accused  and  by  a  majority  vote  suspend 
him  from  the  functions  of  his  office;  to  depose  him  from 
his  office  or  the  ministry  or  both;  or  expel  him  from  the 
Church ;  or  in  case  of  minor  offenses  to  fix  a  lesser  penalty. 
Its  findings  shall  be  final,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Judicial 
Council  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference  for  entry  on  its  Journal.  The 
records  of  the  trial,  including  the  testimony,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  trial  Court  and 
shall  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Juris- 
dictional Conference,  together  with  all  the  documents  in 
the  case,  for  preservation  with  the  papers  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference,  and  shall  be  the  basis  of  any  appeal  which 
may  be  taken. 

Art.  4.  In  case  challenge  for  cause,  sustained  by  the  Bishop 
presiding  at  the  trial,  shall  reduce  the  number  of  Investi- 
gating Committee  members  below  thirteen,  additional 
eligible  Committees  of  Investigation  from  other  Confer- 
ences within  the  Jurisdiction  may  be  summoned  by  him 
to  take  the  place  of  the  member  challenged,  so  that  the 
membership  of  the  Trial  Court  shall  consist  of  thirteen 
members. 

Art.  5.  An  accusation  preferred  during  the  session  of  a 
Jurisdictional   Conference  shall   be  made   directly  to  the 
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Committee  on  Episcopacy,  which  shall  investigate  the 
charges,  and,  if  it  consider  a  trial  necessary,  shall  report  to 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference.  If  the  Committee  on  Episco- 
pacy should  decide  a  trial  necessary,  it  shall  formulate 
charges  and  specifications,  conforming  them  to  the  grade 
of  offense  involved  in  the  accusation,  and  it  shall  appoint 
one  or  more  of  its  members  to  prosecute  the  case.  The 
bill  of  charges  and  specifications  shall  be  a  part  of  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 
Every  case  to  be  tried  under  this  process,  upon  the  finding 
of  a  bill  of  charges,  shall  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of 
Elders,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  in  the  chair 
or  in  such  manner  as  the  Conference  may  determine.  Said 
Committee  to  consist  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  nor  less 
than  thirteen.  The  Church  and  the  accused  each  shall 
have,  in  addition  to  the  right  of  unlimited  challenge  for 
cause,  the  right  of  peremptory  challenge  to  the  number 
of  four.  The  court  as  thus  constituted  shall  have  full 
power  to  try  the  accused  and  by  a  majority  vote  suspend 
him  from  the  functions  of  his  office ;  to  depose  him  from  his 
office  or  the  ministry  or  both ;  or  expel  him  from  the  Church ; 
or  in  case  of  minor  offenses  to  fix  a  lesser  penalty.  Its  find- 
ing shall  be  final,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Judicial  Council 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

^  317.  A  Bishop  suspended  or  deposed  shall  have  no  claim 
upon  the  Episcopal  Fund  for  salary,  house  rent,  or  any  other 
expenses  from  the  date  of  such  suspension  or  deposition; 
but  in  case  he  is  thereafter  found  not  guilty  of  the  charge  or 
charges  for  which  he  was  suspended  or  deposed,  his  claim 
upon  the  Episcopal  Fund  for  the  period  during  which  he  v/as 
deprived  of  the  function  of  his  office  shall  be  paid  to  him. 

\  318.  If  an  alleged  offense  has  been  committed  beyond 
the  bounds  of  any  District  the  District  Superintendent 
within  the  bounds  of  whose  District  the  Bishop  resides  shall 
proceed  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

^  319.  The  several  Central  Conferences  shall  make  suit- 
able rules  for  the  investigation  and  trial  of  charges  against 
Bishops  elected  by  them.  In  the  absence  of  such  rules  the 
same  procedure  shall  be  followed  as  is  provided  for  the 
investigation  and  trial  of  Bishops  in  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ferences ;  provided,  however,  that  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to 
the  Judicial  Council. 

SECTION  IV.     APPEAL  OF  A  BISHOP 

^  320,  Article  1.  A  Bishop  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal 
to  the  Judicial  Council  in  case  of  an  adverse  decision  by  the 
Trial  Court;  provided,  that  within  thirty  days  after  his 
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conviction  he  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference in  writing  of  his  intention  to  appeal,  unless  such  de- 
cision shall  be  rendered  within  thirty  days  prior  to  the  meet- 
ing of  such  Conference  in  which  case  notice  shall  be  given 
within  ten  days  after  his  conviction. 

Art.  2.  A  Bishop  elected  by  a  Central  Conference  shall 
have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Judicial  Council  in  case  of  an 
adverse  decision  by  the  Central  Conference;  provided,  that 
within  thirty  days  after  the  decision  of  the  Central  Confer- 
ence he  shall  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Central  Confer- 
ence in  writing  of  his  intention  to  appeal,  unless  such  deci- 
sion shall  be  rendered  within  thirty  days  prior  to  the  meet- 
ing of  such  Conference,  in  which  case  notice  shall  be  given 
within  ten  days  after  his  conviction. 

Art.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Juris- 
dictional or  the  Central  Conference,  on  receiving  notice  of 
such  appeal,  to  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Judicial  Council, 
and  the  Council  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing 
of  the  appeal,  and  shall  give  due  notice  of  the  same  to  the 
appellant  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Jurisdictional  or  Cen- 
tral Conference  who  in  turn  shall  notify  the  counsel  for  the 
Church. 

SECTION  V.   TRIAL  OF  A  TRAVELING  PREACHER 

^321,  Article  1,  Each  Annual  Conference  at  each  ses- 
sion, upon  nomination  of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  shall  elect 
five  Elders,  men  of  experience  and  sound  judgment  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Church,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  Commit- 
tee of  Investigation,  and  two  reserves.  The  reserves  shall 
serve  in  the  absence  or  disqualification  of  the  principals. 

Art.  2.  If  a  Traveling  Preacher,  in  the  interval  between 
sessions  of  his  Conference,  shall  be  accused  of  any  of  the 
offenses  enumerated  in  ^  314,  his  District  Superintendent, 
or  the  District  Superintendent  of  the  District  within  the 
bounds  of  which  such  acts  are  alleged  to  have  taken  place, 
shall  call  the  Committee  of  Investigation  to  investigate  the 
same,  and,  if  possible,  bring  the  accused  and  accuser  face 
to  face ;  the  accused  shall  have  the  right  to  make  a  statement 
in  his  own  behalf,  but  shall  not  present  any  witnesses.  The 
District  Superintendent  shall  preside  throughout  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  shall  certify  and  declare  the  judgment  of  the 
Committee. 

Ai^t.  3.  If  the  accused  is  a  District  Superintendent,  the 
Bishop  in  charge  shall  call  in  the  District  Superintendent  of 
any  other  District  of  the  Annual  Conference,  who  shall 
summon  the  Committee  of  Investigation  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference of  which  the  accused  is  a  member  to  investigate  the 
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case;  and  he  shall  preside  at  the  investigation;  but  in  case 
there  is  only  one  District  Superintendent  in  the  Confer- 
ence, or  if  the  other  District  Superintendents  are  so  related 
to  the  case  as  to  make  it  improper  for  any  one  of  them  to 
serve,  then  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  an  Elder  to  act  in  the 
case. 

Art.  4.  If  in  either  case,  in  the  judgment  of  a  majority  of 
the  Committee  of  Investigation,  there  is  reasonable  ground 
for  such  accusation,  they  shall  prepare  and  sign  the  proper 
charges,  send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  accused,  to  the  Bish- 
op in  charge,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence. The  accused  shall  be  suspended  from  all  ministerial 
services  until  the  trial  of  the  charges. 

Art.  5.  The  Bishop  in  charge,  within  not  less  than  thirty 
days  nor  more  than  sixty  days  after  the  receipt  of  a  copy 
of  such  charges,  shall  appoint  counsel  for  the  Church  and 
notify  the  accused  in  writing  to  appear  at  a  fixed  time  and 
place  no  less  than  ten  days  after  service  of  such  notice  to 
select  the  effective  Elders  who  shall  try  the  charges  pre- 
sented. At  the  appointed  time  the  Bishop,  upon  nomina- 
tion of  a  majority  of  the  District  Superintendents,  and  in 
the  presence  of  the  accused  and  his  counsel,  if  requested, 
and  counsel  for  the  Church,  shall  select  effective  Elders  of 
the  Annual  Conference  of  which  the  accused  is  a  member. 
The  counsel  for  the  Church  and  the  accused  each  shall  have 
peremptory  challenges  to  the  number  of  four,  and  chal- 
lenges for  cause  without  limit.  If  by  reason  of  challenges 
which  are  sustained  the  number  is  reduced  below  thirteen, 
additional  Elders  shall  be  named  to  take  the  place  of  the 
members  challenged  so  that  the  membership  of  the  Trial 
Court  shall  consist  of  thirteen  members.  The  Bishop  in 
charge  shall  also  fix  the  time  and  place  for  the  trial,  notice 
of  which  shall  be  given  in  writing  to  the  accused  by  the 
counsel  for  the  Church  fifteen  days  in  advance  of  the  time 
fixed.  The  Bishop  in  charge  or  another  Bishop  appointed 
by  him  shall  preside  at  the  trial.  The  Presiding  Bishop  shall 
appoint  a  Secretary,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings and  of  the  testimony.  The  Court  thus  constituted 
shall  have  full  power  to  try  the  accused  and  upon  his  con- 
viction to  suspend  him  from  the  functions  of  his  office; 
or  to  depose  him  from  his  office  or  the  ministry  or  both ;  or 
to  expel  him  from  the  Church ;  or  in  case  of  minor  offenses 
to  fix  a  lesser  penalty.  Its  finding  shall  be  final,  subject  to 
appeal  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals  of  the  Jurisdictional 
Conference.  It  shall  make  a  faithful  report  in  writing 
of  all  its  proceedings,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  Committee,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Con- 
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f erence  for  entry  in  its  Journal,  and  deliver  up  to  him  there- 
with the  bill  of  charges,  and  evidence  taken,  and  the  deci- 
sion rendered,  with  all  documents  brought  into  the  trial. 

^  322,  Article  1.  When  accusation  against  a  Traveling 
Preacher  is  preferred  during  the  session  of  an  Annual  Con- 
ference, it  shall  first  be  referred  for  investigation  to  a  com- 
mittee of  three  traveling  Elders,  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, which  committee  shall  report  to  the  Conference  wheth- 
er or  not  a  trial  is  deemed  necessary.  If  it  report  a  trial  un- 
necessary, and  the  Conference  differ  in  judgment  from  the 
Committee,  a  second  committee  shall  be  appointed  to  in- 
quire into  the  facts,  and  its  report  shall  be  final.  The  Com- 
mittee of  Investigation  when  reporting  a  case  for  trial,  shall 
formulate  a  bill  of  charges,  and  shall  appoint  some  member 
of  the  Conference  to  prosecute  the  case.  The  Annual  Con- 
ference, at  its  discretion,  shall  then  try  an  accused  Traveling 
Preacher  by  one  of  the  following  methods: 

Art.  2.  The  Conference  may  appoint  a  committee  of 
thirteen  effective  Elders  to  try  the  accused,  who  shall  have 
the  right  of  unlimited  challenge  for  cause  and  peremptory 
challenge  of  three.  The  Committee  in  the  presence  of  a 
Bishop  or  of  a  Chairman  whom  the  President  of  the  Con- 
ference shall  have  appointed,  and  one  of  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Conference  shall  try  the  case.  The  Committee  thus  con- 
stituted shall  have  full  power  upon  his  conviction  to  sus- 
pend him ;  to  depose  him ;  to  expel  him ;  or  to  fix  a  lesser 
penalty.  Its  finding  shall  be  final,  subject  to  appeal  to  the 
Committee  on  Appeals  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 
It  shall  make  a  faithful  report  in  writing  of  all  its  pro- 
ceedings, duly  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of 
the  Committee,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence for  entry  in  its  Journal  before  its  final  adjournment, 
and  deliver  up  to  him  therewith  the  bill  of  charges,  the 
evidence  taken,  and  the  decision  rendered,  with  all  docu- 
ments brought  into  the  trial. 

Art.  3.  The  trial,  including  the  examination  of  witnesses, 
may  be  by  the  Conference  in  executive  session. 

Art.  4.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  an  Elder  as  a  Commis- 
sioner to  take  evidence  in  the  case,  in  whole  or  in  part. 
The  Commissioner  shall  cause  a  correct  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings and  the  evidence,  taken  by  a  stenographer  where 
possible,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively,  to  be 
laid  before  the  Annual  Conference;  upon  which  evidence 
and  such  other  evidence  as  may  be  admitted  the  case  shall 
be  determined. 

Art.  5.  When  an  accused  is  tried  and  the  specific  charge 
is  not  sustained  by  the  evidence,  but  the  accused  has  been 
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found  guilty  of  imprudent  or  of  unministerial  conduct,  this 
fact  may  be  so  declared  and  a  suitable  penalty  imposed  by 
the  committee. 

^  323.  In  cases  of  improper  temper,  words,  or  actions,  the 
Traveling  Preacher  so  offending  shall  be  admonished  by 
his  senior  in  office.  If  he  offends  again  one  or  more  Minis- 
ters are  to  be  taken  as  witnesses.  If  he  continues  to  offend, 
the  District  Superintendent  shall  proceed  as  directed  in 
^321. 

If  324.  Any  Traveling  Preacher  who  shall  hold  a  religious 
service  within  the  bounds  of  a  Pastoral  Charge,  when  re- 
quested by  the  Preacher  in  Charge  or  the  District  Super- 
intendent not  to  hold  such  service,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  disobedience  of  the  Order  of  Discipline  of  the  Church; 
and  if  he  shall  not  refrain  from  such  conduct,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  investigation,  and  trial. 

^  325.  If  a  Traveling  Preacher  is  charged  with  dissemi- 
nating publicly  or  privately  doctrines  which  are  contrary 
to  our  Articles  of  Religion,  or  to  our  other  existing  and 
established  standards  of  doctrine,  and  the  Minister  so  of- 
fending shall  solemnly  promise  the  Committee  of  Investi- 
gation not  to  disseminate  such  erroneous  doctrines  in  public 
or  private,  it  may  waive  suspension  in  order  that  the  case 
may  be  laid  before  the  next  Annual  Conference,  which  shall 
determine  the  matter. 

IT  326.  Whenever  specific  complaint  is  made  in  writing 
and  signed  by  five  responsible  persons  who  are  members 
or  Ministers  of  The  Methodist  Church,  charging  a  teacher 
in  one  of  our  theological  schools,  who  is  a  minister,  with 
violating  his  pledge  of  loyalty  to  our  doctrine  and  polity, 
said  complaint  shall  be  lodged  with  the  District  Superin- 
tendent within  whose  District  the  accused  holds  his  Quar- 
terly Conference  membership,  who  with  two  Elders  chosen 
by  him  shall  carefully  consider  the  same;  and  if  in  their 
opinion  the  complaint  is  of  suflicient  gravity  to  require  an 
investigation,  he  shall  immediately  proceed  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  in  ^  321. 

If  327.  If  the  teacher  referred  to  in  ^  326  is  a  Lay  Member 
or  Local  Preacher,  the  complaint  shall  be  lodged  with  the 
Preacher  in  Charge  of  the  Church  to  which  the  said  teacher 
belongs,  who  shall  proceed  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Discipline  for  the  investigation  or  trial  of  mem- 
bers or  local  preachers. 

^  328.  Any  Traveling  Preacher  residing  beyond  the 
bounds  of  his  own  Conference  shall  be  subject  to  the  inves- 
tigation and  trial  prescribed  in  ^  321,  under  the  authority 
of  the  District  Superintendent  of  the  District  within  which 
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he  resides  or  within  which  he  is  employed.  And  the  Com- 
mittee of  Investigation  shall  consist  of  the  Committee  of 
Investigation  of  that  Conference.  If  he  resides  or  is  em- 
ployed within  the  bounds  of  a  Mission,  he  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  investigation  under  the  authority  of  the  District 
Superintendent  of  the  District  within  which  he  holds  his 
Quarterly  Conference  membership  or  of  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Mission  and  the  Committee  of  Investigation  of  the 
same.  If  he  is  the  Superintendent  of  the  Mission,  the  Bish- 
op in  charge  shall  appoint  an  Elder  to  act  in  the  case. 

\  329.  An  Annual  Conference  may  entertain  and  try 
charges  against  its  Ministerial  members  though  no  investi- 
gation of  them  has  been  held,  or  though  the  investigation 
has  not  resulted  in  suspension. 

Mala  clministration 

II  330,  Article  1.  Complaint  against  the  administration 
of  a  Bishop  may  be  forwarded  to  the  Jurisdictional  or  Cen- 
tral Conference  and  entertained  there;  provided  at  least 
thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  shall  have  been  given  to  the 
accused  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference. 

Ar't.  2.  A  Traveling  Preacher  shall  be  answerable  to  his 
Conference  on  a  charge  of  maladministration,  but  not  for 
error  in  judgment.  The  violation  of  the  advice  concerning 
divorce  shall  be  considered  an  act  of  maladministration. 

Art.  3.  Errors  or  defects  in  judicial  proceedings  shall  be 
duly  considered  when  presented  on  appeal. 

(a)  In  regard  to  cases  where  there  is  an  investigation 
under  ^  321,  but  no  trial  is  held  as  a  result  thereof,  errors  of 
law  or  administration  committed  by  a  District  Superin- 
tendent are  to  be  corrected  by  the  President  of  the  next 
Annual  Conference  on  request  in  open  session  and  in  such 
event  the  Conference  may  also  order  just  and  suitable  reme- 
dies if  injury  resulted  from  such  error. 

(b)  Errors  of  law  or  defects  in  judicial  proceeding, 
which  are  discovered  on  appeal,  are  to  be  corrected  by  the 
President  of  the  next  Annual  Conference  upon  request  in 
open  session  and  in  such  event  the  Conference  may  also 
order  just  and  suitable  remedies,  if  injury  has  resulted  from 
such  errors. 

Art.  4.  Errors  of  administration  not  connected  with 
judicial  proceedings  may  be  presented  in  writing  to  the 
Bishop  presiding  for  his  decision  thereon;  and  the  Annual 
Conference  may  order  just  and  suitable  remedies  when  the 
rights  of  ministers  or  members  of  the  Church  have  been 
injuriously  affected  by  such  errors. 
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Status  of  a  Bishop  or  Traveling  Preacher  Deposed  or 
Expelled 

II  331,  Article  1.  In  case  a  Bishop  or  a  Traveling  Preacher 
shall  have  been  deposed  from  the  Ministry  without  being  ex- 
pelled from  the  Church,  he  shall  be  given  a  certification  of 
membership  in  the  Church  signed  by  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  Conference. 

Art.  2.  In  case  a  Bishop  or  a  Traveling  Preacher  shall 
have  been  deposed  from  the  Ministry  or  expelled  from  the 
Church  for  teaching  publicly  or  privately  doctrines  contrary 
to  our  Articles  of  Religion,  or  our  other  established  stand- 
ards of  doctrine,  he  shall  not  again  be  licensed  to  preach 
until,  if  a  Traveling  Preacher,  he  shall  have  satisfied  the 
Conference  from  which  he  was  deposed  or  expelled;  or,  if 
a  Bishop,  he  shall  have  satisfied  the  Annual  Conference 
from  which  he  was  elected  Bishop,  and  shall  have  promised 
in  writing  to  desist  wholly  from  disseminating  such  doc- 
trine. 

WHhdraival  Under  Complaints  or  Charges 

^  332,  Article  1.  When  a  Bishop  is  accused  of  any  of  the 
offenses  named  in  II  314  and  desires  to  withdraw  from  the 
Church,  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference  may  per- 
mit him  to  withdraw;  in  which  case  the  record  shall  be 
"Withdrawn  under  Complaints."  If  formal  charges  have 
been  presented,  he  may  be  permitted  to  withdraw ;  in  which 
case  the  record  shall  be  "Withdrawn  under  Charges."  In 
either  case  his  status  shall  be  the  same  as  if  he  had  been  ex- 
pelled. 

Arf.  2.  When  a  Traveling  Preacher  is  accused  of  any  of 
the  offenses  enumerated  in  H  314  and  desires  to  withdraw 
from  the  Church,  the  Annual  Conference  may  permit  him  to 
withdraw  under  the  same  conditions  as  are  set  forth  in 
Article  1,  U  332. 

SECTION  VI.     TRIAL  OF  A  PREACHER  ON  TRIAL  OR  AN  ACCEPTED 
SUPPLY  PASTOR 

11  333.  A  Preacher  on  Trial  in  an  Annual  Conference  or  an 
Accepted  Supply  Pastor,  in  reference  to  amenability  and 
appeal,  is  considered  as  a  Local  Preacher;  but  in  his  case 
the  District  Superintendent  shall  perform  the  duties  which 
are  assigned  to  the  Preacher  in  Charge  in  the  case  of  an 
accused  Local  Preacher. 

SECTION  VII.  TRIAL  OF  A  LOCAL  PREACHER 

H  334.  When  a  Local  Preacher,  ordained  or  unordained,  is 
accused  of  any  of  the  offenses  enumerated  in  ^  314  the 
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Preacher  in  Charge  shall  call  a  Committee  of  Investigation, 
consisting  of  three  or  more  Local  Preachers,  or  if  Local 
Preachers  cannot  be  obtained,  three  or  more  members  of  the 
Church,  before  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  accused  to 
appear,  and  by  which,  if  the  charge  is  sustained,  he  shall  be 
suspended  from  all  Ministerial  functions  until  the  next  Dis- 
trict or  Quarterly  Conference;  which  Conference  shall  try 
the  case,  and  if  the  accused  is  found  guilty  the  Conference 
shall  suspend,  deprive  of  Ministerial  office  and  credentials, 
or  expel  the  accused.  But  a  Local  Preacher  may  be  tried 
by  a  District  or  Quarterly  Conference  without  preliminary 
investigation,  provided  at  least  fifteen  days'  notice  in  writ- 
ing shall  have  been  given  him  by  the  Preacher  in  Charge. 
Such  notice  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  charges. 

^  335.  Should  the  District  Conference  having  jurisdiction 
in  the  case  of  an  accused  Local  Preacher  judge  it  expedient 
to  try  him  by  a  Committee,  it  may  appoint  nine  of  its  mem- 
bers for  that  purpose,  the  accused  having  the  right  of  chal- 
lenge for  cause  and  three  peremptory  challenges,  which 
Committee  in  the  presence  of  the  President  of  the  District 
Conference,  or  of  an  Elder  appointed  by  him,  and  a  Secre- 
tary appointed  by  the  said  Conference,  shall  have  full  power 
to  consider  and  determine  the  case;  and  the  Secretary  shall 
make  a  correct  report  in  writing  of  all  the  proceedings  and 
evidence  to  the  Secretary  of  the  District  Conference,  and 
shall  deliver  to  him  all  the  papers  in  the  case. 

^336,  Article  1.  In  case  of  improper  temper,  words,  or 
actions,  the  Local  Preacher  so  offending  shall  be  admonished 
by  the  Preacher  in  Charge.  Should  a  second  transgression 
take  place,  one  or  two  members  of  the  Church  are  to  be 
taken  as  witnesses.  If  he  continues  to  offend,  the  case 
shall  be  investigated  as  provided  in  ^  334  or  he  shall  be  tried 
at  the  next  District  or  Quarterly  Conference,  and,  if  he  is 
found  guilty,  the  Court  shall  fix  the  penalty. 

Art.  2.  If,  on  due  trial  by  the  District  or  Quarterly  Con- 
ference, a  Local  Preacher  is  found  neglectful  of  his  duties 
as  a  Local  Preacher  or  unacceptable  in  his  Ministry,  he  may 
be  deprived  of  his  Ministerial  office ;  in  which  case,  if  he  is 
ordained,  the  District  Superintendent  shall  require  him  to 
surrender  his  credentials,  that  they  may  be  returned  to  the 
Annual  Conference. 

II  337,  Article  1.  If  a  Local  Preacher  disseminates,  pub- 
licly or  privately,  doctrines  which  are  contrary  to  our  Arti- 
cles of  Religion,  or  to  our  other  present  existing  and 
established  standards  of  doctrine,  the  same  procedure  shall 
be  observed  as  prescribed  in  ^  336. 

Art.  2.  A  Local  Preacher  who  shall  hold  religious  services 
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within  the  bounds  of  a  Pastoral  Charge  when  requested  not 
to  do  so  by  the  Preacher  in  Charge  or  District  Superin- 
tendent, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  disobedience  to  the  Order 
and  Discipline  of  the  Church,  and  shall  be  brought  to  in- 
vestigation or  trial. 

Tj  338.  When  a  Local  Preacher  or  Deacon  is  complained  of 
as  being  so  unacceptable  or  inefficient  as  to  be  no  longer 
useful  in  his  work,  and  the  District  or  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence for  that  reason  refuses  to  pass  his  character,  the  Dis- 
trict or  Quarterly  Conference  shall  investigate  the  case; 
and  if  it  appears  that  the  complaint  is  well  founded,  and  if 
he  fails  to  give  the  Conference  satisfactory  assurance  that 
he  will  amend,  or  voluntarily  surrender  his  credentials,  the 
Conference  may  depose  him  from  the  Ministry.  He  may 
defend  himself  before  the  Conference,  in  person  or  by  repre- 
sentative. The  President  of  the  District  or  Quarterly  Con- 
ference shall  in  this  case  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
11316. 

If  339.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  District  Superintendent, 
a  fair  and  impartial  trial  cannot  be  had  in  the  Quarterly 
Conference  where  the  accused  holds  his  membership,  the 
District  Superintendent  shall  refer  the  case  for  trial  to  some 
other  Quarterly  Conference  within  the  bounds  of  his  Dis- 
trict. 

11  340.  If  the  trial  is  by  the  Quarterly  Conference,  the  ac- 
cused shall  have  the  right  of  challenge  for  cause.  If  by 
reason  of  said  challenge  or  other  cause  the  number  of  the 
members  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  present  shall  fall 
below  seven,  which  number  shall  be  required  for  a  quorum 
in  any  such  trial,  the  Quarterly  Conference,  if  the  District 
Superintendent  so  request,  shall  adjourn  to  a  subsequent 
date,  to  be  named  by  him  to  try  the  case;  or,  the  District 
Superintendent  may  refer  it  to  some  other  Quarterly  Con- 
ference in  his  District. 

\  341.  In  Mission  Conferences  or  Missions  in  the  United 
States,  its  Territories,  and  Insular  Possessions  the  power  to 
try  Local  Preachers  shall  remain  with  the  respective  Dis- 
trict or  Quarterly  Conference;  but  Local  Preachers  so 
tried  and  convicted  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Annual  Session  of  the  Mission  Conference  or  the  Mission. 

SECTION  VIII.     TRIAL  OF  A  CHURCH  MEMBER 

Offenses  for  Which  a  Lay  Member  May  Be  Tried 

1[  342,  Article  1.  A  member  shall  be  liable  to  accusation 
and  trial  upon  any  of  the  following  charges : 
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(a)  Immorality  or  crime. 

(b)  Disseminating,  publicly  or  privately,  doctrines  which 
are  contrary  to  the  Articles  of  Religion  or  the  established 
standard  of  doctrine. 

(c)  Disobedience  to  the  Order  and  Discipline  of  the 
Church. 

Art.  2.  A  member  of  the  Church,  who  after  private  re- 
proof and  admonition  by  the  Pastor  or  Class  Leader,  per- 
sists in  using,  buying,  or  selling  intoxicating  liquors  as  a 
beverage,  or  who  signs  a  petition  in  favor  of  granting  a 
license  for  the  sale  of  such  liquors,  or  who  signs  a  petition 
of  consent  for  the  sale  of  such  liquors,  or  who  applies  for  a 
license  for  the  sale  of  such  liquors,  or  who  as  attorney  or 
otherwise  procures  a  license  for  himself  or  another  for  the 
sale  of  such  liquors,  or  who  becomes  bondsman  of  any  per- 
son or  persons  engaged  in  such  traffic,  or  who  rents  his 
property  as  a  place  in  which  or  on  which  to  manufacture  or 
sell  intoxicating  liquors,  shall  be  brought  to  trial,  and  if 
when  found  guilty  he  evinces  no  purpose  to  amend,  he  shall 
be  expelled. 

^  343.  In  cases  of  neglect  of  duties  of  any  kind ;  impru- 
dent conduct;  indulging  in  sinful  tempers  or  words;  "tak- 
ing such  diversions  as  cannot  be  used  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus" ;  or  disobedience  to  the  Order  and  Discipline  of 
the  Church ;  on  the  first  offense,  let  private  reproof  be  given 
by  the  Pastor  or  Class  Leader,  and  if  there  is  an  acknowl- 
edgment of  the  fault  and  proper  humiliation,  the  person 
may  be  borne  with.  On  further  offense  the  Pastor  or  Class 
Leader  may  take  with  him  one  or  two  discreet  members  of 
the  Church.  On  continued  offense  let  him  be  brought  to 
trial,  and  if  when  found  guilty  he  evinces  no  purpose  to 
amend,  he  shall  be  expelled. 

^  344.  If  a  member  of  the  Church  shall  be  accused  of  en- 
deavoring to  sow  dissention  in  the  Church  by  inveighing 
against  its  Doctrines  or  Discipline,  its  ministers  or  mem- 
bers, or  in  any  other  manner,  the  person  so  offending  shall 
first  be  reproved  by  the  Preacher  in  Charge ;  and  if  he  per- 
sists in  such  practice,  he  shall  be  brought  to  trial,  and  if 
found  guilty,  shall  be  expelled. 

^  345.  In  all  the  foregoing  cases  of  trial  enumerated  in  this 
section  the  accused  member  shall  be  brought  to  trial  before 
a  Committee  of  not  less  than  seven  members  of  the  Church. 
They  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Quarterly  Conference  or  Official 
Board  by  ballot.  The  accused  may  challenge  for  cause  and 
shall  have  three  peremptory  challenges  and  in  case  of  such 
challenge  if  the  Preacher  in  Charge  judge  it  advisable  for 
the  obtaining  of  a  fair  trial  he  shall  call  in  a  committee  of 
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seven  from  any  part  of  the  District.     The  Preacher  in 
Charge  shall  preside  at  the  trial. 

Penalties 

If  346.  If  the  accused  person  shall  be  found  guilty  by  the 
decision  of  a  majority  of  the  Committee,  the  Preacher  in 
Charge  then  and  there  shall  pronounce  the  sentence  of  ex- 
pulsion. 

II  347.  If,  in  view  of  mitigating  circumstances  or  other 
sufficient  reason,  the  Committee  shall  find  that  a  lower 
penalty  would  be  proper,  it  may  impose  such  penalty. 

1[  348.  An  expelled  person  shall  have  no  privileges  of  the 
society  or  of  the  Sacraments  of  the  Church  without  con- 
fession, contrition,  and  satisfactory  reformation. 

SECTION  IX.     GENERAL  DIRECTIONS 

Limitations 

II  348-A.  No  charge  shall  be  entertained  for  any  alleged 
offense  which  shall  not  have  been  committed  within  five 
years  immediately  preceding  the  filing  of  the  complaint  ex- 
cept in  cases  where  there  is  a  conviction  in  a  Civil  or  Crimi- 
al  Court  and  in  such  cases  the  charges  must  be  filed  within 
one  year  after  the  entry  of  the  final  judgment. 

Notice 

^  348-B.  All  notices  required  or  provided  for  in  this  Chap- 
ter shall  be  in  writing  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  person 
or  body  giving  or  required  to  give  such  notice  and  shall  be 
addressed  to  the  person  to  whom  it  is  required  to  be  given. 
Such  notices  shall  be  served  by  delivering  a  copy  thereof  to 
the  party  or  chief  officer  of  the  body  to  whom  it  is  addressed 
in  person  (or  by  registered  mail  addressed  to  the  last  known 
residence,  or  address  of  such  party) .  The  fact  of  the  giving 
of  the  notice  shall  affirmatively  appear  over  the  signature 
of  the  party  required  to  give  such  notice  and  become  a  part 
of  the  record  of  the  case. 

Testimony 

\  349,  Article  1.  The  testimony  shall  be  taken  by  a 
stenographer,  if  convenient,  and  reduced  to  writing,  and 
certified  by  the  presiding  officier  and  secretary.  The  record, 
which  shall  include  all  documents,  papers,  and  evidence  in 
the  case,  shall  be  the  basis  of  any  appeal  which  may  be 
taken. 

Art.  2.  The  testimony  of  a  witness  who  is  not  a  member 
of  The  Methodist  Church  shall  not  be  rejected  on  that  ac- 
count. 
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Art.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  Minister  and  a  member  of 
the  Church  to  appear  and  testify  when  summoned. 

Art.  4.  The  presiding  officer  of  any  Court  before  which  a 
case  may  be  pending  or  the  Bishop  in  charge  of  an  Annual 
Conference  shall  have  power,  whenever  the  necessity  of  the 
parties  or  of  witnesses  shall  require,  to  appoint,  on  the 
application  of  either  party,  a  commissioner  or  commission- 
ers, either  a  minister  or  layman  or  both,  to  examine  wit- 
nesses; provided  due  notice  (thirty  days)  of  the  time  and 
place  of  taking  of  such  testimony  shall  have  been  given  to 
the  adverse  party;  counsel  for  both  parties  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  examine  and  cross-examine  the  witness  or  wit- 
nesses whose  testimony  is  thus  taken.  The  commissioners 
so  appointed  shall  take  such  testimony  in  writing  as  may  be 
offered  by  either  party. 

Art.  5.  The  testimony  properly  certified  by  the  signature 
of  the  commissioner  or  commissioners  shall  be  transmitted 
to  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Court  before  which  the  case 
is  pending.  All  questions  as  to  relevancy  or  competency  of 
the  testimony  so  taken  shall  be  determined  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  Court  when  the  evidence  is  considered. 

Art.  6.  If  in  any  case  the  accused  person,  after  due  notice 
(thirty  days)  has  been  given  him,  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  set  forth  for  the  hearing, 
the  investigation  or  trial  may  proceed  in  his  absence. 

Ai^t.  7.  In  all  cases  wherein  it  is  provided  that  notice 
shall  be  given  to  a  Bishop  or  District  Superintendent  and 
the  charges  or  complaints  are  against  that  particular  per- 
son, then  such  notice,  if  a  Bishop,  shall  be  given  to  another 
Bishop  within  the  same  Jurisdiction ;  if  a  District  Superin- 
tendent, to  the  Bishop  in  charge. 

Records 

^  350,  Ay^ticle  1.  In  all  investigations  or  trials  the  records 
shall  be  accurate  and  full ;  they  shall  include  the  proceedings 
in  detail  and  all  the  evidence  taken  stenographically,  if 
possible,  including  the  documents  admitted,  together  with 
the  charges,  specifications,  and  findings,  and  shall  be  ap- 
proved and  attested  by  the  presiding  officer  and  Secretary. 
In  all  investigations  the  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  a 
Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  and  docu- 
ments, of  which  records,  when  properly  attested,  the  said 
presiding  officer  shall  be  the  custodian.  The  custodian  shall 
deliver  the  entire  record  to  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the 
Conference  or  Court  to  which  the  case  shall  go  for  final  dis- 
IK)sition. 

Art.  2.  In  the  trial  of  a  member  of  the   Church  the 
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Preacher  in  Charge  shall  appoint  the  Secretary,  and  said 
Preacher  in  Charge  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  records, 
when  properly  attested.  If  no  appeal  be  taken,  he  shall  de- 
liver the  records  to  the  Recording  Steward  for  preservation. 
If  an  appeal  be  taken,  he  shall  deliver  the  records  to  the 
President  of  the  proper  Appellate  Court,  and  after  they 
have  been  used  in  the  Court  they  shall  be  returned  by  the 
Secretary  to  the  Recording  Steward  of  the  Charge  from 
which  they  came. 

Art.  3.  The  Secretaries  of  Quarterly,  District,  and  An- 
nual Conferences  and  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall 
be  the  custodians  of  the  records,  which  in  all  cases  shall  be 
made  by  them  or  their  assistants,  of  all  trials  occurring  in 
their  bodies  respectively;  and  in  case  of  appeal  they  shall 
deliver  said  records  to  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the 
proper  Appellate  Court.  After  the  said  appeal  has  been 
heard,  the  records  shall  be  returned  to  the  Conference  from 
which  they  came. 

Counsel 

^351.  In  all  cases  of  investigation  or  trial  the  accused 
shall  be  entitled  to  appear  and  to  be  represented  by  counsel 
of  his  own  selection  and  to  be  heard  in  oral  or  written 
argument.  Such  counsel  shall  be  a  Traveling  Preacher 
if  the  accused  is  a  Bishop  or  a  Traveling  Preacher,  or  a 
member  in  good  standing  in  The  Methodist  Church  if  the 
accused  be  a  Lay  Member. 

II  352,  In  all  cases  where  counsel  has  not  been  provided 
for  either  the  Church  or  the  accused  such  counsel  shall  be 
appointed  as  follows: 

Article  1.  In  the  investigation  of  a  Bishop,  counsel  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  officer  presiding ;  and  in  case  of  a  trial 
by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference,  counsel  shall  be  appointed 
by  it.    Such  counsel  shall  be  an  effective  Elder  or  Elders. 

Art.  2.  In  the  investigation  of  a  Traveling  Preacher, 
counsel  shall  be  appointed  by  the  District  Superintendent; 
and  in  case  of  trial  the  appointment  shall  be  by  the  Bishop 
in  charge  or  President  of  the  Annual  Conference.  In  either 
case  such  counsel  shall  be  a  Traveling  Preacher. 

Art.  3.  In  all  other  cases,  counsel  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  presiding  officer  and  shall  be  a  Traveling  Preacher  or  a 
member  in  good  standing  in  The  Methodist  Church. 

Charges 

^  353,  Article  1.  Amendments  may  be  made  to  a  bill  of 
charges  up  to  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  trial,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  presiding  officer;  provided  they  relate  to 
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the  form  of  statement  only  and  do  not  change  the  nature  of 
the  alleged  offense  and  do  not  introduce  new  matter  of 
which  the  accused  has  not  had  due  notice  (thirty  days) . 

Art.  2.  Amendments  to  charges  against  Traveling 
Preachers  shall  be  presented  and  ruled  upon  by  the  presid- 
ing officer  before  the  case  is  committed  to  the  Committee 
for  trial. 

Art.  3.  In  case  of  improper  w^ords,  tempers,  and  actions, 
a  charge  of  slander  shall  not  be  entertained  unless  signed 
by  a  person  alleged  to  have  been  slandered. 

Art.  4.  Charges  and  specifications  for  the  trial  of  a 
Bishop,  Minister,  Local  Preacher,  Deaconess,  or  Member 
shall  define  the  offense  by  its  generic  term. 

Trials 

Tj  354,  Article  1.  In  all  cases  of  investigation  or  trial  at 
least  thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  to  the 
persons  accused.  Notice  shall  be  given  also  to  such  wit- 
nesses as  either  party  may  name,  and  shall  be  issued  in  the 
name  of  the  Church  and  be  signed  by  the  President  of  the 
tribunal  which  is  to  investigate  or  try  the  case. 

Art.  2.  In  all  cases,  sufficient  time  shall  be  allowed  for  the 
person  to  appear  at  the  given  place  and  time,  and  for  the 
accused  to  prepare  for  the  investigation  or  trial.  The  Presi- 
dent of  the  tribunal  to  investigate  or  try  the  case  shall  de- 
cide what  constitutes  "sufficient  time." 

Art.  3.  In  all  cases  of  investigation  or  trial  both  parties 
shall  have  the  right  of  challenge  for  cause  and  such  peremp- 
tory challenges  as  herein  provided.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  presiding  officer  to  see,  if  possible,  that  there  be  present 
a  sufficient  number  of  properly  qualified  persons  as  sub- 
stitutes to  prevent  the  number  from  being  reduced  below 
that  required  for  the  investigation  or  trial. 

A7't.  4.  As  soon  as  the  Court  has  convened,  the  accused 
shall  be  called  upon  by  the  Chairman  to  plead  to  the  charge 
and  his  pleas  shall  be  duly  recorded ;  and  on  his  neglect  or 
refusal  to  plead,  the  plea  of  not  guilty  shall  be  entered  for 
him,  and  the  trial  shall  proceed ;  provided,  that  for  sufficient 
cause  the  Court  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  as  con- 
venience or  necessity  may  require;  and  provided,  also,  that 
the  accused  shall,  at  all  times  during  the  trial,  have  liberty 
to  be  present  except  as  hereinafter  mentioned  and  in  due 
time  and  order  to  produce  his  testimony  and  to  make  his 
defense. 

Art.  5.  The  Court  shall  be  a  continuing  body  until  the 
final  disposition  of  the  charge.  In  case  any  member  of  the 
Court  shall  be  unable  to  attend  all  of  the  sessions,  he  shall 
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not  vote  upon  the  final  determination  of  the  case,  but  in 
such  case  the  remainder  of  the  Committee  may  proceed  to 
judgment  and  it  shall  require  a  majority  of  the  original 
membership  of  the  Court  to  sustain  the  charges. 

Art.  6.  All  objections  to  the  regularity  of  the  proceed- 
ings and  the  form  and  substance  of  charges  and  specifica- 
tions shall  be  made  at  the  first  session  of  the  trial.  The 
presiding  officer  upon  the  filing  of  such  objection  shall,  or 
on  his  own  motion,  may  determine  all  such  preliminary 
objection  and  may  dismiss  the  case  or  in  the  furtherance  of 
the  truth  and  justice  permit  amendments  to  the  specifica- 
tions or  charges  not  changing  the  general  nature  of  the 
same. 

Art.  7.  Objections  of  any  party  to  the  proceedings  shall 
be  entered  on  the  record. 

Art.  8.  A  charge  shall  not  allege  more  than  one  oflTense; 
several  charges  against  the  same  person,  however,  with  the 
specifications  under  each  of  them,  may  be  presented  at  one 
and  the  same  time  and  may  be  tried  together.  When  several 
charges  are  tried  at  the  same  time  a  vote  on  each  specifica- 
tion and  charge  must  be  separately  taken. 

Art.  9.  No  witness  afterward  to  be  examined,  shall  be 
present  during  the  examination  of  another  witness,  if  the 
opposing  party  objects.  Witnesses  shall  be  examined  first 
by  the  party  producing  them;  then  cross-examined  by  the 
opposite  party,  after  which  any  member  of  the  Court  or 
either  party  may  put  additional  questions.  Irrelevant  or 
frivolous  questions  shall  not  be  permitted,  nor  leading  ques- 
tions by  the  parties  producing  the  witnesses  except  under 
permission  of  the  Court  as  necessary  to  elicit  the  truth. 
The  general  rule  against  admission  of  hearsay  testimony 
shall  be  applied  and  enforced. 

Art.  10.  In  case  of  investigation,  trial,  or  appeal  the  pre- 
siding officer  shall  not  deliver  a  charge,  reviewing  or  ex- 
plaining the  evidence  or  setting  forth  the  merits  of  the  case. 
He  shall  remain  and  preside  until  the  judgment  is  expressed, 
the  findings  completed,  and  the  record  signed ;  but  without 
expressing  any  opinion  on  the  law  or  facts  unless  the  parties 
in  interest  be  called  in.  Counsel  and  witnesses  shall  with- 
draw and  not  return  unless  recalled  for  the  above  mentioned 
purpose. 

Appeals 

*[[  355,  Article  1.  An  appeal  shall  not  be  allowed  in  any 
case  in  which  the  accused  has  failed  or  refused  to  be  present 
in  person  or  by  counsel  at  his  trial.  Appeals,  regularly 
taken,  shall  be  heard  by  the  proper  Appellate  Court  unless 
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it  shall  appear  to  the  said  Court  that  the  Appellant  has 
forfeited  his  right  to  appeal  by  misconduct,  such  as  refusal 
to  abide  by  the  findings  of  the  Committee  of  Investigation 
or  of  the  Trial  Court  or  withdrawal  from  the  Church,  or 
failure  to  appear  in  person  or  by  counsel  to  prosecute  the 
appeal,  or  prior  to  the  final  decision  on  appeal  from  his  con- 
viction resorting  to  suit  in  the  Civil  Courts  against  the 
complainant  or  any  of  the  parties  connected  with  the 
Ecclesiastical  Court  in  which  he  was  tried. 

Art.  2.  The  right  of  appeal  when  once  forfeited  by  neg- 
lect or  otherwise  cannot  be  revived  by  any  subsequent  Ap- 
pellate Court. 

Art.  3.  The  right  to  take  and  to  prosecute  an  appeal  shall 
not  be  affected  by  the  death  of  the  person  entitled  to  such 
right.  His  heirs  or  legal  representatives  may  prosecute 
such  appeal  as  he  would  be  entitled  to  do  if  he  were  living. 

Art.  4.  In  no  case  shall  an  appeal  operate  as  suspension 
of  sentence.  The  finding  of  the  Trial  Court  must  stand 
until  it  is  modified  or  reversed  by  the  proper  Appellate 
Court. 

Art.  5.  The  records  and  documents  of  the  trial,  includ- 
ing the  evidence,  and  these  only,  shall  be  used  in  the  hearing 
of  any  appeal,  except  as  set  forth  in  ^  330. 

A7't.  6.  In  all  cases  where  an  appeal  is  made,  and  ad- 
mitted, by  the  Appellate  Court,  after  the  charges,  findings, 
and  evidence  have  been  read  and  the  arguments  concluded, 
the  parties  shall  withdraw,  and  the  Appellate  Court  shall 
consider  and  decide  the  case.  It  may  reverse,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  the  findings  of  the  Trial  Court,  or  it  may  remand 
the  case  for  a  new  trial.  It  may  determine  what  penalty, 
not  higher  than  that  af!ixed  at  the  trial,  shall  be  imposed. 
If  it  neither  reverses,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  judgment  of 
the  Trial  Court,  nor  remands  the  case  for  a  new  trial,  nor 
modifies  the  penalty,  that  judgment  shall  stand.  The  Ap- 
pellate Court  shall  not  reverse  the  judgment  nor  remand 
the  case  for  a  new  trial  on  account  of  errors  plainly  not 
affecting  the  result. 

Art.  7.  In  all  cases  the  right  to  present  evidence  shall 
be  exhausted  when  the  case  has  been  heard  once  on  its 
merits  in  the  proper  Court;  but  Questions  of  Law  may  be 
carried  on  appeal,  step  by  step,  to  the  Judicial  Council. 

Art.  8.  If  in  any  case  of  appeal  of  a  Traveling  Preacher, 
or  of  a  Bishop,  the  Appellate  Court  is  convinced  that  new 
evidence  has  been  discovered  material  to  the  issue,  it  may 
remand  the  case  for  a  new  trial. 

Art.  9.  If,  within  sixty  days  after  the  conviction  of  a 
member  of  the  Church,  he  shall  make  application  in  writing 
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to  the  Preacher  in  Charge  for  a  new  trial  on  the  ground  of 
newly  discovered  evidence,  and  submit  therewith  a  written 
statement  of  the  same,  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  Preacher 
in  Charge  that  such  evidence  is  material  to  the  issue  in- 
volved, he  shall  grant  a  new  trial. 

Art.  10.  In  no  case  shall  a  new  trial  be  granted  upon 
newly  discovered  evidence  which  could  have  been  obtained 
for  the  trial  in  the  exercise  of  due  diligence,  or  which  is 
merely  cumulative  in  its  effect. 

Art.  11.  In  all  cases  of  appeal  the  appellant,  at  the  time 
he  gives  notice  of  appeal,  shall  furnish  to  the  officer  receiv- 
ing such  notice,  and  to  the  counsel  for  the  Church,  a  written 
statement  of  the  grounds  of  his  appeal  and  the  hearing  in 
the  Appellate  Court  shall  be  limited  to  the  grounds  set  forth 
in  such  statement. 

Art.  12.  When  any  Appellate  Court  shall  reverse,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  the  findings  of  a  Trial  Court,  or  remand 
the  case  for  a  new  trial,  or  change  the  penalty  imposed  by 
that  court,  it  shall  return  to  the  Annual  Conference  or  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Trial  Court  a  statement  of  the  grounds 
of  its  action. 

Art.  13.  The  order  of  appeals  on  Questions  of  Law  shall 
be  as  follows :  From  the  decision  of  the  Preacher  in  Charge 
to  the  District  Superintendent  presiding  in  the  Quarterly 
or  District  Conference;  from  the  decision  of  the  District 
Superintendent  to  the  Bishop  presiding  in  the  Annual  Con- 
ference ;  and  from  the  decision  of  a  Bishop  presiding  in  an 
Annual  Conference  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference ;  other- 
wise to  the  Judicial  Council;  and  from  a  Central  Confer- 
ence to  the  Judicial  Council. 

Art.  14.  When  an  appeal  is  taken  on  a  Question  of  Law, 
written  notice  of  the  same  shall  be  served  on  the  Secretary 
of  the  body  in  which  the  decision  has  been  rendered,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  an  exact  statement  of  the  question 
submitted  and  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  thereon  shall  be  en- 
tered on  the  Journal.  He  shall  then  make  and  certify  a  copy 
of  the  question  and  ruling  and  transmit  the  same  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  body  to  which  the  appeal  is  taken.  The 
Secretary  who  thus  receives  said  certified  copy  shall  present 
the  same  in  open  Conference  and  as  soon  as  practicable  lay 
it  before  the  presiding  officer  for  his  ruling  thereon ;  which 
ruling  must  be  rendered  before  the  final  adjournment  of 
that  body,  that  said  ruling  together  with  the  original  ques- 
tion and  ruling  may  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  that  Con- 
ference. The  same  course  shall  be  followed  in  all  subse- 
quent appeals. 

Art.  15.  The  various  Boards,  Committees,  or  Commis- 
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sions,  elected,  authorized,  or  provided  for  by  the  General 
Conference,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  remove 
and  dismiss  at  their  discretion  any  member,  officer,  or  em- 
ployee thereof  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  immoral  conduct, 
breach  of  trust,  or  who  for  any  reason  is  unable  to,  or  fails 
to  perform  the  duties  of  his  or  her  office,  or  other  miscon- 
duct which  any  of  said  Boards,  Committees,  or  Commissions 
may  deem  sufficient  to  warrant  such  dismissal  and  removal. 
In  the  event  any  member,  officer,  or  employee  of  such 
Board,  Committee  or  Commission,  including  the  Board  of 
Publication,  elected,  authorized,  or  provided  for  by  the  Gen- 
eral Conference,  is  indicted  for  or  found  guilty  of  any  fel- 
ony or  misdemeanor  by  a  verdict  of  any  Trial  Jury  in  any 
Court  of  any  state  or  county  where  such  offense  shall  have 
been  committed,  or  who  shall  plead  quilty  to  or  confess  his 
or  her  guilt  thereto,  then  and  in  that  event,  the  Board,  Com- 
mittee, or  Commission  of  which  he  or  she  is  a  member,  offi- 
cer, or  employee  shall  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to 
remove  such  officer,  member,  or  employee  so  charged  or 
convicted,  and  the  place  so  vacated  shall  be  filled  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Discipline.  The  action  of  such  Board,  Com- 
mittee, or  Commission  in  removing  such  member,  officer, 
or  employee  in  the  circumstances  above  set  forth  shall  be 
final,  and  such  member,  officer,  or  employee  so  removed 
shall  have  no  further  authority  to  participate  in  any  way  in 
the  affairs  of  such  Board,  Committee,  or  Commission. 

SECTION  X.     APPEAL  OF  A  TRAVELING  PREACHER 

^  356,  Article  1.  Each  Jurisdictional  Conference,  upon 
nomination  of  the  Bishops,  shall  elect  a  Committee  of 
Appeals  composed  of  nine  Traveling  Elders  who  have  been 
at  least  six  years  successively  members  of  The  Methodist 
Church  or  one  of  the  Uniting  Churches,  and  an  equal  num- 
ber of  alternates.  This  Committee  shall  serve  until  its  suc- 
cessors have  been  confirmed.  This  Committee  shall  have 
full  power  to  hear  and  determine  appeals  of  Traveling 
Preachers  taken  from  any  Annual  Conference  within  the 
Jurisdiction.  The  Committee  shall  adopt  its  own  rules  of 
procedure  and  its  decisions  shall  be  final. 

Art.  2.  When  notice  of  an  appeal  has  been  given  to  the 
President  of  an  Annual  Conference,  he  shall  give  notice  of  the 
same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  of  the 
Jurisdictional  Conference  and  submit  the  documents  in  the 
case.  The  Jurisdictional  Conference  Committee  on  Appeals 
shall  give  notice  to  the  President  of  the  Conference  from 
which  the  appeal  is  taken  and  to  the  Appellant  of  the  time 
and  place  where  the  appeal  will  be  heard.    Both  the  Annual 
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Conference  and  the  Appellant  may  be  represented  by  coun- 
sel. The  President  of  the  Conference  shall  appoint  counsel 
for  the  Church. 

Art.  3.  The  Committee  on  Appeals  of  the  Jurisdictional 
Conference  when  acting  as  a  court  of  appeals  shall  deter- 
mine two  questions  only : 

(a)  Does  the  evidence  sustain  the  charge  or  charges? 

(b)  Were  there  such  errors  of  law  as  to  vitiate  the  ver- 
dict? 

These  questions  shall  be  determined  by  the  records  of  the 
trial  and  the  argument  of  counsel  for  the  Church  and  for 
the  accused.  The  Committee  shall  in  no  case  hear  wit- 
nesses. 

SECTION  XL  APPEAL  OF  A  LOCAL  PREACHER 

^  357,  Article  1.  In  cases  of  conviction,  a  Local  Preacher 
shall  be  allowed  to  appeal  to  the  Annual  Conference;  pro- 
vided that  within  thirty  days  after  his  conviction  he  shall 
signify  in  writing  to  the  District  Superintendent  of  the 
District  his  determination  to  appeal. 

Art.  2.  An  appeal  by  a  Local  Preacher  from  a  Quarterly 
Conference  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Mission  shall  be  to 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  said  Mission. 

SECTION  XII.     APPEAL  OF  A  CHURCH  MEMBER 

II  358,  Article  1.  Any  suspended  or  expelled  member  may 
appeal  to  the  next  Quarterly  Conference.  If  appeal  be 
made,  the  Preacher  in  Charge  shall  present  to  the  Con- 
ference the  record  of  the  trial,  from  which  record  the  case 
shall  finally  be  determined. 

Art.  2.  No  member  of  the  Committee  of  Trial  shall  vote 
on  the  appeal. 

Art.  3.  The  appellant,  in  person  or  by  his  representative 
(who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Chuch),  shall  state  the 
grounds  of  his  appeal,  and  shall  be  permitted  to  make  his 
argument  without  interruption,  so  long  as  his  defense  is 
within  the  record  of  the  case.  The  representative  of  the 
Committee  of  Trial  shall  then  be  permitted  to  respond,  and 
the  appellant  may  reply.  The  appellant  and  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Committee  shall  then  withdraw,  and  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  present  shall 
finally  determine  the  case. 

Art.  4.  No  member,  after  trial  and  explusion,  shall  be 
restored  until  he  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  repentance 
of  the  offense  for  which  he  was  expelled,  unless  the  Quar- 
terly Conference  become  convinced  of  his  innocence,  in 
which  case  he  may  be  restored. 
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SECTION  XIII.     THE  DEPRIVATION  AND  RESTORATION  OF 
CREDENTIALS 

Article  1.  Of  the  Credentials  of  Traveling  Deacons  or  Elders 
^  359.  When  a  Traveling  Deacon  or  Elder  is  deprived  of 
his  credentials  of  ordination,  by  expulsion  or  otherwise, 
they  shall  be  filed  with  the  papers  of  his  Annual  Confer- 
ence. 

II  360.  When  a  traveling  Deacon  or  Elder  desires  to  sur- 
render his  credentials  and  retain  his  membership  in  our 
Church,  he  shall  be  permitted  to  do  so,  and  to  designate  the 
Church  to  which  he  will  hold  membership;  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Conference  to  which  he  surrenders  his  cre- 
dentials shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  of  membership  in  the 
Church;  provided,  that  no  Minister  shall  be  permitted  to 
take  such  action  when  charges  involving  his  character  have 
been  made  and  sustained  or  are  pending.  However,  when 
his  character  is  involved  in  cases  where  the  law  permits 
final  adjustment  by  the  surrender  of  credentials,  this  shall 
be  also  the  surrender  of  membership  in  the  Church. 

H  361.  Should  he  later  give  satisfactory  evidence  to  the 
Conference  of  his  amendment  or  innocence,  and  procure  a 
certificate  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  charge  in 
which  he  resides,  or  of  the  Annual  Conference  that  ad- 
mitted him  on  trial  recommending  their  restoration  by  the 
Annual  Conference  to  which  he  surrendered  his  credentials, 
the  Conference  may  restore  them. 

Article  2.  Of  the  Credentials  of  Local  Deacons  or  Elders 
^  362.  When  a  Local  Deacon  or  Elder  is  deprived  of  his 
credentials  of  ordination,  by  expulsion  or  otherwise,  the 
District  Superintendent  shall  require  them  of  him,  and  file 
them  with  the  Annual  Conference  in  the  bounds  of  which 
the  Local  Preacher  resides. 

H  363.  Should  he  later  produce  to  the  Annual  Conference 
a  recommendation  from  the  District  Conference  for  the  res- 
toration of  his  credentials,  signed  by  its  President  and 
Secretary,  they  may  be  restored  to  him. 

Article  3.  Of  the  Restoration  of  Lost  Credentials 

If  364.  Should  the  credentials  of  any  Deacon  or  Elder  be 
destroyed  or  lost,  the  Bishop  who  ordained  him,  or  the 
Bishop  in  whose  territory  he  resides,  upon  ascertaining  the 
necessary  facts,  may  issue  duplicate  credentials. 

SECTION  XIV.     MISSION  CONFERENCES 

H  365.  In  all  matters  of  Judicial  Administration  the  rights, 
duties,  and  responsibilities  of  Ministerial  members  of  Mis- 
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sions  and  Mission  Conferences  are  the  same  as  those  in 
Annual  Conferences  and  the  procedure  is  the  same. 

SECTION  XV.    DEACONESSES 

U  366.  When  a  Deaconess  is  accused  of  any  violation  of  a 
moral  law,  the  District  Superintendent  under  whose  super- 
vision she  works,  shall  call  a  Committee  of  three  or  more 
for  investigation.  This  Committee  shall  consist  of  one 
representative  of  the  Deaconess  administration  under 
which  the  accused  serves,  and  two  or  more  members 
of  the  Annual  Conference  Deaconess  Board  of  which 
the  accused  is  a  member.  She  shall  appear  before  this 
Committee  and,  if  charges  are  sustained,  she  shall  be 
suspended  from  all  Deaconess  services  until  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Annual  Conference  Deaconess  Board,  or 
until  a  special  meeting  of  said  Board  shall  be  held.  If  the 
accused  is  found  guilty,  the  Annual  Conference  Deaconess 
Board  shall  suspend,  or  deprive  her  of  office  and  credentials. 
A  Deaconess  may  be  tried  by  an  Annual  Conference  Dea- 
coness Board  without  preliminary  investigation,  provided 
fifteen  days'  written  notice  shall  have  been  given  her. 

^  367.  In  case  of  improper  temper,  words,  actions,  or  dis- 
loyalty to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  administration 
or  other  organization  with  which  she  serves,  the  Deaconess 
so  offending  shall  be  admonished  by  the  President  of  the 
Annual  Conference  Deaconess  Board.  If  she  continues  to 
offend,  the  case  shall  be  investigated  as  provided  in  H  366, 
or  she  shall  be  tried  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Annual 
Conference  Deaconess  Board  or  at  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Annual  Conference  Deaconess  Board;  and  if  found  guilty 
and  impenitent,  shall  be  expelled  from  her  Deaconess  re- 
lationship. 

^  368.  If  a  Deaconess  shall  contract  debts  which  she  is 
not  able  to  pay,  the  President  of  the  Annual  Conference 
Deaconess  Board  shall  appoint  three  judicious  members  of 
the  Annual  Conference  Deaconess  Board  to  consider  her 
accounts,  contracts,  and  circumstances.  If,  in  their  opinion, 
she  has  behaved  dishonestly,  or  contracted  debts  wiChout 
the  probability  of  paying,  the  same  procedure  sh»^l  be  fol- 
lowed as  defined  in  ^  366  or  H  367  of  this  Chapt^i^. 

TI  369.  In  case  of  conviction,  a  Deaconess  s-^^all  be  allowed 
to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Jiomes ;  provided 
that  within  thirty  days  after  her  conviction,  she  shall  sig- 
nify in  writing  to  the  District  SupeW^ntendent  or  President 
of  the  Annual  Conference  Deac^^^ess  Board  by  which  she 
was  tried,  her  determination  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of 
Hospitals  and  Homes,  whi^^  in  full  session,  or  by  a  special 
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Committee  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  nine,  shall 
hear  the  appeal,  and  its  decision  shall  be  the  final  deter- 
mination of  the  case,  subject  only  to  an  appeal  to  the  Juris- 
dictional Conference  by  either  party  on  questions  of  law. 

^  370.  An  appeal  by  a  Deaconess  from  an  Annual  Con- 
ference Deaconess  Board  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Mis- 
sion Conference,  shall  be  to  the  Board  of  Hospitals  and 
Homes.

If  208.    The  duties  of  a  Bishop  are : 

1.  To  preside  in  the  General,  Jurisdictional,  Central,  and 
Annual  Conferences. 

2.  To  form  the  Districts  according  to  his  judgment,  after 
consultation  with  the  District  Superintendents,  and  after 
the  number  of  the  same  has  been  determined  by  vote  of  the 
Annual  Conference. 

3.  To  fix  the  appointments  of  the  preachers  in  the  An- 
nual Conferences,  Mission  Conferences,  and  Missions,  as 
the  Discipline  may  direct.  He  may  appoint  an  Associate 
Pastor  for  a  Charge  when  in  his  judgment  such  an  appoint- 
ment is  necessary. 

4.  To  appoint  the  deaconesses. 

5.  To  fix,  either  within  their  own  Conference  or  within 
the  Conference  where  they  attend  school,  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference membership  of  all  ministers  who  are  left  without 
appointment  to  attend  school. 

6.  To  travel  through  the  Connection  at  large. 

7.  To  oversee  the  spiritual  and  temporal  affairs  of  the 
Church. 

8.  To  send  immediately  to  the  Secretaries  of  both  Confer- 
ences ir-volved,  written  notices  of  the  transfer  of  a  member, 
and  his  branding  in  the  Course  of  Study  if  an  under- 
graduate. 

9.  To  organ'jve  such  Missions  as  shall  have  been  author- 
ized by  the  Geneia]  Conference. 

10.  To  consecratt.  Bishops,  to  ordain  Elders  and  Dea- 
cons, to  consecrate  Deafnesses,  and  to  see  that  the  names 
of  the  persons  ordamed  ano.  consecrated  by  him  be  entered 
on  the  journals  of  the  Conferer^,e.

^  204.  The  following  provisions  and  limitations  shall  be 
observed  by  the  Bishop  when  fixing  the  appointments : 

1.  He  shall  appoint  Preachers  to  Pastoral  Charges  an- 
nually after  consultation  with  the  District  Superintendents; 
provided  that,  before  the  official  declaration  of  the  assign- 
ments of  the  Preachers,  he  shall  announce  openly  to  the 
cabinet  his  appointments. 

2.  He  may  make  or  change  the  appointments  of  Preachers 
in  the  interval  between  sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference 
as  necessity  may  require,  after  consultation  with  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendents. 

3.  He  shall  choose  and  appoint  the  District  Superintend- 
ents annually,  but  he  shall  not  appoint  any  Minister  a  Dis- 
trict Superintendent  for  more  than  six  consecutive  years, 
nor  for  more  than  six  years  in  any  consecutive  nine  years, 
except  in  Annual  Conferences,  Missions  and  Mission  Con- 
ferences outside  the  United  States  and  its  possessions,  and 
Foreign  Language  work  in  the  United  States ;  provided  that 
the  years  of  service  in  such  relationship  in  one  of  the  Unit- 
ing Churches  shall  be  counted. 

(In  view  of  administrative  problems  and  emergencies 
that  may  arise  in  the  merging  of  the  Uniting  Churches,  a 
Bishop  if  he  deem  it  necessary  for  the  completion  of  union 
may  continue  a  District  Superintendent  beyond  his  tenure 
of  six  years,  but  such  extension  of  tenure  shall  not  continue 
beyond  the  first  session  of  his  Annual  Conference  following 
the  first  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church.) 

4.  He  may  make  the  following  appointments  annually: 
The  Publishing  Agents;  Corresponding  Secretaries,  Assist- 
ant Corresponding  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and  Recording 
Secretaries  of  the  connectional  benevolence  Boards  and  So- 
cieties; Editors  and  Assistant  Editors;  Chaplains  in  the 
army  and  navy  and  to  prisons,  reformatories,  hospitals, 
sanatoriums,  and  charitable  institutions ;  Preachers  for  sea- 
men; Ministers  for  community  and  federated  churches; 
Ministers  in  the  service  of  the  American  Bible  Society  or 
of  any  state  Bible  Society  auxiliary  thereto,  or  of  the  Sun- 
day League  of  America;  the  President,  Principals,  and 
Teachers  in  institutions  of  learning  under  our  auspices; 
Secretaries  and  Superintendents  of  City  Missions,  Executive 
and  Extension  Secretaries  of  Annual  Conference  Boards  of 
Christian   Education,    Conference   Missionary   Secretaries. 
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5.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  District  Superintend- 
ents confirmed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference, he  may  appoint : 

An  agent  to  travel  throughout  such  Conference  for  the 
purpose  of  distributing  tracts ;  an  Agent  or  Agents,  to  pro- 
mote the  cause  of  temperance ;  Instructors  in  institutions  of 
learning  not  under  our  auspices;  an  Agent  or  Agents  for 
the  benefit  of  our  institutions  of  learning;  Superintendents, 
Secretaries,  and  Agents  of  hospitals  and  homes  under  our 
auspices;  agents  for  other  benevolence  institutions;  editors 
of  unofficial  papers  or  magazines  published  in  the  interest 
of  The  Methodist  Church;  iwovided  that  in  no  such  case 
shall  the  Church  incur  any  financial  responsibility;  one  or 
more  members  of  an  Annual  Conference  to  do  evangelistic 
work  in  the  Conference. 

\  205.  1.  When  a  Bishop  judges  it  necessary  he  may  di- 
vide a  Circuit,  Station,  or  Mission  into  two  or  more  and  ap- 
point the  Pastors  thereto;  and  he  may  unite  two  or  more 
Circuits  or  Stations  and  appoint  one  Pastor  for  the  united 
congregations. 

2.  A  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Preacher  on  Trial  or  a  Mem- 
ber of  an  Annual  Conference  who  desires  to  attend  school  to 
any  college  or  theological  seminary  approved  by  the 
standardizing  agency  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

3.  Whenever  a  Conference  or  Mission  Conference  shall 
become  a  part  of  an  autonomous  Methodist  Church,  as,  for 
example,  in  Korea  or  Mexico,  the  Council  of  Bishops  may  at 
their  discretion,  transfer  members  of  said  Conference  or 
Mission  Conference,  who  desire  transfer,  to  the  Conference 
from  which  they  went  to  the  mission  field.  In  case  any 
members  of  said  Conference  or  Mission  Conference  have 
not  previously  had  membership  in  another  Conference  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  the  Council  of  Bishops  may,  at  its 
discretion,  transfer  said  members  to  Conferences  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

4.  A  Bishop  shall  not  appoint  any  Preacher  who  has  been 
rejected  as  an  applicant,  or  who  has  been  discontinued  or 
located  except  at  his  own  request,  unless  the  Conference,  at 
the  time  of  such  rejection,  discontinuance,  or  location,  shall 
give  such  liberty ;  and  he  shall  not  appoint  as  a  supply  any 
Preacher  who  has  previously  been  expelled  from  the  minis- 
try or  has  surrendered  his  credentials  to  an  Annual  Con- 
ference unless  the  Conference  to  which  he  surrendered  his 
credentials,  or  from  which  he  was  expelled,  restores  his  cre- 
dentials or  recommends  it. 

5.  The  Council  of  Bishops  shall  promote  the  evangelistic 
activities  of  the  Church  and  shall  appoint  annually  one  of 
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their  number,  who  shall  preside  over  the  Commission  on 
Evangelism  and  furnish  such  inspirational  leadership  as  the 
need  and  opportunity  may  demand. 

6.  The  Bishops  shall  discharge  such  other  duties  as  the 
Discipline  may  direct. 

^  206.  Any  minister  who  has  been  in  effective  relation  in 
any  Annual  Conference  or  Conferences  for  ten  consecutive 
years  from  the  time  of  his  Admission  on  Trial  may  be 
granted  a  Sabbatical  Leave  by  a  Bishop  for  one  year  with- 
out losing  his  relationship  as  an  effective  Minister.  This 
Sabbatical  Leave  is  to  be  allowed  for  travel,  study,  rest,  or 
for  other  justifiable  reasons.  Sabbatical  Leave  granted  by 
the  Bishop  holding  the  Conference  must  be  upon  the  vote 
of  the  Annual  Conference  to  which  the  Minister  belongs, 
after  said  Minister  has  given  notice  to  his  District  Super- 
intendent, and  after  the  District  Superintendent  has  given 
to  the  Bishop  of  his  intention  to  request  such  Sabbatical 
Leave.  A  Sabbatical  Leave  shall  not  be  granted  to  one  man 
more  frequently  than  one  year  in  seven.

^  207.  1.  If  a  Bishop  cease  from  traveling  at  large 
among  the  people  without  the  consent  of  the  Jurisdictional 
Conference,  he  shall  not  thereafter  exercise  in  any  degree 
the  Episcopal  office  in  The  Methodist  Church. 

2.  A  Bishop  may  voluntarily  resign  from  the  Episco- 
pacy at  any  session  of  his  Jurisdictional  Conference.  A 
Bishop  so  resigning  shall  surrender  to  the  Secretary  of  his 
Jurisdictional  Conference  his  consecration  papers  and  he 
shall  be  furnished  with  a  certificate  of  his  resignation  which 
shall  entitle  him  to  membership  as  a  Traveling  Elder  in  the 
Annual  Conference  of  which  he  was  last  a  member  or  its 
successor. 

3.  A  Bishop  who  by  reason  of  impaired  health  is  tem- 
porarily unable  to  perform  full  work  may  be  released  by 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference  from  the  obligation  to  travel 
through  the  Connection  at  large.  He  may  choose  the  place 
of  his  residence  and  the  Council  of  Bishops  shall  be  at  lib- 
erty to  assign  him  to  such  work  as  he  may  be  able  to  per- 
form. He  shall  receive  his  support  as  provided  by  the 
Discipline.  This  release  shall  not  be  granted  for  more  than 
one  quadrennium. 
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^  208.  1.  A  Bishop  whose  seventieth  birthday  precedes 
the  first  day  of  the  regular  session  of  his  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference shall  be  released  at  the  close  of  that  Conference 
from  the  obligation  to  travel  through  the  Connection  at 
large,  and  from  residential  supervision. 

2.  A  Bishop,  at  any  age  and  for  any  reason  deemed  suf- 
ficient by  his  Jurisdictional  Conference,  may  be  released  by 
that  body  from  the  obligation  to  travel  through  the  Con- 
nection at  large,  and  from  residential  supervision. 

3.  A  Bishop  who  has  reached  the  age  of  sixty-seven 
years,  or  who  within  the  quadrennium  preceding  his  re- 
quired retirement,  makes  such  a  request,  may  be  released 
from  both  the  obligation  to  travel  through  the  Connection 
at  large  and  from  residential  supervision  by  giving  written 
notice  that  he  so  elects  to  the  Bishops  of  his  Jurisdictional 
Conference;  and  when  a  Bishop  has  been  released  in  this 
manner  the  Bishops  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  next  Juris- 
dictional Conference.  His  support  as  a  retired  Bishop,  dat- 
ing from  his  written  notice  concerning  release,  shall  be 
provided  according  to  the  Discipline. 

4.  A  Bishop  who  has  been  retired  under  provisions  1,  2, 
or  3  may,  on  vote  of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  be  appointed  to 
take  charge  of  an  Episcopal  Area,  or  parts  of  an  Area,  in 
case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  disability  of  the  Resident 
Bishop  or  because  of  judicial  procedure  (provided  the  re- 
quest is  made  by  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  in  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  the  proposed  change).  This  appointment  shall  not 
continue  beyond  the  next  session  of  his  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference. 

5.  The  Council  of  Bishops  shall  have  authority  to  assign 
a  retired  Bishop  to  a  Jurisdiction  for  episcopal  service  up 
to  the  General  Conference  of  1940,  where  such  service  is 
needed  for  the  adequate  supervision  of  the  work  of  the 
Church  in  that  Jurisdiction. 

^  209.  1.  A  Bishop  who  has  been  released  from  the  ob- 
ligation to  travel  through  the  Connection  at  large  in  ac- 
cordance with  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  not  pre- 
side thereafter  over  any  Annual  Conference,  Mission 
Conference,  or  Mission,  nor  make  appointments,  nor  pre- 
side at  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference,  but  may 
take  the  chair  temporarily  in  any  Conference  if  requested 
to  do  so  by  the  Bishop  presiding.  He  may  participate  in  the 
Council  of  Bishops  but  without  vote.  In  case,  however,  a 
retired  Bishop  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Council  of  Bishops 
to  take  charge  of  a  vacant  Area,  or  parts  of  an  Area,  under 
the  provisions  of  %  208,  Section  4,  he  may  preside  over  ses- 
sions of  an  Annual   Conference,   Mission   Conference,   or 
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Mission,  make  appointments,  and  participate  in  the  vote  of 
the  meetings  of  the  Bishops. 

2.  A  Bishop  who  has  been  released  under  any  of  the  fore- 
going provisions  may  continue  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  which  pertain  to  the  Episcopal  office,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided.

IT  216,  Article  1.  A  Pastor  is  a  preacher  who,  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  Bishop  or  the  District  Superintendent,  is  in 
charge  of  a  Station  or  Circuit. 

^  217,  Art.  2.  The  duties  of  a  pastor  are : 

1.  To  preach  the  gospel;  to  perform  the  marriage  cere- 
mony, and  to  administer  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism  and 
the  Lord's  Supper,  according  to  the  Discipline. 

2.  To  visit  from  house  to  house  in  order  to  give  pastoral 
guidance  and  oversight  to  the  members  of  the  Church  and 
others  in  need  of  a  pastor's  help. 

3.  An  unordained  Pastor  or  a  Local  Preacher  serving  as 
an  "Accepted  Supply"  shall  have  authority  to  perform  the 
marriage  ceremony,  provided  it  is  not  in  conflict  with 
the  civil  laws ;  and  to  administer  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism 
and  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  bounds  of  his  own  Charge,  in 
the  absence  of  the  District  Superintendent,  with  the  under- 
standing that  no  permanent  powers  of  ordination  are  con- 
ferred until  granted  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  after  he 
has  met  the  Disciplinary  requirements. 

4.  To  have  the  oversight  of  the  other  preachers  in  his 
Pastoral  Charge;  and  to  arrange  the  appointments,  wher- 
ever practicable,  so  as  to  give  the  Local  Preachers  regular 
employment  on  the  Sabbath. 

5.  To  see  that  Class  Leaders  are  chosen  and  to  change 
them  when  necessary  and  to  examine  each  of  them  concern- 
ing his  method  of  leading  a  class. 

6.  In  the  absence  of  the  District  Superintendent  and  the 
Bishop,  to  control  the  appointment  of  all  services  to  be  held 
in  the  Churches  in  his  Charge. 

7.  To  hold  Quarterly  Conferences,  at  the  request  of  the 
District  Superintendent  and  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  the 
Official  Board,  unless  a  Chairman  has  been  elected  by  the 
Official  Board. 

8.  To  instruct  candidates  for  membership  in  the  Church, 
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in  the  doctrines,  rules,  and  regulations  of  the  Church;  to 
receive  persons  into  membership;  to  receive  and  dismiss 
members  by  Certificate. 

9.  To  administer  all  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  in 
his  Pastoral  Charge. 

10.  To  see  that  the  ordinances  and  regulations  of  the 
Church  are  duly  observed  and  that  the  General  Rules  are 
read  and  explained  once  a  year  in  each  congregation. 

11.  To  hold  or  appoint  Prayer  Meetings,  Love  Feasts, 
and  Watch  Night  Meetings,  wherever  advisable. 

12.  To  see  that  the  people  in  the  bounds  of  his  Charge 
are  supplied  with  our  Church  literature,  including  books, 
periodicals,  and  Church  School  literature. 

13.  To  form  Classes  of  the  children,  youth,  and  adults 
for  instruction  in  the  Word  of  God  and  to  perform  the 
duties  prescribed  for  the  training  of  children. 

14.  To  organize  and  maintain  Church  Schools,  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies,  Young  People's  Organizations,  and 
Brotherhoods. 

15.  To  preach  on  the  subject  of  Missions,  and  to  nomi- 
nate at  the  fourth  Quarterly  Conference  a  Missionary  Com- 
mittee for  each  congregation,  and  to  report  the  name  and 
address  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Missionary  Committee  to 
the  District  Superintendent. 

16.  To  preach  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Education, 
and  to  urge  upon  parents  the  importance  of  educating  their 
children,  advising  them  to  patronize  the  institutions  of 
learning  of  our  Church. 

17.  To  teach  and  preach  on  Christian  Stewardship,  Tem- 
perance, the  Claims  of  the  Ministry,  and  World  Peace,  and 
to  promote  those  causes  within  the  bounds  of  his  Charge. 

18.  To  preach  on  the  subject  of  the  Bible  and  its  circu- 
lation. 

19.  To  explain  the  meaning  and  im.portance  of  the  Be- 
nevolences and  to  urge  their  support  by  all  the  people  in 
his  Charge. 

20.  To  make  a  written  report  to  each  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence on  the  following  items : 

(a)  The  general  state  of  the  Church  in  his  Charge. 

(b)  The  names  of  all  who  have  been  received  into  the 
Church,  with  the  method  of  reception  indicated,  and  of  all 
who  have  died,  removed,  withdrawn,  or  been  expelled  dur- 
ing the  preceding  quarter. 

(c)  Number  and  condition  of  Church  Schools,  includ- 
ing Sunday  School  meetings,  weekday  meetings  of  children, 
meetings  of  young  people,  fellowship  meetings  'of  adults, 
and  Vacation  Schools. 
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(d)  Number  of  sermons  preached  to  children. 

(e)  Other  religious  instruction  conducted,  with  children 
and  adults,  including  Training  Classes. 

(f )  Number  of  pastoral  visits,  and  the  use  of  the  Church- 
School  roll  in  pastoral  visitation. 

(g)  Subscribers  to  our  Church  Peifiodicals. 
(h)   Collections  for  Benevolences. 

(i)  Missions,  including  Woman's  Missionary  Societies, 
Church  Extension,  and  missionary  education  in  the  Church 
School. 

(j)  Lay  Activities,  including  the  financial  system,  lay 
speaking,  training  of  the  Official  Boards,  Christian  Stew- 
ardship, and  the  Wesley  Brotherhood. 

(k)   Other  items  worthy  of  record. 

(1)   Plans  for  future  work. 

21.  To  keep  a  membership  record  for  his  Charge  in  which 
shall  be  noted  the  name,  with  the  time  and  manner  of  re- 
ception and  disposal,  of  every  member  of  the  Church.  In 
Charges  containing  more  than  one  organized  congregation, 
the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  arranged  under  the 
name  of  the  Church  to  which  they  belong.

26.  To  make  report  to  the  Annual  Conference  of  all  items 
required  for  the  statistics  of  the  Conference,  and  to  de- 
liver to  the  Conference  Treasurer  all  moneys  raised  for 
benevolent  causes,  or  satisfactory  vouchers  for  the  same, 
using  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  Discipline. 

^218,  Art.  3.  No  Pastor  shall  engage  other  than  an  Ac- 
credited Methodist  Evangelist  without  first  obtaining  the 
written  consent  of  his  District  Superintendent.

He  must  present  a  recommendation  duly 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  District  Con- 
ference, or  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Licensing 
Committee  of  the  District,  or  by  the  Quarterly  Conference 
where  no  District  Conference  exists ;  give  to  the  Annual  or 
Mission  Conference  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  knowledge 
of  the  studies  prescribed  for  candidates  for  Reception  on

Theological  Seminary  of  The  Methodist  Church  approved 
by  the  Authorized  Standardizing  Agency,  or  other  College 
or  Evangelical  Theological  Seminary  of  equal  rank,  has  been 
for  the  proper  length  of  time  regularly  appointed  as  Pastor 
in  a  Circuit  or  Station  under  the  appointment  of  the  District 
Superintendent. 

t[  227,   Art.   2.  An   Annual   Conference   may   require  a 
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physical  examination  of  a  candidate  before  his  admission 
either  on  trial  or  into  Full  Connection  from  membership 
on  Trial,  or  on  credentials  from  other  churches.

(12)  Do  you  approve  our  Church  Government  and  Pol- 
ity? 

(13)  Will  you  support  and  maintain  them? 

(14)  Will  you  diligently  instruct  the  children  in  every 
place  ? 

(15)  Will  you  visit  from  house  to  house? 

(16)  Will  you  recommend  fasting  or  abstinence,  both 
by  precept  and  example? 

(17)  Are  you  determined  to  employ  all  your  time  in  the 
work  of  God? 

(18)  Are  you  in  debt  so  as  to  embarrass  you  in  your 
work? 

(19)  Will  you  observe  the  following  directions? 

(a)  Be  diligent.  Never  be  unemployed.  Never  be  tri- 
flingly  employed.  Never  trifle  away  time;  neither  spend 
any  more  time  at  any  one  place  than  is  strictly  necessary. 

(b)  Be  punctual.  Do  everything  exactly  at  the  time. 
And  do  not  mend  our  rules,  but  keep  them ;  not  for  wrath, 
but  for  conscience'  sake. 

^  229.  These  questions  are  asked  for  individual  examina- 
tion and  heart-searching,  and  are  to  be  answered  orally.

Effective  Bishops  in  residence  in  the 
United  States  shall  be  assigned  to  the  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ferences in  the  United  States  by  the  Uniting  Conference. 

2.  Effective  Bishops  in  residence  in  foreign  lands  or  un- 
der assignment  to  foreign  service  shall  have  their  relation 
to  such  Jurisdictional  Conferences  in  the  United  States  as 
the  Uniting  Conference  may  determine.

^  232.  A  Deacon  is  constituted  by  the  election  of  the  An- 
nual Conference  and  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  a  Bishop. 

^  233.  A  Deacon  has  authority  to  preach ;  to  conduct 
Divine  Worship;  to  perform  the  Marriage  Ceremony;  to 
administer  Baptism;  and  to  assist  an  Elder  in  administer- 
ing the  Lord's  Supper  (11217,  Article  2,  Section  3,  shall 
apply) . 

Preachers  of  the  following  Classes  are  eligible  to  the 
Order  of  Deacon : 

A.  As  Local  Preachers 

II 234.  Those  who  have  been  Local  Preachers  for  four 
consecutive  years ;  shall  present  a  recommendation  for  Dea- 
con's Orders  from  the  District  Conference  or  from  the 
Quarterly  Conference  where  no  District  Conference  exists, 
duly  attested  by  the  President  and  Secretary  thereof;  and 
shall  have  completed,  satisfactorily  to  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence, the  studies  prescribed  for  Local  Preachers  who  are 
candidates  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

B.  As  Accepted  Supply  Pastors 

If  235.  Those  who  have  been  Accepted  Supply  Pastors  in 
regular  service  for  two  full  years ;  and  shall  have  com- 
pleted the  first  two  years  of  the  Conference  Course  of 
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Study,  together  with  the  Studies  indicated  under  the  Ex- 
amination for  Reception  on  Trial,  under  the  Conference 
Board  of  Ministerial  Training. 

C.  As  Having  Been  Received  on  Trial 

^  236.  Those  who  have  been  ordained  as  Local  Deacons 
under  Class  A  or  B  and  in  addition  have  been  received  on 
Trial  will  continue  to  Elder's  Orders  in  Class  C. 

D.  As  Members  On  Trial  in  the  Course  of  Study 

^  237.  Those  who  have  been  on  Trial  in  an  Annual  Con- 
ference for  two  years,  and  shall  have  completed,  satisfac- 
torily to  the  Annual  Conference,  the  first  two  years  of  the 
Conference  Course  of  Study. 

E.  Under  the  Seminary  Rule 

^  238.  Those  who  have  been  Local  Preachers  for  two 
full  years;  and  during  the  same  time  have  been  regular 
students  in  one  of  our  Theological  Seminaries  or  in  other 
Theological  Seminaries  whose  standing  is  approved  by  The 
Standardizing  Agencies;  shall  have  been  received  on  Trial 
or  shall  have  been  on  Trial  for  at  least  one  year;  and  shall 
have  completed,  satisfactorily  to  the  Annual  Conference, 
the  first  two  years  of  the  Conference  Course  of  Study. 

F.  Under  the  Missionxiry  Rule 

II  239.  Those  Preachers  on  Trial  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
a  Bishop  to  a  Foreign  Mission,  or  to  a  remote  field  in  any 
Conference,  or  to  a  Church  in  a  Foreign  Country  outside  of 
the  Boundary  of  a  Mission  or  Annual  Conference,  or  to  a 
Chaplaincy  in  the  Army  or  Navy,  in  a  Prison,  Reformatory, 
Sanatorium,  or  a  Charitable  Institution;  provided,  that  the 
presiding  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the  District  Superin- 
tendents recommend  such  an  election. 

ELDERS 

H  240.  An  Elder  is  constituted  by  the  election  of  the  An- 
nual Conference,  and  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  of  a  Bishop 
and  of  Elders. 

1[241.  An  Elder  has  authority  to  preach;  to  conduct  Di- 
vine Worship;  to  administer  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism 
and  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  to  perform  the  Marriage  Cere- 
mony.

^  242.  Those  who  have  been  for  four  consecutive  years 
Local  Deacons,  or  shall  have  served  as  regularly  appointed 
Supply  Pastors  for  two  full  years  after  having  been  or- 
dained Deacons;  and  shall  present  a  recommendation  for 
Elder's  Orders  from  the  District  Conference,  or  from  the 
Quarterly  Conference  where  no  District  Conference  exists, 
duly  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  thereof;  and 
shall  have  completed,  satisfactorily  to  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence, the  Studies  prescribed  for  Local  Deacons  who  are 
candidates  for  Elder's  Orders. 

B.  As  Accepted  Supply  Pastors 

^  243.  Those  who  shall  have  been  ordained  Deacons  under 
the  provisions  of  ^  235,  who  shall  have  been  serving  as  regu- 
lar Accepted  Supply  Pastors  for  two  full  years  since  their 
ordination;  and  shall  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  full 
Conference  Course  prescribed. 

C.  As  Local  Deacons  Who  Have  Been  Received  on  Trial 

^  244.  Those  who  have  been  in  Full  Connection  in  the 
Annual  Conference ;  have  been  Local  Deacons  for  two  con- 
secutive years  immediately  preceding  such  election;  and 
have  completed,  satisfactorily  to  the  Annual  Conference, 
the  first  two  years  of  the  Conference  Course  of  Study. 

D.  As  Conference  Members  in  the  Conference  Courses 

^  245.  Those  who  have  been  in  Full  Connection  in  the 
Annual  Conference  for  two  successive  years,  and  also  Dea- 
cons during  the  same  time;  and  shall  have  completed,  sat- 
isfactorily to  the  Conference,  the  Conference  Course  of 
Study. 

E.  Under  the  Semiimry  Ride 

^  246.  Those  who  have  been  received  on  Trial,  and  elect- 
ed to  the  office  of  Deacon  under  the  provisions  of  If  238,  and 
have  completed,  satisfactorily  to  the  Conference,  the  Con- 
ference Course  of  Study,  have  been  Deacons  at  least  one 
year,  and  have  been  admitted  into  Full  Connection. 

F.  Under  the  Missionary  Rule 

^  247.  Those  who  are  members  of,  or  have  been  received 
on  Trial  in  an  Annual  Conference ;  and  have  been  appointed 
to  a  Chaplaincy  in  the  Army  or  Navy,  or  to  a  Foreign  Mis- 
sion, or  to  the  pastorate  of  a  Church  in  a  foreign  country 
outside  of  a  Mission  or  Conference,  or  to  a  Mission  among 
foreign  people  within  an  English-speaking  Conference. 
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When  a  Preacher  shall  have  passed  his  examination,  and 
shall  have  been  admitted  into  Full  Connection,  and  elected 
to  the  Order  of  Deacon,  but  fails  of  his  Ordination  through 
the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  his  eligibility  to  the  Order  of 
Elder  shall  count  from  the  time  of  his  election  to  the  Order 
of  Deacon. 

No  person  shall  be  elected  to  Elder's  Orders  except  such 
as  are  of  unquestionable  moral  character,  genuine  piety, 
and  sound  in  the  fundamental  Doctrines  of  Christianity 
and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  gospel  duties. 

MISSION  TRAVELING  PREACHER 

^  248.  A  Mission  Traveling  Preacher,  Deacon  or  Elder, 
is  one  who  is  a  member  of  a  Mission  without  being  a  mem- 
ber of  an  Annual  Conference.  In  the  election  of  Mission 
Traveling  Deacons  and  Elders  the  Mission  shall  require  of 
all  applicants  the  conditions  and  qualifications  demanded  of 
Traveling  Deacons  and  Elders  by  an  Annual  Conference. 
The  duties,  responsibilities,  rights,  and  privileges  of  Mis- 
sion Traveling  Deacons  and  Elders  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  of  Traveling  Deacons  and  Elders  who  are  members 
of  an  Annual  Conference  and  may  be  transferred  to  an  An- 
nual Conference  with  the  status  attained  in  the  Mission. 

SUPERNUMERARY  MINISTERS 

^  249.  A  Supernumerary  Minister  is  one  who,  because  of 
impaired  health,  or  other  equally  sufficient  reason,  is  tem- 
porarily unable  to  perform  full  work.  This  relation  shall 
not  be  granted  for  more  than  five  years  in  succession  except 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference,  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Conference  Relations,  and  a  state- 
ment of  the  reason  for  such  recommendation.  He  may 
receive  an  appointment,  or  be  left  without  one,  according 
to  the  judgment  of  the  Annual  Conference  of  which  he  is  a 
member;  and  he  shall  be  subject  to  all  limitations  of  the 
Discipline  in  respect  to  reappointment  and  continuance  in 
the  same  charge  that  apply  to  Effective  Ministers.  In  case 
he  has  no  Pastoral  Charge  he  shall  have  a  seat  in  the  Quar- 
terly Conference,  and  all  the  privileges  of  membership,  in 
the  place  where  he  resides.  He  shall  report  to  the  Fourth 
Quarterly  Conference,  and  to  the  Pastor,  all  Marriages 
performed  and  all  Baptisms  administered.  Should  he  re- 
side beyond  the  bounds  of  his  Annual  Conference,  he  shall 
forward  to  it  annually  a  certificate  similar  to  that  required 
of  a  Retired  Minister,  and  in  case  of  failure  to  do  so  the 
Annual  Conference  may  locate  him  without  his  consent.    He 
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shall  have  no  claim  on  the  Conference  funds  except  by  vote 
of  the  Conference. 

RETIRED  MINISTERS 

^  250,  Article  1.  A  Retired  Minister  is  one  who,  at  his 
own  request,  or  by  action  of  the  Annual  Conference,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Conference  Relations, 
has  been  placed  in  the  retired  relation. 

Art.  2.  Every  Retired  Minister  who  is  not  appointed  as 
Pastor  of  a  Charge  shall  have  a  seat  in  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference, and  all  the  privileges  of  membership  in  the  Church 
where  he  resides,  except  as  set  forth  in  Article  3.  He  shall 
report  to  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  and  to  the  Pas- 
tor all  Marriages  performed  and  Baptisms  administered. 
If  he  resides  without  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  he 
shall  forward  annually  to  his  Conference  a  certificate  of  his 
Christian  and  his  Ministerial  conduct,  together  with  an 
account  of  the  number  and  circumstances  of  his  family, 
signed  by  the  District  Superintendent  or  the  Pastor  of  the 
Charge  within  the  bounds  of  which  he  resides.  Without 
this  certificate  the  Conference  may,  after  due  notice  (thirty 
days) ,  locate  him  without  his  consent. 

Art.  3.  In  the  case  of  a  Quarterly  Conference  in  a  Mis- 
sion among  non-English-speaking  people,  Retired  Minis- 
ters of  different  race  shall  have  a  vote  in  the  Quarterly 
Conference  only  when  they  shall  have  been  duly  elected  to 
the  same. 

TERMINATION   OF  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE   MEMBERSHIP 

By  Voluntary  Location 

^  251,  Article  1.  An  Annual  Conference,  first  having  ex- 
amined a  Member's  character  at  the  session  of  the  Confer- 
ence when  a  request  for  Location  is  made,  and  finding  him 
in  good  standing,  may  at  his  request  grant  him  a  Certificate 
of  Location,  providing  such  relation  be  granted  only  to  per- 
sons who  avowedly  intend  to  discontinue  regular  ministerial 
or  evangelistic  work,  which  relation  shall  be  certified  by  the 
President  of  the  Conference.  Such  Minister  shall  thereupon 
hold  his  membership,  as  Local  Elder  or  Deacon,  in  the  Quar- 
terly Conference  where  he  resides,  and  shall  be  held  amen- 
able for  his  conduct  and  the  continuance  of  his  ordination 
rights  to  the  Annual  Conference  within  which  the  Quarter- 
ly Conference  membership  is  held. 

Art.  2.  Whenever  a  Member  of  the  Annual  Conference 
applies  for  a  Location  it  shall  be  asked:  Is  he  indebted  to 
the  Publishing  House?    If  it  be  ascertained  that  he  is  so 
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indebted,  the  Conference  shall  require  him  to  secure  said 
debt,  if  judged  necessary  or  proper,  before  a  Location  is 
granted. 

By  Involuntary  Action 

]|252.  (1)  Whenever  it  is  determined  by  the  Committee 
on  Conference  Relations  or  Ministerial  Qualifications  that 
in  their  judgment  a  Member  of  the  Annual  Conference  is 
unacceptable,  inefficient,  or  indifferent  in  the  work  of  the 
Ministry,  or  that  his  conduct  is  such  as  to  impair  seriously 
his  usefulness  as  a  Minister,  or  that  his  engagement  in  secu- 
lar business,  except  as  required  by  the  ill  health  of  himself 
or  of  his  family,  disqualifies  him  for  Pastoral  work,  they 
shall  notify  him  in  writing,  and  ask  him  to  request  location 
at  the  next  session  of  the  Annual  Conference.  If  he  refuses 
or  neglects  to  locate  as  requested,  the  Conference  may,  by 
count  vote,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
ference Relations,  locate  him  without  his  consent,  which 
discontinues  his  right  to  exercise  the  Ministerial  Office. 

(2)  Whenever  it  is  unanimously  determined  by  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendents  that  a  Member  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference should  be  located  for  any  of  the  reasons  cited  in 
Section  1,  they  shall  notify  him  in  writing  of  their  judg- 
ment at  least  six  months  before  the  next  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference,  and  ask  him  to  request  location  at 
such  session  under  the  provisions  of  Tf  251.  If  he  refuses, 
or  neglects  to  locate  as  requested,  the  District  Superintend- 
ents shall  certify  the  facts  to  the  Committee  on  Conference 
Relations,  or  Ministerial  Qualifications  Group,  which  Com- 
mittee shall  proceed  to  recommend  his  immediate  location 
without  his  consent,  which  discontinues  his  right  to  exer- 
cise the  Ministerial  office. 

(3)  However,  if  any  located  person  remains  a  Member 
in  good  standing  of  The  Methodist  Church  until  the  age  of 
sixty-five  years,  he  shall  thereby  retain  the  right  to  make  an 
annuity  claim,  based  upon  the  years  of  his  Effective  Min- 
istry and  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

By  Surrender  of  the  Ministerial  Office 

^  253.  Any  member  of  an  Annual  Conference  in  good 
standing,  who  may  desire  to  surrender  his  Ministerial  Office 
and  withdraw  from  the  Conference,  may  be  allowed  to  do 
so  by  the  Conference  at  its  session;  in  which  case  his  Cre- 
dentials shall  be  filed  with  the  papers  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference of  which  he  was  a  Member,  and  his  membership  in 
the  Church  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Society  where  he  resides 
at  the  time  of  such  surrender. 
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By  Withdrawal 
^  254.  When  a  Minister  in  good  standing  withdraws  to 
unite  with  another  Church,  his  Credentials  should  be  sur- 
rendered to  the  Conference,  and,  if  he  shall  desire  it,  they 
may  be  returned  to  him  with  the  following  inscription  writ- 
ten plainly  across  their  face,  namely : 

"A B 

has  this  day  been  honorably  dismissed  by  the 

Annual   Conference  from  the  ministry  of  The  Methodist 
Church. 

"Dated 

" ,  President, 

" ,    Secretary." 

11255.  When  in  the  interval  between  sessions  of  Annual 
Conferences  a  Member  thereof  shall  deposit  with  a  Bishop 
or  with  his  District  Superintendent  a  letter  of  withdrawal 
from  our  Ministry  or  his  Credentials,  or  both,  the  same 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Conference  at  its  next 
session^for  its  action  thereon. 

SECTION  VII.     LOCAL  PREACHERS 

^256,  Article  1.  No  member  of  the  Church  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  preach  without  a  license. 

Tf  257,  Art.  2.  Wherever  a  District  Conference  exists,  the 
powers  hereinafter  conferred  on  Quarterly  Conferences  in 
relation  to  Local  Preachers  shall  be  exercised  only  by  the 
District  Conference;  but  it  shall  not  license  any  persons  to 
preach,  without  the  previous  recommendation  of  the  Quar- 
terly Conference. 

II  258,  Art.  3.  The  Quarterly  Conference,  where  no  Dis- 
trict Conference  exists,  shall  have  authority: 

Section  1.  To  license  proper  persons  to  preach,  provided 
the  following  steps  have  been  taken,  and  in  order : 

(1)  They  shall  have  been  recommended  by  the  Church 
of  which  they  are  members. 

(2)  They  shall  have  been  before  the  District  Commit- 
tee, and  shall  have  been  recommended  by  it. 

(3)  They  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  studies  prescribed  for  candidates  for  License  to 
preach,  and  shall  have  been  examined  by  the  District  Com- 
mittee on  the  subjects  of  Doctrine  and  Discipline,  and  shall 
have  agreed  wholly  to  abstain  from  the  use  of  tobacco. 

Section  2.  To  examine  Local  Preachers  other  than  Ac- 
cepted Supply  Pastors  in  the  Course  of  Study  prescribed 
for  them ;  to  inquire  into  the  gifts,  labors,  and"  usefulness 
of  each  by  name,  and  to  renew  their  licenses  annually  when 
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in  the  judgment  of  the  Conference  their  gifts,  grace,  and 
usefulness,  and  their  faithfulness  and  proficiency  in  study, 
warrant  such  renewal.  In  the  case  of  Local  Preachers  who 
are  candidates  for  the  Traveling  Ministry,  examinations 
may  be  suspended  while  they  are  pursuing  regular  courses 
of  study  in  our  Theological  Seminaries  or  in  Universities  or 
Colleges  approved  by  the  Authorized  Standardizing  Agen- 
cy. 

Section  3.  To  recommend  to  the  Annual  Conference  Lo- 
cal Preachers  who  are  suitable  candidates  for  Deacons'  or 
Elders'  Orders,  for  Recognition  of  Orders,  for  Readmission, 
for  Reception  on  Trial ;  or  for  acceptance  as  Accepted  Sup- 
ply Pastors;  such  candidates  having  been  previously  ex- 
amined by  the  District  Committee  on  the  subjects  of 
Doctrine  and  Discipline. 

Section  4.  To  try,  suspend,  deprive  of  Ministerial  Office 
and  Credentials,  expel,  or  acquit  any  Local  Preacher  of  the 
Circuit  or  Station  against  whom  charges  may  have  been 
preferred. 

If  259,  Art.  4.  The  District  Committee  on  Qualifications 
of  Local  Preachers  shall  be  annually  nominated  by  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendent  and  approved  by  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence. 

H  260,  Art.  5.  Local  Preachers,  ordained  or  unordained, 
not  having  a  Pastoral  Charge,  shall  be  members  of,  and 
amenable  to,  the  Quarterly  Conference  where  they  reside, 
except  as  hereinafter  stated.  When  they  shall  change 
their  residence  they  shall  procure  from  the  Pastor  of  the 
Charge  from  which  they  remove,  or  from  the  District  Su- 
perintendent, a  Certificate  of  their  Official  Standing  and  of 
Dismissal  and  shall  present  it  to  the  Pastor  of  the  Charge 
to  which  they  remove.  If  they  neglect  to  do  this  they  shall 
not  be  recognized  nor  use  their  office  as  Local  Preachers  in 
the  Charge  to  which  they  have  removed;  and  they  shall 
continue  to  be  amenable  to  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the 
Charge  from  which  they  have  removed,  which,  if  the  neg- 
lect be  long  continued,  after  due  notice  (thirty  days),  may 
try  them  for  persistent  disobedience  to  the  order  of  the 
Church,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  deprive  them  of  Min- 
isterial Office  and  Credentials. 

Art.  6.  Local  Preachers  appointed  to  a  Pastoral  Charge 
shall  procure  from  the  Pastor  of  the  Charge  from  which 
they  remove,  or  from  the  District  Superintendent,  a  Cer- 
tificate of  their  Official  Standing  and  of  Dismissal,  and  at 
its  next  session  shall  present  it  to  the  Quarterly  Conference 
of  the  Pastoral  Charge  to  which  they  have  been  appointed 
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and  their  Church  and  Quarterly  Conference  Membership 
shall  be  in  that  Charge. 

But  so  long  as  they  are  regular  Supply  Pastors  giving 
full-time  service  they  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Annual 
Conference  in  which  they  receive  an  appointment  as  well 
as  to  the  District  and  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  Pastoral 
Charge  in  which  they  are  serving. 

^  261,  Art.  7.  Unordained  Local  Preachers,  only  while 
serving  as  regularly  appointed  Pastors  of  Charges,  shall  be 
authorized  to  administer  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism  and 
of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and,  when  the  laws  of  the  state  per- 
mit, to  perform  the  marriage  ceremony,  but  in  all  foreign 
mission  fields,  the  conferring  of  such  authority  shall  rest 
with  the  Central  Conferences  in  which  they  are  Pastors. 

^  262,  Art.  8.  Whenever  a  Preacher  is  located  or  dis- 
continued by  an  Annual  Conference,  he  shall  thereupon 
hold  his  Quarterly  Conference  membership  as  Local  Elder 
or  Deacon  where  he  resides  at  the  time  of  location  or  dis- 
continuance. 

^  263,  Art.  9.  Whenever  Local  Preachers,  ordained  or  un- 
ordained, shall  sever  their  relation  with  The  Methodist 
Church  in  any  way  whatsoever,  they  shall  deposit  their 
Credentials  with  the  proper  authorities. 

^  264,  Art.  10.  District  Superintendents  and  the  Pastors 
are  required  to  arrange  appointments,  wherever  it  is  prac- 
ticable, so  as  to  give  the  Local  Preachers  regular  and  sys- 
tematic employment. 

^  265,  Art.  11.  Local  Preachers  shall  make  to  the  Dis- 
trict or  Quarterly  Conference  a  report  of  their  labors,  as 
follows:  1.  Number  of  sermons  preached.  2.  Number  of 
funerals  conducted.  3.  Number  of  marriages  performed, 
with  the  names  of  persons  married.  4.  Number  of  bap- 
tisms administered,  with  the  names  and  ages  of  the  persons 
baptized.  5.  Miscellaneous  Items.  6.  Items  2,  3,  and  4 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Pastor  for  entry  in  the  church 
records. 

H  266,  Art.  12.  Women  are  included  in  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions, except  in  so  far  as  they  apply  to  candidates  for  the 
Traveling  Connection. 

SECTION  VIII.     ACCEPTED  SUPPLY  PASTORS 

Tf267,  Article  1.  The  Bishops  and  District  Superintend- 
ents shall  appoint  at  each  Annual  Conference  Session  a 
Committee  on  Accepted  Supply  Pastors,  to  be  composed  of 
not  more  than  ten  members,  taken  equally  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Conference  Relations  and  the  Board  of  Ministerial 
Training,  which  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Annual 
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Conference  each  year  the  list  of  Accepted  Supply  Pastors. 
Any  Local  Preacher  who  is  employed  as  a  Pastor  in  Charge 
must  have  his  character,  fitness,  training,  and  effectiveness 
passed,  and  be  accepted  as  Supply  Pastor,  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  District  Conference  and  Annual  Conference 
after  reference  to  and  recommendation  by  the  Committee 
on  Accepted  Supply  Pastors.  Between  sessions  of  the  An- 
nual Conference,  a  District  Superintendent  may  employ, 
but  only  until  the  next  session  of  the  Annual  Conference, 
as  a  Supply  Pastor,  a  Local  Preacher  who  is  not  listed  as  an 
Accepted  Supply  Pastor. 

^  268,  Art.  2.  The  acceptance  of  a  Local  Preacher  as  a 
Supply  Pastor  does  not  guarantee  him  an  appointment. 
The  list  of  Accepted  Supply  Pastors  is  merely  an  eligibility 
list  from  which  Supplies  can  be  accepted,  and  not  a  roll  of 
those  entitled  to  appointment.  Such  listing  shall  not  be  for 
more  than  one  year  at  a  time,  and  an  Accepted  Supply  Pas- 
tor may  be  relieved  of  his  Charge  at  any  time  during  the 
Conference  year  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  District  Super- 
intendents. 

^  269,  Art.  3.  An  Accepted  Supply  Pastor  who  is  in 
charge  of  a  pastoral  appointment  shall  attend  the  sessions 
of  the  Annual  Conference  and  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
speaking  on  any  question,  but  without  vote. 

^  270,  Art.  4.  The  roll  of  Accepted  Supply  Pastors  shall 
be  called  at  Annual  Conference  immediately  following  the 
regular  Roll  Call. 

^  271,  Art.  5.  When  a  Local  Preacher  is  accepted  as  a 
Supply  Pastor  the  Annual  Conference  alone  has  jurisdic- 
tion over  his  authority  to  preach.  Continuance  in  this  rela- 
tion shall  be  equivalent  to  renewal  of  his  license  to  preach. 
Upon  the  discontinuance  of  this  relation  his  status  becomes 
again  in  all  regards  that  of  a  Local  Preacher  without  pas- 
toral appointment. 

SECTION  IX.     MINISTERS  FROM  OTHER  CHURCHES 

H  272,  Article  1.  Ministers  coming  from  other  Evangel- 
ical Churches  provided  they  present  suitable  testimonials 
of  good  standing,  and  give  assurance  of  their  faith,  Chris- 
tian experience  and  other  qualifications,  and  give  evidence 
of  their  agreement  with  us  in  doctrine  and  discipline,  may 
be  received  into  our  Ministry  in  the  following  manner : 

1.  The  Quarterly  Conference  may  receive  them  as  Local 
Preachers,  not  entitled  to  administer  the  Sacraments,  pend- 
ing the  recognition  of  their  Orders  by  the  Annual  Con- 
ference. The  Annual  Conference  may  recognize  their  Or- 
ders as  Local  Deacons  or  Elders,  provided  they  stand  an 
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approved  examination  in  the  Course  of  Study  prescribed 
for  Local  Preachers. 

2.  Upon  recommendation  by  the  District  Conference, 
or  the  Quarterly  Conference  where  no  District  Conference 
exists,  the  Annual  Conference  may  recognize  their  Orders 
and  admit  them  into  the  membership  of  the  Conference 
either  on  Trial  or  in  Full  Connection,  and  may,  at  its  dis- 
cretion, require  them  to  pursue,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
Conference  Course  of  Study. 

3.  Ministers  from  other  Churches  may  apply  directly  to 
the  Annual  Conference,  which  may  recognize  their  Creden- 
tials, and  receive  them  into  the  Full  Membership  of  the  Con- 
ference ;  provided,  that  in  all  such  cases  the  Candidates  for 
Admission  into  Full  Membership  must  answer  satisfac- 
torily the  questions  set  forth  in  ^  228 ;  and,  further,  that 
those  from  other  than  Methodist  Churches  must  take  upon 
themselves  our  ordination  vows,  without  the  reimposition 
of  hands. 

4.  The  Annual  Conference  may  also  receive  on  equal 
standing  preachers  who  are  on  Trial  in  the  Ministry  of 
another  Methodist  Church,  using,  however,  special  care  that 
before  they  are  admitted  to  Full  Membership  their  examina- 
tion be  entirely  satisfactory. 

II  273,  Art.  2.  Wherever  the  Orders  of  a  Minister  are  rec- 
ognized according  to  the  foregoing  provision,  he  shall  be 
furnished  with  a  Certificate  signed  by  the  Bishop  according 
to  the  form. 

"This  is  to  certify  that  the 

Annual  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church,  having  ex- 
amined the  Credentials  of  the  Rev as 

(an  Elder  or  a  Deacon)  of  the 

Church,  and  having  received  other  testimonials  of  his 
Grace,  Gifts,  and  Usefulness,  and  being  satisfied  therewith, 

has  this  day accepted  and  recognized  him  in 

due  form  as (an  Elder  or  a  Deacon)  in 

The  Methodist  Church,  entitled  to  exercise  under  its  author- 
ity all  the  functions  pertaining  to  that  ordination,  so  long 
as  his  life  and  doctrine  become  the  Gospel  of  Christ.

SECTION  I.  duties  OF  DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENT  AND  PASTOR 

^  425.  In  order  that  each  local  Church  or  Congregation 
may  be  an  effective  unit  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  District 
Superintendents  and  Pastors  to  organize  and  administer 
the  Charges  and  Churches  committed  to  their  care  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plan  set  forth  in  this  chapter. 

SECTION  II.     annual  MEETING 

II 426.  There  shall  be  held  in  every  charge  an  annual 
Church  meeting.  All  persons  holding  their  membership  in 
the  Charge  shall  be  members  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  The 
District  Superintendent  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Pastor  shall 
preside.  In  the  absence  of  both,  the  meeting  shall  elect  a 
Chairman  from  its  own  number.  The  meeting  shall  elect 
a  secretary,  who  may  be  the  Recording  Steward  of  the 
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Charge,  and  the  minutes  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Quarterly 
Conference  Record  Book. 

^  427.  The  Annual  Meeting  may  be  held  at  the  call  of 
the  Pastor,  in  conjunction  with  or  preceding  the  Fourth 
Quarterly  Conference ;  provided,  that  if  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference and  the  Annual  Meeting  are  held  jointly,  matters 
reserved  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Quarterly  Conference 
shall  be  voted  on  by  the  members  of  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference only. 

II 428.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  a  rallying  point  for 
the  membership  of  the  Charge  to  review  the  work  of  the 
year,  to  consider  the  local  opportunities  and  needs,  to  ac- 
quaint the  members  with  the  general  program  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  and  to  lay  plans  for  the  ensuing  year. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor,  District  Superintendent, 
and  Lay  Leader  to  arrange  a  program  of  addresses  and  dis- 
cussions on  such  phases  of  the  general  and  local  work  of 
the  Church  as  may,  in  their  judgment,  be  most  needed  at 
that  time  and  place,  to  distribute  literature  prepared  by  our 
Church  boards  and  agencies,  and  diligently  to  urge  the 
membership  of  the  Charge  to  attend. 

^  429.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  for 
the  Annual  Meeting : 

1.  To  hear  the  written  report  of  the  Pastor,  presenting  a 
review  of  the  outstanding  achievements  of  the  year,  includ- 
ing a  statement  of  gains  and  losses  in  membership  and  of 
attendance  on  public  worship  and  the  Church  School,  to- 
gether with  recommendations  for  the  future.  He  may  in- 
clude in  this  report  the  work  of  the  organizations  in  the 
Charge,  or  he  may  appoint  representatives  from  those  or- 
ganizations to  report  separately. 

2.  To  hear  a  written  report  from  the  Chairman  of  the 
Official  Board  of  each  church  on  the  charge  relating  to  the 
work  of  the  Board  during  the  year. 

3.  To  hear  the  report  of  a  Committee  on  Policy,  pre- 
viously appointed  by  the  Pastor,  who  shall  be  its  chairman. 
On  Charges  of  more  than  one  church,  he  shall  appoint  to 
this  committee  at  least  one  member  from  each  Church. 
This  committee,  after  a  careful  survey  of  the  work  of  the 
Charge,  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing concerning  improvement  of  the  financial  system  em- 
ployed, new  territory  to  be  occupied,  Church  Schools,  tem- 
perance, missionary  education,  circulation  of  Christian  lit- 
erature, religion  in  the  home,  and  any  other  matters  relating 
to  the  work  of  the  Church.  After  discussion  of  these  recom- 
mendations and  such  revisions  as  the  meeting  may  deem 
wise,  a  general  policy  of  the  Charge  for  the  following  year 
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shall  be  adopted,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Quarterly- 
Conference. 

SECTION  III.     THE  OFFICIAL  BOARD 

^  430.  In  every  Church  there  shall  be  an  executive  body- 
called  the  Official  Board,  organized  by  either  of  the  follow- 
ing ways,  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence :  The  Board  may  be  composed  as  follows :  The  Pastor, 
Assistant  Pastor,  Deaconess  serving  the  Charge,  the  stew- 
ards, the  unit  or  class  leaders,  the  trustees,  the  church  treas- 
urer, the  director  of  religious  education,  where  desired  the 
director  of  music,  the  superintendent  of  the  Church  School, 
the  chairman  of  the  local  Board  of  Christian  Education, 
president  or  presidents  of  the  women's  auxiliaries  author- 
ized by  the  General  Conference,  a  representative  elected  by 
the  Young  People's  Division,  and  the  chairman  of  the  local 
Missionary  Council.  It  shall  be  organized  with  a  Chair- 
man, a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  If  the  Official  Board 
is  not  composed  and  organized  as  above,  the  Board  of  Stew- 
ards shall  assume  all  powers  and  duties  prescribed  in  this 
section  of  the  Discipline  and  shall  be  the  Official  Board. 

^431.  The  Official  Board  may  meet  monthly  at  a  time 
designated  by  the  Board,  or  on  the  call  of  the  Chairman  or 
the  Pastor.  This  Board  shall  promote  and  have  oversight 
of  the  work  of  the  local  Church  under  the  general  direction 
of  the  Pastor.  It  shall  provide  for  the  financial  needs  of 
the  Church  by  means  of  an  every-member  canvass  or  some 
other  method,  and  it  shall  see  that  its  current  financial 
obligations,  including  the  benevolences,  are  promptly  met. 
It  shall  promote,  through  proper  committees  or  otherwise, 
evangelism,  missions.  Christian  education,  lay  activities, 
social  service,  and  other  enterprises  as  directed  by  the  Gen- 
eral, Jurisdictional,  Central,  and  Annual  Conferences,  and 
shall  administer  such  other  affairs  as  shall  arise  in  the  work 
of  the  Church,  subject  to  such  limitations  and  provisions  as 
are  committed  to  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

^  432.  At  each  meeting  of  the  Official  Board  let  the  fol- 
lowing items,  with  any  others  that  may  be  necessary,  be 
considered:  (1)  Are  there  any  strangers  in  the  community, 
or  any  sick  or  distressed,  or  others  who  should  be  visited? 
(2)  What  is  the  report  from  the  treasurer  or  treasurers  of 
the  church,  and  are  the  current  obligations  paid?  (3)  Does 
the  work  of  the  Church  School  and  other  Church  organiza- 
tions prosper,  and  what  may  be  done  to  improve  them?  (4) 
Are  there  any  committees  to  report?  Any  unfinished  busi- 
ness?   Any  new  business  ? 
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SECTION  IV.     OTHER  ORGANIZATIONS 

^  433.  other  organizations  and  enterprises  authorized  by 
the  General  Conference  shall  be  instituted  in  the  local 
Church  in  accordance  with  the  Discipline. 

SECTION  V.     STEWARDS 

^  434.  The  Stewards  of  the  Charge  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually by  the  Quarterly  Conference  on  nomination  of  the 
Pastor  or  on  nomination  of  a  committee  of  which  the  Pas- 
tor shall  be  chairman ;  or  they  shall  be  elected  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Charge,  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  over,  at  a 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose  as  may  be  arranged  by  the 
Quarterly  Conference.  Where  desired,  a  Church  treasurer 
may  be  elected  in  a  similar  manner.  In  case  of  Circuits, 
each  Church  may  elect  its  respective  officials. 

1j  435.  Each  Charge  shall  be  entitled  to  not  less  than  two 
nor  more  than  thirty-five  Stewards;  provided,  that  in 
Churches  of  more  than  five  hundred  members  one  Steward 
shall  be  elected  for  each  additional  thirty  members. 

II  436.  Stewards  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  members  of  The  Methodist  Church,  persons  of  genu- 
ine Christian  character,  who  love  the  Church  and  are  com- 
petent to  administer  its  affairs. 

^  437.  Stewards  shall  be  members  of  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference and  of  the  Official  Board,  and  their  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities shall  be  as  defined  in  those  sections  of  the  Disci- 
pline which  declare  the  functions  of  these  organizations.

Chapter  XII 

SECTION  I.     trustees  OF  CHARGES 


^  438.  For  each  Charge  there  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Church  property  consisting  of  not  less  than  three 
or  more  than  nine  persons,  each  of  whom  shall  be  not  less 
than  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  at  least  two-thirds  of 
whom  shall  be  members  of  The  Methodist  Church.  They 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  duly  elected;  provided,  that  one- 
third  shall  be  elected  each  year.  Such  Board  shall  elect  its 
own  chairman  except  where  the  charter  otherwise  provides. 
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and  such  other  officers  as  it  may  desire.  When  a  Charge 
consists  of  two  or  more  Churches  located  in  different  places, 
these  provisions  shall  apply  to  each  Church  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  though  it  were  a  separate  Charge. 

*\\  439.  Except  as  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory,  or  coun- 
try, or  the  existing  charter  of  any  incorporated  charge  or 
Church  prescribe  otherwise,  such  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Quarterly  Conference  on  nomination  of 
the  Pastor,  or  in  his  absence,  of  the  District  Superintendent ; 
or  they  may  be  elected  by  the  membership  of  the  Charge 
not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age  at  a  meeting  called  for 
that  purpose,  as  may  be  arranged  by  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence. At  least  ten  days'  notice  of  such  meeting  and  the 
purpose  of  thereof  shall  be  given  from  the  pulpit  of  the 
Charge. 

H  440.  Any  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  be 
filled  until  the  next  annual  election  by  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference of  the  Charge,  or  pending  action  by  the  Quarterly 
Conference  by  the  majority  vote  of  the  remaining  Trustees, 
except  as  the  civil  laws  shall  prescribe  otherwise. 

1[  441.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Charge  shall  be  re- 
sponsible to  the  Quarterly  Conference  and  annually  shall 
make  a  written  report  to  the  Fourth  or  last  Quarterly 
Conference  of  the  Charge,  which  report  shall  include  the 
following  items:  (1)  Number  of  Churches  and  Parsonages; 
(2)  Their  probable  values;  (3)  Other  real  estate  and  per- 
sonal property  held;  (4)  Title  by  which  each  piece  of  real 
estate  is  held;  (5)  Income  therefrom  and  how  expended; 
(6)  Amount  received  during  the  year  for  building,  re- 
building, and  improving  Churches  and  Parsonages  and  how 
expended;  (7)  Debts  and  how  contracted;  (8)  Amount  of 
insurance  on  each  property  and  whether  restricted  by  co- 
insurance or  other  limiting  conditions;  (9)  Who  is  cus- 
todian of  and  where  the  legal  papers  are  kept;  (10)  De- 
tailed lists  of  trusts :  funds,  where  invested ;  incomes,  how 
applied. 

^  442.  Except  as  in  this  chapter  otherwise  provided  and 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Quarterly  Conference,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Charge  shall  hold  and  manage  all 
real  property  of  the  Charge  and  such  other  property  as  may 
be  committed  to  them,  receive  and  administer  all  bequests 
made  to  the  Charge,  receive  and  administer  all  trusts  and 
invest  all  trust  funds  of  the  Charge  in  conformity  with  the 
laws  of  the  state,  territory,  or  country  in  which  the  Charge  is 
located.  The  Trustees  shall  not  prevent  or  interfere  with 
the  Pastor  or  other  duly  authorized  Ministers  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church  in  the  use  of  said  property  for  religious  services 
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or  other  proper  meetings  recognized  by  the  law  and  usage  of 
The  Methodist  Church. 

If  443.  Charges  may  be  incorporated  when  permitted  so 
to  do  under  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory,  or  country  in 
which  they  are  located.  In  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  or 
Charter  it  shall  be  provided:  (1)  That  the  corporation  shall 
support  the  doctrine  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws,  usages, 
and  ministerial  appointments  of  The  Methodist  Church  as 
from  time  to  time  established,  made,  and  declared  by  the 
lawful  authority  of  said  Church;  (2)  That  the  directors  of 
the  corporation  shall  be  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Church 
property  elected  and  organized  as  prescribed  in  the  Disci- 
cipline  of  The  Methodist  Church  unless  the  laws  of  the 
state,  territory,  or  country  in  which  the  Charge  is  located 
prescribe  otherwise;  (3)  That  the  corporation  shall  have 
the  power  to  secure,  hold,  improve,  encumber,  sell,  convey, 
and  dispose  of  property,  both  real  and  personal,  in  fee  sim- 
ple and  otherwise. 

%  444.  If  and  when  incorporated,  all  real  estate  owned  or 
thereafter  acquired  by  the  Charge  shall  be  deeded  directly 
to  it  in  its  corporate  name.  If  not  incorporated,  all  real 
estate  owned  or  acquired  by  the  Charge  shall  be  deeded  to 
the  trustees  of  the  Charge,  their  successors  and  assigns  in 
trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Charge  and  of  The 
Methodist  Church.  All  deeds  by  which  premises  are  here- 
after acquired  for  use  as  a  place  of  divine  worship  shall 
contain  the  following  trust  clause:  "In  trust,  that  said 
premises  shall  be  used,  kept,  maintained,  and  disposed  of, 
as  a  place  of  divine  worship  of  the  Methodist  ministry  and 
members  of  The  Methodist  Church;  subject  to  the  disci- 
pline, usage,  and  ministerial  appointments  of  said  Church 
as  from  time  to  time  authorized  and  declared  by  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  and  by  the  Annual  Conference  within  whose 
bounds  the  said  premises  are  situated." 

All  deeds  by  which  premises  are  hereafter  acquired  for 
use  as  a  parsonage  shall  contain  the  following  trust  clause : 
"In  trust,  that  such  premises  shall  be  held,  kept,  main- 
tained, and  disposed  of,  as  a  place  of  residence  for  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  the  Preachers  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
who  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  in  said  place ;  sub- 
ject to  the  usage  and  Discipline  of  said  Church,  as  from 
time  to  time  authorized  and  declared  by  the  General  Con- 
ference of  said  Church,  and  by  the  Annual  Conference  with- 
in whose  bounds  the  said  premises  are  situated." 

If  the  law  of  the  state,  territory,  or  country  in  which 
the  property  is  located  requires  a  different  method  or  means 
for  conveying  or  acquiring  fee  simple  title  to  such  property, 
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the  same  shall  apply  and  be  substituted  for  the  means  and 
method  prescribed  in  this  paragraph. 

^  445.  When  two  or  more  churches  are  united,  merged, 
or  consolidated,  the  Boards  of  Trustees  or  other  proper 
officials  of  the  constituent  Churches  shall  take  such  steps 
to  affect  the  transfer  of  the  property,  both  real  and  per- 
sonal, as  the  laws  of  the  state  shall  require. 

H  446.  When  two  or  more  Churches  comprise  a  single 
Charge  and  one  or  more  thereof  is  separated  from  such 
Charge  and  established  as  a  Charge  or  united  with  another 
Charge  which  does  not  own  a  parsonage,  each  such  Church 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  its  just  share  of  the  then  rea- 
sonable value  of  the  parsonage  in  which  it  had  invested 
funds,  and  the  amount  of  such  value  and  just  share  shall 
be  determined  by  a  committee  of  three  persons  appointed  by 
the  District  Superintendent  who  shall  not  be  members  of 
any  of  the  interested  churches.  From  any  such  determina- 
tion there  is  reserved  unto  each  of  the  interested  Churches 
the  right  of  appeal  to  the  next  succeeding  Annual  Con- 
ference. Any  sum  received  as  or  from  such  share  shall  be 
used  for  no  purpose  other  than  the  purchase  or  building  of 
a  parsonage. 

If  447.  In  no  event  shall  the  Trustees  mortgage  or  en- 
cumber real  estate  on  which  a  church  or  parsonage  is  lo- 
cated for  the  current  expense  of  a  Charge,  nor  shall  the 
principal  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  property  be 
so  used. 

^  448.  Except  as  in  this  chapter  otherwise  provided  and 
except  as  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory,  or  country  in 
which  the  property  is  located  prescribe  otherwise,  prop- 
erty belonging  to  a  charge  may  be  mortgaged  or  sold  and 
conveyed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  but  only  with  the  writ- 
ten consents  of  the  District  Superintendent  and  the  Preach- 
er in  charge,  and  with  the  authorization  of  the  Quarterly 
Conference  by  a  majority  of  those  present  and  voting  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Quarterly  Conference ;  provided,  that  not 
less  than  ten  days'  notice  of  such  meeting  and  proposed 
action  shall  have  been  given  from  the  pulpit  of  the  Charge. 

^  449.  With  the  consent  of  the  presiding  Bishop  and  of  a 
majority  of  the  District  Superintendents  the  Annual  Con- 
ference may  declare  any  Charge  or  Church  within  its 
bounds  discontinued  or  abandoned.  Upon  a  Charge  or 
Church  being  thus  discontinued  or  abandoned  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  its  Board  of  Trustees  to  make  such  disposition  of 
the  property  thereof  as  the  Annual  Conference  shall  direct, 
and  if  no  such  lawful  trustees  remain  or  if  for  any  reason 
said  Trustees  fail  to  make  such  disposition,  then  it  shall  be 
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the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Annual  Conference  to  sell 
or  dispose  of  said  property  in  accordance  with  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Annual  Conference. 

The  legislation  of  this  whole  section  shall  not  apply  in 
the  territory  of  Central  or  Provisional  Central  Conferences. 

SECTION  II.  BUILDING  AND  REMODELING  CHURCH  AND 
PARSONAGE  PROPERTY 

11 450.  Any  Church  desiring  to  purchase,  build,  or  re- 
model a  church  shall  first  secure  the  District  Superintend- 
ent's written  consent  thereto  and  the  Quarterly  Conference's 
authorization  thereof  after  not  less  than  ten  days'  notice  of 
such  proposed  action  shall  have  been  given  from  the  pulpit 
of  the  Charge.  Thereupon  the  Quarterly  Conference  shall 
appoint  a  committee  of  not  less  than  three  members  of  such 
Church  who  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  amount  required 
to  complete  such  undertaking  or  enterprise,  and  such  esti- 
mate, amount,  and  proposed  undertaking  shall  be  submit- 
ted for  approval  to  the  members  of  the  Church  not  less  than 
twenty-one  years  of  age  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  pur- 
pose. If  such  undertaking  is  that  of  building  a  church  the 
purchase  price  of  the  lot  or  lots  on  which  such  church  is  to 
be  erected  shall  be  paid  in  full,  and  before  any  such  build- 
ing is  begun  or  contract  is  entered  into  for  the  construction 
thereof  or  for  the  purchase  or  remodeling  of  an  already 
erected  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference to  acquire  a  fee  simple  title  to  such  premises  by 
deed  of  conveyance  executed  in  the  form  and  manner  as  in 
this  chapter  provided,  and  to  secure  in  cash  and  tangible  as- 
sets one-half  of  said  estimated  cost.  When  such  undertak- 
ing is  that  of  building  a  church  the  purchase  price  paid  for 
the  lot  or  lots  on  which  the  church  is  to  be  erected  may  be 
credited  as  a  tangible  asset  secured.  The  provisions  of  this 
paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  any  repairs  or  remodeling,  the 
cost  of  which  will  not  exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the 
building  affected. 

^  451.  Before  any  church  building  may  be  formally  dedi- 
cated it  shall  be  necessary  to  discharge  all  indebtedness 
against  it. 

SECTION  III.     BOARD  OF  CHURCH  LOCATION  AND  BUILDING 

^  452.  There  shall  be  in  each  District  of  an  Annual  Con- 
ference a  Board  of  Church  Location  and  Building  consist- 
ing of  the  District  Superintendent,  three  Ministers  and 
three  Laymen  nominated  by  the  District  Superintendent 
and  elected  annually  by  the  Annual  Conference; 

H  453.  Before  beginning  or  contracting  for  the  building, 
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purchase,  or  remodeling  of  church  or  parsonage  property, 
the  price  of  such  purchase,  the  plans,  specifications,  and  lo- 
cation of  such  building  or  remodeling  and  the  probable  cost 
thereof  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Church  Location 
and  Building  of  the  District  in  which  the  property  is  lo- 
cated. The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to 
remodeling,  the  cost  of  which  does  not  exceed  ten  per  cent 
of  the  value  of  the  building  affected. 

^  454.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  study  care- 
fully the  feasibility  and  financial  soundness  of  said  under- 
taking and  to  report  its  conclusions  to  the  Charge  making 
such  proposal. 

^  455.  A  decision  of  this  Board  disapproving  such  pur- 
chase, building,  or  remodeling  shall  be  final  unless  over- 
ruled by  the  Annual  Conference  to  which  there  is  reserved 
unto  such  Charge  the  right  of  appeal.

SECTION  III.     parsonage  TRUSTEES 

^  456.  Wherever  there  are  two  or  more  Churches  on  a 
pastoral  Charge,  a  separate  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting 
of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  persons,  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  such  Charge,  to  be 
the  Custodians  of  the  Parsonage  Property.  Such  Trustees 
shall  have  the  same  qualifications  as  are  required  for  Trus- 
tees of  Church  Property. 

SECTION  IV.  DISTRICT  PARSONAGES 

U  457.  When  authorized  by  the  Quarterly  Conferences  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Charges  in  the  District  a  residence  for 
the  District  Superintendent  may  be  acquired,  the  title  to 
which  may  be  held  in  trust  by  a  District  Board  of  Trustees 
of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  nine  persons  of  the 
same  qualifications  as  in  this  chapter  provided  for  Trustees 
of  Charges,  who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  District  Super- 
intendent and  elected  by  the  District  Conference.  Where 
there  is  no  District  Conference  the  Trustees  may  be  elected 
by  the  District  Stewards  or  by  the  Annual  Conference  on 
nomination  of  the  District  Superintendent.  They  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  elected,  and  shall  report  annually  to  the 
District  Conference  or  Annual  Conference.    If  the  title  to 
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the  District  parsonage  is  not  held  by  a  District  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  same  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  Trustees  of  the 
Annual  Conference  of  which  such  District  is  a  part,  and 
such  Trustees  shall  report  annually  to  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence. Except  as  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory,  or  country 
prescribe  otherwise,  district  property  held  in  trust  by  a 
District  Board  of  Trustees  may  be  mortgaged  or  sold  and 
conveyed  by  them  only  by  authority  of  the  District  Confer- 
ence or  Annual  Conference;  or  if  such  property  is  held  in 
trust  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Annual  Conference,  it  may  be 
mortgaged  or  sold  and  conveyed  by  such  Trustees  only  by 
authority  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  purchase  price 
and  maintenance  cost  of  District  parsonages  shall  be  equit- 
ably distributed  among  the  charges  of  the  District  by  the 
District  Stewards. 

SECTION  V.     TRUSTEES  OF  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

11 458.  There  shall  be  an  incorporated  Board  of  Trustees 
of  each  Annual  Conference.  This  Board  shall  consist  of 
nine  persons  of  the  same  qualifications  as  in  this  chapter 
provided  for  Trustees  of  Charges,  and  such  persons  shall 
be  the  directors  of  the  corporation.  They  shall  be  elected 
by  the  Annual  Conference  for  a  term  of  three  years,  ex- 
cept as  to  the  first  Board  so  elected,  one-third  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year,  one-third  for  a  term 
of  two  years,  and  one-third  for  a  term  of  three  years  and 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected:  provided, 
however,  that  existing  incorporated  Trustees  of  any  An- 
nual Conference  may  continue  unaffected  by  this  section 
unless  and  until  such  Charter  is  amended. 

SECTION  VI.      bishop's  RESIDENCE 

^  459.  When  authorized  by  two-thirds  of  the  Annual 
Conferences  comprising  an  Episcopal  Area  a  residence  for 
the  resident  Bishop  may  be  acquired  which  shall  be  under 
the  management  and  control  of  and  the  title  to  which  shall 
be  held  in  trust  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Annual  Conference 
within  which  the  residence  is  located,  and  the  purchase 
price  and  maintenance  cost  thereof  shall  be  equitably  dis- 
tributed by  the  Trustees  among  the  several  Conferences  in 
the  Area.  Should  an  Annual  Conference  contribute  to  the 
purchase  of  an  Episcopal  residence  and  later  be  transferred 
to  an  area  not  owning  one,  if  it  shall  ask  payment  for  its 
equity,  such  claim  shall  not  be  denied. 
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SECTION  VII.      INCORPORATED  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
METHODIST    CHURCH 

Tl  460.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  incorporated 
under  the  name  of  "The  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church."  This  Board  shall  be  composed  of  six  Min- 
isters and  six  Lay  Members.  At  least  one  of  its  members 
shall  be  chosen  from  the  bounds  of  each  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference in  the  United  States.  They  shall  be  elected  for  a 
term  of  eight  years  by  the  General  Conference  on  nomina- 
tions of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  except  as  to  the  first  such 
Board,  of  which  three  Clerical  and  three  Lay  Members 
thereof  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  three 
Clerical  and  three  Lay  Members  thereof  shall  be  elected 
for  a  term  of  eight  years  and  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  elected  and  qualified. 

^461.  This  corporation  shall  receive  and  administer  new 
trusts  and  funds  and  so  far  as  may  be  legal  be  the  success- 
ors in  trust  of  "The  Trustees  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,"  a  corporation  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
state  of  Ohio,  and  of  "The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  South,"  a  corporation  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Tennessee,  and  of  the  "Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,"  a  corpora- 
tion incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Maryland 
and,  so  far  as  is  legal  and  as  such  successors  in  trust  it  shall 
be  and  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  receive  from  its 
said  predecessor  corporations  all  trust  funds  and  assets  of 
every  kind  and  character,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  held  by 
them  or  either  of  them,  and  it  shall  be  and  is  authorized 
to  administer  such  trusts  and  funds  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  under  which  they  have  been  previously  received 
and  administered  by  said  predecessor  corporations.  But 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  require  the 
dissolution  of  the  three  corporations  above  mentioned  and 
they  shall  continue  to  administer  such  funds  as  may  not  be 
legally  transferred  to  the  new  corporation.  There  shall  be 
a  correlating  Committee  of  nine  members  of  which  three 
shall  be  appointed  by  each  of  the  existing  corporations. 
This  committee  shall  have  authority  to  secure  a  charter  for 
the  new  corporation  and  to  arrange  the  details  for  handling 
the  trusts  in  accordance  with  their  terms. 

^  463.  The  object  and  duty  of  this  Board  shall  be  to  receive, 
collect,  and  hold  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  The  Methodist 
Church  any  and  all  donations,  bequests  and  devises  of  any 
kind  or  character,  real  or  personal,  that  may  be  given,  de- 
vised, bequeathed,  or  conveyed  unto  said  Board  or  to  The

Methodist  Church  as  such  for  any  benevolent,  charitable  or 
religious  purpose  and  to  administer  the  same  and  the  in- 
come therefrom  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the 
donor,  trustor,  or  testator  and  in  the  interests  of  the 
Church,  society,  institution  or  agency  contemplated  by  such 
donors,  trustors,  or  testators  under  the  direction  of  the 
General  Conference.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  invest, 
reinvest,  buy,  sell,  transfer,  and  convey  any  and  all  funds 
and  properties  which  it  may  hold  in  trust  subject  always 
to  the  terms  of  the  legacy,  devise,  or  donation.  When  the 
use  to  be  made  of  any  such  donation,  bequest,  or  devise  is 
not  otherwise  designated,  the  same  shall  be  added  to  and 
become  a  part  of  "The  Permanent  Fund"  of  the  Methodist 
Church. 

^  464.  The  Board  may  intervene  and  take  all  necessary 
legal  steps  to  safeguard  and  protect  the  interests  and  rights 
of  The  Methodist  Church  anywhere,  in  all  matters  relating 
to  property  and  rights  to  property  whether  arising  by  gift, 
devise,  or  otherwise,  or  where  held  in  trust  or  established 
for  the  benefit  of  The  Methodist  Church  or  its  membership ; 
or  abandoned  Church  property  where  Annual  Conference 
Trustees  neglect  to  take  necessary  steps  to  protect  the  in- 
terests of  the  members  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  such 
property. 

^  465.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor  within  the  bounds 
of  whose  Charge  any  such  gift,  bequest,  or  devise  is  made 
to  give  prompt  notice  thereof  to  said  Board  which  shall 
proceed  to  take  such  steps  as  are  necessary  and  proper  to 
conserve,  protect,  and  administer  the  same.  But  the  Board 
may  decline  to  receive  or  administer  any  such  gift,  devise, 
or  bequest  for  any  reason  satisfactory  to  the  Board. 

^  466.  The  Board  shall  make  to  each  General  Confer- 
ence a  full,  true  and  faithful  report  of  its  doings,  of  all 
funds,  moneys,  securities  and  property  held  in  trust  by  it 
and  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  quadren- 
nium. 

^  467.  There  shall  be  a  fund  known  as  "The  Permanent 
Fund"  to  be  held  and  administered  by  the  Board,  the  prin- 
cipal of  which  shall  be  kept  intact  forever  and  the  interest 
accumulating  from  said  Fund  shall  be  used  by  the  Board 
as  the  General  Conference  shall  direct. 

SECTION  VIII.    TRUSTEES  OF  SCHOOLS  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS 

II 468.  Trustees  of  schools,  colleges,  universities,  hospi- 
tals, homes,  orphanages,  institutes  and  other  institutions 
owned  or  controlled  by  The  Methodist  Church  shall  be  at 
least  twenty-one  years  of  age.    At  all  times  not  less  than 
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three-fourths  of  them  shall  be  members  of  The  Methodist 
Church  and  all  must  be  nominated,  confirmed  or  elected  by 
some  governing  body  of  the  Church  or  by  some  body  or 
officer  thereof  to  which  or  to  whom  this  power  has  been 
delegated  by  the  governing  body  of  the  Church;  'provided 
that  when  an  institution  is  owned  and  operated  jointly  with 
some  other  denomination  or  organization,  said  requirement 
that  three-fourths  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  members  of  The 
Methodist  Church  shall  apply  only  to  the  portions  of  the 
Trustees  representing  The  Methodist  Church. 

SECTION  IX.     AUDITING  AND  BONDING 

^  469.  All  persons  holding  trust  funds,  securities  or  mon- 
eys of  any  kind  belonging  to  the  General  Conference  or  to 
Annual  or  Mission  Conferences  or  to  those  organizations 
under  the  control  of  the  General,  Annual  or  Mission  Con- 
ferences shall  be  bonded  in  a  reliable  company  in  such  good 
and  sufficient  sum  as  the  Conference  may  direct.  The  ac- 
counts of  such  persons  shall  be  audited  at  least  annually, 
preferably  by  a  certified  public  accountant  or  a  competent 
auditing  committee  carefully  chosen  by  the  Commission  on 
Finance  and  the  findings  of  such  audit  shall  be  published 
in  the  Conference  Minutes. 

SECTION  X.     PROVISION  FOR  LOCAL  LAWS 

^  470.  Whenever  the  law  of  the  state,  territory,  or  coun- 
try in  which  is  located  any  property  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  its  agencies  or  subdivisions,  or  the  provisions  of  an 
existing  charter  of  a  corporation  organized  and  holding 
property  for  such  purposes,  requires  otherwise  than  in  this 
chapter  prescribed,  such  law  or  charter  shall  apply  and  be 
substituted  for  such  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  as 
are  in  conflict  with  such  law  or  charter.

SECTION  I.      general  BOARD  OF  LAY  ACTIVITIES 

^  601.  The  purpose  of  the  Board  of  Lay  Activities  shall 
be  to  deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  the  laymen  of  the  Church 
and  to  secure  among  laymen  an  increasing  loyalty  and  in- 
terest with  the  ultimate  end  in  view  of  an  active  working 
force  in  each  local  Church. 

H  602.  The  General  Board  of  Lay  Activities  shall  be  com- 
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posed  of  six  active  Bishops,  one  from  each  Jurisdiction; 
six  active  Ministers,  one  from  each  Jurisdiction;  twenty- 
four  Lay  Members,  elected  by  the  several  Jurisdictional 
Conferences  on  the  basis  of  Church  membership ;  provided 
that  these  Lay  Members  shall  be  elected  from  the  Confer- 
ence Lay  Leaders  of  the  several  Annual  Conferences  in 
the  Jurisdiction.  The  headquarters  of  the  General  Board 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  General  Conference. 

II  603.  The  Board  shall  promote  a  program  of  Lay  Activi- 
ties which  shall  include  Christian  stewardship,  Christian 
fellowship,  personal  evangelism,  lay  speaking  or  preaching, 
the  circulation  of  Church  papers  and  other  Christian  litera- 
ture, the  Benevolences,  adequate  support  of  the  Ministry, 
sound  Church  finance  in  the  Local  Church,  attendance  upon 
worship  services,  men's  work  (including  Brotherhoods), 
the  training  of  official  boards,  work  for  boys  and  youth, 
the  Christianizing  of  personal  and  community  life,  co- 
operation with  other  General  Boards  and  Agencies,  and 
District  and  Conference  organizations  to  make  more  effec- 
tive the  entire  program  of  Lay  Activities. 

1[  604.  The  General  Conference  shall  elect  an  Executive 
Secretary,  who  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  work 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  and  who  shall  be  subject 
to  the  authority  and  control  of  the  Board.  On  nomination 
of  the  General  Secretary  such  Associate  Secretaries  as  the 
Board  deems  necessary  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board.  The 
Board  shall  have  authority  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  ad 
interim,  including  that  of  the  Executive  Secretary. 

^  605.  The  work  of  this  Board  shall  be  considered  a 
benevolent  interest  of  the  Church,  and  the  General  Commis- 
sion on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  include  in  the  ap- 
propriations recommended  for  adoption  by  the  General 
Conference  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
support  of  the  Board.  This  Board  shall  report  to  the  Com- 
mission its  estimate  of  the  amount  needed  annually  for  its 
work. 

!I  606.  This  Board  shall  report  quadrennially  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  and  to  the  several  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ences. 

II  607.  This  Board  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  of  a 
President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a 
Treasurer.  It  shall  have  authority  to  regulate  its  own  pro- 
ceedings. 

SECTION  II.     JURISDICTIONAL  BOARDS 

H  608.  There  maj^  be  in  every  Jurisdiction  a  Jurisdictional 
Board  of  Lay  Activities  composed  of  the  Conference  Lay 
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Leaders  of  the  several  Annual  Conferences  in  the  Juris- 
diction ;  two  active  Bishops,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  General  Board  of  Lay  Activities,  three  active  Min- 
isters, one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  General  Board 
of  Lay  Activities,  elected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference 
on  the  nomination  of  the  Committee  on  Lay  Activities. 

1[  609.  Within  the  Jurisdiction  this  Board  shall  promote 
the  program  of  Lay  Activities  as  outlined  by  the  General 
Board  of  Lay  Activities  under  the  authority  of  the  General 
Conference. 

^  610.  The  Jurisdictional  Conference  may  elect  a  Secre- 
tary of  Lay  Activities,  who  shall  have  general  supervision 
of  the  work  in  the  Jurisdiction  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board,  and  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  authority  and  con- 
trol of  the  Board.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  fill 
vacancies  occurring  ad  interim,  including  that  of  Secretary. 

1[  611.  The  work  of  this  Board  shall  be  considered  a 
benevolent  interest  of  the  Church  within  the  Jurisdiction, 
and  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  Commission  on  Budget 
shall  include  in  the  appropriations  recommended  for  adop- 
tion by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  such  sum  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  support  of  the  Board.  This  Board  shall 
report  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  Commission  on 
Budget  its  estimate  of  the  amount  needed  annually  for  its 
work. 

^  612.  This  Board  shall  report  quadrennially  to  the  Juris- 
dictional Conference. 

^  613.  This  Board  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  of  a 
President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a 
Treasurer.  It  shall  have  authority  to  regulate  its  own  pro- 
ceedings. 

SECTION  III.     ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  BOARDS 

^  614.  There  shall  be  in  every  Annual  Conference  a  Con- 
ference Board  of  Lay  Activities,  composed  of  the  Confer- 
ence Lay  Leader,  who  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Board,  the 
District  Lay  Leader  and  the  two  Associate  District  Lay 
Leaders  from  each  district,  and  the  District  Superintend- 
ents of  the  Conference. 

^  615.  The  Conference  Lay  Leader  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually by  the  Lay  Members  of  the  Annual  Conference. 
Nominations  shall  be  made  by  the  Conference  Board  of 
Lay  Activities,  and  other  nominations  may  be  made  from 
the  floor. 

^  616.  This  Board  shall  report  to  the  Annual  Conference 
at  its  annual  session  and  shall  hold  an  anniversary,  or 
otherwise  provide  for  an  adequate  representation  of  the 
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work  of  Lay  Activities,  during  the  session  of  the  Confer- 
ence. This  Board  shall  carry  out  the  program  of  Lay  Ac- 
tivities as  outlined  under  the  direction  of  the  General  and 
Jurisdictional  Boards  of  Lay  Activities,  and  also  co-operate 
with  the  other  Conference  Boards  in  executing  their  plans 
for  larger  service  in  the  work  of  the  Church. 

^  617.  This  Board  shall  hold  one  annual  meeting  each 
year  in  connection  with  the  Annual  Conference  session  and 
such  other  meetings  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  the 
Board  and  upon  the  call  of  the  Chairman.  The  Conference 
Board  shall  have  authority  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Conference  Lay  Leader. 

1[  618.  The  Annual  Conference  Board  shall  estimate  an- 
nually the  amount  necessary  for  the  support  of  its  work  and 
report  this  amount  to  the  Annual  Conference  Commission 
on  Budget  for  its  consideration  and  recommendation  to  the 
Annual  Conference. 

SECTION  IV.     DISTRICT  BOARDS 

^  619.  There  shall  be  in  every  District  a  District  Board 
of  Lay  Activities  composed  of  the  District  Lay  Leader,  who 
shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Board,  two  Associate  District 
Lay  Leaders,  the  District  Superintendent,  and  the  Lay 
Leader  of  each  Charge  in  the  District. 

^  620.  The  District  and  Associate  District  Lay  Leaders 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  District  Conference  upon 
nomination  of  a  Committee  to  be  named  by  the  District  Su- 
perintendent or  by  a  Committee  of  the  District  Board  of 
Lay  Activities,  of  which  Committee  the  District  Superin- 
tendent may  be  a  member.  In  Annual  Conferences  where 
District  Conferences  are  not  held,  the  Annual  Conference 
shall  elect  the  District  and  Associate  District  Lay  Leaders 
upon  nomination  of  a  Committee  named  by  the  District 
Superintendents.

SECTION  V.     CHARGE  BOARDS 

^  623.  The  Official  Board,  in  co-operation  with  the  Pas- 
tor, shall  be  responsible  for  the  program  of  Lay  Activities 
in  the  Station  Church  as  outlined  under  the  direction  of 
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the  General,  Jurisdictional,  Conference,  and  District  Boards 
of  Lay  Activities. 

^624.  The  Pastor  shall  call  this  Board  to  meet  as  soon 
as  practicable  after  the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference 
for  organization  and  for  perfecting  plans  for  the  work  of 
the  year. 

IT  625.  The  Charge  Lay  Leader  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Official  Board. 

SECTION  VI.      THE  CIRCUIT  BOARD 

^  626.  The  Official  Boards  of  the  several  Churches  of  the  / 
Circuit,  in  co-operation  with  the  Pastor,  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  program  of  Lay  Activities  as  outlined  under 
the   direction   of  the   General,   Jurisdictional,   Conference, 
and  District  Boards  of  Lay  Activities. 

If  627.  These  Boards  shall  also  promote  harmony  and 
Christian  fellowship  among  the  Churches  of  the  Circuit  to 
the  end  that  a  larger  service  may  be  rendered  by  the  Circuit. 

II  628.  The  Pastor  shall  call  these  Boards  to  meet  as  soon 
as  practicable  after  the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference 
for  organization  and  for  perfecting  plans  for  the  work  of 
the  year. 

^  629.  The  Charge  Lay  Leader  of  the  Circuit  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  the  Quarterly  Conference  at  the  session 
next  preceding  the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

If  630.  The  Chairmen  of  the  Official  Boards  of  the  several 
Churches  of  the  Charge  shall  be  the  Church  Lay  Leaders, 
except  that  where  the  Pastor  is  Chairman,  the  Official 
Boards  shall  elect  the  Church  Lay  Leaders. 

SECTION  VII.     DUTIES  OF  LAY  LEADERS 

^631.  The  Conference  Lay  Leaders  shall  give  direction 
to  the  work  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Lay  Activities, 
make  a  written  report  to  the  Board  at  its  regular  annual 
session,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Jurisdictional 
Secretary  at  the  close  of  the  Conference  year,  which  shall 
include  the  names  and  correct  addresses  of  the  District, 
Associate  District,  and  Charge  Lay  Leaders  of  the  several 
Districts  and  Charges. 

^  632.  The  District  and  Associate  District  Lay  Leaders 
shall  co-operate  with  the  District  Superintendent  in  giving 
direction  to  the  work  of  the  District  Board  of  Lay  Activi- 
ties. 

^  633.  The  District  Lay  Leader  shall  make  a  written  re- 
port to  the  District  Board  of  Lay  Activities  at  its  regular 
annual  session  and  also  a  written  report  to  the  Conference 
Lay  Leader  at  the  close  of  the  Conference  year,  which  shall

shall  co-operate  with  the  Pastor  in  giving  full  direction  to 
the  work  of  the  Official  Board,  co-operate  with  the  District 
Lay  Leader  in  the  program  of  Lay  Activities  for  the  Dis- 
trict, and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence and  annually  to  the  District  Lay  Leader. 

^  635.  The  Charge  Lay  Leader  of  the  Circuit  Charge 
shall  co-operate  with  the  Pastor  in  giving  full  direction  to 
the  work  of  Lay  Activities  within  the  Circuit,  co-operate 
with  the  District  Lay  Leader  in  the  program  of  Lay  Activi- 
ties for  the  District,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the 
Quarterly  Conference  and  annually  to  the  District  Lay 
Leader  which  shall  include  the  correct  names  and  addresses 
of  the  several  Church  Lay  Leaders  of  the  Circuit. 

^  636.  The  Church  Lay  Leader  shall  co-operate  with  the 
Pastor  in  directing  the  work  of  the  Official  Board  of  the 
Church,  co-operate  with  the  Charge  Lay  Leader  in  the 
program  of  Lay  Activities  for  the  Circuit  and  make  a  writ- 
ten quarterly  report  to  the  Charge  Lay  Leader.

^  500.  Provision  for  receiving  and  distributing  the  in- 
comes from  askings  of  the  various  Church  Boards  and  Com- 
missions, both  General  and  Annual  Conference ;  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  ministry,  including  Bishops,  the  widows  and 
minor  children  of  deceased  Bishops,  District  Superintend- 
ents, Pastors,  and  Conference  Claimants;  the  support  of 
the  local  Church  and  for  meeting  the  needs  of  the  General 
Conference  and  of  all  other  interests  or  institutions  asking 
for  financial  support,  shall  be  made  according  to  the  fol- 
lowing plan : 

SECTION  I.     general  COMMISSION  ON  WORLD  SERVICE 
AND  FINANCE 

^  501.  There  shall  be  a  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  constituted  as  follows:  Two  Ministers 
and  two  Lay  Members  elected  by  the  General  Conference 
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from  each  Jurisdiction  nominated  by  the  Bishops  thereof; 
six  Members  at  large,  two  of  whom  shall  be  Bishops,  nomi- 
nated by  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  elected  by  the  Gen- 
eral Conference.  No  member,  including  said  Bishops,  or 
employee  of  any  connectional  board  or  agency  shall  be  eli- 
gible to  membership.  The  Bishops  shall  not  be  present  in 
the  sessions  of  the  Commission  when  the  salaries  of  the 
Bishops  or  matters  pertaining  to  the  Episcopal  Fund  are 
being  considered.  Vacancies  during  the  quadrennium  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  shall  meet  annually  or  on  call  of  the 
Chairman.  Sixteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
The  expenses  of  the  Commission  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  General  Administration  Fund.  It  shall  serve 
four  years  and  until  the  adjournment  of  the  next  succeed- 
ing General  Conference. 

T[  502.  Officers.  The  officers  of  the  Commission  shall  be 
a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Recording  Secretary  and  a 
Treasurer  elected  by  the  Commission  who  shall  serve  four 
years  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualify. 
The  President,  Vice-President  and  Secretary  shall  be  elect- 
ed from  the  membership  of  the  Commission.  The  officers 
shall  perform  the  duties  usually  attached  to  their  respective 
offices. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  from  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence Treasurers  and  all  other  sources  all  funds  intended 
(1)  for  the  support  of  the  General  Benevolences,  (2)  for 
the  General  Administration  Fund,  and  (3)  for  the  Episcopal 
Fund,  and  shall  disburse  the  same  as  may  be  ordered  by 
the  General  Conference  or  by  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance.  No  one  of  these  funds  shall 
be  drawn  on  for  the  benefit  of  another. 

The  Treasurer  shall  report  annually  to  the  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  and  to  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence Commissions  as  to  all  amounts  received  and  disbursed 
during  the  year.  He  shall  also  give  to  the  General  Con- 
ference a  full  and  detailed  report  of  the  financial  transac- 
tions of  the  Commission  for  each  succeeding  quadrennium. 
The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  in  such  amount  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Commission. 

^  503.  The  Executive  Secretary,  or  duly  authorized  rep- 
resentative, of  each  of  the  Boards  and  other  agencies  for 
which  askings  are  authorized  by  the  General  Conference 
shall  appear  before  the  Commission  to  represent  interests 
for  which  each  is  responsible. 

^  504.  The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance,  after  making  diligent  effort  to  secure  full  inf orma- 
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tion  regarding  the  general  interests  of  the  Church,  in  order 
that  none  may  be  neglected,  jeopardized,  or  excluded,  shall 
recommend  to  the  General  Conference  for  its  action  and 
determination  in  a  single  budget  the  total  amount  to  be 
apportioned  for  all  connectional  interests.  The  apportion- 
ments for  connectional  causes  in  the  interval  between  Gen- 
eral Conferences  may  be  changed  when  such  adjustment  is 
required  by  an  emergency,  but  such  change  must  receive  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  pres- 
ent and  voting,  together  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Council 
of  Bishops. 

Any  General  Board  or  agency  requesting  the  privilege 
of  a  Church-wide  collection  in  the  interests  of  its  work 
shall  present  such  request  to  the  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  when  the  askings  of  the  Board  or 
agency  for  the  ensuing  quadrennium  are  presented  to  the 
Commission. 

The  Commission  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  as  to  the  special  collections  and  special 
days  to  be  authorized.  The  Commission  shall  bring  to  the 
General  Conference  a  recommendation  in  the  case  of  each 
collection  as  to  whether  the  income  from  such  special  collec- 
tion shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  support  from  the  Benevo- 
lence funds  by  the  Board  receiving  such  collection,  or 
whether  the  income  from  such  special  collection  shall  be 
over  and  above  the  support  of  the  Board  or  agency  from  the 
General  Benevolence  funds. 

1]  505.  The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  determine  the  ratio  of  total  apportionments 
and  receipts  to  be  allotted  to  each  of  the  interests  included 
in  the  budget,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  General  Confer- 
ence for  approval.  Thereafter,  no  benevolent  interest  shall 
be  allowed  to  have  a  prior  or  preferred  claim  except  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  at  a  regular 
or  called  meeting  of  the  Commission,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Council  of  Bishops.  The  Commission  shall  act  as 
arbiter  in  all  cases  of  interboard  disagreement  on  financial 
matters  and  shall  consider  complaints  from  contributors, 
both  individual  and  organization.  It  shall  preserve  the 
principle  of  voluntary  acceptance  of  apportionments  by  the 
local  Church. 

^  506.  The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  recommend  to  the  General  Conference  the 
salaries  of  the  effective  Bishops,  the  allowance  for  their  ex- 
pense of  house,  office,  and  travel,  the  support  of  retired 
Bishops  and  the  widows  and  minor  children  6f  deceased 
Bishops;   and  the  total  amount  adopted  by  the  General 
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Conference  shall  be  included  in  the  apportionment  for  the 
Episcopal  Fund. 

^  507.  The  apportionments  approved  by  the  General  Con- 
ference for  the  General  Benevolences  and  the  General  Ad- 
ministration Fund  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  to  the  several  Annual  Con- 
ferences and  apportioned  on  an  equitable  basis,  having  re- 
gard to  the  number  of  members  in  each  Annual  Conference, 
as  the  first  factor,  and  to  the  amounts  contributed  by  it  for 
ministerial  support  (not  counting  missionary  aid),  current 
expenses  (exclusive  of  money  raised  for  debt,  interest, 
building  and  improvements  and  all  special  campaigns),  and 
for  Annual  Conference  and  General  Benevolences,  as  the 
second  factor.  The  median  of  the  two  fractions  thus  at- 
tained for  any  Annual  Conference  shall  constitute  the  frac- 
tional part  of  each  of  the  several  askings  upon  the  Church 
at  large  to  be  apportioned  to  it.  Proper  adjustment  shall 
be  made  for  any  changes  in  Conference  boundaries.  The 
percentage  fixed  by  the  Commission  for  transmittal  to  the 
several  Annual  Conferences  shall  be  reported  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  before  adjournment  and  recorded  in  the 
Journal. 

^  508.  The  Commission  shall  aid  in  standardizing  annuity 
rates  and  formulating  policies  for  the  writing  of  annui- 
ties by  institutions  and  agencies  operating  under  the  aus- 
pices of  The  Methodist  Church. 

^  509.  The  Commission  may  receive,  take  title  to,  sell, 
dispose  of,  or  hold  absolutely  or  in  trust,  property,  real  and 
personal,  for  the  benefit  of  the  General  Benevolences  of  the 
Church  and  for  distribution  thereto. 

^  510.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  Commission  on  World  Serv- 
ice and  Finance  and  for  the  Boards  and  agencies  related  to 
it  shall  be  from  June  1  to  May  31.

section  II.     ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  COMMISSION  ON  FINANCE 

][  511.  There  shall  be  in  each  Annual  Conference  a  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance  composed  of  five 
Ministers  and  six  Lay  Members,  nominated  by  the  District 
Superintendents  and  elected  by  the  Annual  Conference  next 
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succeeding  the  General  Conference.  They  shall  serve  for 
four  years,  beginning  with  the  adjournment  of  that  An- 
nual Conference.  No  member  or  employee  of  any  Con- 
ference or  Connectional  Board  shall  be  eligible.  The  Chair- 
man of  each  Conference  Board  or  Commission,  or  some 
person  appointed  by  it,  shall  have  opportunity  to  represent 
the  claims  of  his  Board  or  Commission  before  the  Annual 
Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance. 

^  512.  The  Commission  shall  make  diligent  effort  to  se- 
cure full  information  regarding  all  Conference  interests 
that  none  may  be  neglected,  jeopardized,  or  excluded  and 
shall  recommend  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  its  action 
and  determination  the  total  amount  to  be  appointed  for 
each. 

1[513.  The  Commission  shall  recommend  to  the  Annual 
Conference  for  its  action  the  percentage  of  the  total  sum  for 
Annual  Conference  interests  which  shall  be  allotted  to  each 
such  interest. 

^  514.  The  Commission  shall  determine  the  amounts  to 
be  apportioned  to  each  District  of  the  Annual  Conference 
for  both  General  and  Annual  Conference  budgets,  when 
these  have  been  determined  as  previously  set  forth,  and 
shall  report  them  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  approval. 

^  515.  The  Commission  shall  organize  by  electing  a  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commission.  The  Treas- 
urer shall  be  bonded  in  a  surety  company  approved  by  the 
auditing  committee  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

^  516.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission,  unless 
otherwise  provided  for,  to  estimate  the  amount  necessary 
to  furnish  a  sufficient  and  equitable  support  for  the  District 
Superintendent  of  each  District  in  the  Conference,  includ- 
ing salary,  suitable  provision  for  rent,  travel  and  office  ex- 
pense. It  shall  report  this  estimate  to  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence for  approval.  The  Conference  Treasurer,  or  District 
Treasurers,  elected  by  the  Annual  Conference,  shall  remit 
monthly  to  the  several  District  Superintendents  the  amounts 
due  them,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Annual  Conference 
may  borrow  the  funds  necessary  to  make  this  possible. 

^517.  Annual  Conferences  which  elect  to  do  so  may  pro- 
vide for  the  support  of  District  Superintendents  through 
a  District  Stewards'  Meeting  instead  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance.  In  that 
case,  there  shall  be  held  annually  in  such  Districts  a  meet- 
ing composed  of  the  District  Stewards.  Under  the  Chair- 
manship of  the  District  Superintendent  the  meeting  shall 
estimate  and  apportion  the  salary  and   expenses   of  the 
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District  Superintendent  among  the  several  Charges,  ac- 
cording to  their  abihty.  They  shall  distribute  to  the 
Charges  the  total  apportionments  ordered  by  the  General 
and  Annual  Conferences,  and  transmitted  to  the  District 
by  the  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance.  The  amount  apportioned  for  the  support  of 
the  District  Superintendent  shall  be  added  by  the  Official 
Board  of  each  Charge  to  the  salary  estimated  for  the  Pas- 
tor and  its  collection  shall  be  provided  for  in  the  same  way. 
Distribution  shall  be  made  on  a  pro  rata  basis.  The  District 
Stewards  may  elect  a  Treasurer,  or  payment  may  be  made 
direct  by  the  Treasurer  or  disbursing  Steward  of  each  Pas- 
toral Charge.  There  shall  be  a  settlement  day  at  least  once 
a  quarter  when  proportional  payments  for  the  various  items 
of  ministerial  support  shall  be  made. 

SECTION  III.     GENERAL  ADMINISTRATION 

^  518.  The  General  Administration  Fund  shall  provide 
for  the  expenses  of  the  Judicial  Council,  the  sessions  of  the 
General  Conference,  such  General  Conference  Commissions 
and  Committees  as  may  be  appointed,  and  for  authorized 
interchurch  activities.  The  Episcopal  Fund,  raised  sepa- 
rately from  the  benevolences,  shall  provide  for  the  salary 
and  expenses  of  effective  Bishops,  for  the  support  of  Re- 
tired Bishops  and  of  the  widows  and  minor  children  of  de- 
ceased Bishops.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  these  claims 
upon  proper  voucher.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Gen- 
eral Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance,  they  shall 
have  authority  to  borrow  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  proper  execution  of  the  orders  of  the  General  Con- 
ference. 

^  519.  The  Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  is  directed  to  send  monthly  to 
each  Bishop  and  Missionary  Bishop  a  check  covering  one- 
twelfth  of  the  annual  salary,  the  house  rent,  or  maintenance, 
and  office  expenses,  as  estimated  by  the  Commission.  He 
shall  also  pay  the  claim  for  official  travel  of  a  Bishop,  or  a 
Missionary  Bishop,  upon  presentation  of  an  itemized 
voucher. 

^  520.  "Official  travel"  of  an  effective  Bishop  shall  be  in- 
terpreted to  include  all  visitations  within  his  Area  to  Church 
institutions  or  enterprises  of  The  Methodist  Church,  where 
the  call  of  need  or  opportunity  warrants  his  presence  and 
service.  "Official  travel"  shall  include  also  such  journeys  out- 
side his  Area  as  are  within  the  meaning  of  "travel  through 
the  Connection  at  large."  For  all  such  official  travel  within 
and  outside  his  Area,  an  effective  Bishop,  upon  presenta- 
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tion  of  an  itemized  voucher,  shall  have  the  right  of  claim 
on  the  Episcopal  Fund,  within  such  limits  as  may  be  set 
by  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance. 
No  part  of  the  expense  of  such  visitations  shall  be  accepted 
from  local  Methodist  Churches  or  enterprises  within  the 
Bishop's  Area  or  for  visitations  made  while  in  official 
"travel  through  the  Connection  at  large." 

Nothing  in  this  interpretation  is  intended  to  preclude  the 
acceptance  of  an  honorarium  for  special  or  nonofficial  en- 
gagements of  a  Bishop  outside  his  Area  or  for  services 
rendered  upon  invitations  from  other  than  Methodist 
Church  enterprises  within  his  Area,  provided  that  such 
engagements  do  not  interfere  with  his  official  duties. 

^  521.  The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  apportion  among  the  several  Annual  Confer- 
ences the  sum  required  to  be  raised  for  all  connectional 
purposes.  The  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  shall  apportion  the  same  to  the  sev- 
eral Districts.  The  District  Superintendent,  or  the  District 
Stewards'  Meeting,  shall  apportion  the  same  to  the  several 
Charges  of  each  District  as  the  Annual  Conference  may 
order. 

^  522.  Each  Annual  Conference  shall  elect  a  Conference 
Treasurer  at  the  first  session  of  the  Annual  Conference 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Conference  on  nomi- 
nation of  the  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance.  He  shall  serve  for  a  quadrennium  or 
until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualify.  The  Con- 
ference Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
have  full  authority  and  supervision  over  the  Treasurer, 
and  after  consultation  with  the  Bishop  in  charge  shall  have 
the  power  to  remove  him  from  office  for  cause  and  to  fill 
vacancies  ad  interim.  The  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance  shall  have  the  books  of  the  Conference  Treas- 
urer audited  within  forty  days  after  the  close  of  the  An- 
nual Conference. 

II 523.  All  amounts  collected  in  the  local  Churches  on 
General  and  Conference  askings  shall  be  sent  monthly  by 
the  local  church  Treasurer  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Annual 
Conference.  Annual  Conference  Treasurers  shall  make 
monthly  distribution  of  the  funds  received  to  the  Treas- 
urers of  the  several  boards  or  institutions  for  Conference 
work  and  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  for  connectional  work  accord- 
ing to  the  precentages  fixed  by  the  General  Conference  or 
the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance. 
The  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and

Finance  shall  provide  suitable  bonds  for  the  Annual  Con- 
ference Treasurer  and  the  Treasurers  of  the  several  Annual 
Conference  Boards  and  causes  and  shall  designate  a  deposi- 
tory or  depositories  for  Annual  Conference  funds.  It  shall 
require  the  Treasurers  of  all  boards,  societies,  and  institu- 
tions to  be  bonded  in  companies  approved  by  the  Annual 
Conference  Committee  on  Audit. 

SECTION  IV.      THE  COMMISSION  ON  THE  PROMOTION 
OF  THE  BENEVOLENCES 

^  524.  There  shall  be  a  Commission  for  the  Promotion 
of  the  General  Conference  Benevolences.  This  Commis- 
sion shall  be  composed  of  one  effective  Bishop  from  each 
Jurisdiction  appointed  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  one  Min- 
ister and  one  Lay  Member  elected  by  each  Jurisdictional 
Conference,  and  the  Executive  Secretaries  of  the  General 
Conference  Benevolence  Boards.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
Commission  to  promote  a  Church-wide  interest  in  home  and 
foreign  missions,  in  Christian  education  and  in  all  of  the 
benevolent  causes  authorized  by  the  General  Conference. 
The  expenses  of  this  Commission  and  of  its  promotional 
work  shall  be  paid  by  the  General  Conference  Benevolence 
Boards  and  agencies. 

SECTION  V.     CULTIVATION  AND  COLLECTION 

t[  525.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference  the  District  Superintendent  shall  pre- 
sent to  every  Charge  in  the  District  the  amount  apportioned 
to  it  by  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  for  Connectional  and  Conference  benevolences.  It 
shall  be  the  joint  responsibility  of  the  Pastor,  the  District 
Steward,  and  the  Church  Lay  Leader  to  present  to  a  meet- 
ing of  each  congregation  in  a  Charge  the  program  of  be- 
nevelonces  and  administration,  an  explanation  of  the  vari- 
ous causes  supported,  and  a  statement  of  the  amount  of 
askings  from  that  congregation  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
was  determined.  Such  presentation  to  each  local  congrega- 
tion shall  be  made  before  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  that 
Charge  shall  set  the  amount  of  its  acceptance.  The  First  or 
Second  Quarterly  Conference  may  accept,  increase,  or  de- 
crease the  amount  apportioned.  The  amount  voted  by  the 
Quarterly  Conference  shall  be  the  amount  apportioned  for 
the  charge. 

^  526.  The  District  Superintendent  shall  report  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Annual  Conference  Commission  the 
amounts  that  have  been  accepted  by  the  District,  charge  by 
charge,  and  the  Chairman  shall  inform  the  Commission  and 
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the  various  Conference  interests  regarding  the  total 
amounts  which  have  been  accepted  by  that  Conference  for 
the  current  year.  The  Bishops,  District  Superintendents, 
Pastors,  and  official  Laymen  shall  make  diligent  effort  to 
raise  the  full  amount  of  the  askings  accepted  by  the  Charges. 
In  the  case  of  Charges  which  have  not  been  using  this  plan 
heretofore  it  is  advised  that  they  arrange  their  affairs  so 
as  to  inaugurate  it  immediately  following  the  first  General 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

SECTION  VI.      MISCELLANEOUS 

^  527.  Special  gifts,  bequests,  and  annuities  for  endow- 
ment purposes  made  to  colleges,  universities,  hospitals,  or- 
phanages, and  other  authorized  institutions  and  boards  shall 
not  be  charged  against  the  askings  for  any  institution  or 
Board  from  the  benevolent  collections. 

^  528.  Pastoral  Charges,  individuals  or  groups  may  des- 
ignate their  gifts  to  the  work  of  any  Board  or  agency  or  to 
one  or  more  projects  or  types  of  work  under  their  direction; 
provided  that  these  have  been  included  in  the  program  of 
the  Boards  as  approved  by  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance.  Such  gifts  shall  be  applied  to 
the  work  to  which  they  have  been  designated  and  when 
credited  on  the  apportionment  of  a  local  Church  shall  be 
charged  as  a  part  of  the  ratio  share  of  the  Board  or  Boards 
receiving  them  in  the  distributable  General  Benevolence 
Funds. 

^  529.  When  the  total  amount  to  be  apportioned  to  the 
several  claims  has  been  determined  by  the  General  Con- 
ference and  in  the  case  of  Conference  causes  by  the  Annual 
Conference,  the  following  principle  shall  apply : 

No  General  Board  or  interest,  such  as  a  school,  college, 
university,  or  hospital,  shall  make  a  special  Church-wide 
appeal  for  funds  without  the  approval  of  the  General  Con- 
ference, or  in  the  interim  between  General  Conferences, 
without  the  approval  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  the  Gen- 
eral Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance;  no  An- 
nual Conference  Board  or  interest  as  above  defined  shall 
make  a  special  Conference-wide  appeal  for  funds  to  the 
Churches  without  the  approval  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

^  530.  The  salaries  and  any  expense  items  paid  to  all 
connectional  officers  and  their  chief  assistants  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  report  of  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  to  the  General  Conference.  The  vari- 
ous Annual  Conference  Boards  and  agencies  shall  report 
to  the  Annual  Conferences  the  salaries  and  traveling  ex- 
penses allowed  to  all  Secretaries  in  their  employ.

A  SOCIAL  CREED 

The  interest  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  Social  Welfare 
springs  from  the  labors  of  John  Wesley,  who  ministered  to 
the  physical,  intellectual,  and  social  needs  of  the  people  to 
whom  he  preached  the  gospel  of  personal  redemption. 

In  our  historic  position  we  have  followed  Christ  in  la- 
boring to  bring  the  whole  of  life  with  its  activities,  posses- 
sions, and  relationships  into  conformity  with  the  will  of 
God. 

The  followers  of  Christ  and  a  depressed  world  look  to 
a  United  Methodism  for  a  statement  of  its  position  on  so- 
cial and  economic  questions. 

RELIGIOUS  POSITION 

1.  The  Methodist  Church  aims  to  view  the  perplexing 
times  and  problems  which  we  face  today  in  the  light  of  the 
teachings  of  Jesus.  We  believe  that  to  be  silent  in  the  face 
of  need,  injustice  and  exploitation  would  be  to  deny  Him. 

2.  We  believe  that  God  is  Father  of  all  peoples  and  races, 
Jesus  Christ  is  His  Son,  that  we  and  all  men  are  brothers, 
and  that  man  is  of  infinite  worth  as  a  child  of  God. 

3.  We  believe  that  personality  possesses  the  highest 
value.  We  test  all  institutions  and  practices  by  their  effect 
upon  personality.  Since  personality  is  being  oppressed  in 
so  many  parts  of  the  world,  we  seek  for  its  emancipation 
and  for  those  things  which  will  enrich  and  redeem  it.  Since 
Jesus  died  for  the  redemption  of  human  life  we  believe  we 
should  live  to  fulfill  our  obligation  to  help  save  man  from 
sin  and  from  every  influence  which  would  harm  or  destroy 
him. 

OUR  SOCIAL  CREED 

1.  The  Methodist  Church  stands  for  equal  rights  and 
complete  justice  for  all  men  in  all  stations  of  life;  for  the 
protection  of  both  the  individual  and  the  family  by  the 
single  standard  of  purity;  education  for  marriage,  parent- 
hood, and  home-building,  proper  housing,  proper  regula- 
tion of  marriage,  and  uniform  divorce  laws. 

2.  We  stand  for  a  proper  regulation  of  working  condi- 
tions for  women,  especially  mothers,  and  the  safeguarding

of  their  physical  and  moral  environment;  for  the  abolition 
of  child  labor;  adequate  provision  for  the  protection,  edu- 
cation, spiritual  nurture  and  wholesome  recreation  of  every 
child ;  and  for  the  provision  of  educational  programs  which 
will  attain  these  ends. 

3.  We  stand  for  the  abatement  and  prevention  of  pov- 
erty by  protection  against  all  forms  of  social,  economic  and 
moral  waste,  and  by  the  conservation  of  human  values  by 
the  protection  of  the  worker  from  dangerous  machinery, 
from  unsafe  and  unsanitary  working  conditions,  and  from 
occupational  diseases. 

4.  We  stand  for  the  rights  of  all  men  to  live  and  to  have 
adequate  means  of  livelihood,  and  for  the  safeguarding  of 
workers  from  the  devastating  results  of  enforced  unemploy- 
ment. 

5.  We  stand  for  reasonable  hours  of  labor,  for  just  wages, 
for  a  fair  day's  work  for  a  fair  day's  wage,  for  fair  work- 
ing conditions,  for  periods  of  leisure  for  those  who  work, 
and  for  an  equitable  division  of  the  product  of  industry. 

6.  We  stand  for  some  form  of  security  for  old  age,  for 
insurance  against  injury  to  the  worker,  and  for  increased 
protection  against  those  preventable  conditions  which  pro- 
duce want. 

7.  We  stand  for  the  right  of  employees  and  employers 
alike  to  organize  for  collective  bargaining  and  social  ac- 
tion; protection  of  both  in  the  exercise  of  their  right;  the 
obligation  of  both  to  work  for  the  public  good. 

8.  We  stand  for  the  principle  of  the  acquisition  of  prop- 
erty by  Christian  processes,  and  believe  in  stressing  the 
principle  of  stewardship  in  its  use;  in  the  practical  appli- 
cation of  the  Christian  principle  of  social  well-being  to  the 
acquisition  and  use  of  wealth  and  the  subordination  of  the 
profit  motive  to  the  creative  and  co-operative  spirit. 

9.  We  stand  for  the  safeguarding  of  the  farmer  and  his 
family  and  for  the  preservation  of  all  the  values  of  rural 
life. 

10.  We  stand  for  all  workers  having  at  least  one  day  of 
rest  in  seven. 

11.  We  stand  for  the  protection  of  the  individual,  the 
home,  and  the  society  from  the  social,  economic,  and  moral 
waste  of  any  traffic  in  intoxicants  and  habit-forming  drugs. 

12.  We  stand  for  the  application  of  the  redemptive  prin- 
ciple to  the  treatment  of  offenders  against  the  law,  to  re- 
form of  penal  and  correctional  methods,  and  to  criminal 
court  procedure. 

13.  We  stand  for  the  rights  of  racial  groups,  and  insist 
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that  the  above  social,  economic,  and  spiritual  principles  ap- 
ply to  all  races  alike. 

14.  We  recognize  the  need  of  an  army  and  navy  for 
police  purposes.  We  stand  for  the  repudiation  of  war  and 
for  the  discovery  and  development  of  all  reasonable  meth- 
ods to  attain  peace,  for  the  reduction  of  armaments  by  all 
nations,  participation  in  international  agencies  for  the 
peaceable  settlement  of  controversies,  and  for  the  building 
of  a  co-operative  spirit  among  the  nations.  We  insist  that 
the  agencies  of  the  Church  shall  not  be  used  in  the  prepara- 
tion for  war,  but  in  the  promulgation  of  peace.  We  believe 
that  war  is  utterly  destructive  and  is  our  greatest  collec- 
tive social  sin  and  a  denial  of  the  ideals  of  Christ.  We 
stand  upon  this  ground,  that  The  Methodist  Church  as  an 
institution  cannot  endorse  war  nor  support  or  participate 
in  it. 

15.  The  Methodist  Church,  true  to  the  principles  of  the 
New  Testament,  teaches  respect  for  properly  constituted 
civil  authority.  It  holds  that  government  rests  upon  the 
support  of  its  conscientious  citizenship,  and  that  conscien- 
tious objectors  to  war  in  any  or  all  of  its  manifestations 
are  a  natural  outgrowth  of  the  principle  of  good  will  and 
the  Christian  desire  for  universal  peace;  and  holds  that 
such  objectors  should  not  be  oppressed  by  compulsory  mili- 
tary service  anywhere  or  at  any  time.  We  ask  and  claim 
exemption  from  all  forms  of  military  preparation  or  serv- 
ice for  all  conscientious  objectors  who  may  be  members  of 
The  Methodist  Church.  In  this  they  have  the  authority 
and  support  of  their  Church.  However,  we  recognize  the 
right  of  the  individual  to  answer  the  call  of  his  government 
in  an  emergency  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  Christian 
conscience. 

16.  We  stand  for  the  recognition  and  maintenance  of  the 
rights  and  responsibilities  of  free  speech,  free  assembly, 
and  a  free  press;  and  for  the  encouragement  of  free  com- 
munication of  mind  with  mind,  as  essential  to  the  discovery 
of  truth. 

17.  We  stand  upon  the  right  of  various  groups  to  believe 
in  various  peaceful  methods  for  solving  the  problems  that 
confront  us;  some,  who  believe  that  we  need  a  drastic  re- 
adjustment of  the  social  order  to  correct  the  acquisitive- 
ness which  characterizes  us ;  others,  who  believe  in  the  cor- 
rectional method  for  an  economic  order  which  they  believe 
possesses  the  inherent  good  which  has  produced  prosperity 
and  is  able  to  do  so  again;  and  still  others,  who  believe  in 
producers'  and  consumers'  co-operatives.    We  stand  by  the 
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single  measure  of  testing  every  proposal  in  the  light  of  the 
teachings  of  Jesus. 

18.  We  believe  that  society  has  a  right  to  expect  that 
every  person  not  physically  nor  mentally  incapacitated, 
shall  be  constantly  engaged,  so  far  as  possible,  in  some  vo- 
cation productive  of  common  good. 

19.  We  recommend  that  this  Social  Creed  be  read  to  our 
congregations  at  least  once  a  year  or  placed  in  their  hands 
in  printed  form.

In  order  to  clarify  provisions  already  adopted  by  the 
Uniting  Conference  (Pages  128  and  129  of  the  Advocate, 
with  certain  amendments)  we  recommend  reconsideration 
of  Report  No.  1,  and  we  recommend  that  ^  430  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

U  430.  In  every  Church  there  shall  be  an  executive  body 
called  the  Official  Board,  organized  by  either  of  the  follow- 
ing ways  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence: "The  Board  may  be  composed  as  follows:  The  Pas- 
tor, Assistant  Pastor,  Deaconess  serving  the  Charge,  the 
stewards,  the  unit  or  class  leaders,  the  trustees,  the  church 
treasurer,  the  director  of  religious  education,  where  desired 
the  director  of  music,  the  superintendent  of  the  Church 
School,  the  chairman  of  the  local  Board  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation, president  or  presidents  of  the  women's  auxiliaries 
authorized  by  the  General  Conference,  a  representative 
elected  by  the  Young  People's  Division,  and  the  chairman 
of  the  local  Missionary  Council.  It  shall  be  organized  with 
a  chairman,  a  secretary,  and  a  treasurer.  If  the  Official 
Board  is  not  composed  and  organized  as  above,  the  Board 
of  Stewards  shall  assume  all  powers  and  duties  prescribed 
in  this  section  of  the  Discipline  and  shall  be  the  Official 
Board." 

We  recommend  that  the  last  sentence  in  ^  437  be  deleted, 
its  provisions  being  written  in  ^  430.

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SECTION  VII.     MINISTERIAL  SUPPORT 

TI  531.  Assumption  of  the  obligations  of  the  itinerancy  re- 
quired to  be  made  at  the  time  of  admission  into  the  travel- 
ing connection  puts  upon  the  Church  the  counter-obligation 
of  providing  support  for  the  entire  Ministry  of  the  Church. 
In  view  of  this  the  claim  for  ministerial  support  in  each 
Pastoral  Charge  shall  include  provision  for  the  support  of 
Pastors,  District  Superintendents,  Bishops,  and  Conference 
Claimants. 

^  532.  The  specific  amount  of  the  payment  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Pastor  having  been  determined,  the  other  three 
items  of  ministerial  support  shall  be  related  to  the  Pastor's 
salary  on  a  percentage  basis,  so  that  the  respective  pay- 
ments required  for  the  support  of  Bishops,  District  Super- 
intendents, and  Conference  Claimants  in  each  Pastoral 
Charge  shall  be  exactly  proportional  to  the  amount  paid  to 
the  Pastor. 

11 533.  The  Treasurer  or  Treasurers  of  each  Pastoral 
Charge  shall  make  proportional  distribution  of  the  funds 
raised  in  that  Pastoral  Charge  for  the  support  of  the  min- 
istry and  remit  monthly  the  items  for  Bishops,  District  Su- 
perintendents, and  Conference  Claimants  to  the  proper 
treasurer. 

*f|  534.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  of 
each  Pastoral  Charge  or  of  the  Stewards  of  the  Charge  as 
the  Quarterly  Conference  may  elect,  at  the  session  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  Annual  Conference  and  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  Pastor,  to  agree  upon  the  minimum  salary  of 
the  Pastor  of  the  Charge  for  the  ensuing  year.  In  Charges 
of  more  than  one  organized  congregation,  the  amount  al- 
lotted to  each  Church  shall  be  recorded  in  the  minutes  of 
the  Quarterly  Conference.  The  Pastor's  salary,  thus  agreed 
upon,  shall  not  include  the  traveling  and  moving  expenses 
of  a  new  appointee  to  the  Charge.  Where  traveling  and 
moving  expenses  of  a  new  appointee  to  a  Charge  are  paid 
by  the  Charge,  this  amount  shall  be  a  separate  and  addi- 
tional item. 

U  535.  No  Pastor  shall  be  entitled  to  any  claim  for  unpaid 
salary  against  any  Church  or  Charge  he  has  served  after 
his  pastoral  connection  with  the  Church  or  Charge  has 
ceased. 

II  536.  Each  Annual  Conference,  after  careful  study  of  its 
needs  and  its  sources  of  income  for  ministerial  support,  may 
adopt  a  Schedule  of  Minimum  Support  for  its  pastors.  This 
schedule  shall  specify  the  minimum  financial  support  neces- 
sary for  effective  service  for  Clerical  Members  of  the  Con- 
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ference  and  for  Supply  Pastors  who  are  accepted  by  the 
Annual  Conference  and  who  are  giving  full  time  to  pastoral 
work,  his  schedule  may  allow  for  differences  in  living 
conditions,  number  of  dependents  in  the  family,  or  any  other 
variants,  as  desired  by  the  Annual  Conference. 

Ji  537.  When  adopted  by  vote  of  the  Annual  Conference, 
this  Schedule  of  Minimum  Support  shall  be  observed  by  the 
Bishops  and  District  Superintendents  in  arranging  the  ap- 
pointments. 

^  538.  If  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  a  satisfactory 
Schedule  of  Minimum  Support  or  to  assist  its  Pastors  in 
special  need,  a  Sustentation  Fund  may  be  apportioned  to  the 
Pastoral  Charges,  collected  and  disbursed  as  the  Annual 
Conferences  may  direct. 

^  539.  In  order  to  supplement  such  a  Fund  an  equitable 
apportionment  may  be  made  on  that  part  of  the  salaries 
of  all  effective  Ministerial  Members  of  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence above  the  minimum  salary  fixed  by  said  Annual  Con- 
ference. 

U  540.  Every  Ministerial  Member  of  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence appointed  to  any  other  field  than  the  Pastorate  or 
District  Superintendency  shall  furnish  annually  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  his  Conference,  at  the  time  of  the  Conference 
Session,  a  statement  of  his  financial  support,  and  the 
salaries  or  remuneration  of  all  men  in  special  service  shall 
be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

SECTION  VIII.     FINANCIAL  SYSTEM  IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

1[  544,  Section  1.  The  financial  plan  of  the  local  Church 
should  be  founded  upon  the  principles  of  Christian  Steward- 
ship, so  that  when  followed  it  will  provide  sufficient  support 
for  the  local  and  World  Service  of  The  Methodist  Church. 
The  following  essential  features  apply  to  every  Pastoral 
Charge;  the  details  may  be  adapted  to  local  conditions. 

Section  2.  Every  member  should  be  fully  informed  re- 
garding the  extent  and  needs  of  the  local  and  World  Service 
of  his  Church. 

Section  3.  Systematic  contributions  should  be  sought  and 
envelopes  provided  that  contributions  may  be  received 
weekly  and  credited  to  the  individual  contributors. 

Section  4.  Quarterly  or  semi-annual  statements  should  be 
issued  and  arrears  collected  as  far  as  possible. 

Section  5.  The  ideal  of  "Every  Member  a  Recorded  Con- 
tributor" can  be  more  nearly  achieved  when  the  Budget 
includes  every  item,  both  local  and  connectional,  to  which  the 
local  congregation  is  asked  to  contribute. 

Section  6.  Budget  envelopes  should  be  assigned  to  each 
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new  member  taken  into  the  Church;  the  envelopes  should 
be  assigned  before  the  following  Sunday,  with  an  introduc- 
tory letter  explaining  briefly  the  plan  for  the  financial  support 
of  the  Church. 

Section  7.  The  control  of  the  expenditures  of  moneys 
should  be  with  the  Official  Board,  the  Board  of  Stewards, 
the  Finance  Committee,  as  the  Quarterly  Conference  may 
direct,  and  no  appropriations  should  be  made  for  items  not 
included  in  the  Budget  without  also  providing  additional 
funds  for  these  items,  and  not  until  the  Official  Board,  Board 
of  Stewards,  or  Finance  Committee,  shall  have  approved  such 
appropriation. 

Section  6.  Payments  to  Local  Expenses,  Ministerial  Sup- 
port, and  Benevolences  shall  be  prorated,  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible, in  the  relative  proportions  these  items  represent  in 
the  approved  budget. 

^  545.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  three  members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance 
Committee  before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year : 

1.  In  collaboration  with  the  Financial  Secretary,  or 
Treasurer,  and  Pastor  to  prepare  a  local  budget  in  the  fol- 
lowing form: 

Ministerial  Support — namely.  Pastor's  Salary,  House  Rent 
(if  paid  in  cash  to  owners  or  trustees),  apportionment  for 
District  Superintendent,  apportionment  for  Bishops,  and 
apportionment  for  Conference  Claimants. 

Benevolences  (or  World  Service),  which  shall  include  the 
World  Service  Acceptance  of  the  Charge,  the  Acceptance 
for  Conference  Causes,  and  the  amounts  sought  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  Official  Board  for  Special  Benevolences  other 
than  those  for  which  special  collections  may  be  ordered  by 
the  Official  Board. 

Local  Expenses,  which  shall  include  salaries  for  music, 
janitor,  religious  education  directors,  Church  School  budget, 
repairs,  supplies,  and  all  other  purely  local  expenses. 

2.  To  present,  previous  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  the 
Budget  to  a  specially  called  meeting  of  the  Official  Board  for 
approval  or  revision. 

3.  To  proceed  immediately,  by  personal  canvass  of  the 
entire  membership  of  the  Church,  congregation.  Church 
School,  Epworth  League,  Young  People's  organization,  and 
other  supporters  of  the  Church,  to  secure  pledges  and  to 
determine  the  probable  income  for  the  coming  year. 

4.  If  the  probable  income  is  insufficient  to  meet  budgets 
as  made,  to  report  to  the  first  Quarterly  Conference  recom- 
mendations as  to  how  the  balance  needed  can  be  raised,  or 
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to  recommend  that  the  budget  be  reduced  to  correspond 
to  the  probable  income. 

^  546.  The  Pastor,  the  Board  of  Lay  Activities,  and  the 
Women's  Missionary  organizations  shall  have  special  re- 
sponsibility for  the  promotion  of  Benevolences  and  World 
Service  in  the  Local  Church — 

1.  To  inculcate  the  principles  of  Christian  Stewardship. 

2.  To  arrange  continual,  periodic,  and  special  presentation 
to  the  members  and  various  organizations  of  the  charge,  of 
the  interests  and  work  included  in  tthe  World  Service  of 
The  Methodist  Church. 

3.  To  ascertain  apportionments  for  the  World  Service, 
Annual  and  Quarterly  Conference  Benevolences,  and  with 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Official  Board  make  up  the 
Benevolence  Budget. 

4.  Wherever  pledges  and  receipts  seem  to  indicate  failure 
to  raise  the  complete  Benevolence  Budget,  to  report  recom- 
mendations to  the  Official  Board. 

^  547.  The  duties  of  the  Church  Treasurer  or  Financial 
Secretary  are: 

1.  To  receive  and  record  in  approved  classified  form  all 
moneys  coming  to  the  Church,  not  subject  to  immediate  con- 
trol of  the  Trustees. 

2.  To  keep  an  account  with  each  individual  contributor. 

3.  To  deposit  promptly  all  funds  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Com- 
pany approved  by  the  Official  Board. 

4.  To  report  to  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Official  Board 
and  to  the  Quarterly  Conference  as  may  be  required. 

5.  To  assist  the  Finance  Committee  in  forming  the  Budg- 
et of  the  Pastoral  Charge. 

6.  To  co-operate  with  the  Committee  on  Benevolences  in 
promoting  the  Benevolent  Interests  of  the  Church. 

^  548.  Pastoral  charges  that  so  desire  may  elect  a  local 
treasurer,  who  shall  handle  all  moneys  for  Ministerial  Sup- 
port and  purely  local  expense  and  a  connectional  Treasurer, 
who  shall  handle  all  Benevolence  moneys.

section  I.     ADMISSION  INTO  THE  CHURCH 
%  401.  All  persons  seeking  to  be  saved  frorn  their  sins 
and  desiring  to  live  the  Christian  life  are  eligible  for  mem- 
bership in  The  Methodist  Church. 
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II 402.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor  to  instruct,  or  to 
appoint  suitable  leaders  to  instruct,  all  persons  offering  them- 
selves for  Church  membership  in  the  principles  of  the 
Christian  life,  in  the  baptismal  and  membership  vows,  and 
in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

H  403.  When  the  Pastor  is  satisfied  as  to  the  genuineness 
of  their  faith,  their  acceptance  of  the  baptismal  and  mem- 
bership vows,  and  their  knowledge  of  and  willingness  to 
keep  the  rules  and  regulations  of  The  Methodist  Church,  he 
shall  present  the  candidates  to  the  congregation;  and  after 
the  candidates  who  have  been  baptized  and  the  members 
of  the  church  have  entered  into  solemn  covenant  with  one 
another  as  provided  in  the  Ritual,  he  shall  receive  them  in- 
to Church  membership  according  to  the  prescribed  form. 

II 404.  If  any  candidates  for  Church  membership  are 
unable  to  appear  before  the  congregation  for  reasons  satis- 
factory to  the  Pastor,  he  may  receive  them  elsewhere  ac- 
cording to  the  prescribed  form,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Official  Board.  This  approval  shall  be  secured  in  ad- 
vance except  in  cases  of  emergency. 

^  405.  Members  in  good  standing  in  any  evangelical 
Church  who  desire  to  unite  with  us  may  be  received  into 
membership  upon  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  will- 
ingness to  support  The  Methodist  Church  and  to  keep  its 
rules  and  regulations,  and  after  they  and  the  members  of 
the  Church  have  entered  into  solemn  covenant  with  one 
another  as  provided  in  the  Ritual. 

H  406.  A  permanent  record  of  membership  shall  be  kept, 
both  resident  and  non-resident,  including  all  changes  of 
relation  in  the  same.  Each  entry  shall  bear  its  proper  date, 
and  the  Pastor  shall  report  all  such  changes  in  membership 
at  the  next  Quarterly  Conference. 

H  406A.  Each  Pastor  shall  also  keep  and  transmit  to  his 
successor  a  constituency  roll,  containing  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  all  persons  related  to  the  membership  of  the 
Church  and  Church  School,  either  by  kinship  or  preference. 

^  406B.  It  is  recommended  that  each  Church  shall  pro- 
vide, in  addition  to  such  records  of  membership,  a  Member- 
ship Register  having  space  for  home  address  and  date  and 
manner  of  admission  into  membership.  Each  person,  at 
the  time  of  admission  into  membership,  shall  be  requested 
to  sign  this  register.  This  register  shall  be  bound  and  not 
a  loose-leaf  volume. 

SECTION  II.     BAPTIZED  CHILDREN  AND  THE  CHURCH 

^  407.  We  hold  that  all  children,  by  virtue  of  the  uncon- 
ditional benefits  of  the   atonement,   are  members  of  the 
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Kingdom  of  God,  and  therefore  graciously  entitled  to  bap- 
tism. The  minister  shall  earnestly  exhort  all  parents  to 
dedicate  their  children  to  the  Lord  in  baptism  as  early  as 
convenient  and,  before  baptism  is  administered,  shall  dili- 
gently instruct  the  parents  regarding  the  vows  which  they 
assume  in  this  Sacrament.  It  is  expected  of  parents  or 
guardians  who  present  their  children  for  Baptism,  that 
they  use  all  diligence  in  bringing  them  up  in  conformity  to 
the  Word  of  God ;  and  they  shall  be  admonished  of  this  ob- 
ligation and  earnestly  exhorted  to  faithfulness  therein. 

H  408.  We  regard  all  children  who  have  been  baptized  as 
being  in  visible  covenant  relation  to  God  and  as  preparatory 
members  under  the  special  care  and  supervision  of  the 
Church,  and  they  shall  be  so  reported. 

^  409.  The  Pastor  shall  keep  and  transmit  to  his  successor 
an  accurate  register  of  the  names  of  baptized  children  with- 
in his  Pastoral  Charge,  giving  the  dates  of  their  birth  and 
baptism,  the  names  of  their  parents,  and  the  places  of  their 
residence.  He  shall  also  enroll  their  names  as  preparatory 
members.  Should  they  remove,  he  shall  issue  to  them  Cer- 
tificates of  Registration. 

*\\  410.  The  Pastor  shall  organize  into  classes  the  baptized 
children  of  the  Church  when  they  shall  have  reached  the  age 
of  ten  years,  or  at  an  earlier  age  when  it  is  deemed  advisable, 
and  shall  meet  them  at  least  once  a  week  for  a  reasonable 
period  to  instruct  them  in  the  nature,  design,  and  obligations 
of  baptism,  and  in  the  truths  of  the  Scriptures;  to  urge 
them  to  give  regular  attendance  upon  the  public  worship  of 
the  Church;  to  advise,  exhort,  and  encourage  them  to  an 
immediate  personal  acceptance  of  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and 
Saviour,  and  to  instruct  them  in  the  use  of  the  means  of 
grace  in  living  the  Christian  life ;  provided,  that  unbaptized 
children  may  likewise  be  included  in  such  classes.  Such 
unbaptized  children  may  with  the  consent  of  their  parents 
or  guardians,  be  recognized  and  recorded  as  preparatory 
members.  If  need  be,  the  Pastor  may  appoint  one  or  more 
suitable  persons  to  assist  him  in  such  class  instruction. 

^  411.  Whenever  baptized  children  shall  give  evidence  of 
understanding  their  Christian  privileges  and  obligations 
and  of  their  Christian  faith  and  purpose  they  may  be  ad- 
mitted into  full  membership  in  the  Church  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Discipline  for  admission  into  the  Church 
(11403). 

SECTION    III.      AFFILIATED    MEMBERSHIP 

^  412.  Members  of  our  Church  residing  elsewhere  for  an 
extended    period    may    upon    application    be    enrolled    as 
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Affiliated  Members  of  The  Methodist  Church  located  in  the 
vicinity  of  their  temporary  residence.  Such  membership 
shall  entitle  them  to  the  privileges  of  that  Church,  to  its 
pastoral  oversight,  to  engage  in  its  active  service,  and  to 
hold  office  therein;  but  they  shall  be  counted  and  reported 
only  in  the  membership  of  their  home  churches. 

SECTION  IV.     RESIDENT  AND  NONRESIDENT  MEMBERS 

If  413.  All  members  living  in  the  community,  and  those 
living  elsewhere  who  continue  to  manifest  interest  in  the 
Church  from  which  they  have  moved,  either  by  visitation, 
correspondence,  or  contributions,  shall  be  reported  as  Resi- 
dent Members  of  that  Church. 

II  414.  When  a  member  has  resided  in  another  community 
for  at  least  one  year,  and  has  manifested  no  interest  in 
continuing  his  membership  in  the  Church  from  which  he 
has  moved,  either  by  visitation,  correspondence,  or  contribu- 
tions, after  attempts  by  correspondence  or  visitation  to 
relate  said  member  to  a  church  in  the  community  where  he 
resides  have  proved  ineffectual,  he  shall  be  reported  as  a 
Nonresident  Member. 

II  415.  The  Resident  and  Nonresident  Members  shall  be 
counted  in  making  the  Annual  Conference  reports  of  total 
membership,  but  they  shall  be  reported  in  separate  columns, 
and  only  the  number  of  Resident  Members  shall  be  con- 
sidered in  making  the  apportionments. 

H  416.  When  a  member  is  about  to  move  to  a  new  com- 
munity, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor  to  call  upon  him 
and  ascertain  his  wishes  as  to  his  future  church  relations. 
In  case  a  member  moves  without  making  such  arrange- 
ments, the  Pastor  shall  address  an  inquiry  to  such  member 
together  with  a  blank  form  for  reply.  Notice  of  such  re- 
moval shall  be  sent  to  a  Pastor  near  the  place  of  residence 
of  the  member,  together  with  return  blank. 

SECTION  V.     TRANSFER  OP  MEMBERSHIP 

H  417.  When  a  member  desires  a  transfer  of  membership 
from  one  pastoral  charge  to  another  the  Pastor,  or  if  there 
is  no  pastor  the  District  Superintendent,  shall  send  a  Certifi- 
cate of  Transfer  to  the  pastor  of  the  charge  to  which  the 
member  is  to  be  transferred.  Such  certificate  when  re- 
quested shall  not  be  refused  except  for  reasons  that  justify 
judicial  proceedings  against  such  member.  Notice  of  the 
issuing  of  a  Certificate  of  Transfer  shall  be  given  to  the 
member  who  is  thus  transferred.  The  person  being  thus 
transferred  until  received  elsewhere  shall  be  amenable  to 
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and  shall  support  the  Church  issuing  the  Certificate  of  Trans- 
fer. 

H  418.  The  Pastor  of  the  Church  to  whom  a  Certificate  of 
Transfer  has  been  sent  upon  receiving  the  member  thus 
transferred  shall  so  notify  the  Pastor  or  District  Superin- 
tendent issuing  such  Certificate.  Upon  receipt  of  such 
notice,  the  Pastor  shall  record  in  the  Permanent  Record  of 
Membership,  after  the  name  of  the  person,  the  date  of  trans- 
fer and  the  name  of  the  charge  to  which  he  has  been  trans- 
ferred. 

^  419.  A  Pastor  shall  upon  request  give  a  Certificate  of 
Membership  and  of  Recommendation  to  any  member  in  good 
standing  who  wishes  to  unite  with  any  other  evangelical 
denomination. 

SECTION  VI.      TERMINATION  OP  MEMBERSHIP 

1[  420.  Membership  in  the  Church  can  be  terminated  only 
by  withdrawal,  expulsion,  or  death. 

^  421.  When  any  member  in  good  standing  proposes  to 
withdraw  from  The  Methodist  Church,  he  shall  communicate 
his  purpose  in  writing  to  the  Pastor  of  the  Church  in 
which  his  membership  is  held.  On  receiving  such  notice 
of  withdrawal,  the  Pastor  shall  enter  the  fact  of  withdrawal 
upon  the  record  of  Church  Membership.  If  requested,  the 
Pastor  shall  give  a  "Letter  of  Withdrawal"  to  such  member. 
Such  withdrawal,  however,  may  be  retracted  after  obtaining 
the  consent  of  the  Pastor  and  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

^  422.  A  member  of  the  Church  who  has  united  without 
notice  with  another  demonination  shall  be  recorded  as 
"Withdrawn." 

^  423.  A  person  who  has  been  a  Nonresident  Member 
for  three  consecutive  years,  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Membership  Committee  and  by  vote  of  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference, shall  no  longer  be  counted  in  the  statistical  returns, 
and  there  shall  be  written  after  his  name,  "Removed  without 
Certificate."  But  no  name  shall  be  so  designated  until  the 
Pastor  and  the  Membership  Committee  shall  have  made 
faithful  effort  to  find  and  relate  said  member  to  a  church 
in  the  community  where  he  resides.  Such  member,  upon 
application  to  the  Pastor,  may  be  restored  to  Resident 
Membership. 

^  424.  A  member  who  has  become  neglectful  of  his  vows 
and  without  good  and  sufficient  reason  has  continuously  ab- 
sented himself  from  the  services  of  the  Church  or  has  per- 
sistently refused  to  support  the  Church,  shall  be  visited  by 
the  Pastor  or  Membership  Committee  and  entreated  to  re- 
new his  vows,  his  loyalty  to  and  his  support  of  the  Church. 
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If  the  member  refuses  to  give  heed  to  such  entreaty,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Pastor  and  Membership  Committee, 
the  Quarterly  Conference  may  order  written  after  his  name 
"Removed  vi^ithout  Certificate."  Such  person  shall  no  longer 
be  counted  in  the  statistical  returns.  He  may,  upon  applica- 
tion to  the  Pastor,  be  restored  to  the  roll  of  membership.

I.     CONSTITUTION 

Article  1.  In  order  to  make  more  effectual  the  efforts  of 
The  Methodist  Church  in  creating  a  Christian  public  senti- 
ment, and  in  crystallizing  opposition  to  all  public  violations 
of  the  moral  law,  there  shall  be  a  Board  of  Temperance,  with 
headquarters  in  Washington,  D.  C.  The  Board  of  Temper- 
ance (hereinafter  known  as  the  Board)  shall  be  incorpo- 
rated in  the  District  of  Columbia  under  this  title,  and  work 
under  the  following  constitution: 

Art.  2.  The  object  and  duty  of  this  Board  shall  be  to 
promote  by  an  intensive  educational  program,  including 
publication  and  distribution  of  literature,  voluntary  total 
abstinence  from  all  intoxicants  and  narcotics;  to  promote 
observance  and  enforcement  of  constitutional  provisions  and 
statutory  enactments  which  suppress  the  traffic  in  alcoholic 
liquors  and  in  narcotic  drugs;  and  to  promote  the  speedy 
enactment  of  such  legislation  throughout  the  world. 

It  shall  be  the  object  and  duty  of  this  Board  also  actively 
to  seek  the  suppression  of  salacious  and  corrupting  literature 
and  degrading  amusements,  lotteries  and  other  forms  of 
gambling,  and  in  every  wise  way  to  promote  the  public 
morals. 

Art.  3.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  one  Bishop  from  each 
Jurisdictional  Conference,  elected  by  the  Bishops  of  the 
Jurisdiction,  one  Minister  and  one  Lay  Member  elected  by 
each  Jurisdiction,  and  ten  members-at-large,  of  whom  five 
shall  be  women,  to  be  elected  by  the  Board. 

Art.  4.  In  the  event  of  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board 
by  death  or  resignation,  the  Board  may  fill  such  vacancies  by 
election,  having  regard  for  Jurisdictions,  such  elected  mem- 
bers to  serve  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Jurisdictional 
Conference  of  which  they  are  members. 
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Art.  5.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  President, 
who  shall  be  a  Bishop,  a  Vice-President,  a  Second  Vice- 
President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  an  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary. 

The  Board  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee  which 
shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Board,  the  Executive  Sec- 
retary ex  officio,  and  seven  additional  members  selected  by 
the  Board.  This  Committee  shall  have  the  power  ad  interim 
to  fill  any  vacancies  in  the  field  and  office  representatives  and 
to  transact  such  business  as  is  necessary  in  the  interim  of  the 
annual  meetings  and  report  the  work  annually  for  confirma- 
tion by  the  Board. 

A7i.  6.  The  Executive  Secretary  shall  be  elected  quadren- 
nially by  the  General  Conference,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  a 
member  of  the  Board  and  its  executive  officer.  In  the  event 
of  his  death  or  resignation,  the  Board  shall  have  authority 
to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  ensuing  General  Conference. 

Art.  7.  The  Board  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting,  on  a  date 
and  at  a  place  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Board,  and  other  meetings  as  the  work  of  the  Board 
may  require,  and  shall  enact  suitable  bylaws  governing  the 
activities  of  the  Board  and  its  employees. 

II.    JURISDICTIONAL  CONFERENCE  BOARD  OF  TEMPERANCE 

Art.  1.  There  may  be  in  each  Jurisdiction  a  Board  of 
Temperance  auxiliary  to  the  General  Board  of  Temperance 
hereinafter  called  the  Board.  The  Board  shall  have  head- 
quarters to  be  located  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

Art.  2.  If  and  when  established,  the  Board  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  active  Bishops  of  the  Jurisdiction  and  eighteen 
other  members,  six  of  whom  shall  be  IMinisters,  and  twelve 
Laymen,  two  of  whom  shall  be  young  people  under  the  age 
of  twenty-five,  five  of  whom  shall  Ije  men,  and  five  of  whom 
shall  be  women,  elected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference 
on  nomination  of  the  Committee  on  Temperance.  This 
Committee  shall  have  as  a  basis  of  choice  one  Minister  and 
two  Lay  Members  from  each  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Jurisdiction,  who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Annual  Con- 
ference on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Temper- 
ance. Members  of  the  General  Board  of  Temperance  resi- 
dent in  the  Jurisdiction  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the 
Jurisdictional  Board. 

Art.  3.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  President,  Vice-President, 
and  Recording  Secretary  at  its  first  meeting  f olloxying  the 
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meeting  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference.  It  shall  have  an 
Executive  Committee  of  seven  members  whose  duties  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Board.  The  Board  shall  meet  annually 
at  a  time  and  place  to  be  designated  by  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee.    Nine  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  4.  In  case  there  should  develop  special  conditions 
which,  in  the  judgment  of  a  Jurisdictional  Board,  would 
justify  employment  of  a  Jurisdictional  Secretary  for  a  par- 
ticular time  and  purpose,  such  employment  may  be  made 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General  Board  of  Temperance. 

III.     CONFERENCE  BOARDS 

Art.  1.  Each  Annual  Conference  shall  elect,  on  the  nom- 
ination of  the  Cabinet,  or  otherwise  as  the  Conference  may 
direct,  a  Conference  Board  of  Temperance  consisting  of  not 
less  than  ten  members  and  not  more  than  eighteen  members, 
with  equal  representation  of  Ministers  and  Lay  members, 
two  of  whom  shall  be  young  people  under  twenty-five  years 
of  age,  and  the  remainder  of  the  Lay  membership  shall 
consist  of  an  equal  number  of  men  and  women,  whose  duty 
shall  be  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Board  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Annual  Conference,  and  with  power  to  elect  its  own 
officers  and  raise  its  own  funds;  provided  that  no  General 
Funds  collected  for  the  General  Board  shall  be  allocated  to 
the  Conference  Board,  except  by  action  of  the  General 
Board. 

IV.  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

Art.  1.  Each  Pastor  should  actively  promote  a  vigorous 
program  of  temperance  education  in  all  departments  of  his 
Church  or  Churches,  and  members  of  both  the  Church  and 
the  Church  School  should  be  pledged  to  total  abstinence. 

Art.  2.  Each  Pastor  should  present  the  cause  of  Tem- 
perance on  or  near  World  Temperance  Sunday  and  take  a 
freewill  offering  for  the  General  Board  of  Temperance.

section  I.    constitution 

\  812.  Name  and  Purpose.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of 
Hospitals  and  Homes  of  The  Methodist  Church  for  the  pro- 
motion and  general  advisory  supervision  of  all  hospitals  or 
other  organizations  and  institutions  not  affiliated  with  any 
other  Board  of  the  Church,  for  the  care  of  the  sick,  homes 
for  the  aged  and  children,  to  preserve  and  promote  the 
Christian  character  of  these  institutions  and  conserve  their 
spiritual  value  as  institutions  of  the  Church. 

^  813.  Incorporation.  The  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes 
of  The  Methodist  Church  shall  be  duly  incorporated  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  of  any  state  selected  by  said  Board. 

^  814.  Management.  The  management  of  the  Board  shall 
be  vested  in  a  Board  of  twenty-four  managers,  consisting 
of  one  Bishop  from  each  Jurisdiction  elected  by  the  Bishops 
of  the  Jurisdiction,  and  one  Minister,  and  two  Lay  Members, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  woman,  to  be  elected  by  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference. 

11815.  Officers.  (1)  The  Officers  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers shall  be  a  President  elected  by  said  Board  from  among 
the  Bishops  who  are  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  elected 
by  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  quadrennium,  and  such 
other  officers  and  agents  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  from 
time  to  time  determine. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Managers  may  elect  an  Executive 
Secretary  and  provide  for  his  salary  and  necessary  help. 
This  Secretary  shall  be  subject  to  the  authority  and  control 
of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

^816.  Meetings.  (1)  An  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board 
shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  may  de- 
termine. 
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(2)  An  Executive  Committee  of  eleven  members  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  such  Committee  to  include 
the  officers  of  the  Board,  and  seven  additional  members  to 
be  elected  by  the  Board,  the  Executive  Secretary  being  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  ex  officio.  Seven  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

^  817.  Affiliation  and  Membership.  Hospitals  or  homes, 
using  the  name  Methodist  and  maintaining  Christian  stand- 
ards, or  looking  to  a  Methodist  constitutency  for  support, 
and  not  under  the  direct  supervision  of  any  other  Methodist 
Board,  may  affiliate  with  the  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes 
when  the  Trustees  have  been  confirmed  according  to  the 
Discipline  of  the  Church. 

^  818.  Financial  Support.  The  support  of  the  Board  of 
Hospitals  and  Homes  shall  be  derived  from  the  following 
sources : 

1.  From  affiliated  institutions. 

2.  A  percentage  of  the  American  White  Cross  and  Golden 
Cross  Collections  of  not  more  than  ten  per  cent. 

3.  From  gifts,  devises,  wills,  etc. 

4.  Such  share  in  the  General  Benevolences  of  the  Church 
as  the  General  Conference  may  order. 

^819.  Poivey^s.  (1)  The  Board  may  make  surveys,  dis- 
seminate information,  suggest  plans  for  securing  funds, 
maintain  a  bureau  for  the  purpose  of  securing  experts  in  all 
lines  of  work,  provide  architectural  data,  and  render  assist- 
ance in  the  promotion  and  establishment  of  new  institutions. 

(2)  The  Board  shall  encourage  and  assist  all  institutions 
within  its  jurisdiction  in  attaining  the  highest  possible  pro- 
fessional, spiritual,  and  financial  standards  and  shall  set 
such  required  attainments  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect 
the  aims  and  ideals  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

(3)  The  Board  of  Managers  is  authorized  to  organize 
committees,  set  up  financial  accounts,  assist  institutions  in 
efforts  to  secure  funds,  and  perform  such  other  functions  as 
the  normal  work  of  the  Board  may  require. 

H  820.  The  American  White  Cross  and  Golden  Cross. 
There  shall  be  an  American  White  Cross  and  Golden  Cross 
Society  of  The  Methodist  Church  which  shall  include  in  its 
responsibility  the  interests  and  activities  formerly  promoted 
by  the  White  Cross  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  the  Golden  Cross  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  which  shall  promote  the  hospital 
work  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Hospitals  and 
Homes,  and  shall  collect  moneys  and  other  material  assist- 
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ance  in  providing  hospitalization  for  the  worthy  and  de- 
serving poor,  and  the  care  of  the  aged  and  children.  The 
enrollment  shall  be  held  annually  on  a  date  to  be  determined 
by  the  patronizing  Annual  Conference  or  Annual  Confer- 
ences, funds  raised  in  such  enrollment  to  be  used  as  directed 
by  action  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  keeping  with  the 
policies  of  said  society. 

^821.  Jurisdictional  Conference  Board  of  Hospitals  and 
Homes. 

(1)  There  may  be  in  each  Jurisdiction  a  Board  of  Hos- 
pitals and  Homes  auxiliary  to  the  General  Board  of  Hospi- 
tals and  Homes  hereinafter  called  the  Board.  The  Board 
shall  have  headquarters  to  be  located  by  the  Jurisdictional 
Conference. 

(2)  The  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  active  Bishops  of 
the  Jurisdiction,  eighteen  managers,  six  of  whom  shall  be 
Ministers,  twelve  Lay  Members,  six  of  whom  shall  be 
women,  elected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  on  nomina- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Hospitals  and  Homes,  which  shall 
have  as  a  basis  of  choice  one  Minister  and  two  Laymen,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  a  woman,  from  each  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Jurisdiction  nominated  by  the  Annual  Conference 
Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes.  The  Jurisdictional  mem- 
bers and  advisory  members,  if  any,  of  the  General  Board 
of  Hospitals  and  Homes  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the 
Board. 

(3)  The  Board  shall  elect  a  President,  Vice-President, 
and  Recording  Secretary  at  its  first  meeting  following  the 
meeting  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference.  It  shall  have  a 
General  Committee  of  nine  members.  Its  duties  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Board.  The  Board  shall  meet  annually  at 
such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  its  General  Com- 
mittee.    Nine  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

(4)  The  Jurisdictional  Board  shall  be  advisory  to  the 
Hospitals  and  Homes  of  the  Jurisdiction  in  harmony  with 
the  general  plans  of  the  Church  as  outlined  by  the  General 
Board. 

(5)  The  Jurisdictional  Board  may  elect  a  Secretary,  who 
shall  carry  out  the  plans  of  the  Church  for  the  Board  of 
Hospitals  and  Homes  in  co-operation  with  the  Executive 
Secretaries  of  the  General  Board. 

^  822.    Annual  Conference  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes. 

(1)  Each  Annual  Conference  may  provide  from  within  its 
bounds  a  Conference  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  pro- 
vided as  follows : 

(a)   Seven  members  shall  be  elected,  three  from  the  minis- 
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terial  and  four  from  the  Lay  Members  (two  of  whom  shall 
be  women)  of  the  Conference. 

(b)  All  Jurisdictional  Members  of  each  Conference  shall 
be  ex  officio  members  of  such  Conference  Board. 

(2)  Such  Conference  Board  shall  meet  at  least  once  dur- 
ing the  regular  session  of  each  Annual  Conference  and  shall 
seek,  in  co-operation  with  the  Jurisdictional  Board,  to  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  the  Hospitals  and  Homes  within  the 
bounds  of  said  Annual  Conference.  In  those  Conferences 
where  civil  law  requires  the  election  of  Boards  of  Trustees 
and  Managers  by  the  Annual  Conference,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  to 
nominate  persons  for  such  election. 

(3)  Each  District  Conference  and  Pastoral  Charge  shall 
appoint  a  Committee  on  Hospitals  and  Homes  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  promote  the  general  interests  of  hospitals  and 
homes  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  the  particular  hospitals 
and  homes,  to  whose  support  they  are  respectively  allocated. 

(4)  The  American  White  Cross  Society  and  the  Golden 
Cross  Society  are  authorized  to  make  an  enrollment  of  mem- 
bers and  adherents,  in  order  to  secure  their  interest  in  and 
support  of  Hospitals  and  Home.  The  enrollment  shall  be 
held  annually  in  every  congregation,  on  a  date  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  patronizing  Annual  Conference  or  Annual 
Conferences.  The  week  following  Enrollment  Sunday  shall 
be  known  as  Hospitals  and  Homes  Week.  Funds  raised 
through  said  enrollment  shall  be  used  as  directed  by  the  An- 
nual Conference  in  keeping  with  the  policies  of  said  societies.

In  response  to  the  clamant  call  to  evangelism  contained  in 
the  Episcopal  Address  to  the  Uniting  Conference,  and, 
therefore,  in  order  that  this  all-important  subject  may  be 
lifted  up  and  held  in  the  place  of  central  prominence  through- 
out the  Methodist  communion,  the  Conference  authorizes  the 
creation  of  a  Commission  on  Evangelism  which  shall  devote 
itself  to  the  promotion  of  evangelism  in  all  its  types  and 
phases. 

If  .  There  shall  be  a  General  Commission  on  Evange- 
lism composed  of  six  Bishops,  one  from  each  Jurisdiction, 
elected  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  one  of  whom  shall  be  des- 
ignated as  Chairman  of  the  Commission ;  the  Executive 
Secretaries  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  Executive  Secre- 
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taries  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Editor  of  the  Church 
School  PubKcations,  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Lay  Activities  (who  shall  be  members  ex  officio)  ;  and  one 
Minister,  one  Layman,  one  Laywoman,  and  one  Youth 
member  from  each  Jurisdiction  to  be  elected  by  each  Juris- 
dictional Conference,  and  ten  others,  three  of  whom  shall 
be  evangelists  to  be  elected  by  the  Commission. 

^  .  The  Chairman  of  the  General  Commission  on 
Evangelism  shall  make  a  report  of  the  work  of  the  Commis- 
sion to  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  shall  submit  a  program 
of  work  for  the  General  Commission  on  Evangelism  to  the 
Council  of  Bishops  for  their  consideration  and  approval. 

If  .  The  financial  support  of  the  General  Commission 
on  Evangelism  shall  be  derived  from  the  General  Benevo- 
lence funds  of  the  Church. 

H  .  The  General  Commission  on  Evangelism  shall  have 
authority  to  set  up  standards  for  General  and  Conference 
Evangelists.  The  Bishop  in  charge  of  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference,  appoint 
members  of  an  Annual  Conference  as  general  or  approved 
evangelists,  provided  the  Conference  Commission  on  Evan- 
gelism recommends  and  the  General  Commission  on  Evan- 
gelism approves. 

H  .  The  headquarters  of  the  General  Commission  on 
Evangelism  shall  be  determined  by  the  Commission. 

^  .  The  General  Commission  on  Evangelism  shall  elect 
an  Executive  Secretary,  and  provide  such  other  help  as 
may  be  needed. 

^  .  The  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Commission  on 
Evangelism  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Commission  may  determine. 

II  .  The  General  Commission  on  Evangelism  is  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  creating  an  intelligent  interest 
and  passion  for  evangelism  and  promoting  all  types  and 
phases  of  evangelism  among  the  ministers  and  laity 
throughout  the  entire  Church. 

^  .  The  General  Commission  on  Evangelism  shall  co- 
operate as  far  as  possible  in  the  training  of  our  Ministry 
for  leadership  in  the  field  of  Evangelism  and  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  various  agencies  of  the  Church  in  creating  a 
literature  to  serve  the  cause  of  Evangelism. 

H  .  The  General  Commission  on  Evangelism  shall  pro- 
mote the  practice  of  intercession  and  family  worship  and 
stimulate  the  enlistment  of  inactive  members  in  worship  and 
Christian  service. 

^        .  Each  Jurisdictional  Conference  may  have  a  Com- 
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mission  on  Evangelism  which  shall  promote  the  program 
of  the  General  Commission  on  Evangelism. 

^  .  Each  Annual  Conference  shall  provide  for  a  Con- 
ference Commission  on  Evangelism  which  shall  promote  the 
program  as  outlined  by  the  General  Commission  on  Evan- 
gelism. 

^  .  The  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  Evange- 
lism shall  be  authorized  to  recommend  to  the  presiding  Bish- 
op for  appointment  as  Conference  Evangelists  such  members 
of  the  Conference  as  meet  the  requirements  of  that  work. 
Such  evangelists  shall  make  report  of  their  work  and  labors 
and  their  financial  receipts  to  their  respective  Commissions 
as  soon  as  may  be  required.

SECTION  I.     THE  AIM  OF  MISSIONS 

^  826.  The  supreme  aim  of  Missions  is  to  make  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  known  to  all  peoples  in  all  lands  as  their  divine 
Saviour,  to  persuade  them  to  become  His  disciples,  and  to 
gather  these  disciples  into  Christian  Churches;  to  enlist 
them  in  the  building  of  the  Kingdom  of  God ;  to  co-operate 
with  these  Churches;  to  promote  world  Christian  Fellow- 
ship, and  to  bring  to  bear  on  all  human  life  the  spirit  and 
principles  of  Christ. 

SECTION  II.      INCORPORATION 

^827.  Article  1.  (1)  There  shall  be  an  incorporated 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  hereinafter  called  the  Board.  It  shall  conduct  its 
operations  through  three  administrative  divisions,  each  of 
which  shall  be  incorporated.  The  Board  and  its  Divisions 
shall  be  domiciled  and  incorporated  in  such  state  or  states  as 
the  Board  may  select.  Subject  to  the  limitations  hereinafter 
specified  each  of  the  incorporated  divisions  shall  be  subject 
to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Board,  and  all  shall  be 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  General  Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church  in  all  things  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
states  of  incorporation. 

(2)   The  Board  shall  have  control  of  all  the  work  former- 
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ly  controlled  and  administered  by  the  following:  The  Mis- 
sionary Society,  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  the  Woman's  For- 
eign Missionary  Society,  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety, the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  the  Ladies'  Aid  So- 
cities  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church ;  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, including  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  the  Wom- 
an's Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  the  Woman's  Board  of 
Home  Missions,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church,  and  such  other  corporations  or  agen- 
cies of  the  General  Conference  which  do  similar  work,  but 
this  recital  shall  not  be  construed  as  exclusive. 

SECTION   III.      CONSTITUTION 

H  828,  Article  1.  Name  and  Object.  The  name  of  this 
organization  shall  be  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  of  The  Methodist  Church.  Its  objects  are  reli- 
gious, philanthropic  and  educational,  designed  to  diffuse 
more  generally  the  blessings  of  Christianity  in  every  part 
of  the  world,  by  the  promotion  and  support  of  all  phases 
of  missionary  and  Church  extension  activity  in  the  United 
States  and  other  countries;  to  promote  missionary  intelli- 
gence, interest  and  zeal  throughout  The  Methodist  Church, 
and  to  aid  in  Christianizing  personal  life  and  the  social 
order  in  all  lands  and  among  all  peoples.  Other  agencies 
of  The  Methodist  Church  shall  conduct  work  in  foreign 
fields  only  in  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension. 

H  829,  Art.  2.  Authority.  The  Board  shall  have  authority 
to  regulate  its  own  proceedings  in  accordance  with  its  Con- 
stitution and  Charter;  to  buy,  acquire,  receive  by  gift,  de- 
vise, bequests  of  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  and  to 
hold,  sell  and  dispose  of  property ;  to  secure,  appropriate  and 
administer  funds  for  its  work;  to  sue  and  be  sued;  to  elect 
the  necessary  officers  and  members  of  its  staff,  remove  them 
for  cause  and  fill  vacancies;  to  make  bylaws  in  harmony 
with  the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  the  Char- 
ter of  the  Board,  and  to  administer  its  affairs  through  its 
respective  Divisions,  and  shall  be  clothed  with  the  power  and 
shall  have  the  right  to  do  any  and  all  things  which  shall  be 
authorized  by  its  Charter. 

If  830,  Art  3.  Board  of  Managers.  (1)  The  management 
and  disposition  of  the  affairs  of  the  Board,  the  making  and 
administration  of  appropriations,  and  all  other  activities, 
shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Managers. 
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(2)  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  elected  quadrennial- 
ly and  shall  be  composed  of  all  active  Bishops  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church  resident  in  the  United  States;  one  Minister, 
and  three  Laymen,  two  of  whom  shall  be  women,  from  each 
Jurisdiction  for  each  450,000  members,  or  major  fraction 
thereof,  in  the  Jurisdiction,  elected  by  the  Jurisdictional 
Conference  on  nomination  of  its  Committee  on  Missions 
and  Church  Extension;  provided,  that  no  Jurisdiction,  in 
addition  to  its  active  Bishops,  shall  have  fewer  than  two 
Ministers  and  six  Laymen,  four  of  whom  shall  be  women, 
and  two  Youth  members,  one  young  man  and  one  young 
woman,  under  twenty-five  years  of  age,  from  each  Jurisdic- 
tion, elected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference.  In  nominat- 
ing and  electing  such  Jurisdictional  members  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference,  through  its  Committee  on  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  shall  have  as  a  basis  of  choice  one  Min- 
ister and  one  Layman  designated  by  each  Annual  Confer- 
ence of  the  Jurisdiction,  on  nomination  of  its  Committee  on 
Missions  and  Church  Extension;  three  Laywomen  nomi- 
nated by  each  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  within  the  Jurisdiction  from  which  number  the 
Woman's  Jurisdictional  Society  shall  nominate  to  the  Juris- 
dictional Conference  the  number  to  be  elected  to  the  Board ; 
and  one  young  man  and  one  young  woman  from  those  nomi- 
nated by  the  Youth  Organization  of  each  Annual  Confer- 
ence in  the  Jurisdiction,  Vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers shall  be  filled  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Jurisdiction  in 
which  the  vacancies  occur  ad  interim,  having  regard  to  the 
various  classifications  of  members. 

(3)  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  annually,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  it  may  determine.  Forty  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President  on  order  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  may  be 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  elect  quadrennially  a 
President,  who  shall  be  the  presiding  officer,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  one  upon  nomination  of  each  of  the  three  ad- 
ministrative divisions  and  other  Vice-Presidents  if  the 
Board  shall  so  determine,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  such 
other  officers  as  it  may  need.  Their  duties  shall  be  those 
usually  performed  by  such  oflficers.  The  Board  may  also 
elect  annually  such  committees  as  may  be  necessary  to  the 
carrying  on  of  its  business. 

(5)  The  Board  shall  elect  annually  upon  nomination  of 
the  respective  Divisions  an  Executive  Committee  of  thirty- 
seven  members :  nine  members  from  the  Division  of  Foreign 
Missions;  nine  members  from  the  Division  of  Home  Mis- 
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sions  and  Church  Extension;  eighteen  women  from  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service — a  majority  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  President  of  the 
Board  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
This  Executive  Committee  shall  exercise  the  powers  of  the 
Board  ad  interim.  For  the  more  efficient  performance  of 
its  duties  the  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its 
own  body  three  subcommittees  on  (1)  Foreign  Missions, 
(2)  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  (3)  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service — composed  of  the  members 
elected  from  these  Divisions,  and  such  other  subcommittees 
as  may  be  found  necessary  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  work, 
having  regard  to  equal  representation  of  the  Divisions. 
These  subcommittees  shall  have  such  powers  as  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  shall  delegate  to  them. 

^  831,  Art.  4.  The  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be : 

A.  To  have  the  general  oversight  of  the  missionary  and 
church  extension  program  of  The  Methodist  Church,  with 
special  reference  to  its  development  and  expansion. 

B.  To  determine  the  broad  lines  of  policy  and  program, 
and  through  the  respective  Divisions,  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
gram. 

C.  To  determine  fields  to  be  occupied  and  the  nature  of 
the  work  to  be  undertaken ;  to  build  and  maintain  churches, 
hospitals,  homes,  schools,  parsonages,  and  other  institutions 
of  Christian  service;  and  to  enlist,  train  and  support  the 
workers. 

D.  To  safeguard  for  each  Division  the  fullest  measure  of 
autonomy  consistent  with  presenting  a  united  front  and  a 
mutually-supporting  program. 

E.  To  foster,  as  between  the  respective  Divisions,  united 
fellowship,  planning  and  action. 

F.  To  elect  and  commission  the  executive  officers  of  the 
respective  Divisions,  on  nominations  of  the  Divisions. 

G.  To  appropriate  and  expend  money  for  the  support  of 
all  work  under  its  care,  to  receive  and  properly  administer 
all  properties  and  trust  funds  coming  in  any  manner  into 
its  possession  for  missionary  or  other  purposes,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

H.  To  assist  in  the  organization  of  and  in  the  mainte- 
nance of  co-operative  relations  with  the  Boards,  committees 
and  other  agencies  of  the  General  Conference ;  also  with  the 
Jurisdictional,  Central  and  Annual  Conference  missionary 
boards,  committees  and  agencies ;  likewise  with  interdenom- 
inational and  other  missionary  agencies  in  the  home  and 
foreign  fields. 

Section  2.  The  Board  shall  provide  for  the  correlation 
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and  harmonization  of  the  work  of  its  various  Divisions,  De- 
partments, and  Bureaus.  It  shall  do  any  and  all  things  con- 
sistent with  its  Constitution  and  Charter  to  accomplish  the 
purpose  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  establishing  mission- 
ary and  Church  extension  work  at  home  and  abroad. 

H  832,  Art.  5.  Divisions.  The  Board  shall  conduct  its  ac- 
tivities through  three  Administrative  Divisions  and  a  Joint 
Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation,  namely : 

(1)  Division  of  Foreign  Missions, 

(2)  Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension, 

(3)  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service, 

(4)  Joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation. 

^  833,  Art.  6.  Executive  Secretaries.  The  Board  shall 
elect  one  or  more  Executive  Secretaries  for  each  of  the  three 
Administrative  Divisions,  and  two  (one  man  and  one  wom- 
an) for  the  Joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation. 
Said  Secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  their  respective  Di- 
visions, and  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board. 

These  Secretaries  shall  have  co-ordinate  power.  They 
shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Board  and  of  their 
respective  Divisions.  Their  salaries  shall  be  fixed  and  paid 
as  the  Board  may  determine.  They  shall  be  employed  exclu- 
sively in  the  work  of  the  Board,  promoting  the  missionary 
cause  by  such  activities  as  the  Board  may  approve.  The 
Executive  Secretaries  shall  be  members  ex  officio  of  the 
Board. 

^834,  Art.  7.  Treasurers  and  Trust  Officers.  (1)  The 
Board  shall  elect  a  Treasurer  for  the  Division  of  Foreign 
Missions,  a  Treasurer  for  the  Division  of  Home  Missions 
and  Church  Extension,  and  a  Treasurer  for  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service,  upon  nomination  by  the  re- 
spective Divisions.  The  Board  may  also  provide  the  Treas- 
urers with  such  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary. 

(2)  The  Treasurers  shall  be  responsible  for  receiving  the 
funds  of  the  Board  and  of  the  respective  Divisions,  hold- 
ing the  same  in  a  safe  depository  and  disbursing  them  ac- 
cording to  the  regulations  of  the  Board  or  the  respective 
Divisions  upon  proper  order.  The  Board  or  the  respective 
Divisions  shall  designate  depositories  for  their  funds. 

(3)  The  Board  shall  elect  one  or  more  Trust  Officers 
who  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  receiving, 
holding  and  properly  disbursing  the  returns  from  all  trust 
funds,  endowments  and  securities  of  the  Board  according 
to  the  regulations  of  the  Board. 

(4)  All  properties,  trust  funds,  permanent  funds  and 
other  special  funds  and  endowments  now  held  and  admin- 
istered by  the  several  organizations  merging  into  the  Board 
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of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  shall  be  carefully  safe- 
guarded and  administered  in  the  interest  of  those  persons 
and  causes  for  which  said  funds  were  established ;  provided, 
that  the  properties,  trust  funds,  permanent  and  endowment 
funds  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  from  other  Boards  and  Departments  of 
Boards  only  when  such  transfers  may  be  made  according  to 
the  laws  of  the  states  where  the  several  Boards  are  char- 
tered and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  respective  Divi- 
sions. Funds  of  the  three  administrative  Divisions  and 
their  preceding  corporations  and  societies,  which  are  sub- 
ject to  appropriation,  shall  be  appropriated  only  upon 
recommendation  of  the  respective  Divisions  and  for  the 
work  for  which  the  respective  Divisions  are  responsible. 

(5)  The  Treasurers  and  Trust  Officers  of  the  Board 
shall  be  bonded  by  the  Board  in  such  sums  and  upon  such 
conditions  as  the  Board  may  determine.  Their  books  shall 
be  audited  annuallj^  by  certified  public  accountants  chosen 
by  the  Board,  and  their  reports  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Board  at  each  annual  meeting. 

^  835,  Art.  8.  Joint  Comynittee  on  Personnel.  There  shall 
be  a  Joint  Committee  on  Personnel  of  the  several  Divisions 
of  the  Board,  which  shall  be  responsible  for  the  enlistment, 
cultivation,  training  and  recommendation  of  candidates  for 
missionary  service  at  home  and  abroad. 

1[  836,  Ari.  9.  Missionaries.  (1)  Standards  and  qualifica- 
tions of  Missionary  candidates  for  home  and  foreign  serv- 
ice, including  Deaconesses,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Per- 
sonnel. 

(2)  A  person  shall  be  constituted  and  acknowledged  as 
a  Missionary  or  Deaconess  and  receive  support  as  such  from 
the  funds  of  the  Board  only  when  such  person  has  been 
approved  by  the  Board  and  has  been  assigned  to  some 
definite  field. 

SECTION  IV.     DIVISION  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

^837,  Article  1. — Organization.  (1)  Within  the  Board 
there  shall  be  a  Division  of  Foreign  Missions,  hereinafter 
called  the  Division,  which  shall  be  one  of  the  co-ordinate 
administrative  Divisions  of  the  Board. 

(2)  The  Division  shall  be  incorporated  as  hereinbefore 
provided. 

(3)  The  Division  shall  be  composed  as  nearly  as  possible 
of  one-third  of  the  active  Bishops,  and  the  remaining  mem- 
bers shall  be  as  follows :  one-half  of  the  Ministers,  one-half 
pf  the  Laymen,  one-third  of  the  Laywomen,  and  one-third 
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of  the  Youth  members  of  the  Board.  The  Division  shall 
meet  annually  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  it  may  deem  necessary. 

11838,  Art.  2.~Authority.  (1)  The  Division  shall  have 
authority  to  regulate  its  own  proceedings ;  to  select  fields  of 
labor;  to  accept,  train,  commission,  and  maintain  workers; 
to  sue  and  be  sued ;  to  buy  and  sell  property ;  to  secure  and 
administer  funds  for  the  support  of  all  work  under  its 
charge;  to  solicit  and  accept  contributions  subject  to  an- 
nuity; to  make  appropriations  for  its  work;  to  select  the 
necessary  officers;  to  remove  any  officer  for  cause  and  fill 
vacancies;  to  make  Bylaws  in  harmony  with  its  Charter 
and  Constitution  and  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Board; 
and  to  recommend  Constitutions  and  Bylaws  for  Jurisdic- 
tional and  Annual  Conference  Boards  related  to  the  Divi- 
sion. 

(2)  The  Division  shall  administer  and  promote  the  work 
of  Missions  outside  the  United  States  and  its  dependencies 
formerly  administered  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  work  outside  of 
the  United  States  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  General  Sec- 
tion, of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  ex- 
cept such  activities  of  the  Woman's  Convention  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church,  and  shall  have  committed  to  it  all 
the  general  foreign  missionary  activities  of  The  Methodist 
Church  in  foreign  fields. 

(3)  This  Division  shall  estimate  the  needs  of  the  work 
under  its  care  and  shall  present  the  same  to  the  Board  for 
consideration  and  approval.  It  shall  present  to  the  Board 
for  appointment  Missionaries  for  its  various  fields  of  serv- 
ice, who  have  been  approved  by  the  Personnel  Committee. 

(4)  The  Division,  in  co-operation  with  the  Departments 
of  Work  in  Foreign  Fields  of  the  Woman's  Division,  shall 
formulate  plans  and  policies  for  the  administration  of  For- 
eign Missions,  shall  consider  lines  of  work,  fields  to  be  oc- 
cupied, and  various  enterprises,  and  make  recommendations 
to  the  Board  for  approval.  There  shall  be  an  Inter-Division 
Committee  in  Foreign  Work  with  equal  representation  from 
the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Department  of 
Foreign  Work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice, which  shall  co-ordinate  and  correlate  the  programs  and 
policies  for  foreign  fields  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board. 

(5)  This  Division  shall  recommend  to  the  Board  for  ap- 
propriation an  emergency  or  contingent  fund  not  to  exceed 
five  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  appropriated  for  the  Divi- 
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sion.  This  Division  shall  not  recommend  to  the  Board  for 
appropriations  including  the  emergency  fund  for  a  fiscal 
year  more  than  the  total  amount  received  for  this  Division 
from  all  sources  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

^  839,  Article  3. — Foreign  Field  Committees,  Budgets, 
and  Estimates.  (1)  In  a  Foreign  Mission  field  of  the  Board 
each  Annual  Conference,  Mission  Conference,  or  Mission 
shall  have  a  Field  Committee.  This  Committee  shall  con- 
sist of  the  following  members:  The  Resident  Bishop,  the 
Mission  Treasurers,  and  the  Mission  Superintendents.  It 
shall  also  include  such  other  persons  as  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence, Mission  Conference,  or  Mission  may  elect,  provided 
there  be  an  equal  number  of  missionaries  of  the  Division  of 
Foreign  Missions  and  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service  and  where  possible  an  equal  number  of  national 
men  and  women. 

This  Field  Committee  shall  be  the  unifying  and  co-ordi- 
nating agency  for  both  the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions 
and  the  Foreign  Department  of  the  Division  of  Woman's 
Christian  Service. 

The  personnel  of  this  Committee  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  and  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board  for  the 
administration  of  funds  provided  by  the  Board.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  elect  its  own  Chairman. 

(2)  In  a  mission  field,  where  there  is  a  Central  Confer- 
ence in  which  there  is  an  Executive  Board  or  Council  of 
Co-operation  duly  constituted,  the  budget  estimates  for  the 
development  of  the  work,  prepared  by  the  various  Field 
Committees,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Division  of  Foreign 
Missions  and  to  the  Division  of  Woman's  Christian  Service 
after  approval  by  said  Executive  Board  or  Council  of  Co- 
operation, The  budgets  shall  be  presented.  Conference  by 
Conference,  and  by  projects  within  the  Conference.  These 
estimates  shall  be  prepared  and  submitted  separately  for 
the  General  and  Woman's  Work  in  such  form  as  may  be  re- 
quired, and  shall  be  the  basis  for  appropriation  of  mission 
funds. 

(3)  In  Provisional  Central  Conferences,  where  there  is 
no  Executive  Board  or  Council  of  Co-operation,  the  esti- 
mates shall  be  sent  direct  to  the  Division  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions and  to  the  Division  of  Woman's  Christian  Service  from 
the  Field  Committee  of  each  Annual  Conference,  Mission 
Conference  or  Mission. 

^  840,  Art.  4. — Administration  of  Missions.  (1)  Foreign 
fields  outside  of  an  Annual  Conference  working  under  the 
care  of  the  Board  of  Missions  not  having  met  the  require- 
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merits  for  the  organization  of  a  Mission  Conference  may  be 
organized  into  a  Mission. 

(2)  The  Mission  shall  meet  annually,  and  shall  be  com- 
posed of  all  regularly  appointed  Missionaries  and  Mission 
Traveling  Preachers,  with  Lay  Members,  the  number  of 
whom  and  the  mode  of  their  appointment  each  Mission  shall 
determine  for  itself. 

(3)  The  Bishop,  or  in  his  absence  one  of  the  Superin- 
tendents chosen  by  ballot  by  the  Mission,  shall  preside  in 
the  annual  meeting.  This  meeting  shall  exercise  in  a  gen- 
eral way  the  functions  of  a  District  Conference.  It  shall 
have  power  to  license  suitable  persons  to  preach  and  to  pass 
upon  the  characters  of  preachers  not  members  of  an  An- 
nual Conference,  to  receive  on  Trial  Mission  Traveling 
Preachers,  and  to  recommend  proper  persons  for  Deacons' 
and  Elders'  Orders.  The  Bishop  or  President  shall  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  assign  the  Missionaries  and  Mission 
Traveling  Preachers  to  the  several  Charges  for  the  ensuing 
year;  provided,  that  no  Missionary  shall  be  transferred  to 
or  from  a  Mission  without  previous  consultation  with  the 
Board. 

(4)  The  work  of  a  Mission  shall  be  divided,  when  neces- 
sary, into  districts,  over  each  of  which  a  Missionary  shall 
be  placed  as  Superintendent.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Superintendents,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  to  take  gen- 
eral supervision  of  the  work  in  his  District  with  all  its  in- 
terests, and  to  report  the  state  of  that  work  and  its  needs 
to  the  Bishop  in  charge  and  to  the  Board. 

(5)  For  the  consideration  of  financial  and  other  matters 
relative  to  the  policies  of  the  Board,  and  the  work  of  the 
Missionaries,  the  Missionaries  of  each  Mission  shall  hold  an 
annual  Missionaries'  Meeting  and  report  their  proceedings 
to  the  Board.  In  the  absence  of  a  Bishop  one  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries shall  be  elected  by  ballot  to  preside. 

^  841,  Art.  5. — Mission  Fields  in  Which  There  are  Auton- 
omous or  Independent  Methodist  Churches.  (1)  The  mis- 
sionaries of  The  Methodist  Church  appointed  to  work  in 
Mission  fields  where  there  are  autonomous  or  independent 
Methodist  Churches,  while  retaining  their  membership  in 
their  home  Local  Churches  and  Annual  Conferences  and 
without  impairing  their  relationship  to  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension  and  the  appointing  authority 
of  The  Methodist  Church,  shall,  while  in  service  in  such 
fields,  be  free  to  accept  the  rights  and  privileges  of  member- 
ship in  the  Local  Churches  and  the  Annual  Conferences  of 
the  national  Methodist  Churches  as  offered  to  them  by  such 
Churches. 
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(2)  The  Missionaries  in  such  mission  fields  may  be  or- 
ganized into  Mission  Councils  under  constitutions  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

(3)  A  Mission  Council  shall  be  authorized  to  elect  and 
send  one  of  its  members  to  the  General  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church  as  its  representative.  Such  representa- 
tive shall  have  his  expenses  paid  from  the  General  Confer- 
ence funds  and  shall  be  accorded  the  privilege  of  sitting 
with  the  Committee  of  the  General  Conference  with  the 
right  to  speak  when  questions  relating  to  our  work  in  for- 
eign fields  are  being  considered. 

(4)  Wherever  desired  by  an  autonomous  Methodist 
Church  and  the  missionaries  working  in  relation  to  such 
Church,  there  shall  be  a  Central  Council  composed  of  mem- 
bers of  the  autonomous  Church  and  the  missionaries  of  the 
Board  working  in  that  field,  under  a  constitution  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  This  Cen- 
tral Council  shall  be  the  agency  through  which  the  Board 
shall  co-operate  with  such  autonomous  Church. 

(5)  Mission  Councils  and  Central  Councils  shall  not  be 
constituent  parts  of  Central  Conferences,  but  many  main- 
tain fraternal  relations  with  neighboring  Central  Confer- 
ences. 

^  842,  Art.  6. — Lay  Missionaries.  Lay  Missionaries  of  the 
Board,  men  and  women,  shall  be  associate  members  of  their 
Mission,  Mission  Conference,  or  Annual  Conference,  and 
be  permitted  all  privileges  of  the  floor  and  the  right  to  vote 
on  all  questions  not  Ministerial  or  constitutional  and  shall 
be  eligible  for  election  to  Mission  or  Conference  Commit- 
tees. 

SECTION  V.  DIVISION  OF  HOME  MISSIONS  AND 
CHURCH  EXTENSION 

11843,  Article  1. — Organization.  (1)  Within  the  Board 
there  shall  be  a  Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension, hereinafter  called  the  Division,  which  shall  be  one 
of  the  co-ordinate  administrative  Divisions  of  the  Board. 

(2)  The  Division  shall  be  incorporated  as  hereinbefore 
provided. 

(3)  The  Division  shall  be  composed  as  nearly  as  possible 
of  one-third  of  the  active  Bishops,  and  the  remaining  mem- 
bers shall  be  as  follows :  one-half  of  the  Ministers,  one-half 
of  the  Laymen,  one-third  of  the  Laywomen,  and  one-third 
of  the  Youth  members  of  the  Board.  The  Division  shall 
meet  annually  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

If  844,  Art.  2. — Authority.  (1)  The  Division  shall  have 
authority  to  regulate  its  own  proceedings ;  to  select  fields  of 
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labor;  to  accept,  train,  commission,  and  maintain  workers; 
to  sue  and  be  sued ;  to  buy  and  sell  property ;  to  secure  and 
administer  funds  for  the  support  of  all  work  under  its 
charge;  to  solicit  and  accept  contributions  subject  to  an- 
nuity; to  make  appropriations  for  its  work;  to  select  the 
necessary  officers;  to  remove  any  officer  for  cause  and  fill 
vacancies;  to  make  Bylaws  in  harmony  with  its  Charter 
and  Constitution,  and  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Board; 
and  to  recommend  Constitutions  and  Bylaws  for  Jurisdic- 
tional and  Annual  Conference  Boards  related  to  the  Divi- 
sion. 

(2)  The  Division  shall  elect  its  own  Chairman,  Vice- 
Chairman,  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  such  committees 
as  it  may  deem  necessary. 

(3)  The  Division  shall  meet  at  the  time  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  and  may  meet  at  other  times  at  the 
call  of  the  Chairman. 

(4)  The  Division  shall  have  two  Sections:  The  Section 
of  Home  Missions,  and  the  Section  of  Church  Extension, 
with  one  or  more  Executive  Secretaries  for  each  section, 
having  co-ordinate  authority  in  their  respective  fields  of 
administrative  responsibility. 

(5)  The  Board,  upon  nomination  and  with  the  joint  con- 
currence of  the  Executive  Secretaries  of  the  Division,  may 
elect  Superintendents  of  Departments  and  Directors  of 
other  organizational  units  as  needs  may  require, 

^845,  Art.  3. — Functions.  The  Division  shall  have  gen- 
eral supervision  and  administration  of  the  work  of  Home 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  United  States  of 
America  and  its  territories,  not  including  the  Philippine 
Islands;  the  deepening  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Church; 
the  promotion  and  direction  of  movements  relative  to  the 
spiritual  meaning  and  work  of  Methodism ;  and  administra- 
tion of  all  Donation  Aid,  Loan  Funds,  and  Endowments 
contributed  and  established  for  the  work  of  Church  Exten- 
sion, except  such  as  may  be  administered  by  the  Jurisdic- 
tional and  Annual  Conferences.  The  plans  and  policies  of 
the  Division  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval. 

^  846,  Art.  4. — Revenue.  The  revenues  for  the  work  of 
the  Division  shall  be  derived  from  the  amounts  apportioned 
to  the  several  Annual  Conferences  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence or  its  authorized  agency,  and  gifts,  donations,  devises, 
bequests,  annunities  and  special  gifts  for  the  work  of  this 
Division. 

^847,  Art.  5. — Section  of  Home  Missions.  (1)  The  Sec- 
tion of  Home  Missions  shall  have  the  following  departments, 
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plus  such  organizational  units  as  the  Board,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  section,  may  determine : 

(a)  Department  of  City  Work, 

(b)  Department  of  Town  and  Country  Work, 

(c)  Department  of  Goodwill  Industries, 

(d)  Department  of  Negro  Work. 

(2)  The  Secretary  or  Secretaries  of  this  Section  shall 
supervise,  administer,  and  promote  the  work  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. They  shall  communicate  to  any  Bishop  assigned  to 
the  presidency  of  an  Annual  Conference,  Mission  Confer- 
ence, or  Mission  in  the  time  of  his  presidency,  such  infor- 
mation as  the  Section  of  Home  Missions  may  possess  touch- 
ing said  Annual  Conference,  Mission  Conference,  or  Mission 
for  the  guidance  of  the  Bishop  in  administration. 

A.  Department  of  City  Work 

1[  848.  The  Department  of  City  Work  shall  promote  mis- 
sionary work  in  cities  with  a  population  of  ten  thousand  or 
more.  It  shall  aid  in  making  surveys  in  cities  with  spe- 
cial reference  to  the  religious  conditions  of  foreign-speak- 
ing, Negro,  or  other  groups;  the  necessary  location  and 
adaptation  of  church  buildings,  and  the  programs  required 
for  needy  and  congested  communities.  It  shall  also  aid  in 
the  organization  and  development  of  adequate  religious 
centers  in  city  territory.  It  shall  administer  such  appro- 
priations as  may  be  committed  to  it  by  the  Division.  All 
askings  for  missionary  work  in  cities  of  ten  thousand  popu- 
lation or  more  shall  require  the  review  and  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Department  or  its  Superintendent. 

tl  849,  Article  1.  The  Department  of  City  Work  shall  pro- 
mote the  organization  of  City  Missionary  Societies  wherever 
possible  and  practicable. 

Art.  2.  A  City  Missionary  Society  may  be  organized  un- 
der such  name  and  control  as  it  may  determine,  wherever, 
in  cities  of  at  least  ten  thousand  population,  there  are  two 
or  more  Pastoral  Charges,  and  where,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Bishop  or  Bishops  and  District  Superintendent  or  Su- 
perintendents concerned,  it  is  deemed  advisable.  The  pur- 
pose of  such  a  society  is  to  promote  evangelization  and  to 
co-ordinate  the  work  of  the  church  in  such  cities  and  con- 
tiguous communities.  All  Bishops,  District  Superintend- 
ents, and  Superintendents  of  Missions  or  Mission  Confer- 
ences having  jurisdiction  within  the  geographical  territory 
covered  by  the  Society,  and  all  Pastors  therein,  shall  be  ex 
officio  members  of  said  Society  or  its  Board  of  Managers. 
Each  Quarterly  Conference  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one 
Lay  representative  in  the  Society  or  Board. 
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Art.  3.  The  City  Society  may  include  in  its  work  the  or- 
ganization of  Church  Schools,  and  the  organization  (but 
not  the  constituting)  of  Churches,  the  aid  of  weak  Church- 
es, the  acquisition  of  real  estate,  and  the  erection  of  build- 
ings, the  adaptation  of  downtown  Churches  to  their  altered 
environment,  the  securing  and  holding  of  endowments  for 
the  City  Society  and  dependent  Churches,  the  conducting  of 
missions  among  foreign-speaking  and  other  needy  peoples, 
the  development  of  well-organized  open-air  evangelism,  the 
maintenance  of  kindergartens  and  industrial  schools,  the 
promotion  of  social  and  settlement  work,  including  services 
rendered  in  connection  with  juvenile  court  cases,  the  sup- 
port of  rescue  missions  and  of  institutions  for  the  relief 
of  the  sick  and  the  destitute.  A  City  Society  may  also  de- 
vise plans  for  promoting  the  connectional  life  of  Method- 
ism, and  for  co-operation  and  federation  with  other  Evan- 
gelical Churches. 

Art.  4.  A  City  Society  may  elect,  either  from  within  or 
from  without  its  membership,  not  more  than  three  persons, 
members  of  The  Methodist  Church,  as  members  of  the 
Quarterly  Conference  of  any  Church  under  its  supervision 
or  the  object  of  its  benefactions.  The  persons  so  chosen 
shall  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Quarterly  Con- 
ference membership,  when  so  approved  by  the  Quarterly 
Conference. 

Art.  5.  In  Annual  Conferences  where  there  exists  a  City 
Society  having  an  executive  officer  giving  his  entire  time  to 
the  work,  it  is  recommended  that  said  executive  officer  shall 
be  invited  into  consultation  with  the  Bishop  and  District 
Superintendents  in  the  consideration  of  the  appointments 
that  affect  missions  or  Churches  administered  or  aided  by 
said  Society. 

Art.  6.  A  City  Society  shall  have  authority  in  the  terri- 
tory covered  by  its  Constitution  or  Charter,  to  make  ap- 
propriations to  the  Pastoral  Charges,  and  to  collect  and 
disburse  moneys  for  all  the  objects  contemplated  in  its  or- 
ganization. 

Art.  7.  It  is  recommended  that  any  church  within  its  ter- 
ritory expecting  to  receive  aid  for  building  or  improvement 
from  the  City  Society,  be  required  to  secure,  as  a  condi- 
tion to  receiving  such  aid,  the  approval  of  the  City  Society 
with  respect  to  location,  plans  and  methods  of  financing. 

Art.  8.  A  City  Society,  in  order  to  receive  appropriations 
from  the  Board  through  the  Divisions,  shall  meet  the  fol- 
lowing conditions:  (a)  It  shall  be  organized  according  to 
the  Discipline;  (b)  it  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee 
meeting  at  least  once  every  quarter;  (c)  it  shall  be  actively 
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at  work;  (d)  it  shall  have  made  a  report  as  required  by  the 
Department  of  City  Work;  (e)  it  shall  raise  annually  by 
collections  or  otherwise  an  amount  at  least  equal  to  that 
appropriated  to  it  by  the  Board,  exclusive  of  appropriations 
made  for  work  among  foreign-speaking  peoples. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  Superintendent 
whose  district  covers  in  whole  or  in  part  a  city,  or  contains 
communities  contiguous  to  each  other  in  which  there  are 
two  or  more  Charges,  to  co-operate  with  the  Department 
of  City  Work  in  securing  wherever  practicable,  the  organi- 
zation of  a  City  Society  as  herein  provided.  Charges  in 
communities  adjacent  to  a  city,  and  not  attached  to  any 
other  Society,  may  be  included  in  the  Society  of  the  ad- 
jacent city. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  pastor  whose  Charge 
lies  within  the  territory  of  a  City  Society,  once  each  year 
to  present  the  interests  of  the  Society  to  his  congregation, 
take  a  collection  for  the  same,  or  provide  for  the  amount 
apportioned  in  the  Benevolent  Budget,  and  report  the 
amount  received  to  the  Annual  Conference. 

Art.  11.  The  Annual  Conferences  are  directed  to  take 
such  friendly  interest  in  the  City  Societies  within  their 
bounds  as  shall  promote  their  efficiency  and  facilitate  their 
work ;  to  arrange  for  the  publication  of  their  reports  in  the 
Conference  Journal,  and  to  provide  a  separate  column  in 
connection  with  the  statement  of  the  Benevolence  collec- 
tions for  the  itemized  report  of  the  offerings  for  this  work. 

Art.  12.  All  City  Societies  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  Divi- 
sion, and  shall  make  each  year  to  the  Department  of  City 
Work  a  detailed  statement  which  shall  include:  (1)  Num- 
ber of  Ministers  or  Missionaries  supported  in  whole  or  in 
part,  the  amount  paid  to  each,  and  the  kind  of  work  in  which 
each  is  engaged;  (2)  expenses  of  administration;  (3)  the 
total  amount  raised  by  the  Society  and  how  expended.  The 
report  shall  also  include  such  other  items  as  the  Department 
shall  require. 

^850,  Article  1.  The  Department  of  City  Work  shall 
promote  the  Council  of  Cities  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Secretary,  the  Superintendent  and  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  two  delegates  from  each  organized  City  Society. 
The  Council  may  be  convened  annually,  or  at  such  other 
times  as  the  Department  may  determine. 

Art.  2.  The  purpose  of  the  Council  shall  be  to  promote 
the  study  of  City  Church  work,  with  all  that  relates  to  a 
better  understanding  of  the  religious  needs  of  urban  com- 
munities.   It  shall  present  methods  for  city  surveys,  prac- 
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tical  methods  of  Church  development  and  administration, 
having  in  view  the  city-wide  responsibility  of  the  Church. 
It  shall  seek  by  papers  and  discussions  to  present  the  social, 
economic,  industrial,  and  spiritual  needs  of  the  cities. 

B.  Department  of  Toivn  and  Country  Work 

II  851.  The  Department  of  Town  and  Country  Work  shall 
promote  all  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Church  in  rural  ter- 
ritory and  in  places  of  less  than  ten  thousand  population; 
conduct  surveys  and  research  studies  of  rural  conditions 
and  use  the  findings  for  more  effective  rural  Church  work ; 
develop  a  co-operative  procedure  among  all  Church  and 
other  agencies  that  serve  rural  people;  promote  among  our 
Ministers  and  in  colleges  and  theological  schools  the  study 
of  town  and  country  life ;  co-operate  with  the  allies  of  the 
Church  in  improving  the  economic,  social,  educational,  and 
religious  life  of  the  people  in  town  and  rural  areas. 

(1)  The  Department  shall  promote  a  constructive  policy 
for  supplying  rural  Churches  with  weekly  public  worship 
either  by  the  service  of  regular  Ministers,  or  competent  re- 
ligious Lay  workers;  develop  a  system  for  training  the 
officeholders  in  the  Local  Church,  and  devise  a  plan  for 
providing  adequate  financial  support  for  rural  Ministers. 

(2)  The  Department  shall  give  instruction,  encourage- 
ment and  support  to  Annual  Conference  Boards  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension  in  the  prosecution  of  Conference 
plans  for  carrying  forward  the  work  of  Christianity  in 
village  and  rural  communities,  and  to  the  Jurisdictional 
Boards  in  their  regional  movements  and  methods  for  es- 
tablishing the  Church  and  preaching  the  gospel  of  Christ 
to  all  the  people  in  their  territory. 

(3)  The  Department  shall  review  and  administer  main- 
tenance askings  from  the  field  for  town  and  country  work, 
and  recommend  to  responsible  organizations,  after  a  care- 
ful survey  of  the  field,  essential  denominational  exchanges, 
mergers,  or  other  co-operative  plans  to  prevent  overlapping 
by  religious  organizations. 

(4)  There  shall  be  set  up  in  each  Annual  Conference  a 
Town  and  Country  Life  Commission  composed  of  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendents,  a  representative  from  each  of  the 
participating  Boards,  including  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service.  This  Commission  shall  meet  annually  at 
least  four  weeks  before  the  session  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence. At  this  meeting  the  Commission  shall  outline  a  pro- 
gram of  work  to  be  presented  to  the  participating  Con- 
ference Boards  and  seek  to  co-ordinate  all  the  work  of  the 
various  Boards. 
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(5)  The  Town  and  Country  Life  Commission  may  pro- 
mote the  organization  of  Town  and  Country  Societies  where 
such  societies  seem  to  be  needed,  these  societies  to  select 
their  own  name,  determine  their  own  organization  and 
prosecute  such  work  as  they  deem  best  in  co-operation  with 
the  Department  of  Town  and  Country  Work. 

C.  Department  of  Goodtvill  Industries 
^  852.  The  Section  of  Home  Missions  shall  maintain  a 
Department  of  Goodwill  Industries,  the  purpose  of  which 
shall  be  to  provide  for  the  religious,  educational,  social, 
and  industrial  welfare  of  the  handicapped  and  unfortunate. 
This  Department  shall  consist  of  the  Executive  Secretary 
or  Secretaries  of  the  Section  of  Home  Missions,  and  six- 
teen other  persons,  three-fourths  of  whom  shall  be  actively 
associated  with  Goodwill  Industries,  and  one-half  of  whom 
shall  be  executives  of  autonomous  auxiliary  Goodwill  In- 
dustries. Members  of  the  Department  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Division,  on  joint  nomination  of  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary or  Secretaries  of  the  Section  of  Home  Missions;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  Executives  of  local  Goodwill  In- 
dustries to  be  nominated  for  election  to  the  Department 
shall  be  selected  from  among  nominations  submitted  by 
auxiliary  Goodwill  Industries. 

The  Department  shall  promote  and  establish  Goodwill 
Industries  in  various  centers;  shall  review  missionary  ask- 
ings and  administer  appropriations  for  Goodwill  Industries ; 
shall  endorse  and  assist  only  those  local  Goodwill  Indus- 
tries which  are  organized  and  conducted  according  to  its 
established  standards,  rules,  and  regulations,  and  shall  urge 
them  to  co-operate  in  programs  of  service  promoted  by  other 
boards,  divisions,  sections,  departments,  or  agencies  of  The 
Methodist  Church. 

The  Department  may  conduct  national  and  regional  insti- 
tutes, and  such  other  special  training  activities  as  will  help 
to  develop  the  specialized  leadership  required  for  the  direc- 
tion of  Goodwill  Industries. 

D.  Department  of  Negro  Wo7'k 
11  853,  The  Division  shall  organize  a  Department  for  work 
among  Negroes  which  shall  co-operate  with  the  Boards  and 
agencies  of  the  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference;  and 
with  the  several  agencies  and  Boards  of  the  Colored  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  as  authorized  in  the  Plan  of  Union. 

E.  Bilingual  Work 
^854.   (1)   Bilingual  Work  in  the  United  States,  except 
in  organized  Bilingual  Conferences  and  Missions,  shall  be 
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administered  through  the  English-speaking  Conferences  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Section  of  Home  Missions. 

(2)  To  insure  a  nation-wide  sense  of  responsibihty,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  Superintendent  and  Pastor 
to  remind  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  each  English-speak- 
ing Methodist  Church  in  America  of  its  missionary  obliga- 
tion to  any  Bilingual  peoples  resident  in  the  charge, 

F.  Section  of  Church  Extension 

H  855.  The  work  of  Church  Extension  shall  be  conducted 
under  the  following  provisions  and  regulations : 

(1)  The  Section  of  Church  Extension  shall  encourage  the 
erection  of  churches  in  communities  not  already  adequately 
supplied;  shall  assist  in  the  building  of  churches,  parson- 
ages and  other  mission  buildings  where  assistance  is  most 
needed ;  and  shall  give  special  attention  to  church  architec- 
ture. 

(2)  The  Board  shall  appropriate  money  for  the  various 
types  of  work  in  the  field  and  the  conduct  of  the  office;  it 
shall  determine  what  amount  should  be  donated  or  loaned 
to  each  applicant;  and  do  such  other  business  as  may  be 
legitimate  and  proper  for  it  to  do. 

(3)  Aid  in  the  form  of  donations  in  the  erection,  remod- 
eling, and  repairing  of  churches  and  parsonages  shall  be 
made  available  primarily  to  clearly  missionary  projects. 
Assistance  in  the  development  of  other  types  of  Church 
property,  if  and  when  granted,  shall  be  provided  as  loans. 

(4)  All  applications  for  Church  Extension  aid  shall  be 
made  through  the  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension,  or  a  similar  Board  in  the  Jurisdic- 
tion. Grants  shall  be  made  by  the  Board  or  the  Executive 
Committee  upon  recommendation  of  the  Section  and  the 
Secretary  or  Secretaries. 

(5)  In  granting  donations  to  churches  and  parsonages 
the  Board  shall  require  from  the  trustees  of  each  aided 
Church  an  obligation,  which  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  proper- 
ty involved,  for  the  return  of  the  amount  donated,  with  law- 
ful interest  thereon  in  the  event  that  the  work  shall  cease 
or  the  property  shall  be  alienated  from  The  Methodist 
Church.  In  case  of  relocation,  the  Board's  investment  and 
lien  may  be  transferred  to  the  new  property. 

(6)  When  a  donation  is  granted  by  the  Board  where  the 
property  involved  is  held  in  trust  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Annual  Conference  no  lien  shall  be  required  by  the 
Board;  provided  the  Trustees  of  the  Annual  Conference 
agree  with  the  approval  of  the  Annual  Conference  that  the 
property   shall   not   be   conveyed   without   protecting   the 
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Church  Extension  claim,  and  that  appropriations  to  the 
Conference  may  be  withheld  if  need  be  to  insure  such  pro- 
tection. 

(7)  The  Board  shall  raise  and  administer  a  loan  fund 
which  shall  be  held  separate  from  funds  secured  for  gen- 
eral distribution.  It  shall  consist  of  all  money  or  other 
properties  specially  donated  or  bequeathed  to  the  Board  as 
a  Permanent  Fund,  subject  to  annuity  or  otherwise,  where 
the  gift  is  intended  to  assist  in  the  building  and  financing 
of  Churches  and  parsonages.  It  shall  be  used  only  as  loans 
on  adequate  security  to  be  determined  by  the  Board. 

(8)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board  to  accept  contribu- 
tions to  its  funds  from  any  person  or  persons  capable  of 
making  the  same  subject  to  annuity,  payable  to  the  persons 
making  such  donations,  or  other  contractual  beneficiaries; 
provided,  however,  that  all  amounts  so  received  shall  be 
loaned  by  the  Board  on  adequate  security;  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  aggregate  amounts  of  annuities  that  the 
said  Board  shall  assume  to  pay  shall  never  be  allowed  to 
exceed  the  annual  interest  receivable  on  the  loans  made. 
Expenses  incurred  in  the  administration  of  such  funds  shall 
be  charged  to  and  defrayed  out  of  the  income  received  there- 
from. The  requirement  of  the  Charter  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  which  states  that,  "the  aggregate  of  annuities  that 
the  Board  shall  assume  to  pay  shall  never  be  allowed  to  ex- 
ceed one-half  of  the  annual  interest  receivable  on  the  loans 
made  by  said  Board,"  shall  be  binding  and  in  effect  on  all 
annuities  made  by  it. 

(9)  There  shall  be  a  fund  known  as  the  "Revolving 
Fund"  which  shall  consist  of  such  sums  as  may  be  released 
from  the  General  Fund  or  appropriated  by  the  Board  or 
the  Executive  Committee,  all  returned  donations,  and  such 
other  funds  as  may  be  made  available.  Loans  from  the  Re- 
volving Fund  shall  be  made  to  churches  and  parsonages 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board  or  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  shall  from  time  to  time  determine. 

(a)  The  Section  shall  organize  and  conduct  a  service  to 
the  field  known  as  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Debt- 
Raising  for  the  purpose  of  securing  funds  for  new  church 
building  enterprises  or  debt-burdened  Churches  and  of  as- 
sisting and  guiding  Churches  in  developing  effective  budget 
and  other  financial  plans.  Churches  receiving  this  service 
shall  make  such  payment  therefor  as  the  Section  shall  de- 
termine. 

(b)  A  fund  may  be  set  up  by  the  Section  t6  be  secured 
from  gifts  and  legacies  and  the  income  therefrom  to  be 
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used  in  supporting  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Debt-Raising. 

(c)  The  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  the  Department  of  Church  Exten- 
sion of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  shall  continue  to 
operate  under  the  present  charters  of  these  Boards  until 
all  endowments,  trust  funds  and  annuity  contracts  can  be 
transferred  by  legal  processes  to  the  Board,  so  that  these 
funds,  endowments  and  annuities  may  be  administered  "in 
the  interest  of  those  persons  and  causes  for  which  these 
funds  were  established."  The  General  Conference  can  make 
the  necessary  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  several 
Boards  in  order  to  make  practical  this  regulation. 

Inter-Division  Committee  on  Home  Work 

^  856.  There  shall  be  an  Inter-Division  Committee  on 
Home  Work  which,  in  co-operation  with  a  similar  commit- 
tee from  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  shall 
co-ordinate  and  correlate  plans  and  policies  for  Home  Mis- 
sions, and  arrange  for  such  co-operative  activities  and  joint 
projects  as  may  be  mutually  acceptable. 

SECTION  VI.     THE  WOMAN'S  DIVISION  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

If  857,  Article  1. — Organization.  (1)  Within  the  Board 
there  shall  be  a  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service, 
hereinafter  called  the  Division,  which  shall  be  one  of  the 
co-ordinate  administrative  Divisions  of  the  Board. 

(2)  The  Division  shall  be  incorporated  as  hereinbefore 
provided. 

(3)  The  Division  shall  be  composed  of  all  the  women 
members  of  the  Board,  one  Bishop  from  each  Jurisdiction 
and  one-third  of  the  Youth  representatives.  This  Division 
may  increase  its  working  force  by  electing  quadrennially 
advisory  members  not  to  exceed  twenty.  These  advisory 
members  shall  not  be  members  of  the  Board  nor  serve  on 
the  Board  Committees. 

(4)  The  Woman's  Division  shall  include  in  its  scope  the 
interests  and  activities  formerly  promoted  and  adminis- 
tered by  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  the  Ladies'  Aid  Societies  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church;  the  types  of  work  and  interests  included  in  the 
Board  of  Missions,  Section  of  Woman's  Work,  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  and  former  Boards  and  Societies  (the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society,  the  Woman's  Board  of  For- 
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eign  Missions,  and  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions) 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South ;  such  activities  of 
the  Woman's  Convention  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  as  logically  fall  within  the  organization  and  all 
Deaconess  work  carried  on  by  the  Uniting  Churches  within 
the  United  States. 

^  858,  Art.  2. — Authority.  The  Woman's  Division  shall 
have  authority  to  regulate  its  own  proceedings;  to  select 
fields  of  labor;  to  accept,  train,  commission  and  maintain 
workers;  to  sue  and  be  sued;  to  buy  and  sell  property;  to 
secure  and  administer  funds  for  the  support  of  all  work  un- 
der its  charge;  to  solicit  and  accept  contributions  subject  to 
annuity ;  to  make  appropriations  for  its  work ;  to  select  the 
necessary  officers;  to  remove  any  officer  for  cause  and  fill 
vacancies;  to  make  bylaws  in  harmony  with  its  Charter 
and  Constitution  and  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Board; 
and  to  recommend  Constitutions  and  Bylaws  for  Jurisdic- 
tional, Conference,  District  and  local  organizations  related 
to  the  Woman's  Division.* 

11  859,  Art.  3.  Purpose. — The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Di- 
vision shall  be  to  develop  and  maintain  Christian  work 
among  women  and  children  at  home  and  abroad ;  to  cultivate 
Christian  family  life;  to  enlist  and  organize  the  efforts  of 
Christian  women,  young  people,  and  children  in  behalf  of 
native  and  foreign  groups,  needy  childhood,  and  commu- 
nity welfare;  to  assist  in  the  promotion  of  a  missionary 
spirit  throughout  the  Church ;  to  select,  train,  and  maintain 
Christian  workers;  to  co-operate  with  the  Local  Church  in 
its  responsibilities,  and  to  seek  fellowship  with  Christian 
women  of  this  and  other  lands  in  establishing  a  Christian 
social  order  around  the  world. 

^  860,  Art.  4. — Officers.     (1)  The  Division  shall  nominate 


*  Pending  further  action  by  the  General  Conference  and  in  Church- 
es where  thei'e  is  not  a  united  program  under  the  Woman's  Division 
provision  is  hereby  made  for  Ladies'  Aid  Societies  to  oi'ganize  and 
operate  in  harmony  w^ith  provisions  formerly  made  in  the  Discipline 
of  the  Methodist  Church  within  the  Charge,  she  shall  then  become  a 
promotion  of  the  financial,  social,  and  spiritual  interests  of  the 
Church,  Ladies'  Aid  Societies,  or  Societies  of  similar  designation  and 
purpose,  may  be  organized  in  the  Pastoral  Charge,  which  Societies 
shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

2.  The  President  of  a  Ladies'  Aid  Society  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Society  and  confirmed  by  the  Quarterly  Conference.  If  a  member 
of  The  Methodist  Church  Avithin  the  Charge,  she  shall  then  become  a 
member  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  if  approved  by  it  for  member- 
ship therein.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  present  to  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference a  report  of  her  Society,  together  with  such  other  informa- 
tion as  the  Quarterly  Conference  may  require  and  she- may  be  able 
to  give. 
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a  Vice-President  of  the  Board,  who  shall  be  Chairman  of  the 
Division.  It  shall  also  nominate  for  election  by  the  Board, 
its  Administrative  Secretaries,  its  Treasurer  or  Treasurers, 
its  trust  officer  or  officers.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  on 
nomination  of  the  Division.  Such  other  officers  as  the  Divi- 
sion may  need  it  shall  provide.  The  Division  shall  deter- 
mine the  powers  and  duties  of  its  officiary  and  the  remuner- 
ation of  any  employed  officers  and  workers. 

(2)  The  Treasurers  and  trust  officers  of  the  Division 
shall  be  bonded  in  such  sums  and  upon  such  conditions  as 
the  Division  may  determine.  The  accounts  of  these  officers 
shall  be  audited  annually  by  a  certified  accountant. 

Departments 

T[  861,  Art.  5. — Organization.  (1)  The  Division  shall  be 
organized  into  two  administrative  Departments: 

(a)  Department  of  Work  in  Foreign  Fields. 

(b)  Department  of  Work  in  the  United  States  and  its 
dependencies,  excepting  the  Philippine  Islands. 

There  shall  be  a  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities. 

(2)  There  shall  be  such  bureaus,  committees,  and  other 
organizational  units  in  each  Department  as  shall  best  pro- 
mote its  interest.  The  functions  of  these,  other  than  here- 
inafter determined,  shall  be  defined  by  the  Division. 

(3)  There  shall  be  a  Secretary  or  Secretaries  in  each 
Department.  The  number  and  duties  of  the  Secretaries 
shall  be  determined  and  defined  by  the  Division. 

(4)  The  cultivation  and  promotion  of  the  work  of  the 
Women's  Division  shall  be  under  its  direction.  Plans  and 
policies  for  the  same  shall  be  carried  out  by  the  Woman's 
Secretary  of  the  Joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultiva- 
tion. 

II 862,  Art.  6. — The  Department  of  Work  in  Foreign 
Fields  shall  promote  the  work  of  Missions  outside  the  Unit- 
ed States  and  its  dependencies. 

(1)  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  composed  of 
the  Administrative  Secretary  or  Secretaries  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Work  in  Foreign  Fields  and  the  Jurisdictional  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Department  of  Work  in  Foreign  Fields. 

(2)  There  shall  be  a  Committee  which,  in  conjunction 
with  a  Committee  of  equal  representation  from  the  Division 
of  Foreign  Missions,  shall  consider  policies,  programs,  and 
estimates  which  come  from  Field  Committees  to  the  Divi- 
sions. See  ^  839.  They  shall  report  their  recommendations 
regarding  correlation  and  co-ordination  to  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  for  final  action. 
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There  shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  of  similar  com- 
position which  in  co-operation  with  the  Secretaries  of  Edu- 
cation and  Cultivation  shall  correlate  the  missionary- 
program  at  the  home  base. 

(3)  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  the  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  The  Department  shall 
create  such  other  Committees  as  the  needs  of  the  work  may 
demand. 

The  Department  of  Work  in  the  United  States  and  Its 
Dependencies  shall  supervise  and  promote  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary work  of  the  Division.  This  Department  shall  have 
a  Standing  Committee  on  Work  in  Home  Fields.  This 
Committee,  in  conjunction  with  a  Standing  Committee  in 
the  Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  shall 
constitute  an  Inter-Division  Committee  on  Home  Work 
which  shall  co-ordinate  and  correlate  the  programs  and 
policies  in  the  Home  Fields.  In  the  Department  of  Work 
in  Home  Fields  there  shall  be  a  Bureau  of  Deaconess  Work. 
The  Department  shall  create  such  other  Bureaus  and  Com- 
mittees for  the  administration  of  the  various  types  of  work 
as  the  needs  may  demand. 

The  Bureau  of  Deaconess  Work 

1.  The  office  of  Deaconess  is  hereby  authorized  in  The 
Methodist  Church. 

(a)  All  Deaconess  Work  in  Foreign  fields  shall  be  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Central  Conference  or  Provisional 
Central  Conferences  concerned.  All  deaconess  work  in 
Europe  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Central  Con- 
ferences or  Provisional  Central  Conferences  in  Europe. 

(b)  All  Deaconess  work  in  the  United  States  and  its  de- 
pendencies shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of 
Deaconess  Work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service. 

2.  All  properties,  trust  funds,  permanent  funds,  other 
special  funds  and  endowments  now  held  and  administered 
by  or  for  the  several  forms  of  administration  of  Deaconess 
Work  under  the  three  Uniting  Churches  shall  be  carefully 
safeguarded  and  administered  by  the  several  forms  of  ad- 
ministration in  the  interest  of  those  persons  and  causes  for 
which  said  funds  were  established. 

3.  The  Bureau  of  Deaconess  Work  shall  be  composed  of  a 
Bishop,  chosen  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Department  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Woman's  Division, 
the  Secretaries  of  the  Deaconess  Bureau,  and  two  persons 
chosen  by  each  Jurisdictional  Deaconess  Association,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  Deaconess  member  of  that  Association,  and 
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the  other  an  officer  of  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service. 

4.  Candidates.  A  candidate  shall  meet  the  following  re- 
quirements: She  shall  be  a  woman  having  the  necessary- 
qualifications  who  has  been  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  devote 
herself  to  full-time  service  of  the  Church.  She  shall  be  a 
member  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  good  standing  between 
the  ages  of  twenty-three  and  thirty-five  and  shall  have 
shown  fitness  for  such  service  by  some  form  of  active  Chris- 
tian work.  She  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Quarterly 
Conference  of  the  Charge  of  which  she  is  a  member.  She 
shall  have  completed  the  required  course  in  a  standard  high 
school,  and  at  least  two  years  of  accredited  college  work  or 
its  scholastic  equivalent,  and  shall  have  had  two  years  of 
specialized  preparation  in  an  accredited  training  school, 
college,  or  other  educational  institution  approved  by  the  Bu- 
reau. 

5.  A  Sabbatical  year,  a  part  of  which  shall  be  spent  in 
special  study,  may  be  granted  with  full  or  part  salary  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Dea- 
coness Work  and  the  Jurisdictional  Deaconess  Association. 

6.  A  Deaconess  shall  be  retired  at  the  age  of  sixty-five 
unless  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Association  her  term  of 
service  is  lengthened,  and  shall  receive  a  pension  propor- 
tioned to  her  years  of  service. 

7.  A  Deaconess  uniform  shall  be  prescribed,  but  the 
wearing  of  it  shall  be  optional. 

8.  Jurisdictional  Deaconess  Association: 

(a)  All  Deaconesses  working  in  Annual  Conferences, 
Mission  Conferences  or  Missions  of  the  Jurisdiction  shall  be 
members  of  the  Association.  The  Association  shall  elect  its 
own  officers. 

(b)  One  Bishop,  elected  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tion, one  minister  from  each  Conference,  elected  by  the  Con- 
ference, and  the  President  of  each  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Jurisdiction  shall  be 
members  of  the  Association. 

(c)  The  Jurisdictional  Deaconess  Association  shall 
recommend  to  the  Bureau  of  Deaconess  Work  the  transfer 
of  Deaconesses  to  and  from  its  Jurisdiction.  It  shall  also 
recommend  Deaconesses  who  are  eligible  for  retirement  or 
relief.  It  shall  recommend  the  renewal  of  certificates  or 
licenses  of  Deaconesses  annually  to  the  Bureau  of  Deaconess 
Work  and  shall  make  a  report  to  this  Bureau.  It  shall 
recommend  to  the  Committee  on  Candidate  Work  and  Train- 
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ing  of  the  Woman's  Division  all  applicants  for  Deaconess 
work. 

(d)  Annual  Conference  Deaconess  Boards  may  be  set  up 
in  all  Conferences  where  five  or  more  Deaconesses  are  work- 
ing. All  licensed  Deaconesses  of  the  Conference  shall  be 
members  of  the  Conference  Deaconess  Board.  Two  District 
Superintendents  of  districts  in  which  there  is  Deaconess 
work,  and  two  representatives  of  the  Conference  Society  of 
the  Woman's  Board  of  Christian  Service  shall  be  members 
of  the  Conference  Deaconess  Board.  It  shall  approve  an- 
nually the  standing  of  all  Deaconesses  within  the  Confer- 
ence and  report  the  same  to  the  Jurisdictional  Deaconess 
Association. 

(e)  The  Conference  Deaconess  Board  shall  have  the  over- 
sight of  all  Deaconess  work  within  the  bounds  of  the  Con- 
ference. It  shall  have  authority  to  license  Deaconesses  who 
have  been  recommended  by  the  Bureau  of  Deaconess  Work, 
approve  annually  their  standing  as  Deaconesses,  arrange 
for  their  consecration  at  the  Annual  Conference  by  the  pre- 
siding Bishop,  and  transfer  Deaconesses  from  one  Annual 
Conference  to  another  within  the  Jurisdiction.  This  pro- 
vision shall  not  apply  where  the  Deaconess  is  otherwise  ap- 
pointed. Officers  and  Committees  shall  be  elected  as  the 
needs  of  the  work  require.  The  Conference  Deaconess 
Board  shall  meet  annually,  preferably  at  the  seat  of  the 
Annual  Conference. 

(f )  The  appointment  of  Deaconesses  to  their  respective 
fields  of  labor  shall  be  made  by  the  Bishop  presiding  at  the 
Annual  Conference  upon  recommendation  of  the  Confer- 
ence Deaconess  Board  of  the  Jurisdictional  Deaconess  As- 
sociation. 

(g)  The  minutes  of  the  Conference  Deaconess  Board 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  publication 
in  the  Conference  Journal,  to  the  Jurisdictional  Deaconess 
Association,  and  to  the  Bureau  of  Deaconess  Work. 

(h)  All  Deaconesses  shall  receive  financial  compensation 
on  either  an  allowance  or  a  salary  basis,  the  minimum  of 
which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Bureau  of  Deaconess  Work. 

(9)  DepartTYient  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities. 

The  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  supervise  and  promote  the  work  of 
the  Division  along  the  lines  of  community  service  and  so- 
cial relations. 

It  shall  seek  to  make  real  and  effective  the  teachings  of 
Jesus  as  applied  to  individual,  class,  racial,  and  national 
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relationships.  It  shall  endeavor  to  enlist  the  participation 
of  Church  women  in  such  questions  as  have  a  moral  or 
religious  significance  or  an  important  bearing  on  public 
welfare.  It  shall  seek  to  inspire  in  the  women  of  the  local 
Church  a  greater  devotion  to  its  spiritual  interests;  to  co- 
operate with  its  educational  agencies,  and  to  develop  Chris- 
tian fellowship  and  concern  for  the  financial  responsibilities 
of  the  Church. 

^863,  Art.  7. — Committees.  (1)  The  Division  shall  be 
empowered  to  create  such  Bureaus  and  Committees  as  the 
work  may  demand.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Commit- 
tee, a  Committee  on  Candidates,  a  Committee  on  Trust 
Funds  and  Investments,  a  Committee  on  Finance  and  Esti- 
mates. 

(2)  The  cultivation  and  promotion  of  the  Woman's  Chris- 
tian Service  organization  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  Division,  and  plans  and  policies  for  the  same  shall  be 
carried  out  by  the  Woman  Secretary  or  Secretaries  of  the 
Joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation. 

1(864,  Art.  S.— Funds.  (1)  The  Funds  of  the  Division 
shall  be  derived  from  annual  pledges  or  dues,  special  mem- 
berships, devises,  bequests,  annuities,  special  offerings,  gifts 
and  collections  taken  in  meetings  held  in  the  interest  of  the 
organization.  All  undesignated  funds  shall  be  allocated 
by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Division  on  a  definite 
percentage  basis  to  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Foreign 
Missions  and  the  Department  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Di- 
vision, and  shall  be  forwarded  through  Conference  Treas- 
urers to  the  Treasurers  of  the  Division. 

(2)  All  properties,  trust  funds,  permanent  funds,  and 
other  special  funds  and  endowments  now  held  and  admin- 
istered by  the  several  organizations  merging  into  the  Wom- 
an's Division  of  Christian  Service  shall  be  carefully 
safeguarded  and  administered  in  the  interests  of  those 
persons  and  causes  for  which  said  funds  were  established. 

(3)  The  annual  appropriations  for  any  year  shall  not 
exceed  the  income  of  the  preceding  year. 

^  865.  The  Jurisdictional  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  If  and  when  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  es- 
tablishes a  Jurisdictional  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension,  there  shall  be  a  Jurisdictional  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service  of  the  Board. 

The  Jurisdictional  Society  shall  be  composed  of  thirty- 
six  members  elected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference,  on 
nomination  of  its  Woman's  Jurisdictional  Society,  which 
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shall  have,  as  a  basis  of  choice,  three  officers  from  each 
Conference  Society  of  the  Jurisdiction  nominated  by  the 
Conference  Society  at  its  meeting  preceding  the  session  of 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference;  also  any  members  of  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  living  within  the 
Jurisdiction,  two  Bishops  chosen  by  the  Bishops  from  the 
Jurisdiction.  One  Secretary  of  the  Jurisdictional  Division 
of  Foreign  Missions,  and  one  from  the  Jurisdictional  Divi- 
sion of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and  one  from 
the  Jurisdictional  Board  of  Education  shall  be  members  of 
the  Jurisdictional  Society. 

The  Society  shall  elect  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  Re- 
cording Secretary  and  Treasurer  or  Treasurers  at  its  first 
meeting  following  the  meeting  of  the  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference. The  Society  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  may  determine.  Nineteen  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

The  Society  shall  have  authority  to  promote  its  work  in 
accordance  with  the  program  and  policy  of  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service;  it  shall  have  supervision  of 
all  institutions  within  the  Jurisdiction  which  are  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Woman's  Conference  Societies  of  the 
Jurisdiction. 

The  Jurisdictional  Society  shall  elect  Secretaries,  Super- 
intendents and  Treasurers  as  the  work  may  demand  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service. 

Auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdictional  Society  there  shall  be 
Conference  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service;  in  the 
district  and  local  Churches  there  shall  be  adult,  young  peo- 
ple's, and  children's  societies  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's 
Conference  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

^  866.  The  Assembly.  There  shall  be  a  delegated  body 
termed  the  Assembly  which  shall  meet  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Division  may  determine.  The  purpose  of  the 
Assembly  shall  be  to  promote  and  deepen  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Division.  The  Division  shall  deter- 
mine the  composition,  functions  and  power  of  the  Assembly. 

SECTION  VII.     JOINT  DIVISION  OF  EDUCATION  AND  CULTIVATION 

H  867,  Article  1.  The  Joint  Division  of  Education  and 
Cultivation  shall  be  composed  of  six  Bishops,  one  from 
each  Jurisdiction;  six  men  and  two  women  from  the  Divi- 
sion of  Foreign  Missions,  elected  by  that  Division ;  six  men 
and  two  women  from  the  Division  of  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  elected  by  that  Division;  eight  women 
from  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  elected 
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by  that  Division.  In  all  these  selections  there  must  be  due 
regard  to  equitable  representation  from  the  Jurisdictions. 
This  Division  shall  undergird  with  Education  and  Cultiva- 
tion the  total  program  of  the  Board. 

^  868,  Art.  2.  The  Division  shall  publish,  sell,  and  circu- 
late books,  literature  and  periodicals  for  all  the  work  of 
the  Board  and  shall  be  responsible  for  editing  and  pre- 
paring the  same.  It  shall  co-operate  with  the  Board  of 
Education  and  all  agencies  of  The  Methodist  Church  and 
with  interdenominational  agencies  in  the  preparation  and 
distribution  of  missionary  literature. 

H  869,  Art.  3.  The  Division  shall  edit,  publish,  and  dis- 
tribute throughout  the  Church  such  periodicals  for  mis- 
sionary education  as  the  needs  may  require. 

^  870,  Art.  4.  The  Division  shall  promote  Missionary 
Councils,  Conventions,  Institutes  and  other  meetings 
throughout  the  Church  for  the  purpose  of  developing  a 
missionary  spirit,  spreading  missionary  information,  and 
acquainting  the  Church  with  the  plans  and  policies  of  the 
Board.  The  Department  shall  seek  the  co-operation  of 
Jurisdictional  and  Annual  Conferences,  District  Superin- 
tendents, Pastors,  Missionary  Societies,  and  other  agencies 
of  the  Church. 

U  871,  Art.  5.  The  Division  shall  have  charge  of  all  plans 
for  cultivating  missionary  giving,  placing  missionary  spe- 
cials, and  for  promoting  the  missionary  program  of  the 
Church;  provided,  however,  that  all  such  plans  shall  be 
subject  to  and  in  harmony  with  the  general  financial  sys- 
tem of  The  Methodist  Church  as  adopted  by  the  General 
Conference. 

^872,  Art.  6.  The  Division  shall  co-operate  with  the 
Inter-Board  Committee  on  Missionary  Education  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  the  Board  of 
Education. 

II 873,  Art.  7.  The  Division  shall  also  co-operate  with 
Theological  Seminaries  and  Departments  of  Missions  in  the 
conduct  of  Missionary  Institutes  in  such  institutions,  and 
shall  develop  other  plans  for  affording  missionary  informa- 
tion and  inspiration  to  students. 

^  874,  Art.  8.  The  Woman  Secretary  and  Woman  Editor 
of  this  Division  shall  carry  out  the  plans  and  policies  of 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  in  promoting 
organizations  for  the  various  age  groups  in  local  Churches, 
Districts,  Conferences,  and  Jurisdictions ;  in  providing  mis- 
sionary education  for  Woman's,  Young  Woman's,  and  Chil- 
dren's Societies;  in  creating,  editing  and  publishing  such 
periodicals,  books,  and  leaflets  as  the  work  of  the  societies 
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may  necessitate.  This  Division  shall  co-operate  in  all  plans 
necessary  for  the  efficiency  of  the  Christian  Service  Socie- 
ties in  the  Jurisdictions,  Conferences,  Districts,  and 
Churches. 

SECTION  VIII 

^  875,  Art.  1. — Secretanal  Council.  There  shall  be  a  Sec- 
retarial Council  composed  of  all  the  Executive  Secretaries 
of  the  four  Divisions  of  the  Board.  The  Council  shall  elect 
its  own  Chairman  annually  from  the  Divisions  in  rotation, 
and  shall  have  regular  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as 
the  Council  or  the  Board  may  determine.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  this  Council  to  recommend  plans  for  the  correlation 
and  harmonization  of  the  work  of  the  various  Divisions. 
Each  Division  shall  keep  the  Council  fully  informed  con- 
cerning its  activities  and  plans.  The  Council  shall  prepare 
items  of  business  for  presentation  to  its  four  Divisions  and 
to  its  committees. 

^876,  A7't.  5. — Revenues.  (1)  The  income  of  the  Divi- 
sions of  the  Board,  exclusive  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service,  shall  be  derived  from  apportionments, 
assessments,  or  askings  distributed  to  Jurisdictions,  An- 
nual Conferences,  and  Pastoral  Charges  by  the  budget- 
making  agency  of  the  General  Conference  in  such  manner 
as  the  General  Conference  may  prescribe,  from  Church 
Schools,  gifts,  donations,  freewill  offerings,  annuities,  be- 
quests, specials,  and  other  sources  from  which  Missionary 
and  Benevolence  funds  are  usually  derived,  in  harmony  with 
the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  actions  of  the 
General  Conference. 

(2)  Askings  shall  be  received  from  the  fields  and  budgets 
prepared  by  the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Divi- 
sion of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  Board  may  prescribe,  consistent  with  its  Con- 
stitution and  its  Charter;  and  this  combined  budget  shall 
be  presented  to  the  budget-making  agency  of  the  General 
Conference  on  the  basis  of  an  equal  division  between  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions;  provided  that  in  case  the  budget- 
making  agency  shall  consider  the  needs  of  one  Division  as 
imperative  it  may  allow  a  ten-per-cent  increase  for  that 
Division  for  a  year. 

(3)  The  Board  shall  not  appropriate  for  the  regular 
maintenance  of  its  work  in  any  one  year  more  money  than 
was  received  by  it  for  appropriation  the  previous  fiscal 
year. 

(4)  The  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  shall  be  derived 
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from  annual  pledges  or  dues,  special  memberships,  devises, 
bequests,  annuities,  special  offerings,  gifts,  and  collections 
taken  in  meetings  in  the  interest  of  the  work  of  the  Divi- 
sion; provided  that  the  funds  thus  raised  shall  be  appro- 
priated to  the  work  established  by  the  several  uniting  or- 
ganizations comprising  the  Woman's  Division,  or  work 
hereafter  to  be  entered  upon  by  the  Woman's  Division.  All 
undirected  funds  shall  be  divided  on  a  percentage  basis  to 
the  work  of  the  several  departments.  All  funds,  except 
those  designated  for  local  purposes,  shall  be  forwarded 
through  Conference  Treasurers  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  for  the  Woman's  Division  of  the  Board. 

(5)  The  funds  for  the  Joint  Division  of  Education  and 
Cultivation  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  Board  and  charged 
proportionately  to  each  Division. 

^  877,  Art.  3. — General  Missionary  Council.  There  shall 
be  a  General  Missionary  Council  composed  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  and  the  Secretaries,  Assistant  Secretaries, 
Superintendents,  Directors,  and  other  members  of  the  full- 
time  employed  staff  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension,  Jurisdictional  Boards  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension,  and  Annual  Conference  Boards  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension.  This  Council  shall  meet  biennially  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  or  the  Council  itself  shall 
determine.  The  Council  shall  study  and  discuss  all  matters 
relating  to  the  work  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  as 
promoted  by  the  General,  Jurisdictional,  and  Conference 
Boards ;  it  shall  disseminate  missionary  information  and  in- 
spiration throughout  the  Church. 

1[  878,  Art.  4. — Co-operation  with  Other  Boards  and  Agen- 
cies. 

A.  Joint  Committee  on  Religious  Education  in  Foreign 
Fields. 

For  the  purpose  of  more  effectively  promoting  religious 
education  outside  the  United  States  there  shall  be  a  Joint 
Committee  on  Religious  Education  in  Foreign  Fields  com- 
posed of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  the  Lo- 
cal Church  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  seven  other 
persons  appointed  by  the  Division ;  a  Secretary  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  and  three  other  persons  appointed  by 
the  Division;  and  a  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  and  three  other  persons  appointed  by  the  Divi- 
sion. 
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There  shall  be  an  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee who  shall  be  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  for  Religious  Education  in  countries  out- 
side the  United  States.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  upon  nomina- 
tion of  the  Joint  Committee. 

The  Joint  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  the  committee  shall  itself  determine,  and 
shall  make  report  of  its  actions  to  the  Boards  of  Education 
and  Missions  and  Church  Extension  at  their  annual  meet- 
ings. 

The  budget  of  the  Joint  Committee  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  Committee  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  co-operating 
Boards. 

B.  Interboard  Committee  on  Missionary  Education. 

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  effective  co-operation  be- 
tween the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and 
the  Board  of  Education  in  missionary  education  there  shall 
be  an  Inter-Board  Committee  between  the  two  Boards,  com- 
posed of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  the 
Local  Church,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of 
Church  School  Publications,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Division  of  Educational  Institutions  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, and  five  other  persons  to  be  appointed  by  that  Board, 
and  an  equal  number  from  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  which  shall  include  the  following — the 
Secretaries  of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation; 
two  Secretaries  from  the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions, 
two  from  the  Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension, and  two  from  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service,  to  be  nominated  by  the  several  Divisions. 

The  duties  of  this  Committee  shall  be:  (a)  To  develop  a 
unified  program  of  missionary  education  for  all  age-groups 
in  the  Local  Church  and  in  the  colleges,  universities,  and 
theological  seminaries;  (b)  to  represent  the  two  Boards  in 
disseminating  missionary  information  through  Church 
School  literature  and  in  the  preparation  of  curricular  ma- 
terial on  Missions;  and  (c)  to  co-operate  in  the  publica- 
tion of  books  for  missionary  education  in  the  Church  School. 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Committee 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Division  of  the  Local  Church  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  on  nomination  of  the  Inter-Board 
Committee,  and  who  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Division 
of  the  Local  Church  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  Mission- 
ary Education  in  the  Church  School.    The  Committee  shall

have  a  budget  for  its  work  provided  by  the  two  Boards  as 
they  may  decide. 

The  Division  of  the  Local  Church  may,  in  co-operation 
with  other  missionary  agencies,  through  the  Inter-Board 
Committee  on  Missionary  Education,  develop  co-operative 
plans  for  the  Missionary  Education  of  children,  young  peo- 
ple, and  adults. 

C.  The  Board  may  co-operate  with  other  Agencies  and 
Boards  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  such  manner  as  the 
Board  may  determine.  It  shall  co-operate  with  such  Na- 
tional and  International  Missionary  and  such  other  Agen- 
cies as  the  Board  may  determine. 

SECTION  IX.      JURISDICTIONAL  BOARDS 

II  879,  Article  1.  The  Plan  of  Union  gives  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference  authority  "to  establish  and  constitute 
Jurisdictional  Boards  of  the  Church  as  the  needs  may  ap- 
pear." However,  in  the  interest  of  uniformity  in  the  sev- 
eral Jurisdictions,  it  is  suggested  that  the  Jurisdictional 
Conferences  give  serious  consideration  to  the  following : 

^  880,  Art.  2.  The  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  active 
Bishops  of  the  Jurisdiction,  and  eighteen  managers,  half  of 
whom  shall  be  women,  elected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ence, on  nomination  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  which  shall  have  as  a  basis  of  choice 
one  Minister,  one  Layman  and  one  Laywoman  from  each 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Jurisdiction,  the  men  upon  the 
nomination  of  the  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension,  and  the  women  upon  the  nomina- 
tion of  the  Woman's  Conference  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice. The  members  of  the  General  Board  residing  within 
the  Jurisdiction  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Board. 

^881,  Art.  3.  The  Jurisdictional  Board  shall  eject  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  and  Recording  Secretary  at  its  first 
meeting  following  the  meeting  of  the  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference. The  Board  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  may  determine.  The  Bishops  of  the  Jurisdiction 
shall  fill  all  ad  interim  vacancies,  having  regard  for  the 
various  classifications. 

^  882,  Art.  4.  The  Jurisdictional  Board  shall  have  author- 
ity to  promote  the  entire  program  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  in  harmony  with  the  general  plans  of  the  Church 
as  outlined  by  the  Board  in  all  its  Divisions,  and  such  other 
duties  as  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  provide. 

If  883,  Art.  5.  The  Jurisdictional  Board  may  elect  two 
Secretary-Treasurers,  a  man  and  a  woman,  with  such  as- 
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sistants  as  may  be  needed,  who  shall  carry  out  the  total 
program  of  the  Board  in  all  its  Divisions. 

If  884,  Art.  6.  The  Jurisdictional  Board  shall  have  such 
revenue  as  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  may  apportion  to 
the  Annual  Conferences  over  and  above  the  apportionments 
approved  by  the  General  Conference  and  such  other  rev- 
enues for  the  Woman's  Division  as  the  Woman's  Annual 
Conference  Societies  of  Christian  Service  may  pledge. 

SECTION  X.     ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  BOARDS 

^  885,  Art.  1.  (1)  The  Annual  Conference  Boards  of  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  Gen- 
eral Board  and  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  Board  and 
shall  be  composed  of  one  Lay  member  from  each  District 
and  an  equal  number  of  Ministers,  elected  quadrennially, 
and  an  additional  five  members,  should  the  Conference  de- 
sire them. 

(2)  The  Board  shall  elect  its  own  officers,  hold  its 
Annual  Meeting  at  the  call  of  the  President,  and  other 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  any  three  mem- 
bers, on  due  notice.  The  transactions  of  the  year  shall  be 
reported  by  the  President  to  the  Annual  Conference  and  a 
detailed  statement  of  all  disbursements  of  missionary  aid 
within  the  Conference  shall  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Con- 
ference Minutes.  The  President  shall  have  charge  of  the 
Annual  Conference  Anniversary  of  the  Board. 

(3)  The  Board,  in  making  payments  to  meet  appropria- 
tions, may  send  drafts  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference 
Board,  payable  to  the  Treasurer;  but  duly  authorized  City 
Societies  or  Town  and  Country  Societies  may  receive  their 
remittances  direct. 

(4)  The  Board,  in  its  activities,  may  pursue  either  of 
the  following  systems : 

(1)  The  Conference  Board  shall  review,  approve,  or  ad- 
just the  askings  of  the  District  Superintendents  for  the 
maintenance  program  within  the  bounds  of  the  Annual 
Conference  before  they  are  presented  to  the  Board.  In 
making  final  decisions  on  all  askings  from  the  several  An- 
nual Conferences,  the  Board  shall  take  into  account  the 
comparative  missionary  needs  of  each  project  and  its  per- 
manent value  of  service  to  the  entire  Church. 

(2)  The  Conference  Board  shall  estimate  annually 
the  amount  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of 
Conference  Missionary  Work  and  also  the  amount  neces- 
sary for  Conference  Church  Extension,  and  ^hall  report 
both  estimates  to  the  Conference  Commissions  on  Budget 
(or  Benevolences).     The  amount  raised  on  these  appor- 
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tionments  shall  be  administered  by  the  Board  and  applied 
respectively  to  Home  Missions  and  to  Church  Extension. 
The  work  of  the  Board  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Annual  Conference.  The  Board  shall  seek  to  cover  all 
unoccupied  territory  in  the  Conference  by  the  establish- 
ment and  support  of  Missions,  but  Missions  shall  be  estab- 
lished only  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  in  charge.  The 
Board  shall  co-operate  with  the  General  Board,  and  the 
Jurisdictional  Conference  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension,  in  carrying  out  the  policies  and  promoting  the 
movements  which  they  propose  and  adopt  for  any  and  all 
phases  of  the  work  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

11886,  Art.  2. — Administration  of  Missions.  (1)  Work 
outside  the  boundaries  of  an  Annual  Conference  or  work 
among  racial  groups  within  the  bounds  of  Annual  Confer- 
ences now  cared  for  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  not  having  met  the  requirements  for  the  organi- 
zation of  a  Mission  Conference  may  be  organized  into  a  Mis- 
sion. A  Mission  shall  be  composed  of  all  regularly  ap- 
pointed Missionaries  and  Mission  Traveling  Preachers,  with 
Lay  members,  the  number  of  whom,  and  the  mode  of  their 
appointment,  each  Mission  shall  determine  for  itself. 

(2)  A  Mission  shall  meet  annually  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed  by  the  Bishop  in  charge,  who  shall  preside,  if 
present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Mission  shall  preside.  The  Presiding  Officer  shall 
bring  forward  the  regular  business  of  the  meeting,  and  ar- 
range the  work.  This  Annual  Meeting  shall  possess  in  a 
general  way  the  functions  and  powers  of  a  District  Con- 
ference. 

(3)  The  Bishop  in  charge  of  a  Mission  may  appoint  a 
Superintendent  of  the  Mission,  or  as  many  Superintendents 
as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop,  may  appear  necessary 
or  wise  and  for  whom  support  has  been  provided.  The 
Bishop  shall  determine  the  Groups  or  Charges  over  which 
the  respective  Superintendents  shall  have  supervision. 

(4)  In  case  of  a  Mission  using  more  than  one  foreign  lan- 
guage, and  extending  over  a  wide  geographical  territory, 
the  Bishop  may  assemble  in  Annual  Meetings  the  members 
of  the  Mission  on  a  racial  or  geographical  basis.  The  Mis- 
sion may  delegate  to  such  subgroups  the  work  of  examin- 
ing and  recommending  to  an  Annual  Conference  candidates 
for  Admission  on  Trial,  under  such  limitations  as  the  Dis- 
cipline provides. 

(5)  In  Missions  using  a  language  other  than  English 
examinations  of  Local  and  Traveling  Preachers  shall  be 
held  by  the  Mission,  and  certified  to  an  Annual  Conference. 
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The  Missions  also  shall  make  recommendations  for  Recep- 
tion on  Trial  in  an  Annual  Conference. 

11  887,  Art.  3. — Missionary  Secretaries.  The  Conference 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  shall  elect  annual- 
ly a  Conference  Missionary  Secretary,  who  shall  carry  out 
all  plans  for  Missionary  Education  except  those  committed 
to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
He  may  be  a  part-time  or  a  full-time  salaried  officer  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Board,  and  his  salary  and  expenses,  if 
any,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Conference  Board.  The  Confer- 
ence Board  shall  also  provide  for  the  selection  of  a  District 
Missionary  Secretary  in  each  District  of  the  Conference, 
who  shall  labor  under  the  direction  of  and  in  co-operation 
with  the  Conference  Missionary  Secretary.  The  Confer- 
ence Missionary  Secretaries  and  the  District  Missionary 
Secretaries,  after  proper  election  or  nomination,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop  in  charge  of  the  Conference. 

^  888,  A7't.  4. — District  Missionary  Institutes.  There  shall 
be  held  annually  in  each  District  a  District  Missionary  In- 
stitute for  purposes  of  missionary  education  and  the  spread- 
ing of  missionary  information  among  the  people.  These 
Institutes  shall  be  promoted  by  the  Conference  Missionary 
Secretary  in  co-operation  with  the  District  Missionary 
Secretaries  and  the  District  Superintendents.  These  In- 
stitutes shall  be  exclusively  missionary  in  character  and 
separated  from  all  other  causes  and  interests  and  the  pro- 
gram shall  deal  exclusively  with  missionary  matters. 
The  plans  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
and  the  Jurisdictional  Board  concerning  mission  study,  the 
circulation  of  the  missionary  periodical  and  other  litera- 
ture, and  all  other  plans  and  policies  of  missionary  educa- 
tion and  information  of  the  Church  shall  be  presented  at 
these  Institutes.  Speakers  provided  by  the  General  and 
Jurisdictional  Boards  shall  be  used  for  the  programs  of 
these  Institutes  in  so  far  as  possible. 

SECTION  XI.     LOCAL  CHURCH  COUNCILS 

^  889,  Article  1.  There  shall  be  in  each  local  Church  a 
Council  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  whose  member- 
ship shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Pastor  or  Pastors. 

2.  General  and  Missionary  Superintendents  of  the  Church 
School. 

3.  Two  Youth  representatives  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Youth  organizations  of  the  Church  and  elected. by  the  Quar- 
terly Conference. 

4.  At  least  two  Laymen,  elected  by  the  Quarterly  Con- 
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ference,  and  at  least  two  Laywomen,  elected  by  the  Local 
Church  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor  to  convene  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  who  shall  elect  such  officers  and  Com- 
mittees as  may  be  determined. 

U  890,  Art.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Local  Church 
Council  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  aided  by  the 
Pastor,  to  co-ordinate  all  phases  of  missionary  promotion 
in  the  local  Church ;  to  provide  for  the  diffusion  of  mission- 
ary information  among  the  members  of  the  Church  and 
congregation,  the  Church  School  and  Youth  organizations, 
through  sermons,  missionary  addresses,  special  programs; 
to  appoint  representatives  from  the  local  Church  to  District 
or  Annual  Conference  missionary  meetings  for  the  regular 
presentation  of  the  cause  of  Missions  and  Church  Exten- 
sion; to  institute  mission  study  classes,  to  see  that  each 
Church  School  observes  the  offerings  on  the  fourth  Sunday 
for  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Enterprise;  to  sup- 
port the  Pastor  in  his  plans  for  raising  funds  for  missions ; 
to  co-operate  with  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  and  in  every  possible  way  to  develop 
a  missionary-minded  Church  which  will  co-operate  loyally 
with  the  Board. 

SECTION  XII.      ENABLING  ACT   FOR  AD  INTERIM   ADMINISTRA- 
TION OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS  AND  CHURCH  EXTENSION 

^  891.  The  work  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  shall  be  administered  through  eleven  corporate 
bodies :  The  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  operating  under  a  Char- 
ter of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania;  The  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  operating  un- 
der a  Charter  of  the  state  of  New  York;  The  Board  of 
Church  Extension  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  operating  under  a  Charter  of  the  state  of  Kentucky ; 
the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  operating  under  a  Charter  of  the  state 
of  New  York;  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  operating  under  a  Charter  of 
the  state  of  Ohio;  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  operating  under  a  Charter  of  the 
state  of  Tennessee;  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  operating  under  a 
charter  of  the  state  of  Tennessee;  the  Woman's  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
operating  under  a  Charter  of  the  state  of  Tennessee;  the 
Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
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copal  Church,  South,  operating  under  a  Charter  of  the  state 
of  Mississippi;  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church,  operating  under  a  Charter  of  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania;  and  the  Board  of  Hospitals,  Homes  and 
Deaconess  Work  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  oper- 
ating under  a  Charter  of  the  state  of  Illinois.  The  Trust, 
Permanent,  Endowment  and  Annuity  Funds  and  Proper- 
ties now  held  and  administered  for  specific  purposes  under 
the  Charters  of  these  Corporations  shall  be  safeguarded, 
controlled  and  administered  by  them  in  the  "interest  of 
those  persons  and  causes  for  which  these  funds  were  es- 
tablished." 

^  892.  During  the  period  between  the  time  of  the  Unit- 
ing Conference  and  the  time  when  the  Board  shall  be  con- 
stituted according  to  the  Plan  of  Union  and  begin  to  assume 
its  functions,  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  of  The  Methodist  Church  shall  be  administered 
as  follows : 

The  Missionary  and  Church  Extension  Work  now  being 
administered  by  the  Boards  enumerated  in  1j  891  shall  be 
administered  by  the  respective  organizations  now  in  exist- 
ence. The  terms  of  oflJice  of  the  present  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  these  Boards  shall  continue  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  elected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences 
and  until  the  new  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Exten- 
sion shall  be  assembled  and  duly  organized. 

^  893.  In  order  to  secure  co-operation  between  the 
Boards,  and  in  order  to  assist  in  administering  the  total 
program  under  their  care,  and  in  order  to  suggest  any 
further  steps  for  the  merger  and  administration  of  the 
Board  in  The  Methodist  Church,  there  shall  be  a  Joint 
Committee  composed  of  five  representatives  of  the  Wom- 
an's Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church;  five  representatives  of  the  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church ;  five  representa- 
tives of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church;  six  representatives  of  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church;  and  three  representatives  of  the  Board 
of  Hospitals,  Homes  and  Deaconess  Work  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church;  six  representatives  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church;  six  representa- 
tives of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South;  eighteen  representatives  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South. 

This  Committee  shall  be  called  together  by  the  President 
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of  the  first-named  organization  at  such  time  and  in  such 
place  as  shall  be  decided  upon  by  a  majority  of  the  Presi- 
dents of  the  organizations  named. 

The  Committee  may  meet  as  a  whole  as  it  determines,  and 
members  of  the  Committee  carrying  on  the  same  class  of 
work  may  meet  separately  for  consultation  and  co-opera- 
tion. 

H  894.  The  constitutions  of  the  Boards  mentioned  in 
1[  891,  adopted  by  the  respective  General  Conferences  of 
the  three  Churches,  shall  remain  as  the  Constitution  of  the 
eleven  corporations  until  the  General  Conference  shall  order 
otherwise. 

Report  No.  6.  Methodist  Participation  in  China 
Civilian  Relief 

Calendar  No.  72.    Adopted  May  9.    See  Journal,  Page  3h0. 

Membership  of  Committee,  135 ;  present  when  report 
was  adopted,  107 ;  voting  for  adoption,  107. 

In  China,  one  of  the  greatest  mission  fields  of  Methodism, 
a  terrible  war  has  been  raging.  Invading  armies  have 
passed  over  hundreds  of  thousands  of  square  miles,  leaving 
behind  them  destroyed  cities,  destitute  millions,  and  human 
suffering  perhaps  unparalleled  in  history.  Millions  of  our 
brothers  and  sisters  in  China  are  in  sore  distress. 

In  this  terrible  crisis  in  the  life  of  a  nation  among  whose 
people  we  have  so  long  labored.  The  Methodist  Church  must 
extend  the  hand  of  helpfulness.  Our  Missionaries  and 
Churches  in  China  are  serving  to  the  best  of  their  ability, 
but  the  need  is  so  overwhelming  that  their  efforts  must  be 
supplemented  by  unusual  liberality  on  the  part  of  the 
Methodists  of  America.  The  urgency  of  the  situation  calls 
for  immediate  response.    Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Uniting  Conference :  1.  Calls  upon  the 
members  and  constituents  of  all  Methodist  Churches  in  the 
name  of  Christ  to  share  in  self-denial  with  those  who  are  so 
desperately  in  need  of  food,  clothing,  shelter,  medical  atten- 
tion, help  to  become  self-supporting,  and  the  other  minis- 
tries of  the  Church ; 

2.  Upon  our  Bishops,  District  Superintendents,  Pre- 
siding Elders,  and  Pastors  to  interpret  the  appalling  situa- 
tion, and  to  lead  all  our  congregations  to  include  relief  for 
China  in  their  current  plans  and  programs  and  to  co-operate 
in  community  efforts  for  China  Relief. 

3.  We  recognize  the  Church  Committee,  as  constituted  by 
the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  the 
Foreign  Missions  Conference  of  North  America,  and  China 
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Famine  Relief,  U.  S.  A.  Inc.,  as  the  agency  through  which 
The  Methodist  Church  co-operates  with  other  denomina- 
tions in  a  united  endeavor  for  China  Relief. 

4.  Contributions  may  be  sent  direct  to  the  Church  Com- 
mittee for  China  Relief,  or  to  the  Foreign  Missionary  agen- 
cies of  the  Church,  which  will  transmit  all  money  received 
for  the  purpose  to  the  Church  Committee  for  China  Relief. 
We  request  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  World  Service  Com- 
mission, and  other  missionary  agencies  of  the  Church  to 
recognize  contributions  for  China  Relief  by  the  issuance  of 
World  Service  Honor  Vouchers,  or  through  any  method  by 
which  such  recognition  is  given  for  special  contributions. 

5.  We  name  the  following  as  a  Committee  which,  in  con- 
sultation with  the  Church  Committee  for  China  Relief,  will 
plan  to  make  the  above  recommendations  effective :  Herbert 
Welch,  Ivan  Lee  Holt,  James  H.  Straughn,  Paul  B.  Kern, 
Ernest  L.  Waldorf,  Miss  Bettie  Brittingham,  A.  W.  Wasson, 
Ralph  E.  Diffendorfer,  J.  Q.  Schisler,  N.  F.  Forsyth,  Mrs.

Report  No  1.    General  Organization

Membership  of  Committee,  135 ;  present  when  report 
was  adopted,  100  ;  voting  for  adoption,  100. 

]1 1001.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Education  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church  for  the  promotion  of  Christian  Education. 
The  Board  shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  educational 
interests  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States.  It  may  co- 
operate with  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  advancement  of 
Christian  Education  in  other  lands. 

^  1002.  The  Board  shall  be  constituted  as  follows :  Each 
Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  elect  to  membership  in  the 
Board,  as  the  General  Conference  may  provide,  one  Bishop, 
one  Minister,  one  Layman,  and  one  Youth  representative 
twenty-five  years  of  age  or  under  at  the  time  of  his  election 
and  chosen  from  nominations  made  by  the  youth  organiza- 
tions within  the  Jurisdiction.  Then,  in  addition  thereto,  each 
Jurisdiction  shall  elect  one  Minister  and  one  Layman  for 
each  300,000  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  At  least 
three  of  the  members  thus  elected  shall  be  members  of  the 
Jurisdictional  Board  of  Education,  and  not  more  than  two 
of  them  shall  come  from  one  Annual  Conference.  Care  shall 
be  taken  to  elect  men  and  women  who  are  qualified  by  ex- 
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perience  in  educational  institutions  or  in  the  local  Church, 
and  by  training  and  interest,  for  the  work  of  the  Board  in 
its  three  Divisions,  Ad  interim  vacancies  on  the  Board 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  from  the  Jurisdictions  in  which 
the  vacancies  occur. 

The  Board,  on  nomination  of  its  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions, shall  elect  the  members  to  three  Divisions — Educa- 
tional Institutions,  Local  Church,  and  Editorial — in  the 
ratio  of  five,  five,  and  two. 

1[  1003,  As  soon  as  possible  after  their  election  the  mem- 
bers shall  be  assembled  by  a  convener  designated  by  the 
Council  of  Bishops  to  organize  in  the  following  manner:  A 
Committee  of  seven  elected  upon  nomination  from  the  floor 
shall  nominate  a  President,  one  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a 
Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  for  each  of  the  two 
Divisions,  Educational  Institutions  and  the  Local  Church. 
These  officers  shall  be  elected  quadrennially  from  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Board  except  the  Treasurers,  who  may  be 
elected  from  outside  the  membership  of  the  Board.  The 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  Educational  Institu- 
tions and  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  the 
Local  Church  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  from  nomina- 
tions made  by  their  respective  divisions.  The  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Editorial  Division  (Editor  of  Publications 
of  the  Board)  shall  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Other  employees  may  be  elected  as  the  Board  may  direct. 
The  salaries  and  duties  of  all  oflficers  and  employees  ex- 
cept in  the  Editorial  Division  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board. 

^  1004.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  be  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  whatever  state  the  Board  may  determine. 
The  Division  of  Educational  Institutions  shall  be  located  in 
Chicago,  Illinois ;  the  Division  of  the  Local  Church  and  the 
Editorial  Division  in  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

^  1005,  The  Board  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  may  determine,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  Incorporation,  and  may  hold  such  special  meetings 
as  may  be  necessary.  Three-fifths  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

^  1006.  The  Board  shall  appoint  such  Committees  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  its  business.  It 
may  adopt  such  bylaws  for  the  regulations  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Board  and  its  Divisions  and  Committees  as  are  not  in- 
consistent with  the  Act  of  Incorporation  or  with  General 
Conference  legislation. 

11 1007.  The  President  who  shall  be  a  presiding,  not  an 
administrative  ofl^cer,  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.

^  1008.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  shall  be 
composed  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  and  Recording 
Secretary  of  the  Board  and  the  members  of  the  Advisory- 
Committees  of  the  three  Divisions  as  hereinafter  provided : 
Educational  Institutions,  seven;  Local  Church,  seven;  and 
Editorial,  four.  The  Vice-President  and  Recording  Secre- 
tary shall  be  included  in  the  representation  of  their  respec- 
tive Advisory  Committees.  A  majority  of  the  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  manage  the  funds  of  the 
Board  under  such  regulations  as  the  Board  may  adopt;  fix 
the  official  bond  of  the  Treasurers  and  of  any  other  oflEicers 
entrusted  with  the  handling  of  funds ;  consider  and  approve 
the  administrative  budgets  of  the  Board  and  its  Divisions, 
except  the  Editorial  Division. 

The  Board  may  commit  to  the  Executive  Committee  such 
other  powers  and  duties  as  it  may  determine.  Minutes  of 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  sent  to  the  members  of 
the  Board  and  submitted  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
for  approval.  Meetings  of  the  Committee  shall  be  held  at 
least  quarterly. 

H  1009.  Each  of  the  Divisions  as  provided  in  HH  1002- 
1003,  shall  elect  from  its  members  an  Advisory  Committee 
as  follows:  Educational  Institutions,  seven;  Local  Church, 
seven;  Editorial,  four.  These  Committees  shall  assist  in 
the  conduct  of  the  work  and  serve  as  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  Board. 

^  1010.  Each  of  the  Divisions  shall  provide  for  a  review 
of  the  work  of  the  Division,  pass  upon  recommendations 
of  the  Executive  Secretary  and  staff  of  the  Division,  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  Board  concerning  the  needs 
and  programs  of  the  Division. 

T[  1011.  The  Executive  Secretaries  of  the  Division  shall 
be  the  administrative  officers  of  their  respective  Divisions 
under  such  regulations  as  the  Board  may  make.  They  shall 
present  annually  to  the  Board  reports  of  their  work  and 
recommendations  as  approved  by  the  Divisions,  including 
organization  and  budget.  Assistants  to  the  Executive  Sec- 
retaries of  the  Division  of  the  Educational  Institutions  and 
the  Division  of  the  Local  Church  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  the  Board  upon  nomination  of  the  respective  Executive 
Secretaries.  Assistants  to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Editorial  Division  shall  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 
In  determining  the  number  of  Assistants  due  consideration 
shall  be  given  to  the  varieties  of  work  to  be  undertaken 
and  the  funds  prospectively  available. 

The  Executive  Secretaries  of  the  Divisions  shall  have  the 
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privilege  of  membership,  without  vote,  in  the  Board,  in  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  in  their  respective  Divisions, 

K  1012.  The  Board  shall  be  authorized  to  solicit  and  cre- 
ate special  funds;  to  receive  gifts  and  bequests;  to  hold 
properties  and  securities  in  trust;  and  to  administer  all 
these  financial  affairs  in  accordance  with  its  own  rules  and 
the  provisions  of  the  Discipline. 

The  Board  shall  present  quadrennially  to  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  a  statement  of 
the  amount  required  for  its  general  expenses  and  for  the 
support  of  each  Division  of  its  work,  except  the  Editorial 
Division,  which  shall  be  financed  as  elsewhere  provided. 
An  apportionment  to  meet  the  approved  needs  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  Church  by  the  Commission. 

From  the  funds  derived  from  these  and  other  sources,  the 
Board  shall  appropriate  annually  such  amounts  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  Division  of  Educa- 
tional Institutions  and  the  Division  of  the  Local  Church. 

In  all  cases,  the  purposes  for  which  funds  are  committed 
to  the  Board  shall  be  strictly  observed. 

^  1013.  All  assets  and  liabilities  existing  at  the  time  of 
union  in  the  funds  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  three 
uniting  Churches  shall  be  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the 
corresponding  Divisions  in  the  new  Board  of  Education. 

U  1014.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  make  provision 
at  its  discretion  for  co-operation  with  any  of  the  General 
Boards  or  agencies  of  the  Church  in  any  matters  which,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Boards  concerned,  may  be  provided  for 
jointly. 

H  1015.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  arrange  for 
co-operation  in  its  field  of  work  with  other  denominations 
and  with  interdenominational  agencies.  Each  Annual  Con- 
ference shall  determine  for  itself  to  what  extent  it  will 
undertake  to  co-operate  with  other  denominations  or  agen- 
cies in  its  own  territory.

Pursuant  to  the  request  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  in  the 
Episcopal  Address,  as  printed  in  the  Daihj  Advocate  on  the 
subject,  "An  Intelligent  Church,"  the  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion desires  to  co-operate  in  the  plan  proposed.  This  plan 
contemplates  the  setting  up  of  a  Department  of  Promotion 
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and  Publicity  which  is  to  be  supported  by  the  Boards  and 
other  agencies. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  perhaps  the  agents  already 
at  work,  in  the  field  of  publicity  and  promotion  in  the  sev- 
eral Boards,  may  be  co-ordinated  to  discharge  this  responsi- 
bility. We  are,  therefore,  recommending  that  a  Commis- 
sion be  appointed  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  to  study  this 
entire  question  and  make  a  report  to  the  General  Confer- 
ence in  1940.  This  Commission  would  co-operate  with  the 
Boards  in  securing  data  and  information  as  to  what  is  now 
being  done,  as  to  the  possible  additional  expense  involved, 
and  also  as  to  what  additional  service  might  be  rendered  by 
such  a  Commission.

^  1016.  There  shall  be  a  Division  of  Educational  Institu- 
tions which  shall  perform  such  functions  of  the  Board  of 
Education  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

^  1017.  The  Division  of  Educational  Institutions  shall 
have  an  advisory  relation  to  the  business  and  educational 
management  of  all  universities,  colleges,  schools,  theological 
schools,  Wesley  Foundations,  and  other  educational  institu- 
tions related  to  The  Methodist  Church  in  the  United  States 
except  those  institutions  owned  by  other  Boards.  It  shall 
devise  ways  and  means  for  the  aid  of  such  educational  insti- 
tutions ;  shall  receive  and  disburse  funds  which  may  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Board  for  the  purposes  of  the  Division;  may 
serve  as  a  Board  of  Reference  or  Arbitration ;  and  when 
necessary  it  may  take  measures  to  protect  the  property  and 
other  interests  in  such  educational  institutions.  It  may 
establish  and  conduct  schools  in  the  United  States  in  com- 
munities in  which  facilities  for  education  are  not  adequately 
provided.  It  shall  promote  the  cause  of  education  through- 
out the  Church  by  collecting  and  distributing  statistics  and 
other  information,  by  giving  counsel  concerning  the  plan- 
ning of  educational  buildings  and  the  location  and  organiza- 
tion of  educational  institutions.  Through  the  properly 
constituted  agencies  it  shall  provide  courses  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  every  classification  in  our  ministry.  It 
shall  seek  to  promote  the  religious  training  and  activities 
of  students  at  institutions  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  of 
Methodist  students  at  tax  supported  and  other  institutions 
not  related  to  The  Methodist  Church.    It  may  also  serve  as 
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a  general  medium  of  communication  between  teachers  de- 
siring employment  and  institutions  needing  their  services. 

II 1018.  The  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  Edu- 
cational Institutions  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Division  and  shall  be  the  administrative  and 
legal  executive  thereof.  In  all  his  official  relations  he  shall 
be  subject  to  the  authority  and  control  of  the  Board.  He 
shall  report  annually  to  the  Board  on  the  work  of  the  Divi- 
sion. In  case  the  office  of  the  Executive  Secretary  shall  be- 
come vacant,  the  Board  shall  elect  his  successor. 

^  1019.  The  Division  shall  organize  such  departments  and 
appoint  such  committees  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
discharge  of  its  business.  It  may  adopt  bylaws  for  the 
regulation  of  the  affairs  of  the  Division  and  of  its  several 
departments  and  committees  not  inconsistent  with  the  Act 
of  Incorporation  of  the  Board  of  Education  or  with  General 
Conference  legislation. 

H  1020.  The  Division  shall  receive  such  funds  as  are  con- 
tributed for  its  work  through  the  General  Benevolences  of 
the  Church  and  shall  appropriate  the  same  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  work  committed  to  it  under  such  rules  as  the 
Board  may  adopt;  provided  that  they  are  in  accord  with 
General  Conference  legislation. 

^  1021.  The  Division  shall  have  power  to  administer 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  any  and  all 
funds,  gifts,  and  bequests  which  have  been  or  may  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Board  for  the  purpose  of  the  Division;  and  to 
solicit  or  create  any  special  funds  for  its  projects.  The  pur- 
poses for  which  the  funds  are  given  and  accepted  shall  be 
sacredly  observed. 

Appropriations 

^  1022.  The  Division,  through  such  officers,  Committees, 
and  Commissions  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  shall  provide  for 
the  co-operative  study  of  the  special  problems  of  the  educa- 
tional institutions  and  effective  operation  of  plans  for  fur- 
ther integrating  the  work  of  our  educational  institutions 
with  the  Church's  program  of  Christian  education. 

^  1023.  The  Division  shall  promote  Annual  Conference 
co-operation  in  order  that  cultivation  periods  may  be  de- 
veloped in  every  congregation  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Pastor  for  the  purpose  of  deepening  the  interest  of  the 
Church  in  the  educational  institutions  of  the  Church. 

^  1024.  Appropriations  to  institutions  from  funds  at  the 
disposition  of  the  Division  shall  not  debar  those  institutions 
from  soliciting  aid  from  their  supporting  Conferences  or 
from  other  sources.    In  making  appropriations  for  the  sup- 
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port  of  educational  institutions,  the  Division  shall  give  due 
consideration  to  the  actual  current  needs  of  such  institu- 
tions as  shown  in  carefully  prepared  reports  presented  by 
them  on  budget  forms  provided  by  the  Division. 

^  1025.  No  institutions  hereafter  established  or  acquired 
shall  be  aided  by  the  Division  unless  the  Division  shall  have 
been  consulted  and  shall  have  approved  the  expenditures  in- 
volved in  the  establishment  or  acquisition  of  such  institu- 
tions, and  the  University  Senate  shall  have  approved  its 
proposed  classification  before  the  project  was  undertaken. 
No  institution,  receiving  an  annual  appropriation  from  the 
Division,  shall  incur  debt  obligations — bonded  or  otherwise 
— for  building  and  for  expansion  programs  not  justified  by 
property  assets  and  sound  pledges  without  first  submitting 
its  proposed  plans  to  the  Division  for  consideration  and 
counsel.  Any  such  institution  failing  to  observe  this  regu- 
lation relinquishes  its  right  to  appropriations  until  the  debt 
so  incurred  is  liquidated.  In  no  case  shall  the  Division  aid 
an  institution  which  changes  its  classification  until  the  Uni- 
versity Senate  shall  have  approved  the  classification. 

^  1026.  The  Division  shall  recommend  to  the  several 
Jurisdictional  Conference  Boards  of  Education  and  to  the 
Annual  Conference  Boards  of  Education  that  the  appro- 
priation of  Annual  Conference  funds  shall  be  made  only  to 
those  approved  institutions  whose  educational  and  religious 
aims  and  programs  are  in  active  accord  with  the  policies  of 
the  Church  as  expressed  in  the  Discipline,  and  through  spe- 
cial General  Conference  enactments. 

^  1027.  In  fulfillment  of  its  responsibility  for  the  religious 
training  and  activities  of  Methodist  students,  the  Division 
shall  make  such  appropriations  as  the  funds  at  its  disposi- 
tion shall  warrant  for  the  maintenance  of  Wesley  Founda- 
tions and  other  organizations  with  similar  purposes  in  the 
United  States,  which  have  been  established  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  established,  under  conditions  approved  by  the 
Division.  A  Wesley  Foundation  in  a  non-Methodist  insti- 
tution or  a  student  religious  program  in  a  Methodist  institu- 
tion making  request  for  financial  aid  shall  submit  for 
consideration  carefully  prepared  reports  on  budget  forms 
provided  by  the  Division.  Appropriations  by  the  Division 
toward  the  maintenance  of  student  religious  work  at  a  given 
institution  shall  not  debar  it  from  soliciting  additional  sup- 
port from  its  patronizing  Conferences. 

The  University  Senate 

H  1028.  The  University  Senate  of  The  Methodist  Church 
shall  be  composed  of  twenty-one  persons,  not  members  of 
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the  Board  of  Education,  who  are  actively  engaged  in  the 
work  of  education  and  are  fitted  by  training  and  experience 
for  the  technical  work  of  establishing  standards  and  evalu- 
ating educational  institutions  in  accordance  with  such 
standards.  Eleven  of  these  members  shall  be  elected  quad- 
rennially by  the  Board  of  Education :  and  ten  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council  of  Bishops.  Due  regard  shall  be 
given  to  representation  from  the  various  types  of  institu- 
tions included  in  the  University  Senate's  classification  of 
educational  institutions.  If,  in  consequence  of  the  retire- 
ment of  a  member  from  educational  work  or  for  any  other 
cause,  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Senate  during  the  quadren- 
nium,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  agency  by  which  the  retiring 
member  was  elected,  at  its  next  meeting. 

^  1029.  The  Senate  shall  establish  and  assist  in  maintain- 
ing standards  for  the  educational  institutions  related  to  The 
Methodist  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  shall  sustain 
an  advisory  relation  to  the  Board  of  Education  in  matters  of 
educational  policy.  It  shall  report  to  the  Board,  at  least 
quadrennially,  a  proper  classification  for  each  educational 
institution  or  foundation  in  the  United  States  which  is  re- 
lated to  The  Methodist  Church,  and  on  the  basis  of  this 
report  the  Division  shall  prepare  its  ofiicial  lists  of  institu- 
tions and  shall  be  governed  in  its  adminivStration. 

^  1030.  At  the  request  of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Division  of  Educational  Institutions,  the  Senate  shall  in- 
vestigate the  resources,  scholastic  requirements,  and  pro- 
cedure of  any  designated  educational  institution  claiming 
or  adjudged  to  be  under  the  patronage  or  supervision  of  the 
Division,  and  shall  report  to  the  Division  its  decisions  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  requirements  and  educational  and  reli- 
gious services  of  that  institution  are  such  as  to  justify  its 
official  recognition  by  the  Church. 

^  1032.  At  the  request  of  the  President  or  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  any  of  the  Boards  of  the  Church,  or  at  the 
written  request  of  its  own  members,  the  Senate  shall  ex- 
amine the  quality  and  standards  of  the  educational  work 
done  under  the  auspices  of  such  Board  and  shall  report  to 
the  Board  concerned  its  estimate  of  the  merit  of  such  educa- 
tional work  and  its  recommendations  as  to  what  particular 
changes  or  improvements,  if  any,  should  be  accepted. 

^  1033.  The  Senate  shall  elect  its  own  Presiding  Officer 
and  may  appoint  such  Committees  and  may  delegate  to 
them  such  powers  as  are  incident  to  its  work.  The  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Division  of  Educational  Institutions 
vshall  be  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Senate. 

^  1034.  The  Senate  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and 
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place  as  it  may  determine.  Special  meetings  may  be  called 
on  the  written  request  of  five  members  or  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Presiding  Officer  and  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Division  of  Educational  Institutions. 

^  1035.  After  consultation  with  the  officers  of  the  Senate, 
the  Division  of  Educational  Institutions  shall  provide  in  its 
annual  budget,  as  it  may  deem  sufficient,  for  the  expense  of 
the  Senate,  except  that  expenses  incurred  by  the  Senate  on 
behalf  of  any  other  Board  of  the  Church  shall  be  borne  by 
that  Board.

^  1036,  The  educational  institutions  in  the  United  States 
related  to  The  Methodist  Church  are  classified  as  follows : 

1.  Universities. 

2.  Colleges  of  Liberal  Arts. 

3.  Schools  of  Theology. 

4.  Schools  of  Religion  for  Lay  Workers. 

5.  Other  Professional  Schools, 

6.  Junior  Colleges. 

7.  Secondary  Schools. 

8.  Wesley  Foundations  and  Similar  Organizations. 

9.  Training  Schools  for  Religious  Workers. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  or  other  administra- 
tive officer  of  each  educational  institution  to  furnish  statis- 
tics and  other  information  to  the  Division  of  Educational 
Institutions  and  to  the  University  Senate,  also  to  report  to 
the  Division  on  forms  which  it  shall  supply,  such  informa- 
tion as  may  be  needed  for  an  understanding  of  the  status, 
the  work,  and  the  progress  of  his  institution.  No  institu- 
tion having  been  classified  by  the  University  Senate  shall 
announce  a  different  classification  without  first  securing  the 
approval  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  Division. 

T[  1037.  No  educational  institution  or  foundation  of  The 
Methodist  Church  shall  hereafter  be  established  until  its 
plans  and  organization  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
University  Senate  and  the  Division  of  Educational  Institu- 
tions; and  no  Annual  or  Mission  Conference  in  the  United 
States  shall  acquire,  through  any  Board  or  Society,  a  school, 
college,  university,  or  other  educational  institution,  unless 
the  approval  of  the  Division  shall  have  been  previously  ob- 
tained and  unless,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Division,  there 
is  reasonable  assurance  of  financial  support  sufficient  to 
equip  and  maintain  the  institution  in  the  classification  ap- 
proved for  it  by  the  University  Senate. 

^  1038.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  publish  at  least 
quadrennially  a  list  of  all  the  educational  institutions  re- 
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lated  to  The  Methodist  Church,  classified  by  the  University- 
Senate  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  ^  1036. 

Education  for  Negroes 

^  1039.  The  Division  shall  be  the  agency  of  the  Board  in 
administering  institutions  for  Christian  education  among 
Negroes  except  those  institutions  ov^^ned  by  other  agencies. 
The  Division  shall  have  authority  to  recommend  to  the 
Board  plans  by  v^^hich  schools  sponsored  by  it  may  co- 
operate with  or  may  unite  with  schools  of  other  denomina- 
tions or  under  independent  control ;  provided  the  interests 
of  The  Methodist  Church  are  adequately  protected.  Special 
effort  shall  be  made  to  secure  permanent  endowments  for 
schools  under  the  direction  of  the  Division,  and  whenever 
the  Board  is  assured  that  their  support  will  be  adequate  and 
that  their  property  will  be  conserved  and  perpetuated,  the 
schools  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Division,  be 
transferred  to  local  Boards  of  Trustees. 

^  1040.  As  a  means  of  educating  the  Church  on  the  needs 
of  Negro  Schools,  Race  Relations  Sunday  (the  second  Sun- 
day in  February)  shall  be  observed  as  the  time  when  the 
interests  of  Christian  Education  for  Negro  Youth  shall  be 
presented.  The  Board  shall  receive  all  moneys  derived  from 
the  observance  of  this  day  for  the  sole  use  of  the  Division 
for  the  advancement  of  this  cause. 

Educational  Foundations 

^  1041.  Educational  societies  or  foundations  created  by 
Annual  Conferences  may  be  recognized  as  auxiliaries  of  the 
Board  of  Education  when  their  objects  and  purposes,  their 
articles  of  incorporation,  and  their  methods  of  administra- 
tion shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Annual  Conference 
within  whose  bounds  they  are  incorporated  and  by  the  Divi- 
sion. All  auxiliaries  thus  formed  shall  be  required  to  send 
annually  a  report  of  their  fiscal  and  administrative  affairs 
to  the  Division. 

Loan  Funds 

U  1042.  The  Division  shall  promote  and  administer  the 
student  loan  fund  and  other  funds  established  for  the  aid  of 
students  in  accordance  with  Disciplinary  provisions  govern- 
ing said  funds  in  the  former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
the  former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the 
former  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  These  funds  shall  be 
administered  as  heretofore  until  legislation  governing  the 
relation  and  administration  of  these  funds  shall  be  enacted 
by  the  General  Conference. 
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Work  for  Methodist  Students 

If  1043.  The  Division  may  employ  one  or  more  persons 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  organize  and  carry  on  Wesley 
Foundations  at  state  and  independent  institutions  where 
practicable,  and  may  co-operate  with  the  colleges  of  the 
Church  in  promoting  student  religious  activities.  It  shall 
also  be  its  duty  to  study  the  religious  needs  of  the  campus, 
to  offer  advice  in  planning  programs,  to  enlist  suitable 
candidates  for  full-time  religious  vocations,  and  to  assist  in 
evangelistic  work. 

^  1044.  It  is  recommended  that  there  be  a  Campus-Church 
Relations  Committee  in  the  Board  of  Education  composed 
of  the  Executive  Secretaries  of  the  three  Divisions  and  two 
staff  members  of  the  Division  of  Educational  Institutions 
and  two  staff  members  of  the  Division  of  the  Local  Church. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  study  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Board  concerning  the  relationship 
of  the  Campus  and  the  Local  Church  in  student  religious 
activities.  There  shall  be  a  Campus-Church  Relations  Com- 
mittee in  every  college  situation  where  The  Methodist 
Church  is  at  work.  The  Boards  of  Education  of  the  Annual 
Conferences  of  a  given  state  may  create  an  Inter-Confer- 
ence Commission  on  Student  Religious  Work  to  give  general 
oversight  to  all  such  projects  in  the  institutions  of  higher 
learning  within  the  state.

We  recommend  continuation  of  the  Commission  on  World 
Peace,  authorized  by  the  General  Conference  of  1936  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  as  at  present  constituted  and 
with  the  same  method  of  financial  support  as  now  provided, 
until  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church.

by  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  at  Birmingham  in  1938,  with  continuation 
of  financial  support  as  at  present.

Membership  of  Committee,  135 ;  present  when  report 
was  adopted,  87 ;  voting  for  adoption,  87. 

]1 1046.  The  Division  of  Educational  Institutions  shall  as- 
sist other  properly  constituted  agencies  of  the  Church  in  the 
training  of  our  ministers  while  they  are  in  residence  in  our 
educational  institutions.  Through  the  Commission  on 
Courses  of  Study  it  is  directly  responsible  for  the  training  of 
all  classifications  of  our  ministry  while  they  are  pursuing 
their  regular  Conference  Courses  of  Study  and  the  courses 
provided  for  them  in  our  Pastors'  Schools  and  other  agen- 
cies of  ministerial  training. 

T[  1047.  It  is  expected  of  all  candidates  for  the  ministry 
that  they  shall  complete  a  four-year  college  course  of  study 
leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  or  its  equivalent,  and 
complete  a  course  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  or  an 
equivalent  degree  in  one  of  our  Schools  of  Theology. 

H  1048.  No  candidate  shall  be  received  on  trial  in  an  An- 
nual Conference  until  he  has  given  clear  evidence  that  he 
possesses  the  preaching  gift,  and  until  he  shall  have  com- 
pleted at  least  four  full  years  of  college  work  in  an  institu- 
tion approved  for  that  purpose  by  the  University  Senate, 
or  has  earned  a  higher  degree  from  an  institution  approved 
by  the  University  Senate ;  provided,  that,  under  special  con- 
ditions clearly  recognized  as  unusual,  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence may  by  a  three-fourths  vote  admit  a  candidate  who  has 
satisfactorily  completed  two  years  of  work  in  a  four-year 
college,  approved  by  the  University  Senate,  or  is  a  graduate 
of  a  junior  college  approved  by  the  University  Senate,  in 
which  case  the  District  Superintendent  and  the  Board  of 
Ministerial  Training  shall  furnish  to  the  Conference  written 
statements  of  particulars  showing  definitely  in  what  respect 
the  case  is  special  and  unusual  before  the  vote  is  taken. 
After  the  admission  of  such  candidate  into  full  connection, 
and  after  his  completion  of  the  four-year  Conference  Course 
of  Study,  he  shall  be  required  to  pursue  two  years  of  such 
graduate  study  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Commission  on 
Courses  of  Study,  this  work  to  be  taken  under  the  direction 
of  the  Conference  Board  of  Ministerial  Training. 

In  the  admission  of  young  men  to  Annual  Conferences, 
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the  General  Conference  recognizes  that  our  Theological 
Schools  necessarily  exercise  a  considerable  influence.  It, 
therefore,  recommends  to  these  schools  that,  before  admit- 
ting any  candidate  for  the  pastoral  ministry  into  their  stu- 
dent body,  they  inquire  fully  into  his  preaching  gift  and 
make  this  also  a  condition  of  admission. 

^  1049.  Central  Conferences  shall  fix  the  educational 
standards  and  all  other  requirements  for  admission  to  the 
Annual  Conferences  within  their  borders;  all  other  Annual 
Conferences  and  Mission  Conferences  outside  of  the  United 
States  of  America  shall  fix  their  own  standards  and  require- 
ments for  admission.  Mission  Conferences  in  the  United 
States  shall  require  of  all  applicants  the  conditions  and 
qualifications  demanded  of  Traveling  Deacons  and  Elders 
by  an  Annual  Conference, 

^  1050.  When  a  Minister  in  full  connection  fails  to  be  ad- 
vanced in  his  work  in  the  Conference  Course  of  Study  for 
a  given  year,  said  year  shall  not  be  counted  as  a  year  of 
effective  service  unless  he  is  in  attendance  upon  a  school  ap- 
proved by  the  University  Senate  or  is  excused  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  his  Conference  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Ministerial  Training. 

^  1051.  Any  member  on  trial  who  does  not  complete  the 
first  two  years  of  the  Course  of  Study  within  four  years 
shall  be  discontinued,  and  any  full  member  who  fails  to  com- 
plete the  entire  four  years  of  the  Course  of  Study  within 
six  years  shall  be  located,  unless,  in  either  case,  extension  of 
time  shall  be  recommended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board 
of  Ministerial  Training  and  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  Annual  Conference.  In  no  case  shall  a  person  have  a 
larger  total  than  eight  years  in  the  Course  of  Study,  and 
any  person  failing  to  complete  the  Course  within  this  eight- 
year  period  shall  not  be  permitted  to  join  a  Conference 
again  on  trial.  This  section,  however,  shall  not  apply  for 
the  period  of  time  in  which  the  candidates  are  carrying 
regular  work  in  residence  in  a  school  of  theology  approved 
by  the  University  Senate. 

Theological  Schools 

^  1052.  The  Theological  Schools  of  the  Church  are  estab- 
lished and  maintained  for  the  training  of  Ministers.  They 
exist  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  Church,  and  their  support 
shall  be  provided  by  the  whole  Church  as  a  part  of  its  gen- 
eral benevolence  giving.  Furthermore,  in  case  the  support 
from  this  source  is  inadequate,  each  school  shall  have  the 
right  to  appeal  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  in  which 
it  is  located  and  to  the  Annual  Conference  comprising  that 
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Jurisdiction  for  additional  support.  For  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  the  provision  for  the  better  support  of  the 
Theological  Schools  of  the  Church,  the  Division  of  Educa- 
tional Institutions,  in  consultation  with  the  administrative 
officers  of  these  Schools,  shall  establish  budget  askings  for 
their  adequate  support,  after  an  adequate  presentation  of  the 
needs  of  these  institutions  by  a  representative  of  the  Schools 
of  Theology.  The  amount  necessary  for  such  support  shall 
be  added  as  a  separate  item  in  the  annual  askings  of  the 
Board  of  Education  from  the  Benevolence  funds  as  deter- 
mined by  the  authoritative  body.  No  Theological  School  or 
Department  of  Theology  in  a  College  or  University  shall  be 
established  without  first  submitting  its  proposed  organiza- 
tion and  classification  to  the  University  Senate  for  approval 
and  consent  of  both  the  Senate  and  the  Division. 

It  is  expected  that  our  schools  of  theology  will  acquaint 
their  students  with  the  current  programs  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  such  as  its  educational,  missionary,  social  and  other 
service  programs,  and  with  the  organizations  and  termi- 
nology of  the  Church. 

Examinations  and  Credits 

^  1053.  Graduates  of  Colleges  who  are  also  graduates  of 
a  School  of  Theology  approved  by  the  University  Senate 
shall  be  exempt  from  examination  in  the  Conference  Course 
of  Study  except  on  the  Discipliiie.  However,  the  Board  of 
Ministerial  Training  shall  discuss  with  each  candidate  his 
preparation  for  admission  on  trial.  This  section  shall  apply 
only  to  Schools  of  Theology  of  recognized  standing  which 
admit  only  graduates  of  colleges  as  degree  students  and  are 
approved  by  the  University  Senate  in  respect  to  their  re- 
quirements. 

^  1054.  Credits  from  Graduate  Schools  of  Theology  and 
other  educational  agencies  approved  by  the  University  Sen- 
ate, submitted  by  students  who  have  not  completed  the 
theological  course,  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Conferences  on 
the  basis  of  studies  pursued  in  the  same  text  or  courses  in 
the  same  subject  judged  to  be  equivalent  by  the  Conference 
Board  of  Ministerial  Training.  However,  all  candidates 
shall  be  examined  in  the  Discipline. 

U  1055.  Credits  from  other  Theological  Schools  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  not  of  graduate  rank,  may  be  accepted 
on  the  basis  of  studies  pursued  in  the  same  text  or  of 
courses  in  the  same  subject  judged  to  be  equivalent  by  the 
Conference  Board  of  Ministerial  Training. 

^  1056.  Credits  from  colleges  other  than  those  of  The 
Methodist  Church  may  be  accepted  in  studies  not  Biblical 
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or  theological,  if  the  University  Senate  recognizes  the  col- 
leges as  of  equal  grade  with  those  approved  by  the  Senate. 

^  1057.  Credits,  as  provided  in  Tjf  1053  to  1056,  shall  be 
accepted  only  on  the  basis  of  certificates  issued  by  the 
schools  in  question,  stating  the  time  v^^hen  the  courses  were 
taken  and  the  standing  attained.  Credits  shall  not  be  de- 
termined by  individual  members  of  the  Board  but  by  the 
Board  of  Ministerial  Training  in  each  Conference. 

Conference  Board  of  Ministerial  Training 

If  1058.  In  each  Annual  Conference  the  Presiding  Bishop, 
after  consultation  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Minis- 
terial Training  of  the  previous  quadrennium,  or  a  committee 
of  the  Board,  or  in  the  case  of  a  new  Conference,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  cabinet,  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Minis- 
terial Training,  consisting  of  not  fewer  than  six  nor  more 
than  sixteen  members,  care  being  taken  to  select  men  with 
special  qualifications  for  this  work.  This  Board  shall  be  ap- 
pointed at  the  first  session  following  the  General  Confer- 
ence for  a  term  of  four  years.  The  Board  of  Ministerial 
Training  shall  urge  all  Conference  and  undergraduates  to 
attend  a  School  of  Theology  approved  by  the  University 
Senate,  and  shall  encourage  and  assist  them  in  every  prac- 
ticable way  to  complete  the  course  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of 
Divinity  or  its  equivalent  degree  in  the  School  of  Theology. 
The  Board  shall  require  all  Conference  undergraduates  who 
are  not  attending  a  School  of  Theology  approved  by  the 
University  Senate  to  pursue  their  work  promptly  in  a  stand- 
ard Pastors'  School  or  Summer  School  for  Ministerial 
Training,  or  by  correspondence.  It  shall  co-operate  with 
our  Schools  of  Theology  by  recommending  from  the  Annual 
Conference  students  with  definite  ministerial  promise. 
Vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Training  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Bishop  after  consultation  with  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board. 

^  1059.  This  Board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  its 
members  Chairman  and  another  Registrar,  the  latter  to 
keep  a  permanent  record  of  the  standing  of  the  students, 
and  report  to  the  Conference  when  required.  This  record 
shall  include  the  credits  allowed  students  for  work  done  in 
Schools  of  Theology,  Colleges,  standard  Pastors'  Schools, 
Summer  Schools  for  Ministerial  Training  and  by  corre- 
spondence, and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission  on 
Courses  of  Study. 

^  1060.  The  Board  of  Ministerial  Training  in  each  An- 
nual Conference  shall  seek,  through  co-operation  with  the 
District  Superintendents  and  Pastors  of  the  Conference,  to 
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enlist  suitable  candidates  for  the  Christian  Ministry,  and 
shall  keep  a  list  of  all  persons  enlisted  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Conference,  and  shall  seek  in  every  way  practicable 
to  provide  guidance  and  counsel  to  them  in  their  training 
and  preparation  for  the  ministry. 

^  1061.  The  course  for  Reception  on  Trial  and  the  courses 
for  undergraduates  shall  be  taken  by  correspondence,  or 
part  by  correspondence  and  part  in  a  standard  Pastors' 
School  or  Summer  School  for  Ministerial  Training,  except 
that  credits  for  the  Courses  of  Study  may  be  accepted  from 
the  Schools  of  Theology  and  Colleges  as  described  in  ^^  1054 
to  1056. 

\  1062.  The  Board  of  Ministerial  Training  shall  convene 
at  the  seat  and  time  of  the  Annual  Conference,  preferably 
the  day  before  the  session  opens,  to  review  and  complete  the 
work  of  the  year  and  to  arrange  for  the  work  of  the  year  to 
come. 

^  1063.  Accepted  Supply  Pastors  who  are  giving  their 
full  time  to  pastoral  work  under  the  District  Superintend- 
ents shall  be  required  to  take  the  Conference  Course  of 
Study,  including  the  course  for  admission  on  trial.  The 
Courses  shall  be  taken  by  correspondence,  or  part  by  corre- 
spondence and  part  in  a  standard  Pastors'  School  or  Sum- 
mer School  for  Ministerial  Training,  except  that  credits  for 
the  Courses  of  Study  may  be  accepted  from  the  Schools  of 
Theology  and  Colleges,  as  described  in  ^'\[  1054  to  1056. 
Any  Accepted  Supply  Pastor  who  fails  to  observe  the  re- 
quirements of  this  section,  or  who  shall  fail  to  complete  two 
years  of  the  Course  of  Study  within  four  years  and  the 
entire  course  within  eight  years,  shall  not  be  employed  by  a 
District  Superintendent.  The  requirements  of  this  para- 
graph shall  not  apply  to  Accepted  Supply  Pastors  who  have 
previously  completed  the  Course  of  Study  as  prescribed  for 
Local  Preachers. 

Commission  on  Courses  of  Study 

^  1064.  Within  the  Division  there  shall  be  a  Commission 
on  Courses  of  Study  for  ministers  which  shall  be  composed 
of  three  Bishops  and  three  other  ministers  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  three  members  from  the  faculties 
of  the  educational  institutions  of  the  Church  elected  by  the 
Division  of  Educational  Institutions,  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Division,  and  the  Book  Editor,  ex  officio.  The 
members  of  this  Commission  shall  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  appointed.  There  shall  be  a  Director  of 
this  work  elected  by  the  Commission  who  by  virtue  of  his 
office  shall  be  an  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Division.    The 
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work  of  the  Commission  shall  be  reported  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  and  the  Division  shall  serve  as  the 
repository  of  the  records  of  the  Commission. 

^  1065.  The  Commission  shall  study  the  needs  of  our  min- 
istry in  the  field  of  training  and  shall  prescribe  the  Courses 
of  Study  upon  which  those  applying  for  license  to  preach, 
for  orders  as  Local  Preachers  and  for  reception  on  trial,  re- 
spectively, shall  be  examined :  also  a  Course  of  Study  ex- 
tending through  four  years  to  be  pursued  by  those  who  have 
been  received  on  trial  in  the  Annual  Conference  and  by 
Accepted  Supply  Pastors.  It  shall  recommend  courses  of 
reading  for  all  Preachers  who  have  finished  their  under- 
graduate studies,  and  it  shall  also  provide  postgraduate 
Courses  of  Study  for  use  in  the  Annual  Conferences. 

^  1066.  The  Commission  shall  meet  at  such  times  during 
the  quadrennium  as  it  may  deem  advisable  to  give  consid- 
eration to  the  program  of  ministerial  training,  as  it  is  re- 
lated to  Schools  of  Theology,  College  Departments  of  Re- 
ligion, and  correspondence  courses,  and  shall  give  advice 
and  counsel  concerning  postgraduate  Courses  of  Study  to 
be  offered  in  our  standard  Pastors'  Schools  or  Summer 
Schools  for  Ministerial  Training. 

^  1067.  The  work  of  the  Commission  on  Courses  of  Study 
shall  be  supported  from  the  General  Benevolences  of  the 
Church,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  authoritative 
body. 

^  1068.  The  Division,  in  co-operation  with  Graduate 
Schools  of  Theology  approved  by  the  University  Senate, 
may  arrange  for  correspondence  work  as  may  be  needed 
to  provide  for  the  study  of  all  the  courses  prescribed  by  the 
Commission  on  Courses  of  Study,  The  Postgraduate 
Courses  of  Study,  which  may  be  developed  by  the  Commis- 
sion on  Courses  of  Study,  may  be  taken  also  by  correspond- 
ence. All  correspondence  work  shall  be  related  to  one  or 
more  of  the  Graduate  Schools  of  Theology  approved  by  the 
University  Senate. 

II 1069.  The  Division,  in  co-operation  with  the  Boards  of 
Ministerial  Training  and  the  Boards  of  Education  of  any 
group  of  Conferences,  may  establish  standard  Pastors' 
Schools  or  Summer  Schools  for  Ministerial  Training  to  pro- 
vide for  the  study  of  the  courses  prescribed  by  the  Commis- 
sion on  Courses  of  Study.  Courses  may  be  provided  for 
both  undergraduates  and  those  Ministers  who  have  com- 
pleted the  Conference  Course  of  Study. 

^  1070.  During  the  period  between  the  Uniting  Confer- 
ence and  the  appointment  of  the  new  Commission  on 
Courses  of  Study  for  The  Methodist  Church,  the  Commis- 
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sion  on  Courses  of  Study  as  at  present  constituted  in  the 
three  uniting  Churches  shall  continue  to  function  as  at 
present  and  shall  co-operate  in  every  practicable  way.

^  1071-A.  The  Division  of  the  Local  Church  shall  develop 
a  comprehensive  and  unified  program  of  Christian  educa- 
tion which  shall  lead  to  a  knowledge  of  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
the  Christian  religion,  and  the  Christian  Church.  It  shall 
provide  for  worship,  fellowship,  study  and  service,  includ- 
ing social,  recreational,  evangelistic  and  missionary  activi- 
ties, and  education  in  the  Christian  way  of  life.  It  shall  be 
responsible  for  forming  standards  and  preparing  programs 
for  the  organization  and  work  of  Christian  education  in 
the  Local  Church  in  accordance  with  provisions  as  set  forth 
in  Section  IV. 

The  term  "Church  School,"  used  in  the  Discipline,  is  un- 
derstood to  include  Sunday  Church  Schools,  week-day 
Church  Schools,  vacation  Church  Schools,  leadership  educa- 
tional agencies;  and  other  educational  work  of  the  Local 
Church  with  children,  young  people,  and  adults.  The  Divi- 
sion, in  co-operation  with  the  Editorial  Division,  shall  seek 
to  inform  the  Church  on  all  phases  of  Church  School  work, 
shall  establish  and  maintain  standards,  and  shall  co-operate 
with  the  Curriculum  Committee  in  determining  the  cur- 
ricula of  the  Church  School,  including  the  courses  of  leader- 
ship education;  and  give  direction  to  a  comprehensive  and 
unified  program  of  Christian  education  in  the  Local  Church. 
It  shall  provide  for  instruction  concerning  the  significance 
and  work  of  the  Church  and  the  functions  of  its  various 
officers  and  Boards. 

The  Division  shall  have  supervision  of  all  the  training 
processes  of  the  Church  for  both  Lay  and  Ministerial  work- 
ers, except  where  these  have  been  specifically  delegated  to 
other  agencies. 

The  Division  shall  co-operate  with  other  agencies  in  the 
promotion  of  Brotherhoods,  Men's  Councils,  and  kindred 
organizations  to  the  end  that  the  different  organizations  of 
the  Church  may  be  correlated  under  a  unified  program  for 
aggressive  Christian  service. 

II  1071-B.  The  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of 
the  Local  Church  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  af- 
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fairs  of  the  Division  and  shall  be  the  administrative  and 
legal  executive  thereof.  In  all  his  official  acts  he  shall  be 
subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Board.  He  shall  report  an- 
nually to  the  Board.  In  case  the  office  of  Executive  Secre- 
tary should  become  vacant,  the  Board  shall  elect  his 
successor. 

^  1071-C.  The  Division  shall  organize  such  departments 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  promotion  of  Christian 
education  of  children,  young  people,  and  adults  in  local 
churches;  and  for  leadership  education,  evangelism,  and 
missionary  education  in  the  Church  Schools. 

^  1072.  The  Division  shall  provide  programs  for  the 
training  of  Pastors,  teachers,  officials,  and  others  in  the 
work  of  the  Local  Church,  and  promote  these  programs 
through  various  types  of  training  schools,  correspondence 
work,  and  such  other  agencies  as  it  may  see  fit  to  establish. 
It  shall  have  authority  also  to  promote  and  conduct  educa- 
tional conferences,  councils,  assemblies,  and  other  meetings 
in  the  interest  of  Church  Schools  and  the  Christian  educa- 
tion of  children,  young  people,  and  adults,  and  in  the  inter- 
est of  an  improved  leadership.  The  Division  in  co-operation 
with  the  Division  of  Educational  Institutions,  shall  have 
authority  to  develop  within  the  Church,  democratic  organi- 
zations of  youth  nationally  and  in  Jurisdictions,  Annual 
Conferences,  Districts  and  subdivisions  of  districts;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  such  organizations  shall  include  all 
groups  within  a  given  age  range  within  the  Local  Church. 

11 1073.  In  order  that  Church  Schools  may  be  made  avail- 
able for  those  for  whom  The  Methodist  Church  is  responsi- 
ble, the  Division  of  the  Local  Church  shall  be  authorized  to 
project  and  promote  plans  for  Church  School  extension 
throughout  the  Church,  and  to  contribute  to  the  support  of 
Church  Schools  requiring  assistance  in  mission  territory. 

II  1074.  The  Division  shall  have  authority  to  enter  into 
agreements  with  Jurisdictional  Conference  Boards  of  Edu- 
cation by  which  Jurisdictional  Boards  may  promote  a  pro- 
gram of  Church  School  extension  in  accordance  with  the 
policies  of  the  Board  and  employ  Extension  Secretaries  for 
work  in  rural  and  neglected  areas.  As  a  part  of  this  agree- 
ment, the  Jurisdictional  Board  shall  make  an  annual  budget 
for  the  extension  program  which  shall  be  submitted,  to- 
gether with  quarterly  reports  on  the  distribution  of  the 
funds  herein  provided  for,  to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Division  of  the  Local  Church,  who  shall  transmit  the  same 
to  the  Joint  Committee,  as  provided  for  in  T|  1080-A. 

1[  1075.  The  Division  of  the  Local  Church  shall  have  the 
responsibility  for  working  out,  in  co-operation  with  Juris-

dictional  Boards  of  Education,  a  general  program  and  plan 
of  organization  for  the  furtherance  within  the  Annual  Con- 
ference of  all  the  interests  of  Christian  education  with  the 
supervision  of  which  the  Division  is  charged.  This  shall  in- 
clude the  holding  within  the  Conference  territory  of  train- 
ing schools,  conferences,  educational  councils,  federations, 
assemblies,  and  such  other  meetings  in  the  interest  of  Chris- 
tian education  as  the  Division  may  deem  wise.  It  shall  call 
together  the  officers  and  representatives  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Boards  for  counsel  regarding  Annual  Conference 
organization  and  program  of  work  in  the  field  of  Christian 
education  in  the  local  church. 

Joint  Committee  on  Religious  Education  in  Foreign  Fields 

^  1076.  For  the  purpose  of  more  eflfectively  promoting 
religious  education  outside  the  United  States  there  shall  be 
a  Joint  Committee  on  Religious  Education  in  Foreign  Fields 
composed  of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  the 
Local  Church  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  seven  other 
persons  appointed  by  the  Division ;  a  Secretary  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
three  other  persons  appointed  by  the  Division ;  and  a  Secre- 
tary of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  three  other  persons  appointed  by 
the  Division. 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee who  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
for  Religious  Education  in  countries  outside  the  United 
States.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions upon  nomination  of  the  Joint  Committee. 

The  Joint  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  the  Committee  shall  itself  determine,  and 
shall  make  report  of  its  actions  to  the  Boards  of  Education 
and  of  Missions  at  their  annual  meetings. 

The  budget  of  the  Joint  Committee  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  committee  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  co-operating 
boards. 

Ad  Interim  Plan  for  AdTninistration  of  Religious  Education 
in  Foreign  Fields 

1[  1077.  1.  During  the  period  between  the  time  of  the 
Uniting  Conference  and  the  time  when  the  General  Con- 
ference shall  otherwise  order,  the  work  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion in  Foreign  Fields  shall  be  administered  as  follows : 

(1)  The  work  of  Religious  Education  in  Foreign  Fields 
now  being  administei'ed  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Reli- 
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gious  Education  in  Foreign  Fields  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  shall  continue  to  be  so  administered. 

(2)  The  promotion  of  Religious  Education  in  Foreign 
Fields  under  the  Joint  Committee  of  Co-operation  and 
Counsel  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  shall 
continue  as  heretofore. 

(3)  The  work  of  Religious  Education  in  Foreign  Fields 
now  being  administered  by  the  Foreign  Department  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  shall 
be  administered  by  the  Board  of  Missions  of  that  Church. 

2.  In  order  to  assure  the  co-ordination  of  existing  pro- 
grams of  Religious  Education  in  Foreign  Fields  of  the 
three  previously  existing  churches,  and  co-operation  in  the 
administration  of  these  programs,  and  to  develop  plans  in 
detail  for  the  merging  and  unified  administration  of  the 
work  of  Religious  Education  in  Foreign  Fields,  there  shall 
be  a  Joint  Committee  on  Co-operation  and  Co-ordination  of 
ten  members,  composed  as  follows:  The  secretary  of  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Religious  Education  in  Foreign  Fields, 
and  one  member  each  from  the  Board  of  Education,  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  the  Woman's  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  these 
members  to  be  designated  by  the  respective  agencies;  four 
members  from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  two 
each  from  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  General  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  these  members  to  be  designated  by  the 
respective  Boards ;  and  two  members  from  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church,  one  each  from  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  these  members  to  be 
designated  by  their  respective  Boards. 

Inter-Board  Committee  on  Missionary  Education 

^  1078-A.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  effective  co-opera- 
tion between  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  missionary  education  there  shall  be  an  Inter-Board 
Committee  between  the  two  Boards  composed  of  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Division  of  the  Local  Church,  the 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  Church  School  Pub- 
lications, the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  Educa- 
tional Institutions  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  five  other 
persons  to  be  appointed  by  that  Board,  and  an  equal  num- 
ber from  the  Board  of  Missions  which  shall  include  the  fol- 
lowing: The  Secretaries  of  the  Division  of  Education  and 
Cultivation;  two  Secretaries  from  the  Division  of  Foreign 
Missions,  two  from  the  Division  of  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  and  two  from  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service  to  be  nominated  by  the  several  Divisions.

The  duties  of  this  Committee  shall  be:  (a)  to  develop  a 
unified  program  of  Missionary  Education  for  all  age-groups 
in  the  Local  Church  and  in  the  colleges,  universities,  and 
theological  seminaries;  (b)  to  represent  the  two  Boards  in 
disseminating  missionary  information  through  Church 
School  literature  and  in  the  preparation  of  curricular  mate- 
rial on  Missions;  and  (c)  to  co-operate  in  the  publication 
of  books  for  Missionary  Education  in  the  Church  School. 

The  Inter-Board  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  and  at 
such  other  times  as  the  Committee  itself  may  determine, 
and  shall  make  report  of  its  actions  to  the  Boards  of  Edu- 
cation and  of  Missions  at  their  annual  meetings. 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Committee, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Education,  on  nomina- 
tion of  the  Inter-Board  Committee,  and  who  shall  be  the 
Secretary  of  the  Division  of  the  Local  Church  of  the  Board 
of  Education  for  Missionary  Education  in  the  Church 
School.  The  Committee  shall  have  a  budget  for  its  work 
provided  by  the  two  Boards  as  they  may  decide. 

Ad  Interim  Plan  for  Administration   of  Missionary 
Education 

^  1078-B.  1.  During  the  period  between  the  time  of  the 
Uniting  Conference  and  the  time  when  the  General  Confer- 
ence shall  otherwise  order,  the  work  of  Missionary  Education 
in  the  Methodist  Churches  of  the  United  States  shall  be  ad- 
ministered as  follows:  (1)  The  work  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion now  being  administered  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension, 
the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the 
Secretarial  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  shall 
continue  to  be  so  administered;  (2)  the  work  of  Missionary 
Education  now  being  administered  by  the  Department  of 
Missionary  Education  of  the  General  Board  of  Education, 
and  the  Department  of  Education  and  Promotion  in  the 
Board  of  Missions,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  shall  continue  as  heretofore;  (3)  the  Missionary 
Educational  work  now  being  done  by  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  shall  continue  to  be  so  administered. 

2.  To  assure  the  co-ordination  of  the  existing  programs 
of  Missionary  Education  in  the  three  previously  existing 
Churches,  co-operation  in  the  administration  of  these  pro- 
grams and  the  development  of  plans  in  detail  for  the  merg- 
ing and  unified  prosecution  of  Missionary  Education  in  the 
Methodist  Churches  of  the  United  States,  there  shall  be  an 
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Inter-Board  Committee  on  Missionary  Education  and  Co- 
ordination which  shall  be  composed  of  sixteen  members,  as 
follows :  One  member  each  from  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension, 
the  Board  of  Education,  the  Secretarial  Council,  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church;  six  members  from  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South — three  each  from  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
the  General  Board  of  Christian  Education;  and  four  mem- 
bers from  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  two  each  from 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Board  of  Education;  all  the 
foregoing  members  to  be  elected  by  their  respective  Boards 
and  Societies.  The  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education 
from  each  denomination  shall  be  ex-ofRcio  members  with- 
out vote. 

^  1079.  There  shall  be  a  Joint  Committee  on  Architecture 
composed  of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  the 
Local  Church  of  the  Board  of  Education,  three  others  to  be 
elected  by  said  Board  of  Education,  and  four  other  persons, 
elected  by  the  Board  responsible  for  Church  Extension. 
This  Committee  shall  have  authority  to  prepare  standards 
for  the  architecture  of  churches  and  educational  buildings 
and  to  recommend  them  to  the  co-operating  Boards;  and 
shall  be  authorized,  under  such  provisions  as  the  Boards 
may  agree  upon,  to  offer  counsel  in  the  erection  of  such 
buildings.

and  abroad,  such  as  the  "Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Enterprise,"  the  "World  Comradeship  Plan,"  and  "World 
Service." 

(Until  the  General  Conference  shall  provide  otherwise 
the  contributions  for  these  various  plans  shall  be  handled, 
distributed,  and  used  in  harmony  with  the  provisions  here- 
tofore obtaining  in  the  three  uniting  Churches.) 

II 1080-B.  For  the  purpose  of  study  of  the  problems  in- 
volved in  the  various  plans  for  missionary  and  Benevolence 
giving  in  Church  Schools  and  in  other  children's  and  youth 
organizations  of  the  Church,  the  distribution  of  the  funds, 
and  for  report  to  the  General  Conference  of  1940,  there

H  1080-C.  The  Division  of  the  Local  Church  may,  in  co- 
operation with  other  missionary  agencies,  through  the  Inter- 
Board  Committee  on  Missionary  Education,  develop  co- 
operative plans  for  the  Missionary  Education  of  children, 
young  people,  and  adults. 

II 1081.  The  Division  shall  have  authority  to  receive  and

Complying  with  the  request  contained  in  numerous  me- 
morials referred  to  this  Committee,  we  recommend  the 
retention  in  the  Discipline  of  the  following  statement  on 
"The  Christian  Sabbath,"  found  in  Paragraph  167  of  the 
Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  1936  Edi- 
tion: 

"^  167.  We  recognize  the  claims  of  the  Christian  Sab- 
bath as  an  institution  made  to  meet  man's  deepest  need 
for  worship  and  rest.  These  claims  are  re-enforced  by  both 
State  and  Church  and  the  moral  mandate  of  the  law  and 
the  gospel.  John  Wesley  made  the  observance  of  the  Lord's 
Day  by  cessation  of  'ordinary  work  therein  or  by  buying 
or  selling,'  a  requirement  among  the  General  Rules  of  the 
people  called  Methodists. 

"This  particular  rule  needs  frequent  emphasis  in  our 
time,  when  the  progress  of  the  kingdom  of  God  is  retarded 
by  the  encroachments  of  unnecessary  labor  and  commer- 
cialized amusements  upon  the  sanctity  of  the  Lord's  Day. 
While  it  is  true  that  works  of  necessity  have  been  enlarged 
to  meet  modern  conditions,  and  some  latitude  must  be 
granted  in  the  matter  of  real  recreation,  the  right  use  of 
the  Lord's  Day  is  not  optional  but  imperative  for  the  Chris- 
tian conscience.  The  Church  cannot  compromise  with  an 
invasion  of  the  Lord's  Day  that  violates  its  fundamental 
principles  of  worship  and  rest.    Such  rest  as  does  not  in- 
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terfere  with  true  worship  is  allowable;  such  worship  as  is 
consistent  with  true  rest  is  a  high  obligation.  We  remem- 
ber to  the  emphasis  of  our  Lord  upon  doing  good  on  the 
Sabbath  day,  and  urge  our  people  to  follow  his  example  in 
ministering  to  the  sick  and  needy  on  that  day. 

"We  therefore  recommend  that  all  our  Pastors  give  the 
Lord's  Day  the  place  it  deserves  in  the  educational  and 
preaching  program  of  the  Church;  and  that  our  District 
Superintendents  be  requested  to  bring  this  vital  concern  to 
the  attention  of  the  Quarterly  Conferences  for  inclusion  in 
the  reports  rendered  by  the  Pastor,  the  Presidents  of  the 
Epworth  Leagues  or  other  young  people's  societies,  and  the 
Church  School  Superintendent.  Only  thus  can  we  promote  a 
revival  of  Sabbath  observance  as  a  necessity  of  our  human 
nature  for  worship  and  rest  and  make  effective  a  united 
protest  against  all  efforts  to  make  the  Lord's  Day  a  holiday 
instead  of  a  holy  day  and  thus  destroy  this  primary  institu- 
tion."

1[  1091.  In  each  Jurisdiction  there  may  be  a  Board  of 
Education  to  promote  the  program  of  Christian  Education 
and  Church  School  Extension  within  the  Jurisdiction. 

11 1092.  The  Jurisdictional  Board  shall  be  auxiliary  to 
the  General  Board  and  shall  co-operate  with  it  in  advancing 
the  interest  of  educational  institutions,  Wesley  Foundations 
and  similar  work  in  Methodist  Colleges,  and  of  the  entire 
program  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Local  Church.  It 
also  shall  conduct  Training  Schools,  Assemblies,  and  other 
gatherings  for  religious  purposes,  promote  intelligent  use 
of  the  literature  of  the  General  Board,  and  hold  at  least  one 
meeting  annually  at  which  a  representative  of  the  General 
Board  shall  be  present. 

^  1093.  The  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  effective 
Bishops  within  the  Jurisdiction,  and  one  Minister  and  one 
Layman  from  each  Annual  Conference,  at  least  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Annual  Conference  Board 
of  Education.  The  Annual  Conference  representatives  on 
the  Jurisdictional  Board  shall  be  elected  by  the  Conference 
from  nominations  made  by  the  Annual  Conference  Board 
of  Education,  at  its  session  next  preceding  the  Jurisdictional 
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Conference.  In  addition  there  shall  be  youth  members  at 
large,  one  from  each  Episcopal  Area  within  the  Jurisdic- 
tion. These  youth  members  shall  be  twenty-five  years  of 
age  or  under  at  the  time  of  election,  and  shall  be  chosen  as 
the  Annual  Conference  youth  organizations  within  the  area 
may  determine.  Care  shall  be  taken  to  elect  persons  who 
are  qualified  for  the  work  of  the  Board  by  experience  in 
educational  institutions,  and  in  the  Local  Church,  and  by 
training  and  interest.  No  salaried  officer  of  the  Board  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  Board.  The  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Board  shall  be  an  ex  officio  me7)iher. 

\  1094.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  an 
Executive  Secretary.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  quad- 
rennially by  the  Board  by  ballot.  A  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

^  1095.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board,  of  which  the  President  shall  be  a  member,  which 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  on  nomination  of  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet 
on  call  of  the  President  or  of  one  third  of  its  members  and 
shall  transact  all  necessary  business  of  the  Board  ad  in- 
terim under  such  regulations  as  the  Board  may  adopt. 

Its  acts  shall  be  reported  in  writing  to  the  members  of 
the  Board.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  act  as  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  and  shall  prepare  and 
recommend  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  a  quadrennial 
budget  which  shall  include  all  the  financial  needs  of  the 
Board.

^  1099.  The  Executive  Secretary  shall  have  respon- 
sibility for  the  general  oversight  and  promotion  of  all  the 
work  of  the  Board  and  in  the  direction  and  supervision  of 
its  salaried  workers.  On  nomination  of  the  Executive 
Secretary  such  other  salaried  workers  as  the  Board  may 
deem  necessary  shall  be  elected.  Due  consideration  shall 
be  given  to  the  need  for  specialized  leadership  in  college 
institutional  promotion  and  in  the  field  of  work  with  chil- 
dren, with  young  people  including  student  religious  activi- 
ties, with  adults,  and  in  the  areas  of  missions  and  social 
problems,  extension  work  in  rural  areas,  and  in  leadership 
education  and  training.  All  salaried  officers  shall  attend 
the  meetings  of  the  Jurisdictional  Board  and  shall  have  all 
the  privileges  of  members  except  the  privilege  of  voting. 
The  Executive  Secretary  shall  make  a  full  report  to  the 
Board  annually,  and  to  the  General  Board  of  Education.

^1104.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  a 
Board  of  Education  elected  by  the  Conference  to  promote 
Church  School  Extension  and  the  program  of  Christian

TI 1105.  The  Conference  Board  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the 
Jurisdictional  Board  and  shall  co-operate  with  it  and  the 
General  Board  in  advancing  the  interests  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation. It  shall  help  to  secure  statistics  and  other  infor- 
mation concerning  the  colleges  and  local  Churches  within 
its  borders;  to  develop  support  of  educational  institutions, 
Wesley  Foundations,  and  similar  work  in  Methodist  Col- 
leges, and  for  the  entire  program  of  Christian  Education 
in  the  Local  Churches,  and  to  promote  intelligent  use  of 
the  literature  of  the  General  Board.

The  Board  shall  be  composed  of  an  equal  number 
of  Laymen  and  Ministers,  the  number  and  manner  of  elec- 
tion to  be  determined  by  the  Annual  Conference;  and  in 
addition,  the  President  of  the  Conference  Youth  Organiza- 
tion and  two  other  young  people,  twenty-five  years  of  age 
or  under  at  time  of  election,  chosen  by  the  Conference 
Youth  Organization,  shall  be  members  of  the  Board.  Care 
shall  be  taken  to  elect  persons  who  are  qualified  for  the 
work  of  the  Board  by  experience  in  educational  institutions 
and  in  the  Local  Church,  and  by  training  and  interest.  No 
salaried  officer  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  member.  A  majority 
of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  members 
shall  continue  in  ofl^ce  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
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^1107.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  an 
Executive  Secretary  (who  may  serve  two  or  more  con- 
tiguous Conferences),  elected  by  the  Board  in  such  manner 
as  it  may  determine.  The  retiring  Board  shall  complete 
the  business  and  make  its  annual  report  to  the  Conference. 
The  retiring  Board  shall  make  such  recommendations  as  it 
may  desire  to  the  new  Board,  which  Board  shall  take  charge 
immediately  upon  its  organization  and  shall  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  Annual  Conference. 

^1108.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board,  of  which  the  President  shall  be  a  member.  The 
Executive  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  call  of  the  President 
or  of  one-third  of  the  members  and  shall  transact  all  neces- 
sary business  of  the  Board  ad  interim,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Board  may  adopt.  Its  acts  shall  be  reported  to 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  Board.  The  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  act  as  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  prepare  a  statement  of  its  financial  needs  for  the  next 
year.  The  President,  or  someone  designated  by  him,  shall 
present  to  the  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
of  the  Conference  the  financial  needs  of  the  Board. 

^  1109.  Organization  of  the  new  Board  shall  be  effected  at 
the  beginning  of  the  quadrennium  in  the  following  way: 
The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  convener  of  the  Board  who 
shall  assemble  the  Board  to  effect  a  permanent  organiza- 
tion as  prescribed  in  ^1107. 

^  1110.  The  President  shall  be  a  presiding,  not  an  ad- 
ministrative, officer.  The  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  ade- 
quately bonded,  shall  receive,  and  receipt  for,  all  funds  of 
the  Board  and  disburse  them  by  check  as  ordered  by  the 
Board.  All  checks  must  be  countersigned  by  the  Executive 
Secretary  or  some  other  person  duly  authorized  by  the 
Board. 

^1111.  The  Executive  Secretary  shall  have  responsibility 
for  the  general  oversight  and  promotion  of  all  the  work  of 
the  Board  and  in  the  direction  and  supervision  of  its  sal- 
aried and  voluntary  workers.  On  nomination  of  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary,  such  other  salaried  and  volunteer  workers 
as  the  Board  may  deem  necessary  shall  be  elected.  In  the 
case  of  Annual  Conference  Directors  of  Young  People's 
Work  the  nomination  shall  be  made  after  consultation  with 
the  responsible  officers  of  the  Annual  Conference  Young 
People's  Organization.  The  Executive  Secretary,  after  con- 
ference with  the  District  Superintendent,  and  with  the  re- 
sponsible officers  of  the  age-group  organizations  within  the 
Annual  Conference,  may  report  to  the  Board  for  confirma- 
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tion  by  the  Annual  Conference  the  following  workers  for 
each  District  who,  with  the  District  Superintendent,  shall 
constitute  the  District  Staff  of  Christian  Education:  Dis- 
trict Director  of  Adult  Work,  District  Director  of  Young 
People's  Work,  District  Director  of  Children's  Work.  The 
Executive  Secretary  shall  make  a  full  report  annually.  The 
other  salaried  workers  shall  report  as  may  be  required  to 
the  Executive  Secretary. 

^1112.  The  Board  shall  hold  at  least  one  annual  meet- 
ing and  such  other  meetings  as  it  may  determine.  Each 
Annual  Conference  shall  set  apart  a  portion  of  a  session 
in  which  the  interests  of  Christian  Education  shall  be  ade- 
quately considered. 

^1113.  The  Board  shall  make  a  report  of  its  proceedings 
and  policies  to  the  Annual  Conference.  This  report  shall 
carry  the  Treasurer's  report  showing  all  resources  and  lia- 
bilities of  the  Board,  its  income  from  all  sources,  and  its 
expenditures  for  every  purpose.  Immediately  following  the 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Board,  through  its 
Executive  Secretary,  shall  report  to  the  Jurisdictional 
Board  of  Education  a  summary  of  its  acts  and  the  names 
of  its  officers  and  salaried  workers.  It  shall  transmit  to  the 
Jurisdictional  Board  the  names  and  addresses  of  Church 
School  Superintendents  and  the  officers  of  the  District  and 
Annual  Conference  organizations  operating  under  the  Con- 
ference Board  and  of  Young  People's  Assemblies  and  other 
organizations. 

^1114.  In  accordance  with  the  financial  plan  of  the 
Church,  an  apportionment  shall  be  allotted  to  the  Churches 
within  the  Conference  for  the  work  of  the  Conference 
Board  of  Education.  Other  sources  of  income  shall  be  gifts, 
returns  from  special  days,  and  receipts  from  Missionary 
offerings  in  the  Church  School.  The  Board  shall  determine 
the  distribution  of  the  funds  thus  received  to  each  of  the 
general  interests  under  the  care  of  the  Board. 

^  1115.  The  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Board 
of  Education,  and  two  other  persons  to  be  elected  by  this 
Board,  together  with  the  Conference  Missionary  Secretary 
and  two  other  persons  to  be  elected  by  the  Conference  Board 
of  Missions,  shall  constitute  a  Joint  Committee  for  the  pur- 
pose of  considering,  reaching  agreements,  and  making 
recommendations  to  the  two  Boards  regarding  Church 
School  and  rural  Church  work.

Membership  of  Committee,  135;  present  when  re- 
port was  adopted,  70 ;  voting  for  adoption,  70. 

^  1116.  Each  Church  shall  be  organized  so  as  to  discharge 
its  responsibility  for  the  religious  development  of  its  entire 
constituency  in  accordance  with  the  policies  of  the  Board 
of  Education  and  the  requirements  of  the  Discipline  as  in- 
dicated in  %  1071. 

Tf  1117.  In  the  program  of  work  herein  outlined  it  is 
understood  that  the  Pastor  is,  as  elsewhere  in  all  the  work 
of  the  Pastoral  Charge,  the  Preacher  in  charge,  and  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  total  educational  program  of  the  Church. 
Nothing  in  this  plan  is  to  be  construed  as  interfering  with 
his  authority  and  responsibility, 

^  1118.  Each  Local  Church  shall  organize  a  Church  Board 
of  Education  which  shall  be  composed  of  the  Pastor,  the 
Church  School  Superintendent,  the  Director  of  Christian 
Education,  the  three  Assistant  Superintendents,  one  repre- 
sentative elected  by  each  of  the  Women's  Societies,  the 
Board  of  Stewards,  and  other  agencies  in  the  Church,  and 
not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than  four  young  people,  elected 
by  the  young  people.  In  addition  there  may  be  not  more 
than  five  members  at  large,  elected  by  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference, chosen  for  their  fitness  for  leadership  in  Christian 
education. 

In  small  Churches  the  Board  may  be  composed  of  the 
Pastor,  the  Church  School  Superintendent,  one  teacher  of 
children,  one  teacher  of  youth,  one  young  person  chosen  by 
the  youth  of  the  Church,  one  person  representing  the  adult 
organization,  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Stewards,  elect- 
ed by  that  body.  Three  persons  at  large,  chosen  for  special 
fitness  for  leadership,  may  be  added  by  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference or  the  members  of  the  Church. 

The  Church  Board  of  Education  shall  have  supervision 
of  the  total  program  of  Christian  education  in  each  Local 
Church.  The  Board  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  Annual  Con- 
ference Board  of  Education,  the  Jurisdictional  Board  of 
Education  and  the  General  Board  of  Education  and  shall 
seek  to  maintain  the  standards  of  an  effective  Church  pro- 
gram of  Christian  education  as  they  shall  be  worked  out 
democratically  from  time  to  time  in  harmony  with  the 
standards  of  the  Boards  of  Education. 

^  1119.  There  may  be  in  each  Church  a  Council  of  Chil- 
dren's Workers  and  a  Council  of  Adult  Workers.     Each 
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Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  Superintendents  of  the 
respective  age-group  divisions  and  departments  in  the 
Church  School  and  heads  of  all  other  groups  and  agencies 
in  the  Church  working  with  children  and  adults. 

There  may  be  a  Council  of  Youth  Workers  consisting  of 
representatives  selected  by  the  department  councils  in  the 
Youth  Division  outlined  in  ^  1125. 

Each  Council  shall  meet  monthly  or  as  often  as  necessary 
and  exercise  such  supervision  over  the  various  programs 
being  promoted  within  the  Church  for  its  respective  age 
groups  as  shall  avoid  duplications  and  omissions  and  con- 
tribute to  the  total  religious  needs  of  the  age  group  con- 
cerned. 

^  1120.  Prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  Church  School  year, 
the  Quarterly  Conference  or  the  members  of  said  Church 
shall,  on  nomination  of  the  Pastor  (or  by  a  nominating 
committee,  selected  by  the  Board  of  Education,  of  which 
the  Pastor  shall  be  Chairman)  elect  a  General  Supedntend- 
ent,  and  not  more  than  five  persons  at  large  for  membership 
on  the  Board;  and  on  nomination  of  the  Pastor  and  Gen- 
eral Superintendent,  shall  elect  three  Assistant  Superin- 
tendents— viz.,  a  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Divi- 
sion, a  Superintendent  of  the  Youth  Division,  and  a 
Superintendent  of  the  Adult  Division,  who  shall  supervise 
the  work  of  their  respective  Divisions.  The  General  Su- 
perintendent shall  be  the  administrative  officer  of  the 
Church  Board  of  Education.  He  shall  make  regular  reports 
to  this  Board  and  to  the  Quarterly  Conference  concerning 
the  Church  School,  giving  the  information  called  for  by  the 
Division  of  the  Local  Church  of  the  General  Board. 

^  1121.  As  early  in  the  autumn  as  practicable  the  Pastor 
shall  call  the  members  of  the  new  Board  of  Education  to- 
gether for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  work  of  the  new 
Church  School  year,  at  which  time  they  shall  elect  a  Chair- 
man, who  shall  be  a  member  of  The  Methodist  Church,  a 
Vice-Chairman,  and  a  Secretary  from  among  their  mem- 
bers; and  the  officers  and  teachers  of  the  Church  School 
as  provided  for  in  ^1118.  The  Secretary  of  the  Church 
School  may  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Church  Board  of 
Education. 

^  1122.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  Church  Board 
of  Education : 

(1)  To  make  provision  for  the  organization,  guidance, 
and  supervision  of  the  three  Divisions  of  the  Church,  as  fol- 
lows: The  Children's  Division  (one  to  eleven  years  inclu- 
sive) ;  the  Young  People's  Division  (twelve  to  twenty-three 
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years  inclusive),  and  the  Adult  Division  (twenty-four  years 
and  over)  ;  provided  that  the  General  Board  of  Education 
may  modify  these  age  provisions  as  needed. 

(2)  To  develop  a  program  of  Christian  education  which 
shall  include:  worship,  fellowship,  study  and  service;  use 
of  literature  approved  by  the  General  Board;  missionary 
education  in  the  Church  School ;  and  other  activities  as  pro- 
vided for  in  ^  1071. 

(3)  To  provide  for  budgeting  and  expending  funds 
raised  throughout  the  Church  School. 

(4)  To  plan  a  program  of  leadership  education  for  the 
improvement  of  the  workers  in  service,  and  for  the  dis- 
covery, selection  and  training  of  prospective  workers  and 
leaders. 

(5)  To  provide  opportunities  for  parents  and  young 
people  to  have  studies  in  marriage  and  Christian  home- 
making. 

(6)  To  continue  the  observance  of  the  special  days,  such 
as  Rally  Day,  Children's  Day,  Church  School  Day,  College 
Day,  Young  People's  Day,  with  offerings  as  are  now  author- 
ized by  the  three  Uniting  Churches  until  these  special  day's 
may  be  changed  by  the  General  or  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ences. 

(7)  To  observe  one  Sunday  in  each  month,  preferably 
the  fourth,  as  Missionary  Sunday  and  to  take  an  offering 
on  that  day.  Until  the  General  Conference  shall  order 
otherwise  this  offering  shall  be  handled  in  harmony  with 
the  provisions  in  the  Disciplines  of  the  three  Churches 
which  are  being  united. 

(8)  To  insure  that  records  are  accurately  kept  by  the 
officials  in  the  Church  School  in  form  approved  by  the  Divi- 
sion of  the  Local  Church,  and  to  make  regular  reports  to 
the  Quarterly  Conference. 

(9)  To  see  that  information  concerning  the  work  of 
our  schools,  colleges,  universities  and  specified  student 
work,  such  as  the  Wesley  Foundation  program,  is  given 
regularly  in  the  Church  through  appropriate  programs  and 
promotion. 

(10)  To  hold  regular  meetings  (preferably  monthly)  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  and  passing  on  reports  and  recom- 
mendations and  for  the  study  of  the  educational  work  of 
the  Church;  and  in  advance  of  the  opening  of  the  Church 
School  year,  on  nomination  of  the  General  Superintendent 
in  concurrence  with  the  Pastor,  to  elect  all  officers  and  teach- 
ers of  the  Church  School  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for. 

(11)  To  fill  vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  in  any 
of  the  elective  positions  provided  in  subsection  10  above, 
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and  to  remove  officers  and  teachers  of  the  Church  School  for 
habitual  neglect,  inefficiency,  or  improper  conduct,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  or  Pastor. 

^  1123.  There  shall  be  a  Workers'  Conference  in  each 
Church  composed  of  the  Pastor,  the  General  Superintend- 
ent, the  Assistant  Superintendents,  other  general  officers 
of  the  Church  School,  and  all  adult  officers  and  teachers  and 
student  officers  in  the  departments  of  the  Young  People's 
Division.  The  General  Superintendent  shall  be  the  pre- 
siding officer  of  the  Workers'  Conference,  which  shall  meet 
at  least  quarterly.  The  Workers'  Conference  shall  provide 
for  study  and  discussion  of  the  educational  task  of  the 
Church,  and  for  making  such  recommendations  to  the 
Church  Board  of  Education  as  it  may  deem  advisable;  pro- 
vided, that  in  small  Churches,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Pas- 
tor and  the  General  Superintendent,  the  Workers'  Confer- 
ence may  meet  with  the  Church  Board  of  Education  and  the 
combined  body  may  perform  all  the  duties  of  both  bodies 
except  the  election  and  confirmation  of  officers  and  teachers 
specified  in  ^  1126,  in  which  case  the  Board  of  Education 
itself,  as  provided  for  in  ^  1122  (10)  shall  act.  Provision 
shall  be  made  for  such  age-group  divisional  and  departmen- 
tal conferences  as  may  be  needed. 

H  1124.  The  Children's  Division  shall  be  organized  into 
classes  and  departments  appropriate  to  the  age  group  in- 
volved. It  shall  conduct  its  work  with  children  in  harmony 
with  the  standards  established  by  the  General,  Jurisdiction- 
al, and  Conference  Boards  of  Education,  and  shall  include 
in  its  work  such  Sunday  and  weekday  activities  as  are  nec- 
essary for  a  complete  and  unified  program  of  Christian 
education  for  children,  in  harmony  with  ^  1071.  The  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Society  and  the  Church  Board  of  Educa- 
tion are  authorized  to  co-operate  in  the  missionary 
education  of  children  in  accordance  with  plans  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  General,  Jurisdictional,  and  Annual  Confer- 
ences. 

^1125.  (1)  The  Youth  Division  shall  be  subdivided  by 
ages  into  departments;  provided,  however,  that  in  small 
Churches  where  it  is  not  possible  to  subdivide  the  Youth 
Division,  the  entire  Youth  Division  may  be  organized  as 
one  department. 

(2)  Each  department  shall  seek  to  develop  its  work  in 
harmony  with  the  Disciplinary  provisions  and  with  the 
standards  established  by  the  Conference,  the  Jurisdictional, 
and  the  General  Boards  of  Education.  Each  department 
may  include  in  its  work  Sunday  morning,  Sunday  evening, 
and  such  other  meetings  and  activities  as  are  appropriate 
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to  a  complete  program  of  Christian  education  for  young 
people;  provided,  that  the  result  shall  be  a  unified,  or  cor- 
related, program  of  work  in  each  department. 

(3)  Each  department  shall  organize  in  accordance  with 
one  or  the  other  of  the  two  following  plans  (to  be  outlined 
fully  by  the  General  Board  of  Education)  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  membership  concerned  and  the  Church  Board 
of  Education. 

(a)  Plan  I.  Where  a  unified  organization  is  desired,  one 
organization,  with  one  set  of  officers  and  one  program  plan- 
ning Department  Council,  shall  be  responsible  for  carrying 
on  all  the  activities  of  the  department  as  outlined  in  sub- 
section 2,  above. 

(b)  Plan  II.  Where  two  or  more  correlated  organiza- 
tions are  desired  they  may  be  provided  within  the  depart- 
ment to  carry  on  activities  outlined  in  subsection  2, 
above.  Each  may  have  its  own  ofiJicers,  program  commit- 
tees and  separate  memberships.  Suitable  representatives 
from  each  organization  within  the  Department  shall  meet 
together  as  a  Department  Council  monthly  or  as  often  as 
necessary  to  give  such  supervision  over  the  programs  of 
the  organizations  concerned  as  shall  avoid  duplications  and 
omissions  and  meet  the  total  needs  of  the  age  group  con- 
cerned. The  Department  Council  shall  represent  the  entire 
Department  in  matters  which  concern  that  age  group  of  the 
Local  Church. 

(4)  The  Church  Board  of  Education  and  all  other  agen- 
cies concerned  shall  encourage  and  maintain  in  the  organi- 
zation and  program  of  the  Youth  Division  opportunity  for 
initiative  and  expression  on  the  part  of  Youth,  as  well  as 
opportunity  for  adult  counsel. 

(5)  The  use  of  Methodist  literature  and  programs  shall 
be  promoted  in  connection  with  the  youth  organizations. 

H  1126.  (1)  For  the  Adult  Division  there  shall  be  a  Su- 
perintendent who  shall  be  an  Assistant  to  the  General  Su- 
perintendent, and  who  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Adult 
Council. 

(2)  The  Adult  Council,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and 
policies  of  the  Division  of  the  Local  Church  and  the  Church 
Board  of  Education,  may  elect  such  other  administrative 
officers  for  the  Adult  Division  of  the  Church  School  as  may 
be  needed. 

(3)  The  Adult  Council,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and 
policies  of  the  Conference,  Jurisdictional  and  General 
Boards  of  Education  and  the  Church  Board  of  Education, 
may  organize  Wesley  Classes,  organizations  for  young 
adults,  a  Church  Fellowship  for  men,  Methodist  Brother- 
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hoods,  Men's  Clubs,  and  such  other  groups  as  shall  pro- 
mote the  purpose  of  the  Church,  Each  class  or  group  may 
select  its  own  officers  and  teachers,  provided  that  the 
teachers  in  the  Church  school  shall  be  confirmed  by  the 
Church  Board  of  Education  with  concurrence  of  the  Pastor 
and  the  General  Superintendent. 

(4)  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  is  a  group  in  the 
Adult  Division  on  a  co-operative  basis.  It  shall  maintain 
its  relationship  to  the  overhead  agencies  of  the  General 
Conference  to  which  it  is  an  auxiliary  so  as  to  preserve  the 
interests  and  fulfill  the  responsibilities  to  its  organization. 

*\\  1127.  On  nomination  of  the  Pastor,  with  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Church  Board  of  Education,  the  Quarterly 
Conference  may  employ  annually  a  Director  of  Christian 
Education,  whose  duties  shall  be  defined  and  whose  work 
shall  be  supervised  by  the  Church  Board  of  Education  in 
accordance  with  the  standards  of  the  General,  Jurisdictional 
and  Conference  Boards  of  Education.  The  Director  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  the  Church 
Board  of  Education  in  an  advisory  capacity,  and  of  all  com- 
mittees and  Councils  under  the  Church  Board  of  Education. 

^  1128.  We  hold  that  all  children,  by  virtue  of  the  uncon- 
ditional benefits  of  the  atonement,  are  members  of  the  King- 
dom of  God,  and  are  therefore  graciously  entitled  to  bap- 
tism; but,  as  infant  Baptism  contemplates  a  course  of  reli- 
gious instruction  and  discipline,  it  is  expected  of  all  parents 
or  guardians  who  present  their  children  for  Baptism  that 
they  will  use  all  diligence  in  bringing  them  up  in  conform- 
ity to  the  Word  of  God. 

^1129.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  and  teachers 
of  the  Church  School  in  co-operation  with  the  pastor  to 
lead  all  members  of  the  Church  School  to  make  a  profession 
of  faith  in  Christ,  to  have  a  comprehension  of  the  responsi- 
bilities involved  in  such  profession,  and  to  give  evidence 
of  a  sincere  and  earnest  determination  to  discharge  them. 
The  Minister  shall  prepare  the  teachers  of  the  Church  School 
in  connection  with  their  regular  duties  to  instruct  all  mem- 
bers in  the  Junior  Department  and  above  in  the  meaning 
and  practice  of  Church  membership,  and  shall  supplement 
such  instruction  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  He  shall  plan 
carefully  for  the  reception  of  members  of  the  Church  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline. 

^  1130.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  Superintendent 
to  bring  the  subject  of  Christian  education  before  the  Quar- 
terly Conference  of  each  Pastoral  Charge  within  his  district. 

At  least  once  each  year  he  shall  inquire  into  the  character 
and  effectiveness  of  the  program  of  Christian  education  of

every  Charge  within  his  District.  He  shall  co-operate  with 
the  Conference  Secretary  of  Education,  where  there  is  one, 
and  with  the  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Education  in 
promoting  in  all  the  Churches  of  his  district  the  plan  of 
organization,  the  standards,  and  the  literature  provided  or 
recommended  by  the  General  and  Jurisdictional  Boards  of 
Education.  He  shall  use  the  record  and  report  forms  pro- 
vided by  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  use  of  District 
Superintendents. 


II 101 5-B.  There  shall  be  an  advisory  relation  between  the 
Board  of  Education  and  the  General  Conference  Commission 
on  World  Peace.  The  Board  in  co-operation  with  Com- 
mission on  World  Peace  shall  develop  plans  and  curricula 
for  the  education  of  children,  young  people,  and  adults  in 
the  principles  of  peace  and  international  co-operation. 

(Note. — This  paragraph  has  been  placed  at  the  close  of 
Calendar  No.  63,  Report  No.  8  of  the  General  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Education.)

^  1201,  (1).  The  Methodist  Publishing  House  comprises 
the  publishing  interests  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

(2)  The  objects  of  The  Methodist  Publishing  House  shall 
be :  The  advancement  of  the  cause  of  Christianity  by  dis- 
seminating religious  knowledge  and  useful  literary  and 
scientific  information  in  the  form  of  books,  tracts,  and  peri- 
odicals; the  promotion  of  Christian  education;  the  trans- 
action of  any  and  all  business  properly  connected  with  the 
publishing,  manufacturing,  and  distribution  of  books,  tracts, 
periodicals,  materials  and  supplies  for  Churches  and  Church 
Schools ;  and  such  other  business  as  the  General  Conference 
may  authorize  and  direct. 

(3)  The  Methodist  Publishing  House  shall  be  under  the 
direction  and  control  of  a  Board  of  Publication,  acting 
through  Publishing  Agents  elected  by  the  Board  and  through 
such  other  officers  as  the  Board  may  find  it  necessary  or 
expedient  to  establish. 

(4)  The  several  corporations  through  and  by  means  of 
which  the  publishing  interests  shall  be  conducted  by  the 
Board  of  Publication  shall  be  collectively  known  as  The 
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Methodist  Publishing  House ;  each  corporation  having  power 
to  transact  its  business  under  its  own  corporate  name,  as  the 
Board  may  direct. 

(5)  The  four  corporations,  known  by  the  following 
names,  to-wit:  The  Methodist  Book  Concern,  a  corporation 
existing  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York;  The 
Methodist  Book  Concern,  a  corporation  existing  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Ohio ;  The  Board  of  Publication  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  a  corporation  existing  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania ;  and  the  Book  Agents 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  a  corporation 
existing  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Tennessee ;  shall  be 
presently  continued,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Publica- 
tion serving  and  acting  as  trustees  and  directors  of  each  such 
corporation.  The  Board  is  empowered  and  authorized  to 
continue  the  printing  and  manufacturing  business  of  the 
Church  at  New  York,  Cincinnati,  Chicago,  Nashville,  Pitts- 
burgh, and  Baltimore,  and  later  to  combine  the  allocated 
activities  into  a  smaller  number  of  publishing  units  as  the 
Board  may  determine  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  whole 
Church ;  provided  that  one  of  the  principal  plants  shall  be 
continued  within  the  present  territory  served  from  the  Pub- 
lishing HoUvse  located  at  Nashville,  Tennessee.  Branch 
houses,  distributing  agencies,  depositories,  and  offices  may 
be  established  or  continued  or  discontinued,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Board. 

(6)  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Publication  first  elected 
under  this  Discipline,  and  their  successors  in  office,  are 
declared  to  be  the  successors  of  the  incorporators  named  in 
the  charters  of  The  Methodist  Book  Concern  issued  by  the 
states  of  New  York  and  Ohio,  and  in  the  charter  of  The 
Board  of  Publication  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
issued  by  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Publishing  Agents 
elected  from  time  to  time  under  this  or  any  subsequent  Dis- 
cipline are  declared  to  be  the  successors  in  office  of  the  Book 
Agents  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  named 
in  the  charter  issued  to  the  corporation  of  that  name  by  the 
state  of  Tennessee. 

(7)  After  proper  reserves  have  been  set  up  by  the  Board 
of  Publication  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  business 
and  necessary  expansion,  the  net  produce  of  The  Methodist 
Publishing  House  shall  be  applied  to  no  purpose  other  than 
to  the  benefit  of  the  Traveling,  Supernumerary,  Superannu- 
ated, and  worn-out  Preachers,  their  wives,  widows,  and  chil- 
dren. 

(8)  The  net  produce  of  the  several  corporations,  after 
setting  up  proper  reserves  as  above  provided,  shall  be  paid 
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into  a  single  fund  and  distributed  annually  by  the  Board  of 
Publication  to  the  several  Annual  Conferences  for  the  per- 
sons who  are  and  shall  be  Conference  Claimants. 

(9)  The  property  and  proceeds  of  each  corporation  shall 
be  held  and  managed  separately,  without  transfer  of  funds 
or  obligations  of  credit  between  them. 

(10)  The  income  of  each  of  the  several  corporations  of 
The  Methodist  Publishing  House  shall  be  appropriated  to  no 
other  purpose  than  its  own  legitimate  business,  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  net  produce,  after  setting  up  proper  reserves 
as  above  provided. 

The  Board  of  Publication 

111202.  (1)  The  Board  of  Publication  shall  be  consti- 
tuted by  the  respective  Jurisdictional  Conferences,  with  a 
representation  of  each  in  proportion  to  Church  membership 
upon  a  basis  of  one  member  of  the  Board  for  each  150,000 
Church  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  within  the  Jur- 
isdictional Conference,  'provided  that  no  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference shall  have  fewer  than  three  members,  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  ministers  and  laymen  shall  be  in  equal 
number,  as  nearly  as  possible.  In  case  a  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference by  the  ratio  has  an  odd  number  of  representatives  it 
shall  decide  whether  the  major  number  of  its  representa- 
tives shall  be  Ministers  or  Laymen.  The  term  of  office  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  shall  be  eight  years,  but  in  the  first 
election,  one-half  shall  be  elected  for  only  four  years,  the 
Conference  determining  in  case  of  an  odd  number.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  between  sessions  of  the  Jurisdictional 
Conferences  for  any  cause,  including  removal  from  the 
Jurisdiction,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  from  that  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference  in  whose  representation  the  vacancy  oc- 
curs. The  Publishing  Agents  shall  be  ex  officio  members 
of  the  Board  without  vote. 

(2)  The  Board  shall  meet  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  for  organization  and  the 
adoption  of  such  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or 
desirable. 

(3)  The  Board  shall  meet  annually,  and  special  meetings 
may  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
point, or  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman.  Special  'meetings  shall 
be  called  by  the  Chairman  whenever  requested,  in  writing, 
hy  one-third  of  the  members.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board 
a  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

(4)  The  Board  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  its  proceed- 
ings and  shall  examine  carefully  into  the  condition  of  the 
affairs  of  The  Methodist  Publishing  House  and  make  report 
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thereof  to  the  Annual  Conferences,  the  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ferences, and  the  General  Conference. 

(5)  The  Board  shall  fix  the  salaries  of  the  following 
officers:  The  Publishing  Agents,  the  Book  Editor,  the  Edi- 
tors of  the  official  papers  of  the  Church,  and  the  Editor  of 
the  Church  School  Publications, 

(6)  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  fill  vacancies  oc- 
curring during  the  intervals  of  Jurisdictional  Conferences 
in  any  of  the  offices  mentioned  in  this  chapter. 

(7)  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Publication  and  all 
officers  elected  by  it  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors 
are  chosen. 

Executive  Committee  of  The  Board  of  Publication 

^  1203.  (1)  The  Board  of  Publication  shall  elect  from  its 
membership  an  Executive  Committee  of  sixteen  members, 
including  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  who  shall  serve  as 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Commattee.  Not  more  than  four 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  from  any  one 
of  the  six  Jurisdictions.  In  addition,  the  Publishing  Agents 
shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
without  vote.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  membership 
of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  it  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

(2)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  all 
and  only  those  powers  which  the  Board  of  Publication  may 
delegate  to  it.  It  shall  meet  quarterly  to  examine  the  affairs 
under  its  charge  and  shall  keep  and  submit  to  the  Board 
correct  records  of  its  proceedings.  Special  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  upon 
his  own  initiative,  and  shall  be  called  upon  the  written  re- 
quest of  five  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  A  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Enabling  Acts 

(1)  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions,  pending 
the  meeting  of  the  first  General  Conference  of  The  Method- 
ist Church,  and  the  first  meetings  of  the  Jurisdictional 
Conferences  of  The  Methodist  Church,  The  Board  of  Pub- 
lication shall  consist  of  the  members  composing  the  Book 
Committees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  who  shall  serve 
and  perform  their  customary  duties  regarding  their  re- 
spective corporate  interests,  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualify. 
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The  Executive  Committees  or  Local  Committee  of  the 
respective  Book  Committees  shall  perform  their  customary 
duties  regarding  their  respective  corporate  interests  until 
such  time  as  the  Board  of  Publication  constituted  by  the  re- 
spective Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  elect  an  Executive 
Committee. 

The  Executive  Committees  of  the  respective  Book  Com- 
mittees and  Local  Committee  acting  as  such  shall  appoint  a 
Co-ordinating  Committee  of  nine  members,  four  of  whom 
being  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Book 
Committee  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  four  being 
appointed  by  the  Local  Committee  of  the  Book  Committee 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  one  being 
appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

(2)  The  Publishing  Agents  of  the  three  Uniting  Churches 
shall  be  continued  in  office  and  perform  their  customary 
duties  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  respective  Book 
Committees  of  the  three  Uniting  Churches  until  the  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  shall  have  constituted  a  Board  of  Pub- 
lication and  until  the  Publishing  Agents  are  thereafter 
elected. 

(3)  All  of  the  present  Editors  who  have  been  elected 
either  by  a  General  Conference  or  by  a  Book  Committee  of 
the  Uniting  Churches,  shall  be  continued  in  office  until  the 
first  Jurisdictional  Conferences  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
and  until  the  election  of  Editors  by  the  Board  of  Publication. 
If  in  the  interim  a  vacanc}^  occurs,  then  the  successor  to  such 
Editor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  entire  Board  of  Publication, 
to  serve  until  the  election  of  Editors  as  above  provided. 

(4)  Any  distribution  of  the  net  produce  of  the  several 
corporations  to  Conference  Claimants  prior  to  January  1, 
1941,  shall  be  in  the  customary  manner,  only  to  the  Con- 
ference Claimants  of  that  one  of  the  Uniting  Churches  to 
which  such  corporation  belonged. 

The  term  "Conference  Claimants"  shall  also  include  those 
who  become  such  prior  to  January  1,  1941. 

The  net  produce  of  the  several  corporations  shall  be  dis- 
tributed as  a  single  fund  on  and  after  January  1,  1941.

H  1208.  (1)  There  shall  be  an  Editor  of  Church  School 
Publications,  elected  quadrennially  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence. In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office,  the  Board  of 
Publication  shall  have  authority  to  elect  an  Editor  to  serve 
until  the  ensuing  General  Conference. 

(2)  The  Editor  of  Church  School  Publications  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  preparation  of  all  curriculum  materials, 
including  periodicals,  undated  materials,  and  books  author- 
ized for  use  in  the  program  of  Christian  Education.  The 
circulation  of  the  literature  prepared  by  the  Editor  of 
Church  School  Publications  shall  be  a  joint  responsibility  of 
the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Board  of  Publication. 

(3)  There  shall  be  a  Curriculum  Committee  which  shall 
include  in  its  membership  the  Editor  of  Church  School  Pub- 
lications, the  Book  Editor,  and  the  Publishing  Agents,  which 
shall  determine  the  curriculum  of  the  Church  School.  The 
Editor  of  Church  School  Publications,  after  final  approval 
by  the  Board  of  Education,  shall  prepare  the  materials 
to  be  produced  for  use  in  Church  Schools,  young  people's 
societies,  training  schools,  and  all  other  agencies  related  in 
any  way  to  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Education.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  also  make  plans  for  the  improvement  and  cir- 
culation of  the  Church  School  literature. 

(4)  The  assistants  to  the  Editor  of  Church  School  Pub- 
lications shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Board  of  Publica- 
tion upon  nomination  of  the  Editor  of  Church  School  Pub- 
lications. The  Board  of  Publication  shall  fix  and  pay  the 
salaries  of  the  Editor  of  Church  School  Publications  and 
his  assistants  and  shall  have  full  financial  responsibility  for 
all  other  expenses  connected  with  the  work  of  the  Editor 
of  Church  School  Publications. 

(5)  The  publications  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall  be 
manufactured,  published,  and  distributed  through  The 
Methodist  Publishing  House.    In  matters  involving  respon- 
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sibility  the  final  determination  in  every  case  shall  lie  with 
the  Board  of  Publication.  After  consultation  with  the  Pub- 
lishing Agents,  the  Editor  of  Church  School  Publications 
shall  prepare  a  complete  budget  for  his  work,  including 
salaries  of  assistants  and  office  secretaries,  and  travel,  to  be 
effective  when  approved  by  the  Board  of  Publication,  and 
shall  direct  its  operation  from  year  to  year. 

(6)  There  shall  be  one  complete  co-ordinated  system  of 
literature  published  by  The  Methodist  Publishing  House  for 
the  entire  Methodist  Church.  This  literature  is  to  be  of 
such  type  and  variety  as  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  groups  of 
our  people. 

(7)  The  Board  of  Publication  and  Publishing  Agents 
have  authority  to  decline  to  publish  any  item  of  literature 
when  in  their  judgment  the  cost  would  be  greater  than 
should  be  borne  by  the  publishers. 

(8)  The  Editor  of  Church  School  Publications  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Editorial  Division  of  the 
Board  of  Education  shall  have  the  right  to  sit  with  the 
Board  of  Publication  for  the  consideration  of  matters  per- 
taining to  the  joint  interests  of  the  Board  of  Publication  and 
the  Board  of  Education  and  shall  have  the  privilege  of  the 
floor,  without  vote.  The  Publishing  Agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  sit  with  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  considera- 
tion of  matters  pertaining  to  the  joint  interests  of  the  Board 
of  Education  and  the  Board  of  Publication  and  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  the  floor,  without  vote. 

(9)  The  provisions  of  ^  1208  shall  not  apply  to  the  pro- 
motional materials  of  the  division  of  Educational  Institu- 
tions or  of  the  Division  of  the  Local  Church.

H  1209.  Whereas,  the  Enabling  Act  relating  to  the  Pub- 
lishing Interests  of  The  Methodist  Church  contains  the  fol- 
lowing provision  :  "The  Executive  Committees  of  the  respec- 
tive Book  Committees  and  Local  Committee  acting  as  such 
shall  appoint  a  Co-ordinating  Committee  of  nine  members, 
four  of  such  Co-ordinating  Committee  being  appointed  by 
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the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Book  Committee  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  four  being  appointed  by  the 
Local  Committee  of  the  Book  Committee  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  one  being  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Publication  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church."     Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  proposals  heretofore  submitted  or  here- 
after to  be  submitted  relating  to  the  Church  Press  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  mentioned  above; 
and  that  that  Committee  be  instructed  to  consider  such 
proposals  and  any  other  plan  that  may  develop  during  the 
course  of  the  Committee's  consideration,  and  to  present  to 
the  next  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  a 
definite  plan  for  official  organ  or  organs  for  The  Methodist 
Church.    And  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  all  official  papers  of  the  three  Uniting 
Churches  be  published  and  edited  until  the  General  Con- 
ference shall  order  otherwise,  as  they  were  published  and 
edited  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference.

H  1204.  (1)  The  Board  of  Publication  shall  elect,  quad- 
rennially, two  Publishing  Agents. 

(2)  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  regulations, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  for  the 
government  of  the  Publishing  Agents ;  and  in  all  such  regu- 
lations, as  well  as  in  their  entire  management,  both  the 
Board  and  Publishing  Agents  shall  keep  in  view  the  object 
for  which  The  Methodist  Publishing  House  is  established, 
and  shall  strive  to  accomplish  this  object  in  the  most  effi- 
cient and  economical  manner. 

(3)  The  Board  shall  determine  the  functions  of  the  Pub- 
lishing Agents  so  that  there  shall  be  unity  and  efficiency  in 
the  operations  of  the  Publishing  House. 

(4)  The  Board  shall  require  the  Publishing  Agents  to 
report  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  least  once  in  each 
quarter  the  state  of  the  current  business  of  The  Methodist 
Publishing  House  during  that  period. 

(5)  The  Publishing  Agents,  with  the  approval  of  the 
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Board,  shall  have  authority  to  extend  the  business  of  The 
Methodist  Publishing  House  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
judge  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Church. 

(6)  The  Publishing  Agents  shall  be  the  administrative 
officers  of  The  Methodist  Publishing  House,  under  the  super- 
vision and  direction  of  the  Board,  subject  to  the  adjustment 
of  their  functions  by  the  Board  as  authorized  in  this  chapter. 

(7)  The  Board  shall  require  the  Publishing  Agents  to 
give  bonds  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties  as  Publishing  Agents  and  as  Treasurers  of  the  vari- 
ous funds  committed  to  their  care  by  action  of  the  General 
Conference  or  other  bodies  of  The  Methodist  Church.  The 
bonds  covering  each  account  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Board  and  the  several  premiums  paid  by  each  account,  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the 
Agents'  bonds  above  mentioned.  The  Publishing  Agents, 
acting  in  capacity  of  Treasurers  of  these  various  funds,  shall 
submit  to  the  Board  annually,  and  oftener  if  requested,  an 
audited  report  of  each  account,  the  cost  of  said  report  being 
a  charge  against  the  account  covered. 

(8)  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  suspend,  after  hear- 
ing, the  Publishing  Agents  or  any  of  the  officers  created  by 
this  chapter,  for  misconduct  or  failure  to  perform  the  duties 
of  their  office. 

Real  Estate  and  Buildings 

H  1205.  (1)  The  Methodist  Publishing  House  shall  not 
buy,  sell,  or  exchange  any  real  estate  except  by  order  of  the 
General  Conference,  or,  between  the  session  of  the  General 
Conference,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Publication ;  nor  shall  the  Board  authorize  any  new 
buildings,  or  make  any  improvements,  alterations,  or  re- 
pairs to  existing  buildings  to  cost  in  excess  of  ^50,000  except 
by  order  of  the  General  Conference,  or,  between  the  sessions 
of  the  General  Conference,  by  two-thirds  vote  of  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Board.  In  either  case,  such  vote  shall  be  taken 
at  a  regular  or  called  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  if  at  a 
called  meeting  the  purpose  of  this  meeting  shall  have  been 
stated  in  the  call. 

(2)  The  erection  of  a  new  building,  or  the  improvement, 
alteration,  or  repair  of  an  existing  building,  involving  an 
expenditure  of  not  more  than  $25,000  may  be  authorized  by 
the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Executive  Committee.  These 
provisions  shall  not  prevent  the  making  of  investments  on 
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mortgage  security  or  the  protection  of  the  same,  or  the 
collection  of  claims  and  adjustments.

H  1206.     It  is  recommended  that  the  General  Boards,  In- 
stitutions and  Commissions  of  The  Methodist  Church  have 
all  their  printing  done  by  The  Methodist  Publishing  House. 

Report  No.  6.    Tribute  to  Dr.  Claudius  Buchanan 

Spencer

The  swift  flight  of  years  since  the  passing  of  Dr.  Spencer 
has  not  dimmed  the  memory  of  his  vivid  personality  nor 
dulled  the  sharp  sense  of  personal  loss  experienced  by  his 
fellow-craftsmen  of  the  Church  Press  throughout  the  land. 
He  was  born  in  Michigan  in  October,  1856,  and  died  at 
Kansas  City  in  July,  1934.  Pious  parents  named  him  Claud- 
ius Buchanan  after  an  eminent  Baptist  divine,  and  under 
their  nurture  and  admonition  he  was  educated  for  the  minis- 
try. To  his  first  hard-scrabble  appointment  in  a  Michigan 
mining  camp  is  traceable  his  deep  and  lifelong  sympathy 
with  the  underprivileged.  Transferred  to  Colorado  in  1892, 
his  journalistic  gift  caught  the  eye  of  the  observant  young 
Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Denver,  William  Frazer 
McDowell,  and  upon  his  recommendation  he  was  appointed 
editor  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  ChHstian  Advocate.  What 
he  did  in  that  office  for  eight  years  made  inevitable  his  elec- 
tion in  1900  to  the  Central  Christian  Advocate.  For  thirty- 
two  years  he  ruled  his  realm — a  career  which  is  compa- 
rable, both  in  duration  and  brilliancy,  to  that  of  James  Mon- 
roe Buckley  of  New  York. 

As  an  editor,  Dr.  Spencer  had  industry,  scholarship,  ver- 
satility, imagination,  gentleness,  wit,  faith,  and  insatiable 
thirst  for  information.  In  the  pursuit  of  essential  facts 
he  could  not  be  drawn  off  the  scent.  Wherever  he  might  be, 
he  was  fairly  sure  to  be  found  in  a  library  running  down 
some  blind  trail  to  the  fact  he  wanted  to  verify.  Upon  sub- 
jects as  diverse  as  Mormonism,  Alcohol,  Egyptology,  and 
Peace,  he  wrote  with  authority.  Methodist  Unification  lay 
near  his  heart,  and  his  writings  contributed  substantially 
to  its  consummation.  A  master  of  a  mighty  pen,  in  his 
facile  grasp  it  was  a  lance  for  chivalrous  combat  and  a 
trowel  for  building  the  walls  of  the  Holy  City.  His  style  was 
all  his  own,  compounded  of  adequate  information,  keen  logic, 
and  sparkling  and  pungent  wit.     Originality  was  Claudius' 
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way.  Finally,  above  all,  he  was  everyman's  friend,  and  the 
most  delightful  of  comrades,  an  inimitable  storyteller,  and 
himself  the  theme  of  many  stories,  unselfish,  even-tempered, 
and  bubbling  with  quips  and  quiddities.  His  "Alhambra 
Hollyhocks,"  the  seeds  brought  from  Spain  and  lovingly 
distributed  broadcast,  now  blooming  in  a  thousand  Western 
dooryards,  are  appropriate  memorials  of  a  rare  soul  which 
found  its  dearest  satisfaction  in  giving  pleasure  to  others.

Report  No.  7.    Tribute  to  Dr.  Dan  Brearley  Brummitt

Dan  Brearley  Brummitt  was  born  in  Bately,  England, 
August  13,  1867.  At  fifteen,  Dan  came  with  the  family  to 
America  and  for  several  years  he  worked  as  dock  hand  and 
farmer  boy  in  New  York  state.  He  attended  Kansas  Agri- 
cultural College  for  a  year,  taught  school  for  a  year,  and 
then  went  to  Baker  University,  where  he  entered  the  pre- 
paratory class  along  with  a  young  woman.  Miss  Stella 
Wyatt. 

Before  his  graduation  from  Baker  in  1894,  having  been 
ordained  to  the  Ministry  in  1893,  young  Dan  B.  Brummitt 
and  Miss  Stella  Wyatt  were  married  in  September,  1894, 
and  they  together  went  to  Altamont,  Kansas,  to  serve  the 
church  there.  Next  year  their  one  son  was  born.  A  Master 
of  Arts  degree  from  Baker  through  correspondence  was 
won  in  1898,  and  that  year  he  enrolled  at  Drew  Theological 
Seminary.  So  these  first  thirty  years  were  truly  years  of 
preparation  for  the  four  marvelously  busy  decades  to  follow. 

What  exacting  labors  were  his !  On  The  Epworth  Herald, 
as  Circulation  Manager  for  The  Methodist  Book  Concern,  as 
editor  of  The  Epivorth  Herald  and  as  editor  of  The  Chi'istian 
Advocate  (Northwestern),  and  the  vast  amount  of  material 
he  turned  out  for  periodicals,  these  made  heavy  demands. 
Then  too  there  were  his  several  well-known  books :  Manuel 
Davidson,  a  novel,  was  published  in  1925  and  Shoddy,  a 
novel,  appeared  two  years  later.  Words  of  Gold,  in  which 
the  other  side  of  the  life  of  his  Church  as  portrayed  in 
Shoddy,  was  to  appear  soon. 

But  the  calendar  counts  for  little  in  estimating  the  career 
of  a  man  such  as  Dan  Brummitt.  For  back  of  the  output  of 
those  busy  years  given  to  national  and  international  church 
gatherings  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  and  the  grind  of  the 
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print  shop,  lives  that  noble  soul,  so  genuine,  so  youthful,  so 
eager.  Dan  B.  Brummitt  certainly  embodied  the  average 
man  of  our  common  humanity.  This  enabled  him  to  write 
Justus  Tiviherline,  which  he  termed  the  run  of  the  mine  of 
the  members  of  the  Methodist  Church, 

This  man  of  dynamic  and  eager  soul  refused  to  grow  old. 
Though  the  burdens  pressed  hard,  that  radiant,  joyous,  and 
buoyant  spirit  scattered  sunshine  everywhere.  His  was  a 
rare  capacity  for  fellowship,  with  little  regard  for  rank  or 
station.  The  average  man  found  at  all  times  a  genuine 
brother  in  Dan  Brummitt.  Men  came  to  know  him  in  the 
byways  and  on  the  highways  of  the  world  as  he  went  every- 
where counting  not  his  life  dear  unto  himself. 

His  son,  now  a  trained  journalist,  put  a  volume  into  these 
words,  as  he  confided  to  his  mother,  "We  knew  that  Dad  was 
a  great  man,  but  we  did  not  know  so  many  other  people 
knew  it."  How  came  this  to  be?  Was  it  not  due  to  that  broad 
catholic  spirit  that  dominated  him?  As  a  contender  for 
Christian  democracy,  this  lover  of  the  true  and  beautiful  and 
the  good  in  mankind  became  a  transparent  soul  to  all  of 
like  qualities.  As  he  enabled  others  to  know  the  common 
touch,  he  disclosed  the  inner  secrets  of  his  own  life. 

Some  of  us  feel  that  Dan  B.  Brummitt,  an  editor  of  rare 
qualities,  was  a  casaulty  of  this  Uniting  Conference.  His 
unrelenting  labors  overtaxed  his  strength  because  of  that 
something  which  drove  him  on  unmindful  of  the  ultimate 
consequences.  Eighteen  months  ago  under  Wesley's  oak  at 
Savannah,  Ga.,  stirred  by  the  associations  of  the  place,  Dan 
Brummitt  talked  to  friends  with  eagerness  and  abandon  of 
the  Methodist  Union.  He  seemed  to  bear  the  weight  of  the 
world's  misery  on  his  heart.  This  constrained  him  to  the 
last  limit  to  secure  Methodist  union.  How  eagerly  and  de- 
votedly labored  this  preacher-editor  to  bring  in  the  better 
day !  He  carried  the  load  of  dozens  of  men  in  making  pro- 
vision for  this  Conference.  Finally,  the  break  came  with 
the  completion  of  the  Uniting  Conference  Edition.  Copy 
was  all  in,  forms  were  made  ready,  the  last  proof  OK'd,  and 
presses  were  set  going,  as  our  eager  and  devoted  brother 
suddenly  took  leave  for  the  Conference  of  the  Blest.  Copy 
all  in;  hearts  left  desolate! 

That  last  morning  at  home,  with  his  usual  tender  leave- 
taking  of  her  from  whom  he  had  gone  away  so  often,  he 
passed  out  of  the  yard  with  a  glad  wave  of  his  hand.  Across 
the  threshold  of  that  home  no  shadow  had  ever  fallen.  Since 
that  far-off  day  of  love's  young  dream  at  Baker  and  their 
early  parsonage  home-nest  to  this  final  morning  hour,  full 
and  understanding  love  had  been  theirs.    He  who  had  gone 
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away  so  many  times  fell  on  Wednesday  of  Holy  Week  and 
passed  on  to  that  appointment  where,  as  he  said  so  many 
times,  "We  can  do  all  the  things  we  haven't  had  time  for 
here."

section  I.    organization  of  board  of  pensions 

^  1301.  (1)  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Pensions  of  The 
Methodist  Church  having  the  administration  of  the  support 
of  Conference  Claimants  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  suc- 
cession to  "The  Board  of  Pensions  and  Relief  of  The  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,"  which  is  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Illinois  in  that  name,  and  in  succession 
to  "The  Board  of  Finance  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,"  which  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
the  state  of  Missouri  in  that  name,  and  in  succession  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  "The  General  Fund  for  Superan- 
nuates of  The  Methodist  Protestant  Church,"  which  is  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Maryland  in  that 
name.  The  three  Corporations  aforesaid  are  referred  to 
hereinafter,  respectively,  as  the  Illinois  Corporation,  the 
Missouri  Corporation,  and  the  Maryland  Corporation. 
These  three  Corporations  shall  be  continued  with  their 
headquarters  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  and 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  respectively,  but  with  their  corporate 
names  changed  to,  and  to  be  known  as,  "The  Board  of  Pen- 
sions of  The  Methodist  Church,  Incorporated  in  Illinois," 
and  "The  Board  of  Pensions  of  The  Methodist  Church,  In- 
corporated in  Missouri,"  and  "The  Board  of  Pensions  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  Incorporated  in  Maryland,"  respectively. 
(2)  The  Illinois  Corporation  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  funds  for  the  support  of  Conference 
Claimants  in  the  Northeastern,  the  North  Central,  the 
Western  and  the  Central  Jurisdictional  Conferences,  and 
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the  Missouri  Corporation  shall  be  responsible  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  funds  for  the  support  of  Conference  Claim- 
ants in  the  Southeastern  and  the  South  Central  Jurisdic- 
tional Conferences. 

^1302.  (1)  The  Board  of  Pensions  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  hereinafter,  for  the  sake  of  brevity,  called  the 
Board,  shall  be  composed  of  three  Bishops  at  large,  to  be 
chosen  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  and  one  member  of  each 
Jurisdictional  Conference  for  every  300,000  Church  mem- 
bers of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  or  major  fraction  of 
that  number ;  provided,  that  each  Jurisdictional  Conference 
shall  have  at  least  one  Minister  and  one  Layman,  all  to  be 
elected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference.  A  member  of  the 
Board  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  four  years  and,  in  any  case, 
until  his  successor  shall  have  been  elected. 

(2)  The  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Illinois  Corporation,  the  Missouri  Corporation 
and  the  Maryland  Corporation  respectively,  and  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  three  aforesaid  Corporations  and  of  the 
Board  shall  be  held  at  the  same  place  and  consecutively  in 
the  order  mentioned. 

(3)  In  all  matters  not  specifically  covered  by  General 
Conference  legislation,  the  Board  shall  have  authority  to 
adopt  rules  and  policies  for  the  administration  of  the  sup- 
port of  Conference  Claimants,  with  variations  for  each  of 
the  territories  assigned  respectively  to  the  Illinois  Corpora- 
tion and  to  the  Missouri  Corporation  as  conditions  may  re- 
quire. It  shall  meet  annually  for  the  review  and  considera- 
tion of  the  work  committed  to  its  care  and  shall  take  such 
measures  as  it  may  deem  advisable  to  co-ordinate  the  work 
of  the  Illinois  Corporation  and  the  Missouri  Corporation. 

TI 1303.  (1)  The  Board  shall  elect  quadrennially  a  Presi- 
dent, a  Vice-President,  and  a  Recording  Secretary  from  its 
own  membership.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  follow- 
ing the  respective  meetings  of  the  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ences, it  shall  elect  two  Executive  Secretaries  for  a  term  of 
four  years.  The  two  Executive  Secretaries  of  the  Board 
shall  be  members  thereof  by  virtue  of  their  office.  A  vacan- 
cy in  the  office  of  either  of  the  Executive  Secretaries  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Board.  One  of  the  Executive  Secretaries 
shall  have  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Illinois  Corporation, 
the  other  shall  have  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Missouri 
Corporation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  in  the  re- 
spective Jurisdictional  Conferences  assigned  to  each,  and 
both  shall  have  co-ordinate  powers  and  duties  as  the  execu- 
tive officers  of  the  Board.    The  respective  Treasurers  of  the 
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Illinois  Corporation  and  the  Missouri  Corporation  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Board  and  shall  be  the  Treasurers  of  the 
Board. 

(2)  A  vacancy  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  shall 
be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  Board. 

(3)  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

SECTON  II.     AUTHORIZATIONS 

If  1304.  (1)  The  Illinois  Corporation  and  the  Missouri 
Corporation  shall  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
the  funds  and  properties  already  in  their  hands,  respective- 
ly, or  which  shall  be  put  into  their  hands  hereafter  for  their 
respective  groups  of  Jurisdictional  Conference,  and  they 
shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  execution  of  the  rules  and 
policies  of  the  Board,  particularly  as  these  rules  and  poli- 
cies relate  to  their  respective  fields  of  operation. 

(2)  In  general,  the  respective  tasks  and  functions  of  the 
Illinois  Corporation  and  the  Missouri  Corporation  shall  be 
those  heretofore  performed,  respectively,  by  The  Board  of 
Pensions  and  Relief  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and 
The  Board  of  Finance  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South.  The  functions  of  the  Maryland  Corporation  shall  be 
confined  to  the  administration  of  the  General  Fund  for 
Superannuates,  formerly  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  according  to  provisions  hereinafter  made,  and  the 
Maryland  Corporation  shall  so  operate  until  the  General 
Conference  shall  order  otherwise,  unless  dissolved  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

(3)  Until  the  total  membership  of  the  Board  shall  have 
been  duly  elected  as  herein  provided,  the  membership  there- 
of shall  consist  of  the  combined  membership  of  The  Board  of 
Pensions  and  Relief  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  The 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  General  Endowment 
Fund  for  Superannuates  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  as  such  membership  stood  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Uniting  Conference,  and  any  vacancies  in  such  membership 
shall  be  filled  for  the  interim  period  by  the  Board.  Ad 
interim,  the  organization  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  same  as 
that  provided  in  ^  1303,  (1),  above. 

^1305.  (1)  The  Board  is  authorized  to  receive,  hold  in 
trust  and  administer,  through  its  Corporations,  all  such 
funds  as  Connectional  Permanent  Funds,  Reserve  Pension 
Funds,  and  the  Chartered  Fund,  and  it  shall  have  power 
to  apportion  these  duties  to  the  Illinois  Corporation  and  the 
Missouri  Corporation  as  it  may  deem  advisable. 
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(2)  The  Board  is  authorized  to  receive,  hold  in  trust  and 
administer,  through  its  Corporations,  Endowment  Funds 
belonging  to  Annual  Conferences,  or  other  funds  for  the 
support  of  Conference  Claimants  to  be  administered  for  the 
benefit  of  such  Annual  Conferences;  provided,  that  at  no 
time  shall  any  part  of  the  principal  of  the  Endowment  Funds 
be  spent  or  appropriated  for  any  purpose.  The  net  income 
of  such  Endowment  Funds  shall  be  disbursed  annually  for 
the  benefit  of  Conference  Claimants  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences in  their  respective  fields  of  operation. 

(3)  The  Board  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  receive 
any  bequest  made  or  intended  for  the  benefit  of  disabled. 
Superannuated  and/or  Retired  Ministers,  the  widows  of 
Ministers  and  the  dependent  minor  children  of  Ministers, 
such  persons  being  commonly  called  "Conference  Claim- 
ants," of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
or  The  Methodist  Church,  and  if  the  language  of  such 
bequest  be  inexact,  the  Board  shall  administer  or  dispose 
of  such  bequests  in  the  manner  it  deems  most  equitable, 
according  to  the  intent  of  the  donor,  after  careful  inquiry 
into  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  making  of  the 
bequest. 

^  1306.  The  Board  and  each  of  its  Corporations  shall 
adopt  ways  and  means  of  increasing  the  Endowment  Funds 
to  be  administered  either  for  the  Board  or  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences, by  obtaining  gifts,  annuities,  and  bequests  and  also 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  current  contributions  of 
the  Pastoral  Charges  for  Conference  Claimants. 

^  1307.  The  Board  shall  share  in  the  funds  raised  for  the 
Benevolence  Budget  of  the  denomination,  as  provided  for  in 
If  504.  (Note.  ^  504  is  found  in  Calendar  No.  42,  Report 
No.  5  of  the  General  Standing  Committee  on  Membership 
and  Temporal  Economy.)

SECTION  I.     THE  CHARTERED  FUND 

H  1308.  The  Chartered  Fund  shall  be  administered  by  the 
Illinois  Corporation  for  the  benefit  of  all  Annual  Confer- 
ences in  The  Methodist  Church,  the  boundaries  of  which  are 
within  the  United  States,  unless  the  General  Conference 
shall  order  otherwise,  and  once  a  year  the  net  earnings  of 
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the  Fund,  after  provision  for  depreciation,  shall  be  divided 
equally  among  such  Annual  Conferences  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  said  Fund. 

II 1309.  Until  the  General  Conference  shall  order  other- 
wise, the  income  from  the  Endowment  Fund  for  Superannu- 
ates held  by  the  Missouri  Corporation  shall  be  distributable 
as  annuities  on  account  of  service  of  Conference  Claimants 
formerly  rendered  in  an  Annual  Conference  of  the  Method- 
ist Episcopal  Church,  South,  or  service  rendered  in  an  An- 
nual Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  within  the  terri- 
tory of  the  Missouri  Corporation ;  'provided,  however,  that  in 
the  case  of  any  Annual  Conference  formerly  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  which  shall  remain  substantially 
unaffected  in  its  liability  for  annuities  by  unification,  in 
order  to  participate  in  the  distribution  made  by  the  Missouri 
Corporation,  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  Conference  to 
deposit  with  the  Missouri  Corporation  assets  sufficient  to 
produce  an  annual  income  equivalent  to  the  amount  which 
would  be  distributed  to  such  Conference  in  the  event  it  elects 
to  participate. 

^  1310.  (1)  For  the  rules  and  regulations  applicable  re- 
spectively to  the  Annuity  Distribution,  also  to  the  admin- 
istration of  relief,  in  the  territory  of  the  Illinois  Corporation, 
see  M  1315-1338. 

(2)  For  the  rules  and  regulations  applicable  respectively 
to  the  distribution,  also  the  administration  of  relief,  in  the 
territory  of  the  Missouri  Corporation,  see  ^^  1339-1341. 

(3)  For  provisions  concerning  the  joint  operation  of  the 
Ministers'  Reserve  Pension  Fund  by  the  Illinois  Corporation 
and  the  Missouri  Corporation,  and  the  Plan  of  the  Fund, 
see  IfH  1342-1355. 

^  1311.  The  assets  of  the  General  Funds  for  Superannu- 
ates of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  shall  be  placed  in 
the  Chartered  Fund  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  the  in- 
come therefrom  shall  be  distributed  by  the  Board  to  the 
Annual  Conferences  concerned  according  to  its  judgment  of 
the  relative  liability  for  annuities  to  be  assumed  within  the 
respective  territories  of  the  Illinois  Corporation  and  the 
Missouri  Corporation ;  provided,  however  that  the  annuities 
paid  to  the  said  claimants  shall  be  at  the  annuity  rate  estab- 
lished by  the  Annual  Conference  in  which  membership  is 
held. 

U  1312.  (1)  There  shall  be  set  up  a  Distributing  Com- 
mittee in  each  Annual  Conference  to  be  merged  after  Uni- 
fication, to  be  composed  of  three  members  appointed  by  the 
Conference  at  its  session  immediately  succeeding  the  Unit- 
ing Conference,  which  Committee  shall  act  jointly  with  simi- 
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lar  committees  of  three  members  each  from  the  other  Annual 
Conference  or  Conferences  having  an  interest  in  the  merger 
of  such  Annual  Conference;  said  Joint  Committee  to  have 
power  to  allocate  the  Conference  Claimants  and  distribut- 
able assets  of  the  Conference  to  be  merged. 

(2)  The  Distributing  Committee  shall  determine  the 
number  of  service  years  rendered  in  the  Annual  Conferences 
which  will  lose  their  identity  in  the  merging  of  Conference 
territory  and  the  findings  of  the  Committee  shall  be  final 
unless  definite  evidence  to  the  contrary  be  discovered,  and 
the  annuity  payments  by  the  continuing  Conference  shall 
be  made  accordingly. 

(3)  The  Distributing  Committee  shall  keep  complete  min- 
utes of  its  transactions,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Secretary  of  each  Annual  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church  concerned  in  its  work. 

(4)  Until  the  work  of  the  Distributing  Committee  shall 
have  been  completed,  the  corporate  organization  of  the  An- 
nual Conference  in  process  of  merger  shall  be  maintained. 
After  the  Distributing  Committee  shall  have  completed  its 
work,  the  officers  of  such  corporation,  subject  to  the  com- 
pletion of  its  business,  shall  dissolve  it,  they  being  authorized 
to  do  so  by  the  Annual  Conference  concerned. 

SECTION  II.     CONFERENCE  ORGANIZATIONS 

K  1313.  (1)  Annual  Conferences  are  authorized  to  estab- 
lish and  maintain  investment  funds :  Preachers'  Aid 
Societies  and  organizations  and  funds  of  similar  character, 
under  such  names,  plans,  rules,  and  regulations  as  they 
may  determine,  the  income  from  which  shall  be  applied 
to  the  support  of  Conference  Claimants.  It  is  recommend- 
ed that  each  Annual  Conference  provide  an  incorporated 
Board  to  administer  its  permanent  funds,  under  some  other 
corporate  name  than  that  used  by  the  Board  of  Pensions. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  laws  of  the  State  in  which  it  is  in- 
corporated, an  Annual  Conference  shall  have  power  to  re- 
quire from  its  members  in  the  effective  relation  an  annual 
contribution  to  either  its  Permanent  or  Reserve  Fund  or 
for  current  distribution  or  to  a  Preachers'  Aid  Society  for 
the  benefit  of  its  annuitants,  subject  to  the  following  pro- 
visions, (1)  The  annual  payment  may  be  made  in  install- 
ments as  provided  by  the  Annual  Conference;  (2)  the  Con- 
ference may  fix  a  financial  penalty  for  failure  of  the 
member  to  pay;  (3)  in  case  his  membership  in  the  Annual 
Conference  is  terminated  under  the  provisions  of  the  Disci- 
pline, the  Conference  may  refund  the  amount  so  paid,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  after  a  hearing  has  been  given  to  the  per- 
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son  terminating  his  membership,  in  case  such  hearing  is 
requested;  (4)  the  making  of  such  payment  shall  not  be 
used  as  the  ground  of  contractual  obligations  upon  the  part 
of  the  Conference,  or  as  the  ground  of  any  special  or  addi- 
tional annuity  claim  of  a  member  against  the  Conference, 
neither  shall  it  prevent  disallowance  of  his  annuity  claim 
by  Conference  action. 

(3)  Each  Annual  Conference  shall  hold  one  service  dur- 
ing its  sessions,  to  be  known  as  the  Conference  Claimants' 
Anniversary,  for  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  Confer- 
ence Claimants. 

(4)  Each  congregation  shall  observe  annually  one  Sun- 
day in  the  interests  of  Conference  Claimants,  which  shall  be 
known  as  "Veterans'  Day."

Establishment 

^  1342.  (1)  A  reserve  pension  system,  to  be  called  the 
Ministers'  Reserve  Pension  Fund  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
hereinafter  called  the  Fund,  is  hereby  established.  It  shall 
be  administered  by  the  Board  of  Pensions  in  accordance 
with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  that  follow. 

(2)  An  Annual  or  Mission  Conference,  at  any  time,  on 
its  own  determination,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  its  member- 
ship present  and  voting,  may  enter  the  Fund  and  may  ac- 
tively participate  therein  when  it  accepts  the  conditions  and 
fulfills  the  requirements  herein  set  forth. 

Definitions 

II 1343.  (1)  The  following  definitions  shall  apply  to  the 
interpretation  of  the  Plan  of  the  Fund,  unless  the  context 
plainly  indicates  otherwise: 

(2)  "Employer"  shall  mean  any  connectional  Board,  or- 
ganization, or  institution  that  receives  the  services  of  a 
member  of  the  Fund  in  either  a  pastoral  or  non-pastoral 
capacity  and  which  shall  pay  therefor  any  form  of  salary, 
compensation,  or  allowance. 

(3)  "Support"  of  a  member  of  the  Fund  shall  mean: 

(a)  The  sum  or  sums  annually  received  from  a  Pastoral 
Charge  as  compensation  for  his  services,  plus  an  amount 
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equivalent  to  fifteen  per  cent  thereof,  if  the  minister  occupy 
a  parsonage  free  of  rent; 

(b)  The  salary  of  a  District  Superintendent  received 
from  the  District  as  compensation  for  his  services,  plus  an 
amount  equivalent  to  fifteen  per  cent  thereof,  if  he  occupy 
a  district  parsonage  free  of  rent; 

(c)  The  salary  of  a  Bishop  received  from  the  Episcopal 
Fund  as  compensation  for  his  services,  plus  the  allowance 
for  Episcopal  residence ; 

(d)  The  salary  or  compensation  received  by  a  Pastor 
from  a  Federated  or  community  Church,  or  from  a  Church 
of  another  denomination,  plus  an  amount  equivalent  to  fif- 
teen per  cent  thereof,  if  he  occupy  a  personage  free  of 
rent; 

(e)  The  financial  aid  furnished  by  a  missionary  board, 
or  other  organization ; 

(f )  The  salary,  compensation,  or  allowance  received  for 
services  rendered  under  special  Episcopal  appointment. 

(4)  "Regular  Interest"  shall  mean  earned  interest  not  to 
exceed  four  per  cent  compounded  annually. 

(5)  "Service  Annuity"  shall  mean  an  annuity  payable 
quarterly  in  advance  during  life,  beginning  at  the  date  of 
retirment,  to  be  provided  by  the  Fund  on  the  basis  of  allo- 
cated credits  together  with  the  "Regular  Interest"  accumu- 
lated thereon. 

(6)  "Income  Annuity"  shall  mean  an  annuity  payable 
quarterly  in  advance  during  life,  beginning  at  the  date  of 
retirement,  to  be  provided  by  the  Fund  on  the  basis  of  the 
personal  contributions  of  the  member  together  with  the 
"Regular  Interest"  accumulated  thereon. 

(7)  "Pension"  shall  mean  the  total  of  the  "Service  An- 
nuity" and  the  "Income  Annuity." 

(8)  "Widow's  Pension"  shall  mean  an  annuity  payable 
quarterly  in  advance  to  the  widow  of  a  member  of  the  Fund 
who  dies  before  attaining  retirement,  to  be  provided  by  the 
Fund  on  the  basis  of  the  personal  contributions  of  the  de- 
ceased member,  together  with  the  "Regular  Interest"  ac- 
cumulated thereon,  plus  three-fourths  of  his  "Service  An- 
nuity" credits,  together  with  the  "Regular  Interest"  ac- 
cumulated thereon. 

(9)  "Child's  Annuity"  shall  mean  an  annuity  payable 
quarterly  in  advance  to  a  minor  child  of  a  deceased  member 
of  the  Fund. 

(10)  "Minor  Child"  shall  mean  a  child  under  twenty-one 
years  of  age. 

(11)  The  meaning  of  the  word  "child"  shall  be  inter- 
preted to  include  "a  child  legally  adopted." 
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(12)  "New  Entrant''  shall  mean  a  Minister  in  good  stand- 
ing in  Full  Membership  in  an  Annual  or  Mission  Confer- 
ence on  or  after  the  entry  of  said  Conference  into  the  Fund. 

(13)  "Previous  Entrant"  shall  mean  a  Minister  in  good 
standing  in  Full  Membership  in  an  Annual  or  Mission  Con- 
ference, prior  to  the  entry  of  said  Conference  into  the  Fund. 

(14)  "Pension  Code"  shall  mean  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions concerning  pensions  and  relief  contained  in  1[^1315- 
1338  inclusive. 

Membership 

111334.  (1)  The  membership  of  the  Fund  shall  consist 
of  the  "New  Entrants"  in  Annual  or  Mission  Conferences 
in  the  United  States  of  America;  provided,  however,  that 
"New  Entrants"  past  thirty-five  years  of  age  shall  not  be 
accepted  as  members  of  the  Fund,  unless  an  initial  provi- 
sion for  "Service  Annuity"  shall  be  made  by  or  for  them  in 
such  manner  and  amount  as  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Pensions. 

(2)  "Previous  Entrants"  who  are  Members  of  Annual 
or  Mission  Conferences  which  are  participating  in  the  Fund 
may  become  members  of  the  Fund  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Conference  membership  present  and  voting;  provided, 
however,  that  accrued  service  obligations  under  the  "Pen- 
sion Code"  shall  be  funded  for  or  by  such  "Previous  En- 
trants," in  such  manner  and  amount  as  shall  be  satisfactory 
to  the  Board  of  Pensions. 

(3)  A  minister  received  by  transfer  into  an  Annual  or 
Mission  Conference  on  and  after  the  date  of  entry  of  the 
Conference  into  the  Fund  shall  be  classed  as  a  "New  En- 
trant" while  serving  in  such  Conference.  When  such  Min- 
ister shall  transfer  to  an  Annual  or  Mission  Conference  not 
participating  in  the  Fund,  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  "Pension  Code"  for  years  served  in  such  Con- 
ference, but  upon  subsequent  entry  into  an  Annual  or  Mis- 
sion Conference  participating  in  the  Fund,  such  minister 
shall  resume  contribution  and  receive  credits  therefrom. 

Contributions  by  the  Conference 

111343.  (1)  Each  Annual  or  Mission  Conference  that 
enters  the  Fund  shall  contribute  annually  thereto,  during 
the  first  decade  of  its  participation,  an  amount  equivalent 
to  five  and  one-half  per  cent  of  the  total  "Support"  of  its 
Members  who  are  also  members  of  the  Fund ;  the  rate  of 
contribution  during  the  second  decade  of  participation  shall 
be  six  and  one-half  per  cent ;  and  thereafter  the  rate  of  con- 
tribution shall  be  seven  and  one-half  per  cent.     With  the 
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approval  of  the  Board  of  Pensions  an  Annual  or  Mission 
Conference  may  adopt  the  seven-and-one-half-per-cent  rate 
initially,  or  at  any  time  during  the  first  two  decades  afore- 
mentioned. 

(2)  Each  Annual  or  Mission  Conference  shall  determine 
the  plan  by  which  it  shall  secure  the  annual  contribution  to 
the  Fund  required  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  para- 
graph, and  shall  make  suitable  and  adequate  provision 
therefor. 

(3)  Each  Annual  or  Mission  Conference  shall  collect 
the  contributions  due  the  Fund,  and  shall  have  power  to  ad- 
judicate all  questions  in  connection  therewith. 

(4)  The  contributions  required  in  subsection  1  of  this 
paragraph  shall  be  made  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Annual 
or  Mission  Conference,  or  any  other  officer  who  may  be  des- 
ignated by  the  Conference,  who  shall  transmit  the  same  to 
the  Board  of  Pensions  within  thirty  days  after  the  session 
of  such  Conference,  together  with  a  schedule  of  informa- 
tion showing  the  members  covered  by  the  payment  trans- 
mitted. 

(5)  A  deficiency  in  the  payment  of  the  annual  amount 
required  of  an  Annual  or  Mission  Conference  shall  reduce 
accordingly  the  "Service  Annuity"  credits  of  the  members 
of  the  Fund  in  such  Conference  and  also  any  other  benefits 
provided  by  the  Fund  for  them,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Conference  as  provided  in  subsection  6. 

(6)  In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  a  Pastoral  Charge,  or 
"Employer"  to  pay,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  amount  appor- 
tioned in  any  year,  by  an  Annual  or  Mission  Conference, 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Fund,  such  Conference  shall  reduce 
equitably  the  "Service  Annuity"  credit  for  such  year  of 
service  of  such  member  of  the  Fund  serving  said  Pastoral 
Charge,  District,  or  "Employer,"  and  shall  advise  the  Board 
of  Pensions  of  its  action  in  the  case. 

(7)  For  purposes  of  adjudication  of  matters  pertaining 
to  the  contributions  to  the  Fund  in  an  Annual  or  Mission 
Conference  for  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Pensions 
each  Conference  participating  in  the  Fund  shall  elect  an- 
nually a  Committee  on  Reserve  Pensions  to  consist  of  not 
fewer  than  five  nor  more  than  nine  persons. 

^  1346.  An  annual  contribution,  the  equivalent  of  two 
per  cent  of  his  "Support,"  shall  be  paid  directly  to  the  Fund 
by  each  member  thereof  in  the  effective  relation,  in  quarter- 
ly installments  payable  in  advance,  on  the  following  dates: 
February  15,  May  15,  August  15,  and  November  15.  Such 
contribution  shall  be  applicable  to  "Income  Annuity"  credit 
only. 
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1[  1347.  (1)  A  member  of  the  Fund  who  shall  have 
reached  the  age  of  sixty-five  years  and  who  shall  have  been 
granted  the  retired  relation  shall  receive  thereafter,  during 
his  lifetime,  a  "Service  Annuity."  Upon  the  death  of  a 
member  of  the  Fund  while  receiving  a  "Service  Annuity" 
the  equivalent  of  seventy  per  cent  of  such  Annuity  shall  be 
continued  to  his  widow,  if  their  marriage  took  place  before 
the  member  entered  into  the  "Service  Annuity." 

The  "Service  Annuity"  and  the  seventy  per  cent  thereof 
to  be  continued  to  the  widow  shall  be  the  actuarial  equiva- 
lent of  his  allocated  "Service  Annuity"  credits  together  with 
the  "Regular  Interest"  accumulated  thereon,  determined  on 
the  basis  of  the  actual  ages  of  the  member  and  his  wife  at 
the  time  of  entry  into  the  "Service  Annuity." 

If  at  the  time  of  his  entry  into  the  "Service  Annuity"  a 
member  be  unmarried  or  a  widower,  the  calculation  of  the 
amount  of  such  "Service  Annuity"  shall  be  made  on  the 
basis  of  assumed  equal  ages  for  man  and  wife. 

The  "Service  Annuity"  shall  be  determined  according  to 
the  tables  of  annuity  rates  for  such  purpose,  in  current  use 
by  the  Board  of  Pensions. 

(2)  At  the  same  time  that  a  member  of  the  Fund,  wheth- 
er married  or  single,  is  granted  a  "Service  Annuity,"  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  an  "Income  Annuity"  of  a  type  identical 
with  his  "Service  Annuity,"  the  amount  thereof  to  be  the 
actuarial  equivalent  of  his  personal  contributions  to  the 
Fund  together  with  the  "Regular  Interest"  accumulated 
thereon. 

The  "Income  Annuity"  shall  be  determined  according  to 
the  tables  of  annuity  rates  for  such  purpose,  in  current  use 
by  the  Board  of  Pensions. 

Widow's  Pension 

^1348.  (1)  If  a  member  of  the  Fund  die  while  in  the 
Effective  or  Supernumerary  Relation,  a  "Pension"  shall  be 
paid  to  his  widow,  based  on  her  age  and  provided  by  the 
total  of  her  deceased  husband's  personal  contributions,  to- 
gether with  the  "Regular  Interest"  accumulated  thereon, 
plus  seventy  per  cent  of  his  "Service  Annuity"  credits  to- 
gether with  the  "Regular  Interest"  accumulated  thereon  at 
the  time  of  his  death. 

(2)  If  the  "Pension"  of  a  widow  whose  husband  died 
while  he  was  in  the  Effective  or  Supernumerary  Relation 
be  less  than  $300,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Pensions, 
she  may  be  granted  annually  an  additional  amount ;  provid- 
ed, however,  that  in  such  case  the  total  of  the  "Pension" 
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and  the  Grant  received  by  her  shall  not  exceed  $300  per 
annum. 

Child's  Pension 

111349.  (1)  Each  "Minor  Child"  of  a  deceased  member 
of  the  Fund  may  be  granted  an  Annuity  of  $75  until  attain- 
ment of  age  sixteen,  to  be  discontinued  immediately  there- 
after, unless  the  child  be  enrolled  and  regularly  attending  a 
standard  school  or  college. 

(2)  Upon  presentation  to  it  annually  of  a  satisfactory 
certificate  of  enrollment,  attendance,  and  work  done  in  a 
standard  school  or  college,  the  Board  of  Pensions  may  grant 
a  child  of  a  deceased  member  of  the  Fund  an  Annuity  of 
$150  from  age  sixteen  until  attainment  of  age  twenty-one. 

Limitation  of  Annual  Payments 

TI 1350.  (1)  If  a  member  of  the  Fund  die  before  attain- 
ing retirement,  the  total  of  the  annual  payments  thereafter, 
in  any  year,  to  his  widow  and  minor  children  shall  not  ex- 
ceed seventy  per  cent  of  the  average  "Support"  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  of  the  members  of  his  Conference  who  were 
members  of  the  Fund. 

(2)  If  a  member  of  the  Fund  die  while  receiving  a  "Pen- 
sion," the  total  of  the  annual  payments  thereafter,  in  any 
year,  to  his  widow  and  children  shall  not  exceed  the  annual 
"Pension"  which  he  was  receiving  prior  to  his  decease. 

Refund 

H  1351.  (1)  Upon  ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  an  Annual 
or  Mission  Conference  prior  to  retirement,  a  member  of  the 
Fund  shall  receive  as  a  refund,  in  lieu  of  all  other  benefits, 
a  sum  equivalent  to  the  total  of  his  own  contributions  to  the 
Fund,  together  with  the  "Regular  Interest"  accumulated 
thereon. 

(2)  Upon  ceasing  to  be  a  Member  of  an  Annual  or  Mis- 
sion Conference  after  retirement,  the  "Service  Annuity" 
shall  cease  automatically,  and  the  "Income  Annuity"  shall 
be  commuted  in  the  form  of  a  cash  settlement  to  be  actuari- 
ally determined  and  made  by  the  Board  of  Pensions. 

(3)  If  a  member  of  the  Fund  die  prior  to  receipt  of  any 
installment  of  his  "Income  Annuity,"  and  without  leaving 
a  widow  or  minor  child  or  children,  there  shall  be  refunded 
to  his  estate  a  sum  equivalent  to  the  total  of  his  contribu- 
tions to  the  Fund,  together  with  the  "Regular  Interest"  ac- 
cumulated thereon. 

(4)  If  the  widow  of  a  member  of  the  Fund  remarry,  the 
"Service  Annuity"  shall  cease  automatically,  and  the  "In- 
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come  Annuity"  shall  be  commuted  in  the  form  of  a  cash 
settlement  to  be  actuarially  determined  and  made  by  the 
Board  of  Pensions;  this  shall  apply  to  a  surviving  widow 
of  a  member  who  died  while  in  the  Retired  Relation,  as 
well  as  to  a  widow  of  a  member  who  died  while  in  the  Ef- 
fective or  Supernumerary  Relation. 

Disability  Benefits 

\  1352.  (1)  An  annual  Disability  Allowance  may  be  given 
to  a  disabled  member  of  the  Fund  under  age  sixty-five,  if 
disability  shall  have  been  evident  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  eighty  days,  and  the  member  shall  have 
submitted  to  such  examinations  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Board  of  Pensions,  and  it  shall  appear  from  the  reports  that 
his  health  shall  have  failed  as  a  result  of  disease  or  injury, 
and  that  presumably  he  is  totally  and  permanently  inca- 
pacitated for  both  Ministerial  work  and  the  support  of  his 
family. 

The  annual  Disability  Allowance  shall  not  exceed  one- 
third  of  the  average  "Support"  of  the  members  of  his  Con- 
ference who  shall  have  been  members  of  the  Fund  during 
the  preceeding  Annual  Conference  year.  At  the  discretion 
of  the  Board  of  Pensions,  the  initial  payment  of  the  Allow- 
ance may  be  made  to  cover  all  or  any  part  of  the  waiting 
period  of  one  hundred  eighty  days,  or  only  the  period  of  dis- 
ability following  the  termination  of  the  waiting  period. 

(2)  During  the  continuance  of  his  disability,  a  member 
of  the  Fund  shall  receive  an  annual  allocation  to  be  applied 
on  his  "Service  Annuity"  credit,  equivalent  to  the  current 
"Service  Annuity"  credit  in  the  Annual  or  Mission  Confer- 
ence of  which  he  is  a  member,  said  allocation  to  be  provided 
from  the  Disability  Fund. 

(3)  When  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Pensions,  the 
continuation  of  the  above  Disability  Benefits  (subsections 
1,2)  shall  be  subject  to  the  yearly  approval  of  the  member's 
Annual  or  Mission  Conference. 

(4)  During  the  continuance  of  his  disability,  a  member 
of  the  Fund  shall  be  exempt  from  the  requirement  to  con- 
tribute to  the  Fund,  but  when  his  disability  has  been  ter- 
minated and  he  has  entered  into  a  salaried  relationship  with 
a  Pastoral  Charge,  District,  or  "Employer"  he  shall  resume 
contribution  to  the  Fund. 

(5)  If  a  disabled  member  of  the  Fund  recover  sufficiently 
to  resume  ministerial  work  or  to  engage  in  a  remunerative 
occupation,  his  Disability  Allowance  may  be  reduced  or 
terminated  by  the  Board  of  Pensions  at  its  discretion. 
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(6)  During  the  continuance  of  his  disability,  the  mem- 
ber may  be  required,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  while 
still  under  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  to  have  a  medical 
examination  at  any  time  by  a  physician  appointed  to  act 
in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Pensions. 

(7)  If  disability  continue  until  age  sixty-five  be  attained, 
the  Disability  Benefits  shall  terminate  and  thereafter  a  dis- 
abled member  of  the  fund  shall  receive  his  'Tension,"  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  ^  1347. 

Funds 

^1353.  (1)  The  annual  contributions  required  in  1j  1345, 
sub-section  1,  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Fund  according  to  the  following  percentages : 

Service  Annuity  Fund    70% 

Disability,  Widow',  and  Children's  Funds       .27% 
Contingent  Fund   3% 

(2)  The  seventy  per  cent  of  the  contributions  of  an  An- 
nual or  Mission  Conference  for  the  Service  Annuity  Fund 
shall  be  apportioned  eciually  among  its  members  in  the  ef- 
fective relation  who  shall  be  also  members  of  the  Fund,  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  ^  1345,  sub-sections  5,  6,  and  shall  be 
allocated  to  each  of  them  annually. 

The  amounts  so  allocated  together  with  the  "Regular 
Interest"  thereon  shall  be  trusteed  by  the  Board  of  Pensions 
for  the  Service  Annuities  described  in  ^  1347,  sub-section  1.

(4)  The  three  per  cent  of  the  contributions  of  the  An- 
nual or  Mission  Conferences  for  the  Contingent  Fund  shall 
be  administered  by  the  Board  of  Pensions,  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

(5)  A  Contingent  Fund  shall  be  created  and  adminis- 
tered by  the  Board  of  Pensions  to  which  shall  be  credited : 

(a)  The  three  per  cent  of  the  Annual  or  Mission  Con- 
ference contributions  provided  in  sub-sections  1,  4,  of  this 
paragraph ; 

(b)  The  excess  interest  earnings  above  "Regular  In- 
terest" in  any  of  the  other  Funds ; 

(c)  The  "Service  Annuity"  credits  released  when  a  Min- 
ister ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  Fund ; 

(d)  Any  resources  of  the  Ministers'  Reserve  Pension 
Fund  not  otherwise  designated  or  allocated. 

(6)  The  Contingent  Fund  shall  be  used  at  the  discretion

of  the  Board  of  Pensions  in  such  ways  and  for  such  pur- 
poses as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  Board  shall  best  serve 
the  interests  for  which  the  Ministers'  Reserve  Pension  Fund 
is  created. 

Initial  Reserve  Fund 

^  1354.  (1)  Each  Annual  or  Mission  Conference  entering 
the  Fund  shall  be  required  to  provide  an  Initial  Reserve 
Fund  for  the  liabilities  assumed  on  account  of  "New  En- 
trants." The  amount  of  such  Initial  Reserve  Fund,  the  con- 
ditions of  its  actuarial  calculation,  and  the  manner  of  financ- 
ing its  liabilities  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Pen- 
sions on  request  of  the  Annual  or  Mission  Conference  con- 
cerned. 

(2)  The  Initial  Reserve  Fund  and  the  earnings  therefrom 
shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  financing  of  the  aforesaid 
liabilities. 

Authorization 

1[  1355.  (1)  The  Board  of  Pensions  is  authorized,  in- 
structed, and  empowered  to  put  the  Ministers'  Reserve  Pen- 
sion Fund  Plan  as  herein  set  forth  into  operation  in  any 
Annual  or  Mission  Conference  after  such  Conference  shall 
have  decided  to  enter  and  shall  have  made  provision  for  the 
requisite  Initial  Reserve  Fund  specified  herein;  provided, 
hov/ever,  that  if  there  be  too  few  Conferences  to  secure  a 
proper  distribution  of  risks  at  the  beginning  of  operations, 
the  Board  of  Pensions  may  provide  from  its  general  funds 
a  temporary  subvention  in  amount  sufficient  to  protect  the 
Fund  from  actuarial  deficit  which  might  be  caused  by  early 
claims. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Pensions  is  hereby  authorized  to  act  as 
a  Reserve  Funding  Agency  for  such  Annual  or  Mission 
Conferences  as  may  desire  to  transfer  to  it  any  or  all  of  their 
obligations  for  "Previous  Entrants"  under  the  "Pension 
Code"  at  a  fixed  rate  of  annuity  per  year  of  service. 

(3)  The  Board  of  Pensions  is  hereby  authorized  to  ad- 
minister the  Fund  and  to  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Fund, 
subject  to  the  limitation  that  this  power  shall  not  be  exer- 
cised so  as  to  nullify  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Plan.

SECTION   V.      REGULATIONS   FOR   THE   TERRITORY   OF   THE 
MISSOURI    CORPORATION 

Rules  and  Regulations 

The  administration  of  the  pensions  and  support  of  Con- 
ference Claimants  within  the  Annual  Conferences  of  the 
Southeastern  and  South  Central  Jurisdictional  Conferences 
shall  be  with  the  Missouri  Corporation  and  shall  be  governed 
by  the  following  rules  and  regulations : 

IT  1339.  (1)  The  support  of  the  Conference  Claimants 
within  the  Annual  Conferences  of  the  Southeastern  and 
South  Central  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  be  received 
and  administered  by  tv/o  bodies.  The  Board  of  Pensions — 
Missouri  Corporation  and  the  Annual  Conference  Board  of 
Conference  Claimants.  The  Missouri  Corporation  receives 
its  funds  from  Endowment  Funds,  the  annual  income  from 
which  is  appropriated  to  the  total  number  of  the  Claimants 
of  its  Area,  upon  the  basis  of  service.  The  Annual  Con- 
ference Board  of  Conference  Claimants  obtains  its  funds 
from  an  apportionment  upon  the  Conference,  from  the  an- 
nual distribution  from  The  Publishing  House,  from  the 
Chartered  Fund  and  from  the  income  from  any  Confer- 
ence owned  Endowment  Funds. 

(2)  The  Funds  available  for  appropriation  annually  by 
the  Missouri  Corporation  shall  be  distributed  to  the  Con- 
ference Claimants  of  The  Methodist  Church  within  the  ter- 
ritory administered  by  said  Board  as  follows:  (a)  To  the 
Retired  Ministers,  on  the  basis  of  years  of  service;  (b)  To 
the  widows  of  deceased  ministers,  on  the  basis  of  the  num- 
ber of  years  that  they  have  been  the  wives  of  effective  Trav- 
eling Preachers ;  and  the  amount  shall  be  seventy  per  cent 
of  that  paid  to  the  Retired  Ministers  for  a  like  number  of 
effective  years  of  service. 

(3)  The  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  shall  estimate 
annually  the  amount  that  will  be  necessary  in  addition  to 
what  may  be  received  from  the  Missouri  Corporation,  The 
Publishing  House,  the  Chartered  Fund  and  other  sources 
to  provide  a  reasonable  support  for  the  ensuing  year  for 
Retired  Ministers,  and  the  widows  and  dependent  orphaned 
children  of  deceased  Members  of  the  Conference,  and  shall 
recommend  this  amount  for  apportionment  upon  the  Con- 
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ference  as  other  funds  are  apportioned  to  the  Annual  Con- 
ference. 

(4)  The  amount  approved  by  the  Annual  Conference  for 
Conference  Claimants  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several 
Districts  of  the  Conference  on  the  same  ratio  of  percentage 
as  other  funds  are  apportioned,  but  shall  be  kept  separate 
and  distinct  from  the  Benevolence  apportionment.  The 
District  Stewards  shall  apportion  to  the  Charges  within 
their  respective  Districts  the  total  amount  apportioned 
to  the  Districts  respectively,  on  a  percentage  basis  of  the 
salary  received  by  the  Pastor  in  each  Charge  for  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

(5)  The  amount  apportioned  to  each  charge  for  Con- 
ference Claimants  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  proportion  as 
the  District  Superintendent  and  the  Pastor  are  paid,  and 
the  Claimants'  pro  rata  shall  be  sent  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer  quarterly.  In  the  Statistical  Table,  No.  Ill,  of 
the  Annual  Conference  Minutes,  there  shall  be  provided  a 
separate  column  with  the  caption,  "Conference  Claimants," 
which  shall  show  the  amount  apportioned  to  each  Charge 
and  the  amount  paid,  in  the  same  manner  as  to  the  District 
Superintendent  and  the  Pastor. 

(6)  The  Secretary  of  each  Annual  Conference  shall  keep 
a  complete  service  record  of  all  Ministerial  Members  of  the 
Annual  Conference  and,  in  the  chronological  roll  of  such 
members  published  annually  in  the  Annual  Minutes,  he  shall 
add  a  column  showing  the  net  service  years  of  each  such 
Member  up  to  date  of  publication.  The  Secretary  of  each 
Annual  Conference  shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Mis- 
souri Corporation  the  names  and  years  of  active  service  of 
the  Retired  Ministers  and  of  the  widows  of  ministers  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  The  years  of  active  service  of  a  Re- 
tired IMinister  shall  be  the  years  from  the  date  of  his  ad- 
mission on  trial  to  the  date  of  his  retirement,  less  the  years 
within  this  period  when  he  may  have  been  located,  super- 
numerary, retired,  or  appointed  to  student  work  without 
Pastoral  assignment;  provided,  however,  that  only  two 
years  shall  be  allowed  for  the  time  he  was  on  trial.  The 
years  of  service  to  be  counted  for  a  Minister's  widow  shall 
be  the  years  she  was  his  wife  during  his  active  service. 

(7)  The  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  shall  distribute 
the  moneys  received  on  apportionment  and  otherwise  to  the 
Retired  Ministers,  and  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased 
Members  of  the  Conference,  as  stated  in  subsection  1 ;  pro- 
vided that  each  Annual  Conference  may  set  apart  such  part 
of  its  funds  as  it  may  desire  to  supplement  the  a])propria- 
tion  for  necessitous  cases ;  and  provided  further,  that  when 
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a  Minister  breaks  down  in  the  work  and  is  placed  on  the 
retired  list,  his  claim  shall  begin  from  the  time  at  which  he 
ceased  to  receive  any  support   from  his  last  Charge. 

^  1340.  (1)  Service  years  formerly  rendered  by  Confer- 
ence Claimants  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  respectively,  except  as  other- 
wise herein  provided,  shall  be  counted  for  Annuity  Claim 
without  discrimination  in  the  Annual  Conferences  included 
in  the  territory  assigned  to  the  Missouri  Corporation. 

(2)  The  Missouri  Corporation  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  make  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  clearinghouse  sys- 
tem of  distribution  of  Divided  Annuity  Responsibility  and 
it  shall  report  its  findings  to  the  General  Conference  of  1940. 

Judicial  Decisions 

TI 1341.  The  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  following  regulations : 

The  Lay  Member  of  the  Board  may  or  may  not  be  a  Mem- 
ber of  the  Annual  Conference. 

The  produce  of  The  Publishing  House  and  the  Chartered 
Fund,  set  apart  for  Superannuate  Ministers  and  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  Ministers,  shall  be  added  to  the  fund  raised 
for  Conference  Claimants  and  distributed  to  the  Claimants 
according  to  the  time  of  active  service  rendered  by  the 
Claimants. 

The  Board  may  reserve,  in  its  hands,  so  much  of  its  funds 
as  may  be  necessary  during  the  year  to  pay  on  the  funeral 
expenses  of  deceased  Claimants,  and  to  relieve  Claimants 
who  may  be  brought  into  unforeseen  need  or  distress,  the 
Conference  having  the  right  to  approve,  recommit,  or  amend 
its  report. 

An  appropriation  may  be  made  by  the  Board  to  one  whose 
claim  has  arisen  since  the  preceding  session  of  the  Confer- 
ence. 

The  claim  of  a  superannuate  is  on  the  Conference  of  which 
he  is  a  Member. 

Conference  Claimants  living  in  the  bounds  of  territory 
ceded  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  from  one  Annual 
Conference  to  another  should  be  ceded  with  the  territory, 
but  they  have  the  legal  right  to  continue  to  be  Claimants 
on  the  Annual  Conference  from  which  the  territory  is  ceded. 

Ministers  on  Trial  and  the  families  of  deceased  Ministers 
on  Trial  are  not  beneficiaries  of  the  superannuate  funds. 

Location  for  any  cause  instantly  cancels  all  claims  on  the 
superannuate  funds,  both  for  the  Minister  and  his  family; 
but  the  Conference  may,  if  it  desires,  levy  an  assessment  and 
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make  an  appropriation  as  a  charity,  though  not  so  as  to  di- 
vert the  collections  taken  for  the  Conference  Claimants. 

Widows  of  Superannuate  Ministers  who  married  them 
after  their  superannuation  do  not  become  Conference  Claim- 
ants. 

The  widow  of  a  Traveling  Minister  who  withdraws  from 
our  Church  and  unites  with  another  does  not  forfeit  her 
legal  claim  on  the  superannuate  funds;  but  should  she  in 
doing  so,  or  thereafter,  attack  our  Church,  that  claim  shall 
thereby  be  forfeited. 

Children  of  a  deceased  Minister  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
sound  in  mind  and  body,  shall  not  be  Claimants. 

The  voluntary  renunciation  by  a  Member  of  an  Annual 
Conference  of  his  claim  or  that  of  his  family  does  not  abro- 
gate the  subsequent  claim  of  his  widow  and  the  orphaned 
children.

SECTION   III.      BOARD  OF  CONFERENCE   CLAIMANTS 

Organization  and  Duties 

1i|  1314.  (1)  There  shall  be  organized  in  each  Annual  Con- 
ference a  Conference  Board,  auxiliary  to  The  Board  of  Pen- 
sions, to  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants, 
which  shall  have  charge  of  the  interests  and  work  of  provid- 
ing for  the  support  of  Conference  Claimants  of  the  Annual 
Conference,  except  as  otherwise  provided  for  by  The  Board 
of  Pensions. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  shall  be  com- 
posed of  not  less  than  twelve  members,  effective  Ministers 
and  Laymen  in  equal  number,  to  be  elected  at  the  first  ses- 
sion of  the  Annual  Conference  following  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference and  so  arranged  in  classes  that  one-third  may  be 
elected  annually  thereafter. 

(3)  The  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  shall  report  to 
the  Annual  Conference,  the  names,  addresses,  and  years 
of  service  of  the  Conference  Claimants,  the  names  of  those 
who  have  died  during  the  year,  the  names  of  the  dependent 
children  of  deceased  members  of  the  Conference  and  any 
other  useful  information,  and  show  separately  the  amount 
paid  to  each  by  the  Conference  from  the  annuity  and  nec- 
essitious  fund  and  by  the  Board  of  Pensions.' 

Retired  Ministers,  the  widows  of  Ministers  during  their 
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widowhood,  and  dependent  children  of  deceased  Ministers 
are  Conference  Claimants. 

The  appropriations  to  the  Conference  Claimants  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  shall  make  a 
report  to  the  Board  of  Pensions  immediately  following  the 
session  of  the  Annual  Cnference  and  upon  the  forms  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Pensions. 

(5)  The  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  shall  not  have 
power  to  borrow  money  for  the  purpose  of  making  payment 
to  the  Claimants.

ARTICLE  XVI 

Divided  Annuity  Responsibility 

^  1330.  (1)  The  responsibility  for  annuity  for  the  ap- 
proved years  of  service  of  a  Conference  Claimant  shall  rest 
with  the  Annual  Conference  in  which  the  service  was  per- 
formed, or  its  legal  successor;  provided,  however,  that  serv- 
ice rendered  in  the  territory  of  the  Missouri  Corporation 
prior  to  the  Uniting  Conference  shall  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Annual  Conference  within  the  territory  of  the  Illinois 
Corporation  in  which  the  retired  relation  has  been  granted. 

(2)  The  clearinghouse  system  of  distribution  of  Divided 
Annuity  Responsibility  shall  be  continued  until  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  shall  order  otherwise,  and  the  clearinghouse 
figures  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Pensions  as 
formerly,  subject  to  such  modifications  as  may  be  necessi- 
tated by  the  provisions  of  subsection  1  above. 

(3)  When  fixing  the  appropriations  from  the  income  of 
the  Connectional  Permanent  Fund,  the  Board  of  Pensions 
through  its  Illinois  Corporation,  shall  give  special  considera- 
tion to  the  exigencies  arising  in  Annual  Conferences  which 
pay  an  annuity  rate  of  $10  or  less  per  year  of  service  of  a 
Retired  Minister,  and  in  which  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  Divided  Annuity  Responsibility  has  produced  a 
notably  adverse  effect. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Pensions  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  make  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  problem  of 
devising  equitable  means  to  assign  annuity  responsibility, 
including  service  in  Missions  and  Mission  Conferences,  and 
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it  is  instructed  to  recommend  a  plan  for  the  same  to  the 
General  Conference  of  1940.

SECTION  IV.      REGULATIONS  FOR  THE   TERRITORY  OF  THE 
ILLINOIS    CORPORATION 

The  administration  of  the  pensions  and  support  of  Con- 
ference Claimants  within  the  Annual  Conferences  of  the 
Northeastern,  North  Central,  Central,  and  Western  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  shall  be  with  the  Illinois  Corporation 
and  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  con- 
tained in  the  following  Code : 

The  Pension  Code 
article  i 
II 1315.  Definition  of  Conference  Claimants 
Retired  Ministers,  the  widows  of  ministers,  during  their 
widowhood,  and  dependent  children  of  deceased  Ministers 
are  Conference  Claimants. 

ARTICLE  II 

^  1316.  Nature  of  MinisteHal  Support 

Assumption  of  the  obligations  of  the  Ministry  required 
to  be  made  at  the  time  of  his  admission  to  membership  in  an 
Annual  Conference  puts  upon  the  Church  the  inevitable 
counter-obligation  of  providing  a  comfortable  support  for 
the  minister  during  the  period  of  his  membership  in  an 
Annual  Conference  and  for  his  widow  and  dependent  chil- 
dren after  his  death,  but  such  counter-obligation  with  ref- 
erence to  an  annuity  shall  not  be  construed  as  contractual 
unless  and  until  provision  shall  have  been  made  therefor  on 
an  actuarial  reserve  basis. 

ARTICLE   III 

^  1317.  Approval  of  Claim 

The  Annual  Conference  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the 
admissability  and  validity  of  annuity  claims,  and  shall  be 
fully  competent  to  determine  all  payments,  disallowances, 
and  deductions  thereunder,  subject  to  the  s:pecific  regula- 
tions relating  thereto  contained  in  the  Discipline. 
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ARTICLE  IV 
^  1318.  Retirement 

(1)  The  Annual  Conference  may  place  any  member  there- 
of in  the  retired  relation,  with  or  without  his  consent  and 
irrespective  of  his  age,  if  such  relation  be  recommended  by 
the  Committee  on  Conference  Relations.  If  retirem.ent 
takes  place  before  attainment  of  age  sixty-five,  the  right  to 
make  an  annuity  claim  shall  be  unimpaired. 

(2)  At  his  own  request,  the  Annual  Conference  may  place 
any  member  thereof  in  the  retired  relation,  with  the  privi- 
lege of  making  an  annuity  claim  if  he  has  attained  the  age 
of  sixty-five  years  prior  to  the  date  of  the  opening  session 
of  the  Annual  Conference  to  which  said  request  is  presented. 

(3)  Retirement  prior  to  attainment  of  age  sixty-five  with 
the  privilege  of  making  an  annuity  claim  on  the  ground  of 
a  Minister's  personal  disability,  shall  be  permitted  only 
after  a  thorough  investigation  of  his  case  by,  and  presenta- 
tion of  a  medical  certificate  to,  the  Committee  on  Confer- 
ence Relations.  This  certificate  shall  be  made  on  a  form  ap- 
proved by  the  Illinois  Corporation,  and  shall  be  given  by 
a  regular  medical  doctor,  other  than  the  personal  physician 
of  the  applicant,  who  has  been  approved  by  the  Committee 
on  Conference  Relations.  If  such  disability  continue  for 
more  than  one  year,  such  medical  certificate  shall  be  re- 
quired annually. 

ARTICLE  V 

^  1319.  Definitions. 

(1")  The  following  "Years  of  Approved  Service"  in  the 
effective  relation  in  an  Annual  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church  may  be  counted  for  the  purpose  of  determining  both 
the  annuity  claims  and  the  annuities  payable  thereon :  (a) 
as  Pastor-in-Charge  or  Assistant  Pastor;  (b)  as  District 
Superintendent,  Presiding  Elder,  or  Conference  President; 
(c)  as  Special  Appointee  to  an  institution  or  organization 
owned  and  operated  by  The  Methodist  Church  and  of  which 
the  entire  Board  of  Trustees,  Managers,  or  Directors  is 
elected  by  an  Annual,  Jurisdictional,  or  General  Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church;  or  if  appointment  is  for  service 
in  an  institution  or  organization  other  than  those  provided 
for  in  (c)  of  this  section  the  claim  for  annuity  shall  be  es- 
tablished annually  only  after  approval  by  a  three-fourths 
vote  of  the  Annual  Conference;  (d)  as  a  member  of  the 
Annual  Conference  left  without  appointment  to  attend 
school;  (e)  "leave  of  absence";  (f)  as  the  wife  of  a  Minis- 
ter during  his  "years  of  Approved  Service." 
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Two  years  of  service  on  trial  as  Pastor-in-Charge  or  As- 
sistant Pastor  shall  be  counted  also  as  "Years  of  Approved 
Service." 

(2)  The  following  years  of  service  in  the  effective  rela- 
tion may  not  be  approved  as  a  basis  of  annuity  claim :  (a) 
Years  for  which  a  pension,  or  any  other  form  of  compen- 
sation or  "deferred  salary,"  is  received  from  any  source 
other  than  the  Annual  Conference;  (b)  years  served,  under 
a  special  appointment,  made  after  May  29,  1934,  with  an  in- 
stitution or  organization  not  formally  approved  by  the  An- 
nual Conference.  Special  appointments  shall  be  listed  in 
the  Conference  Yearbook,  in  two  divisions  as  follows:  (1) 
with  annuity  claim,  (2)  without  annuity  claim. 

(3)  The  "Annuity  Rate"  shall  mean  the  sum  determined 
annually  by  the  Annual  Conference,  payable  as  an  annuity 
for  each  year  of  "Approved  Service"  of  a  Retired  Minister 
rendered  in  The  Methodist  Church.  The  "Annuity  Rate" 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Annual  Conference,  without  re- 
striction, but  it  is  recommended  that  such  rate  be  not  less 
than  one  per  cent  of  the  "Average  Salary"  of  the  Confer- 
ence, as  hereinafter  defined  in  (4). 

(4)  The  "Average  Salary"  of  the  Conference  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  annuity  plan  shall  mean  the  average  salary, 
including  house  rent  at  a  valuation  equivalent  to  fifteen 
per  cent  of  the  salary,  of  the  Ministers  in  the  Annual  Con- 
ference who  are  in  the  effective  relation  as  Pastors  or  Dis- 
trict Superintendents,  based  on  the  salaries  as  published 
in  the  statistical  reports  for  the  Conference  Year  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  General  Conference.  In  computing  the 
"Average  Salary"  of  the  Conference,  no  account  shall  be 
taken  of  salaries  of  Ministers  who  shall  have  served  less 
than  one  year  on  a  Pastoral  Charge.  The  "Average  Sal- 
ary" shall  be  established  by  the  Illinois  Corporation  for 
each  Annual  Conference  quadrenially,  immediately  preced- 
ing the  General  Conference. 

(5)  "Dependent  Child"  shall  mean  a  child  of  a  deceased 
Minister  or  a  child  legally  adopted  before  the  Minister's 
retirement  or  death,  under  sixteen  years  of  age  and  depend- 
ent for  his  or  her  support.  If  the  child  be  kept  in  a  stand- 
ard school,  the  age  limit  may  be  extended  not  to  exceed  two 
additional  years  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Conference  Claim- 
ants. 

(6)  "The  Methodist  Church"  shall  mean  The  Methodist 
Church  after  the  Uniting  Conference  of  1939,  also  any  of 
the  Churches,  united  in  1939,  as  they  were  constituted  prior 
to  1939. 
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(7)  "Methodist  Minister"  shall  mean  a  Minister  of  The 
Methodist  Church  as  defined  above. 

(8)  "Illinois  Corporation"  shall  mean  the  corporation  of 
the  Board  of  Pensions  having  the  administration  of  pension 
work  in  the  Northeastern,  the  North  Central,  the  Western 
and  the  Central  Jurisdictions. 

(9)  "Missouri  Corporation"  shall  mean  the  corporation 
of  the  Board  of  Pensions  having  the  administration  of  pen- 
sion work  in  the  Southeastern  and  South  Central  Jurisdic- 
tions. 

ARTICLE   VI 
^  1320.  Claim  of  a  Retired  Minister 

The  Annuity  Claim  of  a  Retired  Minister  shall  be  for  an 
amount  equivalent  to  the  total  of  his  "Years  of  Approved 
Service"  multiplied  by  the  "Annuity  Rate"  as  defined  above, 
irrespective  of  breaks  in  the  sequence  of  such  service. 

ARTICLE  VII 

1j  1321.  Claim  of  a  Widow 

( 1 )  The  Annuity  Claim  of  a  widow  shall  be  for  an  amount 
equivalent  to  the  total  of  her  "Years  of  Approved  Service" 
multiplied  by  seventy  per  cent  of  the  "Annuity  Rate"  (See 
Article  V,  subsections  1-2).  The  fact  that  a  widow  served 
as  the  wife  of  a  Minister  of  The  Methodist  Church  until  his 
death  and,  after  an  intervening  period  of  widowhood,  served 
again  as  the  wife  of  another  Minister  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  shall  not  prevent  the  approval  of  all  such  years 
of  service  for  the  purpose  of  computing  her  "Annuity 
Claim." 

(2)  The  Annuity  Claim  of  a  widow  shall  become  effec- 
tive immediately  upon  the  death  of  her  husband.  (See 
Article  XI,  subsections  6,  7,  for  amplification  of  this  sec- 
tion.) 

(3)  The  Annuity  Claim  of  the  widow  shall  be  valid, 
whether  or  not  a  located  preacher  had  been  restored  to 
membership  in  the  Annual  Conference  at  the  time  of  his 
death. 

(4)  A  certificate  of  the  fact  that  a  widow  remains  un- 
married and  continues  as  a  member  of  The  Methodist 
Church  shall  be  obtained  annually  by  the  Board  of  Confer- 
ence Claimants  on  a  form  to  be  provided  by  the  Illinois 
Corporation. 

(5)  If  a  widow  reside  in  a  foreign  land,  or  in  a  commu- 
nity where  there  is  no  Methodist  Church  accessible,  she  may 
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receive  permission  from  the  Annual  Conference,  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  to  join  or  affiliate  with  any  other  Evangelical 
Church  in  such  place  of  residence.  In  such  case,  her  mari- 
tal status  and  Christian  character  shall  be  certified  by  her 
Pastor  annually  on  a  form  to  be  provided  by  the  Illinois 
Corporation. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

^  1322.  Clcdm  of  a  Dependent  Child 

(1)  The  Annuity  Claim  of  a  "Dependent  Child"  shall  be 
determined  by  multiplying  the  father's  "Years  of  Approved 
Service"  by  one-fourth  of  the  "Annuity  Rate"  (see  Article 
V,  subsection  3),  provided,  however,  that  in  no  case  shall 
the  total  of  the  annuity  claims  of  the  dependent  children 
exceed  the  Annuity  Claim  of  the  father. 

(2)  The  Annuity  Claim  of  a  "Dependent  Child"  shall  be- 
come effective  immediately  upon  the  death  of  the  father, 
and  shall  cease  upon  attainment  of  age  sixteen.  If  the  child 
be  kept  in  a  standard  school,  the  age-limit  may  be  extended, 
not  to  exceed  two  additional  years,  by  action  of  the  Board 
of  Conference  Claimants. 

(3)  A  certificate  of  attendance  of  a  "Dependent  Child," 
at  a  standard  school,  shall  be  obtained  annually  between  the 
ages  of  sixteen  and  eighteen  by  the  Board  of  Conference 
Claimants,  on  a  form  to  be  provided  by  the  Illinois  Cor- 
poration. 

(4)  A  child  born  of  a  marriage  consummated  after  the 
father  has  been  placed  in  the  retired  relation  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  benefits  from  the  Conference  Claimants  Funds. 

ARTICLE   IX 

^[  1323.  Apportiomnent 

(1)  The  apportionment  to  the  Pastoral  Charges  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  for  annuity  claims  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  by  multiply- 
ing the  total  "Years  of  Approved  Service"  (see  Article  V, 
subsections  1,  2)  of  the  (Conference  Claimants  (for  this 
purpose  the  total  of  widows'  years  of  service  shall  be  re- 
duced thirty  per  cent,  and  the  total  years  of  the  deceased 
fathers  of  "Dependent  Children"  shall  be  reduced  seventy- 
five  per  cent)  by  the  "Annuity  Rate"  determined  by  the 
Annual  Conference,  and  subtracting  therefrom  the  total 
of  all  moneys  received  for  annuity  distribution  from  sources 
other  than  the  Pastoral  Charges.  In  figuring  the  "Years  of 
Approved  Service,"  for  purposes  of  computing  the  appor- 
tionment, the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  shall  take 
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account  of  the  probable  net  increase  of  such  years  which 
may  be  caused  by  deaths  during  the  year  or  by  retirements 
likely  to  be  effected  at  the  next  Annual  Conference. 

(2)  The  apportionment  to  the  Pastoral  Charges  for  both 
regular  relief  and  emergency  appropriations  for  Confer- 
ence Claimants  who  are  in  distress,  because  of  inadequacy 
of  the  annuity  to  meet  their  needs,  or  because  of  other 
special  circumstances,  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Board 
of  Conference  Claimants  and  approved  by  the  Annual  Con- 
ference. 

(3)  As  a  general  limitation,  the  sum  total  of  the  appor- 
tionment above  mentioned  shall  not  exceed  a  figure  equiva- 
lent to  twelve  per  cent  of  the  total  salaries  of  the  Pastors  and 
District  Superintendents  of  the  Conference ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  a  larger  apportionment  may  be  approved  by  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  pres- 
ent and  voting.  In  the  interest  of  equitable  apportionment, 
it  is  recommended  that  the  sums  asked  from  the  several 
Pastoral  Charges  for  Conference  Claimants  be  determined 
according  to  a  graduated  scale,  devised  so  as  to  distribute 
the  larger  part  of  the  apportionment  to  the  Pastoral  Charges 
paying  as  much  or  more  than  the  average  Pastoral  salary 
of  the  Conference.  House  rent  shall  not  be  considered  in 
making  the  apportionment  to  the  Pastoral  Charges,  but  when 
paid  by  the  Pastor  should  be  considered  as  a  deduction  from 
his  cash  salary.  When  requested  to  do  so,  the  Board  of 
Pensions  shall  assist  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants 
in  the  preparation  of  a  graduated  scale  of  apportionments. 
Under  the  graduated  scale  plan,  the  foregoing  provisions 
shall  not,  in  any  case,  preclude  the  making  of  a  larger  ap- 
portionment than  twelve  per  cent  of  the  Pastoral  salary  to 
an  individual  Pastoral  Charge. 

(4)  The  sum  total  of  the  apportionments  above  men- 
tioned shall  be  apportioned  as  one  amount  to  the  several 
Pastoral  Charges  of  the  Conference  and  to  self-supporting 
Pastoral  Charges  in  Missions  served  by  members  of  the 
Conference.  The  apportionment  to  the  individual  Charge 
for  Conference  Claimants  shall  be  stated  as  a  percentage 
of  the  salary  to  be  received  by  the  Pastor.  The  recommen- 
dations in  this  section  shall  not  preclude  the  use  of  othej 
methods  of  apportionment  on  a  percentage  basis,  which 
may  be  adopted  by  vote  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

(5)  The  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  may  apportion 
annually  to  an  organization  or  institution  of  The  Method- 
ist Church,  employing  a  member  of  the  Conference  and 
which  does  not  provide,  a  pension  for  his  years  of  service 
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therein,  an  amount  not  to  exceed  twelve  times  the  average 
"Annuity  Rate"  established  by  the  Conference  during  five 
years  immediately  preceding.  Moneys  collected  on  appor- 
tionment made  under  this  section  shall  be  conserved  at  in- 
terest by  the  Illinois  Corporation  and  shall  be  applied  in 
distribution  only  after  the  person  involved  or  his  widow 
becomes  a  Conference  Claimant.  It  is  recommended  that 
such  moneys  be  released,  for  distribution  on  account  of  the 
Conference  Claimants  concerned,  at  the  regular  annuity 
rate  of  the  Conference.  In  the  event  of  termination  of 
membership  in  an  Annual  Conference,  the  Illinois  Corpora- 
tion shall  pay  the  accumulated  amount,  as  it  may  determine, 
to  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  concerned. 

(6)  To  a  Federated  Church,  which  is  under  the  juris- 
diction of  a  Quarterly  Conference,  and  served  by  a  Minister 
of  the  Conference,  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  shall 
make  an  apportionment  equivalent  to  the  apportionment 
made  to  a  Methodist  Church  within  the  Conference  hav- 
ing membership  and  resources  equal  to  the  Methodist  con- 
stituency of  the  Federated  Church. 

(7)  A  Community  Church,  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
a  Quarterly  Conference,  and  served  by  a  Methodist  Min- 
ister, appointed  thereto  on  request  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence, supported  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  shall  not  be  subject  to 
an  apportionment  and  the  service  of  a  Minister  rendered 
thereto  shall  be  without  annuity  claim. 

ARTICLE  X 

H  1324.  Proportional  Payment 

(1)  The  amount  payable  by  any  Pastoral  Charge  on  the 
apportionment  for  Conference  Claimants  shall  be  directly 
proportional  to  the  amount  of  cash  received  by  the  Pastor 
on  his  salary.  The  apportionment  for  Conference  Claimants 
being  stated  as  a  percentage  of  the  Pastor's  salary,  an 
amount  equivalent  to  that  percentage  shall  be  due  to  the 
Board  of  Conference  Claimants  on  the  basis  of  the  pay- 
ments made  to  the  Pastor. 

(2)  The  Treasurer  of  the  Pastoral  Charge  shall  be  pri- 
marily responsible  for  the  application  of  the  provisions  of 
the  first  section  of  this  Article,  but  in  the  event  of  his  fail- 
ure to  apply  such  provisions  the  Pastor  shall  adjust  his  cash 
salary  and  the  payment  to  the  Conference  Claimants  ac- 
cording to  the  proper  ratio,  as  provided  above,  before  he 
enters  the  respective  amounts  in  his  statistical  report  to  the 
Annual  Conference.  And  on  retirement,  the  amount  of  such 
defaults  shall  be  deducted  from  his  annuity  subject  to  the 
limitations  of  deduction  provided  hereinafter. 
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(3)  It  shall  not  be  permissible  for  a  Pastor-in-Charge 
to  receive  a  bonus  or  other  supplementary  compensation 
intended  to  defeat  the  object  of  the  regulation  in  subsection 
2  of  this  Article  by  the  stipulation  that  such  bonus,  or  other 
supplementary  compensation,  be  not  counted  on  his  sal- 
ary. For  so  doing,  on  the  complaint  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
ference Claimants,  his  annuity  claim  may  be  disallowed  by 
Conference  order  for  the  particular  year  of  service  during 
which  such  bonus  or  supplementary  compensation  was  so 
received. 

ARTICLE  XI 

^  1325.  Distribution 

(1)  Moneys  for  Annuity  and  Relief  distribution  shall  be 
derived  from  public  collections,  private  gifts,  bequests,  and 
other  sources;  and  in  order  that  the  Church  may  effect- 
ually meet  the  obligation  to  provide  a  comfortable  support 
for  Conference  Claimants,  the  rules  and  regulations  for  ob- 
taining and  administering  the  funds  established  for  such 
purposes  shall  be  observed  by  all  Pastors,  District  Superin- 
tendents, and  Bishops,  and  by  all  Pastoral  Charges,  Quar- 
terly, and  Annual  Conferences. 

(2)  The  amount  received  each  year  from  the  Pastoral 
Charges  shall  be  divided  at  the  end  of  the  Conference  Year 
between  Annuity  Distribution  and  the  Relief  Fund  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  asked  from  the  Pastoral  Charges  for 
each  fund  respectively  at  the  previous  session  of  the  An- 
nual Conference.  Any  part  of  such  amount  received  in 
advance  of  the  annual  session  of  the  Conference  shall  be 
reserved  for  appropriation  and  expenditure  during  the 
ensuing  Conference  year. 

(3)  Moneys  designated  for  Annuities  shall  be  distrib- 
uted on  the  basis  of  service,  and  shall  consist  of: 

(a)  The  dividend  of  The  Methodist  Publishing  House. 

(b)  The  income  from  any  investments  of  the  Annual 
Conference  for  Annuity  Distribution  held  for  this  purpose. 

(c)  Gifts  and  bequests  for  Annuity  Distribution. 

(d)  Such  proportion  of  the  money  received  from  the 
Pastoral  Charges  for  Conference  Claimants  as  is  for  An- 
nuity Distribution. 

(4)  Moneys  designated  for  Relief  on  the  basis  of  special 
need  shall  consist  of : 

(a)  The  appropriation  f or  Connectional  Relief  paid  to  the 
Annual  Conference  by  the  Illinois  Corporation. 

(b)  Such  proportion  of  the  money  received  from  the 
Pastoral  Charges  as  is  for  Relief  on  the  basis  of  special 
need. 
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(c)  The  income  from  such  gifts  and  bequests  as  are  made 
for  Relief  on  the  basis  of  special  need. 

(d)  Income  arising  from  investments  made  by  Relief  and 
Aid  Societies  of  the  Annual  Conferences,  if  so  designated  by 
them. 

(5)  Money  designated  for  Emergency  Relief  shall  con- 
sist of: 

(a)  The  dividend  of  the  Chartered  Fund. 

(b)  Special  collections  at  the  Annual  Conference  for 
Emergency  Relief. 

(c)  Gifts  and  bequests  for  immediate  distribution  as 
Emergency  Relief. 

(6)  The  Annual  Conference  may  authorize  the  Board  of 
Conference  Claimants  to  pay  annuities  and  relief  benefits 
quarterly  or  semi-annually  in  advance.  In  such  case,  upon 
the  death  of  a  Retired  Minister,  the  first  subsequent  pay- 
ment to  his  widow  and  children,  if  there  be  any  surviving, 
shall  be  the  next  periodical  payment  due  to  all  Claimants 
of  the  Conference,  and  upon  the  death  of  a  widow  no  fur- 
ther paym.ent  shall  be  made  on  her  account  beyond  the  last 
payment  regularly  due  and  payable  while  she  was  living; 
the  same  rule,  regarding  after-death  payment,  shall  apply 
to  a  "Dependent  Child"  deceased  prior  to  attainment  of 
age  sixteen.  In  the  case  of  a  widow  whose  husband  died 
while  in  the  effective  relation,  the  first  payment  of  annuity 
to  be  made  immediately  shall  cover  pro  rata  the  unelapsed 
portion  of  the  installment  period  during  which  his  death 
occurred. 

(7)  In  case  the  Annual  Conference  authorizes  the  Board 
of  Conference  Claimants  to  pay  annuities  and  relief  bene- 
fits either  quarterly  or  semi-annually  at  the  end  of  which- 
ever installment  period  it  may  select,  rather  than  in  ad- 
vance, as  indicated  in  subsection  6  of  this  Article,  then  the 
first  periodical  payment  due  after  retirement  of  a  Minister 
shall  not  be  payable  until  one  such  installment  period  has 
elapsed  following  the  session  of  the  Conference  at  which  he 
was  placed  in  the  retired  relation.  In  such  case,  upon  the 
death  of  a  Retired  Minister,  the  first  subsequent  payment 
to  his  widow  and  "Dependent  Children,"  if  there  be  any  sur- 
viving, shall  be  the  balance  due  to  him  for  the  elapsed  por- 
tion of  the  installment  period  which  he  failed  to  outlive  plus 
the  payment  due  to  them  for  the  unelapsed  portion  of  such 
period.  Furthermore,  upon  the  death  of  the  widow,  any 
balance  due  to  her  may  be  paid  to  the  surviving  "Depend- 
ent Children,"  if  there  be  any,  but  her  estate  shall  have 
no  claim  thereto.    In  the  event  of  the  death  of  a  Retired 
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Minister  who  received  his  annuity  payments  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  who  died  leaving  neither 
widow  nor  "Dependent  Children,"  no  payment  shall  be  made 
to  his  estate.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  a  Minister  in  the 
effective  relation  the  first  payment  to  the  widow  and  "De- 
pendent Children,"  if  there  be  any  surviving,  shall  be  made 
pro  rata  for  the  period  elapsed  between  the  time  of  his 
death  and  the  date  of  the  next  regular  payment. 

(8)  The  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  shall  investigate 
carefully  all  claims  made  on  the  basis  of  special  need  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  obtain  annually  in  advance 
as  much  information  regarding  their  condition  as  may 
be  available,  in  order  that  the  Board  of  Conference  Claim- 
ants may  have  before  it  the  facts  necessary  to  determine 
equitably  the  amount  of  relief  to  be  granted  in  each  case. 

A  Minister  in  the  supernumerary  relation  cannot  make 
an  annuity  claim  and  may  be  granted  Relief  by  the  Board 
of  Conference  Claimants  only  when  it  is  so  ordered  by  the 
Annual  Conference. 

(9)  The  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  may  establish 
a  fund  for  the  purpose  of  granting  Emergency  Relief  to 
Conference  Claimants  in  cases  of  special  need.  Normally, 
such  fund  should  not  exceed  the  equivalent  of  ten  per  cent 
of  the  total  amount  appropriated  for  regular  Relief  grants. 

(10)  The  Annual  Conference,  upon  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants,  shall  designate  a  bank 
or  other  depository,  for  deposit  of  the  funds  held  by  the 
Board  of  Conference  Claimants. 

(11)  When  it  is  deemed  expedient,  the  Board  of  Con- 
ference Claimants  may  build  up  a  reserve  fund  from  the  in- 
come for  Conference  Claimants  in  order  to  stabilize  the  an- 
nuity rate  payable  in  the  Conference.  Such  reserve  fund 
should  be,  at  least,  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  average  an- 
nual income  of  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  for  all 
purposes  for  the  five  years  immediately  preceding.  Such 
reserve  fund  shall  be  held  as  the  Annual  Conference  shall 
direct  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  requirements  described 
in  subsection  10  of  this  Article. 

(12)  Whenever  it  is  deemed  advisable  because  of  the 
problems  arising  from  a  merger  of  Conferences,  two  or 
more  Conferences  may  pool  or  combine  all  or  a  part  of  their 
incomes  for  Conference  Claimants  and  administer  the  same 
jointly  under  their  combined  Conference  Boards  of  Con- 
ference Claimants. 
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ARTICLE   XII 

^  1326.  Operation  Through  Illinois  Corporation 

(1)  When  authorized  by  the  Annual  Conference,  the 
Board  of  Conference  Claimants  may  deposit  all  or  any  part 
of  the  funds  under  its  control  with  the  Illinois  Corpora- 
tion. 

(2)  The  Annual  Conference  may  authorize  the  Illinois 
Corporation  to  make  the  periodical  payments  to  the  Confer- 
ence Claimants  and,  in  such  case,  the  Board  of  Conference 
Claimants  shall  prepare  annually  a  complete  schedule  of 
the  plan  of  distribution  for  the  guidance  of  the  Illinois  Cor- 
poration in  making  such  payments,  and  shall  co-operate 
fully  with  it,  in  order  to  insure  efficient  and  prompt  service. 
Checks  issued  by  the  Illinois  Corporation  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  show  plainly  the  name  of  the 
Conference  for  which  the  disbursements  are  made. 

(3)  The  Illinois  Corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  collect 
an  annual  service  fee,  figured  on  a  cost  basis,  for  the  work 
specified  in  the  preceding  section. 

(4)  The  Illinois  Corporation  shall  furnish  annually  to 
the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  a  report  showing  full 
details  of  the  transactions  under  subsection  2  of  this  Article. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

^  1327.  Liens  on  Annuities 

(1)  Whenever  a  Conference  Claimant  shall  be  in  debt  to 
The  Methodist  Publishing  House,  or  to  the  Conference  or 
to  any  of  its  organizations,  on  account  of  unpaid  assess- 
ments, and  pledges  for  the  benefit  of  Conference  Claimants, 
such  debt  shall  constitute  a  lien  on  the  annuity  of  the  person 
involved,  and  the  Conference  shall  have  power  to  appropri- 
ate and  apply  his  or  her  annuity,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  the 
payment  of  such  debt;  provided,  however,  that  not  more 
than  one-quarter  of  the  annuity  shall  be  appropriated  in  any 
year  for  such  purpose  and,  furthermore,  provided  that  such 
power  shall  not  be  interpreted  as  applying  to  the  settlement 
of  other  debts  of  a  Conference  Claimant. 

(2)  An  Annual  Conference  may  file  with  another  An- 
nual Conference  a  claim  against  a  member  transferred 
thereto  while  he  was  owing  all  or  part  of  any  assessment  or 
pledge  for  the  benefit  of  funds  for  Conference  Claimants 
and,  upon  retirement  of  such  member,  the  Board  of  Con- 
ference Claimants  shall  collect,  on  behalf  of  the  Confer- 
ence making  the  claim,  the  amount  owed,  subj'ect  to  the  pro- 
visions in  subsection  1  of  this  Article. 
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ARTICLE  XIV 

^  1328.  Relinquishment 

For  a  year  at  a  time,  a  Conference  Claimant  may  volun- 
tarily relinquish  in  writing  his  or  her  Annuity  Claim  and 
any  amount  payable  thereunder ;  provided  that  the  disposal 
of  the  relinquished  amount  shall  be  entirely  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants. 

ARTICLE  XV 
^  1329.  Disallowance  of  Annuities 

(1)  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Conference 
Claimants,  after  opportunity  has  been  given  for  either  a 
written  or  oral  statement  by  the  Claimant,  any  "Annuity 
Claim"  may  be  disallowed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  any  cause 
cited  by  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants ;  provided,  that 
in  case  of  disallowance  for  such  cause,  approval  shall  be 
given  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences present  and  voting. 

(2)  When  an  "Annuity  Claim"  shall  have  been  disal- 
lowed, under  subsection  1  of  this  Article,  it  may  be  recon- 
sidered at  any  subsequent  annual  session  of  the  Conference, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Conference  Claim- 
ants, or  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference. 

(3)  For  disallowance  on  account  of  accepting  a  bonus  or 
other  supplementary  compensation  with  intention  to  de- 
feat the  plan  of  proportional  payment  of  Ministerial  Sup- 
port, see  Article  X,  subsection  3. 

ARTICLE  XVII 
^  1331.  Fund  for  Accepted  Supply  Pastors 

(1)  Each  Annual  Conference  which  utilizes  the  services 
of  Accepted  Supply  Pastors  shall  create  and  maintain  a 
relief  fund  for  Accepted  Supply  Pastors  to  be  administered 
by  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  for  the  purpose  of 
granting  relief  to  aged  and  disabled  Accepted  Supply  Pas- 
tors who  shall  have  given  not  less  than  twenty  years  of  full- 
time  pastoral  service  under  the  direction  and  control  of  a 
District  Superintendent.  Claimants  on  this  fund  shall  be 
known  as  "Special  Conference  Claimants"  and  all  account- 
ing on  their  behalf  shall  be  kept  separate  from  the  accounts 
for  "Regular  Conference  Claimants."     (^  1315.) 

(2)  On  and  after  attainment  of  the  age  specified  in  the 
Discipline  for  the  retirement  of  Ministers  who  are  Members 
of  an  Annual  Conference,  Accepted  Supply  Pastors  may  be- 
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come  "Special  Conference  Claimants"  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Conference  Relations  and  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Annual  Conference. 

(3)  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  death  of  an  Ac- 
cepted Supply  Pastor,  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants 
shall  consider  the  case  of  his  widow,  if  any,  and  grant  such 
relief  as  may  be  available,  subject  to  the  service  require- 
ments in  subsection  1  of  this  Article,  and  provided  that 
she  retain  membership  in  The  Methodist  Church. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  shall  require  an 
annual  statement  from  each  "Special  Conference  Claimant," 
and  a  report  with  certificate  of  character  which  may  be 
furnished  by  either  the  Quarterly  Conference,  Pastor,  or 
District  Superintendent  where  the  Claimant  resides. 

(5)  Application  for  disability  relief  by  an  Accepted  Sup- 
ply Pastor,  prior  to  attainment  of  the  age  specified  in  the 
Discipline  for  the  retirement  of  Ministers  who  are  Mem- 
bers of  an  Annual  Conference,  and  before  completion  of  the 
minimum  number  of  required  years  of  service,  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  recommendation  of  the  District  Su- 
perintendent with  a  full  statement  of  need  and  a  physician's 
certificate. 

(6)  The  Annual  Conference,  acting  through  the  Board 
of  Conference  Claimants,  shall  determine  the  method  to  be 
used  in  raising  moneys  for  this  fund. 

(7)  The  Annual  Conferences  may  create  and  maintain  a 
reserve  fund  for  the  aid  of  its  aged  and  disabled  Accepted 
Supply  Pastors.  Such  fund  shall  be  invested  and  adminis- 
tered in  such  m.anner  as  the  Annual  Conference  shall  de- 
termine, but  the  accounting  shall  be  kept  separate. 

ARTICLE   XVIII 

^  1332.  Committee  on  Proportional  Paytnents 

The  Annual  Conference  may  constitute  its  Board  of  Con- 
ference Claimants  a  Committee  on  Proportional  Payment 
of  Ministerial  Support  for  the  purpose  of  comparing  the 
records  of  amounts  paid  on  the  support  of  Pastors  and  Con- 
ference Claimants  by  each  Pastoral  Charge,  computing  the 
proportional  distribution  thereof,  and  keeping  a  permanent 
record  of  defaults,  or  the  Conference  may  organize  a  spe- 
cial Committee  on  Proportional  Payment  of  Ministerial 
Support,  which  shall  keep  permanent  records  and  furnish 
necessary  information  to  the  Board  of  Conference  Claim- 
ants regarding  adjustment  of  annuities. 
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ARTICLE  XIX 

^  1333.  Adherence  to  Plan 

The  Annual  Conference  shall  not  subvert,  contravene,  or 
modify  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  for  the  support  of 
Conference  Claimants  by  entering  into  special  contracts 
with  organizations  not  under  the  control  of  The  Methodist 
Church  for  the  payment  of  annuities;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  free  to  make  such  ar- 
rangements for  Group  Life  Insurance  as  it  may  deem  nec- 
essary. 

ARTICLE  XX 

^  1334.  Reserve  Funding 

The  Illinois  Corporation  is  authorized  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  any  Annual  Conference  whereby  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  to  fund  in  advance,  on  an  actuarial  re- 
serve basis,  any  part  or  all  of  the  annuities  for  which  the 
Conference  is  responsible,  subject  to  the  following  general 
provisions : 

(1)  An  annual  contribution  not  to  exceed  the  equiva- 
lent of  two  per  cent  of  the  current  average  salary  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  required  from  all  members  entering  the 
fund  under  the  provisions  of  this  Article. 

(2)  The  yearly  contribution  to  be  made  by  the  Annual 
Conference  shall  be  determined  by  it  after  consultation  with 
the  Illinois  Corporation. 

(3)  Annuities  funded  on  an  actuarial  reserve  basis  shall 
conform  as  closely  as  practicable  to  the  types  indicated  in 
the  Annuity  Plan  for  Conference  Claimants  as  amended 
from  time  to  time. 

(4)  The  plan  in  this  paragraph  may  be  used  in  conjunc- 
tion with  and  supplementary  to  the  Ministers'  Reserve  Pen- 
sion Plan. 

ARTICLE  XXI 

1[  1335.  Financial  Policy 

The  following  rules  shall  apply  to  financial  administra- 
tion of  Annual  Conference  Boards : 

(1)  Persons  connected  in  any  way  with  the  securities, 
real  estate,  or  other  forms  of  investment  sold  to  or  pur- 
chased from  the  Annual  Conference,  shall  be  ineligible  to 
serve  on  the  investment  committees  of  Annual  Conference 
Boards,  societies,  or  institutions. 

(2)  No  officer  or  member  of  an  Annual  Conference  Board, 
society,  or  institution  shall  receive  a  personal  commission, 
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bonus,  or  remuneration  in  connection  with  the  purchase  or 
sale  of  securities  for  such  board,  society  or  institution. 

(3)  The  principle  of  diversification  of  investments  shall 
be  observed,  in  order  to  obtain  proper  geographical  and 
class  distribution  of  investment  commitments. 

(4)  Real  property  shall  be  accepted  as  consideration  for 
life  annuity  agreements  only  with  the  stipulation  that  the 
annuity  shall  not  exceed  the  net  income  on  the  property 
until  such  property  shall  have  been  liquidated.  Upon  liqui- 
dation, the  annuity  shall  be  paid  upon  the  net  proceeds  at 
the  established  annuity  rate. 

(5)  Annual  Conference  Boards,  societies,  and  institu- 
tions shall  not  offer  higher  rates  of  annuity  than  those 
listed  in  the  annuity  schedules  approved  by  the  General 
Boards  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

(6)  Upon  the  order  of  the  Annual  Conference,  there  shall 
be  printed  in  its  Yearbook  a  list  of  the  investments  held  by 
each  of  the  organizations  directly  or  indirectly  under  the 
control  of  the  Conference,  or  such  list  may  be  distributed 
directly  to  the  members  of  the  Conference  at  their  request. 
A  copy  of  all  lists  concerning  Conference  Claimants  shall  be 
filed  annually  with  the  Illinois  Corporation. 

(7)  Borrowing  money  in  any  Conference  year,  to  enable 
the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  to  complete  payment  of 
annuities  at  a  designated  annuity  rate,  shall  be  done  only  on 
authority  of  the  Annual  Conference  granted  by  a  three- 
fourths  count  vote. 

(8)  No  officer  or  member  of  any  Annual  Conference 
Board,  society,  institution,  or  Board  of  Trustees  of  any 
Church  or  Church  organization,  shall  be  eligible  to  obtain 
a  loan  in  any  amount  from  funds  committed  to  the  care 
of  such  Board,  society,  or  institution. 

ARTICLE  XXII 

T[  1336.  Transfers  from  Foreign  Language  Confei'ences 

When  a  Local  Church  supporting  a  pastor  in  the  effective 
relation,  or  a  group  of  Local  Churches  comprising  a  Pastoral 
Charge  and  supporting  a  Pastor,  is  transferred  to  the  jur- 
isdiction of  an  English-speaking  conference,  a  Conference 
Member  in  the  effective  relation  from  said  Foreign  Lan- 
guage Conference  shall  also  be  transferred  to  the  same 
English-speaking  Conference,  and  all  liability  for  annuities 
on  account  of  service  in  the  effective  relation  rendered  in  the 
Foi'eign  Language  Conference  prior  to  such  transfer  shall 
rest  with  the  Annual  Conference  to  which  the  Member  is 
being  transferred. 
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ARTICLE  XXIII 

Ij  1337.  Judicial  Decisions 

The  following  Judicial  Decisions  shall  apply  to  this  Code : 

A  divorced  wife  of  a  Minister  cannot  be  a  Conference 
Claimant. 

A  retired  Minister's  Annuity  Claim  is  not  invalidated  by 
service  as  a  Supply  Pastor.  A  Retired  Minister  should 
have  the  privilege  of  serving  as  a  Supply  Pastor,  especially 
when  the  annuity  is  insufficient  to  afford  him  "comfortable 
support." 

Power  to  revise,  correct,  or  adjust  a  Minister's  record,  as 
it  concerns  his  annuity,  lies  with  the  Annual  Conference 
and  not  with  the  General  Conference. 

A  Minister  who  refuses  to  prorate  Ministerial  support 
may  be  brought  to  trial  for  violation  of  a  law  of  the  Church. 

Annuities  are  granted  by  the  Annual  Conference  annually, 
including  those  granted  on  the  ground  of  disability ;  the  de- 
termination of  what  constitutes  disability  lies  with  the  An- 
nual Conference. 

Retirement  can  only  be  effected  at  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence; the  Annuity  Claim  of  a  Minister  over  age  sixty-five 
cannot  be  recognized  by  the  Conference  Stewards  without 
Conference  action. 

The  Annuity  Claim  of  an  Effective  Minister  cannot  be 
recognized  by  the  Conference  Stewards  between  annual 
sessions  of  the  Conference ;  he  must  be  retired  first. 

Proceeds  of  sales  of  church  property  may  not  be  used 
for  endowment  for  Retired  Ministers. 

Not  more  than  two  years  on  Trial  can  be  counted  for 
Annuity  Claim  in  any  case. 

A  minor  child  of  a  living  Minister  cannot  be  a  Conference 
Claimant. 

An  Annuitant  who  entered  the  ministry  in  a  Spring  Con- 
ference and  retired  in  a  Fall  Conference,  having  a  fractional 
period  of  seven  months  at  the  close  of  his  service  in  the 
Effective  Relation  was  held  to  have  the  right  to  claim  an 
extra  year  of  annuity  credit  on  account  of  the  fractional 
period. 

Although  the  Annual  Conference  has  power  to  require  a 
contribution  to  its  funds  and  to  fix  a  financial  penalty  for 
defaults,  a  Minister  cannot  be  brought  to  trial  for  failure 
to  make  such  required  contribution. 

An  Annual  Conference  may  withhold  money  from  a  Con- 
ference Claimant  in  order  to  discharge  his  obligation  for 
assessments  voted  by  the  Annual  Conference  for  Confer- 
ence Claimants. 
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A  Minister  cannot  be  retired  automatically  by  operation 
of  a  rule  of  an  Annual  Conference  fixing  an  age  of  retire- 
ment. 

A  Minister  cannot  present  his  credentials  to  and  be  ac- 
cepted into  the  Ministry  of  another  denomination  and  at 
the  same  time  retain  his  standing  in  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence of  our  Church.  Such  action  constitutes  withdrawal 
from  our  Ministry  and  automatically  terminates  his  right 
to  make  a  claim  for  an  annuity. 

A  member  of  an  Annual  Conference  cannot  relinquish  his 
Annuity  Claim  at  Conference  time  and  then  ask  for  it,  or 
a  portion  of  it,  during  the  Conference  year. 

It  was  held  that  if  an  Annual  Conference  entered  into  a 
group  contract  with  a  life  insurance  company  to  provide 
annuities  for  its  Ministers  it  would  nullify  the  annuity  plan 
established  by  the  General  Conference  and  such  action  would 
have  a  demoralizing  effect  on  our  pension  system  as  a  whole. 

ARTICLE  XXIV 

^  1338  Operation  in  Foreign  Countries 

The  provisions  in  this  Pension  Code  need  not  be  binding 
in  Conferences  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  foreign  coun- 
tries. However,  the  general  principles  involved  in  the 
Code  shall  be  duly  regarded  and  employed  in  such  Confer- 
ences, until  the  General  Conference  shall  order  otherwise.

^  1402.  In  commending  the  Sunday  Service  to  "Our  So-

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for  Thy  Son  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  forgive  us  all 
that  is  past;  and  grant  that  we  may  ever  hereafter  serve 
and  please  Thee  in  newness  of  life,  to  the  honor  and  glory 
of  Thy  name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 

O  Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  of  thy  great 
mercy  hast  promised  forgiveness  of  sins  to  all  them  that 
with  hearty  repentance  and  true  faith  turn  to  thee:  have 
mercy  upon  us;  pardon  and  deliver  us  from  all  our  sins, 
confirm  and  strengthen  us  in  all  goodness,  and  bring  us  to 
everlasting  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

The  Collect 

Almighty  God,  unto  whom  all  hearts  be  open,  all  desires 
known,  and  from  whom  no  secrets  are  hid:  cleanse  the 
thoughts  of  our  hearts  by  the  inspiration  of  Thy  Holy 
Spirit,  that  we  may  perfectly  love  Thee,  and  worthily  mag- 
nify Thy  holy  Name,  through  Christ  our  Lord.

Then  shall  the  Minister  say:

the  same  night  that  He  was  betrayed  took  bread ;  and  when 
He  had  given  thanks,  He  brake  it,  and  gave  it  to  His  disci- 
ples, saying,  Take,  eat;  this  is  My  body  which  is  given  for 
you ;  do  this  in  remembrance  of  me.  Likewise  after  supper 
He  took  the  cup ;  and  when  He  had  given  thanks.  He  gave  it 
to  them,  saying.  Drink  ye  all  of  this ;  for  this  is  My  blood  of 
the  New  Testament,  which  is  shed  for  you  and  for  many, 
for  the  remission  of  sins;  do  this,  as  oft  as  ye  shall  drink 
it,  in  remembrance  of  me.

And  here  we  offer  and 
present  unto  Thee,  0  Lord,  ourselves,  our  souls  and  bodies, 
to  be  a  reasonable,  holy,  and  lively  sacrifice  unto  Thee; 
humbly  beseeching  Thee  that  all  we  who  are  partakers  of 
this  holy  communion  may  be  filled  with  Thy  grace  and 
heavenly  benediction.  And  although  we  be  unworthy, 
through  our  manifold  sins,  to  offer  unto  Thee  any  sacrifice, 
yet  we  beseech  Thee  to  accept  this  our  bounden  duty  and 
service;  not  weighing  our  merits,  but  pardoning  our  of- 
fenses, through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord :  by  whom,  and  with 
whom,  in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  all  honor  and  glory 
be  unto  Thee,  0  Father  Almighty,  world  without  end. 
Amen. 

Then  may  be  said  or  sung: 

Glory  be  to  God  on  high,  and  on  earth  peace,  good  will 
toward  men.  We  praise  Thee,  we  bless  Thee,  we  worship 
Thee,  we  glorify  Thee,  we  give  thanks  to  Thee  for  Thy

Chapter  XXVI 
THE  RITUAL  OF  THE  METHODIST  CHURCH 

We  call  upon  all  our  Ministers  to  make  faithful  use  of  the  forms 
and  orders  here  provided,  without  other  deviation  than  is  here  indi- 
cated. 

We  urge  all  Ministers  to  encourage  and  train  the  people  to  par- 
ticipate audibly  in  those  portions  of  the  service  provided  for  this 
purpose,  particularly  in  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  The 
portions  to  be  used  as  responses  are  especially  indicated  by  bold- 
faced type. 

The  Lord's  Supper  or  Holy  Communion 

If  1408.  the  order  for  the  administration  of  the 

sacrament  of  the  lord's  supper 

[The  Lord's  Table  should  have  upon  it  a  fair  linen  cloth. 

Let  the  pure  unfermented  juice  of  the  grape  be  used. 

It  is  our  custom  to  receive  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
kneeling,  but  if  persons  so  desire,  they  may  receive  the  Elements 
while  seated  or  standing. 

Upon  entering  the  church  let  the  communicants  bbw  in  prayer  and 
in  the  spirit  of  prayer  and  meditation  approach  the  blessed  Sacrament. 
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The  Responses  throughout  may  be  sung  if  desired.  See  Hymns 
565-624  in  The  Methodist  Hymnal. 

The  following  Order  has  been  prepared  to  take  the  place  of  the 
regular  order  of  the  morning  worship.  Everything  preceding  the 
Invitation  may  be  omitted  if  the  occasion  demands  such  brevity.  If 
further  straitened  for  time,  as  in  the  sickroom,  the  Minister  may 
omit  any  part  of  the  service  except  the  Invitation,  the  Confession, 
the  Prayer  of  Consecration,  the  usual  sentences  for  the  distribution 
of  the  Elements,  and  the  Benediction.  But  it  is  highly  to  be  desired 
that  the  longer  form  be  followed  for  Public  Worship.] 

The  People  shall  stand  and  join  in  singing  the  hymn,  "Holy,  Holy, 
Holy,  Lord  God  Almighty,"  or  other  suitable  Hymn  and  remain  stand- 
ing until  after  the  singing  of  the  Gloria  Patri. 

God  is  a  Spirit.  They  that  worship  Him  must  worship 
Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

Glory  be  to  God  on  high. 

God  is  Light.  If  we  walk  in  the  light  as  He  is  in  the 
light,  we  have  fellowship  one  with  another;  and  truly  our 
fellowship  is  with  the  Father  and  with  His  Son,  Jesus 
Christ. 

Glory  be  to  God  on  high. 

God  is  Power.  They  that  wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  renew 
their  strength:  they  shall  mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles: 
they  shall  run  and  not  be  weary:  and  they  shall  walk  and 
not  faint. 

Glory  be  to  God  on  high. 

God  is  Love.  Behold  what  manner  of  love  the  Father 
hath  bestowed  upon  us  that  we  should  be  called  the  sons  of 
God.  Hereby  perceive  we  the  love  of  God,  because  He  laid 
down  His  life  for  us. 

Glory  be  to  God  on  high. 

Then  shall  be  said  or  sung: 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to  the  Holy 
Ghost;  as  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now  and  ever  shall 
be,  world  without  end.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 

Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  God,  unto  whom  all  hearts  are  open,  all  desires 
known,  and  from  whom  no  secrets  are  hid,  cleanse  the 
thoughts  of  our  hearts  by  the  inspiration  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit, 
that  we  may  perfectly  love  Thee,  and  worthily  magnify  Thy 
Holy  Name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 
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Our  Father,  who  art  in  heaven : 

Hallowed  be  Thy  name,  Thy  kingdom  come,  Thy  will  be 
done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven. 

Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our 
trespasses,  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us. 
And  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil. 

For  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory, 
for  ever.    A7ne7i. 

[Then  may  the  Minister  read  the  Ten  Commandments,  and  the 
People,  still  in  the  attitude  of  prayer,  shall  in  response  ask  God's 
mercy  for  their  transgressions  in  times  past  and  grace  to  keep  the 
law  in  time  to  come.] 

God  spake  these  words,  and  said :  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God : 

Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  Me. 

Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image,  or  any 
likeness  of  anvi:hing  that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in 
the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under  the  earth : 
thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve  them: 
for  I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the  in- 
iquity of  the  fathers  upon  the  children  unto  the  third  and 
fourth  generations  of  them  that  hate  Me;  and  showing 
mercy  unto  thousands  of  them  that  love  Me,  and  keep 
My  commandments. 

Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  write  all  these  Thy  laws 
in  our  hearts,  we  beseech  Thee. 

Thou  shalt  not  take  the  Name  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in 
vain;  for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him  guiltless  that  taketh 
His  Name  in  vain. 

Remember  the  Sabbath  day,  to  keep  it  holy.  Six  days 
shalt  thou  labor,  and  do  all  thy  work:  but  the  seventh  day 
is  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God :  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do 
any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy  man- 
servant, nor  thy  maidservant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stran- 
ger that  is  within  thy  gates :  for  in  six  days  the  Lord  made 
heaven  and  earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and 
rested  the  Sabbath  day:  wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the 
Sabbath  day,  and  hallowed  it. 

Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  write  all  these  Thy  laws 
in  our  hearts,  we  beseech  Thee. 

Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother :  that  thy  days  may  be 
long  upon  the  land  which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee. 

Thou  shalt  not  kill. 

Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. 

Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against  thy  neighbor. 
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Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbor's  house,  thou  shalt  not 
covet  thy  neighbor's  wife,  nor  his  manservant,  nor  his  maid- 
servant, nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  anything  that  is  thy 
neighbor's. 

Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  write  all  these  Thy  laws 
in  our  hearts,  we  beseech  Thee. 

[In  place  of  or  in  addition  to  the  Ten  Commandments  the  Minister 
may  read  the  summary  of  the  Divine  Law  in  the  words  of  Jesus,  and 
the  People,  in  the  attitude  of  prayer,  shall  ask  God's  mercy  and 
gracious  aid.] 

Hear  what  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  saith: 

Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and 
with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind.  This  is  the  first 
and  great  commandment.  And  the  second  is  like  unto  it, 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself. 

Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  write  all  these  Thy  laws 
in  our  hearts,  we  beseech  Thee. 

Then  may  the  Minister  read  the  Beatitudes  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and 
the  People,  still  in  the  attitude  of  prayer,  shall  humbly  ask  God  that 
they  may  be  fulfilled  in  their  hearts. 

Hear  the  Beatitudes  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit :  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. 

Lord,  be  gracious  unto  us,  and  help  us  to  obtain  this  bless- 
ing. 

Blessed  are  they  that  mourn :  for  they  shall  be  comforted. 

Lord,  be  gracious  unto  us,  and  help  us  to  obtain  this  bless- 
ing. 

Blessed  are  the  meek :  for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth. 

Lord,  be  gracious  unto  us,  and  help  us  to  obtain  this  bless- 
ing. 

Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst  after  right- 
eousness :  for  they  shall  be  filled. 

Lord,  be  gracious  unto  us,  and  help  us  to  obtain  this  bless- 
ing. 

Blessed  are  the  merciful :  for  they  shall  obtain  mercy. 

Lord,  be  gracious  unto  us,  and  help  us  to  obtain  this  bless- 
ing. 

Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart :  for  they  shall  see  God. 

Lord,  be  gracious  unto  us,  and  help  us  to  obtain  this  bless- 
ing. 

Blessed  are  the  peacemakers :  for  they  shall  be  called  the 
children  of  God. 
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Lord,  be  gracious  unto  us,  and  help  us  to  obtain  this  bless- 
ing. 

Blessed  are  they  which  are  persecuted  for  righteousness' 
sake :  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  revile  you,  and  persecute 
you,  and  shall  say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely,  for 
My  sake. 

Rejoice  and  be  exceeding  glad :  for  great  is  your  reward 
in  heaven :  for  so  persecuted  they  the  prophets  which  were 
before  you. 

Grant  unto  us  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  0  God,  and  enable  us  to 
obtain  all  these  blessings,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

[If  desired,  the  following  form  may  be  used:] 

Hear  the  Beatitudes  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ: 

Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit:  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom 
of  heaven.

Grant  unto  us  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  0  God,  and  enable  us  to 
obtain  all  these  blessings,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

[Here  the  Minister  may  use  as  an  alternate  responsive  reading 
Isaiah  53:  1-10:] 
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Who  hath  believed  our  report?  and  to  whom  is  the  arm 
of  the  Lord  revealed? 

For  he  shall  grow  up  before  him  as  a  tender  plant,  and 
as  a  root  out  of  a  dry  ground;  he  hath  no  form  nor  come- 
liness, and  when  we  shall  see  him,  there  is  no  beauty  that 
we  should  desire  him. 

He  is  despised  and  rejected  of  men;  a  man  of  sorrows, 
and  acquainted  with  grief;  and  we  hid  as  it  were  our  faces 
from  him;  he  was  despised,  and  we  esteemed  him  not. 

Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs  and  carried  our  sor- 
rows :  yet  we  did  esteem  him  stricken,  smitten  of  God 
and  afflicted. 

But  he  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he  was 
bruised  for  our  iniquities;  the  chastisement  of  our  peace 
was  upon  him,  and  with  his  stripes  we  are  healed. 

All  we  like  sheep  have  gone  astray;  we  have  turned 
every  one  to  his  own  way :  and  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  him 
the  iniquity  of  us  all. 

He  was  oppressed,  and  he  was  afflicted,  yet  he  opened  not 
his  mouth:  he  is  brought  as  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter,  and 
as  a  sheep  before  his  shearers  is  dumb,  so  he  openeth  not 
his  mouth. 

He  was  taken  from  prison  and  from  judgment  and  who 
shall  declare  his  generation?  for  he  was  cut  off  out  of  the 
land  of  the  living;  for  the  transgression  of  my  people  was 
he  stricken. 

And  he  made  his  grave  with  the  wicked,  and  with  the 
rich  in  his  death;  because  he  had  done  no  violence,  neither 
was  any  deceit  in  his  mouth. 

Yet  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  bruise  him;  he  hath  put  him 
to  grief;  when  thou  shalt  make  his  soul  an  offering  for 
sin,  he  shall  see  his  seed,  he  shall  prolong  his  days,  and  the 
pleasure  of  the  Lord  shall  prosper  in  his  hands. 

[  Then  may  the  Minister  read  the  Epistle,  to  be  followed  by  the 
Gospel. 

Here  may  the  Minister  and  People  repeat  the  Apostles'  Creed  or 
some  other  of  the  authorized  Affirmations  of  Faith,  the  People 
standing. 

Then  may  follow  the  Sermon  or  Communion  meditation  and  suit- 
able Hymn  (see  Hymns  408-415,  inclusive).  During  the  singing  of 
this  Hymn  the  Minister  shall  remove  the  linen  cloth  that  covers 
the  Elements.] 

After  the  Hymn  has  been  sung,  the  Minister,  standing  by  the  Lord's 
Table,  shall  announce  the  Offering  for  the  needy,  using  one  or  more 
of  the  following  groups  of  sentences. 
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Remember  the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  how  He  said: 

It  is  more  blessed  to  giv^e  than  to  receive. 

Let  your  Hght  so  shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see 
your  good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  which  is  in  heav- 
en. 

Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  Me,  Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  heaven;  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of 
My  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

And  the  King  shall  answer  and  say  unto  them.  Verily  I 
say  unto  you,  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these  My  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me. 

Therefore  all  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should 
do  to  you  do  ye  even  so  to  them:  for  this  is  the  law  and 
the  prophets. 

II 

They  shall  not  appear  before  the  Lord  empty.  Every 
man  shall  give  as  he  is  able,  according  to  the  blessing  of 
the  Lord  thy  God  which  He  hath  given  thee. 

Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor:  the  Lord  will 
deliver  him  in  time  of  trouble. 

Thou  shalt  open  thine  hand  wide  unto  thy  brother,  to  thy 
poor,  and  to  thy  needy,  in  thy  land. 

Be  merciful  after  thy  power.  If  thou  hast  much,  give 
plenteously:  if  thou  hast  little,  do  thy  diligence  gladly  to 
give  of  that  little :  for  so  gatherest  thou  thyself  a  good 
reward  in  the  day  of  necessity. 

He  that  hath  pity  upon  the  poor  lendeth  unto  the  Lord; 
and  that  which  he  hath  given  will  He  pay  him  again. 

Ill 

To  do  good  and  to  communicate  forget  not:  for  with 
such  sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased. 

As  we  have  therefore  opportunity,  let  us  do  good  unto  all 
men,  especially  unto  them  who  are  of  the  household  of 
faith. 

He  which  soweth  sparingly  shall  reap  also  sparingly ;  and 
he  which  soweth  bountifully  shall  reap  also  bountifully. 
Every  man  according  as  he  purposeth  in  his  heart,  so  let 
him  give ;  not  grudgingly,  or  of  necessity :  for  God  loveth  a 
cheerful  giver. 

Whoso  hath  this  world's  good,  and  seeth  his  brother  have 
need,  and  shutteth  up  his  compassion  from  him,  how  dwell- 
eth  the  love  of  God  in  him? 

God  is  not  unrighteous  to  forget  your  work  and  labor  of 
love,  which  ye  have  showed  toward  His  Name,  in  that  ye 
have  ministered  to  the  saints,  and  do  minister. 
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IV 

Offer  unto  God  thanksgiving ;  and  pay  thy  vows  unto  the 
Most  High. 

Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth,  where 
moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  break 
through  and  steal:  but  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in 
heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust  doth  corrupt,  and 
where  thieves  do  not  break  through  nor  steal:  for  where 
your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also. 

Zacchaeus  stood,  and  said  unto  Jesus,  Behold,  Lord,  the 
half  of  my  goods  I  give  to  the  poor;  and  if  I  have  taken 
anything  from  any  man  by  false  accusation,  I  restore  him 
fourfold. 

Charge  them  that  are  rich  in  this  world,  that  they  be 
rich  in  good  works,  ready  to  distribute,  willing  to  com- 
municate ;  laying  up  in  store  for  themselves  a  good  founda- 
tion against  the  time  to  come,  that  they  may  lay  hold  on 
eternal  life. 

Godliness  with  contentment  is  great  gain.  For  we 
brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  certain  we  can 
carry  nothing  out. 

As  the  Minister  receives  the  Offering,  the  people  shall  stand,  and 
the  following  may  be  said  or  sung: 

All  things  come  of  Thee,  0  Lord,  and  of  Thine  own  have 
we  given  Thee. 

Then  may  the  Minister  say: 

Thine,  0  Lord,  is  the  greatness,  and  the  power,  and  the 
glory,  and  the  victory,  and  the  majesty:  for  all  that  is  in 
the  heaven  and  in  the  earth  is  Thine ;  Thine  is  the  kingdom, 
0  Lord,  and  Thou  art  exalted  as  Head  above  all. 

The  People  shall  remain  standing  while  the  Minister  reads  the 
Invitation. 

Ye  that  do  truly  and  earnestly  repent  of  your  sins,  and 
are  in  love  and  charity  with  your  neighbors,  and  intend  to 
lead  a  new  life,  following  the  commandments  of  God,  and 
walking  from  henceforth  in  His  holy  ways,  draw  near  with 
faith,  and  take  this  holy  Sacrament  to  your  comfort;  and 
devoutly  kneeling  make  your  humble  confession  to  Almighty 
God. 

Then  shall  this  General  Confession  be  made  by  the  Minister  and 
those  who  are  minded  to  receive  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Minister 
kneeling,  facing  the  Lord's  Table,  and  all  the  People  in  the  attitude 
of  prayer. 
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Almighty  God,  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Maker  of 
all  things.  Judge  of  all  men,  we  acknowledge  and  bewail 
our  manifold  sins  and  wickedness,  which  we  from  time  to 
time  most  grievously  have  committed,  by  thought,  word, 
and  deed,  against  Thy  Divine  Majesty.  We  do  earnestly 
repent,  and  are  heartily  sorry  for  these  our  misdoings;  the 
remembrance  of  them  is  grievous  unto  us.  Have  mercy 
upon  us,  have  mercy  upon  us,  most  merciful  Father,  forgive 
us  all  that  is  past;  and  grant  that  we  may  ever  hereafter 
serve  and  please  Thee  in  newness  of  life,  to  the  honor  and 
glory  of  Thy  Name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    A^nen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  offer  this  Prayer: 

Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  of  Thy  great 
mercy  hast  promised  forgiveness  of  sins  to  all  them  that 
with  hearty  repentance  and  true  faith  turn  unto  Thee,  have 
mercy  upon  us;  pardon  and  deliver  us  from  all  our  sins; 
confirm  and  strengthen  us  in  all  goodness;  and  bring  us  to 
everlasting  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 

Hear  what  the  Scripture  saith  to  those  of  a  humble  and 
contrite  heart : 

If  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  Advocate  with  the  Father, 
Jesus  Christ  the  righteous:  and  He  is  the  propitiation  for 
our  sins :  and  not  for  ours  only,  but  also  for  the  sins  of  the 
whole  world. 

This  is  a  faithful  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation, 
that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners. 

God  so  loved  the  world,  that  He  gave  His  only  begotten 
Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  Him  should  not  perish,  but 
have  everlasting  life. 

Come  unto  Me,  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy  laden,  and 
I  will  give  you  rest. 

After  which  the  Minister  and  People  may  say: 

Lift  up  your  hearts. 
We  lift  them  up  unto  the  Lord. 
Let  us  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord. 
It  is  meet  and  right  so  to  do. 

Then  the  Minister,  still  kneeling  and  facing  the  Lord's  Table,  shall 
say: 

It  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our  bounden  duty  that  we 
should  at  all  times  and  in  all  places  give  thanks  unto  Thee, 
0  Lord,  Holy  Father,  Almighty,  Everlasting  God. 
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Then  shall  be  said  or  sung: 

Therefore  with  angels  and  archangels,  and  with  all  the 
company  of  heaven,  we  laud  and  magnify  Thy  glorious 
Name,  evermore  praising  Thee,  and  saying: 

Holy,  holy,  holy,  Lord  God  of  Hosts,  heaven  and  earth 
are  full  of  Thy  glory.  Glory  be  to  Thee,  0  Lord  most  high ! 
Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  offer  the  Prayer  of  Consecration: 

Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  of  Thy  tender 
mercy  didst  give  Thine  only  Son  Jesus  Christ  to  suffer  death 
upon  the  cross  for  our  redemption :  who  made  there  by  the 
one  offering  of  Himself,  a  full,  perfect,  and  sufficient  sacri- 
fice for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world ;  and  did  institute,  and 
in  His  holy  gospel  command  us  to  continue  this  memorial 
of  His  precious  death :  hear  us,  0  merciful  Father,  we  most 
humbly  beseech  Thee,  and  grant  that  we,  receiving  this 
bread  and  wine,  according  to  Thy  Son,  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ's  holy  institution,  in  remembrance  of  His  death  and 
Passion,  may  also  be  partakers  of  the  divine  nature  through 
Him,  who  in  the  same  night  that  He  was  betrayed  took 
bread  [1]  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  He  brake  it,  and 
gave  it  to  His  disciples,  saying.  Take,  eat ;  this  is  My  body 
which  is  given  for  you;  do  this  in  remembrance  of  Me. 
Likewise  after  supper  Pie  took  the  cup  [2]  and  when  He 
had  given  thanks,  He  gave  it  to  them,  saying.  Drink  ye  all 
of  this,  for  this  is  My  blood  of  the  new  covenant  which  is 
shed  for  you,  and  for  many,  for  the  remission  of  sins;  do 
this,  as  oft  as  ye  shall  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  Me. 
Amen. 

[1.  Here  may  the  Minister  take  the  plate  in  his  hands.] 
[2.  Here  may  the  Minister  take  the  cup  in  his  hands.] 

Then  shall  the  Minister,  kneeling  before  the  Lord's  Table,  unite 
with  the  People  in  this  Prayer : 

We  do  not  presume  to  come  to  this.  Thy  table,  0  merciful 
Lord,  trusting  in  our  own  righteousness,  but  in  Thy  mani- 
fold and  great  mercies.  We  are  not  worthy  so  much  as  to 
gather  up  the  crumbs  under  Thy  table,  but  Thou  art  the 
same  Lord,  whose  mercy  is  unfailing.  Grant  us,  therefore, 
gracious  Lord,  so  to  partake  of  these  memorials  of  Thy  Son 
Jesus  Christ,  that  we  may  be  filled  with  the  fullness  of  His 
life,  may  grow  into  His  likeness  and  may  evermore  dwell  in 
Him,  and  He  in  us.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  first  receive  the  Holy  Communion  in  both 
kinds  himself,  after  which  he  shall  proceed  to  deliver  the  same  to 
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other  Ministers  in  like  manner,  if  any  be  present.  After  this,  the 
Minister  shall  administer  the  Holy  Communion  to  the  People,  while 
they  are  devoutly  kneeling. 

[Before  giving  the  bread,  the  Minister  shall  say:] 

Jesus  said,  "This  is  My  body  which  is  given  for  you." 
Take  and  eat  this  in  remembrance  that  Christ  died  for  you, 
and  feed  on  Him  in  your  heart  by  faith,  with  thanksgiving. 

[Likewise,  before  giving  the  cup  he  shall  say:] 

Jesus  said,  "This  cup  is  the  new  covenant  in  My  blood, 
which  is  shed  for  you."  Drink  this  in  remembrance  that 
Christ  died  for  you,  and  be  thankful. 

[When  all  have  communed,  the  Minister  shall  place  upon  the  Lord's 
Table  what  remains  of  the  consecrated  Elements,  covering  the  same 
with  the  linen  cloth.] 

Then  shall  the  Minister  and  People  say: 

0  Lord,  our  Heavenly  Father,  we.  Thy  humble  servants,

to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not,  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  God,  I  beseech  you  to  call  upon  God  the  Father, 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  of  his  bounteous  good- 
ness He  will  grant  unto  this  child,  now  to  be  baptized,  the 
continual  replenishing  of  His  grace  that  he  become  a  worthy 
member  of  Christ's  holy  Church. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say : 

Let  US  pray. 

Almighty  and  Everlasting  God,  we  beseech  Thee,  that  of 
Thine  infinite  goodness  Thou  wilt  look  upon  this  Child  and 
grant  that  by  the  aid  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit  he  may  be  steadfast 
in  faith,  joyful  through  hope,  and  rooted  in  love,  and  that  he 
may  so  live  the  life  which  now  is,  that  he  may  enter  tri- 
umphantly the  life  which  is  to  come;  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  address  the  Parents  or  Sponsors,  as  follows: 

Dearly  Beloved,  forasmuch  as  this  Child  is  now  presented 
by  you  for  Christian  baptism,  and  is  thus  consecrated  to 
God  and  to  His  Church,  it  is  your  part  and  duty  to  see  that

N.,  I  baptize  thee  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.

Then  shall  the  Minister  say : 

Let  us  pray. 

0  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  grant  that  this  Child,  as  he 
grows  in  years,  may  also  grow  in  grace  and  in  knowledge 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  by  the  restraining  and 
renewing  influence  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit  he  may  ever  be  a  true 
child  of  God,  serving  Thee  faithfully  all  his  days,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    A7nen. 

Almighty  God,  Fount  of  all  love  and  wisdom,  Source  of 
all  power,  so  guide  and  uphold  the  Parents  [or  Sponsors] 
of  this  Child,  that,  by  loving  care,  wise  counsel,  and  holy 
example,  they  may  lead  him  into  that  life  of  faith  whose 
strength  is  righteousness  and  whose  fruit  is  everlasting  joy 
and  peace ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Or  the  Minister  may  offer  extemporary  Prayer.  Then  may  the 
Minister  and  People  say:

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 

Let  us  pray.

The  Minister,  coming  to  the  Font,  shall  say:

Then  the  eleven  disciples  went  away  into  Galilee,  into  a 
mountain  where  Jesus  had  appointed  them.  And  when  they 
saw  Him,  they  worshiped  Him;  but  some  doubted.

Then  shall  the  Minister  say:

Almighty  and  everliving  God,  whose  most  dearly  beloved 
Son  Jesus  Christ  gave  himself  for  our  salvation,  and  did 
command  His  disciples  that  they  should  go  teach  all  nations, 
and  baptize  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Spirit :  regard,  we  beseech  Thee,  the  suppli- 
cations of  Thy  congregation ;  and  grant  that  these  persons 
now  to  be  baptized  may  so  open  their  hearts  to  Thee  as  that 
theij  may  receive  the  fullness  of  Thy  grace,  and  may  ever 
remain  in  the  number  of  Thy  faithful  children,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

God  helping  me,  I  will. 

Will  you  be  baptized  in  this  faith  ? 

This  is  my  desire. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  ask  each  person  his  name,  and  shall  bap- 
tize him  saying: 

N.,  I  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.    Amen, 

Here  the  Minister  shall  offer  a  suitable  prayer. 
^  1413.   The  Order  for  the  Baptism  of  Advlts 

The  Minister,  addressing  the  People,  shall  say: 

Dearly  Beloved,  forasmuch  as  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ 
sent  forth  His  disciples  to  teach  all  nations  and  baptize 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Spirit;  and  wherefore  these  persons  come  now  to  be 
baptized,  I  beseech  you  to  call  upon  God  the  Father  that  of 
His  bounteous  goodness  He  will  grant  unto  them  the  renew-

And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  while  Apollos  was  at  Corinth, 
Paul  having  passed  through  the  upper  coasts  came  to 
Ephesus;  and  finding  certain  disciples,  he  said  unto  them, 
Have  ye  received  the  Holy  Spirit  since  ye  believed?  And 
they  said  unto  him.  We  have  not  so  much  as  heard  whether 
there  be  any  Holy  Spirit.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Unto 
what  then  were  ye  baptized?  And  they  said.  Unto  John's 
baptism.  Then  said  Paul,  John  verily  baptized  with  the 
baptism  of  repentance,  saying  unto  the  people  that  they 
should  believe  on  Him  which  should  come  after  him,  that  is, 
on  Christ  Jesus.  When  they  heard  this,  they  were  baptized 
in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  And  when  Paul  had  laid 
his  hands  upon  them,  the  Holy  Spirit  came  on  them.  Acts 
19:  1-6. 

There  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named  Nicodemus,  a 
ruler  of  the  Jews :  The  same  came  to  Jesus  by  night,  and 
said  unto  Him,  Rabbi,  we  know  that  Thou  art  a  teacher 
come  from  God :  for  no  man  can  do  these  miracles  that  Thou 
doest,  except  God  be  with  him.  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  him.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be 
born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God.  Nicodemus 
saith  unto  Him,  How  can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old? 
can  he  enter  the  second  time  into  his  mother's  womb,  and 
be  born?  Jesus  answered.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee, 
Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  That  which  is  born  of  the 
flesh  is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit. 
Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee.  Ye  must  be  born  again. 
The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the 
sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and 
whither  it  goeth :  so  is  every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit.

Then  shall  the  Minister  pray: 

0  merciful  God,  grant  that  all  sinful  affections  may  die  in 
these  -persons,  and  that  all  things  belonging  to  the  Spirit 
may  live  and  grow  in  them.    Amen. 

Almighty,  Everliving  God,  regard,  we  beseech  Thee,  our 
supplications  and  grant  that  these  persons  may  receive  the 
fullness  of  Thy  grace,  and  ever  remain  in  the  number  of 
Thy  faithful  and  beloved  children,  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

Then  the  Minister,  asking  the  name  of  each  Person,  shall  baptize 
him,  repeating  the  name  and  saying:

Reception  of  Members 

^  1414.  the  order  for  receiving  persons  into  the  church 

On  the  day  appointed,  all  that  are  to  be  received  into  the  Church 
shall  be  called  forward,  and  the  Minister,  addressing  the  People, 
shall  say: 

Dearly  Beloved,  the  Church  is  of  God,  and  will  be  pre- 
served to  the  end  of  time,  for  the  promotion  of  His  worship 
and  the  due  administration  of  His  word  and  ordinances, 
the  maintenance  of  Christian  fellowship  and  discipline,  the 
edification  of  believers,  and  the  conversion  of  the  world. 
All,  of  every  age  and  station,  stand  in  need  of  the  means 
of  grace  which  it  alone  supplies. 

Into  this  holy  fellowship  the  Persons  before  you,  who 
have  received  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism,  who  have  learned 
the  nature  of  these  privileges  and  these  duties,  and  who 
have  also  been  instructed  in  the  teachings  and  the  aims  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  come  seeking  admission.  We  now 
propose  in  the  fear  of  God  to  question  them  as  to  their 
faith  and  purpose,  that  you  may  know  that  they  are  proper 
Persons  to  be  admitted  into  this  Church. 

Then,  addressing  those  seeking  admission,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

Beloved  in  the  Lord,  you  are  come  hither  seeking  union 
with  the  Church  of  God.  We  rejoice  that  you  are  minded 
to  undertake  the  privileges  and  the  duties  of  membership  in 
the  Church.     Before  you  are  fully  admitted  thereto,  you 
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should  here  publicly  renew  your  vows,  confess  your  faith, 
and  declare  your  purpose,  by  answering  the  following  ques- 
tions : 

Do  you  here  in  the  presence  of  God  and  this  congre- 
gation renew  the  solemn  promise  and  vow  that  was  made 
at  your  baptism? 

I  do. 

Do  you  confess  Jesus  Christ  as  your  Saviour  and  Lord  and 
pledge  your  allegiance  to  his  kingdom? 

I  do. 

Do  you  receive  and  profess  the  Christian  faith  as  con- 
tained in  the  New  Testament  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ? 

I  do. 

Will  you  be  loyal  to  The  Methodist  Church,  and  uphold  it 
by  your  prayers,  your  presence,  your  gifts,  and  your  serv- 
ice? 

I  will. 

Then  those  to  be  received  shall  kneel  and  the  Minister,  who  may 
lay  his  hand  upon  the  head  of  every  one  severally,  shall  say: 

N.,  The  Lord  defend  thee  with  His  heavenly  grace  and  by 
His  Spirit  confirm  thee  in  the  faith  and  fellowship  of  all 
true  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ.    Amen. 

Then  the  Minister,  addressing  the  People,  shall  say: 

Brethren,  I  commend  to  your  love  and  care  these  persons 
whom  we  this  day  recognize  as  members  of  the  Church 
of  Christ.    What  is  your  mind  to  them? 

Then  shall  the  people  say: 

We  rejoice  to  recognize  you  as  members  of  the  Church 
of  Christ,  and  bid  you  welcome  to  all  its  privileges.  Your 
peace,  joy  and  welfare  are  now  our  own.  With  you  we 
renew  our  pledge  to  God  and  this  Church.  The  Lord  bless 
thee  and  keep  thee,  the  Lord  make  His  face  to  shine  upon 
thee  and  be  gracious  unto  thee ;  the  Lord  lift  up  His  coun- 
tenance upon  thee  and  give  thee  peace.

^  1415  The  Order  for  Receiving  Children  and  Youth  into 

the  Church 

Aftei"  the  Minister  previously  shall  have  formed  the  Children  into 
a  class  (baptizing  any  whose  baptism  may  have  been  delayed  or 
neglected),  and  shall  have  instructed  them  in  the  things  necessary  for 
them  to  know  as  to  the  Doctrines  and  Rules  of  the  Church,  he  shall 
cause  them  to  be  conveniently  placed  before  the  Congregation,  and 
after  inviting  their  Parents  and  teachers  to  stand  with  them  on  either 
hand,  he  shall  say; 

Brethren  of  the  household  of  faith,  let  our  hearts  be  lifted 
up  in  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God,  who  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
hath  inclined  these  children  to  desire  and  ask  for  member- 
ship in  the  Church.  Having  arrived  at  years  of  discretion, 
and  now  of  their  own  accord  appearing  before  this  congre- 
gation to  take  upon  themselves  the  vows  and  enter  upon  the 
privileges  and  duties  of  the  Church,  let  us  with  one  mind 
and  heart  most  earnestly  invoke  in  their  behalf  the  blessings 
of  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit. 

Then  shall  the  minister  say: 

Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  and  everliving  God,  giver  of  every  good  and 
perfect  gift,  accept  our  hearty  thanks  for  the  children  whom 
Thou  hast  com.mitted  to  our  love  and  care.  As  Thou  didst 
bring  them  into  the  world,  now  renew  in  Thy  servants,  their 
parents,  pastors,  and  teachers,  wisdom  to  train  them  in  the 
way  they  should  go.  Grant  unto  these  Thy  children  that 
from  this  day  forth  they  may  grow  in  grace,  and  wisdom, 
and  in  favor  with  God  and  man,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  minister  address  the  Parents  or  Sponsors: 

Dear  fathers  and  mothers,  let  this  be  to  you  a  day  of 
peculiar  joy  and  thanksgiving,  in  that  these  who  are  of  your 
flesh  and  blood  have  also  entered  into  a  holier  spiritual 
kinship  with  you  in  Jesus  Christ.  While  the  Church  will 
continue  to  share  with  you  the  duty  and  privilege  of  bring- 
ing up  these  children  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord,  it  renews  its  solemn  injunction  to  you  as  parents,  by 
God's  help,  faithfully  to  continue  both  to  teach  and  train 
them,  by  example  and  precept,  in  the  way  of  the  Lord.

Will  you  be  loyal  to  The  Methodist  Church  and  uphold 
it  by  your  prayers,  your  presence,  your  gifts,  and  your 
service? 

I  will. 

Here  the  Minister  may  offer  an  extemporary  prayer. 

Then  those  to  be  i-eceived  shall  kneel  and  the  Minister  laying  his 
hands  upon  every  one  of  them  severally  shall  say: 

I  receive  you  into  the  Church  of  Christ  and  pray  God's 
blessing  upon  you. 

Then  shall  the  Minister,  the  People,  and  the  Children  say: 

Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name: 
Thy  kingdom  come:  Thy  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in 
heaven :  give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread ;  and  forgive  us  our 
trespasses,  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us ;  and 
lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil ;  for 
Thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  forever 
and  ever.    Amen. 

Matrimony 
^  1416.  the  order  for  the  solemnization  of  matrimony 

At  the  time  appointed,  the  persons  to  be  married — having-  been 
qualified  according  to  the  law  of  the  State  and  the  standards  of  the 
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Church — standing  together  facing  the  Minister,  the  Man  at  the  Min- 
ister's left  hand  and  the  Woman  at  the  right,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

Dearly  Beloved,  we  are  gathered  together  here  in  the 
sight  of  God  and  in  the  presence  of  these  witnesses  to  join 
this  man  and  this  woman  in  holy  matrimony,  which  is  an 
honorable  estate,  instituted  by  God,  and  signifying  unto  us 
the  mystical  union  which  exists  between  Christ  and  His 
Church,  It  is  therefore  not  to  be  entered  into  unadvisedly, 
but  reverently,  discreetly,  and  in  the  fear  of  God.  Into  this 
holy  estate  these  two  persons  come  now  to  be  joined. 

Speaking  to  the  persons  being  married,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

I  charge  you  both,  as  you  stand  in  the  presence  of  God, 
to  remember  that  love  and  loyalty  alone  will  avail  as  the 
foundation  of  a  happy  home.  If  the  solemn  vows  which  you 
are  about  to  make  be  kept  inviolate,  and  if  steadfastly  you 
endeavor  to  do  the  will  of  your  heavenly  Father,  your  life 
will  be  full  of  joy,  and  the  home  which  you  are  establishing 
will  abide  in  peace.  No  other  human  ties  are  more  tender, 
no  other  vows  more  sacred  than  those  you  now  assume. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  to  the  Man,  using  his  Christian  name: 

A^.,  wilt  thou  have  this  woman  to  be  thy  wedded  wife, 
to  live  together  in  the  holy  estate  of  matrimony?  Wilt  thou 
love  her,  comfort  her,  honor  and  keep  her,  in  sickness  and 
in  health;  and  forsaking  all  other  keep  thee  only  unto  her, 
so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live? 

The  Man  shall  answer: 
I  will. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  to  the  Woman,  using  her  Christian 
name: 

N.,  wilt  thou  have  this  man  to  be  thy  wedded  husband,  to 
live  together  in  the  holy  estate  of  matrimony?  Wilt  thou 
love  him,  comfort  him,  honor  and  keep  him,  in  sickness  and 
in  health;  and  forsaking  all  other  keep  thee  only  unto 
him,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live? 

The  Woman  shall  answer; 

I  will. 

Then  may  the  Minister  say: 

Who  giveth  this  woman  to  be  married  to  this  man? 

The  Father  of  the  Woman,  or  whoever  giveth  her  in  marriage, 
shall  answer: 
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I  do. 

Then  the  Minister  [receiving  the  hand  of  the  Woman  from  her 
Father  or  other  Sponsor]  shall  cause  the  Man  with  his  right  hand  to 
take  the  Woman  by  her  right  hand,  and  say  after  him: 

I,  ,  take  thee,  ,  to  be  my  wedded  wife,  to 

have  and  to  hold,  from  this  day  forward,  for  better,  for 
worse,  for  richer,  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in  health,  to 
love  and  to  cherish,  till  death  us  do  part,  and  thereto  I  plight 
thee  my  faith. 

Then  shall  they  loose  their  hands;  and  the  Woman  with  her  right 
hand  taking  the  Man  by  his  right  hand,  shall  likewise  say  after  the 
Minister: 

I, ,  take  thee,  ,  to  be  my  wedded  husband, 

to  have  and  to  hold,  from  this  day  forward,  for  better,  for 
worse,  for  richer,  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in  health,  to 
love  and  to  cherish,  till  death  us  do  part,  and  thereto  I  plight 
thee  my  faith. 

Then  shall  they  again  loose  their  hands;  and  the  Man  may  give 
unto  the  Woman  a  ring,  on  this  wise:  the  Minister,  taking  the  ring, 
shall  say: 

The  wedding  ring  is  the  outward  and  visible  sign  of  an 
inward  and  spiritual  bond  which  unites  two  loyal  hearts 
in  endless  love. 

The  Minister  shall  then  deliver  the  ring  to  the  Man  to  put  upon  the 
third  finger  of  the  Woman's  left  hand.  The  Man,  holding  the  ring 
there,  shall  say  after  the  Minister: 

In  token  and  pledge  of  the  vow  between  us  made,  with 
this  ring  I  thee  wed :  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.    Amen. 

In  case  of  a  double  ring  ceremony,  the  Minister  shall  deliver  the 
other  ring  to  the  Woman  to  put  upon  the  third  finger  of  the  Man's 
left  hand,  and  the  Woman,  holding  the  ring  there,  shall  say  after 
the  Minister: 

In  token  and  pledge  of  the  vow  between  us  made,  with 
this  ring  T  thee  wed :  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 

Let  us  pray. 

0  Eternal  God,  Creator  and  Preserver  of  all  mankind. 
Giver  of  all  spiritual  grace,  the  Author  of  everlasting  life: 
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send  thy  blessing  upon  this  man  and  this  woman,  whom 
we  bless  in  Thy  Name:  that  they  may  surely  perform  and 
keep  the  vow  and  covenant  now  between  them  made. 

Look  graciously  upon  them,  that  they  may  love,  honor, 
and  cherish  each  other,  and  so  live  together  in  faithfulness 
and  patience,  and  wisdom  and  true  godliness,  that  their 
home  may  be  a  haven  of  blessing  and  a  place  of  peace: 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  join  their  right  hands  together  and  with 
his  hand  on  their  united  hands  shall  say: 

Forasmuch  as  ,  and  ,  have  consented  to- 
gether in  holy  wedlock,  and  have  witnessed  the  same  before 
God  and  this  company,  and  thereto  have  pledged  their  faith 
each  to  the  other,  and  have  declared  the  same  by  joining 
hands,  and  by  giving  and  receiving  a  ring;  I  pronounce 
that  they  are  husband  and  wife  together,  in  the  Name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Those  whom 
God  hath  joined  together,  let  no  man  put  asunder.    Amen. 

Then,  the  Husband  and  Wife  kneeling,  the  Minister  may  say: 

Let  us  pray: 

Our  Father,  who  art  in  heaven : 

Hallowed  be  Thy  Name,  Thy  kingdom  come,  Thy  will  be 
done,  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven. 

Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our 
trespasses  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us. 
And  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil. 

For  Thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory, 
for  ever.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  add  this  blessing: 

God  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  bless,  pre- 
serve, and  keep  you;  the  Lord  graciously  with  His  favor 
look  upon  you ;  and  so  fill  you  with  all  spiritual  benediction 
and  love  that  you  may  so  live  together  in  his  life  that  in  the 
world  to  come  you  may  have  life  everlasting.    Amen. 

The  Burial  of  the  Dead 

^  1417.   THE  order  for  THE  BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD 

The  Minister  shall  begin  the  service  by  reading  one  or  more  of 
the  following  sentences: 

Jesus  said,  I  am  the  resurrection,  and  the  life:  he  that 
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believeth  in  Me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  be  live :  and 
whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  Me  shall  never  die. 

The  eternal  God  is  thy  refuge,  and  underneath  are  the 
everlasting  arms. 

The  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  salvation;  w^hom  shall  I 
fear?  The  Lord  is  the  strength  of  my  life;  of  whom  shall 
I  be  afraid? 

The  righteous  live  for  ever,  and  the  care  of  them  is  with 
the  Most  High :  with  His  right  hand  He  shall  cover  them, 
and  with  His  arm  shall  He  shield  them. 

For  we  know  that  if  our  earthly  house  of  his  tabernacle 
were  dissolved,  we  have  a  building  of  God,  an  house  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heaven. 

Then  shall  the  Ministei'  say: 

Let  us  pray : 

[Here  may  the  Minister  offer  one  or  both  of  the  following  Prayers, 
ending  with  the  Lord's  Prayer:] 

Almighty  God,  Fount  of  all  life.  Thou  art  our  refuge 
and  strength.  Thou  art  our  help  in  trouble.  Enable  us,  we 
pray  Thee,  to  put  our  trust  in  Thee,  that  we  may  obtain 
comfort,  and  find  grace  to  help  in  this  and  every  time  of 
need;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Almighty  God,  our  Father,  from  whom  we  come  and  unto 
whom  our  spirits  return,  Thou  hast  been  our  dwelling  place 
in  all  generations.  Thou  art  our  refuge  and  strength, 
a  very  present  help  in  trouble.  Grant  us  Thy  blessing  in 
this  hour,  and  enable  us  so  to  put  our  trust  in  Thee  that  our 
spirits  may  grow  calm  and  our  hearts  be  comforted.  Lift 
our  eyes  beyond  the  shadows  of  earth,  and  help  us  to  see  the 
light  of  eternity.  So  may  we  find  grace  and  strength  for 
this  and  every  time  of  need ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

Our  Father,  who  art  in  heaven : 

Hallowed  be  Thy  Name,  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be 
done,  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven. 

Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our 
trespasses  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us. 
And  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil. 

For  Thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory, 
for  ever.    Amen. 

Here  may  be  read  Lessons  from  the  Old  Testament: 

The  Lord  is  my  shepherd ;  I  shall  not  wanl. 
He  maketh  me  to  lie  down  in  green  pastures: 
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He  leadeth  me  beside  the  still  waters. 

He  restoreth  my  soul : 

He  leadeth  me  in  the  paths  of  righteousness  for  His 
Name's  sake. 

Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow 
of  death, 

I  will  fear  no  evil :  for  Thou  art  with  me ; 

Thy  rod  and  Thy  staff  they  comfort  me. 

Thou  preparest  a  table  before  me  in  the  presence  of 
mine  enemies  : 

Thou  anointest  my  head  with  oil; 

My  cup  runneth  over. 

Surely  goodness  and  mercy  shall  follow  me  all  the  days 
of  my  life : 

And  I  will  dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  for  ever.  Psalm 
23. 

Lord,  Thou  hast  been  our  dwelling  place  in  all  genera- 
tions. 

Before  the  m.ountains  were  brought  forth, 

Or  ever  Thou  hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the  world, 

Even  from  everlasting  to  everlasting.  Thou  art  God. 

For  a  thousand  years  in  Thy  sight 

Are  but  as  yesterday  when  it  is  past, 

And  as  a  watch  in  the  night. 

Thou  carriest  them  away  as  with  a  flood;  they  are  as  a 
sleep : 

In  the  morning  they  are  like  grass  which  groweth  up. 
In  the  morning  it  flourisheth,  and  groweth  up ; 

In  the  evening  it  is  cut  down,  and  withereth. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our  days, 

That  we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 

Let  Thy  work  appear  unto  Thy  servants, 

And  Thy  glory  unto  their  children. 

And  let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon  us : 

And  establish  Thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us: 

Yea,  the  work  of  our  hands  establish  Thou  it.  Psalm  90 : 
1,  2,  4-6,  12,  16,  17. 

I  will  lift  up  mine  eyes  unto  the  hills :  from  whence  shall 
my  help  come? 

My  help  cometh  from  the  Lord,  who  made  heaven  and 
earth. 

He  will  not  suffer  thy  foot  to  be  moved :  He  that  keepeth 
thee  will  not  slumber. 

Behold,  He  that  keepeth  Israel  will  neither  slumber  nor 
sleep. 
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The  Lord  is  thy  keeper :  the  Lord  is  thy  shade  upon  thy 
right  hand. 

The  Lord  will  preserve  thy  going  out  and  thy  coming 
in,  from  this  time  forth,  and  even  for  evermore.  Psalm 
121:1-5,7,8. 

The  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  salvation;  whom  shall  I 
fear? 

The  Lord  is  the  strength  of  my  life ;  of  whom  shall  I  be 
afraid  ? 

Though  an  host  encamp  against  me,  my  heart  shall  not 
fear;  though  war  should  rise  against  me,  even  then  will  I 
be  confident. 

For  in  the  day  of  trouble  He  will  keep  me  secretly  in  his 
pavillion:  in  the  secret  of  His  tabernacle  will  he  hide  me; 
He  will  lift  me  upon  a  rock. 

Teach  me  thy  way,  0  Lord,  and  lead  me  in  a  plain  path. 

I  had  fainted,  unless  I  had  believed  to  see  the  goodness 
of  the  Lord,  in  the  land  of  the  living. 

Wait  on  the  Lord:  be  of  good  courage,  and  He  shall 
strengthen  thine  heart:  wait,  I  say,  on  the  Lord.  Psalm  27 : 
1,  3,  5,  11,  13,  14. 

Here  shall  be  read  Lessons  from  the  New  Testament: 

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled :  ye  believe  in  God,  believe 
also  in  Me.  In  My  Father's  house  are  many  mansions: 
if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a 
place  for  you.  And  if  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will 
come  again,  and  receive  you  unto  Myself ;  that  where  I  am, 
there  ye  may  be  also.  I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life. 
If  ye  love  Me,  keep  my  commandments.  And  I  will  pray  the 
Father,  and  He  shall  give  you  another  Comforter,  that  He 
may  abide  with  you  for  ever;  even  the  Spirit  of  truth; 
whom  the  world  cannot  receive,  because  it  seeth  Him  not, 
neither  knoweth  Him;  but  ye  know  Him;  for  He  dwelleth 
with  you,  and  shall  be  in  you.  I  will  not  leave  you  com- 
fortless: I  will  come  to  you.  Because  I  live,  ye  shall  live 
also. 

Peace  I  leave  with  you.  My  peace  I  give  unto  you :  not  as 
the  world  giveth,  give  I  unto  you.  Let  not  your  heart  be 
troubled,  neither  let  it  be  afraid.  John  14:  1-3,  6,  15-18, 
19,  27. 

As  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,- they  are  the 
sons  of  God.  For  ye  have  not  received  the  spirit  of  bond- 
age again  to  fear;  but  ye  have  received  the  spirit  of  adop- 
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tion,  whereby  we  cry,  Abba,  Father.  The  Spirit  itself 
beareth  witness  with  our  spirit,  that  we  are  the  children 
of  God:  and  if  children,  then  heirs;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint- 
heirs  with  Christ ;  if  so  be  that  we  suffer  with  Him,  that  we 
may  be  also  glorified  together. 

For  I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  present  time  are 
not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the  glory  which  shall  be 
revealed  in  us. 

And  we  know  that  all  things  work  together  for  good  to 
them  that  love  God. 

What  shall  we  then  say  to  these  things  ?  If  God  be  for  us, 
who  can  be  against  us?  Who  shall  separate  us  from  the 
love  of  Christ?  shall  tribulation,  or  distress,  or  persecution, 
or  famine,  or  nakedness,  or  peril,  or  sword?  Nay,  in  all 
these  things  we  are  more  than  conquerors  through  Him  that 
loved  us.  For  I  am  persuaded,  that  neither  death,  nor 
life,  nor  angles,  nor  principalities,  nor  powers,  nor  things 
present,  nor  things  to  come,  nor  height,  nor  depth,  nor  any 
other  creature,  shall  be  able  to  separate  us  from  the  love  of 
God,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.  Romans  8 :  14-18, 
28,  31,  35,  37,  39. 

Now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the  first 
fruits  of  them  that  slept. 

But  some  man  will  say.  How  are  the  dead  raised  up?  and 
with  what  body  do  they  come  ?  Thou  foolish  one,  that  which 
thou  sowest  is  not  quickened,  except  it  die :  but  God  giveth 
it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased  Him. 

So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  cor- 
ruption; it  is  raised  in  incorruption : 

It  is  sown  in  hishonor ;  it  is  raised  in  glory :  it  is  sown  in 
weakness;  it  is  raised  in  power: 

It  is  sown  in  natural  body;  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 
There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body. 

And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthly,  we  shall 
also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 

For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this 
mortal  must  put  on  immortality.  So  when  this  corrup- 
tible shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall 
have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be  brought  to  pass 
the  saying  that  is  written.  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  vic- 
tory. 0  death,  where  is  thy  sting?  O  grave,  where  is  thy 
victory?  The  sting  of  death  is  sin;  and  the  strength  of  sin 
is  the  law.  But  thanks  be  to  God,  who  giveth  us  the  victory, 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore,  my  beloved 
brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,   unmovable,  always  abounding 
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in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your 
labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  I  Corinthians  15:  20,  35, 
36,  38a,  42-44,  49,  53,  54,  56-58. 

And  I  John  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jerusalem,  coming 
down  from  God  out  of  heaven,  prepared  as  a  bride  adorned 
for  her  husband.  And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven 
saying.  Behold,  the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and  He 
will  dwell  with  them,  and  they  shall  be  His  people,  and  God 
Himself  shall  be  with  them,  and  be  their  God.  And  God 
shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes;  and  there  shall 
be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither  shall 
there  be  any  more  pain:  for  the  former  things  are  passed 
away.    Revelation  21 :  2-4. 

And  he  showed  me  a  river  of  life  clear  as  crystal,  pro- 
ceeding out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb.  In  the 
midst  of  the  street  of  it,  and  on  either  side  of  the  river,  was 
there  the  tree  of  life,  which  bare  twelve  manner  of  fruits, 
and  yielded  her  fruit  every  month :  and  the  leaves  of  the  tree 
were  for  the  healing  of  the  nations.  And  there  shall  be  no 
more  curse :  but  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb  shall  be 
in  it ;  and  His  servants  shall  serve  Him :  and  they  shall  see 
His  face;  and  his  name  shall  be  in  their  foreheads.  And 
there  shall  be  no  night  there;  and  they  need  no  candle, 
neither  light  of  the  sun ;  for  the  Lord  God  giveth  them  light : 
and  they  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever.    Revelation  22 :  1-5. 

For  this  cause  I  bow  my  knees  unto  the  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  of  whom  the  whole  family  in  heaven  and 
earth  is  named,  that  He  would  grant  you,  according  to 
the  riches  of  His  glory,  to  be  strengthened  with  might 
by  his  Spirit  in  the  inner  man;  that  Christ  may  dwell  in 
your  hearts  by  faith;  that  ye,  being  rooted  and  grounded 
in  love,  may  be  able  to  comprehend  with  all  saints  what  is 
the  breadth,  and  length,  and  depth,  and  height;  and  to 
know  the  love  of  Christ,  which  passeth  knowledge,  that 
ye  might  be  filled  with  all  the  fulness  of  God.  Now  unto 
Him  that  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abundantly  above  all  that 
we  ask  or  think,  according  to  the  power  that  worketh  in 
us,  unto  Him  be  glory  in  the  church  by  Christ  Jesus  through- 
out all  ages,  world  without  end.  Amen.  Ephesians  3: 
14-21. 

Here  may  follow  music  and  an  Address,  closing  with  extemporary 
or  one  of  the  following  Prayers: 
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Eternal  God,  who  committest  to  us  the  swift  and  solemn 
trust  of  life:  since  we  know  not  what  a  day  may  bring 
forth,  but  only  that  the  hour  for  serving  Thee  is  always 
present,  may  we  wake  to  the  instant  claims  of  Thy  holy 
will :  not  waiting  for  tomorrow,  but  yielding  today.  Conse- 
crate with  Thy  presence  the  way  our  feet  may  go;  and 
the  humblest  work  will  shine,  and  the  roughest  places  be 
made  plain.  Lift  us  above  unrighteous  anger  and  mis- 
trust into  faith  and  hope  and  love  by  a  simple  and  stead- 
fast reliance  on  Thy  sure  will.  In  all  things  draw  us  to  the 
mind  of  Christ,  that  Thy  lost  image  may  be  traced  again, 
and  that  Thou  mayest  own  us  at  one  with  Him  and  Thee. 
Ameyi. 

0  God,  who  art  the  strength  of  Thy  saints  and  who  re- 
deemest  the  souls  of  Thy  servants ;  we  bless  Thy  Name  for 
all  those  who  have  died  in  the  Lord,  and  who  now  rest 
from  their  labors,  having  received  the  end  of  their  faith, 
even  the  salvation  of  their  souls.  Especially  we  call  to 
remembrance  Thy  loving-kindness  and  Thy  tender  mercies 
to  this  Thy  servant.  For  all  Thy  goodness  that  withheld 
not  his  portion  in  the  joys  of  this  earthly  life,  and  for  Thy 
guiding  hand  along  the  way  of  his  pilgrimage;  we  give 
Thee  thanks  and  praise.  Especially  we  bless  Thee  for  Thy 
grace  that  kindled  in  his  heart  the  love  of  Thy  dear  Name ; 
that  enabled  him  to  fight  the  good  fight,  to  endure  unto  the 
end,  and  to  obtain  the  victory ;  yea,  to  become  more  than  con- 
queror, through  Him  that  loveth  us.  We  magnify  Thy  holy 
Name  that  his  trials  and  temptations  being  ended,  sickness 
and  death  being  passed,  with  all  the  dangers  and  difficul- 
ties of  this  mortal  life,  his  spirit  is  at  home  in  Thy  pres- 
ence, at  whose  right  hand  dwelleth  eternal  peace.  And 
grant,  0  Lord,  we  beseech  Thee,  that  we  who  rejoice  in  the 
triumph  of  Thy  saints  may  profit  by  their  example,  that  be- 
coming followers  of  their  faith  and  patience,  we  also  may 
enter  with  them  into  an  inheritance  incorruptible  and  un- 
defiled,  and  that  f adeth  not  away ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.    ATYien. 

O  God,  the  Lord  of  Life,  the  Conqueror  of  death,  our 
help  in  every  time  of  trouble,  who  dost  not  willingly  grieve 
or  afflict  the  children  of  men ;  comfort  us  who  mourn,  and 
give  us  grace,  in  the  presence  of  death,  to  worship  Thee, 
that  we  may  have  sure  hope  of  eternal  life  and  be  enabled  to 
put  our  whole  trust  in  Thy  goodness  and  mercy;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

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Father  of  spirits,  we  have  joy  at  this  time  in  all  who  have 
faithfully  lived,  and  in  all  who  have  peacefully  died.  We 
thank  Thee  for  all  fair  memories  and  all  living  hopes;

the  dear  and  holy  dead  who  compass  us  as  a  cloud  of  wit- 
nesses, and  make  the  distant  heaven  a  home  to  our  hearts. 
May  we  be  followers  of  those  who  now  inherit  the  prom- 
ises, through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

O  Lord  and  Master,  who  Thyself  didst  weep  beside  the 
grave,  and  art  touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  sorrows ;  ful- 
fill now  Thy  promise  that  Thou  wilt  not  leave  Thy  people 
comfortless,  but  wilt  come  to  them.

Thy  will  with  patience,  and  to  bear  our  trials  with  fortitude 
^nd  hope.    And  when  the  peace  of  death  falls  upon  us,  may 
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we  find  our  perfect  rest  in  Thee :  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.

Then  may  the  Minister  say:

At  the  grave,  when  the  People  are  assembled,  the  Minister  shall 
say:

[Or  the  Minister  may  say:] 

Forasmuch  as  the  spirit  of  the  departed  hath  returned 
to  the  God  who  gave  it,  we  therefore  commit  his  body  to 
the  ground,  earth  to  earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust; 
looking  for  the  general  resurrection  in  the  last  day,  and 
the  life  of  the  world  to  come,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ; 
at  whose  coming  in  glorious  majesty  to  judge  the  world, 
the  earth  and  the  sea  shall  give  up  their  dead ;  and  the  cor- 
ruptible bodies  of  those  who  sleep  in  Him  shall  be  changed 
and  made  like  unto  His  own  glorious  body ;  according  to  the 
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mighty  working-  whereby  He  is  able  to  subdue  all  things 
unto  Himself.

11  1419.  the  order  for  the  consecration  of  deaconesses 

[When  the  time  appointed  by  the  Bishop  is  come,  ^v^th  such  other 
exercises  as  may  be  desired,  a  Sermon  or  an  Address  may  be  given, 
declaring  what  is  the  office  and  duty  of  a  Deaconess.] 

After  which,  the  President  of  the  Conference  Deaconess  Board, 
or  someone  named,  shall  present  to  the  Bishop  or  other  Consecrator, 
those  to  be  consecrated  Deaconesses,  saying: 

I  present  unto  you  these  persons  to  be  consecrated  as 
Deaconesses. 

Then  shall  be  sung  the  hymn,  "Where  Cross  the  Crowded  Ways  of 
Life,"  or  other  appropriate  hymn. 

Then  shall  the  following  Scripture  be  read  by  the  Leader  and 
Congregation  responsively : 

When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  His  glory,  and  all  the 
holy  angels  with  Him,  then  shall  He  sit  upon  the  throne  of 
His  glory: 

And  before  Him  shall  be  gathered  all  nations :  and  He 
shall  separate  them  one  from  another,  as  the  shepherd 
divideth  the  sheep  from  the  goats ; 

And  he  shall  set  the  sheep  on  his  right  hand,  but  the 
goats  on  the  left. 

Then  shall  the  King  say  unto  them  on  His  right  hand. 
Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom  pre- 
pared for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world. 

For  I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave  Me  meat:  I  was 
thirsty,  and  ye  gave  Me  drink:  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye 
took  me  in : 

Naked,  and  ye  clothed  Me :  I  was  sick,  and  ye  visited  Me : 
I  was  in  prison,  and  ye  came  unto  Me. 

Then  shall  the  righteous  answer  Him,  saying,  Lord,  when 
saw  we  Thee  an  hungered  and  fed  Thee?  or  thirsty,  and 
gave  Thee  drink?

Then  shall  be  sung  or  said  this  or  other  Hymn: 

Take  my  life,  and  let  it  be 
Consecrated,  Lord,  to  Thee. 
Take  my  hands,  and  let  them  move 
At  the  impulse  of  Thy  love. 
Take  my  feet,  and  let  them  be 
Swift  and  beautiful  for  Thee. 
Take  my  voice,  and  let  me  sing 
Always,  only,  for  my  King. 

Take  my  will,  and  make  it  Thine ; 
It  shall  be  no  longer  mine. 
Take  my  heart,  it  is  Thine  own ; 
It  shall  be  Thy  loyal  throne. 
Take  my  love;  my  Lord,  I  pour 
At  Thy  feet  its  treasure  store. 
Take  myself,  and  I  will  be 
Ever,  only,  all  for  Thee. 

After  which  the  Consecrator  shall  say: 

Let  us  pray. 

O  Eternal  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
who  didst  call  Phoebe  and  Dorcas  into  the  service  of  Thy 
Church,  look  upon  these  Thy  servants  who  are  now  to  be 
set  apart  to  the  office  of  Deaconess. 

Give  to  them,  we  pray  Thee,  such  understanding  of 
Thy  holy  Gospel,  such  firmness  of  Christian  purpose,  such 
diligence  in  service  and  such  beauty  of  life  in  Christ,  that 
they  may  be  to  all  whom  they  teach  or  serve,  a  worthy  reve- 
lation of  the  meaning  and  power  of  the  Christian  life.  May 
they  so  order  their  time  and  so  nourish  their  minds  and 
hearts  that  they  may  constantly  grow  in  grace  and  in  the 
knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  steadily  increase 
in  power  to  lead  others  unto  Him. 

Grant  that  they  may  have  strength  of  body,  mind,  and 
soul  for  the  fulfillment  of  Thy  will  in  the  holy  task  to 
which  Thou  hast  called  them,  and  grant  them  Thy  Holy 
Spirit,  that  they  may  worthily  discharge  the  work  com- 
mitted to  them,  to  the  blessing  of  inankind  and  the  praise 
of  the  Christ  our  adorable  Saviour.     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Consecrator  address  the  Candidates,  saying: 
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Dearly  Beloved,  we  rejoice  with  you  that  in  the  good 
providence  of  God  a  door  of  usefulness  has  been  opened 
for  you  in  the  service  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  To  you  are 
accorded  peculiar  privileges  and  priceless  opportunities. 
Released  from  other  cares,  you  are  to  give  yourselves  with- 
out reservation  to  the  ser\ace  of  the  Lord,  ready  for  any 
duty  which  may  fall  to  your  lot.  Like  our  gracious  Master, 
you  will  go  about  doing  good,  ministering  to  the  wants  of 
a  suffering,  sorrowing,  and  sin-laden  world.  The  Church 
now  solemnly  sets  you  apart  for  this  special  ser\ice.  You 
are  to  minister  to  the  poor,  visit  the  sick,  pray  Avith  the 
dying,  care  for  the  orphan,  seek  the  wandering,  comfort 
the  sorrowing,  and  lead  the  sinning  to  their  Saviour.  Such 
service  confers  a  great  honor,  but  also  lays  upon  you  a 
solemn  responsibility.  What  you  have  done  alone  with  God, 
in  consecrating  your  lives  to  this  service,  you  are  now  to 
do  formally  and  publicly  in  the  presence  of  the  Church. 

Do  you  believe  that  you  have  been  led  by  the  providence  of 
God  to  engage  in  this  work,  and  to  assume  the  duties  of  this 
office? 

I  do. 

Do  you,  in  the  presence  of  God  and  of  this  congregation, 
promise  faithfully  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  Deaconess  in 
the  Church  of  God. 

I  do. 

Will  you  be  diligent  in  prayer,  in  the  reading  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  and  in  such  other  study  as  will  help  you  to  grow 
in  your  Christian  life  and  in  the  knowledge  of  God  and  of 
His  Kingdom? 

I  will. 

Will  you  strive  so  to  live  that  you  may  convey  the  blessed 
sense  of  God's  presence,  love,  and  power  to  the  hearts  and 
homes  of  those  to  whom  you  minister? 

I  will. 

Will  you  cheerfully  accept  the  direction  of  those  whom  the 
Church  may  place  over  you  in  the  doing  of  your  work? 

I  will. 

Then  shall  the  Candidates  kneel  for  a  brief  season  in  silent  Prayer, 
after  which  the  Consecrator  shall  say: 

May  the  Spirit  of  the  Living  God  descend  upon  you  and 
abide  with  you  evermore.  May  He  impart  to  you  grace  for 
every  trial,  and  strength  for  every  service.  May  His  pres- 
ence be  to  you  a  pillar  of  cloud  by  day,  and  a  pillar  of  fire 
by  night ;  and  may  the  blessing  of  God  the  Father,  the  Son, 
and  the  Holy  Spirit  be  with  you  now  and  evermore.    Ame7i. 
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Then  the  Consecratoi',  laying  his  hand  upon  the  head  of  every  one 
severally,  shall  say: 

I  admit  thee  to  the  office  of  a  Deaconess  in  the  Church  of 
God,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.     Amen. 

Then  shall  be  given  to  the  Deaconess  the  emblem  of  her  office, 
and  the  Consecrator  shall  say: 

This  pin  is  presented  to  you  in  the  name  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church.  It  symbolizes  your  call  and  commission  as  a 
servant  of  the  Lord  Christ.  It  is  a  visible  expression  of  the 
confidence  the  Church  has  in  you.  May  you  wear  it 
worthily. 

Then  may  be  sung  the  Deaconess  Hymn  of  Service : 

We  thank  Thee,  God  our  Father, 

For  all  Thy  love  and  grace, 
That  service  in  Thy  Kingdom 

Finds  everyone  a  place. 
We  thank  Thee  for  the  favor

H  1420.     THE  ORDER  FOR  THE  ORDINATION  OF  DEACONS 

[When  the  time  appointed  by  the  Bishop  is  come,  a  Sermon  or 
Address  may  be  given,  declaring  what  is  the  office  and  duty  of  a 
Deacon.] 

After  which,  one  of  the  Elders  shall  present  to  the  Bishop  all 
who  are  to  be  Ordained,  and  say: 

I  present  unto  you  these  persons  present,  to  be  ordained 
Deacons. 

Their  names  having'  been  read  aloud,  the  Bishop  shall  say  to 
the  people: 

Dearly  Beloved,  these  are  they  whom  we  purpose,  God 
willing,  this  day  to  ordain  Deacons.  For,  after  due  examina- 
tion, we  find  that  they  are  lawfully  called  to  this  Office  and 
Ministry,  and  that  they  are  persons  meet  for  the  same. 
But  if  there  be  any  of  you  who  knoweth  any  valid  reason, 
for  the  which  any  one  of  them  ought  not  to  be  received  into 
this  holy  Ministry,  let  him  come  forth  in  the  name  of  God, 
and  disclose  what  the  impediment  is.  [If  any  impediment 
be  alleged,  the  Bishop  shall  desist  from  ordaining  that 
person  until  he  shall  be  found  to  be  innocent.] 

Then  shall  be  read  the  Collect: 

Almighty  God,  who  by  Thy  Holy  Spirit  hast  appointed 
the  Ministry  of  Thy  Church,  graciously  behold  these  Thy 
servants,  now  called  to  the  Ofl^ce  of  Deacon,  and  so  replen- 
ish them  with  the  truth  of  Thy  doctrine,  and  so  adorn  them 
with  innocency  of  life,  that  both  by  word  and  good  example 
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they  may  faithfully  serve  Thee  in  this  Office  to  the  glory 
of  Thy  name,  and  the  advancement  of  Thy  Church,  through 
the  merits  of  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  liveth  and 
reigneth  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  world  without  end. 
Amen. 

Then  shall  be  read  the  Epistle: 

Likewise  must  the  deacons  be  grave,  not  doubletongued, 
not  given  to  much  wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre;  holding 
the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure  conscience.  They  that 
have  used  the  office  of  a  deacon  well  purchase  to  themselves 
a  good  degree,  and  great  boldness  in  the  faith  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus.    Timothy  3 :  8,  9,  13. 

See  then  that  ye  walk  circumspectly,  not  as  fools,  but 
as  wise,  wherefore  be  ye  not  unwise,  but  understanding 
what  the  will  of  the  Lord  is.  Giving  thanks  always  for  all 
things  unto  God  and  the  Father  in  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ;  submitting  yourselves  one  to  another  in  the 
fear  of  God.  Finally,  my  brethren,  be  strong  in  the  Lord, 
and  in  the  power  of  His  might.  Put  on  the  whole  armor  of 
God,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against  the  wiles  of  the 
devil.  For  we  wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but  aginst 
principalities,  against  powers,  against  the  rulers  of  the 
darkness  of  this  world,  against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high 
places.  Wherefore  take  unto  you  the  whole  armor  of  God, 
that  ye  may  be  able  to  withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and  having 
done  all,  to  stand.  Stand  therefore,  having  your  loins  girt 
about  with  truth,  and  having  on  the  breastplate  of  right- 
eousness ;  and  you  feet  shod  with  the  preparation  of  the  gos- 
pel of  peace ;  above  all,  taking  the  shield  of  faith,  wherewith 
ye  shall  be  able  to  quench  all  the  fiery  darts  of  the  wicked. 
And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword  of  the 
Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God:  praying  always  with  all 
prayer  and  supplication  in  the  Spirit,  and  watching  there- 
unto with  all  preseverance  and  supplication  for  all  saints. 
Ephesians  5:  15,  17,  20-21;  6:  10-18. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop,  in  the  presence  of  the  People,  examine 
every  one  of  these  to  be  Ordained,  after  this  manner: 

Do  you  trust  that  you  are  inwardly  moved  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  take  upon  you  the  Office  of  the  Ministry  in  the 
Church  of  Christ,  to  serve  God  for  the  promoting  of  His 
glory  and  the  edifying  of  his  people? 

I  trust  so. 

Do  you  unfeignedly  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments? 
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I  do  believe  them. 

Will  you  diligently  read  and  expound  the  same  unto  the 
people  whom  you  shall  be  appointed  to  serve? 

I  will. 

It  appertaineth  to  the  office  of  a  Deacon  to  assist  the  Elder 
of  divine  service,  and  especially  when  he  ministereth  the 
Holy  Communion,  to  help  him  in  the  distribution  thereof; 
to  read  and  expound  the  Holy  Scriptures;  to  instruct  the 
youth ;  and  to  baptize.  And,  furthermore,  it  is  his  office  to 
search  for  the  needy,  that  they  may  be  visited  and  relieved. 
Will  you  do  this  gladly  and  willingly? 

I  will  do  so,  by  the  help  of  God. 

Will  you  apply  all  your  diligence  to  order  your  own  lives 
and  the  lives  of  your  families  according  to  the  teachings 
of  Christ? 

I  will,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

Will  you  reverently  heed  them  to  whom  the  charge  over 
you  is  committed,  following  with  a  glad  mind  and  will  their 
godly  admonitions? 

I  will  so  do. 

Then  those  to  be  ordained  shall  kneel  and  the  Bishop,  laying  his 
hands  severally  upon  the  head  of  every  one  of  them,  shall  say: 

Take  thou  authority  to  execute  the  office  of  a  deacon  in 
the  Church  of  God ;  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  deliver  to  every  one  of  them  the  Bible, 
saying: 

Take  thou  authority  to  read  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  the 
Church  of  God,  and  to  preach  the  Word. 

Then  one  appointed  by  the  Bishop  shall  read  the  Gospel: 

Let  your  loins  be  girded  about  and  your  lights  burning: 
and  ye  yourselves  like  unto  men  that  wait  for  their  lord, 
when  he  will  return  from  the  wedding ;  that  when  he  cometh 
and  knocketh,  they  may  open  unto  him  immediately. 
Blessed  are  those  servants,  whom  the  lord  when  he  cometh 
shall  find  watching :  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  he  shall  gird 
himself,  and  make  them  to  sit  down  to  meat,  and  will  come 
forth  and  serve  them.  And  if  he  shall  come  in  the  second 
watch,  or  come  in  the  third  watch,  and  find  them  so,  blessed 
are  those  servants.     Luke  12:  35-38. 

Then  shall  be  offered  the  following  Prayers  and  Benediction: 
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Almighty  God,  Giver  of  all  good  things,  who  of  Thy 
great  goodness  hast  vouchsafed  to  accept  these  Thy  servants 
into  the  Office  of  Deacon  in  Thy  Church:  make  them,  we 
beseech  Thee,  0  Lord,  to  be  modest,  humble,  and  constant  in 
their  ministration,  and  to  have  a  ready  will  to  observe  all 
spiritual  discipline;  that  they,  continuing  ever  stable  and 
strong  in  Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  may  so  well  behave  them- 
selves in  this  Office  that  they  may  be  found  worthy  to  be 
called  into  the  higher  Ministry  in  Thy  Church,  through  Thy 
Son  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ :  to  whom  be  glory  and  honor, 
world  without  end.     Amen. 

Direct  us,  0  Lord,  in  all  our  doings,  with  Thy  most 
gracious  favor,  and  further  us  with  Thy  continual  help; 
that  in  all  our  works,  begun,  continued,  and  ended  in  Thee, 
we  may  glorify  Thy  holy  Name,  and  finally,  by  Thy  mercy, 
obtain  everlasting  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Atnen. 

The  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understanding,  keep 
your  hearts  and  minds  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  God, 
and  of  His  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord :  and  the  blessing  of 
God  Almighty,  the  Father,  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  be 
among  you,  and  remain  with  you  always.    Amen. 

II  121.     THE  ORDER  FOR  THE  ORDINATION  OF  ELDERS 

[When  the  time  appointed  by  the  Bishop  is  come,  a  Sermon  or 
Address  may  be  given,  declaring  what  is  the  office  and  duty  of  an 
Elder.] 

Aiter  which,  one  of  the  Elders  shall  present  unto  the  Bishop  all 
who  are  to  be  Ordained,  and  say: 

I  present  unto  you  these  persons  present,  to  be  ordained 
Elders. 

The  names  having  been  read  aloud,  the  Bishop  shall  say  to  the 
People : 

Brethren,  these  are  they  whom  we  purpose,  God  willing, 
this  day  to  ordain  Elders.  For,  after  due  inquiry,  we  find 
that  they  are  lawfully  called  to  this  Office  and  Ministry, 
and  that  they  are  persons  meet  for  the  same.  But  if  there 
be  any  of  you  who  knoweth  any  valid  reason  for  the  which 
any  one  of  them  ought  not  to  be  received  into  this  holy 
Ministry,  let  him  come  forth  in  the  name  of  God  and  disclose 
what  the  impediment  is.  [If  any  impediment  be  alleged, 
the  Bishop  shall  desist  from  ordaining  the  accused  until  he 
shall  be  found  to  be  innocent.] 

Then  the  Collect  shall  be  read: 
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Almighty  God,  Giver  of  all  good  things,  who  by  Thy  Holy 
Spirit  has  appointed  the  ministry  of  Thy  Church :  graciously 
behold  these  Thy  servants  now  called  to  the  Office  of  Elders, 
and  so  replenish  them  with  the  truth  of  Thy  doctrine,  and 
adorn  them  with  innocency  of  life,  that  both  by  word  and 
good  example  they  may  faithfully  serve  Thee  in  this  Office, 
to  the  glory  of  Thy  Name,  and  the  advancement  of  Thy 
Church,  through  the  merits  of  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Spirit, 
world  without  end.    Amen. 

Then  the  Epistle  and  the  Gospel  shall  be  read: 

I  was  made  a  minister,  according  to  the  gift  of  the  grace 
of  God  given  unto  me  by  the  effectual  working  of  His  power. 
Unto  me,  who  am  less  than  the  least  of  all  saints,  is  this 
grace  given,  that  T  should  preach  the  unsearchable  riches 
of  Christ;  and  to  make  all  men  see  what  is  the  fellowship 
of  the  mystery,  which  from  the  beginning  of  the  world  hath 
been  hid  in  God,  who  created  all  things  by  Jesus  Christ: 
And  He  gave  some,  apostles ;  and  some  prophets ;  and  some, 
evangelists;  and  some,  pastors  and  teachers;  for  the  per- 
fecting of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the 
edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ :  till  we  all  come  in  the  unity 
of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto 
a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  full- 
ness of  Christ:  for  this  cause  I  bow  my  knees  unto  the 
Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  of  whom  the  whole  family 
in  heaven  and  earth  is  named,  that  He  would  grant  you, 
according  to  the  riches  of  His  glory,  to  be  strengthened  with 
might  by  His  Spirit  in  the  inner  man ;  that  Christ  may  dwell 
in  your  hearts  by  faith ;  that  ye.  being  rooted  and  grounded 
in  love,  may  be  able  to  comprehend  with  all  saints  which  is 
the  breadth,  and  length,  and  depth,  and  height ;  and  to 
know  the  love  of  Christ,  which  passeth  knowledge,  that  ye 
might  be  filled  with  all  the  fullness  of  God.  Now  unto  Him 
that  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abundantly  above  all  that  we 
ask  or  think,  according  to  the  power  that  worketh  in  us, 
unto  Him  be  glory  in  the  church  by  Christ  Jesus  throughout 
all  ages  world  without  end.  Amen.  Ephesians  3:  7-9;  4: 
11-13;  3:  14-21. 

Jesus  said,  I  am  the  door :  by  Me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he 
shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in  and  out,  and  find  pasture. 
The  thief  cometh  not,  but  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and  to 
destroy:  I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and  that 
they  might  have  it  more  abundantly.  I  am  the  good  shep- 
herd :  the  good  shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the  sheep.    But 
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he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,  whose  own  the 
sheep  are  not,  seeth  the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep, 
and  fleeth;  and  the  wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scattereth  the 
sheep.  The  hireling  fleeth,  because  he  is  an  hireling,  and 
careth  not  for  the  sheep.  I  am  the  good  shepherd,  and  know 
My  sheep,  and  am  known  of  Mine.  As  the  Father  knoweth 
Me  even  so  know  I  the  Father :  and  I  lay  down  My  life  for 
the  sheep.  And  other  sheep  I  have,  which  are  not  of  this 
fold :  them  also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  My  voice ; 
and  there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  shepherd.  John  10: 
9-16. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  say  unto  the  Persons  to  be  Ordained 
Elders : 

Dearly  Beloved,  you  have  heard,  in  your  private  examina- 
tion and  in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  of  what  dignity  and  of  how 
great  importance  is  this  Oflfice  whereunto  you  are  called. 
And  now  again  we  exhort  you,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  that  you  are  to  be  messengers,  watchmen,  and 
stewards  of  the  Lord ;  to  teach  and  to  admonish,  to  feed  and 
to  provide  for  the  Lord's  family ;  to  seek  for  Christ's  sheep 
that  are  dispersed  abroad,  and  for  His  children  who  are  in 
the  midst  of  this  evil  world,  that  they  may  be  saved  through 
Christ  forever. 

Have  always  therefore  in  your  remembrance  how  great 
a  treasure  is  committed  to  your  charge.  For  they  unto  whom 
you  are  to  minister  are  the  sheep  of  Christ,  for  whom  He 
gave  His  life.  The  Church  which  you  must  serve  is  His 
Bride  and  His  body.  And  if  it  shall  happen,  the  Church  or 
any  member  thereof,  take  any  hurt  or  hindrance  by  reason 
of  your  negligence,  you  know  the  greatness  of  the  fault. 
Wherefore  see  that  you  never  cease  your  labor,  your  care, 
and  diligence  until  you  have  done  all  that  lieth  in  you,  ac- 
cording to  your  bounden  duty,  to  bring  all  such  as  shall  be 
committed  to  your  charge  unto  perfectness  in  Christ. 

Forasmuch,  then,  as  your  Office  is  both  of  so  great  excel- 
lency and  of  so  great  difficulty,  consider  how  you  ought  to 
forsake,  as  much  as  you  can,  all  worldly  cares,  and  be  studi- 
ous in  learning  the  Scriptures,  and  in  acquiring  such 
knowledge  and  skill  as  may  help  you  to  declare  the  living 
word  of  God. 

We  have  good  hope  that  you  have  weighed  and  pondered 
these  things  with  yourselves  long  since :  and  that  you  have 
clearly  determined,  by  God's  grace,  to  give  yourselves  wholly 
to  this  work,  whereunto  it  has  pleased  God  to  call  you.  Also 
that  you  will  continually  pray  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may 
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assist  you  to  order  the  lives  of  you  and  yours  after  the  rule 
and  doctrine  of  Christ,  that  you  may  grow  riper  and 
stronger  in  ministry  and  be  godly  and  wholesome  examples 
for  the  people  to  follow. 

And  now,  that  this  congregation  of  Christ  here  assembled 
may  also  understand  your  purpose  in  these  things,  and  that 
this  your  promise  may  the  more  move  you  to  perform  your 
duties,  you  shall  answer  plainly  to  these  things  which  we, 
in  the  name  of  God  and  his  Church,  shall  ask  of  you  touch- 
ing the  same : 

Do  you  believe  in  your  heart  that  you  are  truly  called, 
according  to  the  will  of  our  Lord  Jesus,  to  the  Ministry  of 
Elders? 

I  do  so  believe. 

Are  you  persuaded  that  the  Holy  Scriptures  contain  all 
truth  required  for  eternal  salvation  through  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ?  And  are  you  determined  out  of  the  same  Holy 
Scriptures  so  to  instruct  the  people  committed  to  your 
charge  that  they  may  enter  into  eternal  life? 

I  am  so  persuaded,  and  determined,  by  God's  grace. 

Will  you  give  your  faithful  diligence  duly  to  minister  the 
doctrine  of  Christ,  the  Sacraments,  and  the  discipline  of  the 
Church,  and  in  the  spirit  of  Christ  to  defend  the  Church 
against  all  doctrine  contrary  to  God's  Word? 

I  will  so  do,  by  the  help  of  the  Lord. 

Will  you  be  diligent  in  prayer,  in  the  reading  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  and  in  such  studies  as  help  to  the  knowledge  of 
God  and  His  kingdom? 

I  will,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

Will  you  apply  all  your  diligence  to  frame  and  fashion 
your  own  lives  and  the  lives  of  your  families,  according  to 
the  teachings  of  Christ? 

I  will,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

Will  you  maintain  and  set  forward,  as  much  as  lieth  in 
you,  quietness,  peace,  and  love,  among  all  Christian  people, 
and  especially  among  them  that  shall  be  committed  to  your 
charge  ? 

I  will  so  do,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

Will  you  reverently  heed  them  to  whom  the  charge  over 
you  is  committed,  following  with  a  glad  mind  and  will  their 
godly  admonitions? 

I  will  so  do. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  pray: 
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Almighty  God,  who  hath  given  you  this  will  to  do  all  these 
things,  grant  also  unto  you  power  to  perform  the  same ;  that 
He  may  accomplish  His  work  which  He  hath  begun  in  you, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

[Then  the  Congregation  shall  be  requested  to  make  their  earnest 
supplications  in  silent  Prayer  to  God  for  those  who  are  to  be  ordained 
as  Elders,  and  entire  silence  shall  be  kept  for  a  space.] 

After  which,  the  Persons  to  be  ordained  Elders  all  kneeling,  shall 
be  said  the  Veyii,  Creator  Spiritus,  the  Bishop  beginning,  and  all 
others  answering  as  followeth: 

Come,  Holy  Ghost  our  souls  inspire, 
And  lighten  with  celestial  fire. 
Thou  the  anointing  Spirit  art. 
Who  dost  Thy  sevenfold  gifts  impart. 
Thy  blessed  unction  from  above 
Is  comfort,  life,  and  fire  of  love. 
Enable  with  perpetual  light 
The  dullness  of  our  blinded  sight; 
Anoint  and  cheer  our  soiled  face 
With  the  abundance  of  thy  grace; 
Keep  far  our  foes,  give  peace  at  home ; 
Where  Thou  art  Guide  no  ill  can  come. 
Teach  us  to  know  the  Father,  Son, 
And  Thee,  of  both,  to  be  but  ONE ; 
That  through  the  ages  all  along 
This  may  be  our  endless  song: 
Praise  to  Thy  eternal  merit, 
Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  say: 

Let  us  pray. 

Lift  up  your  hearts. 

We  lift  them  unto  the  Lord. 

Let  us  give  thanks  unto  our  Lord  God. 

It  is  meet  and  right  so  to  do. 

Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  bless  and  mag- 
nify Thy  holy  Name  for  the  gift  of  Thy  most  dearly  beloved 
Son,  Jesus  Christ,  our  Redeemer,  and  for  all  His  Apostles, 
Prophets,  Evangelists,  Teachers,  and  Pastors,  whom  He 
hath  sent  abroad  into  the  world.     For  these  here  present 
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whom  thou  hast  called  to  the  same  holy  Oflfice  and  Ministry, 
we  render  unto  Thee  our  most  hearty  thanks.  And  now,  0 
Lord,  we  humbly  beseech  Thee  to  grant  that  these  thy  Min- 
isters, and  by  those  over  whom  they  shall  be  appointed. 
Thy  holy  Name  may  be  forever  glorified,  and  Thy  blessed 
kingdom  enlarged,  through  Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  Thee  in  the  unity  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  world  without  end.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  and  the  Elders  present  lay  their  hands 
severally  upon  the  head  of  every  one  that  receiveth  the  Order  of 
Elder:   the  receivers  kneeling,  and  the  Bishop  saying: 

The  Lord  pour  upon  thee  the  Holy  Spirit  for  the  Office  and 
work  of  an  Elder  in  the  Church  of  God,  now  committed  unto 
thee  by  the  authority  of  the  Church,  through  the  imposition 
of  our  hands.  And  be  thou  a  faithful  dispenser  of  the  Word 
of  God,  and  of  His  Holy  Sacraments;  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  deliver  to  every  one  of  them,  kneeling,  the 
Bible  into  his  hands,  sajing: 

Take  thou  authority  as  an  Elder  in  the  Church,  to  preach 
the  Word  of  God,  and  to  administer  the  Holy  Sacraments 
in  the  Congregation. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  pray: 

Most  Merciful  Father,  we  beseech  Thee  to  send  upon  these 
Thy  servants  Thy  heavenly  blessings,  that  they  may  be 
clothed  with  righteousness,  and  that  Thy  word  spoken  by 
them  may  never  be  spoken  in  vain.  Grant  also  that  we 
may  have  grace  to  receive  what  they  shall  deliver  out  of 
Thy  Word  as  the  means  of  our  salvation;  that  in  all  our 
words  and  deeds  we  may  seek  Thy  glory,  and  the  increase 
of  Thy  kingdom,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

Direct  us,  O  Lord,  in  all  our  doings,  with  Thy  most 
gracious  favor,  and  further  us  by  Thy  continual  help :  that 
in  all  our  works,  begun,  continued,  and  ended  in  Thee,  we 
may  glorify  Thy  holy  Name,  and  finally,  by  Thy  mercy,  ob- 
tain everlasting  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

Then  may  the  Bishop  say: 

The  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understanding,  keep 
your  hearts  and  minds  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  God, 
and  of  His  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord :  and  the  blessing  of 
God  Almighty,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit, 
be  among  you,  and  remain  with  you  always.    Amen. 
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[If  on  the  same  day  the  Order  of  Deacon  be  given  to  some,  and 
that  of  Elder  to  others,  the  Deacons  shall  be  first  presented,  and 
then  the  Elders.  The  Collect  shall  be  said  and  the  Epistle  read, 
immediately  after  which  they  who  are  to  be  ordained  Deacons 
shall  be  examined  and  ordained  as  is  above  prescribed.  Then  the 
Gospel  having  been  read,  they  who  are  to  be  ordained  Elders  shall 
likewise  be  examined  and  ordained,  as  in  this  Office  before  appointed.] 

1[  121.      THE  ORDER  FOR  THE  CONSECRATION  OF  BISHOPS 

[This  service  is  a  consecration,  not  an  ordination,  of  an  Elder 
or  Presbyter  to  the  duties  of  General  Superintendency  in  the  Church.] 

When  the  time  appointed  for  the  Consecration  of  Bishop  is 
come,  the  service  shall  begin  with  a  Hymn,  such  as  ''The  Church's 
One  Foundation  Is  Jesus  Christ  Her  Lord,"  after  which  the  Collect 
shall  be  read: 

Almighty  God,  who  by  Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  didst  give 
to  Thy  holy  Apostles,  Elders,  and  Evangelists  many  ex- 
cellent gifts,  and  didst  charge  them  to  feed  Thy  flock ;  give 
grace,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  all  Ministers  and  Pastors  of  Thy 
Church,  that  they  may  diligently  preach  Thy  word  and  duly 
administer  the  godly  discipline  thereof;  and  grant  to  the 
people  that  they  may  faithfully  follow  the  same,  that  they 
may  receive  the  crown  of  everlasting  glory,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

Then  shall  one  of  the  Elders  read: 

And  from  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  the 
Elders  of  the  Church.  And  when  they  were  come  to  him, 
he  said  unto  them: 

Ye  know,  from  the  first  day  that  I  came  into  Asia,  after 
what  manner  I  have  been  with  you  at  all  seasons,  serving 
the  Lord  with  all  humility  of  mind,  and  with  many  tears, 
and  temptations,  which  befell  me :  how  I  kept  back  nothing 
that  was  profitable  unto  you,  but  have  showed  you,  and 
have  taught  you  publicly,  and  from  house  to  house,  testify- 
ing both  to  the  Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks,  repentance 
toward  God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And 
now,  behold  I  go  bound  in  the  spirit  unto  Jerusalem,  not 
knowing  the  things  that  shall  befall  me  there :  save  that 
the  Holy  Spirit  witnesseth  in  every  city,  saying  that  bonds 
and  afflictions  abide  me.  But  none  of  these  things  move 
me,  neither  count  I  my  life  dear  unto  myself,  so  that  I 
might  finish  my  course  with  joy,  and  the  ministry,  which 
I  have  received  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  to  testify  the  gospel  of 
the  grace  of  God.  Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves, 
and  to  all  the  flock,  over  the  which  the  Holy  Spirit  hath  made

you  overseers,  to  feed  the  church  of  God,  which  he  hath 
purchased  with  his  own  blood.  For  I  know  this,  that  after 
my  departing  shall  grievous  wolves  enter  in  among  you, 
not  sparing  the  flock.  Also  of  your  own  selves  shall  men 
arise  speaking  perverse  things,  to  draw  away  disciples 
after  them.  Therefore  watch,  and  remember,  that  by  the 
space  of  three  years  I  ceased  not  to  warn  every  one  night 
and  day  with  tears.  And  now,  brethren,  I  commend  you  to 
God,  and  to  the  word  of  his  grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you 
up,  and  to  give  you  an  inheritance  among  all  them  which 
are  sanctified.    Acts  20 :  17-24,  28-32. 

Then  shall  another  Elder  read: 

So  when  they  had  dined,  Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter, 
Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  Me  more  than  these? 
He  saith  unto  Him,  Yea,  Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I  love 
Thee.  He  saith  unto  him.  Feed  my  lambs.  He  saith  to 
him  again  the  second  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou 
Me?  He  saith  unto  Him,  Yea,  Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I 
love  Thee.  He  saith  unto  him,  Feed  my  sheep.  He  saith 
unto  him  the  third  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou 
Me?  Peter  was  grieved  because  He  said  unto  him  the  third 
time,  Lovest  thou  Me?  And  he  said  unto  Him,  Lord,  Thou 
knowest  all  things;  Thou  knowest  that  I  love  Thee.  Jesus 
said  unto  him,  Feed  my  sheep.    John  21 :  15-17. 

And  Jesus  came  and  spake  unto  them,  saying.  All  power 
is  given  unto  Me  in  heaven  and  in  earth.  Go  ye  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  Name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit:  teaching 
them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded 
you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of 
the  world.     Amen.     Matthew  28:  18-20. 

Then  shall  the  Elected  Person  be  presented  by  two  Elders  unto 
the  Bishop,  the   Elders  saying: 

We  present  unto  you  this  Elder  chosen  to  be  consecrated 
a  Bishop. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  call  upon  the  Congregation  present  to 
pray,  saying: 

Dearly  Beloved,  it  is  written  in  the  Gospel  of  Saint  Luke 
that  our  Saviour  Christ  continued  the  whole  night  in 
prayer,  before  He  chose  and  sent  forth  His  twelve  apostles. 
It  is  written  also  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  that  the  dis- 
ciples who  were  at  Antioch  did  fast  and  pray,  before  they 
laid  their  hands  on  Paul  and  Barnabas,  and  sent  them  forth 
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on  their  first  mission  to  the  Gentiles.  Let  us,  therefore, 
following  the  example  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  and  His 
Apostles,  give  ourselves  to  prayer,  before  we  admit  and 
send  forth  this  person  presented  to  us,  to  the  work  where- 
unto  we  trust  the  Holy  Spirit  hath  called  him. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  pray: 

Almighty  God,  giver  of  all  good  things,  who  by  Thy  Holy 
Spirit  has  appointed  divers  offices  in  Thy  Church ;  gracious- 
ly behold  this  Thy  servant  now  called  to  the  Office  and 
Ministry  of  a  Bishop.  So  replenish  him  with  the  truth  of 
Thy  doctrine,  and  so  adorn  him  with  innocency  of  life,  that 
both  by  word  and  deed  he  may  faithfully  serve  Thee  in  this 
office,  to  the  glory  of  Thy  Name,  and  the  edifying  and  well 
governing  of  Thy  Church;  through  the  merits  of  our 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  Thee 
and  the  Holy  Spirit,  world  without  end.     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  say  to  him  that  is  to  be  Consecrated: 

Brother,  forasmuch  as  the  Holy  Scriptures  command 
that  we  should  not  be  hasty  in  admitting  any  person  to 
government  in  the  Church  of  Christ,  before  you  are  ad- 
mitted to  this  Ministration,  you  will,  in  the  fear  of  God, 
give  answer  to  these  questions: 

Are  you  persuaded  that  you  are  truly  called  to  this 
Ministration,  according  to  the  will  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  ? 

I  am  so  persuaded. 

Are  you  persuaded  that  the  Holy  Scriptures  contain 
sufficiently  all  truth  required  for  eternal  salvation  through 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ?  And  are  you  determined  out  of  the 
same  Holy  Scriptures  so  to  instruct  the  people  committed 
to  your  charge  that  they  may  enter  into  eternal  life? 

I  am  so  persuaded  and  determined,  by  God's  grace. 

Will  you  then  faithfully  exercise  yourself  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  and  call  upon  God  that  through  study  and  prayer 
you  may  have  true  understanding  of  the  same? 

I  will  so  do,  by  the  help  of  God. 

Are  you  ready  with  all  faithful  diligence  to  seek  and  to 
promote  the  truth  of  Christ  and  to  defend  the  Church 
against  all  doctrine  contrary  to  God's  Word? 

I  am  ready,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

Will  you  live  soberly,  righteously,  and  devoutly  in  this 
present  world,  that  you  may  show  yourself  in  all  things 
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an  example  of  good  works  unto  others,  to  the  honor  and 
glory  of  God? 

I  will  so  do,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

Will  you  show  yourself  gentle,  and  be  merciful  for  Christ's 
sake  to  poor  and  needy  people,  and  to  all  strangers  destitute 
of  help? 

I  will  so  do,  by  the  help  of  God. 

Will  you  maintain  and  set  forward,  as  much  as  lieth  in 
you,  quietness,  love,  and  peace  among  all  men ;  and  faith- 
fully exercise  such  discipline  in  the  Church  as  shall  be 
committed  unto  you? 

I  will  so  do,  by  the  help  of  God. 

Will  you  be  faithful  in  ordaining  and  appointing  others; 
and  will  you  ever  seek  to  deal  justly  and  kindly  with  your 
brethren  of  the  ministry  over  whom  you  are  placed  as  chief 
pastor? 

I  will  so  do,  by  the  help  of  God. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  pray : 

Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  hath  given  you 
a  good  will  to  do  all  these  things,  grant  also  unto  you 
strength  and  power  to  perform  the  same,  that  He  may  ac- 
complish in  you  the  good  work  which  He  hath  begun,  that 
you  may  be  found  blameless,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.     Ainen. 

[Then  the  Congregation  shall  be  i-equested  to  make  their  earnest 
supplications  in  silent  Prayer  to  God  for  those  who  are  to  be  con- 
secrated as  Bishops,  and  silence  shall  be  kept  for  a  space.] 

[After  which  shall  be  said  the  Veni,  Creator  Spiritus,  the  Bishop 
beginning-   and    all    others    answering   as   foUoweth.] 

Come,  Holy  Ghost,  our  souls  inspire, 

And  lighten  with  celestial  fire. 

Thou  the  anointing  Spirit  art. 

Who  dost  Thy  sevenfold  gifts  impart. 

Thy  blessed  unction  from  above 

It  comfort,  life,  and  fire  of  love. 

Enable  with   perpetual   light 

The   dullness   of   our   blinded   sight; 

Anoint  and  cheer  our  soiled  face 

With  the  abundance  of  Thy  grace ; 

Keep  far  our  foes,  give  peace  at  home; 

Where  thou  art  Guide,  no  ill  can  come. 
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Teach  us  to  know  the  Father,  Son, 
And  Thee,  of  both,  to  be  but  ONE ; 
That  through  the  ages  all  along 
This  may  be  our  endless  song: 
Praise  to  Thy  eternal  merit, 
Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  say: 

Let  us  pray. 

Lift  up  your  hearts. 

We  lift  them  up  unto  the  Lord. 

Lord,  hear  our  prayer. 

And  let  our  cry  come  unto  Thee. 

Almighty  and  Most  Merciful  Father,  who  of  Thine  infinite 
goodness  hast  given  Thine  only  and  dearly  beloved  Son 
Jesus  Christ  to  be  our  Redeemer;  and  hast  made  some 
Apostles,  some  Prophets,  some  Evangelists,  some  Pastors 
and  Teachers,  to  the  edifying  and  making  perfect  of  thy 
Church:  grant,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  this  Thy  servant,  such 
grace  that  he  may  evermore  be  ready  to  spread  abroad  Thy 
Gospel,  the  glad  tidings  of  reconciliation  with  Thee,  and  to 
use  the  authority  given  him,  not  to  destruction,  but  to 
salvation ;  not  to  hurt  but  to  help ;  so  that  as  a  wise  and  faith- 
ful servant,  giving  to  all  their  portion  in  due  season  he 
may  at  least  be  received  into  everlasting  joy,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who,  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Spirit, 
liveth  and  reigneth,  one  God,  world  without  end.     Amen. 

Then  the  Bishops  and  Elders  present  shall  lay  their  hands  upon 
the  head  of  the  Elected  Person  kneeling-  before  them,  the  consecrating 
Bishop   saying : 

The  Lord  pour  upon  thee  the  Holy  Spirit  for  the  Office 
and  work  of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God,  now  committed 
unto  thee  by  the  authority  of  the  Church  through  the 
imposition  of  our  hands,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  And  remember  that  thou 
stir  up  the  grace  of  God  which  is  in  thee;  for  God  hath 
not  given  us  the  spirit  of  fear,  but  of  power,  and  of  love,  and 
of  a  sound  mind.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  deliver  to  him  the  Bible,  saying: 

Give  heed  unto  reading,  exhortation,  and  teaching.  Think 
upon  the  things  contained  in  this  book.    Be  diligent  in  them. 
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that  the  increase  coming  thereby  may  be  manifest  unto 
all  men.  Take  heed  unto  thyself,  and  to  thy  teaching;  for 
by  so  doing  thou  shalt  save  both  thyself  and  them  that  hear 
thee.  Be  to  the  flock  of  Christ  a  shepherd.  Hold  up  the 
weak,  heal  the  sick,  bind  up  the  broken,  bring  again  the 
outcast,  seek  the  lost;  faithfully  minister  discipline  but 
forget  not  mercy ;  that  the  kingdom  of  God  may  come  upon 
the  earth  and  when  the  Chief  Shepherd  shall  appear,  that 
you  may  receive  the  never-fading  crown  of  glory,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Bishop  pray: 

Most  merciful  Father,  we  beseech  Thee  to  send  down  upon 
these  thy  servants  Thy  heavenly  blessing,  and  so  endue 
them  with  thy  Holy  Spirit  that  they,  preaching  Thy  word, 
may  not  only  be  earnest  to  reprove,  beseech,  and  rebuke  with 
all  patience  and  doctrine,  but  also  may  be  to  such  as  believe 
a  wholesome  example  in  word,  in  conversation,  in  love,  in 
faith,  in  chastity,  and  in  purity;  that  faithfully  fulfilling 
their  course,  at  the  latter  day  they  may  receive  the  crown 
of  righteousness  laid  up  by  the  Lord,  the  righteous  Judge, 
who  liveth  and  reigneth  one  God  with  the  Father  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  world  without  end.     An^eyi. 

Direct  us,  0  Lord,  in  all  our  doing  with  Thy  most  gracious 
favor,  and  further  us  with  Thy  continual  help,  that  in  all 
our  works,  begun,  continued,  and  ended  in  Thee,  we  may 
glorify  Thy  holy  Name;  and  finally,  by  Thy  mercy,  obtain 
everlasting  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

Then  may  the  Bishop  say: 

The  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understanding,  keep 
your  hearts  and  minds  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  God, 
and  of  His  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord;  and  the  blessing  of 
God  Almighty,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit 
be  among  you,  and  remain  with  you  always.    Amen. 

The  Laying  of  a  Corner  Stone 
tl  1423.    the  order  for  laying  the  corner  stone  of  a 

CHURCH 

At  the  time  appointed  the  Hymn,  "The  Church's  One  Foundation  Is 
Jesus  Christ  Her  Lord,"  or  other  Hymn  may  be  sung,  all  the  People 
standing,   after   which   the   Minister   shall   say: 

The  Lord  is  in  His  holy  temple:  let  all  the  earth  keep 
silence  before  Him. 
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I  was  glad  when  they  said  unto  me,  Let  us  go  into  the 
house  of  the  Lord. 

Let  thy  work  appear  unto  Thy  servants  and  thy  glory  unto 
their  children;  and  let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord,  our  God, 
be  upon  us,  and  establish  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon 
us;  yea,  the  work  of  our  hands  establish  Thou  it. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  offer  a  prayer.  Then  the  following  lesson 
from  the  Old  Testament  may  be  read  responsively  by  the  Minister  and 
the  People,  the  People  standing. 

The  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  the  fullness  thereof;  the 
world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein. 

For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  the  seas,  and  established  it 
upon  the  floods. 

Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord?  or  who  shall 
stand  in  His  holy  place? 

He  that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a  pure  heart;  who  hath 
not  lifted  up  his  soul  unto  vanity,  nor  sworn  deceitfully. 

He  shall  receive  the  blessing  from  the  Lord,  and  right- 
eousness from  the  God  of  his  salvation. 

This  is  the  generation  of  them  that  seek  him,  that  seek 
thy  face,  O  Jacob. 

Lift  up  your  heads,  0  ye  gates;  and  be  ye  lifted  up,  ye 
everlasting  doors;  and  the  King  of  Glory  shall  come  in. 

Who  is  this  King  of  glory?  The  Lord  strong  and  mighty, 
the  Lord  mighty  in  battle. 

Lift  up  your  heads,  0  ye  gates;  even  lift  them  up,  ye 
everlasting  doors;  and  the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in. 

Who  is  King  of  glory?  the  Lord  of  hosts,  he  is  the  King  of 
Glory.    Psalm  24. 

Then  may  be  said  or  sung: 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be,  world 
without  end.    Amen. 

Then  shall  be  read  the  lesson  from  the  New  Testament,  the 
People  being  seated: 

For  we  are  laborers  together  with  God :  ye  are  God's  hus- 
bandry, ye  are  God's  building. 

According  to  the  grace  of  God  which  is  given  unto  me, 
as  a  wise  master-builder,  I  have  laid  the  foundation,  and 
another  buildeth  thereon.  But  let  every  man  take  heed 
how  he  buildeth  thereon. 
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For  other  foundation  can  no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid, 
which  is  Jesus  Christ. 

Now  if  any  man  build  upon  this  foundation  gold,  silver, 
precious  stones,  wood,  hay  stubble;  every  man's  work  shall 
be  made  manifest:  for  the  day  shall  declare  it,  because  it 
shall  be  revealed  by  fire;  and  the  fire  shall  try  every  man's 
work  of  what  sort  it  is. 

If  any  man's  work  abide  which  he  hath  built  thereon, 
he  shall  receive  a  reward. 

If  any  man's  work  shall  be  burned,  he  shall  suffer  loss: 
but  he  himself  shall  be  saved ;  yet  so  as  by  fire. 

Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  the  temple  of  God,  and  that  the 
Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in  you?     I  Corinthians  3:  9-16. 

Here  may  follow  a  Prayer,  Offering,  Anthem,  Address  and 
Hymn. 

Standing  at  the  side  of  the  corner  stone  the  following  Scripture 
Sentences  may  be  read: 

Except  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they  labor  in  vain  that 
built  it. 

The  Lord  hath  chosen  thee  to  build  a  house  for  the  sanc- 
tuary ;  be  strong  and  do  it.  Fear  not,  nor  be  dismayed :  for 
the  Lord  God,  even  my  God,  is  with  thee.  He  will  not  fail 
thee,  nor  forsake  thee,  until  all  the  w^ork  for  service  of  the 
house  of  the  Lord  is  finished. 

Therefore,  thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  Behold,  I  lay  in  Zion 
for  a  foundation  a  stone,  a  tried  stone,  a  precious  corner 
stone  of  sure  foundation. 

According  to  the  grace  of  God  which  was  given  unto  me, 
as  a  wise  master  builder  I  have  laid  the  foundation. 

Other  foundation  can  no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which 
is  Jesus  Christ. 

Then    shall    the    Minister    offer    the    Prayer    of    Consecration: 

Almighty  God,  the  Rock  of  Ages,  on  Thee  we  build  all 
our  hopes  for  this  life  and  that  which  is  to  come.  Other 
foundation  we  would  not  seek  to  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which 
is  Jesus  Christ ;  and  we  are  to  build  upon  this  Corner  Stone 
a  Holy  Temple  to  the  living  God.  Accept  the  act  by  which 
we  lay  this  Corner  Stone.  Bless  those  whose  offerings  en- 
able us  to  build  this  house  of  worship.  Graciously  guard 
and  direct  those  who  labor  in  erecting  it,  shielding  them 
from  accident  and  peril.  May  the  walls  of  this  building  rise 
in  security  and  in  beauty ;  and  may  the  hearts  of  these,  thy 
people,  be  fitly  joined  together  into  a  living  temple,  builded 
upon  the  foundation  of  the  apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus 
Christ  being  the  chief  Corner  Stone.     Amen. 
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Then  shall  the  Minister  and  People  recite  the  Litany  for  the  Lay- 
ing of  a  Corner  Stone: 

To  the  Glory  of  God  our  Father,  to  the  service  of  our 
dear  Master  and  His  Church  and  to  the  abiding  presence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit, 

We  lay  the  corner  stone  of  this  church. 

For  a  building  of  which  Jesus  Christ  is  the  chief  Corner 
Stone,  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth, 

We  lay  this  corner  stone. 

For  a  building  that  shall  stand  as  a  symbol  of  the  Church 
Universal :  the  Corner  Stone  of  which  is  Truth,  the  creed 
of  which  is  Love,  and  its  towers  eternal  Hope, 

We  lay  this  corner  stone. 

For  a  church  that  shall  exalt  not  a  religion  of  creed  or 
of  authority,  but  religion  of  saving  grace,  of  personal  ex- 
perience and  of  spiritual  power. 

We  lay  this  corner  stone. 

For  a  church  that  shall  exalt  the  ministry  of  the  open 
Bible,  with  its  faithful  record  of  human  life,  its  unfolding 
of  the  redeeming  Grace  of  God  through  Jesus  Christ,  its 
message  of  warning,  inspiration,  comfort  and  hope. 

We  lay  this  corner  stone. 

For  a  church  that  shall  teach  and  incarnate  the  doctrine 
of  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Man, 
We  lay  this  corner  stone. 

For  a  church  that  shall  fufill  a  ministry  of  social  service 
inspired  by  spiritual  motive. 

We  lay  this  corner  stone. 

For  a  church  that  shall  be  a  renewing  and  cleansing  power 
in  the  Community  and  that  loves  every  other  communion 
that  exalts  Christ  in  the  service  of  man, 

We  lay  this  corner  stone. 

For  a  church  with  an  open  door  for  all  people,  rich  or 
poor,  homeless  or  desolate,  who  need  the  help  of  God  through 
us. 

We  lay  this  corner  stone. 

For  a  church  that  shall  gather  the  children  in  its  arms 
and  hold  them  close  to  Christ  that  they  may  grow  up  in  the 
Church  and  never  be  lost  from  the  fold, 

We  lay  this  corner  stone. 

For  a  church  which  stands  for  the  sacramental  truth — 

It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive, 
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We  lay  this  corner  stone. 

For  a  church  which  takes  hold  on  two  worlds,  and  stands 
for  the  unseen  and  eternal,  and  which  offers  to  men  the 
abundant  life  which  now  is  and  that  which  is  to  come. 

We  lay  this  corner  stone  in  the  Name  of  Almighty  God. 

Then    shall   the    Minister    say: 

In  loving  memory  of  those  who  have  gone  from  us ;  whose 
hearts  and  hands  have  served  in  this  church;  with  deep 
gratitude  for  all  whose  faith  and  consecrated  gifts  make  this 
house  possible;  for  all  who  may  share  this  spiritual  adven- 
ture ;  and  with  high  hopes  for  all  who  shall  worship  in  this 
house  in  years  to  come. 

Then   shall  the  People  respond: 

We  lay  this  corner  stone  in  the  name  of  Almighty  God — 
Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit — unto  the  ages  of  ages,  world 
without  end.    Amen. 

[Then  shall  the  Minister,  standing  by  the  stone,  exhibit  to  the 
people  a  box  to  be  placed  in  the  stone.  It  may  contain  such  articles 
as  a  Bible,  The  Methodist  Hymnal,  the  latest  Discipline,  Church 
periodicals,  names  of  the  Pastor,  Official  Board,  the  Building  Com- 
mittee of  the  Church,  with  such  other  documents  as  may  be  desired. 
The  Minister  may  read  the  list  of  articles  so  deposited  in  the  box. 
Then  with  the  aid  of  the  builder,  the  Minister  shall  lay  the  stone 
in  its  place.] 

Then  shall  the  people  sing: 

Praise  God,  from  whom  all  blessings  flow; 
Praise  Him,  all  creatures  here  below ;

At  the  time  appointed  the  Hymn  "The  Church's  One  Foundation

standing,  after  which  the  Minister  shall   say:

Dearly  Beloved,  we  are  assembled  to  lay  the  Corner 
Stone  of  a  new  house  for  the  worship  of  the  God  of  our 
fathers.  Let  us  not  doubt  that  He  will  favorably  approve 
our  godly  purpose,  and  let  us  now  devoutly  invoke  His 
blessing  on  this  our  undertaking.

According  to  the  Grace  of  God  which  is  given  unto  me, 
as  a  wise  master-builder,  I  have  laid  the  foundation,  and 
another  buildeth  thereon.

Here  may  follow  an  Address,  and  an  Offering  may  be  received. 
Then  may  be  sung  a  Hjnnn,  such  as :

Then  may  the  Minister  say: 

The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of  God, 
and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  with  you  all.

The  Minister'  and  People:  We  dedicate  this  house  to  the 
glory  of  God  our  Father,  by  whose  favor  it  has  been 
builded ;  in  honor  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God 
our  Lord  and  Saviour ;  to  the  praise  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the 
source  of  light  and  life.

We  dedicate  this  Organ  to  the  wedding  march,  to  thanks- 
giving on  festal  occasions,  and  to  such  inspiration  in  the 
service  of  song  that  all  people  may  praise  the  Lord. 

0  sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song :  sing  unto  the  Lord  all 
the  earth,  in  psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual  songs,  singing 
and  making  melody  in  your  heart  unto  the  Lord. 

We  dedicate  this  Organ  to  the  healing  of  life's  discords, 
and  the  revealing  of  the  hidden  soul  of  harmony ;  to  the  lift- 
ing of  the  depressed  and  the  comforting  of  the  sorrowing;

The  People  being  assembled,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

Dearly  Beloved,  by  the  favor  of  God  and  the  labor  of 
man,  this  building  has  been  so  far  completed.  It  is  to  be  a 
place  where  men  and  women,  boys  and  girls,  may  find  op- 
portunities for  instruction,  for  recreation,  and  for  minis- 
tries of  fellowship. 

Let  us  therefore  bring  to  the  Heavenly  Father  our  praises 
for  His  guidance  and  aid  in  this  undertaking,  and  our 
prayers  on  behalf  of  those  who  by  their  gifts  of  their  service 
shall  unite  in  fulfilling  the  purposes  of  love  and  good  will 
for  which  this  building  is  prepared.

Though  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  angels, 
and  have  not  love,  I  am  become  as  sounding  brass,  or  a 
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tinkling  cymbal.  And  though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy, 
and  understand  all  mysteries,  and  all  knowledge;  and 
though  I  have  all  faith,  so  that  I  could  remove  mountains, 
and  have  not  love,  I  am  nothing.  And  though  I  bestow  all 
my  goods  to  feed  the  poor,  and  though  I  give  my  body  to  be 
burned,  and  have  not  love,  it  profiteth  me  nothing. 

Love  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind:  love  envieth  not;  love

She  crieth  at  the  gates,  at  the  entry  of  the  city,  at  the 
coming  in  at  the  doors. 

Unto  you,  0  men,  I  call;  and  my  voice  is  to  the  sons  of 
men. 
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0  ye  simple,  understand  wisdom:  and  ye  fools,  be  ye  of 
an  understanding-  heart. 

Hear ;  for  I  will  speak  of  excellent  things ;  and  the  open- 
ing of  my  lips  shall  be  right  things. 

For  my  mouth  shall  speak  truth;  and  wickedness  is  an 
abomination  to  my  lips. 

Receive  my  instruction,  and  not  silver;  and  knowledge 
rather  than  choice  gold. 

For  wisdom  is  better  than  rubies ;  and  all  the  things  that 
may  be  desired  are  not  to  be  compared  to  it. 

But  where  shall  wisdom  be  found?  And  where  is  the 
place  of  understanding? 

Behold,  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  that  is  wisdom ;  and  to  de- 
part from  evil  is  understanding.  Proverbs  8:  1,1,  10,  11; 
Job  28:  12,  28. 

Then  shall  be  said  or  sung: 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to  the  Holy 
Ghost;  As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall 
be,  world  without  end.    Amen. 

Then  let  the  Trustees  or  the  proper  Committee  stand  up  before  the 
People,  and  one  of  them  say  unto  the  Minister: 

We  present  unto  you  this  building,  to  be  dedicated  to  the 
service  of  Almighty  God  in  the  enlightenment  of  his  chil- 
dren. 

Then  shall  the  People  stand  while  the  Minister  pronounces  the  fol- 
lowing Declaration: 

Dearly  Beloved,  it  is  right  and  proper  that  buildings 
erected  for  such  service  in  the  Name  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ  should  be  formally  and  devoutly  set 
apart  for  their  special  uses.  For  such  a  dedication  we 
are  now  assembled.  And,  as  the  dedication  of  this  build- 
ing is  vain  without  the  solemn  consecration  of  those  whose 
gifts  and  labors  it  represents,  let  us  now  give  ourselves 
anew  to  the  service  of  God:  our  souls,  that  they  may  be 
renewed  after  the  image  of  Christ;  our  bodies,  that  they 
may  be  fit  temples  for  the  indwelling  of  the  Holy  Spirit ;  our 
labors  and  business,  that  they  may  be  according  to  God's 
holy  will,  and  that  their  fruit  may  tend  to  the  glory  of  His 
Name  and  the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  these  words  of  Dedication,  the  People 
standing  and  responding: 
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In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  we  dedicate  this  building  to  the  holy  ministry 
of  education. 

Take  fast  hold  of  instruction;  let  her  not  go:  keep  her, 
for  she  is  thy  life. 

We  dedicate  this  building  to  the  spiritual  enrichment 
of  all  who  shall  come  here  in  pursuit  of  knowledge. 

Happy  is  the  man  that  findeth  wisdom,  and  the  man  that 
getteth  understanding. 

We  dedicate  this  building  to  the  loyal  service  of  those 
whose  training  and  devotion  have  prepared  them  to  lead 
students  toward  the  truth. 

The  Lord  God  hath  given  me  the  tongue  of  the  learned 
that  I  should  know  how  to  speak  a  word  in  season  to  him 
that  is  weary. 

We  dedicate  this  building  to  that  ministry  of  adminis- 
tration upon  whose  ability  and  fruitfulness  depends  the 
wase  conduct  of  its  affairs. 

Who,  then,  is  that  faithful  and  wise  steward,  whom  his 
lord  shall  make  ruler  over  his  household?  Blessed  is  that 
servant  whom  his  lord,  when  he  cometh,  shall  find  so  doing. 

Minister  and  People  together: 

We  dedicate  ourselves  to  that  service  of  our  fellow  men, 
wherein  can  best  be  performed  our  true  service  of  God ;  in 
obedience  to  the  spirit  of  the  Master  when  he  said,  Thou 
shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  thy 
neighbor  as  thyself. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 

Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  whose  eyes  are 
ever  toward  the  righteous  and  whose  ears  are  ever  open 
unto  their  cry,  graciously  accept,  we  pray  Thee,  this  build- 
ing which  we  now  dedicate  to  Thee,  to  Thy  service  and  to 
Thy  glory,  that  in  it  love  and  wisdom  may  unite  to  make 
plain  the  path  of  knowledge  to  those  who  gather  here ;  and 
we  beseech  Thee  to  receive  us  Thy  servants,  who  here 
dedicate  ourselves  anew  to  Thee  and  to  those  offices  of 
fellowship  and  good  will  in  which  Thou  art  well  pleased. 
Grant  that  those  who  come  here,  whether  as  administrators, 
teachers,  or  students,  may  come  with  pure  minds,  upright 
purpose,  and  steadfast  endeavor,  to  learn  and  to  do  Thy 
holy  will ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 
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God  of  our  Fathers,  we  offer  Thee  our  heartfelt  thanks 
for  all  Thy  servants:  the  parents  and  teachers,  the  bene- 
factors and  friends,  by  whose  love  and  devotion  we  have 
come  into  our  great  inheritance  of  health,  truth,  and  piety. 
Help  us  to  guard  faithfully  this  great  boon,  to  profit  by  it, 
to  augment  it,  and  loyally  to  pass  it  on  to  the  coming  gen- 
eration, that  they  through  us  may  rise  up  to  serve  Thee; 
in  the  Name  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

Grant,  O  Lord,  to  all  teachers  and  students,  to  know  that 
which  is  worth  knowing,  to  love  that  which  is  worth  lov- 
ing, to  praise  that  which  pleaseth  Thee  most.  Grant  us 
with  true  judgment  to  distinguish  truth  from  error,  to 
dislike  whatever  is  evil  in  Thine  eyes,  and  above  all  to 
search  out  and  to  do  those  things  which  are  right  in  Thy 
sight;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

Then  may  the  Minister  say: 

Now  unto  Him  that  is  able  to  keep  you  from  falling,  and 
to  present  you  faultless  before  the  presence  of  His  glory 
with  exceeding  joy,  to  the  only  wise  God  our  Saviour,  be 
glory  and  majesty,  dominion  and  power,  now  and  ever- 
more.   Amen. 

The  Dedication  of  a  Home 
If  1430.  THE  order  for  the  dedication  of  a  home 

At  the  time  appointed,  when  the  Minister  and  People  have  as- 
sembled in  the  Home,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

Peace  be  to  this  house. 

Dearly  Beloved,  members  and  friends  of  this  household, 
it  is  written  that,  "Except  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they 
labor  in  vain  that  build  it."  We  have  therefore  met  here 
to  invoke  the  divine  blessing  on  this  home,  that  its  ties  of 
love  may  be  strong  and  beautiful  through  the  blessing  and 
the  inspiration  of  the  Heavenly  Father. 

Then  may  be  sung  the  Hymn,  "Father  of  All,  Thy  Care  We 
Bless,"  or  some  other  suitable  Hymn. 

This  shall  be  followed  by  extemporary  prayer,  closing  with  the 
Lord's  Prayer. 

Then  shall  the  words  of  Dedication  be  spoken  by  the  Minister, 
the  People  standing  and  responding: 

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  we  dedicate  this  home  to  the  glory  of  God, 
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committing  to   His   loving  care  this  house  and   all   who 
dwell  in  it. 

Have  thou  respect  unto  the  prayer  of  Thy  servant,  O 
Lord,  my  God,  which  Thy  servant  prayeth  before  Thee  this 
day;  that  Thine  eyes  may  be  open  toward  this  house  night 
and  day. 

We  dedicate  this  home  to  the  deep  affections  of  the 
family  circle,  and  to  all  friendly  hospitalities. 

Now  God  Himself,  and  our  Father,  and  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  make  you  to  increase  and  abound  in  love. 

We  dedicate  this  home  to  the  courage,  patience,  and 
self-control  which  make  life  cheerful  and  serene. 

Let  patience  have  her  perfect  work,  that  ye  may  be  per- 
fect and  entire,  wanting  nothing. 

We  dedicate  this  home  to  all  beautiful  things  of  heart 
and  mind  that  lead  the  soul  to  wider  vision  and  to  higher 
aims. 

"Whene'er  a  noble  deed  is  wrought. 
Whene'er  is  spoken  a  noble  thought. 
Our  hearts  in  glad  surprise 
To  higher  levels  rise." 

We  dedicate  this  home  to  happiness,  to  hopefulness,  and 
to  health,  that  it  may  ever  be,  to  those  whose  home  it  is,  a 
dear  haven  of  peace  and  joy. 

"Serene  will  be  our  days  and  bright, 
And  happy  will  our  nature  be. 
When  love  is  an  unerring  light. 
And  joy  its  own  security." 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say : 
Let  us  pray. 

O  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  Giver  of  life,  we  pray 
Thee  make  this  home  an  abode  of  light  and  love.  May  all 
that  is  pure,  tender,  and  true,  grow  up  under  its  shelter. 
May  all  that  hinders  godly  union  and  concord  be  driven 
far  from  it.  Make  it  the  center  of  fresh,  sweet,  and  holy 
influence.  Give  wisdom  for  life,  and  discretion  in  the 
guidance  of  affairs. 

Let  Thy  work  appear  unto  Thy  servants,  and  Thy  glory 
unto  their  children.  Let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God 
be  upon  us ;  and  establish  Thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon 
us ;  yea,  the  work  of  our  hands  establish  Thou  it.  And  the 
praise  shall  be  Thine  forever.    Amen. 
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Here  may  be  sung  the   Hymn,   "O   Happy   Home." 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 

The  Lord  bless  us  and  keep  us,  the  Lord  cause  His  face 
to  shine  upon  us  and  be  gracious  unto  us,  the  Lord  lift  up 
the  light  of  His  countenance  upon  us,  and  give  us  peace, 
now  and  for  evermore.    Amen.

The  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Orders  of  Worship  recom- 
mends that  the  Uniting  Conference  request  the  Council  of 
Bishops  to  appoint  a  Commission  on  Orders  of  Worship, 
Rituals,  and  Aids  to  the  Deepening  of  the  Spiritual  Life  to 
report  to  the  second  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church;  that  the  Board  of  Publication  of  The  Methodist 
Church  be  authorized  to  provide  funds  for  the  expenses  of 
the  Commission;  that  the  Commission  seek  to  provide 
Orders  of  Worship  and  Rituals  for  The  Methodist  Church 
that  will  draw  upon  richer  and  wider  resources  than  those 
that  have  been  available  up  to  the  present  time,  and  that 
the  Commission  seek  to  provide  aids  to  the  deepening  of 
the  spiritual  life  worthy  of  the  new  Church  and  designed 
to  make  Methodism  a  spiritually  creative  force  in  the  land.

I.  COMMITTEE  ON  ENABLING  ACTS  AND  LEGAL

Report  No.  1.    Concerning  Inaugurating  Activities 

Adopted  May  9.    See  Journal,  Page  333. 

Membership  of  Committee,  36;  present  when  report 
was  adopted,  29 ;  voting  for  adoption,  29. 

For  the  purpose  of  inaugurating  the  activities  of  The 
Methodist  Church  the  procedure  for  and  in  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences of  the  three  Uniting  Churches,  composing  The 
Methodist  Church,  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  Plan  of 
Union,  shall  include  the  following: 

Section  1.  All  Annual  Conferences  of  the  three  uniting 
Churches  shall  meet  at  some  date  before  December  25,  1939, 
transact  their  usual  business,  including  the  appointment  of 
Preachers  until  the  successor  organization  of  the  Annual 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church,  close  their  affairs, 
and  adjourn  finally  as  Conferences  of  these  respective 
Churches. 

Section  2.  All  Annual  Conferences  of  The  Methodist 
Church  shall  meet  at  some  date  prior  to  January  1,  1940, 
and  following  as  early  as  practicable  the  final  closing  of  the 
Annual  Conferences  to  which  they  are  the  successors,  or- 
ganize, elect  the  Boards  which  the  Discipline  requires  to 
act  until  their  successors  are  elected  following  the  Juris- 
dictional Conferences,  adopt  the  programs  and  plans  of 
service  for  its  Boards,  adopt  apportionments  for  General 
and  Conference  work,  appoint  the  Preachers  to  their 
Charges,  and  take  such  other  action  as  the  work  of  the  An- 
nual Conference  requires. 

Section  3.  Each  Annual  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church  shall  fix  as  an  apportionment  for  General  work 
an  amount  not  less  than  that  of  its  predecessor  or  prede- 
cessors nor  less  than  the  combined  apportionments  of  any 
Conference,  Conferences  or  parts  of  Conferences  to  which 
it  is  the  successor,  since  these  Benevolences  are  necessary 
to  the  support  of  the  Boards  that  are  continued  until  the 
Jurisdictional  Conferences. 
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Section  4.  Each  Annual  Conference  in  the  Southeastern 
and  South  Central  Jurisdictional  Conferences,  excepting 
those  in  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  shall  report  and  send  its 
General  Benevolences  to  the  General  Boards  at  Nashville, 
Louisville,  and  St.  Louis,  and  each  Annual  Conference  in 
the  other  four  Jurisdictional  Conferences  and  in  Kansas 
and  Nebraska  shall  report  and  send  its  Benevolences  for 
General  work  to  the  World  Service  Commission  at  Chica- 
go, Illinois,  to  be  used  in  support  of  the  Boards  and  inter- 
ests to  which  its  funds  have  usually  been  appropriated ; 
provided,  however,  in  the  case  of  the  Annual  Conferences 
whose  apportionments  for  General  work  is  a  combination  of 
the  apportionments  from  the  three  uniting  Churches  the 
receipts  for  General  Benevolences  shall  be  divided  upon 
the  basis  in  the  apportionments  and  sent  respectively  as 
above. 

Any  confusion  or  misunderstanding  regarding  these  ap- 
portionments or  the  distribution  of  them  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Adjustments  set  up  by  the  World  Serv- 
ice Commission  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the 
General  Commission  on  Budget  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

Section  5.  All  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Discipline  of 
The  Methodist  Church  for  Annual  Conferences,  District 
Conferences,  Quarterly  Conferences  and  Church  Confer- 
ences shall  go  into  effect  in  each  Annual  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church  upon  its  organization. 

Section  6.  The  General  Boards,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  they  are  constituted  by  the  Enabling  Acts  by  the  com- 
bination of  previously  existing  bodies,  having  respectively 
a  common  plan  and  policy,  as  found  in  the  Discipline,  for  the 
entire  Church  and  its  Annual  Conferences  shall  be  author- 
ized to  appoint  Committees  of  co-ordination  to  set  up  and 
maintain  a  common  plan  and  policy,  until  the  meeting  of 
the  General  Conference  in  April,  1940.  The  Boards  with 
headquarters  in  Nashville,  Louisville,  and  St.  Louis,  shall 
have  the  major  responsibility  in  the  area  of  the  South- 
eastern and  South  Central  Jurisdictions,  and  the  other 
Boards  of  the  three  uniting  Churches  wherever  located 
shall  have  major  responsibility  in  the  other  Jurisdictions. 

Section  7.  Pending  the  creation  and  organization  of  the 
General  Conference  Budget-making  Agency  as  provided  by 
the  Uniting  Conference,  the  duties  committed  to  it  by  the 
Discipline  shall  be  performed  by  the  present  existing  agen- 
cies of  the  three  Uniting  Churches.    All  these  agencies  shall 
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consult  together  and  co-operate  in  a  unified  program  and 
policy  for  the  Church  as  a  whole.  They  shall  make  pro- 
vision for  the  promotion  of  the  Benevolences  for  General 
and  Conference  work. 

Said  agencies  of  the  three  Uniting  Churches  shall  insist 
that  each  Annual  Conference  apportion  for  General  Be- 
nevolences not  less  than  its  predecessor,  nor  less  than  the 
combined  apportionments  of  the  Conferences  and  parts  of 
Conferences  of  which  it  is  the  successor.  They  shall  in- 
sist that  the  receipts  from  the  Annual  Conferences  in  the 
Southeastern  and  South  Central  Jurisdictions,  excepting 
those  in  Kansas  and  Nebraska  shall  be  sent  to  the  Boards 
and  agencies  in  Nashville,  Louisville  and  St.  Louis,  and  that 
the  receipts  from  the  Annual  Conferences  in  the  other 
four  Jurisdictions  shall  go  to  the  World  Service  Commis- 
sion, and  that  the  receipts  from  combined  apportionments 
shall  go  respectively  as  the  above.  They  shall  appoint  a 
Commission  on  Adjustment  to  serve  till  the  Jurisdictional 
Conference  to  direct  in  any  cases  of  confusion  or  misunder- 
standing. 

The  Methodist  Publishing  House,  in  correspondence  with 
the  Boards  of  Benevolence,  is  authorized  to  furnish  Statis- 
tical Blanks  for  the  use  of  the  Annual  Conferences. 

Section  8.  In  those  cases  in  which  Annual  Conferences 
are  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  respective  states  in 
which  they  are  located,  the  corporate  existence  of  such 
Annual  Conferences  may  be  continued  until  their  property 
may  be  legally  transferred  to  and  vested  in  their  respec- 
tive successors  under  the  Plan  of  Union  as  hereinabove 
provided. 

Section  9.  Pending  action  by  the  1940  General  Conference, 
Jurisdictional  Conference  or  Central  Conference,  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  their  respective  powers,  an  Annual  Conference 
shall  provide  such  Boards,  Commissions  and  Committees 
as  the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church  provides,  in 
order  to  carry  forward  the  work  of  the  United  Church. 

The  Central  Conferences  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  meet  in  special  session  on  call  of  the  Council  of 
Bishops. 

Section  10.  Pending  the  election  of  the  Trustees  of  The 
Methodist  Church  by  the  General  Conference,  the  existing 
corporations  of  the  three  uniting  Churches,  namely,  the 
Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
shall  be  continued  and  shall  manage,  control  and  administer 
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the  property  of  all  kinds  and  description  now  vested  in 
them,  or  any  of  them,  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  im- 
posed upon  them,  or  any  of  them,  and  discharge  all  the 
obligations  resting  upon  them  or  any  of  them  by  their  re- 
spective Churches  until  their  successor,  or  successors,  shall 
have  been  legally  elected,  and  shall  have  qualified  as  such 
and  all  the  assets  of  said  corporations  shall  have  been  legally 
transferred  to,  and  vested  in  the  said  successor,  or  suc- 
cessors, authorized  by  The  Methodist  Church. 

Section  11.  All  corporations,  Boards  of  Trustees,  Asso- 
ciations, or  other  agencies  of  the  three  uniting  Churches 
holding  or  controlling  any  property  of  or  exercising  any 
powers  vested  in  them  by  said  Uniting  Churches,  or  any  of 
them,  shall  continue  to  operate  under  the  existing  Charters, 
articles  of  incorporation,  constitutions,  or  other  documents 
under  which  they  have  hitherto  acted,  prior  to  the  uniting 
of  said  Churches  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  Plan  of 
Union,  until  all  property  of  every  kind  or  description  con- 
trolled by  them,  or  any  of  them  shall  have  been  legally 
transferred  to  the  successor  or  successors  created  by  and 
representing  The  Methodist  Church  may  receive  all  such 
property,  including  endowments,  annuities,  and  trust  funds, 
and  be  in  a  legal  position  to  control  and  manage  said  prop- 
erty and  trust  funds  in  the  interest  of  those  persons  and 
causes  for  which  said  funds  were  established. 

Section  12.  The  paragraphs  of  this  report  shall  not  be 
construed  to  be  exclusive,  but  only  cumulative,  and  shall  not 
have  the  effect  of  repealing  or  modifying  any  other  report 
adopted  by  the  Uniting  Conference,  dealing  with  any  of  the 
questions  or  matters  herein  considered. 

Section  13.  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church  are  and  shall  be  one  united  Church.  The  Plan 
of  Union  as  adopted  is  and  shall  be  the  Constitution  of  this 
united  Church,  and  of  its  three  constituent  bodies.  The 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  had 
their  common  origin  in  the  organization  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  America  in  1784  A.D.,  and  have  ever 
held,  adhered  to  and  preserved  a  common  belief,  spirit,  and 
purpose.  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  in  adopting  the  name  "The  Methodist  Church"  for 
the  united  Church,  do  not  and  will  not  surrender  any  right, 
interest,  or  title  in  or  to  these  respective  names  which  by 
long  and  honored  use  and  association  have  become  dear  to 
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the  Ministry  and  membership  of  the  three  uniting-  Churches 
and  have  become  enshrined  in  their  history  and  records. 
The  Methodist  Churcli  is  the  ecclesiastical  and  lawful  suc- 
cessor of  the  three  uniting  Churches,  in  and  through  which 
the  three  Churches  as  one  United  Church  shall  continue  to 
live  and  have  their  existence,  continue  their  institutions  and 
hold  and  enjoy  their  property,  exercise  and  perform  their 
several  trusts  under  and  in  accord  with  the  Plan  of  Union 
and  Discipline  of  the  United  Church;  and  such  trusts  or 
corporate  bodies  as  exist  in  the  constituent  churches  shall 
be  continued  as  long  as  legally  necessary. 

Section  14.  All  acts  and  decisions  of  the  Uniting  Confer- 
ence designed  (a)  to  harmonize  and  combine  the  provisions 
in  the  Disciplines  of  the  three  Uniting  Churches ;  (b)  to  pro- 
vide for  the  unification,  co-ordination  and  correlation  of 
Boards,  Societies,  and  other  connectional  interests  of  the 
Churches;  (c)  and  all  other  acts  and  decisions  designed  to 
implement  and  make  effective  the  Plan  of  Union  shall  take 
effect  upon  the  adjournment  of  the  Uniting  Conference 
unless  otherwise  provided. 

Section  15.  Pending  action  by  the  1940  General  Confer- 
ence, the  Book  Committee  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  the  General  Commission  on  Budget  of  the  Method- 
ist Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  or  their  successor  or  successors,  are  hereby  author- 
ized, empowered,  and  instructed  to  co-operate  in  the  main- 
tenance of  an  adequate  and  equitable  support  for  the  Bish- 
ops of  The  Methodist  Church.

The  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  which  has  been  re- 
ferred a  memorial  containing  two  questions  concerning  the 
Wyoming  State  Conference  which  at  present  is  composed 
of  less  than  fifty  members  and  whose  boundaries  require  no 
adjustment  because  of  the  Plan  of  Union,  reports  as  follows : 

"The  memorial  cites  Section  IV,  Article  5,  Paragraph  4 
of  the  Plan  of  Union  concerning  the  powers  of  Jurisdic- 
tional Conferences,  which  reads  as  follows:  To  determine 
the  boundaries  of  their  Annual  Conferences,  provided  that 
there  shall  be  no  Annual  Conference  with  a  membership  of 
fewer  than  fifty  ministers  in  full  connection,  except  by  the 
consent  of  the  General  Conference.'  " 

The  first  question  is:  "Is  the  Uniting  Conference  or  the 
coming  General  Conference  the  consenting  body  to  the  Wyo- 
ming State  Conference  memorial?" 

We  answer:  The  General  Conference  is  the  body  which 
must  consent  to  the  existence  of  an  Annual  Conference  of 
fewer  than  fifty  members. 

The  second  question  is :  "If  the  General  Conference  is 
the  consenting  body,  is  an  enabling  act  by  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference necessary  to  legalize  the  status  of  the  Wyoming 
State  Conference  until  action  by  the  General  Conference?" 

We  answer :  No. 

The  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  finds  in  the  Plan  of 
Union  no  intention  or  authority  to  destroy  an  Annual  Con- 
ference unless  the  operation  of  Jurisdictional  lines  or  the 
overlapping  of  Conference  boundaries  makes  it  inevitable.

There  has  been  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee  the 
request  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  for  an  interpretation 
of  Paragraph  3,  Article  V,  Section  IV  of  the  Plan  of  Union, 
which  reads  as  follows : 

"Article  V.  The  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  have 
the  following  powers  and  duties.  .  .  . 

"3.  To  establish  and  constitute  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ence Boards  as  auxiliary  to  the  General  Boards  of  the 
Church  as  need  may  appear,  and  to  choose  their  representa- 
tives on  the  General  Boards  in  such  manner  as  the  General 
Conference  may  determine." 

The  Committee  on  Missions  asks  that  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee submit  an  opinion  as  to  whether  this  means  that 
"all  members  of  the  General  Boards  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Jurisdictional  Conferences,  or  does  it  mean  that  the  Boards 
themselves  may  elect  additional  members  from  the  Church 
at  large?" 

This  really  involves  two  matters:  (1)  The  right  of  the 
Jurisdictional  Conferences  to  choose  representatives  on  the 
General  Boards  of  the  Church;  (2)  whether  the  General 
Boards  of  the  Church  may  be  constituted  with  a  member- 
ship including  others  than  those  chosen  by  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Conferences. 

First — There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  section  quoted 
clearly  grants  the  right  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  to 
elect  representatives  to  be  chosen  in  such  manner  and  in 
such  numbers  as  the  General  Conference  may  determine. 

Second — It  further  seems  clear  that  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion does  not  mean  that  the  General  Boards  of  the  Church 
must  be  composed  exclusively  of  members,  elected  by  the 
Jurisdictions,  as  that  section  must  be  read  in  conjunction 
with  Paragraph  8,  Article  IV,  of  Section  I  of  the  Plan  of 
Union,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Article  IV.  The  General  Conference  shall  have  .  .  . 
authority  as  follows.  .  .  . 

"8.  To  initiate  and  direct  all  connectional  enterprises  of 
the  Church,  such  as  publishing,  evangelistic,  educational, 
missionary,  and  benevolent,  and  to  provide  Boards  for  their 
promotion  and  administration." 

The  words  "to  provide  Boards  for  their  promotion  and 
administration"  must  include  the  power  and  authority  to 
provide  for  the  number,  the  term  of  office,  the  manner  of 
election,  and  all  other  matters  that  are  involved  in  the  set- 
ting up  and  organization  of  all  such  Boards;  and  therefore 
the  General  Conference  may  provide  for  the  creation  of 
General  Boards  of  the  Church  which  include  members  elect- 
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ed  by  Jurisdictions,  and  also  include,  if  it  so  determine, 
additional  members  chosen  as  they  may  direct.

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  which  has  been  re- 
ferred the  question,  "Has  the  Uniting  Conference,  under  the 
Plan  of  Union,  the  authority  to  assign  Bishops  to  residence 
within  the  Jurisdictions?"  makes  the  following  report  there- 
on: 

It  is  clear  that  this  Uniting  Conference  not  only  has  the 
power,  but  is  directed  by  the  Plan  of  Union  to  assign  the 
effective  Bishops  to  the  respective  Jurisdictions  (Art.  VI, 
Division  III,  Plan  of  Union). 

It  is  also  clear,  in  our  opinion,  that  under  the  harmon- 
izing provisions  of  the  Plan  of  Union,  the  Uniting  Confer- 
ence does  have  the  power  to  assign  Bishops  to  definite  areas 
and  residences  if  such  a  law  or  regulation  is  contained  in 
any  one  of  the  Disciplines  of  the  Churches  united. 

There  is  no  such  provision  in  the  Discipline  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  South. 

There  is  no  such  provision  in  the  body  of  the  Discipline 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  There  is  such  a  pro- 
vision, however,  in  the  Appendix  of  the  Discipline  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  which,  by  custom,  usage,  and 
judicial  decision  at  least  has  had  all  the  force  and  power 
of  law. 

The  Committee  admits  that  the  question  of  whether  or 
not  this  provision,  occurring  only  in  such  Appendix,  can  be 
used  as  the  basis  of  legislation  by  this  body  is  subject  to 
debate. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  circumstances,  we  regard  the 
pressing  of  the  question  of  power  to  a  decision  by  this  body 
as  unwise,  especially  since  the  determination  thereof  would 
be  effective  only  until  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  meet. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  Uniting  Conference 
proceed  to  make  a  schedule  of  assignment  of  the  effective 
Bishops,  not  only  to  the  respective  Jurisdictions,  but  also 
to  Episcopal  residences,  and  that  the  Bishops  be  requested 
to  accept  such  assignments,  subject  only  to  such  adjust- 
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ments  and  modifications  as  to  the  Council  of  Bishops  may 
seem  wise.

Church  School  Publications  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  submits  the  following  report : 

Under  the  harmonizing  provisions  of  the  Plan  of  Union, 
the  Uniting  Conference  has  the  power  and  authority  to 
bring  forward  into  the  new  Discipline  any  rule  or  regula- 
tion relating  to  the  method  of  electing  this  officer  found  in 
any  one  of  the  three  Disciplines  to  be  harmonized.  We  do 
not  believe,  however,  that  the  authority  to  harmonize  the 
Disciplines  of  the  three  Churches  would  authorize  the  adop- 
tion of  a  method  of  electing  such  officer  not  found  in  any  one 
of  the  three  Disciplines. 

Each  of  the  three  Disciplines  provides  that  the  Editor  of 
Church  School  Publications  shall  be  elected  by  the  General 
Conference.  No  provision  authorizing  that  officer  to  be 
elected  by  a  Board  can  be  found  in  any  one  of  the  three 
Disciplines. 

In  our  opinion,  therefore,  this  particular  section  of 
H  1208  is  not  authorized  by  the  Plan  of  Union,  and  is,  there- 
fore, unconstitutional.

In  a  preceding  Report  (No.  4)  it  was  pointed  out  that 
under  the  harmonizing  provisions  of  the  Plan  of  Union, 
the  Uniting  Conference  does  not  have  the  power  and  au- 
thority to  provide  for  the  election  of  a  Connectional  officer 
by  some  method  not  found  in  any  one  of  the  Disciplines 
of  the  Uniting  Churches. 

The  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
provides  that  the  General  (Executive)  Secretary  of  the 
General  Board  of  Lay  Activities  shall  be  elected  by  the 
General  Conference.  There  is  nothing  relating  to  this  sub- 
ject in  either  of  the  other  two  Disciplines. 

In  our  opinion,  therefore,  the  provision  in  M  604  pro- 
viding for  the  election  of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
General  Board  of  Lay  Activities  by  the  General  Board  of 
Lay  Activities  is  not  authorized  by  the  Plan  of  Union,  and 
is,  therefore,  unconstitutional.

the  following  Annual  Conferences  bounded  as  follows : 

(1)  Baltimore  Conference  shall  include  the  District 
of  Columbia,  the  western  shore  of  Maryland  (except  that 
part  of  Garrett  County  lying  west  of  the  dividing  ridge  of 
the  Allegheny  Mountains),  so  much  of  Pennsylvania  as  lies 
within  Hancock,  Flintstone,  Union  Grove,  Hyndman,  War- 
fordsburg,  and  Ellerslie  Circuits;  and  including  Delta, 
Mount  Nebo,  Fawn  Grove,  Stewartstown,  Maryland  Line 
and  Bedford  Circuits  of  the  former  Maryland  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church;  and  the  counties  of 
Jefferson,  Berkeley,  and  Morgan  in  West  Virginia. 

(2)  Central  New  York  Conference  shall  be  bounded 
on  the  west  by  the  west  lines  of  the  towns  of  Williamson, 
Marion,  and  Palmyra,  in  Wayne  County,  and  of  the  towns 
of  Farmington  and  Canandaigua,  in  Ontario  County,  and 
of  Yates  and  Schuyler  Counties,  and  of  the  towns  of  Horn- 
by and  Caton,  in  Steuben  County;  and  in  Pennsylvania  by 
the  railroad  running  from  Lawrenceville  to  Blossburg,  in- 
cluding Mansfield  and  Blossburg  charges;  on  the  south  by 
Central  Pennsylvania  Conference;  on  the  east  by  Wyoming 
and  Northern  New  York  Conferences;  on  the  north  by 
Northern  New  York  Conference  and  Lake  Ontario. 

(3)  Central  Pennsylvania  Conference  shall  be 
bounded  on  the  south  by  the  state  line  from  the  Susquehan- 
na River  to  the  west  boundary  of  Bedford  Couftty,  except- 
ing Union  Mills,  Maryland,  now  part  of  the  Littlestown 
Charge,  and  so  much  of  Pennsylvania  as  is  included  in  the 
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Baltimore  Conference;  on  the  west  by  the  west  line  of  the 
counties  of  Bedford,  Blair,  that  part  of  Cambria  County 
not  included  in  the  Pittsburgh  Conference,  namely :  Patton, 
Hastings,  Bakerton,  and  Barnesboro,  including  Cherry  Tree 
and  Glen  Campbell  and  Smithport  in  Indiana  County,  Clear- 
field County,  north  to  Saint  Marys,  excepting  so  much  of 
Clearfield  County  as  is  embraced  in  the  Erie  Conference; 
on  the  north  by  a  line  extending  from  Saint  Marys  eastward 
to  Emporium,  including  the  territory  formerly  embraced 
by  the  Keating  Summit  Circuit;  thence  by  the  southern 
boundary  of  Potter  and  Tioga  Counties,  including  Austin, 
Morris,  and  the  territory  formerly  embraced  by  Costello, 
Wharton  Circuit,  Cross  Fork,  Hammersley  Fort  Circuit, 
Blackwell,  and  Liberty  Valley  Circuits;  thence  through  Sul- 
livan County  north  of  Laporte  to  the  west  line  of  Wyoming 
County;  thence  on  the  east  by  the  present  limits  of  the 
Wyoming  Conference,  being  the  east  line  of  Sullivan  Coun- 
ty, to  the  north  line  of  Columbia  County;  thence  by  a  line 
southeasterly  through  Luzerne  County  to  the  north  line  of 
the  Philadelphia  Conference,  near  White  Haven;  thence  on 
the  south  by  the  northern  line  of  Carbon,  Schuylkill,  and 
Dauphin  Counties  to  the  Susquehanna  River,  including 
Hickory  Run,  Weatherly,  Beaver  Meadows,  and  Ashland ; 
and  thence  by  the  Susquehanna  River  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning, including  Harrisburg  and  that  additional  part  of 
Dauphin  County  east  from  the  city  limits  on  the  north  to 
and  including  Paxonia,  thence  southward  to  Rutherford, 
thence  west  to  the  city  of  Harrisburg. 

(4)  East  German  Conference  shall  embrace  all  the 
German  work  east  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  including 
all  the  German  work  in  the  state  of  New  York. 

(5)  Eastern  Swedish  Conference  shall  include  all  the 
Swedish  work  in  the  six  New  England  States,  the  states 
of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware,  and  the  territory  included  in 
the  New  York,  New  York  East,  and  Philadelphia  Confer- 
ences. 

(6)  Erie  Conference  shall  be  bounded  on  the  north  by 
Lake  Erie;  on  the  east  by  a  line  commencing  at  the  mouth 
of  Cattaraugus  Creek ;  thence  up  said  creek  to  Gowanda, 
leaving  said  town  in  the  Genesee  Conference ;  thence  to  the 
Allegheny  River  at  the  mouth  of  the  Tunungwant  Creek; 
thence  up  said  creek  southward,  excluding  the  city  of  Brad- 
ford on  said  creek,  to  the  ridge  dividing  between  the  waters 
of  Clarion  and  Sinnemahoning  Creek,  thence  southward  to 
Mahoning  Creek,  thence  down  said  creek  to  the  Allegheny 
River,  excluding  the  Milton  Society,  but  including  Valier 
and  the  Haratio  Society,  and  Hamilton  in  the  Valier  Charge, 
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the  Putneyville  Society  in  the  Putneyville  Circuit,  Rimer- 
ton  south  of  the  Mahoning  Creek,  and  that  portion  of  the 
borough  of  Junxsutawney  lying  south  and  east  of  Mahon- 
ing Creek;  thence  across  said  river  in  a  westerly  direction 
to  the  southwest  corner  of  Lawrence  County,  including 
Wampum;  thence  along  the  Ohio  state  line  to  the  place  of 
beginning,  excluding  Orangeville  Church. 

(7)  Genesee  Conference  shall  include  all  that  part  of 
the  state  of  New  York  lying  west  of  the  Central  New  York 
Conference  except  those  parts  of  Chautauqua  and  Catta- 
raugus Counties  which  are  now  included  in  the  Erie  Con- 
ference. It  shall  also  include  Gowanda  and  Corning,  in  the 
state  of  New  York,  and  so  much  of  Tioga  County,  including 
Tioga  Charge,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  as  is  not  em- 
braced in  the  Central  New  York  Conference;  also  so  much 
of  Potter  County,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  as  is  not 
included  in  the  Central  Pennsylvania  Conference;  also  in- 
cluding so  much  of  McKean  County,  in  the  state  of  Penn- 
sylvania, as  is  embraced  in  the  Olean  District,  including 
the  city  of  Bradford;  also  the  Negro  work  in  the  city  of 
Buffalo. 

(8)  Maine  Conference  shall  include  all  Maine  and  that 
part  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  east  of  the  White  Hills 
and  north  of  the  waters  of  Ossipee  Lake,  and  the  towns  of 
Gorham  and  Berlin. 

(9)  Newark  Conference  shall  include  that  part  of  the 
state  of  New  Jersey  not  included  in  the  New  Jersey  Con- 
ference, with  the  Borough  of  Richmond,  City  of  New  York, 
in  the  state  of  New  York,  and  such  portions  of  Rockland, 
Orange,  and  Sullivan  Counties,  in  the  state  of  New  York, 
as  lie  south  and  west  of  a  line  extending  from  Tompkins 
Cove,  on  the  Hudson  River,  intersecting  the  New  Jersey 
state  line  at  a  point  south  of  Sloatsburg;  thence  along  said 
state  line  to  the  Wallkill  River;  thence  due  north,  inter- 
secting the  Erie  Railroad  at  a  point  west  of  Middletown; 
thence  in  a  northwesterly  direction  to  a  point  where  the 
Port  Jervis  &  Monticello  Railroad  crosses  the  northern  line 
of  Forestburg  township  in  Sullivan  County;  thence  souJ;h- 
west  to  a  point  on  the  Delaware  River  below  Lackawaxen, 
in  Pennsylvania;  also  such  portions  of  Pike  and  Monroe 
Counties,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  as  lie  north  of  the 
Philadelphia  Conference  and  east  of  the  Wyoming  Confer- 
ence, the  same  being  now  included  in  the  Matamoras,  Mil- 
ford,  Dingmans,  and  Coolbaugh  Charges. 

(10)  New  England  Conference  shall  include  all  Mas- 
sachusetts east  of  the  Green  Mountains  not  included  in  the 
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New  Hampshire  and  the  New  England  Southern  Confer- 
ences. 

(11)  New  England  Southern  Conference  shall  in- 
clude that  part  of  Connecticut  lying  east  of  the  Connecticut 
River,  the  state  of  Rhode  Island,  with  the  town  of  Black- 
stone  in  Massachusetts,  and  that  part  of  the  state  of  Massa- 
chusetts south  of  the  towns  of  Wrentham,  Walpole,  Ded- 
ham,  Milton,  and  Quincy. 

(12)  New  Hampshire  Conference  shall  include  all  New 
Hampshire,  except  that  part  within  the  Maine  Conference ; 
also  that  part  of  Massachusetts  northeast  of  the  Merrimac 
River  with  the  exception  of  that  part  of  Lowell  north  of 
the  Merrimac. 

(13)  New  Jersey  Conference  shall  include  that  part 
of  New  Jersey  lying  south  of  the  following  line,  namely: 
commencing  at  Raritan  Bay;  thence  up  said  bay  and  river 
to  New  Brunswick,  at  a  point  opposite  the  easterly  boun- 
dary of  the  borough  of  Highland  Park,  thence  along  the 
easterly,  northerly,  and  westerly  boundaries  of  said  bor- 
ough, respectively,  to  the  Raritan  River;  thence  along  the 
Raritan  River  to  the  westerly  limits  of  the  city  of  New 
Brunswick,  thence  southwest  in  a  straight  line  to  Lambert- 
ville  on  the  Delaware  River,  including  the  city  of  New 
Brunswick,  the  Borough  of  Highland  Park,  and  Lambert- 
ville  Station. 

(14)  New  York  Conference  shall  consist  of  the  terri- 
tory now  in  the  New  York,  Poughkeepsie,  Newburgh,  and 
Kingston  Districts,  and  including  Five  Points  Mission. 

(15)  New  York  East  Conference  shall  include  Long 
Island ;  those  charges  in  Manhattan  and  Bronx  east  of  South 
Ferry,  Whitehall  Street,  Broadway,  Park  Row,  Chatham 
Square,  Bowery,  Third  Avenue  to  Pelham  Avenue ;  west  to 
the  Harlem  Railroad  track ;  north  to  Mount  Vernon ;  thence 
including  Mount  Vernon,  New  Rochelle,  Mamaroneck,  Har- 
rison, and  all  between  them  and  Long  Island  Sound  to  the 
Connecticut  line;  thence  following  the  state  line,  including 
Pound  Ridge,  to  Sharon  Township ;  east  to  Winchester,  ex- 
cluding North  Goshen ;  north  to  the  state  line,  east  to  the 
Connecticut  River,  and  following  the  river  to  the  Sound, 
and  also  excepting  Five  Points  Mission. 

(16)  Northern  New  York  Conference  shall  include 
so  much  of  the  county  of  Franklin  as  is  not  v^^ithin  the  Troy 
Conference,  and  the  counties  of  Saint  Lawrence,  Jefferson, 
Lewis,  Oneida,  and  Herkimer,  and  all  of  Oswego  County 
except  Phoenix,  and  so  much  of  the  county  of  Madison  as 
lies  on  and  east  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  &  Western  Rail- 
road, together  with  Cherry  Valley,   Springfield,   Richfield 
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Springs,  and  Salt  Springville  in  Otsego  County,  Saint 
Johnsville  in  Montgomery  County,  and  Lassellville,  Oppen- 
heim,  and  Stratford  in  Fulton  County. 

(17)  Philadelphia  Conference  shall  be  bounded  on 
the  east  by  the  Delaware  River;  on  the  south  by  the  Penn- 
sylvania state  line ;  on  the  west  by  the  Susquehanna  River, 
excluding  Harrisburg  and  the  adjoining  part  of  Dauphin 
County,  extending  east  to  Paxtonia  and  Rutherford  in- 
cluded in  the  Central  Pennsylvania  Conference;  on  the 
north  by  the  north  line  of  Dauphin,  Schuylkill,  Carbon,  and 
Monroe  Counties,  excepting  Ashland,  and  the  Beaver  Mead- 
ows Circuit. 

(18)  Pittsburgh  Conference  shall  be  bounded  on  the 
north  by  the  Erie  Conference;  on  the  east  by  the  Central 
Pennsylvania  Conference;  on  the  south  by  the  West  Vir- 
ginia Conference ;  on  the  west  by  the  North-East  Ohio  Con- 
ference. 

(19)  Troy  Conference  shall  include  that  portion  of  the 
state  of  New  York  embraced  in  the  counties  of  Rensselaer, 
Washington,  Clinton,  Essex,  Warren,  Saratoga,  Schenec- 
tady, Montgomery  (except  Saint  Johnsville),  Fulton  (ex- 
cept the  towns  of  Oppenheim  and  Stratford),  Albany  (ex- 
cept Coeymans  Hollow  and  South  Bethlehem),  Schoharie 
(except  Blenheim,  Charlottesville,  Eminence,  Grilboa,  Liv- 
ingston ville.  Summit,  and  West  Fulton)  ;  in  Columbia  Coun- 
ty, the  town  of  Stuyvesant,  Kinderhook,  New  Lebanon,  and 
Chatham  (except  Chatham  Village  and  East  Chatham)  ;  in 
Franklin  County,  the  towns  of  Standish,  Saranac  Lake,  and 
the  appointments  connected  with  Bloomingdale  Circuit;  in 
Hamilton  County,  the  towns  of  Benson,  Hope,  Wells,  Indian 
Lake,  Long  Lake,  and  Blue  Mountain  Lake;  and  in  Otsego 
County,  Center  Valley;  also  that  portion  of  Vermont  em- 
braced in  the  counties  of  Addison  (except  the  towns  of 
Granville  and  Hancock),  Bennington  (except  the  towns  of 
Landgrove  and  Peru),  Rutland  (except  Mechanicsville  and 
Cuttingsville,  Mount  Holly,  East  Wallingford,  Summit,  and 
Healdsville)  ;  and  in  Chittenden  County,  the  towns  of  Char- 
lotte, Minesburg,  Huntington,  Williston,  Shelburne, 
Burlington,  and  Winooski ;  also  in  Massachusetts  all  that 
part  of  Berkshire  County  lying  upon  the  line  of  the  Boston 
&  Albany  Railroad,  and  north  of  said  line. 

(20)  Vermont  Conference  shall  include  Vermont,  ex- 
cept that  portion  lying  south  of  the  Winooski  River  and 
west  of  the  Green  Mountain  Divide ;  said  boundary  to  leave 
Winooski  Charge  in  the  Troy  Conference,  and  Mechanics- 
ville and  Cuttingsville  in  the  Vermont  Conference. 

(21)  West  Virginia   Conference  shall  include  West 
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Virginia  except  the  counties  of  Jefferson,  Berkley,  Morgan, 
Brooke  and  Hancock;  and  shall  also  include  that  part  of 
Garrett  County,  Maryland,  lying  west  of  the  dividing  ridge 
of  the  Allegheny  Mountains. 

(22)  Peninsula  Conference  shall  include  Delaware, 
and  the  counties  of  Maryland  lying  east  of  the  Susquehanna 
River  and  the  Chesapeake  Bay. 

(23)  Wyoming  Conference  shall  include  that  portion 
of  the  southern  part  of  the  state  of  New  York  which  is  not 
included  in  the  New  York,  New  York  East,  Newark,  Cen- 
tral New  York,  and  Genesee  Conferences;  and  that  part  of 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania  which  is  bounded  on  the  west  by 
Central  New  York  Conference,  including  the  territory  east 
of  the  Susquehanna  River,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Central 
Pennsylvania,  Philadelphia,  and  Newark  Conferences  in- 
cluding Narrowsburg,  and  on  the  east  by  the  Newark  and 
New  York  Conferences. 

(24)  Puerto  Rico  Mission  Conference  shall  include 
Puerto  Rico  and  the  adjacent  islands  belonging  to  its  civil 
Jurisdiction,  together  with  any  work  which  may  be  estab- 
lished by  The  Methodist  Church  or  come  under  its  care  in 
any  of  the  islands  known  as  the  West  Indies,  except  in  the 
Republic  of  Cuba. 

II.  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  JURISDICTION 

Report  on  Boundaries 

Ordered  to  Record  May  8.     See  Journal,  Page  301. 

After  calling  the  roll  of  Conferences,  one  by  one,  and 
examining  the  situation  of  all  Conferences,  Methodist  Epis- 
copal, Methodist  Episcopal,  South,  and  Methodist  Protes- 
tant in  this  Jurisdiction,  we  recommend  that  the  following 
be  fixed  as  the  boundaries  of  the  respective  Conferences : 

(1)  Alabama  Conference  shall  include  West  Florida 
(except  Apalachicola),  and  all  Alabama  lying  South  of  the 
following  boundary  line :  Beginning  at  the  southwest  corner 
of  Pickens  County;  then  along  the  south  of  Pickens  and 
Tuscaloosa  Counties,  and  a  direct  line  on  the  same  parallel 
of  latitude,  east  of  the  Coosa  River ;  thence  down  that  river 
to  the  southern  boundary  of  Coosa  County;  thence  east  by 
that  county  line,  and  through  Tallapoosa  County  to  the 
south  of  Chambers  County,  and  by  that  county  line  to 
Georgia.  Except  that  part  of  Sumter  County,  north  of 
Noxubee  River,  which  is  in  the  North  Alabama  Conference. 

(2)  Florida  Conference  shall  include  all  Florida  not 
included  in  the  Alabama  Conference,  except  our  Latin  work. 
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(3)  HoLSTON  Conference  shall  include  that  part  of  Ten- 
nessee east  of  the  eastern  rim  of  Cumberland  Mountain 
and  that  part  of  Virginia  west  of  New  River  to  Radford 
(including  Big  Stony  Creek  appointment) ,  and  all  the  terri- 
tory in  Montgomery  and  Floyd  Counties  in  the  Holston  Con- 
ference of  the  former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  all  of  Dade  County,  Georgia,  and  the  Lookout  Moun- 
tain Circuit,  and  the  towns  of  Flintstone,  Rossville,  and 
Graysville  in  Georgia. 

(4)  Kentucky  Conference  shall  embrace  all  Kentucky 
lying  north  and  east  of  the  following  line :  Beginning  at  the 
mouth  of  Harrod's  Creek,  on  the  Ohio  River;  thence  south 
on  the  southern  line  of  the  Middletown  and  Jeffersontown 
Circuits,  to  the  Bardstown  turnpike ;  thence  with  the  turn- 
pike to  Bardstown;  thence  with  the  direct  road  to  Spring- 
field ;  thence  to  the  towns  of  Hayesville  and  Liberty ;  thence 
south  to  Cumberland  River;  thence  up  the  river  to  the  fork; 
thence  up  South  Fork  to  Tennessee,  including  Liberty,  and 
the  strip  lying  between  Wolf  River  and  Kentucky. 

(5)  Louisville  Conference  shall  embrace  all  Kentucky 
which  is  not  included  in  the  Memphis  and  Kentucky  Con- 
ferences. 

(6)  Memphis  Conference  shall  be  bounded  by  the 
Mississippi,  Ohio,  and  Tennessee  Rivers,  and  by  the  line 
between  the  states  of  Tennessee  and  Mississippi. 

(7)  Mississippi  Conference  shall  embrace  that  part  of 
Mississippi  south  of  the  southern  boundaries  of  Washington, 
Holmes,  Attala,  Winston,  and  Noxubee  Counties,  and  that 
part  of  Humphreys  County  formerly  embraced  in  Yazoo 
County. 

(8)  North  Alabama  Conference  shall  embrace  all  Ala- 
bama not  included  in  the  Alabama  Conference. 

(9)  North  Carolina  Conference  shall  be  bounded  on 
the  east  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean;  thence  along  the  southern 
line  of  Virginia  to  the  eastern  line  of  Rockingham  County, 
North  Carolina,  excluding  New  Hope  Church,  in  Hertford 
County,  North  Carolina,  also  Knott's  Island  and  Currituck 
Inlet  Churches  in  Currituck  County,  North  Carolina; 
thence  south  with  the  eastern  boundary  of  Rockingham, 
Guilford,  and  Randolph  Counties  to  the  southern  boundary 
of  Randolph  County;  excluding  Pelham  Church  in  Caswell 
County;  thence  w^est  with  the  southern  boundary  of  Ran- 
dolph County  to  the  Uwharrie  River ;  thence  with  that  river 
to  its  junction  with  the  Yadkin  River;  thence  with  the  Yad- 
kin and  Pedee  Rivers  to  South  Carolina,  and  thence  along 
that  state  line  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

(10)  North    Georgia   Conference   shall   embrace   all 
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Georgia  (except  a  small  part  heretofore  described  as  in  the 
Holston  Conference)  which  lies  north  of  the  following  line: 
Beginning  at  Chattahoochee  River,  at  Pine  Mountain,  and 
running  along  that  mountain  to  Flint  River;  thence  down 
that  river  to  the  southern  line  of  Upson  County;  thence 
along  the  southern  line  of  Monroe  County  to  Ocmulgee 
River ;  thence  along  the  south  line  of  Jones,  Baldwin,  Han- 
cock, Warren,  and  Richmond  Counties  to  Savannah  River. 

(11)  North  Mississippi  Conference  shall  include  all 
Mississippi  not  included  in  the  Mississippi  Conference. 

(12)  South  Carolina  Conference  shall  include  that 
portion  of  South  Carolina  lying  east  and  south  of  the  fol- 
lowing: Beginning  at  the  North  Carolina  line,  follow  the 
line  between  Chesterfield  and  Lancaster  Counties,  between 
Kershaw  and  Fairfield  Counties,  thence  across  Richland 
County  in  a  direct  line  from  the  junction  of  Kershaw  and 
Fairfield  Counties  at  the  Richland  line  to  the  junction  of 
the  Seaboard  Air  Line  and  Southern  Railways;  thence  in 
a  direct  line  to  Ridgewood,  thence  along  the  trolley  line  to 
Hyatt's  Park;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to  Simms  Station  on 
the  Atlantic  (joast  Line  Railway;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to 
the  junction  of  Calhoun  and  Lexington  Counties  at  the 
southern  Richland  line,  thence  along  the  line  between  Cal- 
houn and  Lexington  Counties,  between  Orangeburg  and 
Lexington  Counties,  between  Orangeburg  and  Aiken  Coun- 
ties, between  Barnwell  and  Aiken  Counties  to  Savannah 
River;  except  that  Heath  Springs  charge,  Ebenezer  and 
Smyrna  Churches,  Salley  Church,  Ellenton  Church,  and 
College  Place  charge  (Columbia  District)  shall  be  in  the 
South  Carolina  Conference,  and  Dentsville  Church,  Hope- 
well Church  (Wagener  Circuit),  and  Williston  Church  shall 
be  in  the  Upper  South  Carolina  Conference. 

(13)  South  Georgia  Conference  shall  include  all 
Georgia  south  of  the  southern  line  of  the  North  Georgia 
Conference. 

(14)  Tennessee  Conference  shall  include  Middle  Ten- 
nessee, except  that  portion  east  of  the  western  boundary 
of  the  counties  of  Marion,  Sequatchie,  Bledsoe,  Rhea,  Roane, 
Morgan,  and  Scott,  to  the  top  of  Cumberland  Mountain,  and 
thence  to  Kentucky — Monteagle,  in  Marion  County,  and 
Bethel,  in  Sequatchie  County,  being  included  in  the  Ten- 
nessee Conference. 

(15)  Upper  South  Carolina  Conference  shall  include 
all  South  Carolina  not  included  in  the  South  Carolina  Con- 
ference. 

(16)  Virginia  Conference  shall  be  bounded  on  the  east 
by  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  embracing  that  part  of  the  state 
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of  Virginia  which  is  on  the  Eastern  Shore ;  on  the  north  by 
the  Potomac  River ;  thence  west  to  the  West  Virginia  state 
line  to  the  line  of  the  Holston  Conference ;  thence  south  to 
the  northern  border  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference, thence  east  along  the  northern  border  of  the  West- 
ern North  Carolina  and  North  Carolina  Conferences  to  the 
Atlantic  Ocean. 

(17)  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  shall  in- 
clude all  North  Carolina  west  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference, except  Savannah  Church,  in  Alleghany  County, 
North  Carolina ;  and  also  that  part  of  North  Carolina  lying 
north  of  New  River,  and  including  that  part  of  Virginia 
lying  south  of  that  river  in  the  loop  in  Grayson  County, 
Virginia ;  including  all  the  territory  in  Carroll  and  Patrick 
Counties,  Virginia,  south  of  the  crest  of  the  Blue  Ridge, 
and  west  of  the  Dan  River.

(6)  Central  Alabama  Conference  shall  include  the 
Negro  work  in  Alabama  and  in  that  part  of  Florida  west 
of  the  Apalachicola  River. 

(11)  Central  West  Conference  shall  include  the  Ne- 
gro work  in  Kansas,  Colorado,  Nebraska,  Missouri,  and 
Iowa,  and  in  that  part  of  Illinois  lying  west  of  the  follow- 
ing line :  Beginning  at  the  city  of  Cairo,  and  running  north

and  Colorado  Counties  to  the  north  point  of  Colorado  Coun- 
ty; thence  north  until  it  strikes  the  Southern  Pacific  Rail- 
road at  Calvert ;  thence  along  that  railroad  to  the  northern 
boundary  of  Texas,  excluding  Calvert  and  all  the  towns  on 
the  said  railroad.

The  delegates  from  the  Annual  Conferences  within  the 
North  Central  Jurisdiction,  sitting  apart  for  the  purpose  of 
adjusting  boundaries  and  determining  the  composition  of 
the  Annual  Conferences  of  The  Methodist  Church,  submit 
the  following  report : 

PART  I.    boundaries 

The  Methodist  Church  in  the  North  Central  Jurisdiction 
is  comprised  of  the  following  states :  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  South 
Dakota. 

We  recommend  that  there  be  nineteen  Annual  Confer- 
ences with  names  and  boundaries  as  follows : 

Ohio.  There  shall  be  two  Conferences  in  the  state  of 
Ohio  with  boundaries  as  given  below,  provided  that  the 
Lakeside  Assembly  Ground  at  Lakeside  and  the  Ohio  Wes- 
leyan  Campus  shall  be  common  territory  for  Conference 
session  purposes. 

(1)  Ohio  Conference  shall  be  bounded  as  follows:  be- 
ginning at  the  northwest  corner  of  Ohio ;  thence  east  on  the 
north  line  of  that  state  to  a  point  due  north  of  the  mouth  of 
the  Sandusky  River;  thence  south  to  and  up  said  river  to 
Upper  Sandusky,  excluding  Port  Clinton  and  TifRn,  and 
including  Fremont  and  Upper  Sandusky ;  thence  in  a  south- 
erly direction  along  the  main  road  from  Upper  Sandusky 
through  Marion  to  Delaware,  Ohio,  including  the  Wyandotte 
Church  and  Marion,  Waldo,  and  all  of  Delaware  west  of 
Sandusky  Street  except  Asbury  Church ;  thence  in  an  east- 
erly direction  to  Dresden,  Ohio,  excluding  the  Galena,  Sun- 
bury,  Homer,  and  Utica  Circuits ;  thence  down  the  Muskin- 
gum River  to  the  Ohio  River,  including  Dresden,  Zanesville, 
and  Marietta,  Ohio ;  thence  down  the  Ohio  River  to  the  west 
line  of  Ohio;  thence  north  along  said  line  to  the  place  of 
beginning. 

(2)  Northeast  Ohio  Conference  shall  be  bounded  as 
follows :  beginning  at  the  north  point  of  the  line  separating 
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Ohio  from  Pennsylvania ;  thence  south  along  said  line  to 
the  Ohio  River,  including  Orangeville  Church ;  thence  down 
said  river  to  the  Muskingum  River;  thence  up  the  Mus- 
kingum River  to  Dresden,  excluding  Marietta,  Zanesville, 
and  Dresden ;  thence  westerly  to  the  main  road  passing 
through  Delaware  and  Marion,  including  Utica,  Homer, 
and  Galena  Circuits,  and  excluding  Stratford ;  on  the  west 
by  the  main  road  passing  through  Delaware  and  Marion 
to  Upper  Sandusky,  and  by  the  Sandusky  River  to  its 
mouth;  thence  due  north  to  the  state  line,  including  the 
towns  of  Tiffin,  Port  Clinton,  and  Lakeside,  and  excluding 
so  much  of  the  town  of  Delaware  as  lies  west  of  Sandusky 
Street,  yet  including  Asbury  Church  in  the  city  of  Dela- 
ware; also  excluding  the  towns  of  Marion,  Fremont,  and 
Upper  Sandusky;  thence  east  on  the  northern  line  of  Ohio 
to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Indiana.  There  shall  be  three  Conferences  in  the  state 
of  Indiana  with  boundaries  as  follows : 

(1)  Indiana  Conference  shall  be  bounded  on  the  north 
and  the  east  by  a  line  beginning  where  the  National  Road 
intersects  the  west  line  of  Indiana;  thence  along  said  road 
to  Terre  Haute;  thence  along  the  Vandalia  Railroad  to 
Maywood  Road,  West  Indianapolis ;  thence  north  on  May- 
wood  Road  and  Tibbs  Avenue  to  West  Tenth  Street  and 
thence  east  to  the  LaFayette  and  Indianapolis  Railroad; 
thence  north  on  said  railroad  to  the  Michigan  Road ;  thence 
on  said  road  to  the  north  line  of  Marion  County;  thence 
east  on  said  county  line  to  the  northeast  corner  of  said 
county;  thence  south  on  the  east  line  of  said  county  to 
the  National  Road;  thence  east  on  said  road  to  the  state 
line;  on  the  east  by  the  state  of  Ohio  including  Elizabeth, 
Hamilton  County,  Ohio;  on  the  south  by  the  Ohio  River; 
and  on  the  west  by  Illinois. 

(2)  North  Indiana  Conference  shall  be  bounded  on 
the  north  by  Michigan;  on  the  east  by  Ohio,  including 
Union  City;  on  the  south  by  the  National  Road  from  the 
state  line  west  to  Marion  County;  thence  north  to  the 
northeast  corner  of  said  county ;  thence  west  to  the  Michi- 
gan Road;  on  the  west  by  said  Michigan  Road  to  South 
Bend,  excluding  Lowell  Heights  and  River  Park  Churches, 
South  Bend,  and  thence  by  the  Saint  Joseph  River  to  the 
Michigan  state  line,  including  Loganspoii:  and  all  the  towns 
on  the  National  Road  east  of  Indianapolis. 

(3)  Northwest  Indiana  Conference  shall  be  bounded 
on  the  north  by  Lake  Michigan  and  the  state  line;  on  the 
east  by  the  Saint  Joseph  River  and  the  Michigan  Road,  in- 
cluding Lowell  Heights  and  River  Park  Churches,  South 
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Bend,  Indiana;  on  the  south  by  the  Indiana  Conference, 
and  on  the  west  by  Illinois,  including  all  the  towns  on  the 
Michigan  Road  except  Logansport;  and  all  the  towns  on 
the  southern  boundary,  excluding  Washington  Street 
Church  in  Indianapolis. 

Illinois.  There  shall  be  three  Conferences  in  the  state 
of  Illinois  with  boundaries  as  follows: 

(1)  Illinois  Conference  shall  embrace  that  part  of 
Illinois  north  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Conference  and  south 
of  the  following  lines,  namely ;  beginning  on  the  Mississippi 
River  at  Albany,  thence  southeasterly  to  the  northwest  cor- 
ner of  Bureau  County ;  thence  south  to  the  Chicago,  Burling- 
ton &  Quincy  Railway  crossing  of  the  Chicago,  Rock 
Island  &  Pacific  Railway;  thence  along  said  railway  to 
Bureau  Junction ;  thence  to  the  Illinois  River ;  thence  up  the 
said  river  to  the  mouth  of  the  Kankakee  River;  thence  up 
the  Kankakee  River  to  a  point  directly  west  of  the  north  line 
of  Kankakee  County ;  thence  east  to  the  Indiana  line ;  leav- 
ing Albany,  Leon,  and  Ottawa  in  the  Rock  River  Confer- 
ence, and  Bureau  Junction  in  the  Illinois  Conference. 

(2)  Southern  Illinois  Conference  shall  include  all 
that  part  of  Illinois  south  of  the  following  line,  namely: 
beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Mississippi  River  at  the  north- 
west corner  of  Calhoun  County ;  thence  east  along  the  north 
line  of  said  County  to  the  Illinois  River;  thence  down  the 
Illinois  River  to  Columbiana;  thence  east  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  Jersey  County,  leaving  Corrallton  and  Rockbridge 
in  the  Illinois  Conference,  thence  in  a  southeasterly  direc- 
tion, leaving  Chesterfield  in  the  Illinois  Conference,  and 
Litchfield  in  the  Southern  Illinois  Conference;  thence  to 
Hillsboro,  leaving  Hillsboro  in  the  Illinois  Conference, 
thence  to  the  northwest  corner  of  Fayette  County;  thence 
along  the  north  line  of  Fayette  County  and  Effingham 
County  to  the  west  line  of  Cumberland  County,  leaving 
Herrick  and  Holiday  in  the  Southern  Illinois  Conference; 
thence  south  to  the  southwest  corner  of  Cumberland  Coun- 
ty; thence  east  along  the  south  line  of  Cumberland  and 
Clark  Counties  to  the  Wabash  River. 

(3)  Rock  River  Conference  shall  include  that  part  of 
Illinois  north  of  the  Illinois  Conference,  except  East  Du- 
buque. 

Michigan.  There  shall  be  two  Conferences  in  Michigan, 
with  boundaries  as  follows: 

(1)  Detroit  Conference  shall  include  that  part  of 
Michigan  in  the  Lower  Peninsula  east  of  the  principal 
meridian  as  far  north  as  the  southern  boundary  of  Ros- 
common County;  thence  west  to  the  southwest  corner  of 
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said  county ;  thence  north  to  the  southern  boundary  of 
Charlevoix  County;  thence  east  to  the  southeast  corner  of 
Charlevoix  County ;  thence  north  to  the  Straits  of  Mackinac 
including  Mackinaw  City.  It  shall  also  include  the  Upper 
Peninsula. 

(2)  Michigan  Conference  shall  include  that  part  of 
Michigan  in  the  Lower  Peninsula  west  of  the  principal 
meridian  as  far  north  as  the  southern  boundary  of  Ros- 
common County;  thence  west  to  the  southwest  corner  of 
said  county;  thence  north  to  the  southern  boundary  of 
Charlevoix  County;  thence  east  to  the  southeast  corner  of 
said  county;  thence  north  to  the  Straits  of  Mackinac. 

Special.  The  Conferences  in  Michigan  shall  hold  the 
next  annual  session,  receive  reports,  transact  necessary 
business,  and  make  all  adjustments  incident  to  the  creating 
of  the  new  Conferences  in  the  United  Church.  The  time 
and  place  of  the  said  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  shall  meet  at  Jackson,  Michigan,  on  June  7, 
the  Detroit  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
shall  meet  at  Adrian,  Michigan,  on  June  21,  and  the  Michi- 
gan Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  shall 
meet  at  Adrian,  Michigan,  on  June  20. 

Wisconsin.  There  shall  be  two  Conferences  in  the  state 
of  Wisconsin,  with  boundaries  as  follows: 

(1)  Wisconsin  Conference  shall  include  all  that  part 
of  Wisconsin  lying  east  and  north  of  a  line  beginning  at 
the  southeavSt  corner  of  Green  County,  on  the  south  line  of 
the  state;  thence  north  on  the  range  line  between  ranges 
nine  and  ten  east,  to  the  north  line  of  township  twenty; 
thence  west  on  the  said  line  to  the  east  of  range  three; 
thence  north  on  said  line  to  the  Michigan  state  line,  exclud- 
ing Avon  Church,  McFarland,  Goodman  Church,  Brooklyn, 
and  the  town  of  Pine  Grove  in  Portage  County. 

(2)  West  Wisconsin  Conference  shall  include  that 
part  of  Wisconsin  not  embraced  in  the  Wisconsin  Con- 
ference. 

Iowa.  There  shall  be  three  Conferences  in  Iowa  with 
boundaries  as  follows : 

(1)  Iowa-Des  Moines  Conference  shall  be  bounded 
on  the  east  by  the  Mississippi  River  beginning  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  Iowa  and  extending  north  to  but  not 
including  the  city  of  Davenport;  thence  west  along  the 
Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railroad  to  Iowa  City,  in- 
cluding all  intermediate  towns  but  not  including  Iowa  City ; 
thence  along  the  Iowa  River  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Iowa 
County;  thence  due  west  to  the  southwest  corner  of  Mar- 
shall County ;  thence  north  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Story 
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County;  thence  west  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Crawford 
County ;  thence  south  to  the  north  line  of  township  eighty- 
three;  thence  west  to  the  east  line  of  Monona  County; 
thence  south  and  west  on  the  Monona  County  line  to  the 
Missouri  River ;  hence  along  the  Missouri  River  south  to  the 
Missouri  state  line;  thence  east  along  the  Missouri  state 
line  to  the  Des  Moines  River;  thence  southeast  along  the 
Des  Moines  River  to  the  Mississippi  River  at  the  extreme 
southeastern  corner  of  Iowa. 

(2)  Upper  Iowa  Conference  shall  be  bounded  as  fol- 
lows, namely:  beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Iowa, 
thence  down  the  Mississippi  River  to  Davenport,  including 
East  Dubuque,  in  Illinois,  thence  west  on  the  north  line 
of  the  Iowa  Conference  to  the  southeast  corner  of  Story 
County ;  thence  north  to  the  state  line  so  as  to  include  Iowa 
Falls ;  thence  east  on  said  line  to  the  place  of  beginning, 
including  thirty  acres  known  as  Clear  Lake  Methodist 
Camp,  located  on  the  south  shore  of  Clear  Lake,  Iowa. 

(3)  Northwest  Iowa  Conference  shall  include  that 
part  of  Iowa  west  of  the  Upper  Iowa  and  north  of  the 
lowa-Des  Moines  Conferences. 

Minnesota.  In  the  state  of  Minnesota  there  shall  be  two 
Conferences  with  boundaries  as  follows: 

(1)  Minnesota  Conference  shall  include  that  part  of 
Minnesota  lying  south  of  the  following  line:  beginning  at 
the  eastern  boundary  of  the  state  at  the  northeast  corner 
of  Washington  County;  thence  running  west  in  the  north- 
west corner  of  said  county;  thence  south  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  Ramsey  County;  thence  following  the  line  of 
Ramsey  County  to  where  it  strikes  the  east  line  of  Hennepin 
County ;  thence  following  the  east  and  south  lines  of  Henne- 
pin County  to  the  point  where  the  Hastings  &  Dakota 
Railroad  crosses  the  line  of  said  county,  thence  following 
the  line  of  the  Hastings  &  Dakota  Railroad  to  Ortinville ;  all 
towns  on  the  Hastings  &  Dakota  Railroad  to  be  in  the 
Northern  Minnesota  Conference. 

(2)  Northern  Minnesota  Conference  shall  include  all 
Minnesota  not  included  in  the  Minnesota  Conference. 

South  Dakota.  There  shall  be  one  Conference  in  South 
Dakota  with  boundaries  as  follows: 

(1)   Dakota  Conference  shall  include  South  Dakota. 

North  Dakota.  There  shall  be  one  Conference  in  North 
Dakota  with  boundaries  as  follows: 

(1)  North  Dakota  Conference  shall  include  North 
Dakota. 

Central  Northwest  Conference  shall  include  all  the 
Swedish  work  in  the  state  of  New  York  west  of  the  Gene- 
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see  River,  and  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  west  of  the 
Susquehanna  River,  and  the  Swedish  work  within  the  states 
of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota, 
Iowa,  Nebraska,  and  Kansas ;  and  also  the  Swedish  work  in 
Hamline,  North  Dakota ;  Globe,  Missouri ;  and  Denver,  Colo- 
rado. 

Norwegian  and  Danish  Conference  shall  include  all 
the  Norwegian  and  Danish  work  between  the  Atlantic 
Coast  and  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

PART   II.    SPECIAL   RECOMMENDATIONS 

A.  We  recommend  the  approval  of  the  tentative  arrange- 
ments for  holding  of  the  Conferences  in  Michigan  and  the 
proposed  adjustments  of  the  problems  which  have  arisen  in 
Michigan.  The  Michigan  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  shall  meet  in  Jackson  June  7,  the  Michigan 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  Adrian 
June  20,  and  the  Detroit  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  in  Adrian  June  21. 

B.  We  recommend  that  the  Chattanooga  Circuit  of  the 
Indiana  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
lying  mainly  in  Ohio,  be  continued  in  its  present  relation- 
ship temporarily  for  the  adjustment  of  certain  interests. 

C.  Pertaining  to  Bilingual  Conferences : 

(A)  Whereas,  the  Bilingual  Conferences  by  tradition 
and  necessity  cover  several  states,  so  established  to  reach 
our  scattered  people  in  different  sections  of  our  country, 
and  our  work  organized  into  bilingual  Conferences  has  been 
successful  for  nearly  one  hundred  years;  and 

(B)  Whereas,  said  Conferences  have  not  had  time  to 
adjust  many  complicated  conditions  peculiar  to  our  bi- 
lingual work  and  to  get  acquainted  with  the  new  Methodist 
Church  and  its  setup;  and 

(C)  Whereas,  these  churches  which  are  located  outside 
the  North  Central  Jurisdiction  will  not  be  able  to  have  any 
affiliation  with  their  own  national  groups  in  the  territories 
in  which  they  are  located ; 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  Uniting  Conference 
grant  the  Central  Northwest  (Swedish)  Conference  an 
Eimbling  Act  permitting  it  to  retain  its  present  boundaries 
until  said  Conference  shall  have  opportunity  to  determine 
their  future  status.  And  this  to  be  accomplished  at  the  time 
of  the  First  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  Uniting  Conference 
grant  the  Norwegian-Danish  Conference  an  Enabjing  Act 
permitting  them  to  retain  their  present  boundaries  until 
said  Conferences  shall  have  opportunity  to  make  compli- 
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ance  with  plans,  without  loss  to  the  Conference,  and  this 
is  to  be  accomplished  not  later  than  the  convening  of  the 
First  Jurisdictional  Conference.

The  delegates  from  the  Annual  Conferences  within  the 
South  Central  Jurisdiction,  sitting  apart  for  the  purpose 
of  adjusting  boundaries  and  determining  the  composition 
of  Annual  Conferences,  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Methodist  Church  in  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction 
shall  comprise  the  states  of  Missouri,  Arkansas,  Louisiana, 
Nebraska,  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  and  New  Mexico,  and 
shall  include  the  following  Annual  Conferences  bounded  as 
follows : 

(1)  Louisiana  Conference  shall  include  all  Louisiana. 

(2)  East  Oklahoma  Conference  shall  include  all  that 
part  of  Oklahoma  lying  east  of  the  following  line :  Beginning 
with  the  south  boundary  of  Oklahoma  at  the  intersection 
of  Red  River  and  the  eastern  boundary  of  Love  County; 
thence  north  with  the  eastern  boundary  of  Love  County; 
thence  north  with  the  eastern  boundary  of  Love,  Carter, 
Murray,  Garvin,  and  McLain  Counties  to  the  South  Ca- 
nadian River;  thence  west  with  the  north  bank  of  said 
river  to  the  intersection  of  said  river  and  the  eastern 
boundary  of  Cleveland  County;  thence  north  with  the 
eastern  boundary  of  Cleveland,  Oklahoma,  Logan,  and  No- 
ble Counties  to  the  Arkansas  River ;  thence  north  with  the 
west  bank  of  said  river,  and  the  eastern  boundary  of  Kay 
County  to  the  Oklahoma  line,  exclusive  of  the  Indian  Mis- 
sion Conference, 

(3)  West  Oklahoma  Conference  shall  comprise  all 
Oklahoma  not  included  in  the  East  Oklahoma  Conference, 
exclusive  of  Texhoma  and  the  Indian  Mission  Conference. 

(4)  Indian  Mission  shall  include  the  distinctively  Indian 
Pastoral  Charges  and  Missions  in  Oklahoma. 

(5)  Nebraska  Conference  shall  include  all  Nebraska. 

(6)  Missouri  Conference  shall  comprise  all  Missouri 
north  of  the  Missouri  River  except  the  four  counties  of  Lin- 
coln, Montgomery,  St.  Charles,  and  Warren,  and  North 
Kansas  City  and  the  Methodist  congregation  there. 
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(7)  St.  Louis  Conference  shall  comprise  Lincoln,  Mont- 
gomery, St.  Charles,  and  Warren  Counties  in  Missouri,  and 
all  that  state  south  of  the  Missouri  River  and  east  of  a 
line  beginning  at  the  north  point  of  Moniteau  County  and 
running  west  of  south  to  the  southeast  corner  of  Cooper 
County,  thence  directly  south  to  the  northwest  corner  of 
Miller  County,  and  thence  southward  following  the  west 
lines  of  Miller,  Pulaski,  Texas,  and  Howell  Counties  to  the 
Missouri-Arkansas  line.  On  the  west  line  of  Pulaski 
County  the  boundary  line  shall  deviate  eastward  to  exclude 
the  town  of  Richland  and  the  Methodist  congregation  there. 

(8)  Southwest  Missouri  Conference  shall  comprise 
all  Missouri  south  of  the  Missouri  River  not  included  in  the 
St.  Louis  Conference.  Along  the  boundary  at  Kansas  City 
the  line  shall  deviate  northward  to  include  North  Kansas 
City  and  the  Methodist  congregation  at  that  place. 

(9)  North  Arkansas  Conference  shall  comprise  that 
part  of  Arkansas  lying  north  of  the  following  line:  Begin- 
ning at  the  mouth  of  White  River,  running  up  the  river  to 
the  mouth  of  Des  Arc  Bayou;  thence  up  the  bayou  to  the 
mouth  of  Cypress  Bayou;  thence  up  Cypress  Bayou  to  the 
main  line  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad;  thence  down 
that  railroad  to  Arkansas  River,  including  all  towns  along 
that  railroad;  thence  up  Arkansas  River  to  the  south  line 
of  Perry  County;  thence  along  the  south  lines  of  Perry, 
Yell,  and  Scott  Counties  to  Oklahoma  state  line. 

(10)  Little  Rock  Conference  shall  comprise  all  of 
Arkansas  not  included  in  the  North  Arkansas  Conference. 

(11)  Kansas  Conference  shall  comprise  that  part  of 
Kansas  lying  east  of  a  line  traversing  the  west  boundary  of 
Chautauqua,  Elk,  and  Greenwood  Counties,  thence  along 
the  south  and  west  boundary  of  Chase  County  to  the  south 
and  west  boundary  of  Morris  County,  thence  north  along 
the  east  boundary  of  Dickinson,  Clay,  and  Washington 
Counties  to  the  Kansas  state  line. 

(12)  Central  Kansas  Conference  shall  comprise  all 
that  part  of  Kansas  not  included  in  the  Kansas  Conference. 

(13)  Central  Texas  Conference  shall  comprise  that 
part  of  Texas  within  the  following  boundaries:  Beginning 
on  Trinity  River  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Navarro  Coun- 
ty, and  running  thence  on  the  south  side  of  the  county  to 
the  northeast  corner  of  Limestone  County  (including  those 
parts  of  Wortham  and  Cotton  Gin  Circuits  that  are  situated 
in  Freestone  County)  to  a  point  opposite  the  line  between 
Thornton  and  Kosse  Circuits ;  then  west  to  the.  southeast 
corner  of  Thornton  Circuit;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the 
southeast  corner  of  McLennan   County ;   thence  with  the 
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south  line  of  that  county  (including  the  Mooresville  and 
Perry  Churches  in  Falls  County)  to  Bell  County;  thence 
with  the  east  line  of  Bell  County  to  Milam  County;  thence 
with  the  south  line  of  Bell  County  to  Williamson  County, 
thence  with  the  east  line  of  Williamson  County,  exclusive 
of  Manda,  to  Lee  County;  thence  on  the  south  line  of  Wil- 
liamson County  to  the  Austin  &  Northwestern  Railroad ; 
thence  with  the  railroad,  not  including  Liberty  Hill  and 
Leander  charge,  to  Burnet  County;  thence  with  the  east  line 
of  Burnet  and  Lampasas  Counties  to  Hamilton  County; 
thence  west  on  the  south  side  of  Hamilton  County  to  Mills 
County;  thence  north  and  west  with  the  lines  of  Mills 
County  to  Colorado  River,  including  Bethany  Church  in 
Indian  Creek  Circuit;  thence  with  the  Colorado  River  to 
the  east  line  of  Coke  County;  thence  with  the  east  line  of 
Coke  County  to  the  southeast  corner  of  Nolan  County; 
thence  east  v/ith  the  county  lines  to  the  southwest  corner 
of  Eastland  County  and  including  Putnam,  Cross  Plains 
Station,  and  Dressy  Circuit  in  Callahan  County;  thence 
north  with  the  west  lines  of  Eastland,  Stephens,  and  Young 
Counties  to  the  northwest  corner  of  Young  County ;  thence 
with  the  west  and  south  boundaries  of  the  North  Texas 
Conference  and  the  west  boundary  of  the  Texas  Confer- 
ence of  this  Jurisdiction  to  the  beginning. 

(14)  North  Texas  Conference  shall  comprise  that  part 
of  Texas  within  the  following  boundaries :  On  the  north  by 
Red  River,  beginning  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Wichita 
County ;  thence  east  down  the  river  to  the  northeast  corner 
of  Red  River  County;  thence  south  along  the  east  line  of 
that  county  to  its  southeast  corner;  thence  west  along  the 
south  line  of  the  county  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Franklin 
County,  including  the  town  of  Talco  in  Titus  County ;  thence 
south  along  the  east  line  of  Franklin  County  to  its  south- 
east corner,  but  including  the  town  of  Winnsboro;  thence 
west, along  the  south  lines  of  Franklin  and  Hopkins  Coun- 
ties to  the  northwest  corner  of  Rains  County ;  thence  south 
to  the  southwest  corner  of  that  county;  thence  west  on  the 
south  of  Hunt  County  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Kaufman 
County ;  thence  south  with  the  east  line  of  that  county  to  its 
southeast  corner;  thence  along  the  south  and  west  lines  of 
that  county  to  the  southeast  corner  of  Dallas  County; 
thence  along  the  south  and  west  lines  of  that  county  to 
the  northeast  corner  of  Tarrant  County;  thence  west  on 
the  south  lines  of  Denton,  Wise,  and  Jack  Counties  to  the 
southwest  corner  of  Jack  County;  thence  along  the  west 
line  of  that  county  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Young  County ; 
thence  west  with  the  south  line  of  Archer  County  to  the 
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southwest  corner  of  the  county ;  thence  north  with  the  west 
lines  of  Archer  and  Wichita  Counties  to  the  beginning. 

(15)  Northwest  Texas  Conference  shall  comprise  that 
part  of  Texas  within  the  following  boundaries :  Beginning 
on  Red  River  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Wilbarger  County, 
south  with  the  east  line  of  Wilbarger  and  Baylor  Counties 
to  the  northwest  corner  of  Young  County;  thence  south 
and  west  with  the  boundaries  of  the  Central  Texas  Confer- 
ence to  Colorado  River;  thence  west  with  the  south  lines 
of  Mitchell  and  Howard  Counties  to  the  northeast  corner 
of  Glasscock  County,  thence  south  to  the  southeast  corner 
of  Glasscock  Countj^  thence  west  with  the  south  lines  of 
Glasscock  and  Midland  Counties  to  the  southwest  corner 
of  Midland  County;  thence  north  to  the  line  of  Andrews 
County;  thence  west  to  the  corner  of  New  Mexico;  thence 
north  along  the  state  line  to  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
state ;  thence  east  with  the  state  line  to  the  northeast  corner 
of  Lipscomb  County;  thence  south  with  the  state  line  to 
the  south  fork  of  Red  River ;  thence  down  Red  River  to  the 
beginning  and  including  the  town  of  Texhoma,  Oklahoma. 

(16)  Texas  Conference  shall  comprise  that  part  of 
Texas  within  the  following  boundaries :  Beginning  at  the 
northeast  corner  of  Red  River  County,  thence  east  with  Red 
River  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Texas ;  thence  south  with 
the  state  line  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico;  on  the  south  by  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  to  Matagorda  Bay;  thence  to  the  mouth  of 
Colorado  River;  thence  north,  up  the  river  to  the  north 
line  of  Wharton  County ;  thence  east  to  the  southeast  corner 
of  Colorado  County;  thence  north  with  the  west  line  of 
Austin  (exclusive  of  Industry)  County,  Washington  and 
Lee  Counties  to  Williamson  County;  and  on  the  north  by 
the  line  of  the  Central  Texas  Conference,  exclusive  of  the 
town  of  Perry,  to  Trinity  River  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
Freestone  County ;  thence  with  Trinity  River  to  the  south- 
west corner  of  Kaufman  County ;  thence  with  the  boundary 
line  of  the  North  Texas  Conference  to  the  beginning. 

(17)  Southwest  Texas  Conference  (formerly  West 
Texas  Conference)  shall  comprise  that  part  of  Texas  west 
and  south  of  the  Texas,  Central  Texas,  and  Northwest 
Texas  Conferences,  including  Industry  and  Manda,  except 
the  area  west  of  Pecos  River;  and  that  embraced  in  the 
New  Mexico  Conference  east  of  Pecos  River. 

(18)  Southwest  Mexican  Conference  shall  include  all 
the  Spanish-language  work  in  Texas  and  New  Mexico. 

(19)  New  Mexico  Conference  shall  include  all  New 
Mexico  and  that  part  of  Texas  beginning  at  the  southeast 
corner  of  New  Mexico,  and  running  east  along  the  line  di- 
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viding  Winkler  and  Ector  Counties  to  the  northwest  corner 
of  Midland  County ;  thence  south  with  the  west  line  of  Mid- 
land and  Upton  Counties  to  Pecos  River;  thence  along  the 
river  to  its  mouth ;  thence  northwest  along  the  Rio  Grande 
to  the  south  line  of  New  Mexico.

REPORT  ON  BOUNDARIES 

The  following  report  was  adopted  May  8,  1939,  at  a  meet- 
ing in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  of  delegates  to  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church  from  all  the  Conferences 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  Methodist  Protestant  Church  placed 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Western  Jurisdiction. 

In  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  the  Plan  of  Union  the 
delegates  from  the  Western  Jurisdiction  recommend  the 
following  be  fixed  as  the  boundaries  of  the  respective  Con- 
ferences : 

ANNUAL  CONFERENCES 

California  Conference  shall  include  all  that  portion  of 
California  and  all  that  portion  of  Nevada  lying  north  of 
the  northern  boundary  of  the  Southern  California  Confer- 
ence, with  the  exception  of  White  Pine  County,  Nevada. 

Colorado  Conference  shall  include  all  of  Colorado. 

Idaho  Conference  shall  include  all  Idaho  not  embraced 
in  the  Pacific  Northwest  Conference,  together  with  the  fol- 
lowing territory  in  the  state  of  Oregon,  namely :  the  coun- 
ties of  3aker,  Malheur,  Harney,  Grant,  Wallowa,  and  Union. 

Montana  Conference  shall  include  all  Montana. 

Oregon  Conference  shall  include  all  Oregon  not  included 
in  the  Idaho  Conference. 

Pacific  Northwest  Conference  shall  include  the  state 
of  Washington  and  that  part  of  Idaho  lying  north  of  the 
southern  boundary  of  Idaho  County. 

Southern  California  Conference  shall  include  that 
portion  of  California  lying  south  of  the  line  beginning  at 
the  northwest  corner  of  San  Luis  Obispo  County,  running 
east  along  the  north  boundary  of  San  Luis  Obispo  County 
to  the  northwest  corner  of  Kern  County ;  thence  south  along 
the  west  boundary  of  Kern  County  to  the  south  boundary 
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of  said  county;  thence  east  along  the  south  boundary  of 
Kern  County  to  the  west  boundary  of  San  Bernardino 
County;  thence  north  along  the  west  boundaries  of  San 
Bernardino  and  Inyo  Counties  to  the  south  boundary  of 
Mono  County ;  thence  east  to  the  California-Nevada  state 
line;  also  that  portion  of  Nevada  lying  south  of  a  line  be- 
ginning at  a  point  where  the  thirty-seventh  parallel  of  north 
latitude  intersects  the  California-Nevada  state  line,  thence 
east  along  said  parallel  to  the  west  line  of  Lincoln  County, 
Nevada;  thence  north  and  east  along  the  line  of  Lincoln 
County  to  the  Nevada-Utah  state  line;  also  the  state  of 
Arizona. 
Wyoming  State  Conference  shall  include  all  Wyoming. 

MISSION  CONFERENCES  AND  MISSIONS 

Alaska  Mission  shall  include  the  territory  of  Alaska. 

California  Oriental  Mission  shall  include  the  work 
among  Chinese,  Filipino  and  Korean  people  in  the  Western 
Jurisdiction  excepting  that  work  in  the  Hawaii  Mission. 

Hawaii  Mission  shall  include  all  the  work  in  the  terri- 
tory of  Hawaii. 

Latin  American  Mission  shall  include  the  work  among 
the  Spanish-speaking  people  in  the  Western  Jurisdiction, 
together  with  that  in  the  states  of  Sonora  and  Lower  Cali- 
fornia in  the  Republic  of  Mexico. 

Pacific  Japanese  Mission  shall  include  the  work  among 
the  Japanese  people  in  the  Western  Jurisdiction  excepting 
that  in  the  Hawaii  Mission. 

Utah  Mission  shall  include  the  work  in  Utah  and  in 
White  Pine  County,  Nevada. 

Fixing  of  these  boundaries  is  intended  to  include  the 
placing  of  all  the  work  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Western 
Jurisdiction,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  above  named 
Annual  Conferences  within  whose  geographical  boundaries 
the  individual  Charges  or  other  institutions  of  these  three 
Churches  lie. 


FRATERNAL  ADDRESSES 

THE  METHODIST  CHURCH  OF  NEW  ZEALAND 

Address  of  Dr.  E.  P.  Blamires 

Bishop  Moore,  Fellow  Methodists:  I  come  from  a  small 
country,  New  Zealand ;  but  small  countries  have  taken  their 
place  in  the  history  of  the  world.  New  Zealand  was  the 
first  country  to  give  old-age  pensions,  it  has  adopted  this 
month  the  most  advanced  social  security  legislation  perhaps 
in  the  world.  I  am  more  proud  of  the  fact  that  we  have  the 
lowest  rate  of  infant  mortality,  taking  care  of  life  from  its 
source.  The  Methodist  Church  effected  union  in  1913  and 
the  hand  of  God  has  been  upon  us  for  good. 

I  bring  you  the  greetings  of  my  Conference  and  pray  that 
God's  blessing  richly  rests  upon  this  great  Methodist  Church 
of  America. 

I  want  to  express  the  gratitude  of  our  Southern  countries 
to  the  Methodist  Church  of  America;  for  though  we  are  a 
daughter  Conference  of  British  Methodism,  you  have  sent 
visitors  from  time  to  time  who  have  meant  much  to  the 
kinfrdom  of  God  in  the  Southern  lands.  Recently  we  have 
had  Dr.  Stanley  Jones.  Bishop  Holt  was  with  us  at  the 
Australian  General  Conference  about  three  or  four  years 
ago. 

Bishop  Locke  was  your  representative  to  the  New  Zealand 
Centenary  Conference  in  1932,  and  he  was  a  very  worthy 
and  helpful  representative.  I  would  m.ost  especially  mention 
Bishop  William  Taylor,  for  there  has  been  a  contingent  of 
Methodist  ministers  with  evangelistic  fervor  ever  since  his 
visit  of  more  than  50  years  ago. 

I  respect  your  time,  and  therefore  put  myself  on  the  time 
limit,  and  thank  you  for  this  wonderful  welcome.  Looking 
into  the  eyes  of  those  whom  I  have  met  thus  far  I  have 
seen  the  soul  of  friends  and  brothers.  I  suppose  it  would 
be  the  same  if  I  could  come  face  to  face  with  every  individual 
in  this  Conference. 

May  God  richly  bless  you  and  the  world-wide  Methodism 
fulfill  her  mission  as  part  of  Christ's  great  Universal 
Church. 
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THE  METHODIST  CHURCH  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 
Address  of  Dr.  Robert  Bond 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  don't  think  that  the  Conference  will 
desire  to  hear  anything  more  so  far  as  I  am  concerned. 
You  listened  with  great  patience  last  night,  to  me  at  any 
rate,  when  Mr.  Foot  and  I  had  the  opportunity  of  expressing 
the  greetings  of  our  ow^n  Church.  We  are  looking  with 
very  great  interest  to  this  venture  of  yours,  and  with  great 
confidence. 

I  don't  think  that  you  have  quite  the  same  difficulties  that 
we  had.  There  was  scarcely  a  town  or  a  city  or  a  village 
in  the  whole  of  the  British  Isles  where  there  were  not  at 
least  two  Methodist  churches,  and,  in  many  cases,  where 
only  one  was  required.  We  have  practiced  no  coercion — 
they  have  come  together,  where  they  have  come  together, 
of  their  own  free  will. 

At  our  next  Conference  we  hope  to  tie  up  the  last  remain- 
ing loose  strings,  and  we  have  found  it  considerably  easy 
where  good  will  was  concerned.  You  can  do  almost  any- 
thing by  good  will,  except  one  thing.  That  is  what  we  have 
found  difficult.  You  can't  make  one  pound  into  two  pounds, 
whatever  the  good  will  in  the  world  is.  Our  finance  has 
been  one  of  our  problems. 

Perhaps  you  won't  mind  me  just  saying  this,  as  an 
instance  of  how  they  have  managed  themselves.  One  of 
our  villages  has  two  churches  where  there  ought  only  to 
have  been  one.  There  never  should  have  been  more  than 
one,  except  that  there  were  different  denominations.  When 
Methodist  union  came  they  set  about  trying  to  solve  the 
problem  of  using  one  of  these  churches  for  a  place  of 
worship  and  the  other  for  a  Sunday  school.  They  were 
on  the  best  of  terms,  but  neither  of  them  desired  to  say 
to  the  other,  "Yours  is  the  church  that  is  to  be  turned  into 
a  Sunday  school." 

They  followed  a  very  simple  plan.  One  of  the  churches 
was  a  Wesleyan  church ;  and  the  other  one  was  a  United 
Methodist  church.  They  agreed  on  three  or  four  men  whose 
judgment  they  could  all  trust,  and  they  said,  "Now,  then, 
you  go  into  the  matter  and  tell  us  what  ought  to  be  done, 
and  we  will  agree  to  what  you  decide."  Those  men  went 
into  the  matter  and  finally  decided  this :  that  the  Wesleyan 
church  was  best  suited  for  the  purposes  of  a  church,  and 
therefore  counseled  that  that  should  remain  as  the  church 
for  the  two.  The  United  Methodist  church  was  best  suited 
as  a  building  to  be  transformed  into  a  Sunday  school. 

They  recommended  that,  and  then  added  this:  that  the 
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furnishing  of  the  United  Methodist  church  was  better  than 
the  furnishing  of  the  Wesleyan  church.  So  they  made  me 
consent  that  the  pews  and  everything  be  taken  out  of  the 
Wesleyan  church,  and  the  pews  of  the  United  Methodist 
church  be  put  in.  So  it  ended  by  every  Wesleyan  being 
able  to  worship  in  his  own  church  and  every  United  Meth- 
odist being  able  to  sit  in  his  own  pew. 

I  offer  that  as  an  excellent  method  of  solving  some  of  the 
problems  where  there  are  two  churches  and  only  one  is 
needed. 

May  I  say  how  greatly  we  appreciate  the  kindly  reception 
you  have  given  us. 

Address  of  Mr.  Isaac  Foot 

Bishop  Moore,  Fathers,  and  Brethren :  Having  occupied 
far  more  time  than  I  should  have  done  last  night,  I  was 
unaware  that  I  was  to  be  given  the  privilege  of  saying  an- 
other word  this  morning.  It  will  be  very  brief,  but  if  I 
spoke  to  you  for  a  long  time  I  could  not  fully  express  my 
gratitude  at  your  welcome  and  my  sense  of  the  high  privi- 
lege of  having  been  able  to  speak  for  millions  of  Methodist 
lay  folk  in  England  to  the  Methodists  in  this  country  over 
the  sea. 

I  felt  at  home  as  a  man  belonging  to  a  famous  city  in 
England.  I  was  born  in  Plymouth  in  England,  a  city  not 
as  large  as  some,  and  not  as  wealthy  as  others,  but  for 
fame  second  to  no  city  in  the  world.  When  I  made  my 
night  journey  the  other  night  from  Washington  to  Chicago, 
I  arose  in  the  morning  and  looked  at  the  name  of  the  first 
station  through  which  I  passed,  and  the  name  of  the  station 
was  Plymouth.  That  shows  something  of  the  association 
between  the  two  countries. 

What  after  all,  are  the  ties,  my  friends?  What  are  the 
ties  between  the  two  countries?  Bishop  Moore  has  been 
speaking  of  the  tie  of  common  inheritance  of  John  Wesley. 
A  great  Englishman  who  was  a  friend  to  America,  Edmund 
Burke,  spoke  of  those  ties  that,  though  light  as  air,  are  as 
strong  as  links  of  iron. 

What,  after  all,  binds  together  the  people  of  these  two 
countries?  Not  anything  that  can  be  expressed  in  statutes, 
nothing  that  can  be  written  down,  nothing  that  is  in  a 
certain  sense  material  or  ponderable.  The  things  that  unite 
us  are  the  common  inheritance,  the  common  possession  of 
the  inheritance  of  liberty,  and,  above  all,  I  think  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Bible  written  in  our  own  tongue.  That  is  our 
greatest  common  possession.    We  rejoice  in  those,  at  least. 

I  have  found  my  welcome  as  steady  when  I  came  to  this 
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wonderful  city,  Kansas  City.  The  first  night  I  was  here, 
two  nights  ago,  I  was  aroused  in  the  middle  of  the  night 
by  what  you  call,  I  think,  the  watchman  of  the  hotel,  who 
asked  me  to  lock  my  door.  Being  a  trustful  Englishman, 
I  had  left  my  key  in  the  door  from  the  outside. 

In  the  morning  I  asked  the  chambermaid  if  it  was  cus- 
tomary to  lock  doors  in  America.  She  said,  "It  is  not  usual, 
sir,  but  we  have  a  big  Conference  here  this  week." 

I  therefore  recognized  that  the  Methodists  here  have  a 
reputation  in  this  part  of  the  country  and  are  perhaps  like 
the  Presbyterians,  from  whom  we  had  a  representative  just 
now.  He  said  they  keep  the  Sabbath  and  everything  else 
they  can  lay  their  hands  on. 

I  conclude  just  with  one  story.  I  am  tempted  to  it  by 
the  Presbyterian  just  now,  who  spoke  of  their  high  pride. 

You  did  hear,  no  doubt,  of  the  woman  in  my  country  who, 
after  being  a  member  for  many  years  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  went  to  Wesleyan  Chapel  and  her  minister  was 
distressed  about  it.  He  came  to  her  and  asked  her  why  she 
had  done  so. 

"Well,"  she  said,  "it  is  because  of  the  harmonium  that 
you  have  brought  into  the  Church." 

"But,"  he  said,  "you  have  gone  to  the  Wesleyan  Chapel 
where  they  have  a  pipe  organ." 

"Yes,"  she  said,  "there  is  all  the  difference  in  the  world 
between  a  pipe  organ  in  the  Wesleyan  Chapel  and  a  harmon- 
ium in  the  House  of  God." 

It  is  her  spirit  which  has  prevented  the  unity  in  my 
country  which  they  have  been  able  to  achieve  in  Canada. 

If  I  could  express  in  one  word  what  I  think  would  be 
the  mind  of  millions  of  men  and  women  in  the  country  to 
which  I  am  proud  to  belong,  sent  to  you,  their  relatives 
over  the  sea,  it  would  be  this:  That  the  God  of  Hope  fill 
you  with  all  joy  and  peace,  that  we  may  abound  in  hope 
through  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

THE  METHODIST  CHURCH  OF  BRAZIL 

Address  of  Bishop  Cesar  Dacorso,  Filho 

Dear  Chairman,  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters :  I  convey  the 
sincerest  greetings  and  felicitations  of  the  Methodist  Church 
of  Brazil  to  you;  at  the  same  time,  the  expression  of  pro- 
found admiration,  appreciation,  and  gratitude  for  the  as- 
sistance which  in  so  many  forms  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church — I  must  say,  you — have  so  graciously  given  us  since 
the  beginning  of  our  history,  through  your  missionary  work, 
which  has  never  failed. 
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The  first  Methodist  missionary  to  visit  our  country  was 
Rev.  Fountain  E.  Pitts,  of  Nashville.  He  was  in  Brazil  in 
1835,  one  hundred  four  years  ago.  He  was  there  only  to 
study  the  country  and  the  people. 

The  Methodist  work  in  Brazil  started  in  1876,  fifty-three 
years  ago.  The  Rev.  John  J.  Ransom,  I  think  from  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,  was  the  first  effective  Methodist  worker  in  the 
country. 

Actually,  the  Church  has  a  membership  of  25,000,  and 
about  120  ministers,  I  should  mention  also  about  25,000 
adherents,  so  in  Brazil  the  Methodist  family  comes  to  about 
50,000. 

The  Church  is  still  too  small,  as  it  has  to  face  a  so  large 
country  and  a  so  large  population.  We  are  working  in 
about  one-eighth  of  the  national  territory,  and  v/e  are  in 
contact  with  about  50,000  Brazilians. 

Last  year  the  increase  of  the  membership  of  our  Church 
was  one-tenth  of  the  previous  year.  If  the  base  of  the 
increase  of  the  Brazilian  population  be  kept  for  the  succeed- 
ing years  it  will  be  doubled  each  23  years.  As  you  may 
easily  see,  if  the  increase  of  the  membership  of  the  Method- 
ist Church  in  Brazil  may  be  kept  on  the  same  basis,  and  the 
increase  of  the  Brazilian  population  also,  Methodism  in 
Brazil  will  come  to  be  in  the  succeeding  years  a  great  moral 
power  and  an  influential  force,  as  the  Methodist  Church  has 
been  in  this  marvelous  country. 

Brazil  is  coming  very  fast  to  the  front  line  of  the  nations 
of  this  world.  Even  we  Brazilians  do  not  know  what  will 
be  the  role  of  the  Brazilian  people  in  the  destiny  of  human- 
ity. In  this  condition  we  Methodists  in  Brazil  have  now 
the  best,  largest,  the-  most  magnificent  opportunity  that  we 
can  imagine.  We  have  only  one  Church,  one  Methodist 
Church,  in  Brazil. 

We  have  no  divisions  in  Brazil  between  foreign  and 
Brazilians,  whites,  Indians  and  colored,  nationals  and  mis- 
sionaries. So  in  our  Church  at  large,  in  our  local  churches, 
the  foreigners  and  the  nationals,  the  Colored  people  and 
the  Whites  are  all  mixed  and  joined  the  same.  In  our 
Church  there  is  no  difference  between  missionaries  and 
nationals. 

We  rejoice  greatly  in  seeing  that  we  are  a  part  of  the 
long  Methodist  chain  that  goes  from  pole  to  pole  in  the 
Americas.  We  are  willing  to  stretch  our  arms  to  our  Meth- 
odist brethren  in  the  West,  in  the  East,  over  the  seas,  in 
order  that  we  may  fulfill  what  John  Wesley  wants  to  see- 
Methodists  are  one  people. 

Thank  you  very  much. 
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THE  METHODIST  CHURCH  OF  MEXICO 
Address  of  Bishop  Eleazar  Guerra 

Last  year  I  was  elected  as  the  fraternal  delegate  to  the 
last  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South.  For  one  reason  or  another  I  did  not  receive  my 
credentials  on  time,  so  I  was  not  able  to  speak  before  that 
great  body.  So,  when  I  arrived  here,  I  did  my  very  best  to 
find  my  place  here. 

That  reminds  me  of  a  little  story.  There  was  a  lady,  a 
very  parsimonious  lady,  who  had  two  children.  This  lady 
was  in  contact  with  high  society  and  again  and  again  she 
told  her  children  not  to  interrupt  when  she  was  talking  to 
important  persons. 

This  lady  had  a  visitor,  and  while  they  were  in  the  midst 
of  a  very  important  conversation  one  of  the  children  came 
in  in  a  verv  desperate  mood  and  said  to  the  mother,  "Mother, 
mother!"  ' 

The  mother  said,  "Get  away;  don't  interrupt  us." 

So  the  little  child  went  away,  and  after  the  visit  was  over, 
the  mother  came  out  and  said,  "What  did  you  want?  What 
did  you  want  to  interrupt  us  for?" 

The  little  girl  said,  "Mother,  my  little  sister  fell  down  in 
the  water  and  I  wanted  to  tell  you." 

I  wanted  to  present  to  you  the  Mexican  cause  before  it  is 
too  late,  for,  as  this  great  Church  goes  forward,  it  must  take 
into  consideration  the  Mexican  Methodist  Church  needs. 
You  must  not  forget  us. 

It  is  my  very  peculiar  privilege  to  be  here  at  this  hour 
to  bring  you  the  greetings  of  my  Church,  The  Methodist 
Church  of  Mexico. 

Eight  years  ago  history  was  written  in  Mexico  by  the 
setting  up  of  an  autonomous  Church,  but  that  history  was 
forced  to  circumstances,  especially  by  an  extreme  national- 
istic point  of  view  and  by  legal  laws  of  my  country. 

You  are  writing  history  here  this  hour,  but  a  history  that 
is  the  culmination  of  conscious  process  toward  forming  a 
great  united  Church.  Whereas,  in  1845  you  divided  and 
went  on  to  minister  to  the  world  with  broken  hearts  and 
tears  of  deep  sorrow,  now  you  are  ready  to  go  forward 
united  to  minister  to  the  world,  not  with  broken  hearts,  but 
with  a  joyous  and  radiant  experience. 

The  Methodist  Church  of  Mexico  is  composed  of  two 
Conferences  of  about  equal  strength.  The  frontier  Confer- 
ence works  in  the  six  northern  states  and  the  central  Con- 
ference works  four  central  .states. 

The  actual  membership  of  the  Church  is  ten  thousand  and 
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the  total  constituency  is  twenty  thousand.  We  have  248 
pastorial  charges  and  100  ministers.  The  total  amount 
raised  for  all  purposes  in  the  Church  in  1938  was  130,000 
pesos. 

The  Methodist  Church  of  Mexico  is  marching  forward 
in  two  ways  especially — with  great  movement  of  spiritual 
value  and  doing  all  that  is  possible  to  obtain  the  self-support 
of  the  Church. 

Our  Church  is  in  a  very  peculiar  situation  at  this  hour. 
Due  to  the  fact  that  the  civil  laws  of  the  country  prohibit 
taking  part  in  religious  services  to  foreigners,  it  is  going 
to  be  an  impossibility  to  replace  those  that  left  the  country 
in  obedience  to  those  laws.  There  is  not  a  way  to  substitute 
those  persons,  so,  with  sorrow  in  our  hearts,  we  are  ex- 
pecting the  day  when  no  more  missionaries  will  be  working 
in  Mexico.     What  then? 

The  Mexican  Methodists  are  urging  you  to  work  v/ith  us 
in  order  that  we  may  have  closer  relations.  That  way  may 
be  encouraging  us  to  develop  young  leaders,  giving  them 
proper  training  and  afterward  sending  them  to  the  states 
for  further  experience,  so  as  to  give  them  the  opportunity  to 
get  in  touch  with  your  environment. 

I  assure  you  that  Methodism  is  going  to  stay  in  Mexico 
because  of  the  spirit  that  we  got  from  our  founder,  John 
Wesley,  in  the  missionaries  you  sent  to  us. 

Our  lives  have  been  inspired  by  the  work  of  the  mission- 
aries, but  especially  I  want  to  mention  two  of  them  at  this 
hour.  One  was  Mrs.  Streeter,  a  beautiful  character  who 
came  into  our  midst  and  spent  her  whole  life  in  behalf  of 
the  Mexican  people^  She  went  one  time  to  a  little  town 
named  Nombre  de  Dios.  It  has  the  name  of  God,  but  not 
the  spirit  of  God.  When  she  was  there  she  was  attacked  and 
brutally  injured.  After  she  recovered — as  a  result  of  that 
experience  she  was  permanently  lame — somebody  said  to 
her,  "Now,  Mrs.  Streeter,  do  you  still  want  to  go  on  with 
your  missionary  work  in  Mexico?" 

She  replied,  "Certainly  I  do,  and  I  am  going  back  again 
to  that  same  town  to  preach  the  wonderful  message  of  Jesus 
Christ." 

The  other  missionary  is  the  Rev.  Frank  S.  Onderdonk, 
one  of  the  greatest  missionaries  that  ever  was  sent  to  a 
missionary  field. 

Dr.  Onderdonk  spent  the  best  years  of  his  life  in  Mexico, 
but  after  the  trouble  during  the  revolution  period,  he  came 
back  to  the  country  to  work  with  the  Mexican  people  in  the 
Southwest.    He  was  directly  responsible  for  awakening  the 
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consciousness  of  young  preachers.  He  guided  them,  di- 
rected them,  inspired  them.  He  kept  on  for  years  and  years, 
dedicating  his  whole  life  in  the  ministry  to  work  among  the 
Mexican  people. 

During  the  year  before  he  died  he  was  afflicted  with  a 
terrible  disease;  and  instead  of  taking  time  to  restore  his 
health,  he  just  went  on  up  to  the  last  moment,  holding  his 
place  of  responsibility  in  the  Church. 

Certainly,  when  we  have  men  and  women  with  that  spirit 
of  sacrifice,  we  are  bound  to  be  inspired.  That  is  why  I  am 
saying  that  Methodism  in  Mexico  is  going  to  stay. 

How  can  we  repay  this  work  of  sacrifice  and  love  that  you 
have  given  us  ?  There  is  only  one  way,  in  my  humble  think- 
ing, and  it  is  to  throw  ourselves  entirely  into  an  intensive, 
sacrificial  work  for  our  Church. 

You  have  proved  to  be  a  great  and  gracious  leader  in 
the  past.  Be  it  once  more,  but  in  a  larger  way;  in  a  way 
that  you  may  comfort  the  world. 

THE  METHODIST  PROTESTANT  CHURCH  OF  JAPAN 
Address  of  President  Yotaro  Koizumi 

It  is  my  great  honor  to  stand  here  and  to  speak  a  little 
salutation. 

I  come  from  Japan,  and  I  am  the  president  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church  of  Japan.  I  express  to  you  the 
heartfelt  gratitude  of  our  Conference. 

I  think  that  you,  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ,  under- 
stand our  situation  in  Japan. 

I  have  many  things  to  say,  but  my  poor  attainment  in 
speaking  English  does  not  go  so  far. 

I  believe  you  always  sympathize  with  us,  encourage  us, 
and  pray  for  us,  for  the  people  of  Japan  that  they  may  have 
the  peace  of  Jesus  Christ. 

THE  JAPAN  METHODIST  CHURCH 

Address  of  Dr.  Kyugoro  Obata 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren :  As  one  of  those  who  are 
deeply  concerned  about  the  world's  unrest;  as  one  of  those 
who  are  constantly  seeking  light  that  may  give  a  clue  toward 
the  solution  of  the  grave  questions  of  our  day ;  and  as  one 
of  those  who  firmly  believe  that  the  Christian  force  created 
by  the  union  of  the  three  Methodist  Churches,  and  now 
formally  declared  before  the  Christendom  of  the  world, 
will  be  adequate  to  rejuvenate  the  Christian  faith  and  its 
activities,  badly  crippled  by  the  great  World  War — I  have 
come  from  the  Fai-  East  to  offei*  you  my  hearty  greetings. 
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Ever  since  I  heard  of  this  Uniting  Conference,  there  has 
been  moving  in  my  mind  back  and  forth  like  a  shuttle  in 
the  weaver's  hands  one  significant  word,  with  its  rich  con- 
tents and  happy  associations,  and  that  word  is  "congratula- 
tion." Never  before  in  my  life  have  I  been  confronted  with 
an  object  which  demanded  of  me  such  an  unreserved  ex- 
pression of  congratulation  as  this  Conference  does,  and 
there  are  various  reasons  for  it.  I  would  speak  of  three 
of  them. 

In  the  first  place,  I  have  a  strong  personal  reason  to 
congratulate  this  Conference.  In  the  month  of  May,  1916, 
exactly  twenty-three  years  ago,  I  had  the  privilege  of  at- 
tending the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  held  in  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y.,  as  the  fraternal 
delegate  from  the  Japan  Methodist  Church.  In  my  parting 
remarks,  these  words  are  found,  which  I  ask  your  indulgence 
to  quote.  They  read:  "I  have  witnessed  what  we  call 
psychological  moments;  but  I  doubt  whether  I  shall  see  a 
more  beautiful  scene  in  heaven  than  what  I  have  seen  here, 
when  two  senior  Bishops  of  the  two  Methodist  Episcopal 
Churches,  stood  up  on  the  platform  and  shook  hands,  amidst 
the  applause  from  this  house,  and  I  take  it  as  a  pledge  of 
every  member  of  this  Conference  that  the  plan  of  unifica- 
tion can  be  carried  and  will  be  perfected  before  long." 

The  enthusiasm  of  the  Committee  of  Sixty  on  Unification 
and  of  the  Conference  itself  was  so  great  that  they  thought 
the  Uniting  Conference  might  be  called  by  the  Board  of 
Bishops  before  the  General  Conference  of  1920  should  meet. 
But,  of  course,  it  was  quite  natural  for  such  large  organiza- 
tions as  the  two  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches,  with  their 
respective  habits,  institutions,  and  rules  of  conduct,  to  take 
time  in  order  to  be  welded  into  one  organization.  More- 
over, the  delay  might  be  construed  as  providential,  when 
we  think  that  it  furnished  an  opportunity  for  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  to  join  in  this  Methodist  trinitarianism. 
The  entrance  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  into  this 
union  transcends  my  personal  congratulation,  and  for  that 
reason  I  rejoice  all  the  more.  I  hope  that  the  brethren  of 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  of  Japan  will  not  be 
offended  when  I  say  that  the  stand  the  Methodist  Church 
of  America  has  taken  must  needs  be  a  prophecy  or  a  happy 
augury  for  what  they  shall  follow  in  the  future.  So  much 
for  my  personal  congratulation ! 

In  the  second  place,  this  Conference  deserves  congratula- 
tion of  a  national  scope,  and  let  it  be  called  a  national 
congratulation.  In  speaking  of  the  national  congratulation 
directly  touching  an  American  question,  a  patriotic  Ameri- 
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can  may  object  saying  that  it  is  his  own  business,  not  that 
of  a  Japanese  to  attend  to  affairs  American.  But  the 
Scriptures  teach  us  to  ''rejoice  with  them  that  do  rejoice." 
Why  cannot  a  foreigner  participate  in  the  joy  of  a  country 
which  he  loves?  For  me,  as  for  thousands  of  my  fellow 
countrymen,  America  is  a  home  of  Alma  Mater,  and  I  feel 
I  have  a  right  to  claim  that  a  matter  of  national  congratula- 
tion for  an  American  is  also  mine. 

I  can  visualize  millions  of  Methodist  homes  throughout 
this  great  Republic  turning  their  attention  to  this  Uniting 
Conference,  carefully  watching  its  deliberations.  The  im- 
provement of  the  systems  of  communication  and  transporta- 
tion has  brought  South  and  North  close  together.  A  good 
deal  of  personal  contacts  has  been  going  on,  thus  obliterat- 
ing the  lines  which  divided  them.  But  public  and  organized 
bodies,  such  as  Christ  Churches,  have  remained  still  divided, 
and  as  long  as  well-organized  institutions  or  groups  remain 
divided,  so  long  will  a  true  union  be  impeded.  Individuals 
will  pass  away,  but  the  groups  organized  will  persist.  Now 
the  two  well-organized  institutions  agree  to  become  one. 
Therefore,  this  organization  not  only  will  permanently  exist 
but  also  is  bound  to  go  far  to  influence  national  unity — a 
unity  which  is  the  source  of  strength  and  power  for  a 
nation. 

Another  wholesome  influence  of  this  union  will  be  as  an 
example  to  stimulate  similar  kinds  of  union  for  other  divided 
organizations.  The  union  of  the  three  Methodist  bodies 
serves  as  an  incentive  to  bring  about  the  fundamental  union 
of  the  American  nation.  For  this  I  offer  my  hearty  con- 
gratulations to  America. 

Thirdly,  I  shall  briefly  dwell  on  the  international  con- 
gratulation. It  has  been  a  time-honored  and  proud  slogan 
for  Great  Britain  to  tell  the  world  that  the  sun  never  sets 
on  her  dominions.  Just  in  the  same  way,  or  rather  in  a 
superior  way,  it  can  be  said  that  the  sun  never  sets  in  the 
countries  where  Methodist  churches  are  planted.  The 
dream  of  the  founder  of  Methodism,  "The  world  is  my 
parish,"  is  no  longer  a  dream,  but  a  fact  beyond  any  dispute. 
These  world-wide  Methodist  activities  will  receive  a  new 
impetus  by  the  consummation  of  the  union  of  the  three 
Methodist  Churches  in  America.  A  Methodist  Church  like 
the  Japan  Methodist  Church  will  be  keenly  sensitive  of  this 
union  and  take  fresh  courage  from  the  spiritual  solidarity 
of  "a  truly  world  church"  of  Methodism  demonstrated  by 
this  union. 

In  this  connection,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  tell  you 
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how  the  Japan  Methodist  Church  has  fared  during  the  last 
twenty-three  years.  The  comparative  figures  of  1915  and 
1938  are  as  follows:

Native  Preachers  208  404  100% 

Missionaries     103  105  — 

Church  Members    15,364  49,439  222% 

Teachers,  Officers  and  Pupils  of  S.  S 27,178  40,442       49%

These  are  rough  statements  giving  a  general  view  of 
the  main  work.  In  addition,  various  social  and  charitable 
activities  are  carried  on.  What  is  true  with  the  Japan 
Methodist  Church  must  be  true  with  other  Methodist 
Churches  throughout  the  world. 

The  Uniting  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  is  now 
an  object  of  congratulations  from  all  over  the  world.  But 
it  should  be  remembered  that  an  object  of  congratulation 
must  be  an  object  of  responsibility.  The  greater  the  con- 
graulation  is,  the  heavier  is  the  responsibility.  Hence  the 
new  Methodism  must  face  a  responsibility  in  a  cosmic 
fashion  and  scale,  and  it  would  not  be  a  bad  thing  if  some 
great  enterprise  in  the  fields  of  morality  and  religion  should 
be  undertaken  in  commemoration  of  this  epoch-making 
gathering.  Build  a  monument  of  divine  magnitude,  to 
which  future  generations  of  Methodism  may  look  with 
pride  and  gratitude.  As  a  man  of  Macedonia  beckoned 
St.  Paul  to  come  over  and  help,  so  a  man  of  the  Far  East 
may  be  calling  to  the  newly  awakened  conscience  of  this 
great  Conference.  There  can  never  be  too  big  a  problem 
of  moral  nature  for  United  Methodism  to  tackle. 

Let  the  Methodism  of  America  transcend  all  the  earthly 
confusion  and  strife  of  our  day,  and  attune  her  attitude  to 
that  of  Him  who  "maketh  his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on 
the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on  the  unjust," 
whenever  she  is  called  to  face  any  grave  problem. 

I  am  not  as  old  as  Simeon  of  the  New  Testament,  but 
feel  old  enough  to  reckon  this  my  visit  in  this  capacity  as 
the  last.  So,  borrowing  his  words,  I  conclude  my  message, 
which  it  has  been  my  honor  to  deliver  to  you  on  behalf  of 
the  Japan  Methodist  Church,  thus :  "Lord,  now  lettest  thou 
thy  servant  depart  in  peace,  for  mine  eyes  have  seen  .... 
a  light  to  lighten"  the  world. 

Thank  you.  I  thank  you  especially.  This  is  my  birthday, 
and  you  could  not  have  done  greater  honor  to  me  than  by 
giving  me  this  opportunity  to  deliver  a  message  to  you.

Address  of  Dr.  Gordon  A.  Sisco 

Bishop  Moore  and  Brethren:  I  have  been  Secretary  of 
the  General  Council  of  the  United  Church  for  two  years, 
but  even  in  that  short  space  of  time  I  have  learned  that 
long  speeches  on  an  occasion  like  this  are  not  in  order. 
Therefore,  I  simply  want  to  take  this  opportunity  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  I  am  appearing  again  on  the  program  in 
connection  with  Ecumenical  Night  to  reinforce  what  the 
Moderator  has  said  and  bring  our  greetings  to  you.  You 
know  the  task  that  is  yours.  We  are  interested  in  all  that 
pertains  to  your  welfare,  and  we  wish  you  God's  blessing 
upon  your  task. 

Address  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Woodside 

Bishop  Moore  and  Brethren :  It  is  a  very  great  joy  to 
bring  you  the  greetings  and  felicitations  of  the  United 
Church  of  Canada.  We  rejoice  with  you  very  greatly  indeed 
in  this  most  happy  consummation.  We  have  followed  with 
great  interest  every  step  of  your  deliberations  and  have 
given  you  our  prayers.  And  we  shall  continue  through  the 
years  to  follow  you  with  interest  and  pray  that  God's  richest 
blessing  may  abide  upon  you. 

As  I  look  around  me  this  morning,  I  am  reminded  of  an 
occasion  in  the  year  1925  in  the  city  of  Toronto,  in  a 
building  similar  to  this,  when  some  8,000  people  gathered 
together  and  formed  the  United  Church  of  Canada,  bringing 
together  the  Methodist  Church  of  Canada  and  Newfound- 
land, the  Congregational  Churches  of  Canada,  and  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Canada. 

And,  like  you,  that  union  was  consummated  as  a  great 
answer  to  a  challenging  human  need.  Of  course,  we  were 
convinced  that  our  action  was  in  harmony  with  the  teach- 
ing of  the  New  Testament.  And  during  these  intervening 
years  we  have  received  confirmation,  abundant  confirma- 
tion, that  we  took  the  right  step.  Now,  in  your  happy  union, 
we  have  a  further  confirmation  that  we  took  the  right  step. 

I  wish  I  had  time  this  morning  to  tell  you  something  about 
our  setup,  because  I  discovered  that  there  is  a  certain 
amount  of  ignorance,  even  in  these  intelligent  United  States, 
in  regard  to  your  nearest  neighbor,  Canada.  One  day 
last  summer  in  the  middle  of  July,  when  it  was  registering 
90  in  the  shade,  a  man  and  his  wife  from  one  of  the  Southern 
states  who  has  decided  to  spend  a  happy  holiday  in  Canada, 
reached  the  boundary  at  Niagara  Falls,  and  they  had  with 
them  their  fur  coats,  ski  boots  and  skis,  and  a  toboggan. 
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I  am  quite  sure  that  such  ignorance  in  regard  to  our  country 
is  not  common  among  you,  but  some  of  it  is  there,  and  I 
want  to  tell  you  something  about  our  Church. 

We  number  among  our  adherents  in  Canada  some  two 
millions  of  people.  That  may  seem  like  a  small  number  in 
comparison  to  the  great  numbers  in  these  Uniting  Churches 
here,  but  it  is  a  very  great  number  in  proportion  to  the  total 
population  of  our  country.  It  is  an  even  larger  proportion 
than  what  you  represent  in  this  Conference  meeting  here 
today. 

Our  missionary  enterprises  cover  half  a  continent,  the 
half  of  the  continent  which  is  larger  in  area  than  these 
United  States;  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  from  the 
49th  Parallel  on  the  south  to  the  Artie  Circle  you  will  find 
the  United  Church  of  Canada  everywhere.  And  our  mis- 
sions beyond  the  seas  are  in  every  land.  It  is  literally  true 
that  the  sun  never  sets  on  the  mission  fields  of  the  United 
Church  of  Canada. 

The  thing  that  we  have  done  in  our  union  is  a  much  more 
difficult  thing  than  you  have  done,  because  we  have  united 
three  great  old  denominations.  Probably  you  know  some- 
think  down  here  of  how  difficult  that  really  is,  how  difficult 
it  Is  to  unite  Presbyterians  and  Methodists  and  Congrega- 
tionalists.  The  Presbyterians  with  us  are  just  like  they  are 
down  here,  stiff  and  proud  in  the  pride  of  the  elect.  And 
the  Methodists  with  us  were  just  the  same  as  they  are  here 
before  me,  always  fearful  lest  they  might  fall  from  grace. 
The  Congrationalists  with  us  are  just  the  same  as  they  are 
with  you,  going  about, .doing  just  as  they  please. 

However,  by  the  grace  of  God  we  were  able  to  mold  them 
into  one  great  organization,  and  it  wasn't  easy.  We  have 
set  forth  our  beliefs  in  what  we  call  twenty  Articles  of 
Faith.  That  was  a  great  achievement,  and  something  of 
which  we  are  not  ashamed.  It  would  be  worth  your  while 
to  read  those  twenty  Articles  of  Faith.  We  took  twenty- 
six  great  boards  of  these  different  denominations  and  molded 
them  into  six  boards.  You  will  discover  how  difficult  a  thing 
that  is.  We  have  taken  four  great  Church  papers  and 
amalgamated  them  into  one,  and  three  missionary  papers 
into  one.  We  have  taken  three  great  publishing  interests 
and  merged  them  into  one.  We  have  taken  fifteen  theologi- 
cal colleges  and  reduced  them  to  eight.  Possibly  you  will 
discover  how  difficult  that  is,  too. 

And  I  might  say  to  you  what  you  of  course  know :  That 
we  haven't  yet  solved  all  our  problems  by  any  means.  But 
I  want  to  say  to  you  for  your  encouragement  that  we  have 
arrived  at  that  point  in  our  life  history  where  we  know 
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that  there  isn't  a  problem  that  has  emerged  or  that  will 
emerge  that  we  cannot  solve  by  the  application  of  patience, 
good  will,  compromise,  and  trusting  each  other. 

We  have  discovered  in  regard  to  these  problems  as  they 
emerge  that  one  of  the  very  best  means  of  arriving  at  a 
solution  is  to  refuse  to  get  tangled  up  with  too  many  arbi- 
trary measures  and  wait  upon  the  expreience  of  living  to- 
gether in  good  will  and  trust  it  to  discover  the  solution  that 
is  right  and  proper.  Let  me  say  to  you  again  for  your 
encouragement,  we  have  arrived  at  the  place  where  we 
are  sure  that  there  is  not  a  single  problem  that  we  cannot 
solve. 

I  want  to  say  this,  also,  that  I  have  been  a  member  of  the 
great  boards,  some  of  the  great  boards  of  these  United 
Churches  in  all  these  intervening  years,  and  never  yet  on 
a  single  occasion  when  any  matter  of  controversy  has  been 
before  us  have  I  seen  the  slightest  indication  of  divisions 
along  old  denominational  lines.  I  say  that  to  you  this  morn- 
ing as  a  brother  and  for  your  encouragement. 

Mr.  Chairman,  we  live  under  a  great  conviction  that  a 
greater  union  is  still  to  be.  I  am  quite  sure  that  that  is  the 
conviction  in  the  hearts  of  all  the  delegates  who  are  here 
this  morning.  It  is  true  that  the  Methodist  Churches  of 
the  United  States  have  struck  their  tents  and  are  on  the 
march,  and  I  believe  and  you  believe  that  you  are  on  the 
march  to  an  even  greater  and  nobler  youth.  We  in  the 
United  Church  of  Canada  are  gravely  convinced  that  our 
common  possessions  are  our  greatest  possessions,  that  those 
things  which  we  hold  in  common  are  greater  far  than 
everything  that  keeps  us  apart.    We  live  in  that  conviction. 

Behind  me  here  on  the  platform  this  morning  I  see  two 
great  flags,  the  flag  of  your  country  of  which  you  are  justly 
proud — that  flag  symbolizes  many  of  those  particular  things 
in  your  life  and  history  of  which  you  have  every  reason  to 
be  proud;  those  distinctive  things  in  this  land  and  in  your 
life  that  distinguish  you  from  all  others.  But  beside  that 
flag  there  this  morning  is  another,  my  flag,  which  I  love, 
and  which  symbolizes  for  me  and  for  all  my  fellow  citizens 
those  particular  things  that  distinguish  us  from  all  others. 

But,  brethren,  we  live  in  a  time,  unhappily,  when  we  are 
increasingly  discovering  that  the  great  possessions  we  hold 
in  common  are  more  precious  than  even  those  great  things 
symbolized  by  these  glorious  flags.  The  same  is  true  of 
course  of  the  Church.  Two  or  three  years  ago  I  lost  a  great 
friend,  a  Roman  Catholic  Senator  to  Canada,  Senator 
Charles  Murphy.  He  was,  as  he  described  himself,  a  Sinn 
Feiner.    When  he  was  sick  in  the  hospital  in  his  last  illness

he  sent  for  me.  And  this  strict  Roman  Catholic  asked  me  to 
pray  with  him  again  and  again  and  give  him  the  benediction, 
which  I  did. 

On  one  occasion  he  said  to  me,  "Dr. — "  he  called  me,  by 
the  way,  his  Protestant  Pope,  if  you  please,  his  Protestant 
Pope — "I  am  a  Roman  Catholic.  I  am  supposed  to  be  a 
bigoted  Roman  Catholic,  and  you  are  a  Protestant.  But 
I  want  to  tell  you  as  I  am  nearing  the  end,  that  down  be- 
neath all  the  things  that  divide  us,  when  you  go  deep 
enough  we  are  one." 

I  said  to  him,  "Senator,  that  is  the  God's  truth,"  and  so 
it  is.  We  live  in  the  graver  conviction  that  we  are  moving 
toward  an  even  larger  and  happier  union.  However,  it  may 
emerge  in  the  providence  of  God.  This  idea  of  union  is 
old.  It  is  as  old  as  the  New  Testament.  It  was  envisaged 
by  the  Seer  of  Patmos.  Remember  how  he  saw  before  the 
throne  of  God  that  great  multitude  which  no  man  can  num- 
ber, all  nations  and  kindreds  and  tongues  of  peoples.  They 
were  all  there  and  they  were  all  there  together.  But  why 
were  they  there  together? 

First  of  all,  because  they  were  there  in  a  common  attitude 
before  the  throne  of  God.  And  in  the  second  place  they  were 
there  together  because  they  enjoyed  a  common  redemption. 
They  were  washed  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb.  And,  thirdly, 
they  were  there  all  together  because  they  shared  a  common 
victory.  They  carried  the  palms  in  their  hands.  I  do  not 
know  of  any  other  basis  of  an  enduring  union,  either  in  re- 
ligion or  among  the  races  of  the  world.  My  brethren,  church 
union  is  not  enough.  If  we  could  unite  all  the  Christians  of 
this  world  into  one  Church,  that  would  be  no  guaranty  of 
the  kind  of  world  that  we  desire.  That  Church  must  be 
made  up  of  the  right  kind  of  people.  We  need  more  men 
and  women  whose  hearts  have  been  strangely  warmed.  We 
have  numbers  enough.  It  sounds  like  heresy  in  these  days  to 
say  that,  when  we  are  putting  our  trust  in  numbers.  We 
have  enough  Christians  in  the  world  to  set  the  world  right, 
if  they  were  the  right  kind  of  Christians. 

I  am  reminded  of  the  words  of  John  Wesley.  John  Wesley 
said:  "Give  me  a  hundred  men  who  hate  nothing  but  sin 
and  love  nothing  but  God,  and  I  will  shake  the  gates  of  hell." 
And  he  did. 

Give  me  a  Church  made  up  of  members  who  love  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  hate  nothing  but  sin,  and  love 
nothing  by  God,  and  I  tell  you,  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not 
prevail  against  her. 


REGULAR  ADDRESSES 

"METHODISM— OUR   HERITAGE   AND   HOPE" 
Address  of  Dr.  M.  S.  Davage 

In  the  beginning  of  America  was  the  Negro.  The  May- 
flower landed  the  Pilgrims  at  Plymouth  in  1620.  This  was 
one  year  after  a  Dutch  ship  had  landed  Negroes  at  James- 
town. Negroes,  therefore,  enjoy  the  distinction  of  priority 
in  America  over  the  Pilgrim  Fathers.  It  was  required  of 
these  unwilling  guests  of  the  colonies  that  they  give  the 
strength  of  their  bodies  to  the  building  of  a  new  world. 
This  they  did,  and  more.  They  brought  to  America  three- 
fold gifts  of  body,  mind,  and  soul.  They  gave  the  strength 
of  their  bodies.  Their  axes  rang  through  the  forests ;  their 
plows  made  deep  furrows  in  the  rich  soil ;  their  picks  and 
shovels  on  the  roadways  kept  time  to  the  rhythmic  music  of 
their  work  songs ;  in  field  and  factory  and  in  the  market 
places  their  backs  bore  the  heavy  burdens  of  commerce. 
They  made  deserts  blossom  and  helped  to  lay  the  foundations 
of  America's  wealth  and  greatness. 

They  gave  the  strength  of  their  minds.  The  gifts  of  our 
minds  have  to  a  marked  degree  influenced  the  culture  of  this 
nation.  The  Negro's  wit,  wisdom,  and  humorous  philosophy 
of  life  have  enriched  the  folklore  of  America.  Negroes 
have  inspired  white  men  of  letters,  poets,  novelists,  and 
writers  like  Joel  Chandler  Harris,  the  beloved  "Uncle 
Remus,"  to  achieve  fame  and  fortune  as  interpreters  of 
Negro  life  and  to  give  their  best  messages  to  the  world  in 
Negro  dialect. 

They  likewise  brought  spiritual  gifts.  They  gave  love 
and  loyalty  where  ordinarily  they  would  have  been  least 
expected.  Their  spirituals  are  the  songs  that  God  gave 
them  in  the  dark  night  of  their  despair,  so  that  they  did 
not  hang  their  harps  upon  the  willows  but  were  enabled  to 
sing  the  Lord's  songs  in  a  strange  land. 

In  these  spirituals,  strangely  devoid  of  bitterness  and 
hate,  we  tell  of  our  devotion  to  the  kingdom ;  of  our  abiding 
faith  in  the  goodness  and  merices  of  God;  of  our  longing 
for  a  better  day  and  of  our  unyielding  belief  that  such  a 
day  would  surely  come.  These  songs  have  universal  appeal 
and  have  touched  the  hearts  of  men  and  women  of  every 
race  and  nation.  They  are  indeed  America's  unique  con- 
tribution to  the  music  of  the  world. 
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We  are  not  newcomers,  nor  mere  sojourners  in  this  land. 
We  are  Americans  with  undivided  loyalties.  We  are  citizens 
who  owe  allegiance  to  no  other  flag.  There  is  no  hyphen  in 
our  patriotism. 

In  the  beginning  of  Methodism  was  the  Negro.  Our 
fathers  heard  the  moving  messages  which  fell  from  the  lips 
of  Wesley,  Asbury,  and  Coke.  The  tender  hearts  of  Africa's 
sons  were  easily  touched  by  the  fervent  appeals  of  the  first 
Methodist  evangelists.  They  were  stirred  by  the  plain  but 
powerful  exhortations  of  camp  meeting  preachers  who  de- 
scribed in  vivid  language  the  happy  rewards  of  the  righteous 
and  the  condign  punishment  of  the  wicked.  Dr.  Garber, 
in  his  book.  The  Methodist  Are  One  People,  quotes  Richard 
Allen,  founder  and  first  Bishop  of  the  African  Methodist 
Church,  as  saying,  "We  are  beholden  to  the  Methodists 
under  God,  for  the  light  of  the  gospel  we  enjoy;  for  all 
other  denominations  preach  so  high-flown  that  we  are  not 
able  to  comprehend  their  doctrine."  This  was,  however, 
before  the  establishment  of  Methodist  Theological  Semi- 
naries. The  shoutings  and  other  enthusiastic  demonstrations 
generally  in  evidence  at  the  early  Methodist  camp  meetings 
kindled  the  emotions  of  our  fathers  and  struck  a  responsive 
chord  in  their  hearts.  Negroes  were  among  the  250  persons 
who  contributed  to  the  erection  of  the  first  permanent  Meth- 
odist meetinghouse  in  America  in  1768 — eight  years  before 
the  issuing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  They  hav,e 
continued  generous  in  their  contributions  to  the  total  finan- 
cial program  of  the  Church,  even  to  this  day  as  is  demon- 
strated in  the  fine  records  of  the  Columbus  and  New  Orleans 
areas.  From  1790  to  1810,  Negroes  constituted  one-fifth 
of  the  entire  membership  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  Verily,  we  have  a  heritage  in  Methodism.  We 
are  the  sons  of  Wesley.  Therefore,  in  this  Uniting  Confer- 
ence, we  are  not  "strangers  and  foreigners,  but  feilow- 
citizens  with  the  saints  and  of  the  household  of  God." 

The  history  of  our  long  connection  with  Methodism  is 
replete  with  interesting  incidents  and  stories  of  unique 
personalities.  Time  would  fail  me  to  tell  of  the  contribu- 
tions made  by  many  humble  black  people  through  all  the 
years  to  the  growth,  power,  and  influence  of  Methodism. 
I  must,  however,  mention  two  outstanding  characters.  The 
first  is  Harry  Hosier.  Any  story  of  the  beginning  of  Method- 
ism in  America  which  does  not  give  a  prominent  place  to 
Harry  Hosier,  familiarly  called  "Black  Harry,"  is  inade- 
quate. Though  unlettered,  he  was  evidently  an  unusual 
man.  He  accompained  Asbury  on  many  of  his  long  and 
tiresome  journeys.    The  record  is  that  he  often  preached  to 
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the  delight  and  edification  of  his  hearers;  the  tradition  is 
that  there  were  many  who  preferred  the  soul  stirring  ser- 
mons of  Black  Harry  to  the  more  logical  discourses  of  his 
episcopal  leader  and  companion.  When  Bishop  Coke  under- 
took his  long  preaching  tour  of  America  on  horseback, 
Bishop  Asbury,  out  of  his  experience,  recommended  two 
prime  requisites  for  the  success  of  his  undertaking.  One 
was  a  good  horse,  and  other  was  the  loyal  companionship 
of  faithful  Harry  Hosier  ....  for  "Black  Harry"  was 
wise  in  the  ways  and  customs  of  illiterate  backwoodsmen 
and  skilled  in  the  technique  of  wilderness  travel.  In  1784, 
he  was  at  the  height  of  his  power  as  a  preacher  and  was 
commissioned  as  one  of  the  heralds  sent  forth  to  summon  the 
widely  scattered  circuit-riding  preachers  to  the  first  Meth- 
odist General  Conference  ever  held.  Were  he  alive  today, 
how  gladly  would  he  have  ridden  forth  to  proclaim  the 
convening  of  this  Uniting  Conference !  Well,  Harry  Hosier, 
herald  of  the  cross  and  the  church,  we  are  here!  Surely  he 
deserves  a  place  in  Methodism's  Hall  of  Fame. 

In  1815,  John  Stewart,  who  as  a  young  man  had  lived 
a  rather  intemperate  life,  was  converted  in  a  Methodist 
camp  meeting.  He  immediately  experienced  a  call  to  preach. 
His  changed  heart  was  expanded  by  the  warmth  of  the 
gospel.  He  was  constrained  to  go  forth  as  a  missionary 
to  the  Wyandotte  Indians.  His  authority  to  preach  was 
questioned  and  he  sought  a  local  preacher's  license.  As 
proof  and  fruit  of  his  ministry,  he  brought  with  him  Indians 
who  had  been  converted  in  his  meetings.  This  would  not 
be  a  bad  test  for  preachers  even  today.  So  great  was  the 
success  of  his  missionary  endeavors  among  the  Indians  that 
he  kindled  the  flame  of  missionary  zeal  among  the  people 
called  Methodists  and  led  to  the  establishment  of  the  first 
Missionary  Society  in  our  Church.  He  was  assisted  in 
his  labors  by  Jonathan  Pointer,  another  Negro,  who  acted 
as  interpreter.  A  monument  to  the  memoi-y  of  Stewart  has 
been  erected  in  Upper  Sandusky,  Ohio. 

Here,  let  us  note  in  passing  a  truly  remarkable  fact :  two 
white  congregations  in  greater  Kansas  City — one  identified 
with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  other  with  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South — trace  their  origins  to 
the  missionary  labors  of  the  Negro,  John  Stewart,  among 
the  Indians.  Whites,  Negroes,  and  Indians,  in  Christian 
co-operation  with  results  reaching  down  the  years.  How 
prophetic !  How  typical  of  the  very  genius  of  our  Church. 
May  it  forever  be  true  that  all  of  God's  children  will  always 
be  welcomed  to  gather  around  the  altars  of  Methodism  and 
to  sing  together: 
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"Let  every  kindred,  every  tribe, 
On  this  terrestrial  ball, 
To  Him  all  majesty  ascribe, 
And  crown  Him  Lord  of  all." 

We  acknowledge  a  debt.  We  are  debtors  to  Methodism, 
North  and  South.  We  can  never  forget  that  in  the  days  of 
our  most  desperate  need,  when  we  were  despised  and  desti- 
tute, both  of  things  for  our  higher  wants,  and  of  wants  for 
higher  things  ....  when  our  future  seemed  as  "black  as  a 
hundred  midnights  in  a  cypress  swamp"  ....  Methodism 
sent  her  sons  and  daughters  from  the  North,  to  preach  good 
tidings  unto  the  meek  and  lowly.  What  a  goodly  company ! 
Haven,  Rust,  Hartzell,  Thirkield,  Flora  Mitchell,  and  others. 

They  established  schools  and  homes  and  colleges,  and 
said,  "Arise,  shine,  for  thy  light  is  come." 

In  the  South,  too,  was  a  noble  band  of  those  who  sensed 
the  deep  spiritual  needs  of  the  slaves,  and  gladly  hearkened 
to  the  call  of  God  to  minister  unto  them.  Among  these 
were  some  of  the  strongest  and  greatest  men  the  South  has 
produced.  Chief  among  them  was  Bishop  William  Capers, 
founder  of  missions  to  the  slaves,  a  spiritual  giant  among 
his  fellows  and  one  of  America's  greatest  preachers.  Also 
deserving  of  honorable  mention  as  worthy  successors  of 
Bishop  Capers  are  Bishop  Atticus  G.  Haygood,  courageous 
and  kindly,  author  of  Our  Brother  in  Black,  and  Rev.  George 
Williams  Walker,  great  President  of  Paine  College. 

Bishop  Capers  was  greatly  helped  by  his  experience  in 
preaching  to  our  people.  Many  of  the  leading  preachers  of 
the  South  hail  with  delight  opportunities  to  preach  to  sym- 
pathetic colored  congregations.  The  warm  amens  and 
hearty  hallelujahs  of  my  brethren,  placed  where  they  will 
do  most  good,  never  fail  to  call  forth  the  best  there  is  in  a 
preacher.  They  can  so  inspire  even  an  average  preacher 
as  to  lift  him  above  the  levels  of  his  accustomed  mediocrity. 

In  a  time  like  this,  when  the  problem  of  minorities  casts 
its  ominous  shadow  over  a  frightened  and  bewildered  world ; 
when  nations  have  become  heathen  hearts  that  put  their 
trust  in  "reeking  tube  and  iron  shard,"  and  having  forsaken 
their  belief  in  the  potency  of  right,  they  are  building  altars 
to  a  modern  Moloch  of  might,  the  music  of  whose  ritual  is 
attuned  to  the  horrible  rhythm  of  war.  In  the  providence 
of  God,  Methodism  has  been  granted  a  unique  opportunity 
to  give  the  world  an  object  lesson  in  the  treatment  of 
minority  groups.  Thus  far,  she  has  made  good!  The 
Persians  have  a  proverb,  "When  one  wronged  child  cries  in 
the  dark,  the  throne  of  God  rocks  from  side  to  side,"     In 
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many  lands  and  in  many  tongues  God's  children  are  crying 
in  the  dark,  and  the  world  is  in  unstable  equilibrium. 

While  the  governments  of  earth  anxiously  seek  safety  in 
military  alliances  and  rest  insecurely  upon  the  shifting 
sands  of  fear  and  hatred,  our  United  Church  seeks  to  rest 
securely  upon  the  firm  foundation  of  Christian  brotherhood. 
The  gates  of  hell  cannot  prevail  against  it,  for  love  is 
stronger  than  hate.  Methodism  neither  requires  nor  per- 
mits her  minorities  to  "cry  in  the  dark."  She  gives  them 
every  opportunity  for  self-expression.  Presiding  Bishops 
invite  delegates  representing  minority  groups  to  "Come  to 
the  platform  and  make  your  wants  and  wishes  known!" 
Though  nothing  startling  may  happen  as  the  result  of  their 
coming,  they  thank  God  for  the  opportunity. 

When  the  Plan  of  Union  was  proposed  and  adopted,  two 
questions  immediately  arose.  First,  what  will  be  the  atti- 
tude of  the  United  Church  toward  its  Negro  membership? 
and  second,  what  course  should  Negro  members  follow  in 
the  best  interest  of  all  concerned?  The  answer  to  the  first 
question  is  that  every  right  of  the  Negro  has  been  conserved 
and  gvaranteed  by  the  letter  of  the  law.  It  is  in  the 
Constitution.  That  is  something!  But  our  experience  be- 
fore and  especially  during  this  Conference  assures  us  that 
above  and  in  addition  to  the  law  and  permeating  it  is  a 
spirit  of  genuine  Christian  brotherhood  which  makes  the 
law  potent  and  vital.  In  this  Conference,  we  have  received 
every  consideration  and  have  been  shown  every  courtesy. 

Our  answer  to  the  second  question  is  that  it  is  our  de- 
liberate judgment  that  the  advancement  of  the  kingdom  and 
the  interests  of  all  races  can  best  be  served  by  co-operation, 
founded  on  faith  and  goodwill,  rather  than  by  separation, 
motivated  by  fear  and  ill-will.  We  have  no  criticism  for 
those  of  our  peolpe  who  in  an  earlier  day  withdrew  and 
established  a  Church  of  their  own.  Perhaps  that  was  the 
only  solution  possible  at  that  time.  We  have  only  admira- 
tion for  the  way  in  which  they  have  maintained  and  carried 
on  the  work  of  their  several  denominations.  We  feel  we 
should  have  their  prayers  and  blessings  and  best  wishes, 
as  we  attempt  a  more  difficult  and  delicate  task.  But  it 
is  a  task  freighted  with  far  greater  potentialities  for  the 
future  of  our  people.  People  who  think  at  all  must  realize 
that  without  regard  to  denomination  the  success  or  failure 
of  our  venture  in  this  co-operative  Christian  enterprise  will 
surely  affect  for  good  or  ill  the  destiny  of  every  Negro  in 
America. 

This  is  a  new  day  and  a  new  Church  with  a  new  vision 
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and  new  courage.  The  world  is  shrinking  and  contantly 
growing  smaller.  The  retreat  method  (running  from  diffi- 
culties) is  outmoded  because  there  is  scarcely  any  place  left 
to  go.  We,  therefore,  think  it  better  to  say,  "Come  and  let 
us  reason  together,"  than  to  say,  "Let  us  walk  in  separate 
and  divergent  paths."  If  civilization  is  to  endure,  nations 
and  races  must  learn  to  live  and  work  together  in  peace. 
If  eventually  and  inevitably  this  must  be  done,  then  why 
not  now  ?  It  is  not  too  much  to  believe  that  God  has  honored 
us  in  choosing  our  own  beloved  Methodism  to  become  a 
laboratory  in  which  a  great  experiment  in  international 
and  interracial  co-operation  on  the  highest  levels  is  to 
be  attempted  and  we  hope  successfully  demonstrated. 

No,  we  do  not  choose  to  establish  another  weak  denomina- 
tion whose  supreme  effort  would  of  necessity  be  exerted  in 
a  selfish  struggle  to  save  itself.  There  are  too  many  of 
that  sort  now  whose  only  word  is  a  wail  of  want  and  whose 
only  message  is  a  piteous  appeal  for  funds.  What  manner 
of  service  could  such  an  organization  hope  to  render  to  a 
people  so  greatly  in  need  of  help  and  guidance  ?  As  Negroes, 
we  want  to  be  done  with  littleness  and  narrowness.  We 
want  wider  horizons !  We  need  to  be  identified  with  some- 
thing large.  Too  often,  the  Negro  is  circumscribed  and 
limited  in  his  contacts  and  cut  off  from  so  many  agencies 
and  influences  which  are  uplifting  and  ennobling.  We  are 
restricted  and  forced  to  think  too  much  about  ourselves. 
Our  souls  feel  the  blighting  effects  of  frustration,  and  as  a 
result,  strange,  weird  religious  cults  are  developing  among 
us.  We  are  in  danger  of  becoming  religious  introverts. 
We  want  to  feel  the  challenge  and  the  thrill  of  greatness, 
we  want  to  lift  up  our  castdown  eyes  from  the  insignificant 
clods  to  the  hills  and  even  to  the  great  stars  of  God.  We 
want  room  in  which  to  expand  and  grow  and  to  develop  to 
the  utmost  whatever  talents  God  has  given  us.  We  are, 
therefore,  glad  to  be  an  organic  part  of  a  great  Christian 
fellowship — a  Church  whose  parish  is  the  world  and  whose 
plans  and  program  are  as  broad  as  humanity's  need.  In 
short,  we  do  not  want  to  be  in  a  Church  whose  appeal  is 
merely  racial.  We  want  to  be  in  a  Church  which  embraces 
all  mankind,  and  is  big  enough  for  God. 

Negroes  in  the  Methodist  Church  are  more  strategically 
situated  than  any  other  group  in  America  or  in  the  world. 
In  a  time  of  tense  racial  situations,  when  misunderstanding 
and  suspicions  are  rife,  we  have  a  unique  opportunity  to 
interpret  what  is  best  and  finest  in  one  group  to  the  other 
and  to  make  a  real  contribution  in  promoting  better  under- 
standing and  goodwill  between  the  races.     We  want  to 
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interpret  the  dreams  and  hopes  and  fears  and  needs  of  our 
people.  Negroes  are  thinking:  it  is  a  matter  of  vital  con- 
cern to  the  nation  what  twelve  millions  of  her  citizens  think. 

We  go  from  this  great  Conference  thrilled  with  a  new 
sense  of  responsibility.  We  fell  that  we  have  been  given 
a  job  to  do.  We  have  been  entrusted  with  a  great  com- 
mission. We  think  we  are  able  because  we  rely  upon  the 
continuation  of  your  sympathetic  interest  and  upon  Him 
whose  grace  is  sufficient.  We  do  not  deceive  ourselves. 
Our  yoke  will  not  be  easy  nor  our  burden  light.  Mountains 
of  wearisome  heights  are  ahead. 

We  know  we  have  chosen  a  hard  way.  We  must  suffer 
many  disappointments,  disillusionments,  and  some  failures 
ere  we  reach  our  goal,  but  confidently,  and  with  faith,  we 
fare  forward. 

"We  see  our  way  as  birds  their  trackless  way. 
We  shall  arrive!  what  time,  what  circuits  first. 
We  ask  not;  but  unless  God  sends  His  hail 
Or  blinding  fireballs,  sleet  or  stifling  snow, 
In  some  time,  in  His  good  time,  we  shall  arrive." 

THE  SCHOOL  OF  DIVINITY  AND  ITS  RELATION 

TO  THE  UNITED  CHURCH 

Address  of  Dr.  Lynn  Harold  Hough 

Mr.  Chairman :  I  am  to  speak  of  the  School  of  Divinity 
and  its  relation  to  the  United  Church. 

I  believe,  with  Dr.  Umphrey  Lee,  that  the  college  and 
the  university  affiliated  with  the  Church  have  a  most  far- 
reaching  contribution  to  make  to  the  life  of  the  Church  and 
to  the  life  of  the  world.  There  are  those  who  would  de- 
bate this  question,  but  there  can  be  no  question  at  all  about 
the  definitive  relation  of  the  School  of  Divinity  to  the  life 
of  the  Church. 

If  the  Church  is  to  be  a  permanently  powerful  institu- 
tion, it  must  possess  those  characteristics  which  it  will  re- 
ceive from  the  adequate  School  of  Divinity. 

So  I  want  to  talk  to  you  about  the  theological  school  and 
the  work  it  is  to  do  for  the  Church  and  through  the  Church 
for  the  world. 

First  of  all,  the  Divinity  School  is  the  stronghold  of 
theological  learning.  I  am  glad  to  emphasize  this  because 
it  must  become  clear  to  all  of  us  that  every  preacher  should 
be  a  theologian.  You  will  never  hear  physicians  boast  of 
their  ignorance  of  materia  medica.  You  never  hear  sur- 
geons boast  of  their  ignorance  of  human  anatomy.  Some- 
times, curiously  enough,  you  can  hear  ministers  boasting  of 
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their  ignorance  of  theology.  It  is  as  if  a  man  should  say, 
I  know  nothing  about  God ;  therefore,  I  am  quite  ready  to 
be  his  representative  in  the  world. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  a  man  whose  life  has  been 
tinctured  by  the  idealism  which  he  finds  in  the  Gospels, 
but  has  come  to  no  profound  understanding  or  experience 
of  the  deeper  meaning  of  the  Christian  religion,  is  a  source 
of  infinite  embarrassment  to  the  Church.  The  man  who 
gives  the  Christian  message  must  have  great  understand- 
ing and  conviction  and  respect  of  God  and  Christ  and  man 
and  sin  and  the  cross  and  the  new  life  in  this  world  and 
the  infinite  promise  of  immortality. 

These  theological  sanctions  are  buttressed  bj''  profound 
understanding  of  the  Old  Testament  and  the  New ;  of  twen- 
ty centuries  of  Christian  history  and  of  the  integration  of 
Christian  thought  and  a  commanding  theology. 

It  is  curious  to  find  men  who  think  that  they  can  bring 
forth  the  fruits  of  the  Christian  religion  without  the  roots 
of  the  Christian  religion.  Patient,  meticulous  scholarship, 
thoroughgoing  and  disciplined  thinking  lie  at  the  basis  of 
all  our  work.  An  emotional  experience  cannot  be  a  substi- 
tute for  an  intellectual  understanding  of  the  Christian  re- 
ligion. 

One  of  the  reasons  why  Methodism  has  been  a  happy 
hunting  ground  for  intellectual  obsessions  is  just  that  we 
have  failed  to  understand  the  necessity  of  subjecting  our 
deepest  experience  to  the  disciplines  of  the  intelligence.  A 
ministry,  to  whom  the  Christian  religion  has  become  an 
adequate  buttressed  body  of  convictions,  burning  with  the 
fire  of  personal  experiences,  will  have  a  great  future. 

In  the  second  place,  the  School  of  Divinity  is  the  home 
of  creative  freedom.  Freedom  without  convictions  means 
anarchy.  Solidly  held  positions  with  no  freedom  reduce 
life  to  a  den  of  slaves. 

The  theological  school  must  be  the  home  of  the  free 
scholar.  He  must  be  allowed  to  tell  the  truth  as  he  sees  it 
in  respect  of  every  investigation  having  to  do  with  Biblical 
scholarship,  every  process  of  thought  and  every  analysis  of 
the  bewildering  ways  of  man  and  the  life  of  the  human 
spirit. 

Milton  was  perfectly  clear  that  even  heaven  could  not  be 
populated  by  coerced  saints.  It  was  to  be  the  home  of  men 
who  chose  goodness  and  God  freely.  Everything  in  the 
Church  rests  at  last  upon  this  freely  chosen  and  uncoerced 
Christianity.  It  is  as  a  home  of  freedom  that  the  theolog- 
ical school  will  do  its  most  notable  work. 
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In  the  third  place,  the  School  of  Divinity  is  the  treasure 
house  of  spiritual  tradition.  The  life  of  God  in  the  soul  of 
man  became  a  blazing  reality  at  Pentecost  and  the  experi- 
ence of  God  has  been  the  living  force  which  has  moved 
through  the  Church's  ways  from  the  days  of  Paul,  through 
the  days  of  Origen  and  Clement,  of  Tertullian,  of  Augus- 
tine, of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Francis,  of  Luther  and  Calvin 
and  of  Wesley,  down  to  the  present  day. 

The  spiritual  tradition  has  changed  the  life  of  countries, 
has  brought  new  quality  into  civilizations,  and  is,  on  the 
whole,  the  most  notable  of  the  forces  which  have  influ- 
enced the  life  of  man. 

The  student  of  the  theological  school  must  be  introduced 
to  it;  not  merely  as  the  object  of  meticulous  and  micro- 
scopic investigation,  but  as  a  great  and  glorious  reality 
which  is  to  master  his  conscience  and  quicken  his  spirit, 
even  as  it  dominates  his  mind. 

This  classic  tradition  of  Christian  religion  must  be  made 
real  to  every  minister  who  is  sent  out  to  declare  the  good 
tidings. 

In  the  fourth  place,  the  School  of  Divinity  is  a  shrine 
of  the  new  life  in  Christ.  There  is  a  sense,  of  course,  in 
which  these  deep  matters  of  the  human  spirit  cannot  be 
taught ;  and  yet  there  are  atmospheres  and  climates  in  which 
they  become  most  potent.  Whatever  else  a  minister  is,  he 
must  be  a  man  to  whom  the  new  life  in  Christ  is  the 
supreme  actuality  of  human  existence.  At  whatever  point 
the  Divinity  School  fails,  it  must  not  fail  here;  the  lights 
must  be  kept  burning  before  this  great  altar. 

In  1898,  when  I  entered  theological  school,  the  typical 
Methodist  divinity  student  came  with  a  burning  evangelical 
experience.  He  needed  training,  discipline,  cultivation,  and 
no  end  of  guidance.  Today  a  surprising  number  of  men  in 
our  Divinity  Schools  are  young  men  of  good  will  who  have 
been  mastered  by  the  idealism  of  Jesus,  but  are  singularly 
lacking  in  any  understanding  of  the  vitalities  of"  an  evan- 
gelical experience. 

I  am  perfectly  willing  to  have  a  young  man  enter  theo- 
logical school  without  an  evangelical  experience.  I  am  ter- 
ribly disappointed  if  he  leaves  the  theological  school  with- 
out crossing  the  great  divide.  The  truth  is,  of  course,  that 
many  men  and  many  types  make  up  the  Christian  ministry. 
The  Apostle  James  would  not  have  understood  an  evangeli- 
cal experience,  but  it  was  not  the  Apostle  James  who  gave 
passion  and  power  to  the  Christianity  of  his  period  and  it 
has  always  been  true  that  it  has  been  the  men  of  evangeli- 
cal experience  who  have  kept  the  Church  alive.     So,  the 
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new  life  in  Christ  must  have  a  permanent  shrine  in  our 
theological  schools. 

In  the  fifth  place,  the  School  of  Divinity  is  a  mirror  of 
the  contemporary  world.  This,  of  course,  is  as  it  should  be. 
Anyone  who  supposes  that  theological  schools  are  spots 
where  innocent  young  men  of  singular  gentleness  of  spirit, 
unaware  of  what  is  going  on  in  the  world,  and  with  a  mys- 
ticism as  unworldly  as  Palestrinia's  music,  meet  together  to 
cultivate  the  things  of  the  spirit,  has  a  singularly  unrealis- 
tic picture  of  the  theological  school.  Real~youhg^  men  of  a 
real  world  who  have  been  mastered  by  something  beyond 
the  borders  of  time,  meet  in  our  theological  schools.  There 
is  no  aspect  of  the  passion  and  the  pain  of  the  contemporary 
world  which  is  not  reflected  in  the  life  of  the  theological 
school.  Our  young  men  know — and  they  should  know — 
the  bitter  pain  of  the  underprivileged.  They  know — and 
they  should  know — something  of  the  intolerable  loneliness 
of  those  to  whom  life  has  offered  no  real  opportunity.  They 
develop  a  tremendous  passion  to  be  able  to  be  a  voice  for 
those  who  have  no  speech  and  a  weapon  for  those  who  have 
no  sword.  The  injustices  of  the  world  stir  them  to  bitter 
indignation.  The  tyrannies  of  the  world  rouse  them  to 
magnificent  wrath.  They  bravely  resolve  that  there  shall 
be  no  injustice  upon  which  the  light  of  Christ  shall  not  be 
turned  and  no  wrong  which  shall  be  safe  while  they  can 
speak  against  it. 

This  passion  for  getting  the  will  of  Christ  done  in  our 
world  and  for  frankly  facing  every  dark  and  terrible  evil, 
until  even  the  eyes  of  young  ministers  become  dark  with 
the  strange  tragedy  of  contemporary  life,  is  one  of  the 
most  notable  characteristics  of  the  young  men  who  go  out 
of  our  Divinity  Schools.  When  this  social  passion  is  the 
by-product  of  a  great  spiritual  experience,  all  is  well.  If 
a  man's  spirituality  has  no  social  expression,  he  is  likely  to 
harden  into  a  Pharisee  or  soften  into  a  voluptuary.  And 
if  his  social  passion  has  no  basis  in  a  life  transformed  by 
the  grace  of  God  in  Christ,  he  is  likely  to  be  impotent  and 
to  turn  at  last  to  soured  idealism.  But  when  a  man  with  a 
living  Christian  experience  sets  about  the  task  of  influenc- 
ing a  living  world,  great  things  begin  to  happen. 

In  the  sixth  place,  the  School  of  Divinity  is  a  base  of 
supply  for  a  world-wide  enterprise.  In  centuries  before, 
our  own  Christianity  has  changed  the  world.  In  our  own 
century  it  aspires  to  nothing  less  than  a  bringing  to  the 
life  of  all  mankind  the  whole  Christian  message.  Personal 
motives  are  to  be  changed  all  about  the  world.  The  salva- 
tion in  Christ  is  to  be  realized  by  individuals  all  about  the 
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world.  Laws  and  customs  and  social  modes  are  to  be 
changed  all  about  the  world.  Culture  and  art  and  all  the 
gracious  life  of  man  is  to  be  shot  through  by  the  splendor 
which  comes  from  the  cross. 

The  theological  school  is  all  the  while  creating  ambassa- 
dors of  Christ  for  every  court  in  the  world  and  so  it  keeps 
the  world  upon  its  mind  and  in  its  heart. 

Leonardo  da  Vinci  once  painted  a  picture  of  Jesus  hold- 
ing the  world  in  his  hand.  At  the  School  of  Divinity,  Jesus 
comes  to  the  theological  student  and  puts  into  his  hands  the 
world  which  he  has  held  in  his  own. 

In  the  seventh  place,  the  School  of  Divinity  is  a  house  of 
Gk)d.  Have  you  understood  the  final  nature  of  our  task? 
It  is  our  terrible  claim  that  we  see  the  world  with  the  eyes 
of  God.  We  do  not  come  with  a  worm's  eye  view  of  the  uni- 
verse, or  a  bird's  eye  view  of  the  universe,  or  even  a  man's 
eye  view  of  the  universe.  We  claim  to  come  with  a  God's 
eye  view  of  the  universe.  Our  whole  commission  gains  its 
importance  from  the  fact  that  we  claim  to  have  seen  life 
with  the  eyes  of  God;  to  speak  about  life  with  the  voice 
which  God  has  given  us;  to  come  to  life  with  the  will  of 
God  drives  us ;  to  touch  life  with  the  heart  of  God  inspiring 
us. 

As  we  look  forward  to  the  future  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
the  theological  school  stands  in  a  place  of  pivotal  and  over- 
whelming importance.  If  it  does  the  work  I  have  discussed, 
all  will  be  well ;  if  it  fails  to  do  this  work,  all  will  be  ill. 

It  is  very  strange  to  me  that  there  are  Churches  where, 
every  year,  a  collection  is  taken  for  ministers  whose  force 
is  spent,  while  no  collection  is  taken  for  theological  educa- 
tion. It  is,  of  course,  good  and  right  that  we  should  take 
care  of  the  men  who  have  worn  themselves  out  in  the  work 
of  God,  but  what  about  the  man  we  are  to  send  out  to  do 
that  work  ?  Every  Church,  every  year,  should  take  a  col- 
lection for  which  serious  preparation  is  made  in  order 
that  the  work  of  the  theological  school  may  be  adequately 
supported. 

The  future  lies  waiting  for  us.  Can  we  produce  men  of 
God  for  the  great  task?  The  theological  school  must  an- 
swer the  question  and  the  Church  must  make  it  possible  for 
it  to  give  the  answer. 

ADDRESS  OF  ALFRED  M.  LANDON 

It  is  always  a  dangerous  thing  for  a  political  leader  to 
cross  party  lines.  Nevertheless,  to  support  my  President, 
I  do  so.    Whether  he  deserves  it  or  not  is  not  the  question.

The  Republic  deserves  it,  and  that  is  all  that  should  count 
with  every  citizen. 

A  great  war  threatens.  Millions  of  fathers  and  mothers 
are  facing  the  possibility  that  they  will  soon  be  walking 
the  floor  as  their  sons  go  into  battle.  On  the  face  of  things, 
it  seems  that  some  nations  are  mad,  and  bent  on  ruin. 

On  closer  examination,  however,  such  is  not  the  case. 
It  may  or  may  not  be  true  of  certain  rulers.  Certainly  it 
is  not  true  of  the  common  people  of  any  country.  They 
live  in  hope  of  peace  now,  as  always.  In  the  words  of  the 
old  hymn,  they  "longingly  await  the  consummation  of  peace 
forevermore."  But  even  in  the  case  of  rulers  apparently 
bent  on  war,  they  realize  they  cannot  lead  an  unwilling- 
people  into  a  successful  war. 

We  must  face  the  situation  as  it  is,  and  in  doing  so  let 
us  face  frankly  the  fact  that  the  blunderings  of  statesmen 
in  Britain,  France,  and  even  in  America,  are,  to  some  ex- 
tent at  least,  responsible  for  what  has  come  to  pass — in- 
cluding Herr  Hitler,  also. 

After  all,  fairness  and  frankness  compel  the  observant 
citizen  to  admit  that  he  made  a  rather  strong  case  against 
economic  injustices. 

Mr.  Hitler's  speech,  while  rejecting  the  President's  spe- 
cific request,  still  leaves  the  door  slightly  open  for  further 
discussion  of  the  common  destiny  of  the  common  people  of 
this  world. 

The  United  States  of  America  is  the  one  great  power  that 
has  not  yet  been  fully  drawn  into  the  balance-of-power 
game,  and  the  ancient  boundary  line  disputes,  which  have 
prevailed  in  Europe  since  before  the  Roman  Republic. 
And,  please  God  may  we  never  be ! 

It  is  in  the  spirit  of  disinterestedness  that  I  urge  we  ex- 
plore constructively  the  possibility  for  further  discussion 
which  Herr  Hitler's  speech  offers.  Discussion  is  the  only 
way  known  to  man  to  settle  angry  disputes,  whether  public 
or  private.  It  has  the  wisdom  of  the  ages  behind  it.  The 
longer  a  man  who  is  spoiling  for  a  fight  talks,  the  less  apt 
he  is  to  fight. 

Because  we  have  not  realized  our  stake  in  foreign  affairs, 
we  have  adopted  foreign  policies  on  an  emotional,  spiritual, 
and  reform  basis.  We  have  therefore  acted  like  the  pro- 
verbial "sucker"  in  a  game  with  professionals.  Henceforth, 
we  must  not  allow  friendship  or  animosity  or  emotion  to 
influence  our  foreign  policy.  We  must  learn  that  negotia- 
tions between  nations  are  cold  and  ruthless,  and  we  must 
play  the  game  the  same  way. 

We  cannot  be  sure  what  nation  we  can  rely  on  in  Europe. 
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For  centuries  they  have  been  engaged  in  practicing  the  art 
of  "double-crossing"  each  other. 

Never  has  there  been  a  more  urgent  call  to  be  Americans 
— first,  last,  and  all  the  time.  There  is  only  one  people  and 
one  nation  that  has  my  immediate  concern  and  interest,  and 
that  is  the  United  States  of  America. 

I  do  not  like  to  see  people  who  claim  to  be  American  citi- 
zens organizing  in  pro-Hitler  bunds.  I  don't  like  to  see 
people  who  claim  to  be  American  citizens  organizing  in  stop- 
Hitler  parades. 

I  don't  like  to  see  people  who  claim  to  be  American  citi- 
zens organizing  as  Czechoslovakians  to  regain  the  inde- 
pendence of  that  country. 

I  like  Americans  who  are  for  our  country,  first,  last,  and 
all  the  time. 

I  fear  for  America's  ability  to  stay  out  of  a  prolonged 
and  general  war.  Already  there  are  evidences  of  a  weak- 
ening of  our  resolution  not  to  get  involved  in  another  Euro- 
pean war.  Emotional,  ecoiiomic,  and  other  pulls  are  al- 
ready making  themselves  felt,  and  in  the  end  would  be  the 
"pullers-in." 

So  it  is  folly  to  say  that  we  can  be  indifferent  to  devel- 
opment of  another  European  mess.  It  would  be  the  easy 
thing  to  say,  "I  would  let  them  stew  in  their  own  juice," 
except  for  its  effect  on  us — directly  if  we  get  in,  and  in- 
directly if  we  don't. 

It  is  important  that  we  don't  fool  ourselves  with  "weasel" 
words.  It  is  important  that  we  thoroughly  understand 
what  they  mean. 

Now,  take  a  look  at  what  this  "economic  assistance" 
means.  We  give  it.  Our  side  is  losing.  Will  we  stay 
out  then?  I  am  afraid  not.  If  the  side  we  are  helping  is 
winning,  we  may  be  able  to  stay  out.  But  the  situation 
is  different,  both  actually  and  psychologically,  when  our 
side  is  losing.  We — a  proud  people — would  then  be  in  the 
position  of  starting  something  we  won't  finish.  Therefore, 
we  have  an  exact  duplication  of  the  situation  when  we  en- 
tered the  World  War. 

I  am  sure  all  of  us  can  remember,  while  England  and 
France  were  trying  to  get  us  to  come  to  their  assistance 
in  the  World  War,  they  said  all  they  wanted  was  money 
and  material.  But  they  changed  their  tune  mighty  soon 
after  we  got  into  the  war.  Then  they  wanted  American 
soldiers  in  France  as  quickly  as  we  could  get  them  there. 
And  it  will  be  the  same  way  this  time. 

Incidentally,  until  very  recently,  the  left  wing  liberals 
who  are  the  war  party  in  America  now  were  saying  we  went 
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into  the  World  War,  not  to  save  democracy  but  to  save  our 
investments.  Now  they  are  the  loudest  in  arguing  that  we 
must  oppose  force  with  force  to  stop  aggression  in  Europe. 

And  what  does  that  mean?  Well,  aggression  is  simply 
the  "weasel"  word  to  fool  the  American  people  into  sending 
their  sons  to  Europe  to  fight  in  boundary  line  disputes  which 
have  been  going  on  in  Europe  and  Asia  since  before  the 
dawn  of  civilization. 

Let's  face  the  fact  frankly  that  economic  assitance 
means,  in  the  end,  "doughboy"  assistance.  Let's  stop  fool- 
ing the  American  people  that  economic  quarantines  and 
economic  assistance  mean  anything  less  than  sending  Amer- 
ican boys  into  the  cockpit  of  Europe  to  fight. 

It's  about  time  the  "cannon  fodder"  mothers  of  America 
— and  I  mean  the  war  brides  of  the  last  war — realize  that 
fact. 

There  is  another  thing  the  American  people  should  real- 
ize. The  President,  in  so  far  as  he  speaks  and  is  able  to 
do  so,  has  abandoned  neutrality  for  the  United  States.  Of 
course,  the  Congress  is  the  final  authority  as  to  what  our 
position  will  be.  Until  the  American  people  make  known 
their  decision  through  the  Congress,  no  President  can  speak 
with  certainty  for  them. 

Of  course  we  are  heading  into  dangerous  paths.  We  can 
all  remember  that  we  were  involved  in  the  World  War  by 
another  President  who  attempted  to  act  as  a  mediator,  and 
wrote  notes  in  the  attempt  to  settle  the  conflict  or  to  avoid 
it  on  our  part. 

But  notwithstanding  this  danger,  the  United  States  is 
the  one  great  power  w-hich  has  the  chance  to  offer  some- 
thing other  than  the  mere  choosing-up  of  sides  before  going 
into  battle.  I  am  in  full  support  of  a  conference  to  prevent 
war,  but  I  do  not  think  our  officials  should  enter  any  con- 
ference lined  up  with  any  group  of  nations. 

I  think  we  can  and  should  support  the  President's  appeal 
for  a  peace  conference,  and  urge  him  to  take  such  advan- 
tages of  further  discussion  as  Mr.  Hitler's  reply  offers.  The 
President's  proposal  of  two  weeks  ago  threw  open  the  door 
to  peaceful  discussion.  It  specifically  exempted  the  United 
States  from  any  desire  to  interfere  in  the  settlement  of 
political  questions  in  Europe,  while  he  offered  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  United  States,  the  world's  most  powerful  single 
economic  unit,  for  an  adjustment  of  economic  matters  on  a 
world-wide  scale. 

There  might  even  be  in  the  near  future  a  general  Ameri- 
can appeal  to  the  world  for  peace. 

Why  not  state  bluntly  what  the  horrible  and  terrifying 
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prospect  is,  and  remind  everybody  that  war  would  be 
ruinous  for  all,  and  would  achieve  no  real  solution.  It 
should  be  pointed  out  that  continuance  of  the  mere  balance- 
of-power  contest  could  have  but  one  inevitable  result.  The 
appeal  could  express  the  truth  that  a  fair  chance  must  be 
offered  to  all  people  to  prosper.  It  should  point  out  that 
governments  must  stabilize  on  the  basis  of  respect  for 
compacts,  and  of  putting  bare  force  into  the  background. 

Above  all,  it  could  restate  America's  intention  to  be  im- 
partial in  its  approach  to  a  peaceful  solution  of  world  dif- 
ficulties. 

There  must  be  but  one  objective  in  view  in  any  effort  for 
world  peace.  That  objective  must  be  justice  for  all  nations 
and  all  peoples.  No  conference  for  peace  can  be  success- 
ful if  it  is  approached  from  a  prejudicial  point  of  view. 

We  should,  in  this  appeal,  reject  the  notion  that  war  is 
inevitable  between  governmental  theories.  Also,  we  should 
reassert  our  creed — that  we  do  not  wish  to  impose  our  sys- 
tem upon  any  other  people. 

Finally,  we  should  declare  our  readiness  to  co-operate  in 
any  move  really  designed  to  make  for  peace,  no  matter  in 
what  quarter  it  originates. 

It  is  easy  to  ridicule  the  question  of  whether  Herr  Hitler 
left  any  opening  for  future  discussion.  If  you  say  his  an- 
swer is  one  of  force,  then  the  only  thing  left  is  war. 

In  that  event,  the  American  people  should  not  be  fooled 
as  to  what  economic  quarantine  and  economic  assistance 
mean.  They  mean  the  inevitable  sending  of  our  sons  to 
France  to  die,  under  the  plea  of  saving  democracy  for  a  con- 
tinent that  has  never  known  the  true  meaning  of  democracy 
as  we  know  it. 

We  may  think  we  can  stay  out,  but  even  the  most  deter- 
mined in  that  view  will  concede  that  it  is  a  gamble. 

It  is  obvious,  of  course,  that  the  so-called  democracies 
would  win  if  there  is  a  struggle  to  the  death  between  them 
and  the  totalitarian  governments.  But  what  would  such  a 
victory  mean  to  the  democracies,  or  to  anyone  else?  After 
all,  does  anyone  win  a  war — a  modern  war,  with  its  horrors 
and  its  long-lasting  after  effects?  Would  there  be  any 
real  victor? 

We  should  weigh   beforehand  the  suffering  and  heart-  ^ 

break,  the  destruction  of  producing  power,  and  of  the  long  ^ 

painful  period  of  rehabilitation  for  vanquished  and  victor  | 

alike.    In  other  words,  the  winning  of  such  a  war  could  not  %. 

mean  victory  for  any  people.  ^. 

Because  the  issues  involved  mean  life  and  death  to  in-  '-» 
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dividuals  and  governments,  we  welcome  the  lofty  and  well- 
meaning  discussion  which  is  now  taking  place. 

The  difference  between  those  who  believe  there  is  danger 
in  isolation  and  those  who  believe  there  is  security  in  isola- 
tion is  largely  the  difference  between  the  military  and  the 
political  point  of  view. 

There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  that  the  command  of 
the  sea  insures  security  in  our  land,  for  my  time  and  prob- 
ably for  my  youngest  child's  time.  But  the  question  that 
is  bothering  me  is,  how  long  can  popular  government  sur- 
vive in  a  world  armed  to  the  teeth  and  constantly  attacking 
or  threatening  to  attack;  with  trade  between  nations  at  a 
low  ebb ;  with  monetary  systems  disorganized ;  and  a  world 
going  bankrupt  by  this  gigantic  armament  race?  The  fact 
that  we  would  be  the  last  nation  to  be  exhausted  is  poor 
comfort  for  anyone. 

We,  all  of  us,  are  determined  to  defend  our  liberty.  The 
best  way  to  do  it  is  now  being  debated  before  the  American 
people. 

Is  the  idea,  then,  of  an  international  conference  to  avert 
the  peril  which  confronts  us  merely  Utopian?  Have  dis- 
cussions between  nations  become  obsolete?  Is  the  idea  of 
a  world-wide  conference  not  limited  to  one  hemisphere  and 
not  limited  to  armaments  or  economics,  ridiculous  and 
doomed  to  inevitable  failure?  I  do  not  think  so,  because  I 
think  the  only  way  to  have  peace  is  to  talk  peace. 

Furthermore,  the  word  "inevitable"  does  not  belong  in 
the  vocabulary  of  public  affairs.  To  say  that  such  a  con- 
ference is  doomed  to  failure  is  not  an  admission  to  make  to 
one's  self,  or  to  put  forward  to  someone  else. 

It  is  the  clear  duty  of  every  public  leader  to  strive  to 
prevent  war,  and  to  postpone  it  as  long  as  possible,  in  the 
spirit  of  the  old  dictum,  "While  there  is  life  there  is  hope." 

Even  if  such  an  international  conference  should  fail,  we 
should,  nevertheless,  use  every  effort  to  bring  it  about.  At 
the  very  least,  it  would  gain  time,  and  time  always  fights 
on  the  side  of  peace.  And  who  could  predict,  with  any  de- 
gree of  accuracy,  that  events  would  not  occur  to  sidetrack 
war?    Who  knows  the  workings  of  Providence? 

The  common  people  of  all  the  countries  of  the  world 
should  resort  to  every  possible  means  to  stay  in  touch  with 
each  other.  It  is  still  possible  to  rally  to  this  spirit  by  an 
international  conference  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  their 
common  interests. 

Even  if  the  attempt  to  hold  such  a  conference  should 
fail,  we  would  know  that  our  leaders  had  exerted  all  the 
moral  and  political  influence  possible  to  prevent  the  destruc- 
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tion  of  civilization.  Suppose  that  the  conference  were  held, 
and  we  did  not  find  a  formula  on  which  all  nations  could 
agree.  Should  that  prevent  us  from  seeking  to  work  for 
peace  and  better  international  understanding? 

Neither  must  we  cease  to  prepare  ourselves  to  resist 
successfully  the  threat  of  any  country,  or  combination  of 
countries,  who  rely  solely  on  force  as  a  national  policy. 

There  must  be  no  doubt  of  our  earnestness  in  either  of 
these  two  matters :  the  willingness  to  seek,  by  discussion, 
a  fair  and  just  settlement  of  the  disquietude  now  existing 
between  nations,  which  is  crippling  a  return  to  normal 
conditions  of  peace  and  employment;  or,  in  plain  language, 
a  continuation  of  our  military  preparations  to  meet  any 
threat  which  possibly  could  confront  us. 

Therefore,  because  of  the  weight  of  the  imponderables — 
"the  opinions,  the  sentiment,  and  the  conscience  of  human- 
ity," the  proposal  of  such  a  conference  seekijig  to  inject 
moderation  into  the  world  situation,  is  not  absurd.  I  say,  it 
is  practical  and  conceivable  at  this  time. 

Possessing  manifestly  superior  power,  confident  in  our 
strength  and  unity,  we  need  not  be  afraid  that  to  propose 
such  a  world  conference  will  be  construed  as  weakness,  as 
some  argue.  It  simply  affords  us  an  opportunity  to  show 
our  decent  feelings  and  sentiment  when  these  seem  to  be 
going  out  of  fashion. 

Discussion  and  negotiation  in  conference  are  the  only 
effective  means  available  to  modern  men  to  postpone  and 
avert  war.  We  all  know  when  they  failed  to  prevent  war, 
but  it  is  impossible  to  tell  how  many  times  they  have  suc- 
ceeded. 

The  love  of  and  the  instinct  for  liberty,  the  dreams  that 
man  has  always  had  of  a  better  international  order  and  a 
reign  of  peace  under  God,  are  stronger  than  hatred,  and 
stronger  than  the  periodic  struggle  for  power.  The  great 
cause  of  uniting  the  world  in  justice,  understanding,  and 
affection  is  poorly  served  by  those  who  are  discouraged  by 
one  failure,  or  by  any  number  of  failures,  or  by  the  inertia 
of  the  people. 

Though  the  world  stands  today  in  arms,  in  every  coun- 
try— and  no  less  than  in  Hitler's  own  country — the  human 
heart  and  the  human  mind  dream  of  a  better,  a  more  uni- 
versal use  of  the  creative  forces  of  the  world.  Among  those 
creative  forces  this  dream  cannot  be  imprisoned  or  killed. 
Exiled  from  one  soil,  it  will  grow  upon  another.  Exiled 
from  one  time,  it  will  be  at  home  in  another.  Defeated  in 
one  age.  it  will  be  attempted  in  another.  For  it  is  part  of 
the  human  soul. 
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There  were  wars  and  rumors  of  wars  nineteen  hundred 
years  ago ;  but  in  the  face  of  such,  there  was  One  who  real- 
ized the  folly  of  settling  difficulties  by  resort  to  arms. 
"Blessed  are  the  peacemakers"  applies  not  only  to  private 
affairs,  but  also  to  international  relations. 

ADDRESS  OF  DR.  UMPHREY  LEE 

I  recall  the  exhortation  of  my  elders  that  a  preacher 
should  always  be  willing  to  speak  as  a  dying  man  to  a  dying 
congregation.  I  am  not  clear  that  one  should  always  be 
willing  to  speak  to  an  expiring  Conference.  But  I  am  here 
under  orders  to  represent  the  colleges  and  universities  of 
united  Methodism,  some  140  of  them,  in  fifteen  minutes. 
It  is  certain  that,  if  I  stop  to  think  about  what  I  am  asked 
to  do,  I  shall  never  get  it  done. 

Because  of  limitations  in  time  I  cannot  clothe  my  state- 
ments in  adroit  phrases  and  clever  innuendoes.  I  shall 
have  to  say  what  I  mean — a  very  unfortunate  position  for 
a  college  president.  Let  me  begin  then  by  saying  that 
united  Methodism  must  make  up  its  mind  whether  it  really 
believes  in  Church-related  colleges  and  universities.  For 
twenty-five  years — and  more — there  has  been  no  inconsid- 
erable part  of  the  American  people  who  seem  to  have  taken 
it  for  granted  that  the  day  of  Church-related  institutions  of 
higher  learning  is  past.  Even  those  who  would  refuse  to 
acknowledge  that  such  a  thought  ever  crossed  their  minds 
have  been  disturbed  by  the  lack  of  interest  displayed  by 
Church  people  in  their  own  schools.  And  there  has  been 
something  like  a  flight  from  Church  relationships  upon  the 
part  of  institutions  born  and  bred  in  the  tradition. 

All  this  has  been  reflected  in  the  attitude  of  even  our 
leaders.  Occasionally  I  have  heard  churchmen  speak  of 
education  in  Church-related  institutions  in  terms  which 
reminded  me  of  nothing  so  much  as  of  the  poem  that  was  in 
the  Fifth  Reader  I  studied.  You  may  remember  the  lines ; 
it  was  something  about  a  shipwreck : 

As  we  knelt  below  in  darkness, 

Each  one  busy  with  his  prayers, 
"We  are  lost,"  the  captain  shouted 

As  he  staggered  down  the  stairs. 

Leaving  aside  for  the  moment  Irvin  Cobb's  remark,  that 
a  captain  should  have  been  doing  something  other  than 
staggering  all  over  the  place  bellowing  that  all  was  lost,  one 
must  ask  why  the  gloom  about  Church-related  institutions. 

Let  us  consider  for  a  moment  the  facts  concerning  educa- 
tion in  this  country  during  the  last  generation.    In  the  first 
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place,  the  last  generation  has  seen  the  extension  of  free 
education  to  the  college  level.  The  building  of  great  state 
universities  and  their  support  by  taxation  has  placed  v^ithin 
reach  of  a  large  part  of  our  youth  institutions  without  tui- 
tion and  with  relatively  low  fees.  At  the  same  time,  the  day 
of  a  college  which  consisted  of  a  small  group  of  professors 
and  students  without  laboratories  and  with  a  library  con- 
sisting mainly  of  a  copy  of  Horace's  Odes  and  a  Latin 
grammar,  has  also  passed.  On  the  other  hand,  the  State 
offers  expensive  and  necessary  equipment  and  library  with- 
out tuition;  on  the  other  side,  the  Church  school  must  get 
its  equipment  by  the  gifts  of  friends  and  then  charge  a 
relatively  high  tuition  to  help  the  costs  of  operation.  There 
is  no  use  charging  up  to  naturalistic  science  or  widespread 
skepticism  or  secularism,  something  which  has  its  roots 
deep  in  economic  facts. 

The  Church  can  justify  its  position  only  on  the  ground, 
either  that  it  maintains  the  aristocratic  tradition  in  edu- 
cation, taking  care  only  of  the  few  who  deserve  an  educa- 
tion ;  or  on  the  ground  that  it  does  its  work  as  well  in  every- 
thing as  the  State,  and  in  some  things  better  than  the  State. 
We  have  to  make  up  our  minds. 

In  the  second  place,  American  education,  during  the  last 
generation,  has  been  widely  permeated  with  a  theory  of 
education  which  is  directly  contrary  to  that  to  which 
Church-related  colleges  are  by  their  nature  committed. 
President  Cowley  of  Hamilton  College  has  pointed  out  re- 
cently that  the  German  theory  of  higher  education  in  many 
places  ousted  the  English  theory  which  has  been  traditional 
in  this  country.  The  English  theory  was  that  the  college 
stands  in  loco  parentis,  taking  the  place  of  the  home  in 
looking  after  the  character  and  general  welfare  of  the  stu- 
dent as  well  as  his  mental  development.  The  German  the- 
ory of  higher  education  was  that  the  institution  has  no 
obligations  to  the  student  save  intellectual.  In  many 
places,  during  the  last  fifty  years — and  in  some  high  quar- 
ters today — this  has  been  the  prevailing  idea.  To  those 
who  succumbed  to  this  theory,  the  Church  had  no  place  in 
education. 

Besides  this,  during  the  years  when  science  was  fighting 
for  its  place  in  the  sun  and  when  the  new  social  sciences 
were  trying  to  establish  themselves,  the  predominant  note 
of  American  education  was  freedom.  Rightly  or  wrongly, 
many  felt  that  the  Church  fettered  them  in  their  search 
for  truth.  It  must  be  admitted  that  there  have  been  some 
unhappy  occurrences  when  authorities  have  mistaken  their 
ecclesiastical  powers  for  plenary  inspiration  concerning  all 
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things  in  the  heaven  above  and  the  earth  beneath — and,  in 
a  few  historic  cases,  in  the  waters  under  the  earth. 

But  when  allowance  has  been  made  for  ecclesiastical  in- 
terference in  the  realm  of  science,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
the  search  for  freedom  has  been  in  part  a  search  for  free- 
dom from  any  coherent  philosophy  and  for  freedom  from 
commitments  and  devotion.  The  truth  is  that  we  have 
known  a  time  when  some  part  of  American  education  has 
been  allergic  to  convictions  of  any  kind.  It  was  thought 
by  a  few  that  one  could  not  freely  investigate  the  remains 
of  the  last  ice  age  if  he  had  convictions  about  monogamous 
marriage.  Even  those  whom  the  Church  regarded  as  dan- 
gerous modernists  were,  in  turn,  looked  upon  by  their 
academic  colleagues  as  having  only  passed  from  one  degree 
of  superstition  to  another ;  they  were  classed  with  that  dis- 
tinguished gentleman  who  proclaimed  that  he  had  re- 
nounced the  errors  of  the  Church  of  Rome  and  embraced 
those  of  the  Church  of  England.  This  may  be  a  bit  ex- 
aggerated, but  future  historians  will  smile  incredulously 
as  they  read  the  records  of  an  era  when  men  tried  to 
divorce  those  which  history  has  forever  joined :  relentless 
search  for  truth  and  great  commitment  of  mind  and  heart. 

But  there  is  one  more  aspect  of  the  era  through  which 
we  have  passed.  No  small  section  of  American  education 
succumbed  to  the  great  American  salesman  and  subscribed 
to  the  doctrine  that  "the  guest  is  always  right."  It  has 
worked  in  the  sale  of  safety  razors  and  electric  gadgets ; 
why  not  in  education?  If  applied  to  education,  the  con- 
clusion is  obvious.  If  undergraduates  and  alumni  do  not 
want  religion,  at  least  religion  as  it  has  been  served  up  to 
them,  then  eliminate  religion.  I  am  not  forgetting  that  the 
fault  has  often  been  in  the  way  religion  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  undergraduate;  but  I  must  insist  that  the 
time-spirit  has  been  favorable  to  giving  people  what  they 
think  they  want,  forgetting  that  we  believe  in  joining  re- 
ligion and  learning;  not  because  we  think  that  people  de- 
mand this,  but  because  it  is  laid  upon  us  so  to  do. 

It  is  in  such  an  era  as  this  through  which  we  have  come, 
a  time  when  the  Church  has  been  faced  by  the  severe  com- 
petition of  tax-supported  colleges,  when  the  mental  climate 
has  been  in  many  ways  unfriendly  to  Church  education, 
that  the  Church  has  found  herself  in  difficulty  in  promoting 
her  traditional  program  of  higher  education.  And  we  shall 
have  to  confess  that  we  have  sometimes  apologized  for  our 
existence  and  offered  lame  explanations  as  to  the  contribu- 
tions which  Church-related  institutions  are  making.  We 
have,  so  we  have  said,  furnished  atmosphere,  but  it  has 
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been  slightly  indefinite  as  to  what  we  meant  by  atmosphere. 
A  friend  of  mine,  who  headed  a  famous  girls'  school  in  the 
South,  told  me  of  two  gentlemen  from  the  Middle  West  who 
attended  his  Commencement.  They  saw  an  old  lady,  with 
a  severe,  high  collar  and  a  haughty  air,  cross  the  campus. 
One  of  them  said:  "What  does  she  do?"  The  other  said:  "I 
suppose  she  furnishes  this  'Southern  culture'  we're  paying 
for." 

I  need  not  mention  that  often  we  have  attempted  to 
decorate  our  educational  program  with  certain  pastry-cake 
additions  and  circus  entertainments  to  offset  what  we  have 
lost  in  distinctiveness.  Don't  blame  the  school  too  much. 
We  have  been  living  in  the  era  of  flight  from  Church  rela- 
tionship. 

I  say  we  have  been  living  in  that  era.  Whether  the 
Church  has  found  it  out  or  not,  that  era  has  been  shat- 
tered, and  we  shall  be  picking  up  the  pieces  for  a  long  time. 
What  a  library  of  books  on  philosophy  could  not  have  done, 
what  no  series  of  great  leaders  could  have  accomplished, 
has  been  brought  about  by  grim  want  in  the  depression  and 
by  the  Red  rider  whose  shadow  has  been  over  the  world 
for  a  quarter  of  a  century.  Because  of  these  things  men 
who  can  think  at  all  are  having  to  rethink  their  fundamen- 
tal positions,  and  those  who  go  on  gaily  imagining  that 
nothing  has  happened  to  man's  intellectual  edifices  erected 
so  confidently  during  the  nineteenth  century  are  as  anach- 
ronistic as  the  dinosaurs. 

Even  a  child  should  know  now  that  no  state  and  no  so- 
ciety is  safe  with  the  control  of  higher  education  in  the 
hands  of  one  authority.  Men  had  to  fight  to  free  education 
from  the  absolute  control  of  the  Church,  and  they  are  in  no 
mind  now  to  bind  education  to  the  absolute  control  of  the 
state.  Recent  happenings  in  Europe  show  us  that  for  our 
sake  we  must  preserve  our  system  of  multiple  control.  We 
must  have  state  institutions;  we  must  have  our  privately 
controlled  instutions ;  and  we  must  have  our  Church-related 
institutions.  Somewhere  in  this  land  there  must  be  insti- 
tutions of  higher  learning  which  are  tied  by  tradition  and 
aff"ection,  if  not  by  law,  to  the  Church.  Only  in  this  way 
can  we  escape  what  has  happened  elsewhere. 

And  surely,  in  the  face  of  this  kind  of  world,  no  man  will 
continue  to  contend  that  an  educational  system  which  is 
purely  intellectualistic  is  sufficient.  I  am  not  laying  a 
predicate  for  shoddy  academic  work,  but  I  am  pointing  out 
to  you  that  the  Church  had  better  take  seriously-  this  whole 
question  of  higher  education.  Once  more  the  Church  col- 
lege is  back  without  apology. 
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Moreover,  the  time-spirit  which  has  made  it  unfashion- 
able to  associate  deep  convictions  with  intellectual  freedom 
has  itself  vanished.  Now  we  know  that  there  can  be  no 
intellectual  freedom  without  great  convictions.  Before  the 
black  shirts  and  the  storm  troopers,  this  fallacy  of  cloistered 
scholarship  has  melted  like  frost.  Only  those  who  believe 
deeply  in  freedom  can  maintain  it.  And  once  again  in  his- 
tory the  Galilean  has  walked  down  our  little  streets  and 
into  our  fussy  offices  to  dwarf  all  that  seemed  so  fine  and 
so  final.  A  Church  that  stands  for  the  worth  of  every 
human  being  regardless  of  creed  or  race  or  class  is  an  in- 
stitution that  has  a  right  to  a  place  in  higher  education. 

It  is  time  that  we  cease  apologizing  for  our  place  in  edu- 
cation, and  that  we  cease  our  lugubrious  complaints.  If  we 
only  knew  it,  in  the  educational  world,  we  are  in  the  posi- 
tion of  the  poor  boy  who  is  suddenly  recognized  as  the  long- 
lost  heir.  Church  institutions  today  can  give  to  American 
education  a  stability  and  a  security  against  the  domination 
of  some  one  political  party  that  no  other  kind  of  institu- 
tions can  give.  Eight  million  Methodists  can  be  wrong, 
but  there  are  some  things  on  which  they  are  not  likely  to 
be  wrong. 

If,  however,  we  are  going  to  continue  our  Church-related 
institutions,  some  things  should  be  understood.  The  Church 
has  no  right  to  present  to  the  world  institutions  which  are 
not  able  to  do  educational  work.  If  the  Church  believes  in 
her  institutions,  she  should  put  enough  money  into  them  to 
enable  them  to  do  decent  academic  work — or  she  should 
close  them.  The  fact  that  the  president  is  a  pious  man 
and  the  faculty  believe  in  prayer  does  not  make  up  for 
poor  laboratory  and  no  books.  -  Skyscrapers  do  not  stand 
up  because  the  architect  was  a  Methodist,  and  bridges  do 
not  carry  their  loads  because  the  engineer's  heart  was  pure. 

The  truth  is,  that  the  Church  ought  to  put  enough  money 
into  her  schools  that  they  could  be  opened  to  rich  and  poor 
alike  and  not  reserved  for  those  only  who  can  afford  the 
tuition.  If  the  colleges  are  worth  having,  they  are  worth 
having  for  everybody.  And  if  we  are  going  to  have  them, 
whether  with  high  tuition  or  low,  they  ought  to  be  worth 
every  cent  that  the  student  or  his  parents  pay.  There  can 
be  no  substitution  of  piety  for  sound  scholarship. 

But,  when  that  is  said,  this  remains :  there  is  no  excuse  for 
institutions  under  the  auspices  or  related  to  the  Church 
unless  these  institutions  do  make  it  possible  for  boys  and 
girls  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  Church  and  religious  life. 
No  institution  can  do  what  the  home  doesn't  do,  and  Church 
colleges  cannot  inject  religion  as  some  sort  of  spiritual 
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sulfanilimide.  There  is  no  place  for  petty  restrictions  and 
denominational  narrowness.  But  this  is  no  time  to  apolo- 
gize for  religion.  In  a  world  when  no  one  seems  to  know 
what  he  believes  save  the  ruthless  of  the  earth,  it  is  time 
for  the  Church  to  say  a  word.  Out  of  the  Middle  Ages 
only  two  institutions  have  come  into  modern  life:  the 
Church  and  the  University.  These  two,  traditionally  united, 
are  the  only  institutions  of  our  time  dedicated  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  human  worth  and  human  hope,  and  they  must  not 
perish  from  the  earth. 

A  Baptist  preacher  from  Georgia  told  me  of  a  church 
he  built  in  a  little,  mountain  town.  He  built  it  of  cobble- 
stones, picked  off  the  fields.  As  it  was  being  built,  a  moun- 
taineer leaned  against  a  tree,  watching.  Presently  someone 
came  up  and  asked  the  mountaineer  what  kind  of  rocks  they 
were  using.  The  mountaineer  explained.  "Well,"  asked 
the  visitor,  "will  those  stones  last?"  "Stranger,"  said  the 
mountaineer,  "they've  lasted  till  now."  And  we  have  a 
sure  word  which  shall  not  pass  away. 

ADDRESS  OF  PRESIDENT  ALBERT  W.  PALMER 

Bishop  Holt,  Fathers  and  Brethren  and  Sisters  of  the 
Uniting  Conference:  It  is  a  very  great  privilege  for  me  to 
be  invited  to  come  to  Kansas  City,  because  this  happens  to 
be  my  birthplace.  I  have  spent  ninety-five  per  cent  of  my 
life  away  from  Kansas  City.  But,  nevertheless,  I  am  glad 
to  come  back  to  the  place  where  I  first  lifted  up  my  voice 
sixty  years  ago  this  month. 

I  also,  however,  am  somewhat  concerned  about  the  topic 
on  which  I  have  been  asked  to  speak.  I  don't  quite  see 
why  you  went  outside  the  Methodist  denomination  to  ask 
a  Congregationalist  to  come  to  speak  to  you  on  the  topic, 
"Can  We  Build  a  Christian  Social  Order?"  except  that  in 
some  places  and  on  some  occasions  I  understand  that  min- 
isters are  warned  to  soft-pedal  the  social  gospel  and  not 
speak  too  frankly  or  too  vigorously  about  the  social  prob- 
lems. 

I  heard  a  story  the  other  day,  which  rather  troubled  me, 
of  a  Methodist  woman  who  lived  next  door  to  a  Presbyterian 
woman,  and  she  went  over  to  her  Presbyterian  neighbor 
and  said:  "Would  you  mind  calling  up  your  minister  and 
asking  him  to  come  and  call  on  my  husband  who  is  very  ill? 
I  don't  know  what  is  the  matter  with  him,  but  I  wish  you 
would  ask  your  minister  to  come  and  call  on  him." 

The  Presbyterian  sister  said:  "Yes,  I  would  be  glad  to 
do  that,  but  why  don't  vou  call  your  own  Methodist  min- 
ister?" 
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She  said:  "Well,  you  see,  this  may  turn  out  to  be  a 
contagious  disease,  and  I  don't  want  to  expose  our  pastor 
to  any  unnecessary  danger." 

There  are  many  voices  which  are  dealing  with  social 
issues  today,  and  just  as  on  your  radio  you  sometimes  try 
to  tune  out  the  discordant  notes  in  order  that  you  may  listen 
to  the  great  debate,  or  the  symphony  orchestra,  so  I  hope 
tonight  to  try  to  tune  out  certain  voices  and  bring  to  you 
three  voices  which  it  seems  to  me  are  significant  as  we  face 
this  question  of  whether  or  not  we  can  build  a  Christian 
social  order. 

First  of  all,  there  is  the  voice  of  discouragement,  dis- 
heartenment,  and  defeat.  We  live  not  only  in  a  time  of  tired 
radicals,  but,  what  is  far  more  dangerous,  a  time  of  dis- 
couraged saints.  There  are  a  great  many  people  who  as 
they  look  out  on  the  religious  horizon  see  only  the  darkness 
and  the  clouds  that  are  there.  And  they  remember  the 
discouragements  and  the  disappointments  which  have  come 
to  them  across  the  years. 

The  evangelism  of  the  world  in  this  generation — how 
our  hearts  once  thrilled  to  it,  but  what  a  hollow  sound  it 
has  today.  A  saloonless  nation  in  1920!  Well,  it  came 
through,  and  yet  how  disappointing  it  has  been. 

Walter  Rauschenbusch  and  Washington  Gladden  spoke  to 
us  in  trumpet  tones  a  generation  ago  on  Christianity  and 
the  social  crisis.    But  the  social  crisis  still  endures. 

Jacob  Riis — well,  the  battle  of  the  slum  still  goes  on,  if 
not  in  Mulberry  Bend,  in  other  places  quite  as  bad,  in  spite 
of  Jacob  Riis'  heroic  labors. 

Jane  Addams,  and  Graham  Taylor,  and  Mary  McDowell 
went  down  into  the  hardest  and  darkest  places  of  Chicago 
and  gave  their  lives  for  the  civic  betterment  of  Chicago. 
Well,  go  to  Chicago  and  look  at  it. 

General  Booth  hungered  for  hell,  and  he  led  his  Salvation 
Army  down  into  the  depths  of  East  London,  but  East  Lon- 
don is  still  East  London. 

Thomas  Mott  Osborne  fired  our  imagination  with  the 
thought  of  a  more  humane  and  a  more  effective  prison 
system  for  the  healing  of  moral  diseases ;  but  Thomas  Mott 
Osborne  is  no  more  and  our  prisons  are  much  the  same. 

Raymond  Robbins  and  Sherwood  Eddy.  Reinhold  Nie- 
buhr  and  Professor  Ward,  Bishop  McConnell  and  Kirby 
Page,  and  Arthur  Holt  have  gone  up  and  down  the  land, 
bugling  for  the  social  gospel,  and  yet  the  Church  does  not 
seem  to  be  very  deeply  stirred. 

People  will  tell  you.  Yes,  yes,  there  have  always  been  pro- 
phetic spirits  like  Elijah  and  Amos  to  cry  out  against  social 
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wrongs ;  but  after  all  Naboth's  Vineyard  is  still  in  jeopardy, 
and  Ahab  still  sits  upon  the  throne. 

In  the  face  of  discouraging  voices  like  these  there  are 
two  answers  that  people  make.  Some  of  them  simply  take 
refuge  in  cynicism.  Cynicism  is  simply  the  cyclone  cellar 
of  the  defeated  mind.  It  gives  a  temporary  release.  It  is 
so  smart  to  simply  say,  "Three  sneers  for  everything,"  and 
pretend  that  you  don't  care  what  happens  to  the  world. 

Then  there  are  other  people  who  are  not  cynics  by  temper- 
ament, who  simply  turn  back  into  a  pietism  as  a  retreat  from 
the  world.  They  say  it  always  was  a  wicked  world  and  it 
always  will  be  a  wicked  world;  and  all  that  we  can  do  is 
to  turn  our  souls  inward  and  dwell  in  the  presence  of  God, 
let  the  world  go  by. 

Or  else,  they  may  take  refuge  in  a  kind  of  Messianic  mili- 
tarism by  which  they  wait  for  the  coming  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  upon  the  clouds  of  glory,  with  legions  of  angels  at 
his  back,  to  overturn  the  evil  forces  of  the  world  and  set 
up  the  Messianic  order  in  some  new  millenius. 

Neither  of  these  reactions,  however,  I  believe  has  the 
future  with  it.  Because  neither  of  them  can  command  the 
support  of  youth.  Youth  will  not  be  content  merely  to 
retreat  into  a  pious  Nirvana,  merely  to  take  his  religion  as 
an  opiate.  I  don't  think  youth  is  going  to  be  content  to  just 
wait  till  the  second  coming  of  Christ.  Youth  wants  to  do 
something  about  it.  Youth  wants  to  hear  a  bugle  call  and 
see  the  banners  flying  in  the  dawn. 

It  is  significant  that  Fascism  and  Nazism  and  Commun- 
ism are  youth  movements,  that  they  carry  on  largely  be- 
cause they  have  the  support  of  youth  in  Russia,  Germany, 
and  Italy.  And  wherever  you  have  a  religious  vacuum,  a 
Church  that  is  not  appealing  to  youth,  that  has  no  vital  and 
strong  and  courageous  note  to  which  youth  can  respond, 
then  that  Church  is  leaving  a  vacuum  in  the  religious  life  of 
the  world,  inviting  Communism  or  Fascism  to  come  in  and 
occupy. 

So  I  look  for  other  voices  than  the  voice  of  defeat  or 
despair  or  disappointment. 

The  second  voice  is  more  reassuring.  It  is  the  voice 
of  history.  Can  we  build  a  Christian  social  order?  The 
answer  is,  Yes,  we  already  have.  It  is  here.  Not  com- 
pletely, not  in  all  areas  of  society,  not  all  places,  not  all  the 
time;  but  we  have  built  a  Christian  social  order  in  certain 
places,  samples  of  what  a  Christian  civilization  might  be 
like. 

One  of  these  places  is  the  Christian  home.  Out  of  twenty 
centuries  of   Christian   idealism   and   faith   has   come  the 
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Christian  family.  And  in  the  home  you  do  have  a  Christian 
social  order  in  miniature.  Here  you  have  fathers  and 
mothers  and  children  living  in  a  co-operative  common- 
wealth, living  in  a  spirit  of  democratic  good  will,  of  patient 
understanding,  of  sympathy,  of  sacrificial  service,  one  to 
another.  And  in  the  spirit  and  loyalty  and  devotion,  in  the 
insight  and  care  of  the  Christian  home  where  it  is  to  each 
according  to  his  need  and  from  each  according  to  his  ability, 
you  do  have  a  Christian  social  order  already  set  up  in 
miniature. 

Then  we  have  accomplished  also  the  school,  and  in  our 
great  public  school  system  where  education  is  provided  for 
every  child,  regardless  of  race  or  color,  regardless  of  wealth 
or  poverty,  you  have  a  great  illustration  of  the  Christian 
spirit  at  work,  a  high  regard  for  human  personality,  albeit 
it  be  the  helpless  and  ignorant  personality  of  a  little  child. 

And  in  the  great  public  school  system,  with  its  splendid 
educational  techniques,  with  its  understanding  of  human 
personality,  with  its  care  for  physical  as  well  as  mental,  for 
psychological  and  personal  well-being  of  every  pupil,  you 
have  something  that  demonstrates  the  character  and  spirit 
of  the  Christian  ideal  applied  on  a  great  social  frontier. 

Then  there  are  other  social  institutions  which  stretch  on 
beyond  the  school.  There  is  the  hospital.  (I  heard  it  said 
that  you  have  to  be  either  very  rich  or  very  poor  to  obtain 
the  best  medical  service  in  this  country.)  The  hospital 
which  has  its  beds,  its  free  beds,  and  its  free  clinics,  and 
where  the  finest  medical  attention  is  given  to  all  sorts  and 
kinds  of  people  without  asking  any  question  as  to  race  or 
creed  or  background  except  the  physical  need,  the  presence 
of  disease  which  needs  to  be  combated. 

Then  think  of  the  great  public  health  services  in  our 
cities,  and  the  way  in  which  we  are  providing  through  our 
public  health  departments  protection  for  water  and  for 
milk  and  for  food  and  for  all  of  the  other  necessities  of  life, 
so  that  the  life  of  everybody  in  the  community  to  the  very 
lowliest  may  be  given  equal  and  adequate  protection.  There 
the  Christian  spirit  is  expressing  itself  in  social  action. 

The  Juvenile  Court  is  another  illustration,  for  there  you 
have  a  new  adventure  in  the  realm  of  judicial  procedure. 
No  longer  is  it  the  question.  Has  a  law  been  broken?  The 
question  is.  Has  a  personality  been  broken?  What  can  be 
done  to  save  and  protect  and  retrieve  the  personality  of 
the  wrongdoer?  That  is  the  question  asked  in  the  Juvenile 
Court.     It  is  the  Christian  approach  to  wrongdoing. 

On  our  great  public  highways  and  in  our  great  post  office 
system  you  have  another  illustration  on  a  large  and  national 
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scale  of  a  social  service  rendered  with  complete  democracy, 
and  without  any  sort  or  kind  of  discrimination. 

A  few  years  ag-o  there  was  a  very  interesting  play  called 
"Berkeley  Square"  which  many  of  you  attended,  and  you 
may  remember  that  in  one  act  of  that  play  a  young  couple 
are  sitting  in  the  back  parlor  of  a  London  home.  It  is  1790. 
And  there  the  young  man,  who  is  really  a  twentieth-century 
young  man  who  has  strayed  back  into  the  eighteenth 
century,  shows  the  eighteenth-century  girl  with  whom  he 
has  fallen  in  love  what  the  twentieth  century  is  like.  He 
shows  her  Manhattan,  the  island  on  which  New  York  City 
stands,  and  she  is  simply  thrilled  by  it.  "Why,"  she  says, 
"I  see  great  streets,  and  horseless  carriages  moving  on  them, 
and  wonderful  towers,  and  it  is  night  now  and  the  towers 
are  all  illuminated.  Marvelous!  How  beautiful,  how 
wonderful  this  is.     Can  this  be  heaven?" 

I  saw  the  play  in  New  York  City,  and  that  New  York 
City  audience  broke  down  and  laughed  at  the  idea  that 
anybody  should  take  New  York  for  heaven.  And  yet.  New 
York  in  the  twentieth  century  is  in  some  respects  much 
nearer  heaven  than  was  London  in  the  eighteenth  century, 
London  which  had  no  pavements,  no  sewers,  no  pure  water 
supply,  no  certified  milk,  no  refrigeration,  no  police  depart- 
ment, no  fire  department,  no  department  of  public  health 
— I  might  go  on  almost  indefinitely,  and  you  would  see  the 
difference  between  the  degree  of  socialization,  between  the 
application  of  Christian  ideals  of  the  worth  of  human  life 
and  human  personality,  which  characterize  our  civilization 
today,  as  over  against  the  civilization  of  even  so  recent  a 
period  as  the  eighteenth  century. 

Beyond  this  second  and  more  encouraging  voice  of  history 
I  hear  a  third  voice.  It  is  the  voice  of  courageous  and 
creative  Christian  faith.  It  is  saying  to  us  that  every  social 
advance  has  seemed  diflficult  if  not  impossible  before  it  was 
actually  achieved.  What  madness  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence must  have  seemed  in  1776.  Polygamy,  dueling, 
slavery — how  deeply  intrenched  they  were.  But  they  are 
gone.  Equal  suffrage!  How  Elizabeth  Cady  Stanton  and 
the  other  pioneers  of  the  suffrage  movement  must  have 
despaired  of  its  ever  being  achieved.  But  equal  suffrage  has 
come.  I  can  imagine  Micah  saying  almost  with  tears  those 
sad  words  of  his,  "How  shall  I  come  before  the  Lord  and 
bow  myself  before  the  high  God?  Shall  I  come  with  thou- 
sands of  rams  and  ten  thousands  of  rivers  of  oil?  Shall  I 
give  my  firstborn  to  my  transgression,  the  fruit  of  my  body, 
or  the  sin  of  my  soul?" 

Micah  standing  there  face  to  face  with  child  sacrifice 
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must  have  wondered  if  the  day  would  ever  come  when  child 
sacrifice  would  be  abandoned. 

But  for  lo  these  many  hundred  years  no  one  has  offered 
his  child  as  a  single  sacrifice  on  the  altars  of  religion.  To 
be  sure,  we  still  offer  children  by  the  thousands  in  regi- 
mented battalions  in  time  of  war,  but  we  haven't  answered 
to  the  fact  that  that  is  child  sacrifice. 

When  Moses  stood  before  Pharaoh,  people  must  have 
jeered  at  him  and  said,  "Does  he  think  that  he  can  make 
Pharaoh  give  up  these  slaves  of  his  in  Goshen?"  But  things 
happened  after  Moses  stood  before  Pharaoh  which  may  well 
give  every  oppressor  in  all  the  centuries  following  cause  to 
pause  and  question. 

No,  there  is  something  creative  in  human  life.  There  is 
an  upward  surge.  There  is  a  call  to  God  to  establish  peace 
and  brotherhood  and  good  will,  and  it  is  written  in  the  great 
prophecy  of  Isaiah.  "He  shall  not  fail  nor  be  discouraged 
till  he  have  set  justice  in  the  earth." 

But  someone  is  saying  to  me,  These  are  glittering  gener- 
alities. Be  more  specific.  What  can  we  actually  do  here  in 
1939  in  order  to  make  a  Christian  social  order?  Yesterday 
afternoon  as  I  was  reviewing  what  I  was  to  say  this  evening 
I  sat  by  a  window  on  the  northern  side  of  the  Abraham 
Lincoln  Hotel  in  Springfield.  In  the  immediate  foreground 
the  nearest  building  was  the  First  Methodist  Church.  Be- 
yond it,  the  city,  a  bank,  a  moving  picture  show,  a  lot  of 
stores,  an  open  square  with  a  courthouse  on  it,  a  courthouse 
which  once  was  the  capitol  of  the  state  of  Illinois  where 
Abraham  Lincoln  spoke.  Beyond  that,  homes,  a  public 
school,  some  factories,  a  grain  elevator,  and  a  railroad. 

I  said  to  myself,  "What  has  that  church  down  there  on  the 
corner  to  say  to  all  the  rest  of  the  city  that  lies  stretched  out 
beyond  it?"  I  think  it  has  something  to  say.  And  I  want 
to  put  what  it  has  to  say  as  definitely  and  concretely  as  I 
may. 

First  of  all,  the  Church  must  lift  up  its  voice  and  say  in 
no  uncertain  tones,  say  it  in  Sunday  school  and  young  peo- 
ple's society,  from  the  pulpit,  by  pageantry  and  by  music 
and  by  drama,  in  its  religious  papers,  in  every  vehicle  of 
expression  that  is  open  to  it:  The  community  is  the  larger 
home.  And  it  will  not  be  a  safe  place  in  which  we  are  to 
have  our  homes  until  the  spirit  and  principles  that  govern 
the  Christian  home  govern  the  larger  home  of  the  commu- 
nity as  well.  That  means  that  in  the  community  of  to- 
morrow there  must  be  no  slums.  We  wouldn't  want  a  slum 
in  our  family  home.  We  must  not  tolerate  the  slum  in  our 
larger  community  home.    This  doesn't  mean  merely  a  clear- 
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ance  of  old  tenement  houses.  This  doesn't  mean  merely  the 
coming  of  federal  housing  projects  whereby  we  shall  have 
cities  that  may  be  as  beautiful  and  as  clean  as  Stockholm  is, 
for  example.  I  was  thrilled  when  I  went  through  Stock- 
holm two  years  ago  and  found  no  slums  there.  But  it  means 
also  that  kind  of  industrial  life,  that  sort  of  social  organiza- 
tion, that  shall  not  make  it  necessary  for  people  to  live  in 
slums. 

I  am  not  saying  that  people  shall  not  work  for  profits  in 
the  city,  the  community,  that  is  to  come.  I  think  the  word 
"profit"  is  a  very  dangerous  word  because  it  is  so  difl[icult  to 
interpret.  But  I  am  saying  this,  and  I  believe,  that  every 
truly  Christian  soul,  whether  he  believes  that  the  socialist 
economy  or  the  capitalist  economy  or  possibly  a  communist 
economy  is  what  ought  to  rule;  I  believe  that  every  Chris- 
tian soul,  whatever  his  economic  philosophy  may  be,  will 
agree  with  me  in  this :  That  in  a  truly  Christian  civilization 
there  is  no  place  for  exploitation. 

In  the  home  there  is  reward.  In  the  home  there  is  recom- 
pense for  service  rendered.  Billy  can  have  a  newspaper 
route  and  still  belong  to  the  home,  and  Billy  can  employ  his 
sister  Mary  to  fold  the  papers  for  him  before  he  goes  out 
to  deliver  them,  and  he  can  farm  out  part  of  the  route  to 
Johnny,  his  younger  brother,  and  still  keep  the  whole  thing 
in  the  family.  But  there  is  going  to  be  a  certain  amount 
of  supervision  to  see  to  it  that  he  doesn't  keep  the  sister 
working  for  too  long  hours  and  that  he  pays  the  younger 
brother  a  just  proportion  that  he  earns. 

It  is  not  profit  that  is  wrong ;  it  is  profit  that  is  purchased 
at  the  cost  of  exploitation ;  that  is  purchased  at  the  cost  of 
the  deprivation  of  human  beings,  of  opportunities  for  de- 
cent and  wholesome  living,  and  in  a  Christian  civilization 
where  the  community  is  the  larger  home,  there  must  be  no 
place  for  such  exploitation. 

I  saw  not  very  long  a  rather  interesting  movie  called 
"Human  Hands."  It  was  the  picture  of  the  automobile  in- 
dustry and  it  showed  the  building  of  an  automobile  from 
the  time  when  the  raw  material  comes  into  the  factory  until 
deftly  molded  by  skillful  hands,  and  it  is  created  into  an 
engine,  created  into  a  chassis,  finally  brought  together  on 
the  assembly  line  until  at  last  it  rolls  out  of  the  factory 
complete  and  ready  to  go  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

I  thought  to  myself,  "How  Jesus  would  thrill  to  that  pic- 
ture." He  who  was  the  carpenter  of  Nazareth,  he  who 
loved  craftsmanship,  who  was  himself  a  master  craftsman, 
how  he  would  have  responded  to  the  skill  of  this  great  epic 
of  manufacture.    But  I  thought  to  myself,  I  think  that  Je- 
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sus,  after  he  had  seen  all  this  and  had  thrilled  to  the  mas- 
terly machines  and  the  wonderful  tools  and  the  skillful 
organization  of  it  all,  would  also  have  said :  "I  have  seen 
the  hands  of  men  in  this  picture.  But  tell  me  about  the 
rest  of  the  men.  What  kind  of  faces  have  they?  Are  they 
faces  of  intelligence  and  of  hope  and  of  faith  and  of  cheer 
and  of  courage?  What  kind  of  homes  have  they?  Where 
do  their  children  play?  Under  what  conditions  are  their 
families  living?  What  provision  is  made  for  their  future? 
How  do  they  look  out  upon  life?  Are  they  thrilled  with 
this  great  industrial  process  or  do  they  find  in  it  something 
that  is  irksome  and  a  slavery? 

I  think  Jesus  would  ask  those  questions  of  industry. 

The  second  great  thing  which  the  Church,  it  seems  to 
me,  might  say  to  this  generation  is :  You  have  in  the  public 
school  a  successful  social  pattern  which  deserves  to  be  ap- 
plied in  other  areas  of  our  social  life.  Why  do  we  have 
schools?  Because  children  need  to  be  educated  and  we 
would  hate  to  see  ignorant  children  in  our  city  streets.  But, 
more  than  that,  we  have  schools  because  the  community 
needs  citizens;  intelligent  citizens;  citizens  who  can  read 
and  think  and  discuss  and  to  whom  it  can  be  safe  to  entrust 
the  franchise  and  the  ballot.  Therefore,  we  must  have 
schools  in  order  that  we  may  have  the  right  kind  of  citi- 
zens." 

And  so  we  say  to  every  child :  "You  are  not  to  blame 
that  you  are  born  ignorant.  It  is  for  the  welfare  and  the 
safeguarding  of  the  community  that  we  will  give  you  the 
best  education  possible."  We  say  to  every  citizen:  "It  is 
for  your  interest  and  your  protection  that  no  one  should  be 
illiterate.  You  will  therefore  pay  taxes — school  taxes — in 
order  that  we  may  have  good  citizens."  Those  taxes  are 
paid  and  on  the  whole  they  are  paid  willingly  and  cheer- 
fully. There  are  no  taxes,  I  am  sure,  that  we  pay  more 
happily  than  our  taxes  for  the  support  of  public  schools — 
schools  that  serve  all  races,  all  sorts  and  kinds  of  people, 
without  discrimination. 

Why  not  apply  this  principle?  Why  not  take  this  pat- 
tern which  has  worked  so  well?  Why  not  apply  it  to  the 
problem  of  unemployment? 

In  this  day  in  which  we  live  with  ten  million  unemployed, 
the  unemployed  are  not  to  blame  for  their  unemployment 
any  more  than  the  children  are  to  blame  for  being  born 
ignorant.  It  isn't  thriftlessness  that  makes  men  unem- 
ployed today;  it  is  economic  crises;  it  is  the  shifts  and 
changes  in  industry. 

Why  should  we  want  to  do  something  for  the  unem- 
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ployed  ?  Well,  for  the  sake  of  mercy.  If  you  ever  were  un- 
employed yourself,  if  you  had  ever  been  hungry  and  out  of 
work,  not  knowing  where  you  could  find  a  job  for  a  day  or  a 
week  or  a  month  yourself,  you'd  know. 

But  more  than  that  we  have  a  cause  for  taking  adequate 
care  of  this  problem  of  unemployment  because  we  need 
good  citizens. 

And  what  does  unemployment  do?  It  breaks  down  the 
morale  of  citizenship.  It  destroys  the  fiber  of  manhood 
and  womanhood.  It  embitters  the  home,  and  if  unemploy- 
ment continues  and  if  people  have  to  live  on  doles  and  on 
relief,  they  are  going  to  become  distrustful  of  the  wisdom 
of  the  community  and  embittered  against  the  social  organi- 
zation in  the  midst  of  which  they  live.  They  are  not  going 
to  be  good  and  loyal  citizens.  If  we  expect  to  have  the  kind 
of  citizens  that  we  have  established  the  public  school  sys- 
tem to  train,  we  must  meet  this  problem  of  unemployment. 

The  time  has  come  for  a  much  deeper  thinking  about 
this  and  a  much  broader  outlook  upon  it. 

I  saw  a  very  amusing  and  yet  a  penetrating  cartoon  in  a 
Chicago  paper  sometime  ago.  It  represented  a  couple  of 
WPA  workers  leaning  on  their  shovels  in  characteristic 
WPA  attitude. 

They  were  perfectly  relaxed  and  they  were  leaning  to- 
gether on  their  shovels  talking.  Riding  by  on  the  boule- 
vard were  two  rather  overnourished  gentlemen,  leaning 
back  luxuriously  on  the  cushions  of  their  automobile.  As 
their  chauffeur  drove  them  down  the  boulevard,  they  were 
talking.  Both  groups  of  men  were  each  saying  the  same 
thing.     They  were  saying:  "Lazy  buggers!" 

My  friends,  we  have  had  too  many  jokes  at  the  expense 
of  the  WPA.  I  think  the  WPA  has  made  mistakes.  I  wish 
that  it  could  speed  up  work  so  that  it  was  real  work  that 
would  qualify  men  to  go  out  and  hold  down  a  job  at  the 
speed  that  industry  requires  today. 

I  think  we  have  done  some  things  in  our  relief  program 
that  have  led  toward  pauperism.  I  am  not  defending  the 
methods  that  have  been  used  any  more  than  I  am  defending 
the  kind  of  crude  methods  that  we  had  in  the  earliest  public 
schools.  I  suffered  from  some  of  those  methods  myself.  I 
went  to  a  little  school  where  we  had  eight  grades  in  one 
room  and  an  overworked  teacher  trying  to  teach  forty  im- 
possible kids  like  me. 

I  am  saying  this :  That  we  have  got  to  learn  a  way  that 
does  not  pauperize  people,  a  way  that  does  not  take  away 
their  working  edge.  We  have  got  to  learn  how  to  give  to 
the  people  of  this  country  adequate  and  decent,  properly- 
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paid,  and  properly-conditioned  toil.  Until  we  meet  that 
problem  we  haven't  faced  one  of  the  basic  realities  and 
necessities  of  a  Christian  civilization.  We  must  have  so- 
cial security ;  we  must  have  protection  for  the  aged  people ; 
we  must  have  unemployment  insurance ;  we  must  have  sick- 
ness insurance.  We  have  built  up  the  kind  of  a  civilization 
where  if  we  do  not  have  these  things  we  are  embittering 
men's  souls  and  opening  the  door  to  revolution  and  re- 
bellion. 

The  Christian  Church  has  always  been  the  friend  of  the 
poor.  I  went  down  to  try  to  get  a  minister  out  of  jail  who 
had  been  arrested  because  he  was  observing  a  labor  riot 
that  took  place  in  Chicago.  When  I  went  to  the  police  cap- 
tain where  I  thought  he  might  possibly  be  incarcerated, 
the  captain  said,  in  a  nice  Irish  brogue,  "What  was  this  min- 
ister doing  here?  Why  was  not  he  in  his  church  saying 
his  prayers?" 

I  said,  "Captain,  the  Church  is  the  friend  of  the  poor, 
and  this  young  minister  was  in  the  line  of  duty  finding  out 
what  was  happening  to  the  poor  in  Chicago  in  this  labor 
situation." 

He  was  a  good  enough  Catholic  to  know  I  spoke  the 
truth  and  he  treated  me  with  more  consideration  after 
that. 

The  Church  has  always  been  the  friend  of  the  poor.  It 
must  be  equally  the  friend  of  the  unemployed.  The  Church 
in  St.  Paul's  day  asked  the  people  to  lay  aside  on  the  first 
day  of  the  week  that  they  might  give  to  the  poor  saints  in 
Jerusalem.  The  Church  in  a  democratic,  self-governing 
community  must  say  to  that  democratic,  self-governing 
community,  "We  must  so  organize  our  social  relations  that 
we  shall  solve  the  problem  of  unemployment,"  and  not 
to  struggle  with  that  with  the  utmost  wisdom  and  power 
we  have  is  to  be  less  than  Christian. 

The  third  thing  which  the  Church  needs  to  say  to  this 
generation  is  that  public  morals  are  just  as  important  as 
public  health.  Why  do  we  have  such  great  care  of  the  public 
health?  Well,  because  we  are  a  merciful  people  and  do 
not  like  to  have  people  sicken  and  die  if  we  can  prevent  it. 
But  also  because  we  recognize  that  public  health  affects 
every  one  of  us,  and  that  if  we  allow  contagion  to  spread 
and  great  epidemics  to  get  started  in  the  country,  epidemics 
know  no  color  line,  know  no  economic  line ;  they  go  through- 
out the  community. 

And  so  we  say  that  we  must  have  pure  water  and  pure 
milk  and  carefully  inspected  food.     We  must  care  for  the 
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health  of  the  people.    Will  we  awaken  to  the  fact  that  there 
are  moral  delinquencies  that  are  equally  contagious? 

Make  a  spot  map  of  Chicago  or  any  other  great  city  and 
what  do  you  find?  Spot  the  delinquency  cases  and  then 
spot  the  economic  limitations,  then  spot  the  poor  housing. 
What  happens?  The  spots  are  all  in  the  same  area.  The 
same  area  in  Chicago  was  once  inhabited  by  Irish.  The 
Irish  moved  out  and  the  German  came  in.  The  Germans 
moved  out  and  the  Poles  came  in.  The  Poles  moved  out 
and  the  Negroes  came  in.  Perhaps  the  Negroes  moved  out 
and  the  Mexicans  came  in,  and  in  that  area  there  has  been 
a  uniformly  high  incidence  of  juvenile  delinquency.  Why? 
Because  people  are  given  to  juvenile  delinuency?  Not  so, 
but  because  under  those  economic  conditions  and  under 
those  housing  conditions,  and  without  decent  recreation, 
boys  just  inevitably  succumb  to  the  evil  forces  and  in- 
fluences of  the  community. 

If  we  had  an  area  in  Chicago  where  typhoid  fever  oc- 
curred year  after  year  and  generation  after  generation,  we 
would  do  something  about  it.  Why  should  not  the  Church 
be  concerned  with  the  moral  epidemics  that  afflict  our  com- 
munities, and  say  this  matter  of  juvenile  delinquency  is 
something  that  will  not  let  us  sleep  nights,  and  say  some- 
thing must  be  done  to  protect  us  against  the  moral  as  well 
as  against  the  physical  disease  sof  the  community? 

We  know  more  about  alcohol  today  than  any  generation 
has  ever  known.  We  know  something  of  its  effect  upon 
the  mental  life  of  people.  We  know  the  effect  it  has  in 
landing  people  in  state  mental  hospitals.  We  recognize  the 
way  in  which  it  paralyzes  the  upper  levels  of  the  brain,  puts 
judgment  out  of  gear,  makes  people  liable  to  get  into  not 
only  automobile  accidents  but  into  grave  moral  accidents  as 
well. 

Shall  we  be  indifferent  to  a  brazen  liquor  traffic  that 
comes  back  without  having  learned  anything  and  seeks  once 
more  to  put  the  mark  of  alcoholic  liquor  slavery  upon  our 
country?  Or  shall  the  Church  awaken  anew  with  a  deeper 
understanding  and  a  truer  and  more  profound  message 
about  the  menace  of  alcohol  as  an  individual  and  racial  and 
social  posion,  and  do  something  to  restrain  this  vast  and 
growing  evil  in  the  civilization  of  today? 

We  live  in  an  age  when  people  are  tremendously  con- 
cerned over  the  peril  of  Fascism  and  Nazism.  They  say 
the  great  autocracies  and  dictatorships  across  the  sea  are 
a  menace  to  democratic  countries,  and  for  that  reason  we 
are  building  up  ourselves  great  armaments  and  spending 
astonishing  sums  on  military  preparations. 
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We  are  told  that  we  must  guard  against  the  dictatorships. 
I  wish  you  would  read  an  article  in  the  May  number  of  the 
Survey  Graphic  by  Gunnar  Myrdal,  a  Swedish  economist, 
in  which  he  analyzes  the  position  of  Sweden  in  an  article 
entitled  "With  Dictators  as  Neighbors."  He  recognizes 
that  over  against  the  tremendous  military  might  of  Ger- 
many and  of  Russia  the  power  of  Sweden  is  very  small,  and 
yet  he  believes  there  is  hope  for  Sweden.  Why?  Because 
he  says  the  real  Swedish  frontier  is  within  and  on  that 
frontier  Sweden  is  impregnable. 

What  does  he  mean?  He  means  that  in  Sweden,  through 
wise  economic  organization,  and  through  a  consistent  and 
long-continued  and  well-worked-out  system  of  social  se- 
curity, there  is  among  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Swedish 
people  contentment,  trust,  faith  in  the  social  organization 
of  which  they  are  a  part. 

Unemployment,  reduced  to  a  minimum,  protects  against 
old  age  and  against  sickness,  and  because  the  Swedish  peo- 
ple have  developed  a  social  order  in  which  they  are  con- 
tented and  in  which  they  have  confidence  and  trust,  neither 
the  Nazis  nor  the  Communists  can  interject  a  decisive  note. 
Communism  and  Nazism  can  only  conquer  where  they  can 
first  of  all  divide. 

It  is  only  where  they  find  social  ills  that  have  been  neg- 
lected and  social  wrongs  that  have  not  been  cared  for  that 
they  can  come  in  with  their  propaganda  and  arouse  a  party 
in  their  behalf.  But  in  a  community  like  Sweden,  where 
these  conditions  do  not  exist,  we  find  it  different.  Sweden 
is  exempt  from  the  power  of  Nazism  or  Communism.  They 
have  free  speech  in  Sweden.  They  let  the  Communists 
and  Nazis  talk  their  heads  off,  but  they  know  they  cannot 
overcome  the  satisfaction  that  the  Swedish  people  have  in 
the  efficiency  of  their  social  organization. 

Some  weeks  ago,  President  Roosevelt  was  quoted  as  say- 
ing the  frontier  of  America  is  on  the  Rhine.  He  vigorously 
denied  ever  having  said  it.  I  assume  that  denial  was  true; 
but  other  people  are  saying  it.  Too  many  people  are  look- 
ing to  the  Rhine  as  if  that  were  our  frontier. 

My  message  to  you  tonight  is  that  the  frontier  of  Amer- 
ica is  not  on  the  Rhine.  The  frontier  of  America  runs 
down  Main  Street,  runs  through  every  industrial  town, 
runs  past  every  mortgaged  farm,  runs  in  the  midst  of  every 
underprivileged  and  embittered  racial  or  economic  or  social 
group  anywhere  in  the  country.  That  is  America's  most 
dangerous  frontier.  If  we  can  change  that  frontier  until 
there  is  contentment,  until  on  that  frontier  people  realize 
that  social  and  industrial  justice  are  being  sought,  that 
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social  security  is  being  arrived  at,  that  there  is  care  for 
human  life  and  human  values  on  that  frontier,  then  we  shall 
have  the  kind  of  security  that  Sweden  has,  the  security 
that  will  make  it  impossible  for  any  Fascist  or  Communist 
attack  to  divide  us  within,  and  the  Church  can  guard  that 
frontier. 

Government,  in  the  last  analysis,  is  by  public  opinion, 
and  the  Church,  a  great  body  like  this  reunited  Methodism, 
par  excellence,  can  mold  the  public  opinion  that  can  say  to 
Government,  "Neglect  not  this  inner  frontier." 

The  community  is  the  larger  home ;  the  spirit,  the  ideals, 
the  co-operation,  the  good  will  which  characterize  the  fam- 
ily home  must  be  carried  out  into  the  city  streets,  into  the 
country  lanes,  into  the  community  life  of  the  nation. 

The  school  is  a  successful  social  pattern.  What  we  have 
done  in  the  public  school  by  way  of  sound  and  reasonable 
care  for  human  life  can  be  done  and  must  be  done  in  the 
field  of  unemployment.  Public  morals  are  as  important  as 
public  health  and  what  we  have  achieved  in  physical  health 
we  must  now  go  on  to  achieve  in  moral  health. 

If  the  community  can  guard  that  inner  frontier,  then  we 
shall  have  taken  a  concrete,  definite,  practical,  immediate 
step  toward  the  actual  building  of  a  Christian  civilization. 

ADDRESS  OF  MODERATOR  CHARLES  W.  WELCH 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Fellow  Christians:  I  bring  you  the 
greetings  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  and  then 
becoming  characteristically  Methodist  I  would  say  there  are 
two  million  of  us.  Of  course,  if  the  Southern  Presbyterians 
were  to  join  in  with  us  like  these  dear  friends  of  mine 
dov/n  here  from  the  South,  it  would  make  it  two  million 
and  a  half.  Tlien  when  the  Episcopalians  and  we  get  to- 
gether— 

But  taking  it  just  as  it  is  we  are  great  spenders,  we 
Presbyterians,  U.  S.  A.  We  spend  a  million  a  week.  That 
is  fifty  cents  apiece,  and  the  vast  majority  of  that  fifty 
cents  is  like  the  vast  majority  of  every  fifty  cents  you  eight 
million  people  spend  on  the  Church.    It  is  on  ourselves. 

But  I  come  to  you  tonight  with  a  challenge  because  I 
know  as  well  as  Dr.  Rice  does  that  it  is  not  this  whole 
evening.  I  know  better  than  even  the  presiding  officer  here 
does  just  how  insistent  you  are  going  to  be  in  about  eighteen 
minutes. 

I  come  to  you  with  a  challenge.  I  have  been  sitting  in 
these  two  days  feeling  this  Uniting  Conference..  I  have 
heard  your  organization  grind.  I  come  now  to  challenge 
you  to  another  unity  that  will  not  take  so  long  getting  into 
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action.  We  may  begin  tonight — the  unity  of  the  spirit  of 
our  Lord. 

However  much  organization  you  have — and  how  well  it 
has  been  done  and  how  splendidly  executed — you  and  I 
still  need  that  without  which  the  Church  cannot  get  on. 

And  the  Church  is  needed  today  as  it  never  was  before, 
your  Church  and  mine.  And  if  you  and  I — my  Church 
and  your  Church,  and  all  the  churches  we  claim  to  be 
Christian — do  not  become  Christians  pretty  soon,  this 
world  is  gone  the  way  of  the  sinner  and  the  transgressor 
who  never  came  back  until  someone  goes  after  them. 

Listen  to  that  passage  of  Scripture  on  which  every  Meth- 
odist preacher  in  the  world  has  preached  overmuch:  "He 
came  to  his  own,  and  his  own  received  him  not."  That  is 
what  he  has  done  and  that  is  more  than  you  and  I  have  done. 
But  you  know  that  first  "own"  is  a  neuter  plural  and  means 
"things,"  which,  taken  compositely,  means  "He  came  to  his 
own  task  and  his  own  [masculine  plural]  would  not  have 
it  so." 

He  had  a  world  to  save.  The  Church  has  been  dedicated 
to  the  task.  One  of  the  first  things  we  did  was  to  split  all 
to  pieces.  We  have  twelve  branches  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  Now  think  of  that!  We  have  not  as  much  to 
brag  about  as  you  have.  There  have  been  men  enough  on 
this  plaftorm  every  day  I  have  been  here  to  save  America 
if  they  would  go  to  work  at  it. 

Instead  of  that  here  we  all  are. 

The  other  day  one  of  my  friends  in  Detroit  wrote  me, 
"Come  on  up  and  spend  the  night  with  me  and  I  will  have 
one  of  my  elders  take  you  up  to  the  Synod  about  a  hundred 
miles  away."  When  we  had  had  breakfast  the  next  morn- 
ing he  loaded  me  in  on  his  elder  and  he  whispered  to  me 
as  he  did,  "Don't  cross  him." 

I  have  been  in  the  ministry  long  enough  to  know  what 
that  meant.  But  we  drove  along  a  while,  and  we  made 
conversation,  as  preachers  will  with  laymen,  and  laymen 
with  ministers.  Finally  he  said,  as  if  by  inspiration,  "You 
see  that  great  building  over  there?"  I  agreed  that  I  saw  it. 
He  said,  "There  is  where  the  Administration  in  Washing- 
tion  started  these  sit-down  strikes." 

Intsead  of  looking  at  the  building  I  looked  at  this  man. 
He  saw  I  didn't  agree  with  him  and  he  took  his  hands  off 
the  steering  wheel  and  his  feet  off  the  brakes  and  accelera- 
tor, and  just  sat  there  and  looked  at  me.  Remembering 
what  my  friend  had  said  about  not  crossing  him,  I  said, 
"You  are  mistaken  about  me."  And  you  know,  these  lay- 
men get  awfully  haywire  sometimes  in  their  thinking  about 
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things,  I  mean,  going  crooked.  He  said,  "Where  did  they 
begin  if  they  didn't  begin  over  there,  and  who  started  them 
but  the  President?" 

I  said,  "This  sit-down  strike  business  started  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  long  before  you  and  I  were  ever  born." 

He  came  unto  his  own  and  his  own  received  him  not. 
That  is  the  tragedy  in  Kentucky. 

That  is  where  I  come  from.  Dr.  Rice  didn't  tell  you 
that;  he  didn't  know.  I  have  listened  to  more  of  his  junk 
speeches — I  mean  speeches  about  junk.  Don't  tell  my  wife 
about  that  because  she  likes  him.  He  comes  and  talks  to 
us  about  the  Goodwill  Industries  and  when  he  has  gone  they 
bring  the  bags  around  and  ask  the  Presbyterians  to  fill 
them. 

Our  tragedy  in  Kentucky  is  the  tragedy  that  is  in  Mis- 
souri; the  tragedy  in  Louisville  is  the  tragedy  that  is  in 
Kansas  City.  Our  penitentiaries  in  Kentucky  are  crowded 
and  so  are  our  insane  asylums.  And  you  ask  me  what  the 
reason  for  that  is.  I  answer  you :  The  Christian  Church 
has  been  seated,  0,  so  long,  doing  nothing  at  the  task  of 
winning  men  because  they  are  not  their  own.  It  makes  a 
difference  if  it  is  your  boy  or  someone's  else.  But  it  is 
Christ's  task  to  win  them. 

The  Rotarians  sat  there  that  Thursday.  Everyone  who 
came  in  her  neighborhood  said  to  the  assistant  secretary 
something  endearing  and  sweet  and  called  her  by  her  first 
name  and  as  soon  as  the  gong  struck  they  hurried  back 
down  to  Main  Street  without  asking — without  taking  the 
trouble  to  ask,  "What  is  that  sign  of  mental  unrest  on 
your  face?" 

They  went  out  and  she  took  the  elevator  to  the  topmost 
floor  of  that  building  in  which  they  meet  every  Thursday 
and  then  waited.  What  must  have  been  her  torture  until 
the  time  came  when  the  sun  was  setting  and  she  threw  her- 
self out  onto  the  pavement  sixteen  floors  below? 

There  was  a  great  crowd  of  great  men  who  have  it  as  the 
core  of  their  gospel:  "He  profits  most  who  serves  best." 

That  woman,  that  seamstress  there  in  a  Christian  home ; 
three  children.  She  said  to  the  three  of  them,  but  prin- 
cipally to  the  eldest,  sixteen,  "Don't  you  ever  miss  going  to 
Sunday  school,  because  the  best  people  of  this  community 
go  to  Sunday  school."  Then  she  said,  "Mr.  So  and  So,  he 
is  an  elder — he  is  an  ofl^cer  in  that  church."  It  might  have 
been  an  elder;  I  don't  know.  "He  is  responsible  for  the 
Sunday  school,  and  you  will  see  him  there." 

And  so  they  began  to  look  for  this  very  representative 
man  and  never  saw  him.     One  day  the  boy  said  to  his 
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mother,  who  was  perturbed  as  all  mothers  are  who  haven't 
a  man  standing  by  their  side  to  help — it  might  be  the  min- 
ister in  some  cases,  but  more  often  than  not  it  isn't  the 
minister.  He  said  to  her,  "I'm  not  going  to  Sunday  school." 
Did  you  ever  hear  an  expression  like  that? 

That  little  woman's  face  went  white,  because  she  knew 
what  happens,  what  happens  to  a  boy  who  doesn't  go  to 
Sunday  school.  But  he  didn't  feel  good  inside,  so  he  went 
back  the  next  Sunday.  That  is  what  happened  with  that 
man  who  sat  there  in  the  upper  room  and  sent  his  own 
children  on  to  Sunday  school  in  order  that  he  might  read 
the  funny  papers.  The  first  Sunday  he  did  it  he  didn't 
feel  good  himself.  And  then  the  boy  looked  around  for 
some  more  boys  and  he  didn't  see  any. 

Several  months  went  by;  0  many  months  went  by  and 
this  same  woman,  whose  seamstress  this  boy's  mother  was 
in  Kentucky,  felt  her  employer  come  into  the  room  and  she 
felt  her  draw  near  and  then  she  did  what  she  had  never 
done — she  put  her  arms  about  that  poor  wretched  woman, 
and  then  the  woman  and  she  herself  went  white  and  she 
cried  out  as  only  a  mother  like  that  does — whether  we  know 
it  or  not — "What  is  wrong?" 

She  answered,  "Mary  Ann  has  just  come  in  and  she  said 
that  they  have  sent  your  boy  William  to  the  penitentiary 
this  afternoon."  And  then  that  poor  woman's  heart  broke 
and  that  leading  man,  that  official  of  the  church,  remained 
seated  in  that  lovely,  luxurious  den  of  his,  with  luxurious 
bedroom  slippers  and  his  lounging  robe;  never  knowing 
nor  understanding  that  he  could  go  down  to  the  peniten- 
tiary where  that  boy  was  and  say,  "Let  me  see  him;  he  is 
my  man ;  he  is  there  because  I  stood  Christ  up.  I  stood  him 
up.  I  took  everything  he  had  to  give;  I  took  the  honor;  I 
took  the  place  of  prominence  in  his  Church  and  then  let 
one  of  his  lambs  slip  through." 

That  is  what  the  Church  has  been  doing,  while  it  has 
been  organizing.  Think!  Think  of  what  it  is  costing  this 
country  alone,  to  say  nothing  of  the  world,  this  matter  of 
crime,  these  youngsters  that  grow  younger  every  year  than 
twenty  when  they  become  criminals.  Think  what  it  costs 
to  keep  them,  when  if  these  men  had  good  sense  and  had  no 
Christianity  at  all,  but  did  put  that  amount  in  the  Church's 
program — and  I  believe  they  will  when  the  Church  comes 
to  unite  in  its  spirit,  for  the  salvation  of  these,  for  Christ's 
sake. 

Think  of  those  battleships  they  are  getting  ready  to 
build.  Think  if  we  had  someone  who  knew  enough  to  know 
what  a  battleship  would  do  with  the  backing  of  the  spirit  of 
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God  in  the  hearts  of  his  Church,  around  the  world.  It 
would  be  a  different  story. 

And  these  jails,  these  guards,  this  graft!  If  men  across 
America  would  open  their  eyes  to  these  things ! 

I  often  think  of  H.  C.  Morrison,  who  is  an  evangelist 
down  in  our  state.  If  it  hadn't  been  for  him,  I  likely 
wouldn't  be  here  tonight.  And  I  am  always  grateful  to  the 
Southern  Methodist  Church  for  H.  C.  Morrison.  I  would 
like  to  hear  every  sermon  he  preaches.  A  Methodist  stew- 
ard, whose  office  I  swept  out  many  a  morning  for  a  quarter, 
slipped  up  to  my  side  and  said  to  me,  after  I  had  slipped  into 
the  church  and  stood  there  like  an  adult,  making  out  like  I 
had  been  there  all  evening,  "Don't  you  think  it  would  make 
your  mother  gladder  than  she  has  been  in  years  if,  when 
you  go  home,  you  tell  her  you  gave  your  heart  and  life  to 
her  Lord?"    I  haven't  answered  him  yet. 

There  were  a  lot  of  people  in  the  choir  who  couldn't  sing 
a  note.  One  fellow  couldn't  do  anything  but  play  on  the  pic- 
colo; but  he  was  there  with  his  piccolo,  and  that  is  more 
than  some  of  the  members  of  the  Church  do.  That  was  in 
the  little  old  red  Methodist  Church  in  Franklin,  Ky. 

I  have  always  thanked  God  for  Dr.  Morrison.  But  do 
you  know,  we  are  not  doing  enough  of  that?  So  this  chal- 
lenge tonight  is  in  behalf  of  economy.  If  you  can  get  these 
economists  all  together  and  have  them  advise  the  President 
that  the  thing  for  America  to  do  is  for  all  of  us  people  who 
claim  to  be  Christians  to  quit  talking  about  it  and  go  to 
practicing  it — tonight!  And  then  the  penitentiaries  will 
be  lessened.  Then  the  insane  asylums  will  not  be  needed 
because  there  will  not  be  reason  for  these  things  that  cause 
them  to  exist. 

Do  you  remember  the  story  of  the  first  Easter  Day  and 
those  two  men  walking  down  the  way,  those  seven  miles? 
When  they  got  to  the  end  of  the  road  and  the  stranger  who 
would  join  them  went  in  and  sat  down  in  the  most  ordinary 
experience,  that  of  breaking  bread,  they  recognized  him. 

You  know  what  they  did.  The  records  say  they  rose  up 
quickly  and  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and  they  were  going  to 
tell  the  people  gathered  in  the  Upper  Room  for  fear  of  the 
Jews  that  they  had  seen  the  Lord ;  but  He  beat  them  to  it, 
for  He  had  been  there  before.  They  had  retraced  the  seven 
miles,  the  Sabbath  journey,  which  was  against  the  law  and 
against  the  religion  of  that  day.  It  was  Rule  So  and  So, 
No.  56,  or  whatever  it  is.    But  they  arose  up  quickly. 

When  the  Church  does  that,  the  newspapers  across  the 
land  are  going  to  say  something  about  you.  They  are  go- 
ing to  tell  the  truth.     They  are  going  to  rise  up  and  say. 
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"The  Christians  have  commenced  to  act  as  if  they  believed 
the  immortal  word  written  in  the  greatest  of  books."  But 
in  that  Book  is  one  of  the  saddest  sentences  I  know  any- 
where: "But  Thomas,  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Didymus, 
was  not  there  when  Jesus  came." 

But  Thomas — your  friend,  your  husband,  your  neighbor, 
your  golf  partner — was  not  there ! 

I  have  spent  hours  trying  to  imagine  why  Thomas  was 
not  there  that  day.  Did  somebody  forget?  Did  somebody 
say,  "No,  no,  I'll  not  go  by  for  him  now,"  like  you  have 
sidestepped  the  old-fashioned  class  meeting  for  which  many 
others  as  well  as  Methodists  have  been  glad  that  it  ever  ex- 
isted?   No,  I  wouldn't  do  that !    They  left  him  where  he  was. 

Can  you  remember  tonight,  and  be  honest  about  it,  how 
many  men  and  women  are  in  hell  because  you  sat  where 
you  were,  claiming  to  be  a  Christian — claiming,  claiming 
to  be  bound  together?  Think  of  the  buildings  for  the  pun- 
ishment of  crime  we  would  not  need  if  eight  million  Meth- 
odists were  to  be  spiritually  minded.  You  set  the  Presby- 
terians an  example  and  may  they  follow  it! 

How  much  fun  and  happiness  my  intimate  friend  here, 
in  The  Methodist  Church,  must  have  'way  down  the  next 
block  from  me,  and  how  we  have  gone  year  after  year  in 
and  out  each  other's  houses.  We  could  do  that,  couldn't 
we?  If  we  could  do  that,  couldn't  we  go  sometime  to  a  door 
just  outside  of  which  He  is  always  standing?  The  latch 
string  is  always  on  your  side  and  my  side.  He  is  always 
knocking. 

Down  in  Kentucky  we  have  what  you  had  here  this  after- 
noon to  such  great  delight — the  Negroes.  What  hearts  they 
have,  and  how  we  white  people  who  were  reared  with  them 
love  them!  There  came  a  time  when  the  State  Legislature 
of  Kentucky  said,  "No  more  of  that;  no  more  co-educa- 
tional activity  with  Whites  and  Negroes." 

Then  some  friends  of  our  Lord  built  Lincoln  Institute, 
and  then  some  more  friends  furnished  it.  Then  they  sent 
word  to  Berea,  in  the  foothills  of  the  Cumberland  Moun- 
tains, to  Dr.  Thompson,  "Come  on!"  and  the  message  was 
handed  him  in  the  Chapel.  He  stood  up  and  motioned  to 
the  Negroes,  "Come  on !"  and  he  led  that  Negro  migration 
from  Berea  to  Lincoln  Institute. 

After  they  were  all  settled,  my  family  physician  and  I 
would  go  there  and  sit  on  the  platform  with  him  as  he 
talked  to  these  young  people  as  if  they  had  been  of  his  own 
blood.  How  he  loved  them!  Christ  did.  Why  shouldn't 
you  and  I?    Then  we  would  go  away  and  go  back  again. 

Then  the  day  came  when  my  family  physician  said  to 
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me:  "I  examined  Dr.  Thompson  this  morning,  as  I  do  once 
a  year,  and  you'd  never  guess  what  I  found."  I  don't  guess 
much  around  doctors!  "Do  you  know,  I  found  on  each  one 
of  his  knees  a  great  upraised  callous  place.  What  does 
that  mean?"  he  said. 

That  means  what  you  and  I  tonight  know  it  means  when 
you  and  I  feel  it  most.  It  meant  that  he  was  on  his  knees 
for  these  Negroes  and  for  the  rest  of  us  whom  he  knew 
and  for  the  rest  of  the  world.  That  is  what  the  world  is 
waiting  for. 

Out  West,  when  I  was  visiting  the  Presbyterian  centers 
just  a  while  ago,  when  I  would  mention  the  budget  at  Wash- 
ington not  being  balanced,  some  of  them  would  get  a  little 
restive,  like  you  are;  but  do  you  know  any  people  who 
are  paying  less  attention  to  balanced  budgets  in  America 
than  are  the  Christian  people? 

When  my  budget  was  raised  they  telephoned  me:  "The 
budget  is  raised."  There  was  $1,700  to  spare  and  it  had 
already  been  appropriated.  I  said  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Budget  Committee:  "What  about  the  budget  on  the  left- 
hand  side?"  He  said:  "What  budget?"  He  thought  he 
had  left  out  something — as  he  had  without  knowing.  The 
budget  on  the  left-hand  side  are  those  people  I  have  been 
talking  about  tonight  who,  if  you  and  I  do  not  win  them  to 
Christ,  will  never  be  won  and  they  will  go  on  down  the 
way.     Let's  balance  the  budget,  we  Methodists. 

I  love  The  Methodist  Church  because  I  knew  it  when  it 
was  spiritual.  That  is  the  way  it  kept  me  from  going  to 
hell.  There  were  five  of  us  who  came  into  that  little  Meth- 
odist Church  there  in  the  vestibule  and  turned  to  the  right 
where  there  was  a  vacant  pew.  I  wondered  where  the  Pres- 
byterian elders  were  that  night  when  I  found  the  pew  va- 
cant, or  where  the  preachers  of  the  town  were. 

One  of  those  boys,  one  of  the  five  who  remained,  was 
killed  in  a  drunken  brawl.  Two  others  of  them  saw  time 
in  one  of  our  penitentiaries.  You  see,  the  margin  is  get- 
ting very  narrow.  And  Christ  continues  to  come  to  his  own 
and  his  own  will  not  have  it  so. 

If  when  you  leave  tomorrow  night  or  the  day  that  fol- 
lows, and  you  pray,  include  the  Presbyterians,  Northern 
and  Southern,  and  the  Protestant  Episcopal  and  all  the 
other  branches  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Baptist  and  Chris- 
tian and  Disciple  Churches,  that  all  of  us  may  hear  him 
say  to  us  that  night,  "Ye  must,  ye  must  be  born  again 
yourselves  before  you  can  bring  anyone  else  to  conversion," 
for  no  teacher,  no  pastor,  no  Bishop,  no  denomination  can 
bring  anyone  nearer  to  God  than  he  is  himself.

DR.  CLARENCE  TRUE  WILSON 
By  Dr.  Ernest  H.  Cherrington 

The  death  of  Dr.  Clarence  True  Wilson  on  February  16, 
1939,  at  Portland,  Oregon,  brought  to  a  close  the  career  of 
one  of  the  best-known  temperance  leaders  in  America. 

Dr.  Wilson  was  born  at  Milton,  Del.,  April  24,  1872.  He 
was  the  son  of  Rev.  John  Alfred  B.  Wilson,  a  Methodist 
preacher  long  connected  with  the  Wilmington  Annual  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

He  attended  a  private  school  in  Wilmington,  Del.,  the 
Washington  Academy  at  Princess  Anne,  Md.,  St.  Johns 
College,  Annapolis,  Md.,  and  the  University  of  Southern 
California,  from  which  university  he  was  graduated  in 
1894  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  As  a  result  of 
his  scholarship  achievements  in  the  University  of  South- 
ern California,  he  became  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 
He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  from  Mc- 
Clay  College  of  Theology  in  Los  Angeles  in  1895,  the  de- 
gree of  Ph.B.  from  San  Joaquin  Valley  College,  California, 
in  1897,  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  St.  Johns 
College,  Annapolis,  Md.,  in  1900,  and  the  degree  of  LL.D. 
from  Washington  College,  Chestertown,  Md.,  in  1926. 

While  he  was  a  pastor  in  Portland,  Doctor  Wilson  met 
and  married  Mrs.  Maude  Aikin  Tifft,  November  27,  1907, 
whose  daughter,  Virginia,  is  now  the  wife  of  Dr.  Charles 
C.  Petherman,  of  Portland.  A  younger  daughter,  Maribeth, 
is  now  a  student  at  the  University  of  Oregon. 

On  May  1,  1910,  Doctor  Wilson  was  elected  General  Sec- 
retary of  the  Temperance  Society  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  with  headquarters  in  Chicago. 

For  a  year  and  a  half  after  Doctor  Wilson's  election  as 
secretary,  the  Temperance  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  continued  its  headquarters  in  Chicago.  In 
1912,  however,  the  General  Conference  fixed  Topeka,  Kans., 
as  the  society  headquarters.  In  1916,  at  the  General  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Saratoga 
Springs,  N.  Y.,  the  name  of  this  society  was  changed  to 
that  of  The  Board  of  Temperance,  Prohibition,  and  Public 
Morals  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  with  headquar- 
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ters  at  Washington,  D.  C.  Under  Doctor  Wilson's  leader- 
ship this  Board  came  to  be  recognized  as  one  of  the  most 
important  agencies  in  the  movement  for  sobriety  and  pub- 
lic morality. 

The  Methodist  Building  in  Washington  originated  in  the 
mind  of  Doctor  Wilson.  It  is  his  great  dream  transformed 
into  beautiful  reality  by  his  leadership,  persistency,  and 
devotion.  He  succeeded  in  demonstrating  the  advisability 
and  the  practicability  of  this  building  enterprise  to  Bishop 
William  Fraser  McDowell,  who,  as  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Temperance  and  Resident  Bishop  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  Washington,  gave  full  and  most  effec- 
tive co-operation  in  bringing  this  great  undertaking  to 
fruition.  This  building  of  white  limestone,  standing  be- 
tween the  great  Senate  Office  Building  and  the  magnificent 
building  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  and  facing  the 
east  front  of  the  National  Capitol  building  and  grounds,  is 
a  beautiful  monument  to  the  tireless  efforts  of  Doctor  Wil- 
son. 

He  was  the  author  of  books  which  have  had  wide  circu- 
lation, including  The  Things  That  Are  to  Be,  a  theological 
book  written  when  the  author  was  but  26 ;  Dry  or  Die :  The 
Anglo-Saxon  Dilemma,  published  in  1912;  The  Divine  Right 
of  Democracy,  in  1919;  That  Flame  of  Living  Fire,  1930. 
He  was  one  of  the  editors  of  The  Cyclopedia  of  Tenvper- 
ance,  Prohibition,  ami  Public  Morals,  published  in  1916, 
and  was  a  co-author  of  The  Case  for  Prohibitiori,  1922,  said 
to  be  one  of  the  strongest  defenses  of  prohibition  in  print. 

During  the  entire  campaign  for  national  prohibition  Doc- 
tor Wilson  spoke  for  that  cause  from  ocean  to  ocean  and 
from  the  Lakes  to  the  Gulf.  When  at  last  the  Eighteenth 
Amendment  was  secured,  he  did  not  cease  his  efforts  or  as- 
sume that  the  fight  was  over.  He  continued  to  fight  for 
proper  enforcement  of  prohibition  laws,  both  state  and 
national,  to  secure  adequate  action  on  the  part  of  the  fed- 
eral and  state  governments  against  bootlegging,  and  to  pro- 
mote educational  efforts  teaching  the  value  of  total  absti- 
nence and  respect  for  law.  When  national  prohibition  was 
finally  repealed  in  1933,  he  immediately  set  to  work  in 
speaking  campaigns  across  the  country  to  warn  the  Church 
people  of  the  inevitable  consequences  of  repeal  and  again 
to  build  sentiment  for  the  return  of  the  prohibition  policy 
in  the  smaller  communities,  the  counties,  the  states,  and 
the  nation. 

Doctor  Wilson  was  an  official  delegate  to  the  General 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  1916  and 
in  1924.     He  was  also  a  delegate  to  the  Ecumenical  Con- 
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ference  held  in  London,  England,  in  1921.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Simplified  Spelling  Board  and  of  the  National 
Temperance  Council  and  was  Vice-President  of  the  Inter- 
national Reform  Federation.  He  has  spoken  in  every  state 
of  the  Union,  in  Canada,  and  in  England  and  France.  He 
was  a  Mason,  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows  Order,  a  Repub- 
lican, and  an  ardent  opponent  of  the  beverage  alcohol 
traffic  in  every  form. 

For  some  time  prior  to  1936  Doctor  Wilson  struggled 
with  the  problem  of  failing  health.  At  the  General  Con- 
ference of  that  year,  which  was  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  he 
took  the  platform  on  a  question  of  personal  privilege  and 
requested,  on  behalf  of  himself  and  Mrs.  Wilson,  that  he  be 
released  from  the  position  of  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Temperance,  Prohibition,  and  Public  Morals.  He 
was  made  Secretary  Emeritus  of  the  Board,  and  after  the 
General  Conference  he  and  Mrs.  Wilson  moved  back  to 
Oregon  into  a  beautiful  small  home  located  at  Gresham, 
some  ten  miles  from  the  city  of  Portland.  Suffering  a 
stroke  in  1936,  from  which  he  never  fully  recovered,  al- 
though he  had  shown  remarkable  recuperative  powers,  he 
passed  away  early  in  the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  February 
16,  1939. 

Doctor  Wilson  was  peculiarly  endowed  with  qualities 
which  helped  to  prepare  him  for  his  great  task.  These 
have  been  manifested  in  many  ways  in  his  very  active  life 
of  more  than  sixty-six  years.  His  educational  qualifica- 
tions, ability,  courage,  zeal,  and  enthusiasm,  along  with  his 
courteous  manner  and  attractive  personality,  gave  him  ac- 
cess to  the  hearts  and  minds  of  .multitudes  of  those  with 
whom  he  came  in  contact.  These  qualities  were  of  great 
value  and  contributed  in  a  large  way  to  his  success.  He 
had  his  share  of  critics  and  opponents,  but  he  also  had  a 
veritable  army  of  enthusiastic,  admiring  friends  and  de- 
voted supporters  throughout  the  nation.  The  attacks  upon 
him  by  the  friends  of  the  liquor  traffic  gave  ample  proof  of 
the  effectiveness  of  his  work.  He  was  an  eloquent  and  suc- 
cessful preacher  of  the  gospel;  he  was  an  impressive  and 
entertaining  platform  lecturer;  he  was  a  resourceful  and 
alert  debater.  When  it  came  to  the  temperance  issue,  he 
was  an  indomitable  crusader  of  the  Plumed  Knight  Brigade. 

Doctor  Wilson  lived  and  worked  in  four  distinct  periods 
of  the  temperance  movement.  The  earliest  was  that  period 
in  American  life  when  the  liquor  traffic  throughout  the  na- 
tion largely  controlled  business,  politics,  and  government. 
He  was  in  the  midst  of  the  activities  of  the  period  when 
increasingly  the  liquor  interests  were  losing  ground  and 
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the  temperance  forces  were  advancing  to  influence  and 
power.  He  was  very  closely  connected  with  the  activities 
of  the  National  Prohibition  period,  with  its  tragedy  of 
promise  without  performance  by  public  officials  and  will- 
ingness to  sacrifice  even  the  public  safety  and  welfare  to 
political  expediency.  He  witnessed  the  first  five  years  of 
the  period  of  prohibition  repeal  and  reaction  with  its  disil- 
lusionment. Through  all  these  periods  he  held  strenuously 
to  his  convictions.  He  did  not  swerve  from  the  major  posi- 
tion he  had  taken.  He  did  not  lower  his  flag,  he  did  not  lose 
his  faith,  nor  did  he  for  a  moment  doubt  the  ultimate  suc- 
cess of  his  cause. 

RULES  OF  PRACTICE  AND  ORDER 

Adopted  by  the  Judicial  Council  of  The 
Methodist  Church 

1.  Officers.  The  officers  of  the  Judicial  Council  shall  be 
a  President,  a  Vice-President,  and  a  Secretary,  to  be  elected 
quadrennially  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Council. 

2.  Duties  of  President.  The  President  shall  perform  all 
duties  incident  to  the  office  of  a  Presiding  Officer  of  a  judi- 
cial body,  including  the  right  to  call  the  Judicial  Council 
into  session,  as  provided  by  the  Discipline. 

3.  Duties  of  the  Vice-President.  In  case  of  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President,  or  at  the  request  of  the  President, 
the  Vice-President  shall  preside  over  part  or  all  of  any  ses- 
sion of  the  Judicial  Council  and  perform  all  duties  devolv- 
ing upon  the  Presiding  Officer  while  so  presiding  at  such 
session. 

4.  Duties  of  the  Secretary.  The  Secretary  shall  perform 
all  duties  incident  to  the  position  of  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  a 
judicial  body,  and  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  requested  of 
him  by  the  Judicial  Council,  among  which  shall  be: 

(1)  To  keep  a  correct  and  ample  record  of  all  proceed- 
ings of  the  Judicial  Council,  including  discussions,  opinions, 
and  all  other  actions  taken  by  the  Council. 

(2)  To  keep  the  docket  and  perform  the  duties  incident 
thereto,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(3)  To  furnish  certified  copy  or  copies  of  the  record  of 
the  action  of  the  Judicial  Council,  or  any  matter  deter- 
mined by  it,  to  the  party  or  parties  interested  and  to  such 
other  matters  as  may  have  a  right  thereto. 

(4)  To  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  of  Bishops 
certified  copies  of  all  decisions  of  the  Judicial  Council  on 
questions  of  law,  as  provided  by  ^  607  of  the  Discipline. 

(5)  To  notify  the  President  of  the  Judicial  Council  im- 
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mediately  upon  the  filing  of  any  matter  submitted  to  the 
Judicial  Council  for  determination,  giving  him  a  full  and 
complete  statement  of  the  matter  involved,  together  with 
such  additional  data  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

5.  Docket.  A  docket  shall  be  kept  in  v^hich  shall  be  en- 
tered on  separate  sheets,  and  consecutively  numbered,  all 
matters  of  v^hatever  kind  and  character  that  may  be  brought 
before  the  Judicial  Council  for  determination,  on  vi^hich 
docket  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall  make  notations  of 
all  actions  taken  during  the  pendency  of  any  matter  en- 
tered thereon,  including  the  final  determination  thereof. 

At  the  conclusion  of  any  Annual  or  General  Conference 
session  of  the  Judicial  Council  there  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  Record  the  disposition  of  each  and  every  item  of  busi- 
ness pending  upon  the  docket,  whether  continued  or  deter- 
mined, and  all  matters  finally  disposed  of  shall  be  dropped 
from  the  active  docket,  and  all  papers,  documents,  and  ex- 
hibits in  all  matters  finally  disposed  of  shall  be  returned 
to  and  preserved  by  the  Secretary. 

(6)   Proceedings  Preparatory  for  Hearing. 

(1)  When  any  matter  is  appealed  to  the  Judicial  Coun- 
cil for  determination,  the  document  or  documents  and  ex- 
hibits setting  forth  the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Judicial  Council,  and  entered  by  him  upon  the 
docket  of  the  Council. 

(2)  When  a  cause  has  been  placed  on  the  docket  of  the 
Judicial  Council,  the  Secretary  thereof  shall,  within  thirty 
(30)  days  from  said  date,  furnish  to  each  member  of  the 
Council  a  copy  of  the  document  or  documents  and  exhibits 
setting  forth  such  appeal,  or  a  careful  and  accurate  digest 
thereof. 

7.  Arguments.  Interested  parties  may  be  heard  in  per- 
son, or  by  others  appearing  for  them,  or  both,  but  not  more 
than  two  on  the  same  side  shall  be  heard  except  by  consent 
of  the  Council.  Arguments  shall  be  limited  to  one  hour 
for  each  side,  but  upon  request  before  the  argument  is  be- 
gun, the  Council  may  allow  such  additional  time  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  for  an  adequate  presentation  of  the  issues 
involved. 

8.  Interested  Persons  Not  Pai'ties  May  Be  Heard.  Any 
person  or  persons  not  parties  to  the  record,  but  interested 
in  a  question  of  law  pending  before  the  Judicial  Council 
may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  be  heard  thereon 
before  the  Council  in  session. 

9.  Decisions.  All  decisions  by  the  Council  shall  be  in 
writing  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  opinion  in  which 
the  reasons  upon  which  it  is  based  shall  be  stated  with  a 
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citation  of  the  pertinent  authorities,  and  shall  show  whether 
or  not  all  members  of  the  Council  concur  in  the  decision, 
giving  the  names  of  such  members  as  do  not  concur.  Any 
member  of  the  Council  who  dissents  may  give  in  writing 
the  reasons  for  his  dissent,  which  shall  be  entered  of  record. 

10.  Approval  and  Signing  of  the  Record.  The  record  of 
all  sessions  of  the  Judicial  Council  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Council  in  session  and  signed  by  the  President  and  attested 
by  the  Secretary. 

11.  Precedents.  The  decisions  of  the  Council,  in  which 
all  the  members  concur,  shall  be  binding  as  precedents,  but 
they  may  be  reviewed  upon  request  and  overruled,  pro- 
vided all  members  concur  in  overruling  them.  A  decision 
in  which  a  majority  of  the  Council  shall  concur,  but  which 
is  not  unanimous,  shall  be  a  final  decision  of  the  matter 
submitted  and  binding  on  the  Church,  but  may  be  over- 
ruled by  a  majority  of  the  Council. 

12.  Publication  of  Decisions.  The  decisions  of  the  Coun- 
cil on  questions  of  law,  with  a  summary  of  the  facts  and 
of  the  opinion,  shall  be  published,  as  the  Judicial  Council 
may  direct,  in  the  Christian  Advocates,  and  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  for  publication  in  such 
form  as  the  General  Conference  may  determine. 

13.  No  Discussions  Outside  Coivncil  Meetings.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Judicial  Council  will  not  permit  discussion  with 
them  on  matters  pending  before  them,  or  that  may  be  re- 
ferred to  them  for  determination,  save  and  except  before 
the  Judical  Council  in  session. 

14.  Rides  May  Be  Amended.  These  rules  may  be  amend- 
ed, repealed,  or  extended  at  any  session  of  the  Judicial 
Council  by  a  majority  vote  thereof. 

THE  STORY  OF  THE  GAVELS 
By  Thomas  P.  Potter 

A  few  years  ago,  to  preserve  for  myself  and  for  the  local 
church  of  which  I  had  been  pastor,  a  memento  of  the  oldest 
known  building  connected  with  the  Methodist  Church  in 
the  early  days  in  Iowa,  I  made  some  gavels  from  wood  taken 
from  that  early  log  home.  From  this  starting  point  I  began 
to  make  gavels  from  historic  Methodist  buildings  and  mis- 
sion fields  and  from  this  collection  came  the  gavels  that 
have  been  used  in  this  Uniting  Conference. 

The  head  of  the  gavel  that  was  used  in  the  opening  ses- 
sion is  made  of  live  oak  taken  from  the  tree  on  St.  Simon's 
Island  off  the  coast  of  Georgia  under  which  John  Wesley 
preached  in  1737.     The  Wesley  Oak  is  listed  among  "Fa- 
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mous  Trees  of  America"  in  a  brochure  of  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Forestry.  The  handle  is  made  of  wood  taken  from 
the  rotting  stump  of  a  tree  on  St.  Simon's,  the  log  of  which 
was  used  to  make  the  bow  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Constitution,  Old 
Ironsides. 

The  head  of  the  second  gavel  is  of  English  oak,  weathered 
by  time,  taken  from  the  first  chapel  that  was  built  in  Kings- 
wood,  Bristol,  England,  in  1739.  The  handle  is  of  wood 
used  in  the  original  John  Street  Church  in  New  York,  dedi- 
cated in  1768.  Thus  are  joined  together  woods  from  the 
first  Methodist  buildings  in  England  and  America. 

The  John  Street  gavel  shows  the  marks  of  the  handmade 
nails  by  which  boards  were  fastened  to  the  timber  from 
which  the  gavel  was  made. 

The  Strawbridge  gavel  is  of  beautifully  grained  oak 
taken  from  the  tree  under  which  Robert  Strawbridge,  an 
Irish  local  preacher,  preached  in  Maryland  at  about  the 
same  time  that  Philip  Embury  began  to  preach  in  New 
York. 

Another  gavel  is  from  St.  George's  Church  in  Philadel- 
phia, dedicated  in  1769,  where  Francis  Asbury  was  pastor 
when  the  first  Methodist  Conference  was  held  in  1773,  and 
where  regular  services  are  held  today — after  170  years — 
the  oldest  Methodist  church  building  in  use  today. 

Barratt's  Chapel,  in  the  Delaware  Capes,  was  built  in 
1780,  and  it  was  here,  on  November  14,  1784,  that  Thomas 
Coke  and  Francis  Asbury  met  to  talk  over  Mr.  Wesley's 
plan  for  the  organization  of  the  Methodists  into  a  Church 
in  America.    The  gavel  is  of  worm-eaten  chestnut. 

Next  in  chronological  order  is  one  of  oak  and  walnut 
taken  from  the  log  cabin  home  of  Colonel  Henry  Hardman 
near  Tipton,  Iowa,  where  on  July  12,  1837,  the  first  Meth- 
odist class  was  organized  in  Cedar  County,  four  years  after 
Iowa  was  opened  for  settlement. 

I  saw  a  carpenter  climb  a  ladder,  take  off  the  split  siding, 
make  an  opening  and  climb  into  the  attic  and  cut  a  piece 
from  a  rafter  in  the  log  cabin  of  John  Listebarger,  where, 
in  1841,  the  first  sermon  was  preached  on  the  banks  of  the 
Cedar  at  the  Rapids.  Today  there  are  4,000  Methodists  in 
what  was  then  an  occasional  preaching  place  on  the  Marion 
Circuit. 

In  1857,  a  little  church  was  built  in  China,  built  because 
someone  dared  to  believe  that  God  would  win  some  folks, 
even  in  China.  From  the  pine  altar  rail,  where  many  found 
Christ,  has  been  fashioned  a.  gavel  which  symbolizes  the 
thousands  who  have  been  won  for  the  Kingdom. 
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From  India  comes  a  piece  of  solwood,  solid  and  strong, 
taken  from  the  first  house  that  WilHam  Butler  built  in 
Bareilly,  India,  typifying  the  foundation  upon  which  the 
church  is  built,  and  another,  of  Malabar  teak  from  Baroda, 
India,  termite  proof,  which  withstands  all  persecution  and 
flourishes  when  most  opposed. 

From  Old  Umtali,  Southern  Rhodesia,  comes  a  gavel  of 
ebony,  beautiful  in  its  national  luster  and  polish,  as  is  the 
life  of  Africa's  people  as  they  come  to  know  our  Christ. 

From  our  mission  work  in  North  Africa,  cames  a  flaky 
grained  gavel  of  eucalyptus  wood. 

These  are  a  part  of  the  collection  that  has  been  gathered 
from  historic  Methodist  spots  and  from  our  mission  fields. 
They  have  been  recommended  for  display  at  the  World's 
Fair  in  New  York  this  summer.  If  any  reader  has  access 
to  wood  from  early  Methodist  churches  in  the  various  states, 
I  shall  be  very  glad  if  such  wood  could  be  sent  to  me  to 
build  up  a  reminder  of  the  early  days  of  the  Church. 

MEMENTO  FROM  FIRST  FOREIGN  MISSION 

Bishop  John  M.  Springer  calls  the  attention  of  the  Editors 
to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  gavels  used  in  the  closing  session 
of  the  Uniting  Conference  was  made  of  ivory  from  Liberia, 
the  first  foreign  mission  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
established  in  1833,  eleven  years  before  the  major  separa- 
tion. This  gavel  was  also  used  in  the  opening  session  of 
the  Uniting  Conference.
